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REPORT  ON  HISTORICAL  ARCHIVES.

To  the  Hon.  J.  H.  Pope, 

Minister  of  Agriculture. 

Sir, — I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  respactin^  the  Historical 
Archives  under  my  charge,  and  the  result  of  investigations  made  this  year  among 
the  state  papers  in  Great  Britain  and  Finance,  to  ascertain  the  character,  value  and 
extent  of  the  documents  relating  to  Canada  to  be  found  there. 

Before,  however,  entering  on  the  report  of  the  work  of  the  year,  it  may  be  per- 
mitted to  recall,  very  briefly,  the  history  of  the  origin  of  the  Archives  Branch  of  the 
Department.  In  March,  1871,  a  very  numerously  signed  petition  from  authors  and 
literary  inquirers  in  Canada,  was  prepenfced  to  Parliament,  calling  attention  to  the 
disadvantageous  position  in  which  they  wore  placed,  and  expressing  their  conviction 
that  the  best  interests  of  society  in  this  country  would  be  consulted  by  establishing  a 
system  wi  lb  respect  to  Historical  Ai-chives,  analogous  to  those  in  Great  Britain,  France 
and  the  United  States.  The  petition  was  referred  by  Parliament  to  the  Joint  Library 
Committee,  who,  after  cureful  consideration,  recommended  that  it  should  be  trans- 
mitted for  action  to  the  Minister  of  Agriculture,  as  the  proper  authority  by  whom  the 
work  should  be  undertaken  ;  a  recommendation  which  was  adopted  by  Parliament, 
and  in  accordance  with  which  the  Secretary  of  the  Library  Committee  transmitted 
to  the  Minister  of  Agriculture,  for  consideration  and  action,  the  petition  which  had 
been  addressed  to  the  House  of  Commons.  On  the  2nd  of  August,  following,  the 
Minister  of  Agriculture,  was  authorized  by  Order  in  Council,  to  make  preliminary 
investigations  on  the  subject,  and  to  have  a  sum  placed  on  the  estimates  next  session, 
for  the  prosecution  of  the  work,  and  on  the  8th  September,  the  copy  of  the  petition 
addressed  to  His  Excellency  the  G-overnor  General,  transmitted  to  the  Secretary  of 
State's  Department  was,  in  accordance  with  the  resolution  of  Parliament,  and  the 
Order  in  Council,  transferred  by  the  Secretary  of  State  to  the  Minister  of  Agriculture, 
as  the  custodian  of  all  documents  relating  to  Historical  Archive?.  The  failure  to 
distinguish  between  these  and  Departmental  Records,  having  apparently  led  to  con- 
fusion, it  may  not  be  improper  to  repeat,  that  the  Departmental  Records  are,  by  law, 
in  charge  of  the  Minister  of  each  Department;  that,  on  receipt  or  transmission,  each 
document  is  summarized,  indexed  and  registered.  When  no  longer  required  for 
current  reference,  the  documents  are  transferred  to  the  Departmental  Record  Uoom, 
in  charge  of  a  departmental  keeper,  no  additional  indexing  being  requii-ed,  the  office 
indexes  being  sufficient  for  all  purposes,  and  the  documents  being   easily  obtainable 

by  reference  to  the  register.     On  the  other  hand,  the  duty  of  collecting,   arranging 
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and  preserving  the  Historical  Records,  or  Archives,  was,  by  a  special  rosolation  of 
Parliament,  on  the  report  of  a  Joint  Committee  of  both  Houses,  entrusted  to  the 
Minister  of  Agriculture,  as  Minister  of  Arts  and  Statistics,  in  whose  custody  all  docu- 
ments of  this  nature  ought  to  be  found. 

In  1872,  Parliament  voted  to  the  Minister  of  Agriculture  the  sum  asked  for,  and  in 
that  year  I  had  the  honour  of  being  selected  by  you  to  organize  the  newly  created 
office.  The  work  had  to  be  begun  ah  ovo,  not  a  single  document  of  any  description 
being  in  the  room  set  apart  for  the  custody  of  the  Archives.  Much  that  was  neces. 
sarily  of  a  preliminary  nature,  had  to  be  done.  The  first  important  contribution  to  the 
collection  was  made  by  the  War  Office,  which,  after  some  negotiations,  conducted  by 
me  when  in  London,  in  1873,  consented  to  transfer  the  Canadian  military  correspon- 
dence, going  back  nearly  100  years,  which  was  packed  up  in  Halifax  ready  for  trans- 
mission to  London.  These  papers  number  upwards  of  200,000  documents  of  various 
sizes,  shapes  and  contents,  and  no  provision  having  been  made  ior  clerical  assistance, 
I  was  obliged,  unassisted,  to  classify,  arrange  and  prepare  them  for  binding.  They 
are  now  on  the  shelves,  bound  in  1,037  volumes,  besides  a  collection  of  mixed  Civil 
and  Military  documents  obtained  elsewhere,  about  the' same  time,  which  had  also  to 
be  arranged  and  classified,  and  which  are  now  on  the  shelves,  to  the  number  of  197 
volumes.  The  Haldimand  collection,  copies  of  which  have  been  obtained  in  the 
British  Museum,  I  have  calendared,  so  far  as  received,  to  the  date  of  my  leaving  for 
Europe,  in  May  last,  and  since  obtaining  clerical  a3^iistance,  I  have  had  upwards  of 
2,60U  pages  of  the  calendars  so  prepared,  copied  for  the  printer,  in  case  it  should  be  de- 
termined to  have  them  published,  which  I  beg  to  suggest,  or  to  be  bound  for  reference 
in  MS.,  should  that  suggestion  not  be  adopted.  In  the  Report  for  1882,  will  be  found 
a  specimen  of  the  manner  in  which  the  work  of  calendaring  has  been  done.  These 
various  operations  were,  of  course,  in  addition  to  investigating,  corresponding  and 
attending  to  other  duties,  and  are  mentioned  simply  as  an  evidence  of  the  careful 
economy  observed  in  the  expenditure  of  the  grant  made  by  Parliament,  an  economy 
which  continues  to  be  strictly  adhered  to.  The  progress  of  the  work  will  be  best  seen 
by  referring  to  the  Reports  which  I  have  had  the  honour  to  present,  trom  time  to 
time.  I  venture  again  most  respectfully,  to  call  attention  to  the  inadequacy  of  the 
Archives  rooms,  in  point  of  space  and  accommodation.  Additional  shelving  has  been 
added,  which  will  relieve  the  pressure  for  a  time,  but  only  at  the  expense  of  encroaeh- 
jng  on  space,  already  too  limited. 

According  to  the  instructions  I  received  before  leaving  Ottawa,  to  enter  on  the 
work  of  investigation.  I  at  once,  on  my  arrival  in  London,  placed  myself  in  commu- 
nication with  the  Colonial  Office,  which  had  received  a  despatch  from  His  Excellency 
the  Governor  General,  accrediting  me  to  the  Earl  of  Derby,  the  Secretary  of  State 
for  the  Colonies  J  every  facility  was  afforded  me  by  the  Colonial  Office,  by  placing  me 
in  communication  with  the  Master  of  the  Rolls  and  the  different  Departments  of 


State  to  which  applications  for  access  to  papers  were  necessary.  In  this  respect,  I 
was  greatly  indebted  to  Mr.  Meade,  of  the  Colonial  Office,  for  his  unvarying  courtesy, 
all  my  applications  being  attended  to  and  forwarded  by  that  gentleman  with  the 
greatest  promptitude,  so  that  I  met  with  no  delay  in  entering  on  my  duties.  A 
detailed  statement  of  the  work  done  in  the  different  offices  will  be  found  in  a  subse- 
quent part  of  this  Eeport. 

In  caiTying  out  your  instructions,  I  considered  that  the  best  method  of  doing  so 
was  to  concentrate  my  efforts,  as  much  as  possible,  and  to  take  such  copious  notes  as 
would  enable  me  to  place  on  record  so  clearly  what  was  done,  that  no  necessity  would 
arise  for  a  fresh  examination  of  the  papers  on  which  I  i  ave  now  the  honour  to  report. 
But  in  doing  this,  very  considerable  time  was  necessarily  spent  in  comparing  the 
sets  of  papers  deposited  in  the  different  Departments  of  State,  those,  for  instance,  in 
the  Colonial,  the  Foreign,  and  the  War  Offices,  the  Lords  Commissioners  for  Trade 
and  Plantations,  now  known  as  the  Board  of  Trade,  and  the  collections  of  State 
papera  in  the  British  Museum,  on  which  I  formerly  reported.  The  object  of  this 
comparison  was  two-fold  :  to  avoid  needless  expense  in  re-copying  duplicates,  and  to 
prevent  the  consequent  accumulation  of  copies  of  the  same  papers,  that  might  be 
found  in  two,  three,  or  even  four  series .  To  guard  still  farther  against  this  useless 
multiplication,  I  left  very  carefully  written  instructions  for  the  guidance  of  the  copy- 
ists and  the  revisor,  by  which,  and  by  the  indications  given  in  this  Report,  I  trust 
that  the  chance  of  duplicating  copies  will  be  reduced  to  a  minimum. 

The  State  papers  deposited  in  the  Public  Record  Office  can  be  examined  only  in 
accordance  with  rules  laid  down  by  the  Department  to  which  they  belong.  With  the 
strongest  possible  desire  to  interpose  no  obstacles  in  the  prosecution  of  my  searches, 
the  Deputy  Keeper  of  Records  and  his  assistants  could  only  act  as  these  rules  directed. 
The  obstacles  their  strict  observance  present  to  a  thorough  search  may  easily  be 
seen,  when  it  is  understood  that,  by  the  regulations,  no  papers  belonging  to  the  For- 
eign Office  can  be  examined  of  a  date  subsequent  to  1*760,  or  by  special  permission,  up 
to  1802;  of  the  Colonial  Office,  to  the  same  date  (1760),  the  Board  of  Trade  papers 
being  included  in  the  latter;  of  the  Treasury,  to  1759,  &o.  In  the  case  of  a  search 
being  required  for  any  special  named  subject,  permission  has  sometimes  been  granted 
for  access  to  papers  subsequent  to  these  dates,  but  as  the  investigations  I  was  directed 
to  make  were  of  the^most  general  nature,  it  was  necessary  to  obtain  genei'al  permis- 
mission  to  examine  all  papers,  down  to  the  most  recent  date,  for  which  leave  could  be 
secured.  In  the  case  of  the  Colonial  Office  papers,  this  leave  was  most  willingly 
granted  by  the  Earl  of  Derby,  and  His  Lordship  also  placed  himself  in  communica- 
tion with  the  other  Departments  of  State,  to  obtain  for  me  the  same  privilege  in  re- 
gard to  their  papers.  The  Foreign  Office,  on  the  27th  August,  informed  the  Colonial 
Office,  in  answer  to  my  application,  that  I  would  be  allowed  to  examine  the  papers 

down   to  1816.    There  being,  however,  many  documents  subsequent  to  that  date, 
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which  it  was  most  important  should  be  accessible  at  Ottawa,  I  thought  it  desirable 
to  make  a  further  application,  and,  therefore,  prepared  the  following  memorandum. 
It  will  be  seen  by  its  contents  how  seriously  these  restrictions,  if  enforced,  reduce 
the  value  of  the  papers  as  a  State  collection,  for  deposit  amongst  the  Archives  of 
Canada.  One  volume  (98)  of  the  series,  "  America  and  West  Indies,"  containing 
Amherst's  con-espondence,  from  January  to  November,  1763,  has  been  entirely  with- 
held from  examination. 

Memorandum  as  to  restrictions  in  the  Public  Record  Office. 

"  All  papers  are  subject  to  revision  and  probably  to  mutilation,  after  copies  have 
been  taken. 

•*  The  Foreign  Office  does  not  allow  searches  to  be  made  among  documents  dated 
after  1815. 

"  The  whole,  of  the  Treaty  and  Boundary  papers  are,  under  this  rule,  inaccessible 
subsequent  to  that  date. 

"  The  restrictions  are  not  merely  formal,  but  are  acted  upon  by  the  officers  of 
the  Eecord  Office,  in  obedience  to  the  orders  to  that  effect,  received  from  the  Depart- 
ment of  State. 

"  Such  precautions  may  be  considered  necessary  in  the  case  of  private  individuals 
or  even  of  foreign  Governments.  Where,  however,  the  records  of  the  Dominion  and 
Provinces  are  concerned,  the  existence  of  these  rules  is,  I  respectfully  submit,  open 
to  serious  objection.  Copies  of  the  papers  are  not  desired  for  publication,  but  to  be 
deposited  amongst  the  Archives,  as  recoixJs  of  the  history  of  the  country,  which 
should  be  full,  complete  and  authentic,  containing  every  fact  and  all  the  details  of 
events,  so  far  as  these  have  been  placed  on  record  in  reports,  correspondence  and 
other  documents."

This  I  placed  in  the  hands  of  Sir  Charles  Tupper,  the  High  Commissioner,  who 
at  once  urged  the  matter  personally,  with  the  result  shown  in  the  following  official 
answer  from  the  Foreign  office  to  the  Colonial  office. 

"  Foreign  Office,  2l8t  September,  1883. 

"Sir, — With  reference  to  your  letter  of  the  15th  inst.,  I  am  directed  by  Lord 
Granville  to  inform  you  that  his  Lordship  has  no  objection  to  treating  Mr.  Brymner's 
case  as  an  exceptional  one,  and  to  allowing  him  to  have  access  to  the  Foreign  Office 
papers,  deposited  in  the  Record  office  relating  to  Canada  down  to  the  year  1842,  but 
that  he  is  of  opinion  that  he  should  not  be  allowed  to  take  away  copies  of  any  papers, 
without  submitting  them  to  the  authorities  of  the  Record  Office  in  the  first  instance, 
and  subsequently  to  the  Foreign  Office  for  the  approval  of  Lord  Granville. 

"  His  lordship  also  directs  me  to  inform  you,  that  he  desires  it  to  be  clearly 
understood  that  Mr.  Brymner  is  not  at  liberty  to  copy  any  Departmental  minutes 
which  he  may  find  on  the  letters  and  despatches  in  question.

The  permission  thus  obtained  being  permanent,  or  only  to  be  revoked  by  any 
abase  of  the  privilege,  not  likely  to  occur,  one  great  difficulty  has  been  removed 
out  of  the  way  of  an  examination  of  the  State  papers  in  the  Uecord  Office. 
There  are  still,  as  will  be  seen,  some  restrictions  in  force,  which  may,  as  I  have 
-already  said,  be  necessary  in  the  case  of  private  individuals,  but  which,  as  they  can 
scarcely  apply  to  obtaining  copies  by  the  Government  of  Canada  of  papers  relating 
to  the  history  of  the  Dominion,  will  undoubtedly  be  removed  on  farther  application 
to  that  eflfect  being  made. 

By  a  similar  application,  permission  was  given  to  inspect  the  I'ecords  and  papers 
in  the  Privy  Council,  but  I  was  unable  to  do  more  than  visit  the  office  and  make  a 
preliminary  investigation,  owing  to  the  late  date  at  which  the  privilege  was  granted. 
The  permission  is,  as  in  the  other  cases,  not  confined  to  the  immediate  time,  but 
extends  to  investigations  that  may  require  to  be  made  hereafter. 

The  same  remark  applies  to  the  leave  granted,  in  answer  to  my  application 
through  the  Colonial  Office,  by  the  Board  of  Management  of  the  Eoyal  Institution, 
which  contains  a  series  of  papers  known  as  the  Carleton  or  Dorchester  Collection, 
As  the  rooms  wore  to  be  closed  for  a  time,  I  spent  some  hours  there,  to  satisfy  myself 
as  to  the  general  chai*acter  of  the  papers.  Those  I  examined  related  chiefly  to  the 
transactions  in  which  Carleton  was  engaged  whilst  in  command  in  New  York,  &o., 
during  the  Revolutionary  War.  They  will,  I  believe,  repay  careful  examination  on  a 
future  occasion,  but  I  did  not  feel  justified  in  entering  upon  a  task  that  would  inter- 
fere with  the  work  of,  for  the  time,  more  immediate  concern.  Besides,  I  believe  that 
their  contents  will  require  to  be  compared  carefully  with  those  of  State  papers  of  the 
same  period  deposited  in  the  Record  Office.  Mr.  Vincent,  the  Secretary  of  the  Royal 
Institution,  kindly  offered  to  make  arrangements  for  a  thorough  examination,  when- 
ever it  should  bo  determined  upon. 

Having  made  such  an  examination  and  selection  in  the  Public  Record  Office  aa 
enabled  me  to  furnish  a  sufficient  amount  of  work  for  the  copyists,  about  the  end 
of  June  I  left  for  Paris,  according  to  instructions,  to  make  arrangements  with  Mr. 
Joseph  Marmette,  the  Assistant  Archivist,  for  the  prosecution  of  the  work  in  the 
French  Departments  of  State.  On  my  arrival,  I  found  that  His  Escallency,  Lord 
Lyons,  the  British  Ambassador,  to  whom  I  was  acci*edited  by  Lord  G-ranville,  was> 
unfortunately,  absent,  from  ill  health.  Mi*.  Plunkett,  the  Secretary  of  the  Embassy 
(since  appointed  Ambassador  to  Japan),  was,  however,  most  obliging.  His  assistance 
was  not  merely  official  or  perfunctory.  On  the  contrary,  he  appeared  to  take  a  per- 
■sonal  interest  in  the  success  of  the  work.  In  the  Departments  of  State,  there  was 
an  entire  absence  of  friction  in  the  intercourse  with  the  French  oflicials.  I  may  be 
permitted  to  refer  to,  and  to  acknowledge  the  attentions  of  the  Heads  of  the  Foreign 
and  Colonial  Departments — M.  de  Rialle  and  M.  Aval — 7?4iich  secured  for  Mr.  Mar- 


mette  and  myself  all  needed  facilities.    The  details  of  the  work  done  in  the  Depart- 
ments will  be  found  in  the  statement  by  Mr.  Marmette,  which  forms  part  of  this  report. 

Daring  the  time  I  was  in  Paris,  I  entered  upon  two  special  subjects  for  investiga- 
tion— one  an  examination  into  the  method  adopted  there  of  preparing  catalogues,  so 
as  to  be  most  readily  avilable  for  reference  ;  the  other,  the  examination  and  selection 
of  such  works  as  related  directly  to  the  history  of  Canada.  In  the  selection  of  his- 
torical works,  I  spared  no  pains,  after  a  careful  examination  of  several  thousand  titles 
and  descriptions,  to  ascertain  by  a  minute  and  careful  scrutiny  of  the  works  eolected 
for  special  examination,  thatthey  were  complete  editions,  whether  original  or  reprints, 
80  that  no  imperfect  copies  might  find  their  way  to  the  shelves.  Many  of  the  works, 
it  is  almost  unnecessary  to  say,  required  only  careful  collation,  their  value  being  |well 
known,  but  others  required  a  critical  examination  of  their  contents,  so  as  to  ascertain 
their  value,  or  othei-wise. 

An  opportunity  presented  itself,  of  which  I  took  advantage,  to  make  a  collection 
of  maps,  illustrating  the  history  of  Nouvelle  France  and  of  British  North  America.  A 
lew  are  reprints,  but  nearly  all  are  originals.  In  making  the  selection,I  was  guided  by 
the  desire  to  secrra  useful  and  not  merely  rare  or  curious  mapb,and  I  took  the  greatest 
care  to  satisfy  myself  as  to  the  real  date  of  the  original  issue,  so  that  they  might  be 
arranged  chronologically.  Several,  as  may  be  inferred  from  this  statement,  are 
undated,  but  I  think  it  will  be  found  that  the  period  of  their  publication,  or  in  the  case 
of  reprints,  their  original  publication,  is  almost  positively  fixed  by  direct  or  collateral 
evidence.  The  maps  and  a  suitable  collection  of  charts,  I  have  had  bound,  in  such  a 
manner  as  to  make  them  easy  of  access  and  at  the  same  time  to  preserve  them  from 
injury. 

In  maps  at  pages  32,  35  and  3*7,  of  volume  F,  the  boundaries  of  the  Hudson's  Bay 
Company's  territories  are  laid  down,  professedly  according  to  the  Treaty  of  Utrecht. 
In  32,  the  line  stated  to  be  "  the  southern  boundaiy  of  the  Hudson's  Bay,  settled  by 
Commissaries  after  the  Peace  of  Utrecht,"  is  coincident  with  49°  north  latitude,  leav- 
ing a  portion  of  the  Lake  of  the  Woods  to  the  south  of  the  line  which,  running  due 
east,  takes  in  Lake  and  Fort  Abitibi.  The  other  maps  (35,  37)  represent  the  bounds 
"by  an  irregular  line  to  the  north  of  49°,  presumedly  following  the  supposed  height  of 
land,  leaving  Lake  of  the  "Woods  altogether  to  the  south,  in  a  territory 
twtween  what  is  represented  on  the  map  as  the  northern  boundaries  of  New  England 
and  the  southern  boundaries  of  the  Hudson's  Bay  Territories,  the  one  extending  to  48*' 
and  the  other  to  about  49^.  Map  35,  professes  to  give  the  boundaries  of  all  the 
grants  in  America];  No.  37  gives  only  the  New  England  and  the  Hudson's  Bay  limits. 
"What  authority  the  compilers  of  these  maps  had  for  fixing  the  limits,  it  is  not  easy  to 
ascertain.  Any  special  investigation  into  the  question  of  boundaries  was  beyond  the 
scope  of  my  instructions,  although  the  subject  came  incidentally  under  my  notice. 


Thus,  among  the  Colonial  entry  books,  is  a  volume  numbered  25,  with  the  title 
*'  Transactions  Betweene  England  and  France,  relateing  to  the  Hudsons  Bay,  1687.'* 
Among  the  Foreign  Office  Eecords,  under  the  title  of  "  France,  Miscellaneous  Cori-es- 
pondence,  1687,"  is  a  duplicate  of  the  same  (No.  309)  and  among  the  Treaties  in  the 
Foreign  Office  collection,  is  a  Treaty  of  Neutrality,  No.  101  (F.O.  46)  in  Latin,  signed 
at  Whitehall,  on  the  6th-16th  November,  and  ratified  at  Yersailles  on  the  29th  Novem- 
ber, 168  ]. 

The  Treaty  and  the  Transactions  relate  to  the  same  dispute,  the  Transactions 
being  an  account  of  the  proceedings  before  the  Commissioners,  appointed  by  virtue 
of  the  Treaty,  to  agree  upon  the  points  to  be  definitely  settled.  The  two  copies. 
Colonial  25  and  Foreign  309,  are  exactly  alike,  line  for  line  and  page  for  page, 
although  the  entries  in  the  catalogues  would  lead  to  the  supposition  that  they  are 
two  difi'erent  documents,  and  that  the  Treaty  has  no  reference  to  either.  The  follow- 
ing is  a  synopsis  of  the  Transactions : — 

Appointment  of  Commissioners  and  meeting,  18th  May,  1687. 

Petition  by  the  Hudson  Bay  Company  and  the  answer  by  the  French,  presented 
on  that  day.  The  first,  with  a  memorial,  is  signed  by  Churchill,  the  Governor ;  the 
memorial  is  signed  by  B.  Bering,  the  Deputy  Governor  and  sevon  of  the   Directors, 

Memorial  by  the  French,  with  translation. 

Memorial  of  the  Hudson  Bay  Company. 

Reponse,  with  proofs,  produced  by  the  French. 

Further  memorial  en  reponse. 

Eeply  to  the  last. 

All  claims  and  counter  claims,  with  the  proofs,  are  adduced  on  both  sides. 

An  instrument  was  agreed  upon  for  a  cessation  of  hostilities,  and  for  the  deter- 
mination of  the  respective  limits  in  America,  which  is  given  in  Latin  and  English, 
and  signed  on  the  Ist-llth  December,  1687,  the  instructions  to  the  Governors  being 
appended. 

In  Charlevoix  "  Histoire  Generale  de  la  Nouvelle  France,"  (Paris  1744),  at  page 
507,  vol.  1.,  is  an  extract  from  a  letter  from  the  King  of  France  to  the  Governor  Gen- 
eral of  Canada,  desiring  him  to  issue  letters  to  the  various  Governors,  to  carry  out  this 
Treaty  of  1686,  literally  (que  vous  teniez  6xactemeni  la  main  a  son  exicution,  sans  vous  en 
dipartir  pour  quelque  raison  que  ce  soit),  and  to  treat  as  pirates  all  private  adventurers, 
{armateurs  purticuliers),  who  had  no  legitimate  commission,  or  whose  commissions 
were  issued  by  any  Prince,  &c.,  with  whom  France  was  at  war. 

A  copy  of  the  Treaty,  in  French,  will  be  found  at  page  81,  of  the  "  Memoires  des 
Commissaires  du  Eoi,  et  de  ceux  de  sa  Majeste  Britannique  sur  les  possessions  et  lea 


droits  rospectifd  des  deux  couronnos  en  Amerifxue,"  (Paris,  1755).  The  Treaty  is 
there  stated  to  have  been  concluded  at  London,  on  the  16th  Novembor,  1686,  but  no 
mention  is  made  of  the  ratification  at  Versailles.  The  names  attached  are  those  of 
Barillon  d'Amoncoui't,  .Toffreys,  C.  Rochester,  Sanderland,  P.  Middleton  and  Godolphin, 
In  Charlevoix,  the  extract  from  the  King's  letter  gives  the  date  of  the  Treaty  as  the 
13th  of  September,  1686,  bat  it  is  not  probable  that  Barillon  would  have  negotiated  two 
Treaties,  so  near  in  point  of  time  to  each  other,  with  the  same  object  in  view.  The 
date  of  the  Treaty,  in  the  Foreign  Office,  agrees  with  that  given  in  the  Memoirs  just 
quoted. 

In  the  same  work,  and  at  page  89,  is  a  ''  Tj-aite  provisionnel  concernant  I'Am^- 
rique  entre  le  Roi  de  France  et  le  Roi  d'Angleterre,"  signed  at  Whitehall  the  l-ll 
Dec,  1687,  by  Barillon  d'Amoncourt,  Dusson  de  Bonrepaus,  Comes  de  Sunderland, 
Come?  de  Middleton,  aad  Grodolphin.  It  is  in  French  and  Latin,  and  is  the  instru- 
ment agreed  upon  after  the  deliberations  of  the  Commissioners  acting  under  the 
Treaty  of  1686. 

These  Treaties,  with  extracts  of  such  parts  as  specially  relate  to  New  York,  are 
referred  to  in  the  Colonial  History  of  New  York,  vol.  3,,  pp.  50i  to  510,  and  will 
be  found  summarized  in  Mr.  Charles  Lindsey's  "  Investigation  of  the  Unsettled 
Boundaries  of  Ontario  "  (Toronto,  1873). 

I  can  find  no  account  of  any  settlement  having  been  arrived  at,  in  accordance 
with  this  Treaty.  The  Transactions  contain,  however,  evidence  of  the  claims  set  up 
by  the  French  and  by  the  Hudson's  Bay  Company,  respectively,  to  the  territories 
in  question,  according  to  their  views  at  that  period,  and  will  be  found  published  in 
foil,  with  all  the  peculiarities  of  spelling,  &c.,  in  note  C. 

It  is  not  probable  that  any  additional  light  can  be  thrown  on  the  results  of  the 
Treaty  of  Utrecht,  so  far  as  the  determination  ot  boundaries  is  concerned,  than  what 
is  already  known.  The  maps  in  the  Public  Record  Office  in  London  are  few  in  num- 
ber and  unimportant  in  character,  and  throw  no  distinct  light  upon  the  subject,  so 
far  as  I  could  see.  There  seem  to  have  been  two  attempts  made  to  come  to  a  settle- 
ment under  the  Treaty  of  Utrecht,  one  which  broke  off  about  1719,  the  other  begun 
in  1750,  chiefly,  it  would  appear,  for  the  purpose  of  settling  the  boundaries  of  Acadia, 
closed,  so  far  as  documents  show,  about  1758,  without  any  definite  result  being 
reached.  Of  the  four  volumes,  with  the  proceedings  of  the  French  and  British  Com- 
missioners, referring  to  the  last  attempt,  the  first  contains  the  papers  respecting 
Acadia  and  the  Inland  of  St.  Lucia,  with  a  map  showing  the  proposed  limits  of 
Acadia.  The  second  volume  contains  public  Acts  and  Treaties  concerning  America 
in  general ;  the  third,  the  papers  in  support  of  the  claims  to  St.  Lucia,  and  the  fourth 
the  last  memoires  respecting  Acadia,  and  a  memoire  of  the  French  Commissioners,  con- 
cerning the  Island  of  Tobago,  with  a  map  showing  the  British  claims  up  to,  but  not 
beyond,  48°  north  latitude. 


It  will  bo  noticed  in  the  details  of  the  workdjne,  that  nearly  all  the  shipping 
returns  transmitted  from  Quebec  are  missing,  the  letter  of  advice  being  alone  in- 
serted, but  the  returns  either  lost  or  placed  elsewhere.  A  barren  abstract  of  the 
vessels  entered  is  occasionally  at  the  foot  of  the  letter  of  advice.  It  is  possible  that 
the  missing  returns  may  be  found  by  farther  search  amongst  the  papers  of  the  Board 
of  Trade,  but  this  is  by  no  means  certain.  The  statistics  contained  in  them  would  be 
of  great  service  to  the  commercial  historian,  and  the  importance  of  these  returns  is 
increased  by  the  fact,  shown  in  the  Archives  Eeport  for  18S2,  that  all  the  reports 
relating  to  Canadian  Trade  and  Customs  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Custom  House  au- 
thorities in  London,  go  no  further  back  than  1823.  In  the  Quebec  series  of  the  Colonial 
Office  papers.  Vol.  56-2,  is  a  paper  signed  H.T.C.,  that  is  Cramahe,  dated  lOth  Jane, 
1Y65,  with  an  abstract  of  duties  and  disbursements  in  Quebec,from  the  Conquest,  1759, 
to  October,  1764,  with  a  proposed  scale  of  Provincial  duties,  but  the  only  complete 
statement,  so  far  discovered,  is  that  from  1768  to  1783,  given  in  last  year's  Eeport. 

In  the  same  volume  (56-2)  are  papers  by  the  Baron  Masei'es,  who  was  Attorney- 
General  of  the  Province  of  Quebec.  Several  documents  relating  to  Quebec  were 
published  by  Maseres  in  1771,  in  a  volume  entitled:  "A  Collection  of  several  Com- 
missions and  other  Public  Instruments  proceeding  from  His  Majesty's  Eoyal 
Authority,  and  other  papers  relating  to  the  State  of  the  Province  of  Quebec,  since 
the  Conquest,  in  1760."  These  reports  and  commissions  do  not  appear  among  the 
Colonial  Office  papers,  with  the  exception  of  "  A  Plan  of  a  Convenient  Method  of 
Administei'ing  Justice  in  the  Pi-oviuce  of  Quebec,  submitted  to  Lord  Hillsborough, 
in  April,  1770."  Of  the  other  two  papers  in  volume  56,  one,  "  Considerations  on  the 
Expediency  of  procuring  an  Act  of  Parliament  for  the  settlement  of  the  Province  of 
Quebec,"  is  printed,  a  few  copies  having  been  struck  oif  for  the  Ministry  in  1766; 
the  other,  a  supplement  to  the  same  paper,  is  in  manuscript.  Both  were  published 
by  Maseres  in  a  collection  of  "  Occasional  Essays,"  in  1809. 

I  have  been  particular  in  citing  these  papers,  because  none  of  the  official  reports 
of  that  date  appear  to  be  among  the  Colonial  papers ;  at  least,  they  are  not  among 
those  I  have  examined.  They  were  sent  to  the  Colonial  Office,  beyond  a  doubt, 
Morgan,  an  Under  Secretary,  having  been  sent  to  Quebec  by  the  Colonial  Secretary 
in  1769,  to  report  on  the  state  of  the  laws,  &c.  His  report  does  not  appear  among 
the  Colonial  papers,  nor  does  that  of  Carleton,  ror  do  the  three  reports  by  Hey,  the 
Chief  Justice,  and  by  Maseres,  the  Attorney  G-eneral,  which  were  entrusted  to 
Morgan  in  September,  1769,  to  be  delivered  to  the  Colonial  Secretary.  Two  of  the 
three  reports  are  in  the  "  Collection"  by  Maseres,  but  Chief  Justice  Hey's  is  awanting. 

The  Canadian  documents  were  submitted  to  the  Law  Officers  of  the  Crown  ii^ 
1771,  but  their  reports  are  equally  missing.  There  is  little  doubt  that  all  the  doour 
ments  relating  to  this  subject  will  be  found  together,  possibly  in  the  Privy  Council 
Office.    The  report  of  Marriott,  the  Advocate-General,  dated,  "  College  of  Advocates, 
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Doctors  Commons,  1773,"  was  published  in  1V74,  with  a  letter  dated  12th  May,  1765, 
to  the  Attorney  and  Solicitor-General  (Mr.  Norton  and  Mr.  de  Grey)  as  an  Appendix 
respecting  the  case  of  the  Jesuits  in  Canada.  The  Order  in  Coancil  of  the  14th 
June,  1771,  directed  the  Advocate,  Attorney  and  Solicitor-General,  to  prepare  a 
general  plan  of  Civil  and  Criminal  Law  for  the  Province  of  Quebec,  but  by  a  sub- 
aequent  order,  of  the  3l8t  July,  1772,  reciting  the  former  order  they  were  directed 
to  prepare  separate  reports.  As  these  various  reports  and  other  documents  relate 
directly  to  the  Quebec  Act  of  1774,  it  is  very  desirable  that  they  should  be  all 
accessible  \iore,  together  with  such  other  papers  as  bear  upon  the  same  subject. 

The  documents  relating  to  the  United  Empire  Loyalists  are  very  far  from  being 
complete.  There  are  reports  and  correspondence  respecting  them  in  the  Haldimand 
collection.  These  include  the  correspondence  with  Colonel  Gugy,  relative  to  their  settle- 
ment at  Machiche ;  correspondence  with  Captain  Cuyler,  respecting  the  reception 
of  Loyalists  and  their  settlement  in  Cape  Breton;  lists  (partial)  of  enrolments  into 
corps ;  the  surveys  in  Cataraqui  &c. ;  besides  a  list  of  settlers  in  Upper  Canada  obtained 
from  the  Ontario  Government  and  other  papers.  Among  these  is  a  report  by  Colonel 
Moree,  R.  E.,  givirg  a  detailed  return  of  the  disbanded  troops  and  Loyalists  settling 
in  Nova  Scotia,  who  were  mustered  in  the  summer  of  1784.  The  total  number  of 
men,  women  and  children,  by  this  return,  was  28,347.  Of  these,  9,260  settled  on  the 
St.  John  Eiver,  and  7,923  at  Shelburne,  the  others  being  scattered  over  the  Province 
in  small  parties.  The  total  population  of  Nova  Scotia  (including  St.  John  or  Prince 
Edward  Island)  wa§  then,  according  to  Col.  Morse,  42,747,  thus  divided.

Indians  are  not  included.  Negroes,  estimated  at  about  3,000,  were  included  among 
the  Loyalists.  This  enumeration  differs  very  materially  from  that  of  most  authors 
•who  have  written  on  the  subject. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  papers  relating  to  United  Empire  Loyalists  are  to  be 
found  scattered  throughout  the  country,  of  little  value  as  they  are,  but  which  woald 
1)6  of  essential  service  as  contributions  towards  a  remarkable  part  of  the  history  of 
Canada,  were  they  brought  together. 

In  May  last,  Mr.  Jonas  Howo,  of  St.  John,  New  Brunswick,  sent  me  a  list  of 
Xioyalist  regiments,  of  which  he  has  imperfect  muster  rolls,  from  1776  to  1783,  only 
two  or  three  being  complete  for  that  period.  The  time  necessary  to  have  examined 
the  muster  rolls  of  these  and  other  Colonial  regiments  that  might  have  been  found 
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in  the  War  Office,  prevented  me  from  attempting  the  task.  I  think  it  desirable  to 
publish  the  list  sent  me  by  Mr.  Howe ;  it  is  not  improbable  that  similar  lists  may  be 
in  possession  of  families  descending  from  United  Empire  Loyalists,  who  may  possibly 
be  induced  to  send  them  for  deposit  among  the  Archives,  so  as  to  complete  these 
details,  as  far  as  possible.     The  following  is  a  list  of  Corps  sent  by  Mr.  Howe : —

I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  Allan  ParkPaton,  of  Greenock,  Scotland,  for  an  interesting 
volume,  the  first  work  ever  published  in  that  town,  being  the  "  Adventures  of  J. 
McAlpine,  a  native  Highlander,  from  the  time  of  his  emigration  from  Scotland  to 
America,  in  17'73."  The  work  was  published  in  1780,  and  dedicated  to  Sir  Guy 
Carleton.  McAlpine  served  as  "a  Loyalist  under  Carle  ton,  Burgoyne,  Hamilton, 
Phillips,  Powell  and  other  officers,  lost  all  his  property,  and  for  his  loyalty  was  ex- 
pelled from  the  country  in  common  with  many  others. 
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Works  of  this  character,  whether  published  at  the  time  or  subsequently,  would 
be  of  material  service  as  contributions  towards  the  elucidation  of  various  points  of 
Canadian  history.  A  beginning  of  such  contributions,  I  am  happy  to  say,  has 
already  been  made.  Among  these,  I  have  to  acknowledge  from  the  State  Historical 
Society  of  Wisconsin,  by  the  hands  of  Dr.  Lyman  C.  Draper,  a  complete  set  of  the 
catalogues  of  the  Library  and  of  the  transactions  of  that  Society,  including  many  very 
interesting  papers.  Also,  from  the  State  Library  of  New  York,  by  the  attention  of 
Dr.  Homes,  a  collection  of  documents,  a  list  of  which  will  Ije  found  at  the  end  of  this 
Beport.  To  Mr.  Black,  the  Treasurer,  and  to  the  late  Mr.  Ansley,  City  Surveyor,  of 
Montreal,  thanks  are  due  for  valuable  collections  of  reports  respecting  the  progress 
of  that  city.  For  other  papers,  pamphlets,  &c.,  presented  by  individuals,  I  would 
refer  to  the  list  at  the  end  of  the  Report.  Special  reference  may,  however,  ba  per- 
mitted to  the  collection  of  letters  addressed  to  Sir  Charles  Bagot,  whilst  Governor- 
Oeneral  of  Canada,  presented  by  his  grandson,  Mr.  Joscelyn  Bagot,  Grenadier  Guards* 
and  to  the  collection  sent  by  Sir  Francis  Hincks,  K.C.M.G.,  one  of  which  is  published 
by  his  permission. 

In  the  Greville  Mejnoirs,  Yol.  III.,  page  125,  of  the  London  edition,  is  an  entry, 

elated  20th  December,  1835,  in  these  words  :     "  I  have  just  seen   an  excellent  letter 

"from  Frederick  Elliot  to  Taylor,  with  a  description  of  the  state  of  parties  and 
"politics  in  Lower  Canada,  which  has  been  shown  to  the  Ministers,  who  think  it  the 
<*  ablest  exposS  on  those  heads  that  has  been  transmitted  from  thence." 

On  the  information  furnished  by  Sir  Francis  Hincks,  I  wrote  to  Sir  Henry 
Taylor,  to  whom  the  letter  spoken  of  by  Mr.  Greville  was  addressed.  Sir  Henry  at 
first  sent  me  copies  of  two  letters,  the  one  referred  to  by  Mr.  Greville,  dated  24th 
October,  1835,  and  another  dated  the  12th  November  of  the  same  year.  Subsequently, 
however,  he  sent  the  originals,  which  he  had  found  after  a  long  and  troublesome 
Bearoh,  with  permission  to  publish  them,  and  sometime  after,  two  additional  letters. 
These  letters  were  written  by  Mr.  T.  Fred.  Elliot,  the  youngest  son  of  the  Right  Hon. 
Hugh  Elliot,  and  nephew  of  the  first  Lord  Minto.  He  was  in  Canada  in  1835,  as 
Secretary  of  the  Gosford  Commission,  and  whilst  in  that  position,  wrote  the  letters 
in  question,  unofficially,  to  his  friend,  Mr.,  now  Sir,  Henry  Taylor,  of  the  Colonial 
Office.  They  were  considexod  of  sufficient  importance  to  be  submitted  to  the  Ministry, 
and  were  passed  from  one  to  another  of  the  members  of  the  Administration .  The 
following  note,  written  by  Lord  Howick,  respecting  the  first  letter,  shows  the  sense 
entertained  of  the  value  of  the  correspondence : — 

"  War  Office,  Thursday. 

"Dear  Taylor, — I  return  Elliott's  letter,  which  I  think  decidedly  the  best 
"*'  paper  on  Canadian  affairs  I  have  ever  read.  Indeed,  I  do  not  know  that  I  ever  saw  an 
"  account  of  the  state  of  parties  and  politics  in  any  country,  drawn  up  with  equal  judg- 
"mentand  discrimination.  Pei'haps  I  am  not  a  fair  judge,  and  that  I  estimate  thiis 
"  paper  too  highly,  in  consequence  of  its  so  completely  establishing  all  my  own  pro- 
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"  conceived  opinions  and  views,  bat  filling  up  various  important  parts  and  details  in 
"  tb«  picture  I  had  made  to  myself  of  the  state  of  affairs  in  Canada. 

"  I  trubt  that  you  will  show  this  letter  to  Lord  Grlenelg,  and  I  even  wiL*h  you 
"  could  feel  yourself  at  liberty  to  allow  him  to  show  to  Lard  Melbourne,  and  to  the 
"  King,  a  copy  of  all  the  more  important  parts  of  it. 

"  I  trust  you  will  not  object  to  my  having  made  an  abstract  of  it  for  my  own  use, 
"  or  to  my  employing  and  quoting  the  information  it  contains,  in  a  statement  I  mean 
"to  dravv  up  of  my  views  of  what  ought  to  be  our  policy  towards  Canada  at  thiscon- 
'*  juncture. 

"  Yours  very  sincerely, 

"  HOWICK." 

The  effect  these  letters  probably  had  in  shaping  the  Colonial  legislation  of 
that  critical  period  would  appear  to  be  sufficient  justification  for  publishing  them. 
They  will  bo  found  in  notes  A  1  and  2,  at  the  end  of  this  Eeport. 

As  an  interesting  pendant  to  these  letters,  written  before  the  outbreak  of  1837-38, 
is  a  letter  from  the  Hon.  A.  N.  Morin,  to  Sir  Francis  Hincks,  8th  May,  1841,  shortly 
before  the  first  meeting  of  the  Legislature  of  United  Canada  (14th  Juno,  1841).  The 
letter  will  be  found  at  note  B. 

Early  on  the  morning  of  the  I3th  Octoboi-,  1812,  Major  General  Sir  Isaac  Brook 
fell  at  Queenston,  "  whilst,"  to  use  the  words  of  Major  G-eneral  Sheaffe,  his  successor 
"gallantly  cheering  his  troops  to  an  exertion  for  maintaining  it."  The  last  official 
letter  he  wrote  before  his  death,  is  amongst  the  military  correspondence  in  this  office. 
The  whole  letter,  chiefly  written  on  the  llth,  with  a  postscript  of  the  12th,  hag  been 
published  in  "  Brock's  Life,"  by  his  nephew,  Mr.  Ferdinand  Brock  Tapper,  from  a  rouo-h 
draft  found  among  Sir  Isaac's  papers.  The  biographer  expresses  a  doubt  whether  it 
was  ever  sent,  a  doubt  which  its  existence  among  the  military  correspondence  sqts  at 
rest.    The  letter  is  written  on  rough  foolscap,  and  is  in  Sir  Isaac's  own  hand. 

For  some  time  after  the  Conquest,  the  only  Protestant  clergy  in  the  Province  of 
Canada  were  the  military  and  naval  chaplains,  who  presumedly  kept  the  registers 
of  the  baptisms,  marriages  and  burials  of  the  Protestant  inhabitant?.  Even  after 
there  was  a  resident  clergy,  their  number  was  so  few  that  the  chaplains  were  obliged  to 
continue  the  celebration  of  marriages,  &c.  What  has  become  of  the  registers  they  kept, 
I  have  been  unable  lo  ascertain.  Nothing  is  known  of  them  in  the  Public  Eccord  Office, 
London,  and  it  does  not  appear  that  they  were  transmitted  to  any  central  authority. 
It  is,  in  fact,  beyond  doubt  that  many,  perhaps  most  of  them,  wore  kept  in  the  most 
slipshod,  irregular  manner,  and  that  the  books  containing  them  were  retained  by 
the  chaplains  as  their  own  individual  and  private  memoranda.  It  is  barely  possible 
that  portions  of  them  might  be  recovered,  could  the  representatives  of  ihe  chaplains 
be  found,  but  the  difficulty  of  tracing  them  seems  to  render  any  attempt  of  this  kind 
almost  hopeless.  There  are  many  interests  involved  in  the  production  of  these  papers  : 
those  of  inheritance,  for  instance.  It  is  desirable,  therefore,  that  all  possible  publicity 
should  be  given  to  the  fact  that  these  documents  are  missing,  so  that  if  they  are  still. 
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in  existence  among  the  papei-s  left  by  clergymen  who  served  as  chaplains  in  Canada, 
they  may  be  forwarded  to  this  office,  as  they  are  in  every  sense  public  and  not 
private  documents. 

In  answer  to  inquiries,  the  Bishop  of  Quebec  has  promised  to  make  an  investiga- 
tion amoTig  the  papers  belonging  to  the  Anglican  Cathedral  there,  and  Mr.  Fiset,  Pro- 
thouotary  of  Quebec,  states  that  there  are  portions  of  the  Registers  of  the  garrison 
chaplains  deposited  in  his  office,  but  none  of  the  naval  chaplains.  Any  such  records 
are,  however,  very  imperfect.  Since  this  was  written  the  Bishop  of  Quebec  hag 
informed  me  that  only  the  registers  of  incumbents  are  in  the  Cathedral.  The  Secre- 
tary of  the  Society  for  the  Propagation  of  the  Gospel  in  Foreign  Parts  has  written  me 
that  the  missionaries  sent  out  by  the  society  after  the  conquest,  only  transmitted  the 
numbers  but  not  the  names  of  those  baptised,  married  or  buried  whom  they  had 
registered. 

In  the  Archives  Report  for  1882,  attention  was  called  to  the  danger  of  the  des- 
truction by  of  valuable'papers  which  cannot  be  replaced.  To  the  instances  then 
adduced  of  the  burning  of  public  buildings  has  to  be  added  that  of  the  Legislative 
Buildings  at  Quebec,  in  the  spring  of  this  year,  when  a  large  portion  of  the  Library, 
and  the  Records  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  were  destroyed.  Other  original  and 
unpublished  papers  are  deposited  at  Quebec,  the  loss  of  which  would  be  irreparable. 
Of  these  it  is  only  necessary,  in  the  meantime,  to  notice  the  "  Registres  do  delibera- 
tions et  Jugements  du  Conseil  Superieure  de  Quebec  "  extending  from  1663  to  1760, 
wbich  are  in  the  Provincial  Secretary's  Office. 

There  are  papers  in  many  of  the  national  depositories  of  the  greatest  importance 
to  Canadian  history.  There  are  many  in  St.  Petersbui'g,  some  of  which  are  men- 
tioned by  Harrise  in  his  "  Bibliographic  de  la  JSTouvelle  France  "  ;  others  at  Rome ; 
others  among  the  Spanish  papers.  Respecting  these  latter,  I  have  been  in  corres- 
pondence with  Don  Pascual  de  Gayangoz,  the  distinguished  Arabic  scholar,  who  writes 
me  as  follows  : —

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Since  the  last  iloport  was  published  a  valuable  addition  of  printed  works  has 
been  made  to  the  Archives.  These  are  indispensable  as  the  worIiin<j  tools  of  those 
charged  with  the  collection  of  historical  documents,  it  being  impossible  to  conduct 
investigations  successfully  without  them,  as  they  must  always  be  at  hand,  and  con- 
stantly accessible  in  the  Archives  Kooms,  not  only  to  the  officials  but  to  those  engaged 
in  historical  investigations.  I  would  beg  to  direct  attention  to  the  want  of  anything 
like  a  complete  set  of  Canadian  pamplets,  and  of  pamplets  on  Canadian  uibjects.  It 
is  most  important  that  this  want  should  be  supplied.  Gifts  of  private  collections  of 
this  nature  have  been  made  to  local  institutions,  where  they  are,  to  a  certain  extent, 
useful;  but  if  the  collection  of  works  in  the  Archives  Office  at  Ottawa  is  to  become 
as  extensive  and  useful  as  it  ought  to  be,  for  practical  purposes  of  research,  it  would 
require  the  assistance  of  every  one  interested  in  tracing  and  preserving  the  history  of 
the  progress  of  the  country,  using  the  term  "  history  of  progress  "  in  its  most 
general  sense.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  all  who  can  contribute  to  this  object  will  do  so. 
Pamphlets,  which  at  the  moment  of  publication  may  seem  to  be  almost  worthless, 
and  scarcely  deserving  of  preservation,  may  prove,  in  the  cour.se  of  years,  to  be  of 
great  value,  in  a  historical  point  of  view  Many  writings  of  an  ephemeral  nature  are 
out  of  print ;  many  have  been  printed  only  for  private  circulation.  In  the  case  of 
County  histories,  for  instance,  having  a  very  limited  circulation,  they  have  almost 
entirely  disappeared.  Imperfect  as  many  of  them  are,  there  is  not  one  of  them  that 
does  not  contain  information  of  service,  to  at  least  the  local  historian,  and  it  is  desir- 
ous that  all  works  of  use  to  investigators  of  social  progress,  should  be  found  in  the 
Archives  Rooms. 

The  British  Museum  has  attained  to  its  present  extent,  and  its  contents  have 
become  so  valuable,  in  a  literary  and  historical  point  of  view,  by  a  similar  course 
to  that  to  which  I  have  taken  the  liberty  of  calling  attention.  The  nucleus  of  the 
Museum  was  formed  by  the  collection  of  Sir  Hans  Sloan,  who  bequeathed  to  it  50,000 
volumes.  With  this  and  the  Harleian  collection,  to  which  was  added  the  Cottonian 
collection  and  the  Eoyal  collection,  both  of  the  latter  being  MSS,  the  British 
Museum  may  be  said  to  have  ojiginated  in  ITSS.  Before  the  opening  of  the  Museum, 
in  1759,  George  11.  presented  the  old  Royal  Library,  dating  from  the  reign  of  Henry 
VII.  When  the  Libi*ary  was  opened,  a  Jewish  gentleman,  Solomon  da  Costa,  sent  a 
present  of  180  volumes,  of  the  choicest  kind  in  Hebrew  literature,  which  formed  the 
foundation  of  the  present  extensive  Hebrew  Library  in  the  Museum.  These,  Mr.  da 
Costa  stated,  were  sent  as  a  token  of  gratitude  for  the  protection  and  privileges  that 
he  enjoyed  whilst  living  under  the  British  Constitution.  In  1763,  George  III,  pre- 
sented the  Thomason  collection  of  books  and  tracts,  published  in  England  between 
1643  and  1662  ;  it  is  of  a  most  miscellaneous  character,  from  a  folio  to  a  broadside, 
and  has  been  of  most  essential  service  to  historians  of  the  time  immediately  preced- 
ing and  during  the  Commonwealth.  That  collection  contains  about  30,000  distinct 
publications,   bound  in  2,200  volumes.     The  Reverend  C.  M.  Cracherode  bequeathed 
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4,500  volumes  in  1'799;  tho  Lansdowne  colletion  oi  MSS  (1,215  volutnos)  came 
to  the  Musoum  in  1807 ;  the  Hargravo,  in  1813,  the  Burney,  in  18  i7;  Sir  Joseph 
Banks  left  16,000  volumes  of  natural  history,  voyages  and  travels  and  scientific 
■vrorke,  in  1820.  The  Eojal  library  was  transfen-ed  by  George  IV.,  in  1823.  It  had 
been  collected  by  George  III.  during  his  long  reign,  and  had,  it  is  estimated,  cost  His 
Majest}  £130,000  stg.  It  consisted  of  65,259  volumes,  besides  a  large  collection  of 
pamphlets  afterwards  bound,  increasing  the  collection  to  84,000  volumes.  The  Egor- 
ton  MSS  (2,568)  were  added  in  1829,  and  the  Arundel  (550  volumes),  in  1831.  These 
are  only  examples  of  the  many  contributions  to  the  Museum,  still  continuing,  which 
have  helped  to  make  a  collection  so  rich  in  every  variety  of  literature,  much  of  which 
could  not  have  been  secured  by  any  amount  of  money  granted  by  Parliament,  many  of 
the  private  collections  being  unpurchasable.  If  similar  public  spirit  were  shown 
here,  there  seems  no  reason  to  doubt,  that  in  respect  to  Canadian  literature,  the  col 
lection  at  Ottawa  might  be  as  complete  as  the  British  Museum  has  become  in  the- 
much  more  cKtensive  field  of  the  literature  of  the  world. 

The  more  complete  the  collection,  the  more  necessary  becomes  a  full  and  accurate 
catalogue,  and  a  compleie  index  to  the  works,  according  to  authors,  subjects,  the 
names  of  individuals  and  places,  the  dates  of  events,  &c.  Every  exertion  is  being 
made  to  have  these  prepared  on  such  a  system  as  to  be  of  the  greatest  possible  use, 
but  the  work  is  one  of  time,  and  much  deliberation  has  been  necessary  before  dvjter- 
mining  on  the  adoption  of  a  permanent  system.  Acknowledgments  of  assistance  in 
examining  the  different  methods  of  preparing  catalogues  are  due  to  M.  Marshall,  of 
the  Bibliotheque  Nationalo,  of  Paris;  in  London,  to  Mr.  W.  Hardy,  Deputy- Keeper 
of  Ilecord.-,  and  Mr.  Alfred  Kingston,  of  the  Public  Eecord  Office;  to  Mr.  R.  Garnett, 
and  Mr.  H.  Kensington,  of  the  British  Museum ;  to  Mr.  W.  H.  Overall,  of  the  Library 
of  the  Corporation  of  London,  Guildhall ;  to  Mr.  B.  Vincent,  of  the  Eoyal  Institution; 
in  Edinburgh,  to  Mr.  Stair  Agnew,  Eeglstrar-General,  and  Mr.  T.  Dixon,  of  Her 
Majesty's  Eegistcr  House.  Dr.  Eraser,  the  Deputy  Keeper  of  Eecords  of  Scotland, 
who  has  been  mo.st  obliging  in  furnishing  information,  was  unfortunately  absent  dur- 
ing my  visit  to  Edinburgh. 

Without  entering  into  minute  details,  it  may  be  said  generally  that  there 
are  two  distinct  systems  to  choose  between.  Of  those,  the  British  Museum  may  be 
taken  as  the  representative  of  tho  one,  the  Bibliotheque  Nationale,  of  Paris,  as  the 
representative  of  the  other,  the  system  in  the  latter  being  the  one  generally  folio  ived 
on  this  continent.  In  some  respects,  the  practical  working  of  the  two  does  not 
materially  differ.  In  the  Public  Eecord  OflSce,  London,  and  the  General  Eegistor 
House,  Edinburgh,  tho  .system  is  a  very  simple  one,  tho  documents  deposited  by  the 
different  Departments  of  State  being  arranged  separately  and  in  strictly  chronological 
order,  the  same  practice  being  followed  in  respect  to  Court  Records. 
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To  attempt  to  give  a  detailed  statement  of  the  system  adopted  by  public  libraries 
of  a  gencr.il  character,  would  entail  a  long  and  technical  description,  unsuited  for  a 
Eeport  of  this  nature.-  As  in  the  case  of  investigations  in  188J,  of  the  meihod  of  col- 
lecting, sorting  and  keeping  the  Records,  &c.,  a  very  full  statement  has  been  prepared 
and  is  preserved  for  the  internal  working  of  this  office. 

I  would  again  call  the  attention  of  the  possessors  of  family  and  other  papers 
which  throw  a  light  on  the  social,  commercial,  municipal  or  political  history  of  th® 
country,  to  the  importance  of  having  these  deposited  among  the  Archives,*either  for 
present,  or,  where  the  contents  do  not  now  admit  of  it,  for  future  reference.  If  not 
BO  preserved,  there  is  little,  if  any,  doubt  that,  in  the  cour^-e  of  a  comptrafcively  short 
time  these  will  be  destroyed,  and  a  loss  thus  sustaiiied  which  can  scarcely^  be 
estimated. 

The  details  of  the  work  which  follow  are  divided  into  a  s-ynopsis  of  papers,  none 
of  which  have  yet  been  copied  for  deposit  among  the  Archisres;  a  list  of  papers  for 
comparison  with  those  already  copied;  Mr.  Marmette's  ilepart,  with  details  of  work 
done  in  Paris ;  a  selection  of  original  letters  and  the  catalogue  of  papers,  manuscript 
and  printed,  contained  in  the  Archives  rooms,  on  the  31st  December^of  this 'year.

Believing  that  the 
New  England  papers  in  these  entry  books  would  yield  results  to 
investigation,  1  made  as  rapid  an  examination  of  these  as  possible. 
Of  Volumes  59  and  60,  which  contain  papers  entirely  relating  to 
New  England,  the  first  is  made  up  of  chart<3rs,  grants,  &c.,  between 
the  years  1628  and  1635,  and  the  other  has  reports,  orders,  &c.,  from 
1661  to  16t9.

There  is  also  a  set  of  Colonial  Entry  Books,  with  the  sub-title 
"  Plantations  General."  Of  these  I  made  a  rapid  examination  with  the 
following  result. 

No.  92  contains  papers,  commissions,  instructions,  &c.,  chiefly 
relating  to  the  West  indies,  and  a  few  belonging  to  New  England. 

No.  93  contains  letters,  &c.,  respecting  the  West  Indies,  Tangiei', 
Algiern,  Tripoli,  the  Dutch  War,  &c.,  with  one  or  two  papers  relat- 
ing to  New  England,  and  the  declaration  to  the  inhabitants  of  Penn- 
sylvania of  the  grant  to  W.  Penn  in  1681.  There  is  one  paper  con- 
cerning Newfoundland,  the  report  of  the  Committee  for  foreign 
affairs,  dated  at  Whitehall,  4  February,  1671-2,  on  propositions  as 
to  the  trade  of  the  Island. 

No.  94-  is  entitled  "  Booko  of  Petitions  and  references  with  the 
Eeports  of  His  Maties  Coancill  lorForreigne  Plantations  thereupon, 
begun  the  of  August,  1670." 

At  page  18  is  an  entry  of  a  petition  from  Newfoundland  merch- 
ants against  encroachments  on  the  Fisheries,  with  a  Minute  of 
Council  referring  the  petition  to  the  Committee  of  Plantations,  and 
their  report.  These  papers  cover  8  folio  pages. 

At  page  80,  of  date  the  20  March,  1673,  the  Earl  of  Stirling 
(called  Starling  in  the  repoit)  Ferdiuar-d  Gorges  and  Robert  Mason 
propose  to  transfer  their  claims  over  New  England  to  the  King  on 
receiving  compensation.  The  King  would  thus,  they  argue,  be 
enabled  to  resist  the  encroachments  of  Boston.  The  application  was 
referred  to  the  Lords  of  Plantation-.  At  page  89  is  iho  report  by 
the  Lords  on  Gorge's  rights  over  Maine,  and  at  page  90,  a  jreport 
recommending  that  Commissioners  should  be  sent  to  Now  England. 
At  page  141,  there  is  a  letter  from  Governor  Sharpleigh,  dated 
Piscattaqua  Eiver  in  New  England,  17  December,  1672.  This 
volume  is  in  reality  composed  of  five  f^eparato  volumes,  each 
beginning  with  page  1,  but  subsequently  numbered  consecutively. 
It  is  the  new  numbering  I  give.  These  land  claims  of  Gorges  and 
Mason,  founding  on  the  Stirling  grant  and  the  transfer  to  the  families 
of  Crown  and  Temple,  ai'e  scattered  over  the  volumes',  claims  be- 
.  ing  made  for  land  in  different  parts  of  New  England  as  they  were 
decided  adversely  in  others.  The  land  transactions  of  Gorges  will 
be  found  under  the  head  of  New  England  in  Colonial  Entry  Books 
59  to  64.  They  all  appear  to  have  sprung  out  of  the  Stirling  Grant 
of  1621.  The  volume  also  contains  an  account  of  the  capture  of  New 
York  by  the  Dutch,  and  report  on  a  rebellion  in  Virginia. 

No.  95  is  a  collection  of  commissions,  &g.,  to  Governors  of  the 
West  Indies  and  to  officers  at  Tangier,  &c. 

No.  96  is  entitled  "  Orders  of  His  Matie  in  Councill  relating  to 
Trade  and  Foreign  Plantations.

This  volume  also  contains  the  claims  and  decisions  respecting  the 
capture  of  vessels  by  the  French,  who  allege  that  these  are  Dutch 
vessels  covered  by  the  English  flag,  as  a  pretext.  Qolbert's  state- 
ment is  given  at  page  110,  embodied  in  report  beginning  at  page 
108  (King  in  Council)  and  followed  by  list  of  British  ships  captured 
by  the  French,  all  in  European  waters. 

No.  97  is  entitled  "  Journal  and  Entries  of  His  Mats.  Forraine 
Plantations  in  General  since  the  Establishmerit  of  ye  Committee, 
with  a  Mapp  of  j'^e  same." 

The  date  of  the  first  entry  is  12  March  1674-5.  There  is  no  map, 
the  following  apparently  being  intended  by  that  description. 

An  account  of  His  Maties  Plantations  in  America  : —

by  proprietors,  corporations,  companies,  or  by  Governours  imme- 
diately appointed  by  His  Majesty.

There  is,  besides,  a  colony  of  English  settled  upon  the  eastern 
coast  of  Newfoundland,  without  government,  ecclesiasticall  or  civill, 
who  live  by  catching  fish. 

All  these  Plantations  are  governed  by  the  laws  of  England  or 
by  municipal  laws  not  repugnant  to  those  of  England. 

The  trade  of  the  Plantations  is,  by  several  Acts  of  Parliament,  con- 
fined to  England,  whereby  no  sugar,  tobacco,  cotton-wool,  indico, 
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ginger,  fustick,  or  other  dying-wood,  of  the  growth  or  manufacture 
of  the  Plantations,    may  be  transported  from   thence   to   any  other 
place  than  England,   nor  any  European  commodities   to  be   carried 
ihilher,  but  wh.  shall  be  shipped  in  England. 
Religion.  The  Religion  of  the  Church  of  England  is  most  practiced  in  the 

Plantations  ;  but  liberty  of  conscieqco.is  in  all  cases  allowed,  except 
in  New  England,  where  the  government  and  discipline  of  Congre- 
gational Churches  excludes  all  others. 

This  is  the  first  Journal  of  the  Lords  for  Trade  and  Plantations, 
who  took  the  place  of  the  old  Council  by  an  Order  in  Council  dated 
12  March,  1674-5.  The  first  report  made  to  them  was  on  the  12 
May,  lf)75,  by  the  Commissioners  of  Customs,  showing  the  state  of 
the  laws,  as  described  under  the  head  of  Trade  in  the  preceding" 
abstract.  At  page  75  is  a  minute  of  an  application  by  Louis 
LePage,  on  account  of  his  new  discoveries,  dated  14  January, 
1679-80,  referred  on  the  7  September,  1681,  for  report  (See  for  Louis 
LePage,  the  Eeport  on  Archives  for  1881,  page  1^6).  With  this  ex- 
ception there  is  nothing  referring,  directly  or  indirectly,  to  what  is 
now  British  North  America,  although  the  volume  contains  very 
much  of  interest  regarding  the  trade  generally  of  the  Plantations 
and  Ireland. 

No.  98  is  a  volume  of  slight  jottings. 

In  No.  S)9'are  a  few  papers  relating  to  Canada.  At  page  197  is 
the  draught  of  a  memorial  in  answer  to  the  complaint  of  M. 
de  la  Barre,  Governor  of  Canada,  of  16  November,  1682,  i-ospecting 
the  assistance  given  by  New  York  to  the  Iroquois,  and  that  the 
Hudson's  Bay  Company  were  taking  possession  of  lands  held  by 
France  for  twenty  years.  The  answer,  which  is  not  dated,  but  ap- 
pears to  have  been  written  in  March  or  April,  1683,  contains  very 
interesting  statements. 

On  the  12  of  August,  1683,  the  Hudson's  Bay  Cosnpany  com- 
plain that  vessels  are  fitted  out  for  New  England,  from  whence  they 
sail  to  Hudson's  Bay  and  return,  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  an 
illicit  trade. 

On  the  12  December,  1683,  is  "  Memoire  pour  sou  Excellence 
I'Ambassadr.  de  France,  touchant  les  procedes  des  quelques 
Frangois  a  I'egard  des  Anglois  dans  la  Bale  d'Hudson."  (p.  284).

Report  by  Mr.  Joseph  Marjiette. 

To  the  Honourable 

J.  H.  Pope,  Minister  of  Agricultui'c,  &c.,  &c.,  &c., 

Ottawa. 

Sir, — I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Report  on  the 
historical  researches  which,  according  to  j'our  instructions,  I  began 
to  make  at  Paris,  last  summer. 

I  was  in  France,  when,  in  the  course  of  the  month  of  June,  I 
received  a  letter  from  Mr.  Lowe,  the  Secretary  of  your  Department, 
informing  me  that  I  was  attached  to  the  Archives'  Branch  thereof, 
and  that  it  was  my  duty  to  hold  myself  in  readiness  to  act  in  concert 
with  Mr.  Brymner,  the  Archivist.  While  expecting  that  gentle- 
man's arrival  at  Paris,  I  began  to  place  myself  in  relation  with 
several  distinguished  functionaries,  who  were  in  a  position  to 
facilitate  my  researches  in  the  Government  Departments  and  public 
Libraries.  I  was  already,  for  several  months,  in  constant  communi- 
cation with  M.  Availe,  the  head  of  one  of  the  branches  of  the  Marine 
Department,  and  Mr.  Berthall,  one  of  the  Directors  of  the  National 
Library,  both  gentlemen  being  devoted  friends  of  Canada.  Some 
months  previously,  I  had  the  advantage  of  making  the  acquaintance 
<f  M.  A  valle,  at  the  time  when  he  was  publishing  a  very  remarkable 
«-tudy  oi»  Canada,  in  the  Revue  Maritime  of  January  and  February 
18"3  Thanks  to  the  kindness  always  shewn  me  by  M.  Availe,  when 
Mr,  Brymner  came  to  Paris,  we  went,  at  once,  to  be  presented  at  the 
Department  of  Marine,  where  we  were  most  courteously  received. 

]b»evertheless,  I  had  no  idea  of  commencing  my  researches  at  the 
Archives  of  that  Department,  for  we  possess  at  the  Library  of  Par- 
hument  the  gi'eater  part  of  the  manuscripts  of  this  Department 
which  concern  our  history,  copied  under  the  direction  of  M.  Fari- 
bault, in  1852.  The  same  must  be  said  of  the  Ministry  of  War, 
which  was  largely  drawn  upon  by  Mr.  Faribault.

No  doubt,  there  still  remains  in  the  two  Departments,  numerous 
documents,  copies  of  which  it  would  be  advantageous  for  us  to 
obtain,  without  taking  into  account  the  manuscripts  in  possession 
of  the  Canadian  Library  of  PaHiament.  I  considered,  therefore,  in 
view  of  the  short  time  I  could  spend  at  Paris,  that  it  was  better  to 
push  my  researches  in  those  places,  where  are  to  be  found  the  his- 
torical records  that  are  still  wanting  to  us  in  Canada.  Possessing  a 
letter  of  introduction,  which  Mr.  Brymner  had  obtained  from  Mr. 
Plunkett,  Secretary  of  the  British  Embassy  at  Paris,  we  introduced 
ourselves  at  the  Ministry  of  Foreign  Aifairs,  where  we  were  very 
graciously  received  by  M.  de  Eialle,  Chief  of  the  Archives  Division. 
Thanks  to  the  kindness  of  that  gentleman,  I  was  enabled,  a  few  days 
later,  to  commence  my  researches.  Availing  ourselves  of  the  good 
will  of  Mr.  Berthall,  to  whom  I  introduced  Mr.  Brymner,  it  was  in 
our  power  to  etudy  closely  the  whole  working  of  the  National  Lib- 
rary, and  to  make  observations  there  which  will  aid  materially  in 
adopting  a  system  of  catalogues  and  of  service  suitable  to  our  Archives 
office. 

Mr.  Brymner  having  left  for  London,  in  order  to  continue  the  re- 
searches that  fall  to  his  share,  I  set  to  work  in  good  earnest.  At  the 
Ministry  of  Foreign  Aflairs,  where  my  labours  were  greatly  facili- 
tated by  the  amiability  of  Mr.  deEialle,  and  by  the  desire  to  do  me 
good  service,  on  the  part  of  Mr.  Maurice  Chevrier  and  the  Count  de 
Beaupre,  both  attached  to  the  Archives  Branch  of  the  Department, 
I  succeeded,  in  the  course  of  a  few  weeks,  in  examining  and  analyz- 
ing, succinctly,  several  thousand  pages,  which  will  be  highly  availa- 
ble in  studying  the  history  of  this  country. 

The  greater  part  of  these  documents  comprise  the  negotiations 
between  the  Courts  of  Franco  and  Great  Britain,  in  connection  with 
the  treaty  of  peace  vrhich  was  concluded  at  St.  Germain-en -Laye  in 
1632,  as  well  as  that  of  Paris,  which,  as  is  well  known,  dated  from 
1763.  These  papers  relate  to  Canada,  and  are  replete  with  new 
information  and  details,  that  will  be  most  interesting  to  our  writers 
of  history. 

At  the  National  Archives,  alt^.o,  I  examined  a  gi-eat  many  docu, 
ments  relating  to  divers  subjects  connected  wiih  our  annals- 
amongst  others,  Decrees  of  Iho  Council  of  State,  &c.,  &c.,  which  con- 
tained most  valuab'e  information  as  to  the  trade  which  was  car. 
ried  on  with  Canada  before  the  cession  of  the  country  to  Great  Brit 
ain,  as  well  as  to  the  organization  and  Government  of  the  colony 
during  its  possession  by  France.  I  cannot  omit  mentioning  a  series 
of  papers,  amounting  to  four  or  five  hundi-ed  pages,  which  enumerate 
ihe  pensions  granted  to  Canadian  and  Acadian  families  that  returned 
to  Fiance  after  the  cession  of  Canjula.  The-^^e  documents  will  ba 
crninontly  Ui^eful  in  retracing  the  families  obli^^cd  by  the  conquest 
to  settle  in  Franco. 

I  was  introduced  by  Mr.  Berthall  to  the  Keeper  ofthemanuscript-i 
of  the  National  Library,  Mr.  Natalis  de  Wailly.  Hero,  likewise,  I 
was  cordially  received.  Among  the  documents  whivh  appeared  to 
me  ihe  niost  interesting,  I  would  indicate  several  pamphlets  by 
the  Eov.  Mr.  Belmont  on  the  question  of  the  trada  in  spirituous 
liquors;  the  attractive  and  unpublished  narrative  of  a  "  Voyage  au 
Canada,"  by  J.  C.  B  ,  between  the  years  1751  and  1761,  and  which 
extends  to  no  less  than  277  pages ;  a  collection  of  memoirs  relating 
to  the  affairs  of  Anierlca,  made  by  Brother  Leonard  St.  Catherine 
de  Sienna,  in  which  mention  is  ofcen  made  of  M.  de  Qaeylus  and  of 
Monseigneur  do  St.  Valier,  as  well  as  of  the  discovery  of  the  mouths 
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of  tho  Mississippi  by  D'Iberville  ;  a  curious  account  of  the  travels 
and  adventures  of  Mathieu  Sagean,  born  at  the  villasje  of  Lachine, 
written  about  1700  ;  and  finalij,  a  fascinating:  narrative  ot  a  voyage 
to  Cbili  by  DeBeauchesTio.  I  must  not  fail  to  direct  the  attention  of 
our  linguists  to  several  manuscript  works  on  certain  Indian  dialects 
of  North  America,  amongst  others,  an  Algonquin  grammar  com- 
posed in  1674  by  Louis  Nicholas,  Missionary  Priest;  a  French  Algon- 
quin vocabulary,  a  small  dictionary  of  the  language  of  the  Iroquois 
of  the  Agnier  Nation,  in  the  handwriting  of  M.  de  la  Galissonniore ; 
and,  to  come  to  an  end,  the  Eudiments  of  the  Mic-mac  language. 

As  to  the  accuracy  with  which  copies  of  those  several  manu- 
fcripts  ought  to  be  made,  it  is  my  duty  to  represent  to  you,  Sir, 
that  it  is  absolutely  necessary  that  the  copying  be  controlled  and 
tho  copies  most  carefully  collated,  by  a  competent  person,  with  tho 
original  documents.  For,  if  the  copyists  were  left  to  themselves, 
we  could  only  expect  to  have  defective  reproductions  of  historical 
documents,  on  the  scrupulous  correctness  of  which,  the  historian  must 
rely,  in  order  to  find  in  our  Archives,  a  faultless  expression  of  tho 
primitive  texts. 

Eoiides  the  sources  which  I  have  just  indicated,  numerous  re- 
searches m'ght  be  made  at  Pai'is ;  in  the  first  place  at  ihe  Mazarin 
Library,  whore  I  know  that  there  are  several  papers  on  our  history, 
among  others,  an  important  memoir  by  Dapuis,  Inten- 
dant  of  Canada,  '^  siir  les  troubles  arrives  au  pays  en  1728"infol., 
and  "  La  veritable  relation  du  voyage  de  Britigny,"  with  a  history  of 
Montreal,  from  1640  to  167-"." 

The  like  work  ought  to  bo  done  at  the  Arsenal  Library,  at  those 
of  Ste.  Genev'eve,  the  Seminary  of  St.  Sulpico  and  the  Missions 
Etrangeres.  In  addition,  there  icmain  vast  fields,  as  yet  unexplored, 
in  the  Provinces  of  France,  to  different  points  of  which  the  attention 
of  the  Archivist  must  necessarily  be  directed.  The  public  Libraries 
and  the  Kegisters  of  personal  status  at  Dunkirk,  Calais,  Boulogne, 
Abbeville,  Treport,  Honfleur,  Eoaen,  Dieppe,  Saint-Malo,  La 
Rochelle,  Havre,  Bordeaux,  &c.,  ought  to  be  visited,  examined  and 
made  available,  with  tho  utmost  care,  all  the  more,  that  in  several  of 
these  places,  the  manuscripts  are  not  catalogued.  Nevertheless,  as 
the  Archives  keeper  of  Eouen,  among  others,  recently  assured  Mr. 
Alfred  Garneau,  many  of  these  Provincial  Libraries  offer  for  research, 
numerous  documents  which  are  destined,  in  all  probability,  to  throw 
new  light  on  many  points  of  our  history  that  are  still  obscure.  In 
order  to  show  the  utility  of  making  researches  in  several  Provincial 
towns  of  France,  I  shall  take  leave  to  quote  certain  passages  of  an 
article  published  in  the  Revue  Maritime,  of  March  last,  concerning  tho 
exploratory  travels,  in  which  is  employed,  at  this  moment,  M. 
Savorgnan  de  Brazza,  by  the  French  Government.  The  first  part 
of  this  study  treats  of  French  Commerce  in  theXVJIth  and  XVIlIlh 
centuries.  "  In  order  to  study  the  state  of  foreign  trade  in  the 
north  of  France,"  says  the  author  of  the  article,  M.D.N.  "  and  to 
ascertain  the  grievances  of  tho  merchants  on  the  coasts  of  Flanders, 
Picardy  and  Normandy,  Louis  XIA^  was  pleased  to  select  the 
Chevalier  de  Clairville.  We  niust  look  for  the  details  relating  to 
tho  commerce  referred  to,  in  the  memoirs  which  ho  addressed  to 
the  Minister  of  Marine.     (I.)  He  visited  Dunkirk,  Calais,  Boulogne, 

(I.)  The  memoirs  of  Clairville  are  to  be  found  in  that  Department  under  the 

head, — Commerce,  1701  The  other  sources  on  which  is  founded  the  article  of  which 

we  now   jrive  an  extract,  are  the  Dictionary  ol  Savary,  time  V  ;  and  a  history  of 

the  commercial  companies  from  162G  to  1742— a  manuscript  in  folio,  belonging  to 

tiii  Archives  of  the  Ministry  of  Marine. 
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Abbeville,  Treport,  Dieppe,  and  the  seaports  of  Havre  and  Eouen, 
which  was  one  of  the  most  famous  of  those  schools,  where  instruc- 
tion could  be  obtained  concerning  everything  connected  with  trade, 
and  finally,  Honfleur,  places  where,  formerly,  were  established 
associations,  one  of  which  was  destined,  one  day,  to  enrich  the 
country  with  a  territory  greater  than  the  country  itself.  We 
speak  of  Canada.  In  lb'08,  the  captains  and  the  vessels  placed 
at  the  disposal  of  Champlain  by  Eouen  and  Honfleur,  had 
enabled  that  illustrious  colonizer  to  undertake  his  second 
voyage,  in  the  course  of  which  he  founded  Quebec."  The  informa- 
tion which  is  most  wanting  to  us  at  the  present  day,  is  that  which 
regards  the  commerce  of  Canada  during  the  French  domination. 
The  few  lines,  which  I  have  just  cited,  prove  how  necessary  it  i.i 
that  we  should  seek  our  information  at  the  very  places  where  arose 
the  spirit  of  commerce  and  colonization  which  led  to  the  colonizing 
of  New  France   in  the   XVIlth  and  XVIIIth  centuries. 

I  cannot  conclude,  Sir,  without  offering  a  remark,  which  very 
nearly  concerns  the  mission  which  you  entrusted  to  me,  and  of  the 
importance  of  which  I  became  convinced  during  my  sojourn  at 
Paris.  Canada,  so  long  forgotten  by  France,  now,  in  consequence  of 
its  extraordinary  development  in  recent  years,  attracts,  every  day, 
more  and  more,  the  attention  of  enlightened  Frenchmen.  Many 
writers,  economists  and  capitalists,  as  I  have  often  had  occasion  to 
observe,  are  anxious  to  obtain  complete  information  regarding  this 
country,  whose  past  is  interesting  to  them  in  the  highest  degree, 
nnd  whose  pi*esent  and  future  excite,  not  less  powerfully,  their  at- 
tention, especially  as  regards  the  placing  of  French  capital. 
Publicists  and  commercial  men  too  often  experience  the  want  of 
precise  information  and  official  documents  and,  thus,  being  uncer- 
tain as  to  the  state  of  matters  amongst  us,  they  end  by  looking  in 
other  directions.  It  would  be  most  useful,  I  conceive,  Sir,  that  all 
the  branches  of  our  Public  Service  should  exchange,  in  full,  their 
official  publications  with  those  of  the  Government  Departments  at 
Paris,  and  that  there  should  bo  sent  to  each  of  the  said  Departments, 
as  well  as  to  the  public  Libraries,  two  copies,  at  least,  of  the  French 
edition  of  each  of  those  documents.  It  might  even  be  asked  that 
the  sending  of  such  publications  should  be  mentioned  in  the  French 
official  reports,  so  as  that  the  public  could  become  aware  that  there 
are,  at  their  command,  sources  of  information,  whence  they  could 
derive  accurate  details  on  the  condition  of  our  country.  It  would 
also  be  advantageous,  if  Parliament  thought  proper,  to  procure  the 
publications  by  individual  authors,  concerning  history,  industry, 
■agriculture,  commerce,  emigration,  &c.,  which  have  appeared  here  in 
the  course  of  the  year.  These  divers  works  should  bo  sent  to 
Libraries,  as  well  as  private  persons,  who  have  been  engaged  for  a 
long  time  in  studying  our  country,  and  have  published  those  works 
on  Canada,  which  have  most  contributed  to  make  us  known  in 
France.  Confining  myself  to  a  few,  allow  me  to  mention  the  names 
of  such  eminent  authors  as  M.  E&meau,  M.  Onesime  Eeclus,  M.  de  la 
Motho,  M.  Avalle,  and  so  many  besides,  who  have  devoted  to  us  a 
great  amount  of  labour  and  the  finest  talent.  Would  not  our  gain  be 
enormous  ?  and  would  not  the  pains  which  we  should  take  to  com- 
municate information  to  these  Publicists,  repay,  a  hundred  fold,  the 
sum  appropriated  to  such  a  service,  whiih  is  of  such  national 
■utility? 
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You  will,  no  doubt,  be  pleased,  Sir,  to  forgive  me  for  having- 
insisted  so  much  on  this  question,  the  importance  of  which  I  was* 
enabled  to  appreciate,  during  my  sojourn  in  France,  and  to  which  it 
was  my  duty  to  direct  your  friendly  attention.

Quebec,  24.tli  October,  1835. 

My  Dear  Taylor, — Although  I  have  kept  my  letters  to  you  free  from  poli- 
tics,  I  should  not  like  you  to  be  altogether  ignorant  of  the  nature  of  the  scene  in 
which  we  are  acting,  and  now,  on  the  ovo  of  the  Aesembly's  meeting,  I  propose  to 
send  you  as  good  a  tableau  as  I  can  yet  present,  of  this  community.  Whether  or  not 
it  be  correct,  at  least  it  has  not  been  imbibed  from  any  single  source,  nor  adopted 
ready-made,  but  is  the  honest  result  of  very  general  and  diligent  inquiries. 

People  have  been  accustomed,  in  England,  to  hear  of  only  two  parties  in  Canada, 
the  English  and  the  Fi-ench,  but  there  are  in  fact  three  parties,  the  Official,  the 
English  and  the  French,  besides  some  important  French  classes  altogether  distinct 
from  the  party  which  goes  by  that  name.  , 

The  OflScial — or  as  the  French  term  it.  Bureaucratic  party — is  composed  of  a 
few  old  men,  holding  the  highest  offices.  They  seem  to  be  fond  of  privilege,  jealous 
of  interference,  and  ready  to  take  offence  at  any  inquiry  into  the  popular  allegations. 
Most  of  them  are  dull,  and  those  who  are  the  reverse,  are  said  to  be  interested.  It  is 
of  very  little  consequence  what  they  are.  Whatever  influence  they  may  have  formerly 
exercised,  through  the  instrumentality  of  weak  Governors,  they  are  now  destitute  of 
any  of  the  real  elements  of  power,  having  neither  connections  at  home,  nor  weight  in 
the  Province. 

I  take  pleasure  in  stating  this  broadly,  because  once,  from  a  quarter  whence 
trifling  objections  too  often  come,  my  ears  were  shocked,  on  board  of  ship,  with  some 
talk  of  danger  from  those  men.  "  They  would  write  to  their  friends  in  England,  they 
would  give  their  own  version  of  thing?,  and  would  raise  a  clamour  against  the  Com- 
mission, if  they  wore  annoyed."  Why,  if  their  friends  numbered  legions,  I  should 
trust  that  no  mission,  sent  on  Buch  an  errand  as  ours,  could  shrink  from  exposing  any 
abuses  that  might  be  detected  amongst  them,  but  the  truth  is,  that  it  there  be 
a  body  in  the  world  which  may,  without  fear,  be  handled  according  to  its  merits  (who 
would  wish  more?)  that  body  is  the  high  official  party  in  Canada.  In  the  Province 
itself  it  is  very  difficult  to  say  by  which  of  the  great  divisions  of  the  people  it  is 
<lisliked  the  most. 

Very  different  from  this  feeble  Corps,  is  the  real  "  English  party."  It  is  com- 
posed of  almost  all  the  Merchant-?,  with  an  admixture  of  considerable  Lardholk-r-*,  and 
of  some  of  the  younger  and  more  intelligent  Civil  Officers.  It  possesses  much  intelli- 
gence, much  wealth  and  still  more  credit,  and  in  addition  to  these,  it  has  all  that 
mutual  confidence,  and  that  precision  and  unity  of  purpose,  which,  to  do  our  country- 
men justice,  they  know  better  than  any  other  people  how  to  confer  on  political  asso- 
ciations. This  imposing  Body,  moreover,  has  great  advantage  at  the  present  moment 
in  the  moderation  of  tone  which  it  can  assume  in  contrast  to  the  violence  of  its  adver- 
earies,  thus  gaining  the  goodwill,  if  not  the  overt  support,  of  that  numerous  portion 
of  Society  which  prefers  security  and  a  tranquil  life  to  everything  else.  Yet  I  do 
not  liko  the  English  party.  It  is  fully  as  ambitious  of  dominion  as  the  French  party, 
and,  in  my  opinion,  prepared  to  seek  it  by  more  unscrupulous  means.  Whenever 
either  of  the  two,  at  the  present  moment,  speaks  of  separation,  i  look  upon  it  as  mere 
bombast,  or  artitice  to  bend  the  course  of  Government,  but  depend  upon  it  that  if 
over  these  heats  in  Lower  Canada  should  go  so  far  as  to  hazard  tho  connection  with 
the  Mother  Country,  the  Engl.sh  will  be  the  foremost  to  cut  the  tie.  The}'',  of  the 
two  parties,  are  by  far  the  best  disposed  to  sympathize  with  Eepublican  principles  ; 
and,  I  must  add,  Ihel  most  capable  to  wield  Eepublican  Institutions.  They  are  the 
most  rancoi'OUfj,  for  they  remember  the  power  they  have  lost,  and  hate  their  rivals  as 
a  sort  of  usurpers.  Finally,  if  ever  the  opportunity  be  presented  to  them  of  joining 
in  some  common  cause  with  their  English  fellow-colonists  in  the  Upper  Province,  they 
will  see  that  to  combine  with  such  allies  in  renouncing  the   control  of   the  English 
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Government  in  Europe,  will  be  their  surest  means  to  overwhelm  the  influence  of  the 
I-iVench  race  in  America.  If  ever  the  project  of  the  union  of  the  Cauadas  be  revived, 
it  will  bo  well  lor  us  if  the  part  of  England  be  not  left  out  of  the  plot.  The  "  French 
party,"  if  you  confine  the  term  to  those  who  have  thoughts,  projects  and  feelings  of 
their  own,  seems  to  be  nearly  synonymous  with  the  majority  in  the  House  ot  Assem- 
bly, or  rather  with  that  small  portion  of  it  which  has  any  mind  in  politics.  In  con- 
formity with  the  descriptions  we  have  always  had,  the  A3sembl7  consists  mainly  of 
Advocates,  Physicians  and  Farmers,  the  last  very  ignorant  of  politics  and  indifferent  to 
them,  and  ambitious  of  their  Seats,  as  it  is  said,  for  no  other  object  than  the  gain.  The 
daily  pay  of  $3  enables  them  to  make  no  contemptible  savings  in  a  long  Session, 
especial  ly  as  their  wives  are  usually  competent  to  manage  their  Farms  in  their  absence. 
It  18  true,  as  you  may  have  hoard  it  reported,  that  two  or  three  of  the  Members 
cannot  write  their  names,  and  it  is  said  that  others,  who  have  had  the  spirit  to  learn 
to  trace  the  characters  composing  their  signature,  have  no  further  insight  into  the 
mysteries  of  Beading  or  Writing.  Without  entering  too  much  into  detail,  I  may  state 
to  you  once  for  all,  that  the  bulk  of  the  Assembly  is  inert,  and  that  the  few  Members 
possessed  of  activity  and  intelligence,  work  in  entire  subordination  to  Papineau,  of 
whom  they  stand  in  profound  awe. 

This  is  perhaps  tho  most  remarkable  feature  in  the  aspect  of  affairs  here,  that 
men,  who,  by  the  unbounded  Confidence  and  assent  of  their  Constituents,  have  so 
great  power,  quarrel  so  little  for  the  shares,  but  willingly  surrender  the  whole  into 
the  hands  of  one  individual.  Lower  Canadi  is  divided  into  four  Districts,  of  which 
the  Quebec  District  contains  nearly  one-third  of  the  whole  population,  and  returns 
more  than  a  fourth  of  all  the  Representatives.  Three  men,  it  is  notorious,  are  the 
undisputed  arbiters  of  the  public  conduct  of  this  great  District,  having  the  command 
of  every  name  in  it  for  any  Petition  they  please,  and  of  every  vote  for  any  candidate 
they  choose  to  recommend.  Other  regions  have  in  like  manner  their  Centurions  and 
Captains  of  Ten  thousand.  Is  it  not  almost  beyond  belief  that  the  possessors  of  such 
influence,  not  merely — should  not  oppose  M.  Papineau,  (that  might  proceed  from 
unfeigned  coincidence  of  sentiment),  but  should  not  venture  to  dream  of  the  possi- 
bility of  opposing  him  ?  In  confidence  they  will  talk  of  their  fear  of  his  choice  of 
measures,  just  as  if  he  were  in  his  own  person  the  whole  Assembly  united. 

I  have  anxiously  sought  the  solution  of  this  phenomenon.  The  Quebec  Leaders,  I 
have  learned,  flatter  themselves  that  they  act  from  prudence,  because,  as  they  argue, 
while  they  are  outnumbered  by  the  Montreal  members,  who  are  under  Papineau's  more 
immediate  influence,  it  would  be  an  unjustifiable  disturbance  of  the  Assembly  to  insist 
on  any  but  fundamental  differences  of  opinion.  Others,  algain,  hug  themselves  with 
the  notion  that  Papineau  is  their  Instrument.  Heaven  help  their  wits  !  That  being 
the  most  audacious  amo^vg  them,  they  place  him  in  the  front  of  the  battle,  but  volun- 
tarily, and  with  power  to  set  him  aside  at  pleasure.  These  ideas  may  be  agreeable 
salve  to  people's  self-love.  The  real  explanation  of  the  case,  I  fear,  is,  that  the  Cana- 
dians want  nerve  and  enterprise  in  public  things,  and  that  just  as  they  used  to  follow 
the  lead  of  three  or  four  Englishmen,  so  now  the  impetuosity  and  oratorical  talents 
of  Papineau  command  from  them  an  unqualified  submission.  He  is,  in  truth,  their 
Master.  Their  natures  crave  for  support,  and  they  will  always  seek  it  in  characters 
more  vigorous  than  their  own.  I  never  saw  any  one  who  seemed  better  versed  than 
the  Canadian  Speaker,  in  the  arts  and  demeanour  by  which  one  man  wields  dominion 
over  the  minds  of  many,  and  he  is  daily  becoming  more  confirmed  in  his  sway,  as 
they  are  in  their  obedience.  Such  is  the  man  that'  a  few  of  his  followers  have  the  pre- 
sumption to  suppose  that  they  can  set  aside,  when  no  longer  serviceable. 

It  is  just  as  likely  that  all  your  sheep  in  England  will  rise  up  and  address  the 
sheep-dogs,  and  say:  "  While  we  wanted  you  it  was  well,  but  there  are  no  more 
wolves,  and  we  will  take  care  of  ourselves  and  dispense  with  your  canine  guardian- 
ship."    One  look  from  Papineau's  eye  would  quell  his  whole  Canadian  flock. 

The  truth  is,  that  Papineau,  with  all  his  faults,  is  rather  a  fine  fellow.     I  dare 
say  we  shall  find  him  perverse  and  suspicious,  and  that  if  ever  he  quarrels  with  us, 
he  will  bo  coarselv  abusive.    Still  the  good  points  of  his  character  are  not  to  her 
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denied.  He  seems  to  be  irreproachable  in  his  private  life  ;  in  social  intercourse  b© 
is  niild  and  gentlemanlike;  and  if,  in  politics,  he  is  too  hot  and  unmeasured  in  his 
prcceedings,  I  do  not  find  that  reasonable  men  accuse  him  of  being  diehonest.  His 
principal  faults  are  violence,  a  want  of  the  plainer  sort  of  sense,  and,  I  fear,  an  invet- 
erate prejudice  against  the  English.  Whatever  else  he  be,  it  is  impossible  to  set  eyes 
on  him,  and  rot  perceive  that  he  is  by  nature,  as  much  as  by  the  station  he  has  won 
for  himself,  the  first  of  the  French  Canadian  race. 

Independently,  however,  of  temporary  causes,  and  the  influence  of  ambitious 
men,  there  appears  to  me  to  be  a  deeper  motive  calculated  to  bind  the  French  party 
together,  and  give  a  general  direction  to  their  Policy. 

They  can  hardly  fail  to  eee  that  the  English  have  possessed  themselves  of  the 
whole  wealth  ar.d  power  of  every  Country  in  which  they  have  acquired  a  footing. 
In  all  parts  of  the  world,  civilized  or  savage,  whether  as  British  subjects  in  the  East 
or  as  revolted  Colonists  on  this  Continent,  there  has  shown  itself  in  the  English  people 
the  same  imposf^ibility  of  amalgamation  with  others,  the  same  necessity  of  gaining 
the  upper  batd  themselves.  This,*it  must  be  admitted,  can  form  no  pleasing  topic  of 
consideration  foi  the  mild  anduncontentions  race  who  find  themselves  here,  imbedded 
in  the  midbt  ol  growing  Settlements  and  Nations  of  Englishmen.  Whatever  political 
power  they  mfy  lor  the  moment  possess  within  the  limits  of  their  own  Province,  even 
there  their  more  active  rivals  have  hold  of  all  the  Commerce  of  the  Country,  and 
beyond  theaitificial  boundaries  which  distinguish  theirs  from  adjacent  regions,  they 
are  turrounded  on  all  sides  by  Millions  using  the  language  and  the  customs  of  which 
they  have  so  much  reason  to  dread  the  ascendancy.  Looking  to  the  circumstances, 
I  cannot  think  that  the  French  Canadians  would  be  very  unreasonable  to  dread  some 
ftiture  extinction  of  their  own  tongue  and  peculiar  habits,  and  whether  or  not  any  of 
them  extend  their  views  so  far,  it  is  not  to  be  doubted  that  some  amongst  them  fear 
a  lapse  into  insignificance. 

In  fact  the  real  question  between  the  parties  in  this  Country,  is  a  question  of 
time.  The  French  cannot  in  their  hearts  bo  ignorant  that  they  have  a  full  measure 
of  power  at  this  moment,  but  they  see  it  continually  inclined,  as  it  were,  to  pass  into 
the  grasp  of  others,  and  so  they  are  restless  and  jealous.  The  English,  on  the  other 
band,  must  be  confident  that  the  dominion  of  the  Country  will  eventually  centre  in 
their  race ;  but  they  are  impatient  and  wish  t6  seize  the  prize  before  it  is  legitimately 
theirs.  Both  parties  are  at  present  in  their  proper  places.  Each,  however,  is  striv- 
ing, one  to  precipitate, — the  other  to  avert,  or  at  any  rate  "postpone,  a  transition 
which  will  eventually  be  the  proper  effect  of  the  Institutions  of  the  Province.  In  the 
meanwhile  collateral  objegts  will  arise  in  the  course  of  the  struggle,  and  results  will 
be  valued  by  the  contending  parties,  not  merely  as  they  may  advance  their  own 
cause,  but  as  they  may  injure  or  humiliate  their  adversaries.  The  Government  will 
not  be  esteemed  according  to  its  independent  merits  or  its  courageous  impartiality  ; 
it  will  be  judged  by  the  extent  to  which  its  views  may  fall  in  with  the  purposes  of 
one  or  other  of  the  Factions.  Lord  Aylmer's  Administration  was,  at  the  outset,  the 
ridicule  and  scorn  of  the  Constitutionalists  (as  they  are  now  misnamed)  ;  yet,  when 
the  fractiousnees  of  the  French  drove  Lord  Aylmer  from  that  class,  the  English 
received  him  with  open  arms,  and  I  myself  saw  them  following  him  to  the  Beach 
with  their  acclammations,  and  their  praises,  and  almost  their  tears. 

After  this  review  of  the  composition  and  motives  of  the  parties  into  which  this 
Country  is  divided,  it  may  seem  natural  that  I  should  draw  some  practical  conclu- 
sions from  the  whole.  I  have  already  said  that,  if  separation  were  the  object  to  be 
feared,  I  should  look  upon  the  party  which  is  continually  clamouring  for  British 
Laws  and  British  Connection  as  by  far  the  most  likely  to  revolt.  But  dismissing 
the  idea  of  separation  (as  I  think  you  safely  may),  and  considering  our  diflSculties  as 
mere  diflSculties  of  administration  from  day  to  day,  the  French  party,  as  being  pos- 
sessed of  the  Ecpresentative  Institutions  of  theCountry,is  obviouB]y,the  most  formid- 
able, and  the  one  of  which  the  favour  is  most  necessary  to  the  conduct  of  Public 
affairs. 

Turning  from  these  considerations  of  immediate  convenience  to  higher  and 
more  permanent  objects,  I  will  not  deny  that,  while  I  dissent  from  their  inferences. 
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I  Bee  much  weight  in  the  facts  on  which  the  English  reason.  Although  they  caa  • 
geldom  prove  that  the  French  act  unconstitutionally,  they  often  show  that  they 
use  the  Constitution  unwisely.  It  is  not  unconstitutional  for  instance,  that  a  groat 
co-ordinate  branch  of  Parliament,  entrusted  moreover  with  the  special  custody  of  the 
public  purte,  should  state  the  amount  of  its  contingent  expenses  broadly,  and  refuse 
to  submit  to  "any  canvassing  of  the  details  by  the  other  portions  of  the  Legislature ; 
at  the  same  time  it  is  lamentable  that,  by  almost  general  confession,  this  privilege  is 
likely  to  be  made  the  means  of  bestowing  excessive  salaries  on  the  partizuns  ot  the 
majority  ot  the  Assembly,  and  perhaps  of  defraying  the  disbursements  of  unauthor- 
ized Committees  of  correspondence  and  voluntary  congregations  of  Members  out  of 
gession.  The  proper  remedy  for  this  would  be  the  indignation  and  resentment  of  the 
people,  and  it  is  no  doubt  to  be  regretted,  in  common  with  the  English  party,  that, 
for  political  purposes,  there  is  scarce  such  a  thing  as  a  people  in  Lower  Canada. 
JuRt  as  with  regard  to  the  contingencies,  so  also  with  regard  to  the  vast  influence  of 
individuals  who  can  command  thousands  of  votes  and  Signatures  (if  1  may  be  allowed 
the  term)  at  pleasure.  I  dissent  from  the  English  as  to  its  being  unconstitutional,  but 
I  agree  with  them  so  far  as  to  think  it  an  anxious  thing  to  try  the  working  of  the 
British  Constitution  in  a  Country  where  there  is  no  public  opinion,  and  hardly  spirit 
enough  in  the  possessors  of  representative  power  to  quai'rel  amongst  themselves, 
and  foi  m  some  sort  of  a  mutual  check. 

Having  thus  stated  the  fullest  extent  to  which  I  can  concur  in  the  views  of  the 
English  party.  I  will  add,  without  a  moment's  hesitation,  that  I  do  not  see  sufficient 
reason  t»  follow  those  views  to  their  only  legitimate  conclusion  (they  lead  to  na 
other), — vizt. :  to  deprive  the  Lower  Canadians  of  the  free  exercise  of  their  Constitu- 
tion. Ist.  There  is  the  obvious  objection  of  the  odium  and  possible  danger  of  the 
attempt  ;-T-2ndly.  To  leave  this  humblest  class  of  objection,  for  one  of  principle  and 
feeling,  I  would  shrink,  until  the  last  necessity,  from  mulcting  a  people  of  institu- 
tions calculated  to  develop  their  energies  and  intellect.  This  necessity  is  not  nearly 
arrived  in  Lower  Canada.  On  the  contrary  I  see  no  cause  whatever  to  despair  of  the 
French  Canadians  learning  to  wield  their  privileges  discreetly.  It  is  but  recently 
that  they  have  come  to  know  and  feel  their  powers,  and  already  the  most  experienced 
men  in  the  country  admit  that  there  are  dawnings  of  improvement.  I  have  extorted 
this  admission  from  more  than  one  Member  of  the  miscalled  "  Constitutional  Associa- 
tion." The  events  of  the  last  two  years  will  have  done  much  to  educate  the  French 
Canadians  in  politics.  If  you  could  see  the  gloom  which  has  been  hanging  over  this 
city,  the  shame  to  private  families,  the  difficulty  to  honest  tradesmen,  the  want  of 
employment  for  the  operatives; — if,  after  your  ears  were  filled  with  complaints  here, 
you  could  go. (as  I  have  done)  into  the  country,  and  at  distances  of  10  and  20  miles, 
find  the  peasants  deploring  the  loss  of  their  usual  market  in  the  Capital ;  you  would 
see  that  the  Assembly,  by  its  denial  of  all  public  money,  has  made  an  experiment  oa 
the  patience  of  the  people  which  it  cannot  be  rash  enough  lightly  to  repeat.  Wher- 
ever I  have  been,  I  have  taken  care,  with  expressions  of  profound  submission,  to  ex- 
plain to  the  good  folks  that  it  was  not  the  Government  which  withheld,  but  the 
Assembly  which  refused,  the  ordinary  expenditure  of  the  place,  and  I  was  happy  to 
find  the  ''  Habitans"  tolerably  enlightened  on  the  subject,  i  he  leading  men,  you  may 
be  sure,  have  opened  their  own  eyes  to  the  risk  of  a  re-action  ;  and  this  is  the  secret 
of  the  compliments  thoy  begin  to  pour  forth  to  our  qonciliatory  qualities.  lam 
glad  of  it,  for  I  would  mther  they  were  brought  back  to  moderate  conduct  by  their 
own  discernment  of  its  necessity,  th&n  by  any  paltry  arts  of  ours.  Like  boys  for  the 
first  time  entrusted  with  a  gun,  they  could  not  resist  the  delight,  minified  with  trepida- 
tion, of  discharging  it;  but  having  once  experienced  the  shock  and  the  effects,  they 
will  reserve  the  fire  another  time  for  the  pressure  of  some  real  necessity. 

Tliis  then  is  the  sum  of  my  creed ; — that  to  conciliate  the  French  Canadians, 
and  train  them  up  in  the  arts  of  Government,  is  the  safest  and  most  convenient  policy 
for  the  present,  and  likewise  the  one  most  conducive  to  solid  and  lasting  advantages 
hereafter;  but  that  the  experiment  is  likely  to  be  obstructed  by  perversity  and  selfish- 
ness on  various  sides,  and  that  in  the  melee,  some  of  us  who  are  now  employed  in 
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'Canjida,  may  chance  to  lose  our  reputations.  So  lot  it  be,  I  may  with  the  most  por- 
lect  truth  declare,  that  from  the  moment  I  found  I  really  had  gained  admittance  into 
thie  great  field,  1  whistled  all  personal  thoughts  to  the  wind,  and  hitherto,  the  more 
the  btorm  has  threatened,  as  the  Session  draws  near,  and  the  greater  the  rumours  of 
alarm,  the  more  my  spirits  have  risen.  It  was  to  encounter  this  we  came  here,  and 
things  must  go  very  hard  indeed  before  I  part  with  my  peace  of  mind. 

With  this  comfortable  sentiment,  I  had  better  prepare  to  conclude  so  long  a 
disquisition.  I  had  thought  of  saying  something  of  the  Catholic  Clergy,  and  the 
owners  of  Seigneuries,  among  whom  I  have  made  several  acquaintance;  but  time  is 
wanting,  and  your  patience  doubtful.  And  as  it  is  as  well  that  a  letter  should  be 
either  one  thing  or  another,  I  will  not,  on  this  occasion,  .enter  into  private  matters, 
further  than  to  say  that  my  wife  and  I  are  well,  and  living  on  good  terms  with  vari- 
ous Members  of  every  class  I  have  above  passed  in  review.  I  know  some  of  the 
Constitutionalists  well  enough  to  vex  them  by  saying,  that  if  they  would  take  the 
really  appropriate  title  of  ^.n^i-Constitutionalists,  and  avow  their  opinion  that  the 
British  System  was  unsuited  to  this  Province,  there  would  be  much  more  coherency 
in  their  reasonings,  and  more  difficulty  (tho*  far  from  insuperable)  in  answering 
them.  On  the  other  hand,  some  of  the  Quebec  Members,  to  whom  1  have  alluded, 
are  on  terms  with  us,  approaching  to  real  friendship,  and  lately  had  a  project  to  take 
Jane  and  me  on  a  tour  thro'  the  District,  stopping  every  night  at  the  House  of  some 
friend  or  relation,  but  the  weather  was  provoking  enough  to  defeat  the  plan.  If  we 
had  made  that  expedition,  we  would  have  seen  more  of  the  intimate  life  of  the  French 
Canadians,  than  one  English  family  in  a  thousand  does.  In  short,  we  feel  no  lack  of 
novelty,  either  of  acquaintance  or  scenes ;  and  in  spite  of  business  or  political  crosses, 
a  man  must  manage  ill,  who  could  not  spend  a  year  or  two  at  Quebec  very  pleasantly.

NOTE  A  2. 


MR.    ELLIOT   TO   MB.    TAYLOR. 


Qdebeo,  12th  Nov.,  1835. 

My  Dear  Taylor, — As  a  Sequel  to  the  long  Dissertation  which  I  sent  you  last 
month  on  the  public  affairs  of  this  place,  I  must  write  to  tell  you  that  our  Session  has 
opened  with  some  success  and  eclat.  The  speech  was  made  very  long  for  two  reason  % 
Ist  not  to  disappoint  an  expectation,  which  prevailed,  of  something  unusual  at  this 
crisis  ;  2ndly  to  preclude  any  inconvenient  application  for  a  disclosure  of  the  letter 
of  the  Instructions,  by  liberally  communicating  the  spirit  of  them  in  the  first  instance. 
As  a  composition,  the  speech  seems  to  me  by  no  means  free  from  faults,  which,  were 
it  an  exercise  for  young  gentlemen  at  their  studies,  it  might  be  worth  while  to  point 
out ;  but  seeing  that  we  are  grown  men,  and  our  main  object,  not  rhetoric  but  Good 
Humour  and  supplies,  I  cannot  think  that  the  speech  was  ill  adapted  to  its  purpose. 
At  any  rate  it  has  had  the  merit  of  success.  It  has  been  highly  lauded,  and  the  En- 
glish party,  tho'  sadly  annoyed  at  one  of  the  measures  which  it  announced,  have 
taken  the  rest  in  much  better  part  than  I  expected.  The  answer  of  the  Assembly 
is  the  ablest  paper  I  have  ever  seen  issued  from  that  Body,  it  so  happily  accomplishes 
the  purpose,  which  I  knew  from  the  principal  members  that  they  entertained,  of 
adhering  to  their  former  Declarations  on  matters  of  general  principle,  and  at  the 
same  time  conveying  that  spirit  of  good  will  towards  the  new  Governor  which 
unquestionably  prevails  at  this  moment  throughout  the  Assembly.  If  I  can  procure 
them,  I  will  enclose  copies  of  the  Speech  and  the  Reply.  The  only  doubt  at  present 
seems  to  be,  whether  in  voting  the  arrears  of  the  last  two  years,  tho  Assoaxbly  will  in- 
clude repayment  of  the  sum  of  £31,000  advanced  to  the  Civil  servants  oat  of  tho 
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Military  Chest.  If  Mr.  Spring  Eice  himself  had  been  there,  he  coald  not  have  wished 
to  hear  more  home  truths  than  I  delivered  on  this  f-ubject  to  two  or  three  French 
Members  with  whom  I  dined  en  petit  Comiti  the  other  day.  I  soon  found  the  majority 
of  the  Company  on  my  side,  but  one  little  dyppeptic  man,  the  Editor  of  the  Canadien, 
still  held  out,  declaring  that  he  would  readily  have  repaid  the  English  Govt.,  but  that 
since  he  had  seen  Mr.  Kice's  despatch,  he  was  satisfied  that  Lord  Aylmer  had  exceeded 
his  authority,  and  would  therefore  withold  the  amount  of  the  advance  in  order  that  the 
responsibility  might  attach  to  Lord  Alymor  personally.  On  this  I  fell  upon  my  man 
without  ceremony,  I  roundly  denied  that  Alymer  had  exceeded  his  authority  ;  in 
proof  of  the  necessity  of  his  making  the  advance,  I  quoted  the  scandalous  tales,  un- 
fortunately too  true,  of  Judges  having  been  threatened  over  night  by  creditors  whose 
causes  it  was  their  duty  to  try  the  next  morning  in  Court ;  and  then,  passing  from 
this  topic,  I  asked  if  we  were  in  some  little  Island  in  a  Tropical  Sea,  or 
whether  it  were  possible  that  in  the  greatest  Colony  which  England  pos- 
sessed, containing  Half  a  Million  of  Souls,  I  had  heard  vindictive  feelings 
against    one     man  assigned    as    a    reason    for    hazarding    the  continuance    of   a 

})ainful  and  dangerous  contest  with  the  Mother  Country.  The  concessions  of  Eng- 
and,  I  observed,  proceeded  from  no  motive  but  sheer  good  will.  She  had  now 
offered  to  the  Assembly  the  unlimited  control  over  the  Finances  of  the  Province,  but 
if  this  offer  were  met  by  a  churlish  refusal  of  the  sums  she  had  advanced  for  th» 
benefit  of  this  community,  it  might  be  deemed  necessary  to  retract  her  late  offer  until 
her  just  claims  were  satisfied,  and  perhaps  Canada  might  have  to  wait  long  enough 
for  the  repetition  of  a  proposal,  which  yet  it  must  be  obvious,  tended  to  concentrate 
almost  all  power  in  the  representatives  of  the  people.  What  do  you  think  was  the 
refcult  ?  The  little  man  had  the  honesty  to  say  that  he  would  qualify  according  to  the 
effect  of  our  discourse,  an  article  which  he  had  prepared  on  the  subject;  and  sure 
enough  the  article  appeared  next  day  with  a  statement  of  the  arguments,  as  no  doubt 
he  had  originally  written  them,  against  the  payment  of  the  £31,000,  and  then  an 
additional  paragraph  embodying  the  spirit  of  my  arguments  on  the  other  side,  and 
admittiiig  that  it  might  be  best  on  the  whole  to  bury  old  differences,  and  open  a 
new  account  with  England.  I  confess  I  was  pleased  with  this  incident,  n'>t  on 
account  of  any  intrinsic  importance  in  it,  but  because  it  afforded  a  further  jusiifioa- 
tion  of  the  Hope, which  is  continually  strengthening  in  me,  that  the  French  Canadians 
are  candid,  and  open  to  reason.  It  is  astonishing  how  this  country  has  been  mis- 
managed. When  I  came  to  know  the  men,  whom  the  military  Eulers  here  have  been 
accustomed  to  regard  as  little  better  than  Traitors,  and  little  wiser  than  children,  I 
am  surprised  to  find,  1st,  on  what  friendly  bases  their  views  generally  are  founded, 
and  2ndly  how  much  superior  are  their  perceptions  in  political  science  to  those  of 
the  men  by  whom  they  have  been  so  arrogantly  despised.  The  other  day  I  was 
present  at  a  conversation  between  the  Mayor  of  Quebec  and  some  other  Canadian 
gentlemen,  upon  the  best  means  of  raising  the  Revenue  required  for  the  purposes  of 
the  City,  and  I  assure  you  you  could  not  desire  to  hear  more  correct  principles  than 
Ihey  pi"oceeded  upon,  in  their  discussion.  They  also  showed  abundance  of  public 
spirit  and  ingenuity,  in  their  plans  for  putting  down  Night  Eobberies,  which  have 
biegun  to  be  seriously  injurious  to  Quebec.  The  truth  is  tha+  the  French  Canadians 
or  bulk  of  the  Community,  owing  to  the  natural  effect  of  free  Institutions,  are  govern- 
ing the  Country,  and  are  learning  the  lesson  which  that  practice  teaches.  The  English 
merchantg  in  the  meanwhile,  swelling  with  indignation  at  their  own  want  of  power, 
are  exe^ci^ing  themselvesin  no  School  but  that  of  agitation  and  remonstrance.  Here, 
as  I  ob^el  ved  in  a  former  letter,  they  are  very  skilfu],  but  soon  they  will  bo  fitter  to 
disturb  a  Govt,  than  to  conduct  it,  while  their  Kivale,  it  is  to  bo  hoped,  may 
steadily  improve.  For  ihL>*  desirable  end,  however,  the  Municipal  Institutions  of 
Canada  ought  to  be  extended  much  more  widely ;  Canadians  ought  to  be  more  pro- 
minently employed  in  official  stations,  and  every  effort  be  made  to  train  them  to  the 
wise  use  of  jhat  power  which,  unless  you  deprive  them  of  English  Institutions,  they 
must  inevitably  exerci^■e  as  the  great  majority  of  the  Society.  I  doubt  not  that  the 
ilritit-h  iithaUtauts  will  eventually  attain  an  importance  sufficient  to  procure  for 
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them  a  more  than  equal  portion  of  Pablic  Influence,  nor  would  I  suflfer  them  to  bo 
oppressed  in  the  intei'val;  all  I  maintain  is  that,  since  the  French  Canadians  mast  at 
present  predominate,  it  is  lar  better  to  endeavour  to  qualify  them  for  power  than 
vainly  seek  to  exclude  them. 

Lord  Aylmer's  Administration  was,  I  grieve  to  say,  unwise  in  this  respect 
during  the  latter  period  of  his  Govt.  His  appointments  and  recommendations 
within  the  last  twelve  months  wei-e  unpardonable,  and  there  are  some  of  his  des- 
patches on  those  points  which  I  can  scarce  read  with  patience,  now  that  1  under- 
stand the  real  characters  of  the  Individuals.  The  truth  is  that,  though  amiable  and 
well-meaning,  he  became  blinded  by  prejudice  at  the  end  of  his  administration,  and 
never  was  there  a  measure  more  indispensable  than  his  removal.  You  know  that 
about  a  year  ago  I  thought  differently,  and  on  that  very  account  I  now  make  the 
admission  more  emphatically.  In  what  I  have  said  of  the  friendliness  and  judgment 
of  some  of  the  French  Canadians,  you  must  not  suppose  that  I  include  them  all. 
Papineau's  bias  against  England  and  Englishmen  is  known,  and  I  still  continue  to 
fear  that,  whatever  may  be  the  intelligence  of  others,  they  will  not  possess  amongst 
them  eloquence  and  nerve  enough  materially  to  control  the  excesses  of  that  ener- 
getic man.  Yet  the  moderate  people  certainly  have  gained  some  advantages  this 
Session.  The  mere  proceeding  to  business  is  in  itself  a  triumph,  for  Papineau  avow- 
edly wished  to  refuse  to  have  a  Session  until  the  demands  of  tho  people  for  an  Electivo 
Council  were  conceded.  The  subdued  and  tolerant  tone  of  the  answer  to  the  Gover- 
nor's Speech  is  also  a  token  of  respect  for  the  views  of  the  temperate  part  of  the 
Assembly.  There  is  daily  becoming  apparent  a  more  marked  opposition  of  views 
between  the  Members  for  the  District  of  Quebec  and  those  from  the  District  of 
Montreal ;  and  I  only  hope  that  the  separation  may  not  be  precipitated,  for  tho 
Quebec  Eepresentatives  have  much  more  power,  while  their  Colleagues  hofw  to  retain 
the  appearance  of  their  support,  than  they  could  have  as  a  declared  JMLiooriiy  acting 
in  open  opposition  to  the  rest  of  the  House.  All  I  dislike  in  their  former  plan  of 
action  was  their  unqualified  and  silent  submiesion  to  the  Majority;  to  keep  measures 
with  it  is  no  more  than  politic. 

One  of  the  first  Members  of  the  popular  party  in  the  House  of  Assembly  said 
to  me  a  short  time  ago:  "  It  would  bo  affectation  not  to  look  to  the  probability  that 
"  sooner  or  later  this  Province  must  fall  off  from  the  Mother-Country,  tho'  not,  i 
"  hope,  in  our  generation.  None  of  us  think  the  time  near  at  hand,  but  some  prefer 
**tbM  measures  which  tend  to  postpone  it,  others  those  which  eeem  likely  to  accelo- 
"  rate  it.  Mr.  Papineau  is  one  of  the  latter  class,  I  belong  to  the  former."  Ho 
then  proceeded  to  assent  to  the  following  opinion!^,  which  i  have  found  to  receive  a 
tolerably  ready  acceptance  among  the  most  intelligent  of  the  French  Canadians  j 
that  the  English  Constitution  confers  upon  the  Assembly  as  great  power  as  it  has 
any  reason  to  desire ;  that  whether  or  not  a  Canadian  have  a  predilection  for  Be- 
publican  Institutions,  he  ought  to  see  that  the  best  preparation  for  them  would  bo  a 
schooling  in  the  exercise  of  the  privileges  of  Englishmen  ;  that  in  their  present  state 
of  political  backwardness  the  Canadians  could  not  be  thrown  off  from  En^^land  with- 
out becoming  merged  in  the  Mass  of  their  neighbors,  but  that,  enlightened  by  a 
long  use  of  the  powers  secured  to  them  while  they  are  kept  within  their  artificial 
limits  as  a  British  Colony,  they  may  at  some  future  time  be  capable  of  sustaining  a 
separate  existence  of  their  own.  Finally,  this  Gentleman  told  me  that  if,  to  tho 
control  which  the  As^sembly  was  to  have  over  all  the  Finances  were  added  a  respon- 
sible Executive  Council  of  Govt.,  he  would  desire  no  more,  but  would  waive 
all  particular  Grievances  and  all  demands  of  an  Electivo  Legislative  Council. 

Thin  project,  of  having  three  or  five  salaried  Councillors,  to  be  chosen  from  the 
leading  mon  of  the  Colony,  with  Seats  in  the  Legislature,  and  bound  to  get  supplies 
or  vavale  their  poets,  geem>  to  be  fast  gaining  ground.  Papineau  dislikes  it,  because 
he  knows  it  would  put  a  bit  in  his  mouth,  bat  he  confessed  to  mo  tho  other  day,  that 
from  the  strong  feeling  in  its  favour  in  the  Assembly,  and  from  tho  approval  of  the 
same  object  among  the  popular  party  in  Upper  Canada,  with  whom  ho  is  very 
4esirou4  to  co-operate,  he  should  bo  disposed  not  to  press  his  Individual  oppositioa  tA 
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the  scheme.  If  the  Commissioners  coald  devise  some  secure  and  acceptable  mode  of 
realizing  it,  I  am  persuaded  they  would  do  more  to  prolong  the  harmonious  connec- 
tion with  Canada  than  by  endless  investigations  of  details  ;  but  I  know  not  whether 
they  will  entertain  the  subject.  L(5rd  Howick  was  strongly  prepossessed  towards 
such  a  Measure,  when  last  I  eaw  him  in  England,  and  indeed  he  is  the  first  person  by 
whom  I  ever  heard  it  mentioned. 

Come  what  may,  we  certainly  are  in  a  position  favourable  enough  to  increase 
our  responsibility  beyond  anything  I  expected.  The  measures  of  the  Colonial  Office 
have  done  much,  Lord  Gosford's  manners  have  given  those  measures  the  fullest 
effect ;  all  hitherto  has  prospered  ;  it  remains  to  see  whether  the  Commissioners 
will  bo  able  to  crown  the  good  work.  This  is  the  part  of  the  business  in  which, 
individually,  I  have  most  interest,  but  of  which  I  cannot  pretend  that  I  am  most 
confident  of  a  happy  issue.  No  pains  shall  be  wanting,  so  far  as  my  limited  power 
extends,  to  bring  it  about ;  nor  shall  I  lament  less  deeply,  than  those  who  did  not 
apprehend  it,  any  failure  which  ma}'  arise  from  the  delay,  irresolution,  and  whim- 
eic.il  compromises,  to  which  it  is  impossible  not  to  fear  that  the  best  selection  of 
Individuals  may  fall  Victims,  when  called  upon  to  act  jointly,  in  emergencies  requiring 
the  utmost  promptitude  and  decision.  As  yet,  at  least,  we  have  committed  no  posi- 
tive fault ;  for  the  future  I  may  tremble,  but  I  will  not  entirely  abandon  hope. 

In  a  place  where  there  is  so  much  daily  to  recall  Mr.  Stephens'  views  and 
plans,  it  is  natural  that  I  should  often  have  felt,  an  impulse  to  write  to  him,  but  I 
resisted  it  for  two  reasons  ;  1st  that  I  had  heard  him  express  some  dislike  to  unau- 
thentic accounts  of  the  State  of  a  Colony  ;  2ndly  that  I  felt  an  objection  myself,  on 
the  point  of  form,  to  entering  into  coi*respondence  with  an  Under  Secretary  of  State. 
If,  however,  you  think  there  is  anything  in  my  late  or  present  communication  which 
would  be  worth  his  reading,  I  need  not  say  that  I  should  only  be  flattered  by  his 
taking  the  trouble  to  look  at  them.  Of  all  the  little  which  I  know  in  public  Business, 
he  is  the  Father  ;  and  it  would  be  ver}'-  undutiful  in  me  not  to  be  8v->licitoiis  that  he 
should  have  any  information,  in  my  power,  which  he  might  desire  to  see.  Jiven  a 
Midshipman  is  authority  enough  to  give  an  opinion  to  the  Captain,  if  the  Mid.  be  last 
from  deck.  In  like  manner,  as  I  am  row  exposed  to  the  immediate  effect  of  the 
breezes  here,  you  may  report  from  me  *'  Hszy  weather,  but  clcariug  a  little  to  Wind- 
ward."

There  is  one  circumstances  to  whicfiVe  attach  so  little  imp:irtance  on  the  spot, 
that  I  almost  forgot  to  mention  it.  The  Assembly  refused  to  insert  in  its  Address 
■any  formal  recognition  of  the  Commission ;  some  injudicious  or  pretended  Friends 
urged  il^  but  the  majority  rejected  the  proposal.  In  this,  I  believe  we  all  agree  in 
thinking  that  they  were  quite  right.  The  Governor  is  clearly  the  only  co-ordinate 
Authority  with  the  two  Houses  of  the  Legislature,  nor  was  it  was  ever  wished  that 
the  Co(umission  should  communicate  direct  with  the  Assembly  in  its  Public  and 
Associated  character. 

I  only  mention  the  thing  because  at  a  distance  it  might  bo  misconceived ;  while 
the  truth  is  that  the  majority  of  the  Assembly  are  on  the  best  terms  with  the  Com- 
mission, aiid  that  Papineau  himself,  in  vehemently  denouncing  the  proposal  of 
recognizing  them  by  the  Assembly  in  a  formal  manner,  observed  that  of  course  the 
House  was  bound  t)  wish  the  Commission  every  success,  ani  that  he  was  persuaded 
Members  in  tiieir  individual  cipicity  would  show  every  desire  t)  assist  thi  proceed- 
ings of  the  Commission.  This  is  thj  very  sama  language  which  he  and  two  or  three 
others  of  the  Chief  Members,  had  previously  hold  to  me  in  privaty.  The 
whole  question  was  one  of  form,  but  of  course  those  who  are  uneasy  at  any 
good  understanding  bdtwecn  the  local  Authorities  and  the  "  French  *'  Party  would  b© 
glad  to  represent  thcj  decision  as  one  of  substance,  and  an  affront.

NOTE  B. 

HON.  A.  N.  MORIN  TO  HON.  FRANCIS  HINCKS. 

Quebec,  8th  May,  1841. 
Dear  Sib, — I  most  solicit  your  indulgence,  and  expiess  to  you  ray  sincere  regret 
for  not  having  teen  able  to  answer  sooner  your  very  important  letters  to  mo  and  to 
«ur  mutual  friend  Mr.  Lafontaine,  who  has  sent  them  to  me  under  the  pretence, 
unfounded,  accoiding  to  me,  that  being  out  of  th6  House  of  Assembly,  he  was  not  to 
be  consideied  as  a  leader  of  it.  But  to  my  own  delays,  which  have  been  far  from 
coming  of  a  want  of  per6onj*l  respect  and  friendship  for  you,  or  of  a  want  of  sympathy 
and  united  leelings  on  the  subject  of  our  common  affairs,  several  circumstances  have 
retarded  me:  first,  my  health  which  has  been  bad  for  some  time;  secondly,  my  dif. 
fidence  at  attempting  io  write  the  English  language,  and  lastly,  more  than  all  the 
rest,  a  belief  that  I  onght  not  to  take  the  lead  when  older  and  abler  politicians  held 
already  the  post  of  chiefs  in  this  part  of  the  Province  ;  the  fact  is  that  I  was  afraid  of 
misrepresenting  the  opinions  of  others,  and  almost  did  believe  that  I  was  alone  in  my 
way  of  thinkir  g,  and  that  unless  I  should  modify  it,  I  was  not  to  consider  myself  as 
representing  the  general  opinion  here.  However,  the  time  drawing  near  when  I 
must  answer  jou,  and  having  seen  a  good  deal,  and  conversed  with  many  of  the 
members  and  other  Liberals,  I  must  at  all  events  let  you  know  my  view  of  our  present 
position,  and  although  I  beg  to  be  considered  as  speaking  for  myself  only,  I  will 
venture  to  say  that  a  large  portion  of  our  members  would  agree  with  me.  To  resume 
the  whole  details  in  a  few  words,  I  am  against  the  Union  ai  d  against  its  main  features, 
as  I  think  every  honest  Lower  Canadian  should  be.  But  I  am  not  for  violence  or  haste. 
I  do  not  expect  a  direct  repeal,  at  least  for  a  time,  and  therefore  I  do  not  wish  to 
take  a  hostile  position  and  embarrass  Government  on  account  of  the  Union.  I  want 
to  convince  the  authorities  of  their  error,  and  give  them  the  necessary  time  to  repair 
it.  As  to  firm  though  moderate  declarations  and  protestations,  we  would  be  unworthy 
of  those  whom  we  represent  if  we  did  not  make  them.  We  cannot  sacrifice  or  compro- 
mifce  their  essential  rights;  we  even  hope  that  a  liberal  majority  will  bo  with  us  ta 
assert  them.  But  1  am  not  for  entering  into  colll^^on  with  the  other  branches  on  any 
account  if  post-ible,  nor  for  stopping  the  march  of  affairs,  as  some  may  have  fancied. 
"We  must  say  what  defects  are  to  be  remedied,  and  until  that  remedy  comes  or  is 
denied,  do  our  best  to  inspire  to  the  Colonial  Grovernment  those  liberal  and  popular 
principles  and  policy  which  would  tei.d  in  their  application  to  'secure  the  liberties 
and  welfaie  of  all.  If  I  am  reluctantly  bound  to  oppose,  I  will  not  do  it  syBtcmatic- 
ally.  I  am  for  peace,  union,  and  harmony,  if  they  can  be  obtained.  I  still  longed 
for  those  blet-sings  when  I  resolved  to  re  eyker  public  life.  I  would  retire  soon  into 
privacy  if  we  weie  long  to  bo  without  them.  1  will  go  further,  and  say  without 
hesitation  that  I  would  cordially  support  a  Government  whose  labours  would  tend  to 
impart  them  justly  and  honestly.  Much  is  to  be  done,  of  course,  or  rather  undone,  to 
convince  me  that  such  is  the  aim  of  Government,  when  for  jears  no  other  plflns  have 
been  advanced  in  theoi  y  and  put  in  practice  but  tho^e  which  were  for  the  destruction 
and  prostration  of  my  countrymen.  But,  dear  Sir,  if  justice  can  still  be  had,  let  us 
have  justice,  and  help  those  who  will  offer  it  to  us,  those  who  are  or  may  be  ready  to 
govern  accoidirg  to  a  free  expression  of  the  people's  wishes  and  feelings.  You  may 
be  convinced  that  I  have  no  wish  to  quarrel  with  the  present  Governor  or  any  other 
one.  I  hope  that  in  all  my  life  I  will  be,  as  I  think  I  have  been,  and  still  more  than 
ever  if  I  can,  above  individual  quarrels  and  considerations.  Before  the  details  of  the 
Union  were  known,  and  before  that  law  had  received  its  execution,  I  sometimes  im- 
agined that  I  might  be  instrumental,  in  even  an  humble  degree,  in  reconciling  the 
Government  and  the  people.  It  was  my  only  aim,  and  as  I  had  the  honour  to  men- 
tion to  Lord  Sydenham,  the  only  time  I  have  conversed  with  him,  I  would  not  think 
it  worth  while  for  mo  to  meddle  in  public  affairs  any  longer,  if  I  had  not  a  hope 
of  seeing  that  harmony  subi^ist  in  the  end.  I  may  err,  and  I  very  often  err,  bnt^to 
attain  that  end  1  would  devote  with  pleasure  some  more  years  of  my  most  fervent 
laboars,  if  I  could  bo  brought  to  the  belief  that  our  exertions  would  be  useful  to  our 
Sellow  citizens,  and  our  advice  be  heard  in  the  high  quarters. 
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Bat  enough,  in  a  general  point  of  view.  T  hope  you  have  no  fear  of  misunder- 
standings between  you  and  us.  For  my  part  I  have  none.  The  following  explana- 
tions and  details  will,  I  hope,  convince  you  that  the  Eeformers  of  both  Provinces  must 
and  will  act  together,  although  circumstances  peculiar  to  each  late  Province  put  them 
respectively  in  a  different  position. 

Your  letters  are  frank,  comprehensive,  and  to  me,  satisfactory.  They  have  been 
considered  so  by  every  one  of  the  few  friends  to  whom  1  have  communicated  them, 
and  as  to  those  to  whom  I  could  not  give  a  fall  knowledge  of  them,  I  have  had 
indirect  means  to  be  satisfied  that  their  general  views  are  concurred  in.  Some  times 
there  is  a  division  in  words  and  denominations,  as  there  may  be  between  you  and  Mr, 
Neilson  here,  when  no  practical  discrepancy  exists.  You  must  not,  therefore,  be 
alarmed  at  some  expressions  in  newspapers,  or  in  speeches,  from  any  one  or  two  of  our 
public  men.  And  even  those  expressions,  in  the  mind  of  Mr.  Aylwin  and  Mr.  Neilson, 
of  whom  you  think  you  have  to  complain,  do  not  apply  to  you,  I  am  quite  certain, 
but  only  to  some  of  those  whom  you  admit  youself,  to  be  disinclined  in  some  points 
to  do  justice  to  Lower  Canada.  Not  that  I  approve  of  anything  which  may  teed  to 
irritate  or  disunite,  but  when  1  see  such  prospects  of  good  understanding  and 
mutual  confidence,  I  look  eagerly  to  them.  You  have  seen  how  the  idea  of  making  the 
Repeal  a  sine  qua  non  question,  and  of  the  members  abstaining  from  sitting  until 
then,  which  was  entertained  in  the  Aurore,  was  combatted  by  the  Canadien.  Not  two, 
or  perhaps  not  one,  of  the  Quebec  members,  would  be  for  the  line  of  policy  recom- 
mended in  those  articles  of  the  Aurore ;  as  to  the  Montreal  members,  I  would  be  very 
much  surprised  if  they  thought  otherwise  than  we  do.  I  thought  that  on  this  subject, 
Parent's  article  of  the  9th  April  would  allay  all  uneasiness.  This  last  article  has,  no 
doubt,  met  your  views.  Here,  everyone  continues  to  have  the  greatest  confidence  in 
you  and  the  Eeformers  of  Upper  Canada,  and  to  be  thankful  to  you  personally,  as 
editor,  for  your  defence  of  the  Canadian  character  and  rights. 

As  to  parties  in  the  new  House,  there  may  be  probably,  five  shades  or  divisions, 
three  with  you  and  two  with  us. 

1st.  Upper  Canada  Liberals  and  Eeformers,  decided  to  act  honestly  and  inde- 
pendently, and  advocating  popular  and  respont^ible  Government. 

2nd.  Upper  Canada  Tories  or  Conservatives,  independent  from  Government,, 
rather  opposed  to  it  at  this  moment. 

3rd.  Officials  in  Upper  Canada,  whether  Tories  or  Eeformers,  by  name,  tied  or 
predisposed  to  vote  on  all  matters  as  if  they  were  directly  »-esponsible  to  the  pre- 
sent Executive. 

4th.  Eeformers  of  all  grades  from  Lower  Canada,  who  for  the  past  have  advocated 
liberal  and  popular  measures,  representing  generally,  French  constituencies,  opposed 
to  the  Union,  but  friendly  to  the  Upper  Canada  Eeformers  and  to  responsible 
government. 

5th.  Officials  from  Lower  Canada,  other  representatives  of  the  self-called  British 
party,  and  other  members  at  Montreal,  elected  more  or  less  by  violence. 

Now,  in  my  opinion,  the  most  natural  alliance  is  between  numbers  1  and  4, 
although  some  of  you  approve  of  the  Union,  on  account  of  the  advantages  it  gives  to 
Upper  Canada,  while  we  oppose  it,  because  none  of  its  provisi(ms  are  just  or  beneficial 
towards  us.  But  natural  justice  on  the  one  part,  and  common  ideas  and  interest  on 
the  other,  will  bring  an  understanding,  even  on  this  most  delicate  point. 

Numbers  3  and  5  will,  from  the  beginning,  act  together  also. 

Number  2  m.ny  join  either.  There  is  a  belief  here  amorg  some,  perhaps  from  not 
knowing  the  past  divisions  and  recent  strifes  in  Upper  Canada,  that  the  party  of 
Sir  Allan  McNab  and  Mr.  Cartwright  might  unite  with  you  and  us,  and  agree  upon 
identical  plans  of  good  government.  Do  you  think  that  Union  possible  under  the 
present  circumstances,  or  likely  to  last,  if  it  could  take  place  ? 

1  make  no  mention  of  the  possibility  of  that  party  No.  2  joining  with  some  of  us 
to  upset  the  Union  at  once,  and  be  at  warfare  until  an' absolute  repeal  comes.  I  have 
already  said  I  saw  no  prudence  in  that  hostile  stand.  In  that  case,  we.  Lower 
Canada  Eeformers,  would  be   divided  amongst  ourselves,  a  circumstance  which  I 
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would  deplore  bUlerly,  but  which  I  do  not  apprehend.  The  necessity  of  a  permanent 
alliance  ehould  bricg  towards  you  those  of  us  who  might  be  inclined  to  act  too  decid- 
edly, and  the  same  reason  should  also  bring  unto  us  the  less  decided  portion  of  you 
above. 

Should  we,  in  the  beginning,  in  claiming  our  rights  as  Canadians  and  as  British 
subjects,  be  abandoned  by  you  and  helped  by  the  Conservatives,  that  circumstance 
would  be  more  painful  to  me  than  I  could  express.  It  would,  no  doubt,  lead  to 
confusion  and  misunderstanding.  Still,  after  that,  and  here  I  speak  for  myself 
and  from  ray  own  convictions  and  firm  principles  on  Government  matters,  I  would 
join  you  and  act  with  you  on  general  affairs,  unless  I  lelt  the  field  altojjether,  out 
of  discouragement.  I  know  in  this  declaration  I  am  going  very  far.  Many  would 
prefer  the  O'Connell-tail-system,  and  to  unite  with  one  party  or  the  other  as 
momentary  alliance  or  expediency  may  suggest.  This  I  am  unable  to  do,  I  have  no 
cunning,  no  intrigue  snd.  perhaps,  no  discernment;  and  I  crave  only  forwardness  and 
honesty.  Therefore,  if  tbe  friends  do  not  befriend  me,  I  will  leave  the  Party,  and  not 
befriend  another  camp. 

You  see  my  sincerity,  and  I  can  hardly  go  beyond  that.  But  from  the  contents 
of  your  letters,  there  is  little  danger  of  our  being  thus  placed.  It  is  in  that  case  that 
I  would  regret  my  election,  when  so  many  of  my  best  friends,  whom  I  could  consult, 
are  not  to  be  in  the  House.  Lafontaine,  Leslie,  Girouard  and  Huot,  will  be  much 
wanting.  Koom  may  be  made  f<»r  the  two  first  here  below,  if  there  are  no  near  elec- 
tions for  Terrebonne  and  Montreal,  under  better'  protection.  As  to  the  two  latter 
gentlemen,  I  am  sorry  that  they  have  declined  from  the  beginning. 

Past  disputes  on  the  subject  of  responsible  government,  as  exemplified  in  a  Pro- 
vincial Executive  Council,  have  created  a  chasm  between  you  and  Mr.  Noilson.  Now, 
it  is  very  difficult  to  guess  what  he  will  or  will  not  do,  but  when  you  treat  with  him 
person.')!  y,  you  will  find  him  very  accommodating.  I  am  sure  he  is  not  for  violence 
and  for  creating  difficulties.  His  opposition  to  the  Union,  and  his  labours  as  Presi- 
dent of  the  Quebec  Committee,  have  given  him  an  immense  influence.  If  we  were  to 
support  a  Government  ready  to  do  justice  to  Lower  Canada,  and  he  were  to  oppose  it, 
we  could  not  go  on  easily.  However,  rothing  of  the  kind  is  to  be  feared.  We  had 
some  fears  in  the  beginning  ;  now  we  are  convinced  of  his  pacific  dispositions.  But 
again,  he  is  the  leader,  and  not  I  or  any  other  one. 

You  must  not  be  surprised  if  we  are  opposed  to  the  Union,  and  even  if  our  elec- 
tions have  mainly  turned  upon  that  point.  Marked  with  so  many  defects  in  its  de- 
tails, the  measure  in  principle  has  been  advocated  both  in  England  and  here  as  the 
surest  means  of  destroying  the  political  rights  and  social  institutions  of  half  a  million 
of  people.  No  other ^n'nct^fe  but  that  one  can  be  squeezed  out  of  it.  The  few  con- 
stitutional advantages  it  seems  to  confer  on  Lower  Canada,  comparatively  with  the 
late  temporary  Government,  are  offensively  cm-tailed,  and  in  every  respect  the  whole 
of  it  is  injurious  to  us.  As  to  Upper  Canada,  with  the  exception  of  the  debt,  which 
I  confess  is  a  great  boon,  it  diminiohes  the  public  liberties,  and  we  have  all  been  told 
to  rest  satisfied  with  that,  content  or  not.  It  reduces  the  legislative  functions  of  the 
Assembly  to  the  power  of  voting  new  taxes,  but  without  power  to  control  the  pro- 
ceeds, or  apply  ihem,  except  when  over  about  £150,000  yearly,  and  with  the  strange 
anomaly  ot  the  Executive  branch  having  the  initiative. 

But  another  thing  is  to  be  dissatisfied  with  the  Union,  and  another  thing  to  be 
disposed  to  break  everything  on  account  of  it.  I  am  convinced  that  the  late  Act 
would  n>i  be  immediately  repealed,  and  that  if  it  was,  it  would  be  only  for  worse.  It 
is  a  well-known  fact  that  it  has  been  passed  in  opposition  to  the  well-known  wisshes 
of  Lower  Canada.  Benton  injustice,  as  are  presently  towards  us  the  metropolitan 
authorities,  from  lack  of  duty,  or  from  misapplied  national  prejudice,  it  is  only 
with  time,  and  with  the  help  of  honest  and  liberal  men  amongst  you,  that  we  can 
instil  better  feelings  in  the  hearts  of  our  rulers.  Let  us  try  so  to  do,  and  in  tbe 
meantime  let  Upper  and  Lower  Canadians  know  and  appreciate  each  other  better,  and 
-cement  a  union  which,  at  all  events,  will  be  profitable  to  both ;  it  is  true  that  if  wo 
bave  not  a  majority  for  good  government  in  the  House,  we  may  be  left  under  the 
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scourge  of  ordinances  passed  permanent  by  the  late  special  Council,  but  if  the  same 
body  had  lasted,  some  more  ordinances  might  have  heaped  the  system  now  in  operation. 

We  do  not  wish  to  make  the  Speakership  a  political  question.  If  you  think  it 
just  that  a  inembei'  Hpenking  both  languages  should  have  the  honour,  I  would  men- 
tion Mr.  Vigor,  Mr.  Cuvillier,  Mr,  Quesnel,  Mr.  Neilson.  The  one  who  suits  you  best 
would,  no  doubt,  be  acceptable  here  ;  as  to  offering,  it  has  never  been  done,  and  how- 
ever proper  in  its  terms  the  circular  of  Sir  Allan  McNab  was,  it  has  appeared  to  us 
something  strange.  If  you  do  not,  any  more  than  us,  make  a  political  question  of  the 
matter,  and  if  you  wish  to  have  a  member  from  Upper  Canada,  I  think  Sir  Allan 
or  Mr,  Merritt  would  have  a  chance.  Why  has  not  Mr.  Viger's  name  been  men- 
tioned ?  He  will  certainly  be  the  most  learned  member  in  historical,  political  and  par- 
liamentary knowledge,  and  his  whole  life  has  been  devoted  to  the  popular  cause.  If 
you  prefer  Mr.  Cuvillier,  bis  nomination  would  likely  be  welcome.  We  have  had  very 
little  opportunity  of  late  to  know  his  opinions,  but  1  have  no  doubt  he  is  independent 
and  liberal.  Mr.  Lafontaine  was  the  proper  choice  to  be  made ;  he  has  been  out-seated 
in  a  bush  at  the  furthermost  extremity  of  a  county,  with  a  population  of  200  Tories 
and  20,000  Liberals.  Under  the  present  circumstances,  Mr.  Baldwin,  who  otherwise 
would  have  met  our  choice,  could  hardly  be  proposed.  But  we  have  great  confidence 
in  him,  and  so  has  Mr,  Neilson.  My  name  has  been  mentioned  in  Lafontaine's  letters, 
and  in  yours.  I  must  not  play  the  hypocrite,  and  will  speak  at  once  on  the  subject. 
Setting  aside  the  arduousness  of  the  task,  there  would  be  many  more  aged  and  more 
Able  members  to  whom  an  injustice  would  be  made  if  any  junior  member  was  pro- 
posed. Those  members  and  their  friends  would  consider  it  invidious.  I  think, 
therefore,  that  even  if  I  were  able  to  keep  the  balance  and  concile  so  many  conflicting 
parties  as  there  will  be  in  the  House,  1  should  be  out  of  the  question.  I  had  never 
believed  that  1  would  be  thought  of.  I  must  be  on  the  floor,  where  I  will  try  to  vie 
with  my  colleagues  in  zeal,  independence  and  sincerity.  I  know  prospects  are  not 
encouraging,  and  many  think  that  it  is  better  for  Lower  Canada,  in  the  pre-ent  time, 
to  abstain  altogether  from  politics,  until  justice  is  done  to  us.  I  am  sometimes  my- 
self discouraged,  but  I  hope  to  be  able  to  bring  on  that  justice,  as  one  of  many,  if  we 
can  be  understood,  as  I  have  no  doubt  we  will.  Our  Qaebac  people  intend  to  be  at 
Kingston  a  few  days  beforehand ;  so  the  Montrealers  will  bo  invited  to  do.  Some  hours 
of  personal  intercourse  will  do  much  more  than  a  long  written  correspondence. 

You  see  at  once,  no  doubt,  that  the  annihilation  of  Lower  Canada  as  it  has  up  to 
this  time  existed,  is  a  favourite  project.  The  Tories  of  Montreal,  therefore  have 
realized  all  their  dreams,  and  they  cannot  be  said  to  have  been  kept  down,  for  they 
have  all  power  upon  our  lives,  property,  rights,  interests  and  feelings  even,  and  that 
wiihouf.  any  successful  appeal.  And  encouraged  as  they  are,  they  go  in  every  instance 
much  beyond  what  the  authorities  might  have  even  supposed.  But  Lower  Canada, 
as  a  community  of  British-born  citizens,  has  been  transferred  to  that  party,  styling^ 
-themselves  exclusively  British.  We  are  told  every  day  that  such  a  system  is  to  be 
-maintained,  and  we  be  deprived  of  our  rights  and  existence  by  all  means,  lawful  or 
not.  Will  you  accede  to  that?  An  enlightened  regard  is  to  be  had  for  Lower  Canada, 
that  is  to  say,  the  regard  of  the  officials  and  the  pretended  British  party,  just  as  they 
may  advise  for  themselves  or  fancy  for  their  interestis,  they  being  in  all  points  to 
decide  and  judge  for  us,  to  make  the  law  or  to  evade  it,  just  as  convenient,  the  regard 
being  alvvays  subservient  to  the  annihilation.  Hence  are  legitimated  fraud,  violence 
and  muider  at  electiot)s,  and  every  other  thing  which  may  be  resorted  to  to  maintain 
the  enlightened  regard  with  those  who  have  assumed  it  to  themselves.  E  can  not 
believe,  nor  will  lever  believe  unlefcs  forced  to  do  so,  that  such  are  the  views  of  (xov- 
ernment.  If  they  were,  it  would  be  a  thing  much  to  be  deprecated.  Ages  of  sutfering- 
and  hatred  would  ensue,  where  love  and  affection  are  so  easy  to  be  won.  There  is  no 
people  easier  to  govern  or  to  maintain  in  affection  and  confidence,  if  but  the  Govern- 
ment would.  Oar  political  rights  unimpaired  on  the  one  way,  and  the  full  enjoyment 
of  our  social  institutions,  unless  amended  by  our  own  consent,  are  the  best  and  proba- 
bly the  only  means  of  securing  forever  that  affection  and  that  confidence,  at  heart  and 
at  hand,    it  is  that  truth  that  I  will  endeavor  with  all  my  might  to  persuade  to  those 
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in  power,  ■whom  I  would  respectfully  advise  to  shake  off  the  dirt  which  subservient 
and  interested  partizans  are  heaping  every  day  on  the  sacred  altar  of  justice,  sullying 
the  honour  of  the  Empire  itself.  Should  Grovernmcnt  take  a  contrary  course,  1,  for 
one,  would  not  only  support  it,  but  help  it  with  my  utmost  endeavours,  and  I  would 
have  no  fears  for  the  result  of  the  experiment.  I  am  a  friend  to  British  connexion  and 
institutions,  if  wo  truly  had  them  ;  they  are  sufficient  to  render  us  happy  and  content- 
ed, and  to  develop  all  our  energies  and  capabilities  towards  one  same  end,  peace, 
justice  and  prosperity.  Let  us  only  endeavour  to  obtain  in  truth  those  liberties  and 
institutions,  and  let  us  join  in  supporting  any  Administration  which  will  help  us  and 
protect  us.  I  will  add  one  wish  more ;  may  the  present  head  of  the  Executive  him? 
self  be  advispfi  to  adopt  that  liberal  course. 

To  efle«t  1  hat,  a  change  of  some  men  is  necessary.  I  have  confidence  in  Mr. 
Baldwin  and  y.  v.  Daly.  The  other  gentlemen  from  Upper  Canada  you  know  better 
than  we  do.  The  iwo  others  here  are  the  active  agents  of  that  domination  party  to 
which  we  owe  all  our  evils ;  they  belong  to  that  class  of  officials  of  whom  Lord 
Durham's  employis  eaid  that  they  had  done  enough  to  drive  the  people  mad  into  the  woods, 
and  their  irresponsibility  and  over-enormous  salaries  have  since  been  increased  with 
no  great  capacity  added,  as  far  as  Messrs.  Ogden  and  Day  are  concerned.  What  you 
may  have  to  say  of  Messrs.  Draper  and  Sullivan  remains  with  you.  Now,  if  you 
€herifch  a  hope  that  the  result  of  our  first  Session  might  be  to  bring  a  change  in  the 
Executive  Council,  by  replacing  the  above  with  more  able,  more  disinterested,  more 
honest  and  more  popular, men,  alike  ready  to  respect  all  and  do  justice  to  all,  1  have 
every  disposition  to  act  in  concert  with  you.  If  the  present  officials  cling  to  their 
money,  why,  let  them  continue  to  have  it,  and  be  divested  of  the  power  of  doing  evil, 
and  let  honest  advice  be  given  to  the  Governor  on  all  subjects  in  which  the  people's 
welfare  is  interested ;  let  enlightened,  public  opinion  replace  the  enlightened  regard  of 
party  spirit,  and  I  venture  to  say  that  very  few  of  us  will  be  wanting'in  the  t«upport 
of  Government,  endeavouring  in  the  meantime  to  obtain  justice  and  redress,  either  by 
Provincial  legislation  or  by  addresses  to  the  Imperial  authorities. 

But,  let  me  add  one  thing,  and  I  have  done.  Have  you  a  hope  that  responsible 
government,  in  the  way  you  understand  it,  or  something  near,  will  be  offered  andcon- 
<jeded  io  us  ?  "What  would  you  say  of  an  organization  of  officials  strictly  responsible 
to  the  Executive  summities  only,  who  themselves  would  not  be,  in  any  way,  respon- 
sible to  the  popular  branch,  and  would  pretend,  instead  of  that,  to  compose  that 
branch  at  their  pleasure,  and  render  it  responsible  also  to  themselves  ?  Mind  that 
there  he  no  misunderstanding  in  terms  when  speaking  of  responsible  government. 

I  wish,  with  all  my  heart,  to  have  given  you  satisfaction  by  thus  explaining  my 
Tiews  to  you.  I  repeat  it,  we  will  easily  be  understood.  You,  Eeformers,  are  our 
only  natural  friends  We  have  been  too  sincere  in  our  past  toils  for  liberty  and 
reform,  hi/wever  ill  acknowledged  and  ill-rewarded,  to  join  presently  with  men  of 
other  creeds.  This  is  at  least  my  view  of  the  position  which  is  likely  to  be  taken 
by  my  countrymen,  a  position,  independent  from  the  Executive,  but  not  hostile  to  it, 
and  even  of  nadiness  to  help  and  support  it,  if  it  would  listen  to  our  honest  advice, 
and  offer  to  us  in  its  Councils  the  guar&ntee  of  men  possessing  public  confi  lence. 

I  may  still,  if  I  have  leisure,  communicate  to  you  by  letter,  some  views  on  the 
pi'actical  operaiion  of  responsible  governmmt. 

This  long  epistle  will,  I  hope,  atone  for  my  past  negligence.  Excuse  my 
English,  for  1  know  many  of  my  expressions  must  have  been  very  awkward.  This 
letter  is  of  course  private,  but  I  have  no  objections  to  its  being  communicated 
privately  also,  to  some  of  our  friends,  if  it  can  do  good. 

If  the  Kefoimers  were  still,  as  should  appear  to  you,  misunderstanding  each 
other  in  both  Provinces,  which,  however,  I  do  not  apprehend  to  be  the  case,  pray 
lose  no  time  in  setting  me  at  right,  and  giving  further  occasion  to  discussion  an(| 
explanatioTi  What  I  say,  I  say  in  good  faith.  If  I  have  not  sooner  written,  I  hav«_ 
not.  howe>.i-,  bet-n  inactive.  I  have  consulted  many  of  our  colleagues  and  other 
friends.  All  agree  in  deprecating  violence,  in  desiring  to  act  in  concert  v»ith  you,  and 
in  expieasing  their  confidence  in  your  friends,  and  yourself  pcrdonally.     For  my 
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part,  Dear  Sir,  it  shall  be  an  unfeigned  pleasure  to  me,  when  I  ant  at  liberty  to  culti- 
vate your  acquaintance  and  friendship,  devoid  of  any  political  consideration. 
Mr.  Huot  and  Mr.  Parent  beg  to  be  recalled  to  your  friendly  souvenirs.

State  and  the  Lord  Grodolphin  one  of  the  Lords  Commissioners  of  the 
Atameetineye  Treasury  to  treate  with  the  said  French  Commissioners,  their 
18th  May,  1687.  Lordships  had  their  first  Conference  with  them  on  the  18th  of  May, 
Memorials  and  other  1687,  and  upon  the  application  of  the  Company  of  Adventurers  trade- 
&t'^!tfi^""Rl'^hf  ii'  ii^g  ^o  Hudsons  Bay,  their  Lordships  delivered  to  the  French  Com- 
Hudsons  Bay  wth  missioners  a  Representation  of  his  Majesties  Right  to  the  Streights 
ye  answers  of  fe  and  Bay  of  Hudson,  as  likewise  a  Memorial  of  Damages  the  Corn- 
French  Commrs.       pa^y  had  suffered   by  the  Invasion  of  the  French,  which  with  the 

preceeding  Papers^and  the  answers  of  the  French  Commissioners  are 

as  followes. 

To  the  Kings  Most  Excellent  Majesty  : 

The  humble  Pcticion  of  the  Governor  and  Company  of  Adven- 

Petition  of  the  Ad-  turers  of  England  tradeing  into  Hudson's  Bay,  most  humbly 
venturers  of   Eng-    „i,„.„^iu  °  '' 

land    Tradeing   to    sheweth,— 

Iladsons  Bay.  That  the  Ports  and  Places  within   Hudsons  Bay  in  Araeri(?a, 

were  first  discovered  by  the  subjects  of  the  Imperial  Crowne  of  this 
Kingdome,  denominated,  frequented  and  sailed  to,  only  by  them  successively  for 
upwards  of  one  hundred  Years. 

That  the  Petitioners  have  Traded  into  those  parts  above  Twenty  Yeares,  and  in 
that  time  have  expended  near  Two  hundred  thousau  J  pounds  sterling  iu  erecting  and 
makeing  Forts  and  Factories  there,  and  in  setling  a  trade  and  other  necessaries  there- 
into within  the  limitts  of  their  Charter,  and  have  now  arrived  to  a  very  considerabla 
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Trade  therein  to  the  Honour  and  profit  of  this  Kingdome,  and  the  increase  of  Your 
Majestyes  Customes  and  shipping,  and  never  wore  disturbed  or  any  way  molested 
therein,  untill  the  year  1682,  when  one  Monsieur  de  la  Cheney  and  other  private  mer- 
chants of  Canada,  without  any  Commission  or  Colour  of  Authority  from  his  Alo^t  Chris- 
tian Majesty,  or  from  the  Governor  of  Canada,  did  set  out  ships,  and  in  a  piratical! 
manner  disturbe  and  annoy  the  Peticoners  in  their  Factories  and  Settlements  at  Port 
Nelson  and  did  burn  their  Houses  and  robbed  them  of  their  Trade  there,  of  all  which 
tho'  severall  memorialls  were  sent  to  the  Court  of  France  by  his  late  Majesty  of  ever 
blessed  Memory  in  behalfe  of  the  Peticoners  demanding  satisfaction  for  the  same,  yet 
none  was  obtained. 

And  in  November,  1685,  the  peticioners  renewed  th^ir  complaints  by  an  humble 
peticon  to  Your  Majesty  setting  forth  they  had  then  received  fresh  intelligence  that 
ye  French  had,  in  an  open  hostile  manner,  in  the  time  of  peace  and  good  correspon- 
dence of  the  two  Crownes,  seized  within  Hudsons  Streights  one  of  ye  Peticoners  ships 
commanded  by  one  Edward  Humes,  and  carryed  her,  with  all  her  ladeing  and  severall 
of  your  Majebtvs  subjects  upon  her,  prisoners  to  Quebeck. 

That  His  Most  Christian  Majesty  gave  answer  thereunto  and  promised  that  as  to 
the  said  ship,  he  would  forthwith  send  necessary  orders  to  Canada  to  have  an  account 
of  what  had  hapntd  in  that  affair,  and  after  information  thereof,  would  order  what 
should  be  just  and  reasonable,  but  instead  thereof  Richard  Smithsend  mate  of  tho 
said  ship,  and  some  of  her  crew,  were  kept  prisoners  at  Quebeck  for  above  Eleven 
months,  and  for  ye  most  part  were  fed  only  with  bread  and  water,  and  at 
last  sent  away  as  slaves  to  Martinico  in  the  West  Indies,  as  the  Peticoners  have  been 
lately  assured  bj-  the  said  Smithsend,  who  made  his  escape  and  is  wth  in  few  days 
since  ariived  in  London,  and  his  aflSdavit  attesting  ye  same  and  the  French  their 
proceedings  against  Your  Peticoners  in  takeing  the  Bottomeof  the  Bay  is  hereunto 
annexed. 

That  in  February,  168f,  the  Peticoners  made  reply  to  the  said  answer,  and  at 
the  same  time  made  their  peticon  and  Memoriall  of  complaint  to  Your  Majesty 
setting  forth  the  great  Injuries  and  Depredations  done  to  the  Peticoners  in  their 
Trade,  Factories  and  Estates  in  the  Hudson's  Bay,  by  the  subjects  of  his  most  Chris- 
tian Majetty  ^and  did  annex  to  the  same  a  deduction  of  their  severall  Losses  and 
Suff».iir)g8  by  ye  French  of  Canada,  amounting  to  Threescore  Thousand  pounds. 

Tliat  the  Peticoners  have  advice,  that  the  Canada  ships  are  this  year  arrived  at 
Eoeleil  and  noe  wise  doubt  but  his  most  Christian  Majesty  has  by  them  received  an 
accoutit  alout  the  Peticoners  said  ship  and  other  their  great  Sufferings  and  Losses 
by  his  euljects. 

That  the  Peticoners  have  had  the  honour  to  receive  many  gracious  Favours  and 
Encouragcmts  from  your  Majefctyes  late  Hoyall  Brother  (of  ever  blessed  Memory) 
and  not  only  then  bad  the  Glory  to  be  under  Your  Royall  Care  as  their  Governor, 
but  also^lately  upon  their  humble  application  and  Complaint  to  your  Majesty  of  the 
Continued  Injuries  they  Yearly  receive  from  the  subjects  of  the  French  King,  Your 
Majesty  was  graciously  pleased  to  give  them  from  your  owne  Eoyall  Mouth,  the  as- 
Bureance  cf  Your  Majesties  Protection  and  Care  to  see  them  righted. 

And  in  stedfast  assurance  of  your  Majesties  most  gracious  and  Eoyall  Word, 
but  in  the  most  humble  and  dutifull  manner, 

The  Peticoners  do  presume  to  represent  to  your  Majesty, — 

That  within  these  two  months  the  Petitioners  have  received  repeated  advices  and 
Intelligei  ces  from  France  and  severall  other  plases,  whereby  it  appeares  that  the 
French  of  Canada,  this  Yeare,  have  in  a  Piraticall  manner  taken  and  totally  despoiled 
the  Petitioners  of  three  of  their  Forts  and  Factories  in  ye  bottom  of  Hudson's  Bay, 
three  oi  their  ships  or  vessels,  Fifty  Thousand  Beaver  Skinns  and  a  great  quantity  of 
Provisions,  Stores  and  Merchandizes  laid  in  for  many  Yeares  Trade;  and  have  in  a 
small  vessell  turned  out  to  sea  above  Fifty  of  Your  Mtijostyes  Subjects,  who  then  were 
in  the  Petitioners  service,  to  frhift  for  themselves  or  perish  miserably  besides  those 
whome  they  have  either  Killed  or  detained  Prisoners. 

And  the  French  of  Canada  give  out  to  the  native  Indians,  that  they  tho  said 
-French  will  have  Hudsons  Bay  and  Trade  into  their  owne  hands  and  utterly  out  the 
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Peticonere  of  the  same,  which  if  they  effect  will  prove  a  very  great  Loss  to  Your 
Majesty  and  this  Kingdome  and  will  utterly  mine  the  Petitioners. 

All  which  is  humbly  submitted  to  your  Majesty's  most  gracious  consideration. 

And  the  Peticoners  humbly  pray,  that  your  Majesty  will  be  graciously  pleased 
to  afford  them  your  Roy  all  assistance  and  Protection,  and  that  your  Majesty  will  de- 
mand ard  procure  satisfaction  to  be  made  to  them  for  all  the  losses  and  Damages 
they  have  as  well  formerly  as  by  this  last  Invasion  sustained  from  the  subjects  of  his 
most  Christian  Majty  and  that  his  most  Christian  Majesty  may  be  instantly  pressed  to 
give  effectuall  commands  to  His  Governor  at  Canada  and  other  his  subjects  to  Quitt  and 
deliver  up  to  the  Peticoners  their  agents  and  servants,  all  ye  Forts,  Factories,  ships  and 
whatever  else  they  have  taken  from  the  Peticoners  in  Hudsons  Bay  and  for  the  more 
sincere  and  effectuall  obtaining  of  ye  same,  that  his  most  Christian  Majesty  may  now, 
before  the  departure  of  the  Peticoners  ships  this  spring,  send  unto  your  Majesly  a 
positive  mandate  to  goe  by  the  Peticoners  owne  ships  this  expedition,  comanding 
all  the  subjects  of  his  most  Christian  Majty  which  shall  be  found  in  the  Bottom  of 
the  Bay,  or  any  other  the  Factories  or  Territories  of  the  Peticoners  on  sight  thereof 
to  Quitt  and  surrender  all  the  said  places  with  all  that  did  to  them  belong  and  to  de- 
part from  thence  and  leave  the  quiet  and  intire  possession  of  ye  same  to  yo  Peticon- 
ers their  Agents,  Factors  and  servants,  and  that  noe  ships  or  subjects  of  that  Crowne 
may  for  ye  future  annoy  or  molest  ye  Peticoners  in  their  Rights,  possef-sions  and 
Trade,  and  that  ye  Peticoners  may  have  ye  sole  trade  of  Hudsons  Bay,  according  to 
ye  purport  and  gracious  intention  of  your  Majtys  Royall  charter. 

And  yor  Peticoners  (as  in  duty  bound)  shall  ever  pray  &c. 

CHURCHILL  GOVERNOR. 

Your  Lordships  have  doubtlee s  heard  of  (as  well  as  all  Europe 
Memorialls  of  ye  admired  at)  the  many  Insults  committed  by  ye  French  on  his 
eons^Bay  Company  Majestys  subjects  in  Hudsons  Bay  for  fiveyeares  last  past  in  the  time 
to  their  Lordphips.  of  peace  and  good  Correspondence  between  the  Two  Crownes  after 
more  than  an  hundred  yeares  intire  and  quiet  Possession  ol  the  said 
Bay  by  his  llsjesties  subjects,  your  Lordpps  have  also  been  acquainted  with  the 
Companys  geverall  Memorialls  of  complaints  and  repeated  Petitions  to  his  Majesty  to 
cause  restitution  to  be  made  of  the  ships.  Merchandize  and  Forts  taken  from  them, 
and  also  for  reparation  of  the  vast  damage  they  have  susteined  thereby;  nor  can 
your  Lordships  (wee  hope)  be  ignorant  of  his  Majesties  most  gracious  answer  to  our 
Petition  delivered  in  ffebiuary  last,  when  he  was  pleased  to  tell  us  that  his  Honour 
was  concerned  with  cur  Interest,  and  he  would  have  reparation  for  both,  which 
Royall  assureacce  from  his  sacred  mouth  hath  soe  reanimated  our  desponding  spiritts 
that  we  have  againe  prepared  fresh  supplyes  of  Provisions  for  our  servaiits  in  the 
Bay  (if  any  survive  their  miseries)  as  well  as  new  cargoes  of  Merchandize,  for  our 
Trade  with  the  ratives,  the  happy  success  whereof  will  be  intirely  owing  to  your 
Loidships  Favcur  and  despatch,  and  we  cannot  but  acknowledge  it  as  the  first  good 
step  to  ye  prosperity  of  our  Company,  that  providence  hath  soe  kindly  inclined  His 
Majesty  to  referr  the  Companyes  Welfare,  to  persons  of  see  much  real  worth  Honour 
and  Integrity. 

"Wee  are  suflBciently  sensible  that  it  is  our  Duty  to  wait  your  Lordships  houres 
and  to  attend  your  Motions  and  Comands  in  all  things,  but  we  humbly  begg  leave 
also  to  assure  you  that  the  Cogency  of  our  affaires  is  so  urgent  in  this  Juncture,  that 
we  are  compelled  to  make  this  humble  address  to  begg  your  Lordships  consideration 
of  these  preliminary  propositions,  vizt : 

1st.  That  it  hath  been  the  Company's  care  to  despatch  their  ships  for  the  Bay  in 
the  Beginning  of  May,  because  there  is  but  one  season  of  the  Year  to  goe  and  come, 
and  if  they  have  not  an  early  dispatch,  they  will  be  frozen  in  and  loose  their  voyage. 

2dly.  That  this  Year  by  reason  of  the  Treaty  Your  Lordships  are  entring  upon, 
We  have  delayed  our  expedition  as  much  as  possible,  nevertheless  we  have  contracted 
hy  Charter  Party  with  the  owners  and  masters  of  those  ships  which  we  hire,  that  they 
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shall  eaile  before  or  at  furthest  on  the  25th  day  of  this  Instant  monlh  of  May,  beyond 
which  time  if  we  detaine  them,  Wee  shall  not  only  break  our  Charter  Party  and  pay 
great  Demurrage  for  our  delay,  but  also  highly  endanger  the  Totall  Loss  of  our  voyage 
as  is  aforesaid. 

Now  because  we  are  sensible  that  ye  adjusting  all  differences,  betwixt  us  and  the 
French  (and  especially  in  agreeing  ye  Pistricts  of  the  Companyes  country  for  Trade, 
and  the  perticulars  of  thoir  Damages  sustained)  may  take  up  too  much  of  Your  Lord- 
ships time  to  eflfect  the  same  before  the  necessary  Departure  of  our  ships  at  present 
we  can  only  pray  That  your  Lordships  will  endeavour  immediatly  to  obtaine  from 
the  French  Plenipotentiaries  here  a  positive  mandate  to  all  ye  French  in  the  Bay 
to  be  sent  in  our  vessells,  commanding  them  to  deliver  \\b  all  the  ships,  Factories  and 
merchandizes,  &c.,  which  they  took  from  us  last  year  at  the  Bottom  of  the  Bay, 

This  we  are  humbly  of  opinion  they  will  not  deny  because  they  never  made  any 
claime  nor  visited  it,  till  the  last  summer,  when  they  destroyed  His  Maty's  subjects 
there  by  surprise,  even  at  the  instant  when  a  Treaty  was  on  foot  for  a  good  Corres- 
pondence and  a  perpetuall  peace  betweene  ye  two  Crownes.  And  this  we  hope  your 
Lordships  will  agree  to  be  essentially  necessary  to  the  welfare  of  the  Company  that 
it  would  be  very  imprudent  (if  our  servts.  could  live  there  without  a  supply  of  Pro- 
visions from  England)  to  send  any  ships  thither  without  the  said  Mandate :  as  well  be- 
cause the  French  there  have  doubtless  received  the  Publication  of  the  lately  Treaty  for 
confirming  the  possessions  they  had  the  sixth  day  of  November  last,  and  consequent- 
ly will  treate  our  servafbts  as  enemies  and  seize  our  ships  and  effects  as  heretofore  as 
also  for  that  we  shall  find  it  very  difficult  to  engage  hired  ships  and  men  to  expose 
themselves  to  the  mercy  of  ye  French  (who  have  already  treated  his  Majestys 
subjects  so  ill)  and  when  they  carry  noe  force  to  oppose  their  violence. 

All  wh  ich  we  most  humbly  submitt  to  your  Lordships  serious  and  timely  considera- 
tion.

La  partie  Septenlrionale  de  I'Amerique  dans  laquelle  est  la 
Memorial  to  the  Baye  de  Hudson  fut  decouverte  environ  Tan  1497  par  le  chevalier 

touching  EuS^bIj.  Sebastien  Cabot  en  vertu  d'une  Commission  du  Eoy  Henry  Septieme. 
En  I'an  1610  Henry  Hudson,  sujet  de  Sa  Majeste,  naviga 
dans  les  d^troits  et  dans  la  Baye  de  Hudson,  en  prit  possession 
et  donna  des  noms  a  divers  lieux  situez  dans  la  Baye  et  les  Detroits,  par  lesquels  ils 
ont  toujours  6t6  nommez  et  connus  depuis  ce  tems  la,  dans  les  cartes  qui  en  out  est^ 
faites  tant  dans  les  Pais  etrangers  qu'en  Angleterre. 

En  I'an  1612  le  Chevalier  Thomas  Button,  Anglois,  fit  un  voyage  dans  les  De- 
troits et  dans  la  Baye  susdite  et  prit  possession  de  divorses  places  (et  particuliere- 
ment  de  la  Riviere  du  Port  Nelson  et  des  Terres  voisines  au  nom  du  Roy  Jacques 
premier  et  nomma  ladite  Riviere  et  lePort  oii  luyet  sa  Compagnie  passerent  I'hyver 
Port  >«elson  du  nom  du  Capitaine  du  vaisseau  qui  s'appeloit  Nelson. 

En  1631  le  capitaine  Luc  Fox  fit  un  voyage  a  Hudson-Bay  par  ordre  du  Roy 
Charles  premier  et  entre  plusieurs  lieux  de  la  dite  Baye  ou  il  entra,  il  alia  dans  la 
rividre  du  PortNelson  et  tiouvant  la  vne  croix  qui  y  avoit  este  plantee  par  le  Chevalier 
Thomas  Button,  il  la  releva  et  en  renouvella  Tinscription,  declarant  le  Droit  et  la 
Possession  que  Sa  Majeste  y  avoit  et  nomma  ensuite  les  Pays  voisins  de  cette  Rivier* 
New- North- Wales. 

En  ItJGT  Zacharie  Gilham,  Anglois,  fit  vn  autre  voyage  dans  cette  Baye  et  entra 
dans  I'Emboucheure  d'une  Riviere  qui  est  au  fond  de  la  Baye  et  la  nomma  la  Riviere 
de  Rupert  a  I'honneur  de  feu  Son  Altesse  le  Prince  Rupert  qui  estoit  le  principal  des 
intertssez  dans  cetto  expedition,  le  dit  G-ilham  bStit  aussy  la  vn  fort  a  qui  il  donna  le 
nom  de  Charles  k  I'honneur  du  Roy  defunt  et  ayant  pris  possession  de  la  dito  Riviero 
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€t  des  Terres  voisines  il  y  etablit  le  commerce  et  vne  bonne  correspond/ince  avec  lea 
naturels  du  Pais. 

En  1669  le  capitaine  Newland  entra  dans  le  Port  Nelson  et  declara  les  Titres  et 
droits  de  Sa  Majeste,  sur  cette  Eiviere  et  Terres  Voisines  en  y  plantant  les  armes  du 
Roy  comme  vne  marque  de  sa  souverainete  sur  les  dits  lieux. 

En  1670  le  Eoy  defunt  octroya  une  Chartre  aux  dits  interessez  et  en  forma  vne 
<5ompagnie  leur  donnant  pouvoir  et  privilege  de  trafiquer  (a  I'exclusion  de  tons 
autres)  dans  la  dite  Baye,  Detroits,  Terres,  Rivieres  et  lies,  qui  sont  tant  au  dedans 
qu'aux  environs  de  la  Baye  et  des  Detroits. 

En  1672  la  Oompagnie  envoya  Charles  Bayley  en  qualite  de  G-ouverneur  de  leur 
Factories  etablies  dans  la  dite  Baye,  avec  qui  le  Sieur  de  Frontenac  Gouverneur  de 
Canada,  entretint  vne  bonne  correspondence  sans  jamais  se  plaindre  d'aucun  dom- 
mage  oa  tort  fait  par  la  Compagnie  ou  par  sos  agents,  soit  en  y  ^tablissant  son  com- 
merce ou  en  batissant  des  Forts  au  fond  de  la  Baye,  et  en  1673,  le  dit  Bayley  envoya 
un  navire  appelle  I'Employ  au  Port  Nelson  pour  y  negooier  et  y  faire  un  etablissement 
comme  fit  aussy  le  capitaine  Drapei*,  en  1680,  qui  y  envoya  vn  vaisseau  nomm4 
I'Albemarle. 

En  1682,  les  Agents  et  les  Facteurs  de  la  Compagnie,  bStirent  un  Fort  et  travail- 
loient  a  establir  une  Factorie  dans  le  Part  Nelson  quand  ils  furent  troublez  par  la  pre- 
miere fois  par  les  Fran^  as  nonobstant  vn  Etablissement  et  vne  possession  continuelle 
de  vingt  ans  durant  lequel  tems  les  interessez  ont  fait  une  depense  de  pres  200,000 1 
sterling,  tant  pour  bastir  des  Forts  que  pour  etablir  leur  Factories. 

Le  Droit  de  Sa  Majeste  sur  la  Baye  de  Hudson  et  Pais  voisins  ayant  aussi  este 
conserve,  sans  interruption  ni  contestation  quelconque,  jusqu'a  Tan  1682,  a  este  aussi 
confirme  par  le  Traits  conclu  entre  Sa  Majeste  et  le  Roy  Tres  Chretien  le  16  novembr© 
1686  par  lequel  il  est  stipule  que  les  deux  Roys  auront  et  tiendront  tous  les  Domaines, 
Droits  et  Preeminences  dans  les  mers,  detroits  et  autres  eaux  de  I'Am^rique  d'ano 
maniere  aussi  ample  et  estendue  qu'ils  en  jouissoient  alors. 

Et  comme  cecy  establit  et  confirme  le  Droit  de  Sa  Majeste  sur  les  Places  qui  sont 
dans  la  Baye  et  dans  les  Detroits  de  Hudson,  aussi  I'establit-il  et  le  confirme  sur  celles 
dont  les  marchands  Francois  se  sont  depuis  quelque  tems  emparez  lesquelles  Places  a 
la  signature  du  Traite  estoient  reputees  par  les  deux  parties  d'estre  en  la  Possession 
des  sujets  de  Sa  Majesty,  la  dite  saisie  estant  sans  contestation  commise  en  tems  de 
paix,  par  consequent  ne  pent  estre  reputee  une  juste  et  legitime  possession  selon  I'in- 
teution  veritable  du  Traite. 

HIS  MATTS  BIGHT  TO  HUDBONS  BAT. 

The  Northern  part  of  America,  wherein  Hudsons  Bay  is  com- 
prized, WIS  discovered  in  the  Year  1497,  by  Sr.  Sebastien  Cabot  by 
Translation  of  Te  particular  Commission  from  King  Henry  the  7th. 
FrS*^cimmr8  ^^  ^^^  ^^^^  1610,  Mr.  Henry  Hudson  His  Majestys  subject  sailed 
touching  Hudsoni  in+o  the  streights  and  Bay  of  Hudson,  took  possession  thereof  giveing 
B»y-  pames  to  severall  places  therein  by  which  they  have  been  since 

called  and  knowne  in  the  maps  of  those  parts,  as  well  forreign  as  Eng- 
lish. 
In  the  Year  1612  Sr.  Thomas  Button  an  Englishman  sailed  into  the  said 
streights  and  Bay,  took  possession  of  severall  places  particularly  of  the  River  of  Port 
Nelson  and  Territories  thereunto  belonging  in  the  name  of  his  master  King  James 
the  first,  and  called  the  said  River  and  Port  wherein  they  then  wintered  by  the  name 
of  Port  Nelson  from  the  Comander  of  the  ship  wherein  he  sailed,  whose  name  was 
Nelson. 

In  the  Year  1631  Gapt.  Luke  Fox  by  comand  of  his  late  Majesty  King  Charles 

the  first  made  a  voyage  to  Hudson's  Bay  and  amongst  other  places  within  the  said 

Bay,  he  entered  the  River  of  Port  Nelson  and  finding  there  a  cross  which  had  beea 

erected  by  Sr.  Thomis  Button  with  an  Inscription   defaced,  he  set  up  the  said  croea 
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aigaine  with  a  new  inscription  declareing  his  Majestys  Eight  and  Possession  and  then 
named  the  adjacent  countries  upon  the  said  River  New  North- Wales  as  its  called  to- 
this  day  in  the  mapps  of  America. 

In  the  Year  1667  another  voyage  was  made  to  the  said  Bay  by  one  Zachery 
Gilbam  an  Englishman  who  sailed  into  a  River  in  the  Bottom  of  the  Bay  calling  it 
Rupert  River  in  Honour  of  Prince  Rupert,  who  was  principally  concerned  in  that 
expedition  with  other  adventurers,  built  a  Fort  there  which  he  called  Charles  Fort  in 
Honour  of  his  late  Majesty  and  taking  possession  of  the  River  and  Lands  thereabouts 
entered  into  a  good  Correspondence  and  Trade  with  the  natives. 

In  the  Year  1669  Capt.  Newland  entered  Port  Nelson  and  declared  His  Majesties 
JRight  thereto  by  setting  up  His  Majestys  Armes  as  the  ^nsignes  of  his  Soveraignty. 

In  the  Year  1670  His  Majesty  was  pleased  by  his  Royal  charter  to  incorporate 
the  said  Adventurers  granting  them  power  to  Trade  exclusively  to  all  others  within 
the  said  streights  and  Bay  and  within  all  the  Lands  and  Territories,  Rivers  and 
Islands  in  and  about  the  said  streights  and  Bay. 

In  the  Year  1673  Charles  Bayley  was  sent  by  the  Company  as  Governor  of  the 
Factories  within  the  said  Bay,  with  whome  Mon.  Sr.  Frontenac  then  Governor  of 
Canada,  kept  a  good  Correspondence,  without  complaining  of  any  injury  done  by  the 
Company  or  their  agents  in  settling  of  commerce  or  building  of  Forts  in  the  Bottom 
of  the  Bay. 

In  the  year  1680  Capt.  Draper  in  one  of  the  Companies  ships  entered  the  River 
of  Port  Nelson. 

In  the  Yeare  1682  the  Company's  Agents  and  Factors  built  a  Fort  and  were 
setling  a  Factory  in  Port  Nelson  when  they  were  first  disturbed  by  the  French,  the 
Adventurers  having  expendede  near  200,000Z  for  Twenty  Yeares  last  past  in  building 
of  Forts  and  Factories  within  the  Limitts  of  their  charter. 

His  Majesties  Right  to  Hudson's  Bay  and  Territories  thereunto  belonging  being 
thus  deduced  without  any  Interruption  or  dispute,  untill  the  Year  1682,  is  likewise  con- 
firmed by  subsequent  Treaties,  and  particularly  by  the  Treaty  concluded  between  his 
Majesty  ard  the  Most  Christian  King  on  ye  -^  November,  1686,  where  in  it  is  stipu- 
lated that  both  Kings,  shall  have  and  retaine  to  themselves  all  the  Dominion,  Rights 
and  Preeminences  in  the  America  Seas,  Roads  and  Waters,  in  as  full  and  ample  manner 
as  of  Right  belonged  to  them,  and  in  such  manner  as  they  then  possessed  the  same, 
which  as  it  certainly  establishes  and  confirmes  a  Right  in  his  Majesty  to 
those  Places  in  Hudson's  Bay  and  streights  whereof  the  English  were  then 
actually  possessed,  soe  doth  it  likewise  of  those  places  which  were  lately  seized 
by  the  Merchants  of  France,  which  at  ye  Signing  of  the  Treaty,  were  understood  by 
both  parties  to  be  in  the  Possession  of  His  Majesty's  subjects,  such  dispossession  as 
lately  hapned  haveing  been  certainly  made  in  the  time  of  peace  and  therefore  cannot 
be  deemed  a  Rightful  Possession  of  the  French  within  the  Genuine  intention  of  the 
Treaty. 

Lastly  if  any  objection  should  be  made  to  the  ffacts  and  arguments  herein  set 
forth  to  prove  his  Majesty's  Title  to  Hudsons  Bay  and  Territories  thereunto  belonging 
or  if  any  Right  shall  be  pretended  by  the  French  to  those  places,  the  Company  of 
Adventurers  most  humbly  pray  that  leave  and  opportunity  maybe  given  them  to 
make  their  reply,  not  doubting  to  give  His  Majesty  full  satisfaction  therein.

3r.  Sebastian  Cabot  discovered  this  part  ol  America  now  in  ques- 
tion, not  by  chance,  but  by  particular  Order  from  King  Henry  the 
seventh  in  quality  of  Great  Pilot  of  England.    It  would  be  easy  to- 
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Ifemorial  touch-  prove  the  discovery  and  takeing  possession  before  ye  Spaniards  had 
ing  Hudsoa'e  Bay.  gg^.  footing  jn  that  Country  should  they  pretend  to  dispute  the  Right 
thereof  which  they  never  yet  undertook  to  do  to  the  prejudice  of  His  Majesty's 
Title. 

It  is  not  necessary  to  prove  settlements  made  by  the  said  Cabot  or  by  Hudson, 
seeing  the  French  never  began  to  make  any  till  ye  year  1682,  above  twelve 
years  after  the  English  had  built  severall  Forts  and  established  Factories  under  the 
immediate  Protection  of  his  present  Majesty  who  was  Governor  thereof. 

There  is  noe  intention  of  Establishing  a  Right  by  Maps,  yet  the  names  given  in 
them  to  Places  and  Countrys  are  convincing  arguments  of  the  Propriety. 

It  would  seeme  very  strange  that  had  they  some  years  before  had  any  thoughts 
of  makeing  pretentions  to  this  Colony  ihey  would  have  permitted  ye  printing  Mapps 
at  Paris  (licensed  by  the  King's  authority  and  dedicated  to  the  Dauphin  in  France) 
in  which  are  seen  none  bat  English  names  for  all  that  part  of  America. 

It  hath  been  alieady  said  that  ye  French  never  made  any  apparent  settlements 
in  the  Bay  and  Streights  of  Hudson  before  that  which  they  made  by  Force  of  Armes 
in  the  year  1682. 

KCapt  Henry  Hudson  in  the  year  1610  Sr  Tho.  Button  in  1612  and  Capt  Luke 
Fox  in  1631  have  made  notable  voyages  into  those  parts  by  the  express  commands 
of  their  Soveraignes  'tis  not  to  be  imagined  bat  there  have  likewise  been  private 
Voyages  made  within  that  timo,  in  which  as  well  as  in  the  other,  they  did  not  only 
take  possession,  but  continued  there  for  some  time  and  loft  the  usuall  marks  of  the 
soveraignty  of  their  masters,  besides  the  names  which  have  not  been  since  changed, 
there  needed  not  at  that  time  any  other  soe  considerable  navigators  to  maintaine  His 
Majtys  Right  which  other  nations  never  disputed. 

As  to  the  Cross  planted  and  erected  by  the  English  Captains  the  Truth  of  it  is 
beyond  all  dispute,  this  Erecting  of  Crosses  haveing  been  practised  by  the  English  in 
every  Eoigne  as  the  Pablick  Acts  of  all  times  do  testify  on  like  occasions  and  hitherto 
nothing  was  ever  userped  where  the  Cross  was  a  certaine  mark  of  the  takeing  Posses- 
sion. 

The  name  of  the  North  Wales  given  by  Sr.  Thomas  Button  to  the  neigbboaring 
Country  after  a  formall  Possession  taken  of  iJudsons  Bay  and  the  streights,  doth 
fluflSiciently  Justify  His  Majesty's  Rig  it  to  those  parts  and  leaves  noe  Roome  for 
other  nations  to  make  their  pretensions.  Tho  expedition  made  in  1667  is  alone 
solemn  enough  to  establish  the  Right  of  the  Eaglish,  and  is  not  the  less  valid  for 
the  service  they  reaped  therein  from  Grrosseliers  and  Radis^son  said  to  be  French 
men.  The  Yenetians  migh^  as  well  pretend  to  the  English  Colonies,  becaase  Oabot 
made  the  discovery  and  the  Genoese  might  demand  reason  of  Spaine  for  their  Pos- 
sessior^s  in  the  Indies,  because  Colomb  was  a  native  of  that  State.  There  are  few 
expeditions  or  Voyages,  and  scarce  any  Conquests  made  where  there  is  not  a  mix- 
ture of  Forreigners  'lis  sufficient  that  those  people  were  not  forced  but  hired  into  the 
fiervice  of  the  English  nation. 

It  hath  been  made  appear  that  the  French  naver  had  any  right  to  these 
Countries,  so  that  the  Treaty  of  Breda  makes  nothing  for  them,  but  rather  Confirraes 
His  Majesties  Right  and  Title. 

Thd  Right  \o  the  Bay  and  streights  of  Hudson,  being  thus  plainly  made  out, 
it  will  not  be  necessory  to  prove  His  Majestys  Title  to  ye  River,  Coasts  and  Port 
Nelson,  which  are  b-it  members  or  a  small  part  of  the  fformer  inclosed  within  His 
Majesties  continent  under  those  names.  It  is  likewise  needless  to  rehearse  that  in  the 
Year  1612,  Capt.  Nelson  goeing  in  Person  dwelt  there  till  his  death  leaving  his  name 
to  that  place  and  that  the  French  ne^er  came  into  that  river  or  Road  before  the  Year 
1682,  when  they  first  began  to  build  a  small  flfort  upon  the  Raines  of  his  Majesties 
subjects  after  having  by  meer  violence  caused  great  Loss  and  Damage  to  the  Eng- 
lish nation.  'Tis  owned  that  tho  two  ffrench  Vessels  came  in  the  year  U»82  to  ye 
Western  Coasts  of  Hudson's  Bay  ca'.'ed  by  the  Indians  Kakiakioway,  the  name  of 
Bourbon  being  given  it  upon  the  spott.  But  it  can  at  ye  same  time  bo  proved  b/ 
Authentick  Witnesses  that  these  ships  arrived  after  ye  vessell  frooi  Boston  whereof 
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young  Guilhar.  was  master  being  his  Majesty's  subject  who  had  no  need  of  commis- 
sion to  verify  bis  Majesty's  Title  and  who,  tho'  he  did  not  owne  the  English  Company, 
was  nevertheless  under  ye  Eoyall  Protection  of  England,  and  as  a  subject  to  ye 
Crowne,  might  establish  the  same  Right  for  his  nation  as  the  French  ships  pre- 
tended to  doe  for  theirs. 

This  late  taking;  of  Possession  on  which  there  is  noe  necessity  of  founding  our 
Right  was  seconded  lew  days  after  by  the  arrival  of  an  other  ve^soll  from.  England 
whereof  Guilham  the  father  was  master,  at  which  time  Mr.  Bridgard  Governor  for 
the  English  Company  made  knowne  to  ye  French  His  Majestyes  Right  and  Title  and 
the  Priviledges  of  the  Company  to  the  Trade  of  that  Country.  Notwithstanding 
which,  these  new  comers  overcame  by  strength  or  Policy  both  the  ffather  and  the 
eon  and  destroyed  or  took  their  veesells  with  what  they  had  on  board,  tho'  in  time  of 
peace  and  within  the  Possessions  of  the  Crowne  of  England,  which  never  were  dis- 
puted there  before  even  in  ti  me  of  warr. 

'Tis  acknowledged  that  ye  Grant  or  Letters  given  by  His  Majesty  to  ye  English 
Company  do  not  of  themselves  give  any  Right,  but  ye  establishmt  of  a  Company 
priviledged  for  so  Considerable  a  Commerce  and  the  Actual  Tradeing  they  have  Main- 
tained with  ye  Inhabitants  in  pursuance  of  the  said  Grant  or  Letters,  the  Forts  they 
have  built  in  severail  places  and  the  Factories  they  have  kept  at  so  vast  a  charge,  do 
plainly  shew  that  his  Maty  was  not  deceived,  but  that  ye  grant  was  founded  in  hi« 
owne  Right  which  hath  been  yett  further  confirmed  by  this  last  takeiog  of  possession 
and  ye  Continuall  Tradeing  of  his  subjects  under  his  Royall  Authority. 

The  English  Company  doth  not  think  it  selfe  obliged  to  answer  the  Damages 
sustained  by  the  French  in  1683,  seeing  what  they  did  on  that  occasion  was  against 
the  Intrusion  of  the  French  and  in  pursuance  of  the  Powers  and  Priviledges  granted 
them  by  his  Majesty  for  the  Trade  of  those  parts. 

What  is  here  meant  is  little  to  the  Purpose  either  in  regard  to  ye  last  Treaty  or 
to  his  Majestyes  former  or  present  Title  whereof  the  Dispute  and  proceeding  by  such 
ways  in  time  of  peace  and  under  the  shadow  of  a  Treaty  of  good  Correspondence 
seeme  very  extraordinary  and  may  prove  of  dangerous  Consequence. 

As  to  the  Titles  produced  by  the  French  Commrs,  the  Commission  given 
by  King  Francis  the  first  is  of  noe  force  in  respect  to  these  Countries,  there  haveing 
never  been  any  Actual  Possession  taken  and  in  effect  all  the  other  Letters  Pattents 
can  signify  nothing  in  prejudice  to  his  Majtys  Right,  seeing  noe  prince  whatso- 
ever can  be  hindred  from  giveing  to  his  Governors,  Agents  and  Companys  such  Titles 
as  he  shall  think  best.  Those  given  by  Henry  the  Great  and  Louis  the  I3th  compre- 
hend all  that  the  Crowne  of  England  possesses  or  hath  possessed  on  ye  Continent  of 
America,  together  with  several!  Large  Islands,  which  nevertheless  cannot  in  th© 
least  eclipse  or  diminish  His  Majestyes  Claime.  Now  if  the  Commissioners  should 
insist  on  Titles  of  that  nature,  there  would  be  no  safety  for  his  Majestys  subjects  in 
America.  Carolina,  Pensilvania  and  other  places  possessed  by  his  Majestys  subjects 
even  since  the  Treaty  at  Breda  would  be  in  Danger  should  the  French  think  fit  to 
surprize  them,  after  which  it  would  not  be  difficult  for  them  to  allodge  imaginary- 
discoveries  or  even  to  prove  that  five  or  six  French  had  passed  that  way  before,  and 
made  some  Contract  with  the  Indians.  It  is  much  more  just  and  reasonable  to  rely 
upon  Actuall  discoveries  and  upon  possession  taken  in  view  of  all  the  World  and 
which  have  continued  for  a  long  time  together  and  are  too  clearly  proved  by  tho 
Yiolence  of  the  French  in  their  enterprise  in  the  Years  1682  and  1686. 

As  to  the  Daramages  sustained  by  the  subjects  of  ffrance,  the  English  Company 
maintaii.e  they  are  not  obliged  to  indemnify  them  after  soe  manifest  an  Invasion. 

It  shall  not  be  ye  fault  of  ye  Company  of  Hudsons  Bay,  if  their  Agents  and  thoao 
of  ye  Company  of  Canada  do  not  keep  within  their  respective  Bounds,  the  one  pre- 
tending only  to  the  Trade  of  the  Bay  and  streights  above  menconed,  whilst  the  other 
keeps  to  that  of  Canada— and  that  the  Forts,  Habitations,  ffactories  and  establishmts. 
of  the  Englihh  Company  be  restored  and  their  Limitts  made  good  as  ye  first 
discoverers,  Possessors  and  Traders  thither,  being  the  Lawfull  marks  of  soveraignty 
■and  this  for  above  Twelve  Years  together  before  ever  the  French  thought  of  attack- 
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ing  it  or  troubling  the  Trade  of  the  English  within  the  Bounds  of  ye  paid  Company, 
for  otherwise  how  may  subjects  of  England  Trust  to  a  Treaty  of  Neutrality  in  case 
of  a  Eupture  if  even  in  time  of  peace  they  see  themselves  bereaved  of  their  posses- 
sionn  and  estates  without  such  intiro  Eeparation  and  satisfaction  as  proceedings  so 
violent  and  unjust  doe  require.

II  n'est  pas  neee&sairo  do 
prouver  des  Etablissements  faits  par  le  dit  Chevalier  Cabot  ou  par  Hudson,  puisque 
les  Francois  n'ont  jamais  commence  d'en  faire  avant  I'annee  16S2  j)lus  de  12  ans 
apres  que  les  Anglois  ont  b^ti  plusieurs  Forts  et  establi  des  Factories  sous  I'aveu  et 
protection  particuliere  de  Sa  Majesty  qui  en  estoit  Gouverneur.  On  no  pretend  pas 
fi'establir  vn  droit  certain  sur  les  cartes,  mais  les  noms  qu'JSUes  donnent  generalemont 
aux  Piiis  sont  des  marques  convaincantes  de  la  propriete. 

II  paroif^troit  fort  etrange  que  si  Ton  avoit  eu  il  y  a  quelques  ann^^esla  pensee  de 
former  des  pretentions  sur  cette  Colonie  on  oust  voula  permettre  qu'on  imprimaet  a 
Paris  des  Cartes  dediees  au  Dauphin  do  Prance  memo  aveo  privilege  du  Roy  tres 
Chretien  dans  lesquelles  on  ne  voit  que  dee  noms  anglois  pour  toute  cette  partie  de 
TAmerique. 

II  a  desja  este  dit  que  les  Francois  n'ont  jamais  fait  aucun  Etablissoment  apparent 
sur  la  Baye  et  Detroits  de  Hudson  avant  celui  qu'ils  firent  a  main  armee  en  i'annee 
1682. 

Si  le  Capitaine  Henry  Hudson'en  1610,  le  Chevalier  Thomas  Button  on  1613  et 
le  Capitaine  Luc  Fox  en  1631,  on  fait  des  voyages  notables  dans  ces  Pais  et  Detroits 
par  les  ordres  expres  do  lours  souvorains,  on  ne  doit  pas  conL-luro  qu'il  no  s'en  est 
point  fait  d'autres  particuliers.  Les  vns  et  Jos  autres  n'en  prirent  pas  seuloment 
possession,  mais  ils  y  demourerent  quelque  terns  et  y  laisserent  des  marques  ordi- 
naires  de  la  souverainete  de  lours  maistres  outre  les  noms  qui  n'ont  point  change 
depuis.  II  n'est  pas  necessaire  qu'il  y  ait  eu  dans  ce  toms  la  d'autres  navigateurs 
81  considerables  pour  soutenir  le  Droit  do  Sa  Majeste  quo  d'autres  natious  n'ont  pas 
dispute. 

Pour  ce  qui  estde  la  Croix  planteo  et  relevee  par  les  Capitaines  Anglois,  la 
verity  en  est  incontestable  et  cette  erection  de  Croix  a  este  pratiqn6o  par  les  Anglois 
dans  tons  les  reignes  comme  les  Actes  publicqs  en  font  fqy  de  tout  terns  et  en  pa- 
reilles  occasions,  et  Ton  n'a  jamais  auparavant  userpe  sur  les  prises  de  Possession  dont 
les  Croix  estoient  les  marques  certaines. 

Le  nom  de  Nord-Wajies  qu'imposa  le  Chevalier  Thomas  Button  aux  Pais  voisins 
apres  vne  prise  de  possession  formelle  do  la  Baye  et  Detroits  de  Huison,  justifie 
asses  le  Droit  de  Sa  Majestd  sur  cos  Pais  contigus  et  no  lainse  aucun  moyen  aux 
autres  nations,  d'y  porter  lours  pretensions,  mesme  au  deia  sur  les  Po-sessions  de  Sa 
Majesty,  I'Exp^lition  qui  so  fit  en  1667  est  soule  asses  solemnollo  pour  etablir  le  droit 
des  Anglois,  et  olle  n'est  pas  moins  legitime  et  valable  pour  le  service  qu'ils  tirerent 
des  nommez  des  Grosseliors  et  Badisson  qu'on  dit  estre  Franypis.  Les  Veuitiens 
pretendront-ils  aux  Colonies  d'Angletene  parce  que  Cabot  on  fit  la  decouverte,  etles 
Crenois  demanderont-ils  raison  de  I'Espagne  pour  leurs  Possessions  aux  Indes,  parce 
^ue  Colomb  estoit  natifde  leurEstat?   II  ne  se  fait  gueres  ni  d'Expeditions  ni  de 
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Voyages  ni  memo  do  Conqueste  ou  il  n'y  ait  quelque  melange  do  Nations  Etran- 
geres.  II  suffit  quo  cos  gens  n'ont  pas  este  Forcez  mais  regas  a  Gages  aa  service  do 
la  Nation  Angloiee. 

Au  reste  On  fait  voir  que  les  Frangois  n'ont  jamais  eu  aucnn  droit  sur  le  Pais  ea 
Question,  de  sorto  que  le  Traite  de  Breda  ne  fait  Eien  pour  eux  et  justifie  seulement 
le  Droit  de  Sa  Mnjest^. 

Telleraentque  ces'droits  estant  si  bien  establis  sur  la  Baye  et  Detroits  de  Hudson 
il  n'est  pas  neeessaire  d'entrerdans  Ics  preuves  de  ses  Titres  sur  la  Eiviere,  Coste  et 
port  de  Nelson  qui  n'en  est  quVn  mecnbre  et  vne  petite  partie  renfermee  dans  I'eten- 
due  du  Domaine  de  Sa  Majeste  sous  les  susdits  noma.  II  est  meme  inutile  de  rediro 
qu'en  I'annee  1612  le  Capitaine  Nelson  y  estant  en  Personne  et  y  ayant  demeure  jus- 
qu'a  ea  mort,  il  y  laissa  son  nom  et  que  les  FranQois  ne  sont  jamais  entrez  dans  cette 
Kividre  et  rade  avant  1682  quand  ils  commencerent  d'y  b&tir  un  petit  fort  sur  les 
Kuines  des  Sujets  de  Sa  Majeste  et  apres  leur  avoir  cause  par  des  violences  extraordi- 
naires  des  penes  et  Dommages  considerables  a  la  Nation  Angloise.  Ou  avoue  bien 
que  les  deux  vaiseeaux  FraoQois  aborderent  en  I'an  1682  a  la  Coste  du  Quest  de  la  Baye 
de  Hudson  appellee  par  les  Indiens  Kakiakioway,  le  nom  de  Bourbon  y  ayant  ^ste 
donne  sur  le  champ.  Mais  on  peut  aussi  prouver  par  des  temoignages  autentiques 
que  ces  vaisseaux  y  arriverent  apres  le  Batiment  de  Boston,  mont^  par  le  joune  Guil- 
ham  sujet  de  Sa  Majeste  qui  n'avait  pas  besoin  de  Commission  pour  fai«e  valoir  le 
Di'oit  de  Sa  Majeste  et  qui,  quoiqu'il  ne  reconnust  point  la  Compagnie  Angloise  estoit 
toujours  sous  la  Protection  Eoyale  d'Angleterre  et  comme  sujet  de  la  Couronne,  pou- 
voit  etablir  le  meme  droit  pour  Sa  Majesty  que  les  deux  vaisseaux  Fran^uis  preten- 
doient  faire  pour  la  leur. 

Cette  nouvelle  prii^e  de  Possession  sur  laquelle  il  n'est  pas  neeessaire  d'etablir  soa 
droit,  fut  encore  second^e  pen  de  jours  apres  par  I'arrivee  d'un  autre  navire  de  Londres 
raonte  par  Guilham  le  Pere  quand  le  sieur  Bridgard  Gouverneur  pour  la  Compagnie 
Anglois  declara  aux  Fran9ois  les  Titres  de  Sa  Majeste  et  les  Privileges  de  la  Compa- 
gnie pour  le  commerce  du  dit  Pais.  Mais  nonobstant  tout  cela,  ces  nouveaux  venoa 
accablerent  ou  par  Force  ou  par  Surprise  les  deux  Capitaines  Pere  et  fils  et  ruinerent 
ou  prirent  deux  vaisseaux  avec  tout  ce  qui  restoit  dessus  quoyqu'en  tems  de  Paix  et 
8ur  le  Domaine  de  la  Couronne  d'Angleterre,  qu'on  n'avoit  jamais  conteste  aupara- 
vant  m^mo  en  tems  de  guerre. 

On  sgait  bien  que  la  Concession  ou  Lettres  du  Eoi  octroyees  a  la  Compagnio 
Angloise  ne  peut  simplement  former  un  droit,  mais  I'BtablissemeDt  d'une  Compagnio 
privilegiee  pour  vn  Commerce  si  considerable  et  le  Commerce  actuel  qu'elle  a 
entretenu  avec  les  Naturels  du  Pais  en  consequence  de  cette  concession.  Les  Forts 
qu'elle  a  batis  en  plusieurs  endroits  et  les  Factories  qu'elle  a  maintenues  si  long  tems 
avec  de  si  grandes  Dopenses,  font  bien  voir  que  Sa  Majeste  s'est  fondee  sur  son  ancien 
Droit,  qu'elle  a  cependant  affermi  par  cette  derniere  possession  et  commerce  conti- 
nuel  de  ses  Sujets  sous  la  Faveur  de  son  Autorite  Eoyale. 

La  Compagnie  Angloise  ne  croit  pas  devoir  tenir  conte  aux  Francois  des  dommages 
qu'ils  souffrirent  en  I'an  1683  puisqu'elle  n'a  agi  en  cette  occasion  centre  I'lntrusion 
des  Frangois  qu'en  consequence  des  Pouvoirs  et  Privileges  donnas  par  le  Eoy  pour  le 
Commerce  de  tous  ces  Pais. 

II  importe  peu  a  I'interest  de  Sa  Majesty  a  quoi  on  sa  rapporte  ou  au  dernier 
Traite  ou  a  son  ancien  et  premier  droit,  dont  la  Contestation  et  Procedures  par  dea 
voyes  do  fkit  en  tems  de  Paix  et  sous  I'ombre  d'un  Traite  de  bonne  correspondence 
parroissent  fort  extraordinaires  et  pcuveiit  avoir  de  fort  dangereuses  suites. 

Pour  Eeponse  aux  Titres  produits  par  Messrs  les  Commishaires  de  Franco,  on 
dira  que  la  Commission  du  Eoy  Fianyois  premier  n'est  d'aucune  valeur  a  I'egard  dea 
Pais  en  question,  n'y  ayant  point  eu  do  Possession  actuelle  et  mdme  toutes  les  autres 
Lettres  patentes  mentionnees  ne  pcuvent  rien  cperer  au  prejudice  de  Sa  Majeste 
puiequ'on  ne  eaurait  empescher  que  tout  autre  Prince  ne  donne  a  ses  Gouverneurs, 
Agents  et  Compagnies  tels  Titres  qu'il  luy  plaira.  Ceux  que  les  Eoys  Henry  le  Grand 
et  Louis  13me  ont  donne  aux  leurs,  comprennent  tout  ce  quo  la  couronne  d'Angle- 
terre a  possede  et  possede  en  la  Ten*e  ferme  de  1' Ameriquo  et  plusieurs  Grandes  Islea 
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ce  qui  pourtant  ne  pent  rien  diminuer  du  droit  de  Sa  Majesle.  Et  si  Messieurs  les 
Commissaires  insistoieut  snr  des  Titres  de  cette  nature,  il  n'y  aaroit  point  de  senretd 
pour  les  Bujets  de  Sa  Majeste  dans  I'Am^rique,  et  il  y  auroit  loujours  a  craindre  pour 
la  Caroline,  la  Pensilvanie  et  autres  Pais  possedez  par  les  sujets  d'Angleterre,  memo 
depuis  le  Traite  de  Breda,  si  les  Francois  trouvoient  seulement  a  propos  de  les  sur- 
prendre  apres  quoy  il  ne  leur  seroitpasdiflSciled'alleguer  desdecoavertesimaginaires 
et  de  prouver  meme  que  cinq  ou  six  Fran5ois  y  auroient  passe  et  fait  quelque  contract 
avec  les  Indiens  qoelque  tems  auparavant.  II  est  bien  plus  juste  de  se  fonder  sur  des 
decouvertes  actuelles  et  sur  des  prises  de  possession  dont  tout  le  monde  est  convenu  et 
dont  la  Continuation  pendant  une  longue  suite  de  tems  est  trop  clairement  prouveo 
par  la  violence  m6me  des  Francois  en  ce  qu'ils  ont  entrepris  en  I'annee  1682  et  1686. 

Pour  ce  qui  est  des  Pertes  souffertes  par  les  sujets  de  la  France,  la  Compagnie 
Angloise  soutient  qu'elle  n'est  pas  tenue  h  les  en  dedommager  apres  vne  invasion  gi 
manifeste. 

II  ne  tiendra  pas  a  la  compagnie  de  la  Baye  d'Hudson  que  ses  agents  et  ceux  de 
la  Compagnie  de  Canada  ne  gardent  chacun  leurs  Postes  Tune  ne  pretcndant  qu'au 
Commerce  de  la  Baye  et  Detroits  susdits,  pourveu  que  I'autre  ne  fasse  de  son  cosle  quo 
celuy  de  Canada  et  que  les  Forts,  Habitations,  Factories  et  Etablissements  de  la  dite 
Compagnie  Angloise  scient  restitues  et  ses  Limites  evacuez  en  consideration  de  la 
premiere  decouverte,  la  premiere  occupation,  les  poursuites  et  marques  legitimes  de 
souveraineie,  et  la  Possession  continuelle  de  plus  de  douzo  ans  de  suite  des  dits 
Etablissements  avant  que  les  FraB9oi8  eussent  songe  a  les  attaquer  ou  troubler  le 
commerce  des  Anglois,  dans  les  limites  de  la  dite  Compagnie  puis  qu'autrement 
comment  les  sujets  d'Angleterre  se  peuvent-ils  fier  a  vn  Traits  de  Neutralite  en  cas  do 
Pupture,  si  en  tems  de  paix  mfeme,  ils  se  voyent  depouilles  de  leurs  possessions  et  de 
leurs  Biens  sans  vne  Reparation  entiere  et  satisfaction  telle  que  demandent  des 
Procedez  si  violents  et  si  injustes. 

Whereupon  the  French  Commissoners  delivered  fhe  Paper  following  : —

24°  L'ancienne  possession  et  le  Droit  de  premier  occupant  sur  toutes  les  Terres     '' 
des  environs  de  la  Baye  d'Hudson  suffisent  pour  authorizer  la  plainto  que  les  Francois 
font  d'avoir  este  depossedez  dans  vn  tems  de  Paix  de  I'Etablissement  fait  par  eux  sur 
la  Riviere  de  Bourbon  pres  le  Port  de  Nelson  et  leurs  magazins  pillez  sans  que  le  sieur 
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<ie  Comporte,  I'un  des  Interessez  en  la  Compagnie  Francois  de  Canada,  qui  vint 
expres  en  France  et  en  Angletorre  pour  en  demander  raison,  pust  obtenir  aucune  jus- 
tice ni  d'autre  reponse  Binon  que  c'estait  vne  affaire  entre  marchands.

tendent  leur  appartenir,  qu'ils  n'ont  jamais  este  empechez  de  le  faire  ni  troublez  quo

Que  cette  violence  faite  par  les  Anglois  n'a 
pas  du  estre  exercee  en  pleine  paix. 

Que  ce  qui  a  este  fait  par  les  Fran9ois  dans  la  prise  des  Forts  des  Anglois  en 
I'annee  derniere,  est  de  droit  naturel,  par  lequel  il  est  permis  de  repousser  la  Force 
par  la  Force  et  d'agir  par  voye  de  faite  contre  ceux  qui  s'en  servent  les  premiers. 

In  answer  to  which  his  Majesties  Commissioners  delivered  the  paper  following  : 
Answer  to  the  last  paper  delivered  in  behalfe  of  ye  French  Company  of  Canada  touch- 
ing the  Eights  and  demands  of  ye  English  Company  of  Hudson's  Bay. 

The  Company  of  Canada  haveing  already, waved  the  establishment 
Answer  to  the  2nd  of  a  Eight  to  Hudsons  Bay  and  streights  from  the  meer  Grants  and 
French*^  touch^g  Concessions  of  their  Kings,  which  indeed  cannot  operate  to  the  pre- 
Hudson'a  Bay.  judice  of  others  that  have  the  Eight  of  Discovery  and  Continued 
possession  on  their  side,  It  is  againe  averred  that  his  Majtys  sub- 
jects only  are  posaossed  of  such  a  Eight  to  the  Coasts  Bays  and  streights  of  Hudson, 
and  whatever  chance  voyage  may  have  been  made  or  Missions  sent  for  ye  sake  of 
Eeligion  with  soldiers  to  protect  ye  Missionaries,  the  same  could  not  bring  any  pre- 
judice to  the  Eight  of  his  Majesties^  subjects  deduced  from  the  time  of  the  first  dis- 
coveries of  America  and  that  if  before  the  year  1682  any  Establishments  were  really- 
made  by  any  other  Nation  upon  the  said  Bay  and  streights  (which  is  yet  denied  and 
not  proved  by  the  French)  yet  the  same  (if  any  such  will  appear)  subsequent  to  those 
of  the  English  and  so  be  Manifest  Invasions  of  His  Majesty's  Sovereignty  and  pro- 
perty of  his  Subjects . 

Mention  hath  been  made  of  Carolina  and  Pensilvania  only  to  show  the  Insuffi- 
ciency of  Grants  and  Concessions  not  preceded  or  followed  by  discoverys  and  right- 
full  possession,  and  his  Majesty  is  too  much  concerned  in  the  consequence  of  such  a 
position  to  esteeme  it  of  the  least  validity  since  at  the  same  time  (as  hath  been  already 
alledged)  HisMajesties  Plantations  afore  menconed  and  other  Provinces  and  Countries 
in  America  would  be  laid  open  to  the  Px'etentions  and  like  Invasions  of  the  French 
founded  upon  soe  Notable  a  Presedent  as  this  would  be,  if  ye  Crowne  of  England 
should  upon  such  a  suggestion,  part  with  soe  considerable  an  E^ent  of  her  Dominions 
and  sovereignty  (de  ses  Domaines)  nor  does  the  Treaty  of  1632  any  ways  distin- 
guish the  Eights  of  England  to  any  Lands  or  possessions  in  America,  as  is  alledged  in 
the  French  Paper,  that  Treaty  concerning  Canada  barely,  and  not  any  Countries 
either  southward  or  northward,  which  needed  no  Elucidation  or  concession  of  the 
French  to  Establish  the  English  Eights  and  it  will  be  a  sufficient  answer  to  the  great- 
est part  of  the  ffrench  Paper  to  assert  that  the  Country  of  Canada  and  that  of 
Hudsons  Bay  are  two  diflferent  Provinces  and  have  noe  relation  but  that  of  neigh- 
bourhood as  may  appear  by  Antient  and  Modern  Mapps,  nor  did  the  English  when 
they  were  possessed  of  Canada  it  selfe  esteem  the  Country  of  Hudsons  Bay  as  ap- 
pertaining to  it,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  it  will  not  now  be  reputed  a  Dopendance 
of  Canada  which  would  be  a  pretention  not  to  be  advanced  between  Two  Crownes 
that  entertaine  soe  good  a  Correspondence  together,  and  which  would  quite  destroy 
the  end  of  the  late  Treaty  of  Neutrality  since  instead  of  preserving  peace  in  time  of 
warr  it  will  be  lookt  upon  as  the  occasion  of  the  worst  eflfeots  of  warr  in  the  time  of 
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peace,  if  soe  notorious  an  Invasion  should  romaioe  unpunisht  or  satisfaction  refused 
for  the  Losses  that  have  beene  sustained. 

All  that  are  acquainted  with  ye  nature  of  the  Indians  well  know  their  wander- 
ing  and  variable  Dispositions,  and  it  is  easy  to  produce  on  his  Majestys  part  submis- 
sions and  Capitulations  of  those  people,  which  do  very  much  effect  the  French  In- 
terest and  pretentions  in  those  parts,  but  it  is  enough  to  say  that  noe  Action  or 
Eesolution  of  those  savages  can  alter  an  Establisht  Eight.  The  English  Company 
do  not  pretend  that  the  ffrench  had  noe  knowledge  of  the  Bay  and  streights  of  Hud- 
eon  before  the  Year  1682,  being  very  sensible  that  the  French  have  of  a  long  time 
been  acquainted  with  and  envied  the  Prosperity  of  the  Trade  and  settlement  of  the 
English,  and  often  attempted  to  undermine  them  in  .their  Commerce  with  the  In- 
dians, which  nevertheless  they  could  never  accomplish  in  any  part  till  the  Assault 
made  upon  his  Majesties  subjects  in  16^2  which  is  averred  to  be  the  first  pretended 
settlement  of  the  French  upon  the  Bay  after  Twelve  Yeares  uninterupted  possession 
of  the  English  Company  of  that  name. 

It  is  a  Certaine  marke  that  the  French  stand  in  need  of  Arguments  to  main- 
taine  their  Eight,  since  they  insist  upon  the  service  of  des  Grosseliers  and  Eadisson 
made  use  of  and  paid  by  the  English,  when  it  is  well  knowne  that  the  most  famous 
Conquests  and  discoveries  of  the  world,  have  in  all  times  been  Carryed  on,  with  the 
help  of  strangers  without  diminution  of  the  Eight  of  the  Prince,  under  whose  banner 
the  same  was  made. 

It  may  well  be  that  Monsr.  Frontenac  might  have  some  Complaint  of  the  English 
but  did  the  ffrench  ever  openly  question  the  establishment  of  the  English  in  the 
Bay  or  Interrupt  their  Trade  till  the  Yeare  1682.  The  possession  of  this  Trade  is  of 
too  great  a  Consequence  to  have  been  passed  in  silence  upon  any  such  account 
for  soe  long  an  Interval  of  time  as  Twelve  Yeares.  It  will  rather  be  believed  that 
ye  French  did  not  think  it  seasonable  for  other  reasons  to  make  their  advances  de 
proche  et  procheet  s'estendre  sur  les  Lleux  appartenants  a  la  Compagnie  Angloise  till 
the  Year  1682.  Upon  further  reflection  it  is  to  be  hoped  the  French  will  disowne 
this  method  of  acquisition  and  takeing  possession  which  is  soe  injurious  to  good 
neighbourhood,  and  soe  contrary  to  the  intent  and  meaning  of  Treaties. 

Finally,  His  Majesties  subjects  referr  themselves  to  all  the  Constitutions  of 
Eight  that  are  allowed  by  Treaties  and  the  Law  of  Nations,  and  could  as  well  as  the 
French  have  availled  themselves  even  of  the  Law  of  Nature  (du  Droit  Naturel)  if 
they  had  not  hoped  to  have  received  from  ye  Justice  of  the  most  Christian 
King  (who  hath  disowned  the  whole  proceedings  of  his  subjects  in  this  affair)  intire 
satisfaction  for  the  Injury  and  Losses  they  have  suffered  by  the  Invasion  of  his  sub- 
jects, which  has  been  often  demanded  by  ye  reiterated  memorials  of  his  Majestys 
Envoy  in  the  Court  of  France  and  is  now  expected  with  Impatience  least  by  tbe 
Companys  being  kept  out  of  possession  of  their  Property  by  Continued  Delays,  their 
Commerce  in  thoee  parts  may  suffer  irreparable  Dammage.

Memoire  Francois.  Ce  Traite  la  concernant  purement  le  Canada  sans  qu'il  y  soit  parle 
d'aucnn  autre  pais  soit  duCoetd  du  Sad,  ou  du  Costedu  Nord,  n'eatant  pas  beaoin  d'eclair- 
cissement  la  dessus  ni  de  concession  des  Fran9oi8  pour  affermir  lo  Droit  de  Sa  Ma- 
jeste, et  Ton  aura  suffisamment  repondu  a.  la  plus  grande  partie  da  memoire  des 
Francois  en  leur  soutenant  par  des  preuves  incon  tee  tables  que  le  Pais  de  Canada  et 
celuy  de  la  Baye  d'Hudson  sont  deux  Provinces  differentes  et  qu'elles  n'ont  aucun 
raport  entre  elles,  horsmis  celuy  du  voisinage,  comme  on  le  pent  voir  par  les  Cartes 
ancicunes  et  modernes,  les  Anglois  meme  lorsqu'ils  estoient  en  possession  de  Canada, 
n'ayant  jamais  repute  les  Costes  de  la  Baye  et  Detroits  de  Hudson  pour  une  partie  du 
CSanada.

"Whereupon  his  Majesties  Commissioners  haveing  fully  debated  the  matter  with 
the  Commissioners  of  France  on  the  10th  of  August  1687,  their  Lordship  desire  ye 
said  ffrench  Commissioners  to  make  some  proposall  in  writeing  to  be  sent  to  Hudsoos 
Bay  Company  ior  their  answer  therein  which  proposal  was  accordingly  delivered  as 
follows :

era  for  an  accomo-    ^]^q  g^id  proposal  in  it  hath  neither  Justice,  Reason  nor  Equity  and 

therefore  can  expect  noe  formall  answer,  yet  that  they  may  knoir 

the  said  English  Company's  Resolatione,  they  answer 
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That  the  Hudsons  Bay  Company  haveing  made  out  his  Majesty?  Eight  and. 
Title  to  all  the  Bay  within  Hndsons  streights,  with  the  Eivois,  lakes  and  Creeks 
therein  and  the  Lands  and  Territories  thereto  adjoyning  in  which  io  comprehended 
Port  Nelson  as  part  of  the  whole,  and  the  said  Companys  Right  and  property  being 
thereby  established  past  all  diepute  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Lords  Commis- 
sioners appointed  by  his  Majesty  to  examine  this  matter,  It  cannot  but  seeme 
strange  and  dissonant  from  all  reason  that  the  ffrench  Commissioners  should  now 
come  to  offer  the  eaid  Company  their  owne  which  they  took  by  violence  in  Exchange 
for  another  part  of  their  owne  which  the  French  bad  never  had  any  colour  of  Right  to* 

That  both  places  by  a  Proper  and  genuine  Construction  of  the  last  Treaty  of 
Ihe  Year  1686  as  well  as  by  Antient  Right,  must  abide  and  belong  to  his  Majesty  of 
Great  Brita'ne. 

That  the  Hudsons  Bay  Company  having  evidently  made  out  his  Majesties 
Eight  and  consequently  their  owne  and  done  all  which  haih  been  requiied  on  their 
Parts,  having  nothing  more  now  but  with  all  Dutiful!  submission  to  waite  and  ex- 
pect his  Majesty's  Juttice  for  the  restitution  of  their  Places  and  full  satisfaction  for 
their  Damages  as  tbey  have  been  exhibited  to  the  Rt.  Honble.  the  Lords  Com- 
misioners. 

And  whereas  the  said  Paper  doth  soe  often  repeat  that  both  Kings  are  resolved 
not  to  part  with  the  entire  propriety  of  the  Bay,  the  Eight  being  apparently  on  his 
Majesties  side  as  much  as  any  his  other  Plantations  in  America,  this  seemes  only  & 
Btifness  in  the  French  to  try  to  get  that  by  Treaty  which  they  can  noe  way  make 
out  by  R'ght, 

But  the  said  English  Company  cannot  but  hope  better  from  the  Justice  of  hi» 
most  Christian  Majesty,  who  haveing  declared  his  disapproval  of  his  Subjects  Pro- 
ceedings in  this  affair  in  soe  plaxne  a  case,  will  not  infringe  the  good  Corres- 
pondence that  is  betweene  the  Two  Crownes. 

Upon  the  whole  matter  the  Hudsons  Bay  Company  cannot  accept  a  proposall  or 
an  Expedient  soe  much  against  His  Majestys  Honour  and  their  owne  just  Right  that 
after  an  expence  of  above  Two  Hundred  Thousand  Pounds,  and  many  Yeares  es- 
tablishment (besides  the  Injuries  of  above  one  hundred  Thousand  Pounds)  that  th& 
French  should  come  now  to  reape  where  the  Bng.ish  have  sowed  and  have  the  Con- 
fidence to  propound  to  share  ye  better  half  of  their  Right  and  property  with  them. 
But  the  said  English  Compyfor  obtaining  their  Right  and  full  satisfaction  do  humbly 
cast  themselves  upon  his  Majesties  Royall  ffavour  and  Protection. 

Most  humbly  representing  to  his  Majesty  that  in  case  the  French  be  suffered  to 
bo  sharers  in  the  Bay  and  Streit^hts  of  Hudson  or  be  permitted  to  trade  therein  th& 
Company  cannot  any  longer  subsist,  but  must  inevitably  be  dissolved  and  by  the 
Monopoly  of  the  French  a  Trade  of  so  great  importance  to  this  nation,  be  utterly- 
lost  haveing  been  hitherto  wholly  supported  by  His  Majesty's  ffavour  to  them  in  the 
enjoyment  of  the  sole  Trade  of  the  Bay. 

Whereupon  their  Lordships  agree  to  report  their  opinions  to  His  Majesty  as

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and  to  the  sole  Trade  thereof,  so  it  maybe  fit  for  your  Majty.  to  support  the  Company 
of  Hudsons  Bay  in  the  Eeoovery  and  maintenance  of  their  Eight  since  otherwise  that 
Trade  will  be  Totally  Lost,  and  fall  into  ye  hands  of  the  French,  if  they  be  permitted 
to  continue  in  the  possession  of  th  Dse  fiforts,  or  of  any  ffort  or  place  of  Trade  within 
the  paid  Bay  or  Streights. 

Whereas  the  French  Commissioners  have  declared  that  they  are  ready  to  doe  all 
that  is  necessary  for  the  regulation  of  Limitts  between  the  Dominions  of  both  Crownes 
in  America,  Wee  humbly  propose  that  your  Majesty  be  pleased  to  order  and  im- 
power  us  to  treate  with  them  for  the  adjusting  the  same,  which  may  be  the  best 
meanes  to  remove  the  occasion  of  Differences  that  happen  between  the  two  nations.

year  168d,  for  ye  guiding  and  determining  all  Controversies  and  dispute -i  that  have 
arisen  or  may  htireafter  arise  between  ye  subjects  of  both  Crownes  in  America  as 
also  to  settle  and  determine  the  Bounds  or  Limitts  of  the  Colonyes,  Islands,  Lands 
and  Territories  belonging  to  the  said  Kings  and  Governed  by  their  respective  Gov- 
ernors or  otherwise  depending  on  the  said  Kings  respectively  in  America.  Wee  the 
above  named  Commissioners  by  Vertuo  of  tie  powers  granted  unto  us  by  the  said 
Kings  our  Masters,  Doe  by  this  present  Instrument  in  their  names  promise,  agree 
and  stipulate  that  untill  the  y^  day  of  January  1^8f  and  afterwards  from  that  day 
forwards  untill  their  said  most  serene  Majestys  shall  send  any  new  and  Express 
orders  in  writoiog  concerning  this  matter,  It  shall  not  bo  lawfull  for  any  Governor 
or  Commander  in  Chief  of  ye  Colonies,  Islands,  Lands  and  Territories  belonging  to 
either  Kings  Dominions  being  in  America  to  Comitt  any  Act  of  Hostility  against'or 
to  Invade  the  subjects  of  the  other  King,  nor  shall  the  said  Governors  or  Command- 
ers in  Chief  upon  any  pretence  whatsoever  suffer  that  any  Yiolenco  be  done  to  them 
under  Corporall  Punishment  and  penalty  of  makeing  satisfaction  with  their  goods 
for  the  Damages  arieing  by  such  Contravention  nor  shall  any  others  do  the  same 
under  the  like  penalty. 

And  to  the  end  the  said  agreement  may  have  the  better  effect,  We  do  likewise 
agree  that  the  said  serene  Kings  shall  immediately  send  necesi>ary  orders  in  that 
behalfe  to  their  respective  Governors  in  America,  and  cause  authentick  Copys  thereof 
to  bo  also  forthwith  delivered  to  the  other  Party  In  Witness  Whereof  Wee  have 
Mutually  hereunto  sett  our  hands  and  scales  Given  at  the  Palace  at  Whitehall  ye  ^ 
day  of  Docember  1687.

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REPORT  ON  HISTORICAL  ARCHIVES. 

DOUGLAS  BRYMNER,  ARCHIVIST. 

Hon.  J.  n.  Pope, 

Minister  of  Agriculture. 

Sir, — I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  report  on  Historical  Archives  for  1884. 

During  the  year,  very  considerable  progress  has  been  made  in  the  work  of 
investigation  and  in  procuring  copies  of  documents  of  historical  value.  The  acquisi- 
tion of  the  papers  of  Dr.  Eolph,  in  relation  to  the  rebellion  in  Upper  Canada  in 
1837-8,  tending  to  throw  ligbt  on  the  events  of  the  period,  is  of  interest,  as  the  docu- 
ments will  be  an  assistance  to  those  engaged  in  studying  the  history  of  Upper 
CJanada.  The  papers  include  Dr.  Eolph's  own  statement  of  his  connection  with  Mr. 
William  Lyon  Mackenzie,  letters  from  Mr.  Baldwin,  Sir  Francis  Hincks,  Mr.  David 
Gibson,  Mr.  W.  L.  Mackenzie  and  others,  largely  relating  to  the  vexed  qestion  of  the 
"  Flag  of  Truce. "  Original  papers  and  copies  have  been  received  from  Detroit, 
Windsor,  Sandwich,  &c.,  respecting  the  early  occupation  of  that  district.  Copyists 
are  at  work  in  the  Public  Record  Office,  London,  on  the  State  Papers  from  a  date 
immediately  preceding  the  cession  of  1760,  every  copy  being  carefully  revised, 
checked  and  compared  with  the  original  before  transmission  to  this  office,  so  as  to 
ensure,  if  possible,  that  exact  copies  are  obtained  for  consultation  here.  It  was  con- 
sidered better  to  begin  at  the  period  of  the  cession,  leaving  documents  of  an  anterior 
date  to  be  copied  afterwards,  one  reason  for  the  delay  being  the  fact  that  many  of  the 
papers  relating  to  Canada,  classed  under  the  title  of  America  and  West  Indies,  are  to 
be  found  scattered  in  different  series,  so  that  much  confusion  would  have  arisen  in 
having  them  transcribed  before  preparing  a  chronological  arrangement.  Many 
documents  under  the  sub  title  of  "  New  England  "  relate  directly  to  Canadian  affairs, 
but  a  number  of  the  volumes  being  altogether,  some  chiefly,  composed  of  documents 
having  no  connection,  even  indirectly,  with  Canadian  affairs,  it  is  impossible  to  give 
general  instructions  to  those  engaged  in  the  work  of  copying ;  they  must  be  special, 
requiring  care  and  deliberation  in  their  preparation.  So  soon  as  I  can  have  a 
definite  chronological  scheme  ready,  for  the  guidance  of  copyists,  I  propose  to  have 
the  work  proceeded  with  concurrently  with  that  now  going  on  in  the  Record  Office. 

Copies  are  also  being  made  in  Rome  of  documents  till  now  inaccessible,  Mgr. 
Taschereau,  Archbishop  of  Quebec,  having,  by  the  good  offices  of  the  Abbe  Casgrain, 
undertaken  to  have  documents  transcribed  from  the  Archives  of  the  Gesu,  the 
Propaganda,  &c.,  and  carefully  revised  to  secure  correctness. 
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These  are  examples  of  the  work  that  is  in  progress,  of  which  it  is  not  considered 
nacessary  to  enter  into  long  details.  Particulars  will  bo  found  in  a  subsequent 
part  of  this  report  of  some  of  the  other  papers. 

In  the  report  on  Archives  for  188  l,a  reference  was  made  to  the  settlement  whieh 
the  Count  de  Puisaye  proposed  to  make  about  thirty  miles  to  the  North  of  Toronto  in 
1797.  The  papers  selected  in  the  British  Museum  are  now  received,  and  have  made, 
as  anticipated  in  the  report  of  1881,  a  valuable  addition  to  the  original  documents 
already  on  the  shelves.  In  one  of  the  latter,  written  in  Puisaye's,  own  hand  dated 
Bividre  de  Niagara,  2i  May,  1801,  and  addressed  to  Major  General  Hunter,  the  Count 
Bays  :  "  My  plan  is  to  leave  towards  the  end  of  Autumn  for  England — occupied  until 
then  with  the  composition  of  a  work  of  some  extent  which  should  be  made 
public."  '^ 

The  only  work  I  can  find  a  trace  of  is  one  in  six  volumes,  published  in  London 
from  1803  to  1808.  entitled  "  Me  moires  qui  pourront  servir  a  I'histoire  du' partr 
royaliste  Fran§aisdurant  laderni^re  revolution." 

It  may  be  interesting  to  note  the  names,  ranks  and  grants  of  land  made  to  the 
French  Loyalists  in  the  settlement  of  "Windham.  These  I  have  condensed  from 
several  documents,  among  the  original  papers  in  the  Military  Correspondence  (C  620 ; 
Settlers  1801  to  1808.)

Mr.  Eenoult  was,  besides,  recommended  for  a  grant  of    1,200  acres  and 
Segeant  for  a  grant  of  500  acres. 

Tiie  name  of  Mr.  Boitou,  Adjutant  General  of  the  District  of  Rennes  et  Fougeres, 
with  the  rank  of  Lieut.-Colonel,  appears  in  the  list  of  those  holding  military  rank 
but  not  in  the  table  of  distribution'of  the  lands.  So  far  as  can  be  ascertained,  only 
one  family,  that  of  Mr.  Quetton  St.  George,  is  now  represented  in  Canada.

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In  a  work  of  such  magnitude  as  that  of  collectiDg  in  one  central  place  of  deposit  all' 
the  documents,  original  or  copies,  relating  to  the  history  of  the  Provinces  composing 
the  Dominion,  &c.,  it  is  evident  that  without  the  cordial  cooperation  of  all  interested  in 
the  various  parts  of  British  North  America,  no  progress  commensurate  with  the  extent 
of  the  task  could  be  expected,  I  have,  therefore,  endeavoured  to  enlist  the  sympathy 
and  help  of  as  many  as  possible,  so  as  to  make  the  collection  coextensive  with 
the  field  to  be  covered.  Among  those  who  have  most  kindly  offered  to  be  of  service 
are  Sir  Ambrose  Shea,  who  has  undertaken  to  collect,  as  far  as  possible,  the  papers 
bearing  on  the  history  of  Newfoundland.  Mr.  Brecken,  of  Charlottetown,  has  under- 
taken to  do  the  same  for  Prince  Edward  Island.  The  assistance  rendered  in  Borne 
by  His  Grace  the  Archbishop  of  Quebec,  has  been  already  referred  to.  Mr.  Heneker, 
Commissioner  of  the  British  American  Land  Company  has  most  obligingly  offered 
to  furnish  copies  of  the  correspondence  relating  to  the  early  settlement  of  the 
Eastern  Townships.  Acknowledgments  are  due  to  other  gentlemen  for  services  and 
offers  of  service,  and  at  the  end  of  this  report  will  be  found  the  names  of  those  who 
have  forwarded  documents  of  various  kinds,  suitable  for  deposit  among  the  Historical 
Archives.  To  the  Governments  of  Ontario  and  Quebec  we  are  indebted  for  collec- 
tions of  official  documents;  In  addition  to  these,  must  be  added  the  presentation  by 
the  Hon.  Mr.  Blanchet,  Provincial  Secretary  of  Quebec,  of  the  recently  published 

volumes  of  valuable  papers  under  the  title  of  "  Collection  de  Manuscrits relatifs 

a  la  Nouvelle  France  "  and  the  Hon.  Mr.  Ouimet,  Superintendent  of  Education,  has 
presented  a  very  extensive  collection  of  historical  works,  illustrating  the  history  of 
Quebec,  before  and  since  the  Conquest,  besides  an  almost  complete  set  of  the  reports 
and  other  documents  relating  to  the  important  Department  of  Education.  To  the 
Right  Hon.  the  Master  of  the  Eolls  of  England,  the  Archives  are  indebted  for  the 
publications  of  the  Public  Record  Office,  a  munificent  gift  of  nearly  400  volumes,  a 
complete  catalogue  of  which  I  have  placed  at  the  end  of  this  report  (Note  A). 

I  may  be  allowed  to  appeal  to  all  who  are  in  a  position  in  any  of  the  Provinces,  to 
assist  in  the  work  of  collection.  The  following  note  received  from  His  Honour 
Judge  Pringle,  of  Cornwall,  is  an  example  of  how  this  may  be  done  in  respect  to  diffe- 
rent localities : — 

"  Mt  dear  Sir, 

"  In  compliance  with  your  request,  I  enclose  three  papers.  The  first  relates  to 
old  books  and  documents  in  the  Public  Offices  at  Cornwall. 

"  The  second  is  a  list  of  private  documents  of  old  date  in  my  possession. 

"  The  third  is  an  account  of  an  old  map  lent  me  by  D.  B.  McLennan,  Esq., 
Barrister.

The  papers,  with  a  fourth,  not  mentioned  in  the  letter,  containing  a  list  of 
Magistrates  appointed  for  the  Eastern  DistHct  of  Upper  Canada  in  1793,  will  be 
found  in  Note  B.    Copies  of  papers  of  a  similar  nature   have  already  been   received 


via 


from  Judge  Pringle.  Eeference  has  been  made  in  previous  reports  to  the  security 
the  deposit  of  originals  or  of  copies  would  afford  for  the  preservation  of  papers 
whose  loss  would  be  irreparable,  and  an  instance  may  be  cited  to  show  that  the  risk 
of  loss  of  most  important  documents  is  not  an  imaginary  danger,  and  that  it  is  not 
fire  alone  that  is  to  be  dreaded.  During  the  summer,  instructions  were  given  to  have 
copies  made  of  the  registers  of  the  "  Actes  de  Foy  et  Hommage  "  deposited  at  Quebec. 
These  registers  contain  the  authentic  evidence  of  the  grants  of  seigniories  and  noble 
fiefs,  from  almost  the  earliest  date  of  the  French  settlement,  and  although  by  great 
labour  lists  might  be  compiled  from  various  publications, — from  official  returns  to  the 
Legislature,  from  the  docaments  published  by  the  Seigniorial  Tenure  Commission,  &c., 
yet  even  the  best  that  could  be  done  in  this  way  would  be  incomplete. 

"When  the  first-copies  were  received,  I  found  that  they  began  with  the  Eegiaters 
of  1723.  In  answer  to  inquiries,  I  was  informed  that  these  were  the  earliest  to  be 
found,  but  aware  that  there  had  existed  registers  dating  from  about  1660  for  the 
Eoyal  Grants,  besides  the  earlier  grants  to  be  found  in  the  Begisires  des  Intendants,  I 
gave  instructions  to  have  a  further  search  made,  and  after  a  lengthened  correspondence, 
requested  Mr.  B.  E.  Tache,  Deputy  Minister  of  Crown  Lands,  to  give  Mr.  Bedard, 
who  had  been  employed  in  the  work,  full  powers  to  search  until  the  missing  registers 
could  be  discovered.  The  search,  1  am  happy  to  say,  was  successful  for  the  grants 
from  1667  to  1674.  The  registers  had,  many  years  a,go,  been  removed  from  the 
custody  of  the  Department  responsible  for  their  pafe  keeping,  and  added  to  those 
relating  to  the  Jesuits'  Estates,  where  they  were  lost  sight  of.  They  were  in  the 
most  dilapidated  condition,  covered  with  dust,  mildewed,  and  so  fragile  that  they 
could  scarcely  be  handled  without  crumbling  into  dust.  After  consultation  with 
Mr.  Tach6,  with  Mr.  S.  E.  Dawson  of  Montreal,  who  happened  to  be  in  Quebec,  and 
with  Mr.  T.  Lemieux,  binder,  means  were  taken  to  have  them  restored.  Instruc- 
tions have  been  given  to  continue  the  searches  for  the  registers  still  wanting. 

M.  Lemieux  has  sent  a  report  (of  which  I  give  a  translation)  of  the  state  of  the 
documents,  the  process  of  restoration  and  their  present  condition.  As  it  may  be 
useful  to  those  possessed  of  old  documents,  in  a  decayed  state,  the  report  is  published 
in  full. 

EEPOET  BY  ME.  LEMIEUX  ON  OLD  EEGISTEES.  ^^ 

DESOBIPTION.  ^1^1 

The  "  Actes  de  Foy  et  Hommage  "  were  placed  in  my  hands  in  a  state  of  the 
most  complete  decay.  To  understand  properly  the  difficulties  of  restoring  such 
documents,  a  detail  of  the  condition  of  these  114  sheets,  or  rather  rags,  becomes 
necessary. 

CONDITION. 

The  whole  presented  the  appearance  pf  papers  which  had  moulded  after  remain* 
ing  for  some  time  in  the  water,  gnawed,  ragged,  thick  fragments  blended  and  packed 
together,  constituting  a  compact  mass.    A  part  of  the  sheets  was  so  decomposed  that 
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all  cohesion  was  destroyed,  the  slightest  attempt  to  separate  them  threatering  to 
break  them  into  fragments. 

PROCESS. 

It  was  necepsary  to  separate  these  sheets  one  by  one  with  a  pallet  knife,  collect 
the  pieces  on  a  plate  of  glass,  and  secure  the  whole  with  a  sheet  of  silk  paper,  pasted 
on  ;  some  held  more  together  and  required  only  the  application  of  a  sheet  of  good 
paper  cut  in  advance,  according  to  the  irregularities  of  the  leaves,  and  which  by  mak- 
ing up  the  contour  supplied  the  place  of  the  missing  margins. 

Another  annoyance  was  the  replacing  the  detached  pieces,  which  had  been  care- 
lessly arranged,  so  that  they  did  not  fall  into  their  proper  places;  to  reunite  the 
fragments,  the  sole  guide  to  their  true  position  consisting  for  the  most  part  in  the 
difference  of  writing,  the  variation  in  the  colour  of  the  ink,  a  fragment  of  a  date  or 
of  a  name,  the  work  being,  in  fact,  a  puzzle.  The  sheets  having  been  thus  prepared, 
it  was  necessary  to  restore  to  the  paper  its  original  cohesion,  a  delicate  work,  done 
by  means  of  a  gelatinous  solution,  after  which  the  sheets  were  dried,  stretched  and 
passed  through  a  rolling  machine,  to  make  them  smooth,  all  the  work  being  done  in 
accordance  with  the  improved  methods  of  modern  manufacture. 

This  restoration,  which  was  considered  as  practically  impossible,  demanded  from 
the  workman  great  patience,  added  to  acquired  experience  and  an  enthusiastic  feel- 
ing that  he  was  able  to  contribute  to  the  preservation  of  documents  of  value  to  the 
Archives  of  the  country.  It  cost  seventy  hours  of  arduous  labour,*  requiring  as  much 
intelligence  as  skill. 

RESULT. 

After  a  careful  examination  of  each  sheet,  and  a  severe  test  by  manipulation,  we 
can  state  positively  that  we  have  delivered  the  manuscript  in  a  condition  of  perma- 
nent durability  and  complete  restoration  so  far  as  regards  the  material  part  of  the 
damage.

It  being  considered  desirable  to  have  an  index  of  the  registers  published  as  early 
as  possible,  to  supply  in  an  accessible  form  information  for  which  this  oflSce  is 
frequently  asked,  those  from  1723  have  been  placed  in  the  hands  of  Mr,  Joseph 
Marmette,  Assistant  Archivist,  to  be  indexed  in  such  a  manner  as  to  show  the 
original  grants  and  all  subsequent  changes.  To  make  it  thoroughly  correct,  so  that 
it  may  be  relied  on  by  those  consulting  it,  very  careful  comparison  with  works  of  a 
geneological  character  was  necessary.  Of  these  I  may  be  permitted  to  refer  to  the 
"  Dictionnaire  Genealogique  "  of  the  Abbe  Tanguay,  as  a  work  of  the  most  essential 
service  for  the  period  which  it  covers. 

The  registers  have  been  indexed  from  1723  down  to  1781  and  the  result  of 
Mr.  Marmette'fl  labours  (at  the  end  of  the  notes)  will,  I  believe,  be  found  most  satis- 
factory. In  next  year's  report,  the  rest  of  the  work  of  indexing  will  be  given,  so 
that  the  original  grants  and  all  the  changes  that  have  taken  place  by  succession, 
sale,  purchase  or  otherwise  will  be  accessible  down  to  185  i,  in  the  most  compact 
and  intelligible  form  possible. 

Indexing,  calendaring  and  arranging  the  documents,  so  as  to  be  most  easily 
available  for  the  use  of  investigators,  are  carried  on  continuously.  Loose  Manuscripts 


that  have  been  added  to  the  collection  since  the  date  of  last  report,  as  well  as  those 
previously  received  but  then  unassorted,  have  been  arranged,  classified  and  bound,  if 
their  condition  admitted,  or,  in  the  case  of  those  which  could  not  be  so  treated,  have 
been  placed  in  guard  books,  after  being  strengthened  by  such  means  as  experience 
has  shown  to  be  most  effectual.  No  pains  have  been  spared  to  make  the  additions 
accessible  as  speedily  as  possible  after  their  reception,  and  as  conveniently  arranged 
as  the  accommodation  will  permit.  The  numerous  inquiries  made  on  points  of 
historical  interest  and  the  personal  searches  made  by  those  engaged  in  the  work  of 
investigation  are  evidences  that  the  value  of  this  branch  of  the  Department  is 
beginning  to  be  recognised  more  fully  as  the  work  advancDS.  It  is  almost  unnecessary 
to  say,  that  every  possible  assistance  has  been  given  to  those  who  are  engaged  in 
searches,  and  it  is  gratifying  to  be  assured  that  the  benefits  of  this  help  have  been 
recognised. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  no  response  has  been  made  to  the  notice  given  of  the 
very  incomplete  state  of  the  records  relating  to  the  United,  Empire  Loyalists,  the 
earliest  settlers  in  JJpper  Canada.  It  was  hoped  that  on  the  celebration  of  their 
settlement  means  would  have  been  taken  to  have  documents  of  this  nature  collected 
and  transmitted  for  preservation,  and  copies  of  the  report  in  which  information  on 
the  subject  is  contained,  and  in  many  cases,  letters  in  addition,  were  sent  to  the  descen- 
dants of  the  Loyalists,  but,  so  far,  to  little  purpose. 

Nor  have  the  attempts  made  to  obtain  traces  of  the  registers  of  births,  mar- 
riages and  deaths,  kept  by  the  Military  and  Naval  Chaplains,  been  more  successful. 
These  registers  are  of  very  considerable  importance  in  questions  of  succession,  and 
although  there  is  little  likelihood  of  them  being  now  discovered,  yet  there  is 
the  possibility  that  among  the  family  papers  of  those  who  filled  the  office  of  Chaplain 
in  the  Army  or  Navy,  such  registers  may  still  be  in  existence.  It  is  most  desirable 
that  publicity  be  given  to  the  fact,  that  these  are  missing,  and  also  that  attention  be 
directed  to  the  quarter  in  which  it  is  believed  the  search  may,  if  any  where,  be 
successfully  prosecuted. 

It  may  be  permitted,  without  impropriety  to  call  again  •'  the  attention  of  the 
possessors  of  family  and  other  papers,  which  throw  a  light  on  the  social,  commer- 
cial, municipal  or  political  history  of  the  Country,  to  the  importance  of  having  these 
deposited  among  the  Archives,  either  for  present,  or,  if  the  contents  do  not  admit  of 
it,  for  future  reference." 

The  material  for  the  history  of  Haldimand's  administration  in  Quebec,  in  the 
interval  between  the  recall  of  Sir  Guy  Carleton,  and  his  return  as  Lord  Dorchester 
in  lt86,  has  hitherto  been  very  meagre.  Even  the  most  recent  histories  of  Canada 
speak  of  the  want  of  documentary  information  regarding  the  events  of  that  interest- 
ing time.  Haldimand's  character  is  known  almost  entirely  from  the  picture  drawn 
by  Du  Calvet,  imprisoned  on  suspicion  of  corresponding  with  the  revolted  Provinces 


daring  the  Eevolutionary  War,  who,  with  others  held  under  similar  circumstances, 
was,  at  its  close,  released  without  trial.  In  the  Public  Record  Office,  London,  the 
papers  relating  to  Haldimand's  administration  are  contained  in  nine  volumes  and 
part  of  a  tenth,  but  the  collection  made  bj  himself  and  presented  by  his  nephew  to 
the  British  Museum  in  1857,  extends  to  232  volumes,  of  which  little  use  has  been 
made.  Between  his  leaving  Quebec,  in  1784,  and  Dorchester's  resumption  of  the 
Government  in  1786,  the  affairs  of  the  Province  were  administered  by  Lieutenant 
Governors  Hamilton  and  Hope,  whose  correspondence  in  the  Record  Office  is  being 
copied. 

As  stated  in  last  report,  a  calendar  has  been  made  of  Haldimand's  papers,  so  far 
as  received.  The  first  instalment  is  given  in  the  present  report.  It  is  pi'oposed 
to  continue  its  publication  in  subsequent  reports,  until  completed,  its  paging  to  go 
on  consecutively,  so  that  the  whole  may  be  detached  to  form  a  separate  volume.  It 
would  bo  superfluous  to  point  out  the  service  that  the  indications  thus  afforded  will 
render  to  those  who  are  making  investigations  into  the  history  of  that  period,  during 
which  the  fate  of  Canada  was  so  often  trembling  in  the  scale. 

On  the  28th  of  July,  1783,  Sir  Guy  Carleton,  then  Commander  in  Chief  of  tho 
forces  in  North  America,  having  his  head  quarters  in  New  York,  gave  instruction* 
to  Lieut.  Colonel  Robert  Morse,  Chief  of  the  Royal  Engineers,  to  make  a  survey  of 
Nova  Scotia,  and  report  on  its  condition,  the  state  of  the  defences,  &o.  The  report 
on  the  Province  (including  New  Brunswick,  only  separated  in  1784),  is  not  dated, 
but  was  evidently  prepared  after  July,  1784,  and  contains  a  suggestion  for  the  Union 
of  the  Maritime  Provinces  with  Canada,  the  Seat  of  Government  to  be  in  the  Island 
of  Cape  Breton,  as  the  most  central  situation.  It  gives  a  clear  description  of  the 
natural  features  of  the  Province,  its  harbours,  means  of  communication,  state  of 
agriculture,  remarks  on  the  boundaries,  suggestions  for  a  Canal  at  Bale  Verto,  with 
a  report  on  the  state  of  the  defences.  To  illustrate  tho  latter  part,  is  a  volume  con- 
taining plans  of  tho  different  forts  and  harbours,  thirteen  in  all,  of  which  facsimiles 
are  in  this  office,  copies  of  these  as  well  as  of  the  report  having  been  obtained  in  tho 
British  Museum  (Kings  Collection  208.209).    The  report  will  be  found  in  Note  C. 

It  would  be  interesting  to  compare  the  account  of  the  condition  of  the  harbour* 
in  1783,  contained  in  this  report,  with  those  to  be  found  in  the  General  Report  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  for  1868,  in  Appendices  10  and  15,  and  in  the  Report 
for  1867  to  1882,  beginning  at  page  210,  under  the  title  of  "  Report  on  Harbours  and 
Piers,  throughout  the  Dominion." 

There  are  two  documents  printed  as  notes  to  this  report,  to  which  attention  is 
respectfully  directed,  one  relating  to  the  Capture  of  Quebec  by  Kirke  in  1629  and 
the  other  to  the  Martyrdom  of  two  Jesuit  Fathers  in  the  Huron  Country  in  1649. 

The  first  Conquest  of  Canada  by  the  Brothers  Kirke,  in  1629,  is  well  known  to 
historians,  but  tho  cause  of  its  retrocession  by  Charles  I,  with  so  little  diUBculty  and

the  reason  for  the  liberal  terms  granted  by  him  before  any  formal  treaty  was  made, 
«3  well  as  by  the  Treaty  of  St.  Germaine-on-Laye  in  1632,  have  been  left  unaccounted 
for,  only  conjecture  more  or  less  nearly  approaching  the  truth  having  been  ventured 
upon.  The  general  histories  of  England,  to  which  I  have  had  access,  do  not  even 
mention  the  name  of  Quebec  or  Canada  in  this  reign,  or  refer  in  the  remotest  terms 
to  events  taking  place  there.  Knight's  History,  in  eight  large  volumes,  which  pro- 
fesses to  give,  in  tabular  form,  a  list  of  all  the  treaties  made  by  Charles  I,  does  not 
mention  the  treaty  of  St.  Germaine-en-Laye  of  1632,  and  Haydn's  Dictionary  of 
Dates,  which  I  had  the  curiosity  to  examine  t3  see  if  that  treaty  was  mentioned 
there,  is  equally  silent. 

To  understand  the  full  import  of  a  letter  from  Charles  I.  to  Sir  Isaac  "Wake,  his 
Ambassador  at  Paris  (Note  D)  it  may  be  permitted  to  give  a  summary  of  the  events 
which  led  to  the  taking  of  Quebec  by  the  brothers  Kirke  and  its  retrocession  by 
Charles  I. 

la  1627,  Fiance  and  England  being  then  at  war,  certain  London  Merchants 
formed  themselves  into  a  Company  of  "  Merchant  Adventurers,"  and  fitted  out  ships 
for  which  they  obtained  letters  of  marque  to  enable  them  to  s«ize  French  and  Spa- 
nish vessels  and  goods,  having  previously  obtained  a  patent  from  Charles  I.  autho- 
rising them  to  found  a  plantation  in  the  countries  bordering  on  the  St.  Lawrence, 
the  patent  giving  them  a  monopoly  of  the  trade. 

The  fleet  thus  fitted  out,  consisting  of  three  vessels,  was  under  the  command  of 
Captain  David  Kirke,  son  of  Gervaise  Kirke,  a  native  of  Derbyshire,  who  had  re- 
moved for  purposes  of  trade  to  Dieppe,  where  he  married  and  where  his  children 
were  born,  but  from  whence  he  returned  to  London,  where  he  died  in  December 
1629.  Besides  David,  who  was  on  board  of  the  largest  ship  of  300  tons,  wore  his  two 
brothers,  Lewis  and  Thomas,  in  command  of  the  other  two  ships.  In  that  year 
Kirke  captured  the  fleet  under  command  of  Dj  Rjquemont,  with  reliefs  for- Cham- 
plain.  In  the  following  year  (1628)  David  Kirke  sent  from  Tadousic,  by  Basque 
fishermen  whom  he  had  pressed  into  the  service,  a  summons  to  Champlain  to  sur- 
render Quebec.  The  answer  was  so  confident,  that  Kirke  thought  it  was  useless  to 
attempt  the  capture  of  what  he  believed  to  be  a  well  supplied  stronghold. 

On  the  25th  of  March,  16:^9,  Kirke  with  a  fleet  of  six  ships  and  three  pinnaces, 
all  armed  and  with  letters  of  marque,  left  Gravesend.  Peace  was  established  between 
France  and  England  by  the  Treaty  of  Suza,  on  the  24th  of  April  following,  although 
not  sworn  to  till  the  6th  of  September  by  England  and  on  the  16th  of  the  same  month 
by  France.  Kirke  reached  Gaspe  on  the  15th  of  June,  but  it  was  not  till  the  19th  of 
July  that  he  appeared  before  Quebec,  with  two  of  his  ships.  The  settlers  there  were 
in  the  last  stage  of  destitution.  Charlevoix  states  (though  it  is  not  mentioned  by 
-Champlain  himself)  that  so  far  from  viewing  the  invaders  as  enemies,  Cha'u plain 
awarded  them  as  deliverers.     He  capitulated  on   the   most  honourable  terms,  the 
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settlers  were  treated  with  kindness  and  inducements  held   out  to  them  tc  remain^ 
Champlain  himself  was  sent  to  London,  that  he  might  return  to  France. 

The  news  of  the  fall  of  Quebec  appears  to  have  been  received  in  France  witik 
comparative  indifference,  a  large  party  being  hostile  to  a  longer  continuance  of  tb» 
efforts,  involving  so  many  sacrifices,  to  colonise  a  country  offering,  as  they  main- 
tained,  no  hopes  of  a  pecuniary  return  for  the  loss  of  life  and  the  money  expended, 
Champlain,  however,  succeeded  in  arousing  a  different  feeling,  and  negotiations  were 
begun  for  the  restoration  of  Quebec  and  Acadia  to  France.  These  were  so  imme- 
diately successful,  that  when  Kirke's  expedition  returned,  every  thing  had  practi- 
cally been  given  up,  not  only  the  country,  the  ships  of  France,  the  stores  and  furs- 
belonging  to  the  settlers,  bat  the  cargoes  obtained  by  Kirke  as  the  result  of  hi* 
trading  with  the  Indians,  the  restoration  being  formally  sanctioned  by  the  Treaty  ol 
St.  Germaine  en-Laye  in  163-'. 

The  cause  of  this  ready  abandonment  of  a  conquest,  so  easily  defensible  in  & 
military  point  of  view  and  so  important  for  the  commercial  interests  of  Great  Britain, 
has  been  a  puzzle  to  historians.  Every  effort  was  made,  but  in  vain,  to  shake  thof 
King's  resolution.  The  act  has  been  attributed  by  some  authors,  of  whom  Morean  i» 
one,  to  the  fear  of  Cardinal  Eichelieu's  threat  to  send  a  fleet  of  six  ships  to  recover 
Quebec  by  force.  But  Kirke  had  pointed  out  that,  properly  provisioned,  it  could 
resist  a  hundred  sail  of  ships  and  10,000  men.  Ferland  believes  that  the  demand  for 
restitution  was  so  just  that  it  was  impossible  to  resist  it.  Charlevoix  suggests  a 
reason  for  the  restoration,  not  only  of  Quebec  but  of  Acadia  in  addition,  with  wMcb 
it  is  easy  lo  see  he  himself  is  not  satisfied.  "  The  facility,"  he  says,  "  with  which 
the  English  restored  Acadia  to  France  arose,  no  doubt,  from  the  fact  that  they  had 
not  yet  taken  measures  to  establish  themselves  there,  and  its  distance  from  New 
England."  Oiher  reasons  must  bo  looked  for  and  these  will,  I  believe,  be  found 
supplied  by  the  letter  to  which  these  remarks  refer.  Such  works  as  Haltam'a 
Constitutional  History  and  Guizot's  Involution  en  Angleterre  1610,  not  to  speak  of 
historical  woi  ks  of  a  more  general  nature,  show  the  straits  to  which  Charles  was 
reduced  to  obtain  money  even  for  his  household  expenses,  and  prove  clearly  the  need 
he  had  for  the  part  of  Queen  Henrietta's  dowry,  retained  by  the  Court  of  France. 
The  dowry,  by  marriage  contract  dated  on  the  8th  of  May,  16^5,  was  800,000 
crowns  {huit  cents  mille  ecus,  de  trois  livre  piece  monnoie  de  France)  one-half  of  whidi 
was  +0  be  paid  on  the  eve  of  the  marriage  in  London,  the  other  half  in  a  year  after, 
dating  from  the  first  payment.  The  marriage  took  place  on  the  13th  June,  1625, 
when  the  one-half  was  paid,  the  other  half  being  due  at  the  same  date  in  1626. 
Thene  dates  are  given  for  the  purpose  of  comparison  with  the  statement  by  Charles 
in  1631,  that  the  insertion  in  a  new  treaty  of  the  obligation  by  France  to  pay  tha 
remaining  half  of  the  dowry,  due  by  contract  five  years  previously,  as  an  ofi^et 
to  the  surrender  of  Canada  and  Acadia,  was  a  mere  formality. 
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Mr.  Henry  Kirke,  who  hag  written  a  very  carefal  work  on  the  Kirka  Expedition, 
under  the  title  of  the  "First  English  Conquest  of  Canada,"  says  at  page  83,  "  It  is 
impossible  to  divine  the  motives  which  influenced  the  King  to  make  such  a  promise  " 
(to  restore  all  forts  captured  after  the  21th  of  April,  1629.)  "  It  may  have  been  that 
he  was  yet  totally  ignorant  of  the  value  of  his  conquest,  and  was  only  anxious  to 
secure  the  four  hundred  thousand  crowns,  part  of  Henrietta  Maria's  dowry,  which  the 
French  King  threatened  to  withhold  unless  the  forts  were  restored."  The  truth  of 
this  conjecture  is  proved  by  the  letter.  Its  close  connection  with  the  history  of 
Canada  will,  I  trust,  be  accepted  as  a  sufficient  reason  for  the  8pa3e  given  to  the 
subject  in  the  present  report. 

The  letter,  signed  by  Charles  himself,  is  in  the  Harleian  Collection,  1760.  A  short 
extract  from  it  was  given  in  the  Eeport  on  Archives  of  1881,  but  its  importance  was 
then  overlooked,  owing  to  the  pressure  caused  by  other  researches.  No  reference 
is  made  to  it  in  the  Calendar  of  the  Colonial  Series  of  state  papers,  although  there  are 
other  letters  there  on  the  same  subject  and  of  similar  dates.  The  Foreign  series  is  not 
calendared  to  so  recent  a  period  ;  in  a  collection  of  Royal  Letters,  published  by  the 
Bannatyne  Club,  is  one  from  Charles  I  to  S  r  William  Alexander  (Lord  Stirling), 
dated  in  July,  1631,  intimating  that  Port  Royal  was  to  be  restored  to  France,  but  no 
hint  is  given  of  the  existence  of  this  letter  to  Wake.  In  none  of  the  histories  of 
Acadia  or  Nova  Scotia,  Haliburton's,  Murdoch's,  Moreau's  or  Eameau's,  is  any  refer- 
ence made  to  it,  nor  in  Ferland,  Faillon  or,  indeed,  any  other. 

In  Hannay's  History  of  Acadia,  it  is  said  that  Charles  wrote  to  Wake  in  June, 
1631,  as  to  the  restoration,  but  no  authority  is  given  for  the  statement.  It  is  pro- 
bable, however,  that  reference  is  here  made  to  the  Warrant  (not  letter)  dated  29th 
June,  1631,  under  the  Great  Seal,  signed  by  Charles  'himself,  empowering  Wake  to 
negotiate  the  Treaty.  The  text  (in  Latin)  is  in  the  Mercure  Frangois,  vol,  18,  p  47, 
(Paris,  1633.)  It  seems,  therefore,  impossible  to  avoid  the  conclusion,  that  the  letter 
has  escaped  the  notice  of  previous  investigators,  and  that  it  is  a  valuable  addition  to 
our  historical  documents,  a  statement  made,  however,  with  proper  reserve,  as  it  is 
possible  that  it  may  have  been  published,  although  I  have  failed  to  discover  it,  ^^^

Another  interesting  document  will  bo  found  at  Note  E,  an  original  accoun^^ 
of  the  martyrdom  of  the  two  Jesuit  Fathers,  Jean  de  Brebceuf  and  Gabriel  I 
Lallemant,  slaughtered  by  the  Iroquois  in  the  Huron  country,  in  the  neighboui  hood 
of  Matchedash  Bay,  in  1649.  The  **  Relation  des  Jesuites  "  of  that  date  and  the 
"  Lottres  Historiques  de  la  Mdre  Marie  de  1' Incarnation,"  give  a  circumstantial 
liccount  of  the  death  of  the  two  Jesuits.  As  will  be  seen,  the  narrator,  Christophe 
Eegnaut,  was  the  lay  brother  to  whom  was  entrusted  the  care  of  preparing  the 
remains  for  conveyance  to  Quebac,  where  the  skull  of  Breboeaf  is  still  preserve  1  in 
the  Hotel  Dieu  in  a  receptacle  under  the  silver  bust  sent  by  his  family,  an  opening 
covered  with  glass  allowing  only  a  portion  of  the  front  part  to  bj  soon.     B  obce  if  is 
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described  as  a  man  of  great  size  and  strength,  a  proof  of  this  being  the  statement 
that  the  Indians  objected  to  carry  him  in  any  of  their  canoes  when  he  first  went  on 
the  Huron  Mission  in  162t,  on  the  ground  that  he  was  too  heavy,  until  one  Indian, 
bolder  than  the  rest,  undertook  the  task.  From  this  date  it  will  be  seen  that  he  was 
twenty-two  years  engaged  in  Mission  work  among  the  Harons  when  he  was  kHIed. 
There  was  a  striking  difference  between  the  suflferers.  Breboeaf,  although  past  middle 
life,  was  still  strong  and  vigorous,  yet  he  succumbed  to  the  torture  in  less  than  four 
hours,  whilst  Lallemant,  the  mere  shadow  of  a  man  physically,  lived  for  twenty-one 
under  continuous  torture,  and  even  then  did  not  die  from  exhaustion,  but  from  a  death 
blow  dealt  by  a  savage  impatient  at  his  still  continuing  in  life.  The  writer  of  the 
account,  it  may  be  remarked,  was  one  of  a  number  of  lay  brothers,  members  of  the 
Jesuit  order,  but  holding  no  priestly  office.  Neither  his  name,  nor  the  name  of  any 
of  the  engagis  (as  they  were  termed)  appears  in  the  JRelations  written  by  the  Jesuits. 
In  the  Relation  by  the  Superior,  E.  P.  Paul  Ragueneau,  speaking  of  the  event,  it  is 
simply  said  :  "  We  sent  out  one  of  onr  Father3  and  seven  other  Frenchmen  to  search 
for  the  bodies  at  the  place  of  torture."  In  a  note  at  page  42  in  a  work  by  Mr 
Marmette,  "  Le  Tomahawk  et  I'Epee  "  is  an  extract  from  a  MS.  which  at  the  date 
of  publication  was  among  the  records  in  the  Archbishop's  Palace  at  Quebec,  relating 
to  another  lay  brother,  Francois  Malherbe,  who  died  in  1696.  It  is  there  stated 
that  Malherbe  carried  for  two  leagues  on  his  back,  the  charred  remains  of  the  two 
Jesuits,  Breboeuf  and  Lallemant,  as  they  were  being  conveyed  to  Quebec.  That 
MS.  is  now  among  the  records  of  the  Bishopric  of  Chicoutimi. 

Eegnaut's  account,  which  bears  every  mark  of  authenticity,  I  obtained  in  Paris. 
It  was  guaranteed  to  be  original  and  authentic,  and  I  have  since  had  it  closely 
scrutinised,  the  result  being  to  leave  no  doubt  that  the  document  is  genuine.  I  have 
added  a  translation,  made  as  literal  as  the  structure  of  the  language  would  admit,  so 
as  to  preserve,  so  far  as  that  is  possible,  the  simplicity  of  the  original. 

It  may  be  permitted  to  give  briefly  a  statemeut  of  the  negotiations  consequent 
on  this  event,  the  success  of  which  might  have  changed  the  whole  aspect  of  affairs 
in  North  America. 

The  slaughter  of  Ihe  two  Jesuits  was  the  climax  to  a  series  of  attacks  by  the 
Iroquois  on  the  Ilurons,  and  so  terrified  the  latter,  that  they  fled  to  what  they 
believed  to  be  places  of  security,  leaving  the  French  settlements  of  Montreal,  Three 
Rivers  and  Quebec,  completely  exposed  to  the  Iroquois.  In  1647,  negotiations  had 
been  opened  by  Governor  Winthrop,  of  Massachusetts,  for  a  treaty  of  commerce 
between  New  England  and  New  France,  but,  according  to  the  "  Epistola  "  of  R.  P. 
Gabriel  Dreuillete  to  Winthrop's  son,  these  had  ceased  on  the  death  of  the  elder 
Winthrop.  The  letter,  "  Epistola  ad  Dominum  Illustrissimum,  Dominum  Joannem 
Winthrop,  Scutarium "  was  found  among  the  family  papers  of  Mr.  Robert  0. 
Winthrop  and  printed  by  Mr.  J.  Gilmary  Shea  in  1839.    The  statement  it  contains, 
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that  the  first  proposals  for  a  treaty  came  from  New  England,,  is  confirmed  by  the 
evidence  of  two  documents  to  be  found  in  Charlevoix,  vol.  1,  pp.  287  to  2S9  (Paris, 
1744)  and  reprinted  in  the  first  volume  of  the  "  Collection  de  Manuscrits  "  published 
by  the  Government  of  Quebec  in  1883,  one  at  page  127,  the  other  at  page  123.  They 
are  entitled,  "  Lettre  du  Conseil  de  Quebec  aux  Commissaire^  do  la  Nouvelle  Angle- 
terre, "  and  "  Nomination  de  M.  de  Godefroy,  pour  traicter  avec  les  commissaires  d© 
la  Nouvelle  Angleterre."     Both  are  dated  20  June,  1651. 

Shortly  after  the  death  of  the  two  Jesuits  and  the  dispersion  of  the  Hurons,  the 
Governor  and  Council  of  Quebec  reopened  negotiations  through  R.  P.  Dreuillete,  the 
scope  of  the  proposed  treaty  being,  however,  extended  so  as  to  include,  as  will  be  seen 
by  reference  to  the  above  named  documents,  not  only  a  treaty  of  commerce  but  also  a 
league  offensive  and  defensive  against  the  Iroquois.  M.  Godfrey  was  appointed  in 
1651  to  cooperate  with  Dreuillete  in  the  negotiations.  Their  proposals,  which  were 
at  first  received  favourably  by  the  separate  Councils,  wei'e  rejected  at  Newhaven 
on  the  6th  September,  1651,  by  the  General  Court  of  Commissioners  for  the  four 
United  Colonies,  and  the  struggle  between  New  England  and  Canada,  continuing 
for  upwards  of  a  hundred  years,  was  renewed  with  increased  bitterness. 

With  respect  to  the  Catalogue  of  the  documents  added  since  the  publication  of 
last  report,  St  has  been  considered  better  not  to  give  it  this  year,  improvements  in 
the  arrangements  being  now  in  progress,  which  will,  when  completed,  enable  a  more 
satisfactory  catalogue  to  be  published  than  is  possible  at  the  present  moment.  The 
total  number  of  bound  volumes  now  on  the  shelves  is  about  5,500,  chiefly  manuscript 
and  official  records,  the  others  being  works  of  historical  importance,  the  contents  of 
all  of  which  are  readily  accessible  by  means  of  the  office  catalogues.

Old  Map. 

A  friend  has  lent  me  a  map,  which,  I  believe,  was  made  for  Sir  John  Johnson. 
It  is  an  original  document  drawn  and  signed  by  Patrick  McNiff,  and  dated  the  Ist 
November,  1786.    The  title  is  in  these  words : — 

"  A  plan  of  part  of  the  new  settlements  on  the  North  bank  of  the  south-west 
"  branch  of  the  St.  Lawrence  River,  commencing  near  Point  an  Bodett,  on  Lake 
'*  St.  Francis,  and  extending  westerly  along  the  said  north  bank  to  the  west  boundary 
•'  of  Township  Number  5,  laid  down  from  the  latest  surveys  and  observations,  Novem- 
"  ber  1st,  178J.

The  townships  are  not  named  as  they  are  now,  but  are  designated  on  the  Margin

The  town  plot,  of  a  mile  square,  is  marked  where  Cornwall  stands,  it  is  not  laid 
out  in  streets  or  lots,  and  is  named  "Johnstown  "  on  the  map.  The  lots  in  the 
townships  that  were  occupied,  have  the  names  of  the  respective  occupants  written  on 
them. 

The  map  is  well  drawn,  is  mounted  on  canvas  and,  though  showing  signs  of  age, 
is  in  good  preservation  ;  it  gives  the  Lake  and  River  with  the  islands  from  Point  au 
Beaudette  to  the  west  limit  of  Matilda,  and  extends  to  the  front  of  the  3rd  Concessions 
of  Matilda,  Williamsburg,  O^nabruck  and  Lancaster,  and  to  the  5th  of  Cornwall  and 
Charlottenburg. 

It  proves  that  up  to  the  end  of  1786  the  townships  were  not  named  as  they  are 
now,  but  (with  the  exception  of  Lancaster,  called  the  •'  Lake  Township,")  were  num- 
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bered,  and  also  shows  the  probability  of  the  present  names  not  having  been  given 
until  Lord  Dorchester's  Proclan[iation  was  issued  in  1788.

EBPOKT  ON  NOVA  SCOTIA  BY  COL.  ROBERT  MORSE, 

R.  E.,  1784. 


A  General  Description  of  the  Province  of  Nova  Scotia,  and  a 
Report  of  the  present  State  of  the  Defences,  with  Observations 
leading  to  the  further  growth  and  Security  of  this  Colony,  done 
by  Lieutenant  COLONEL  MORSE,  Chief  Engineer  in  America, 
upon  a  Tour  of  the  Province  in  the  Autumn  of  the  Year  1783, 
and  the  Summer,  1 784.  Under  the  Orders  and  Instructions  of 
His  Excellency,  Sir  Guy  Carleton,  General  and  Commander-in- 
Chief  of  His  Majesty's  Forces  in  North  America,  given  at 
Head  Quarters  at  New  York,  the  23th  Day  of  July,  1783. 

The  Geographical  Situation  being  known,  as  well  as  the  late 
political  Revolutions,  which  have  so  much  increased  the  consequence 
of  this  Province,  I  shall  confine  myself  to  a  more  local  description 
of  the  Coasts,  Harbours,  Rivers,  Nature  of  the  Country,  Soil  and  Pro- 
duce,Climate,  Extent  and  Contents,  Number  of  Inhabitants,  and  Pres- 
ent Defence. 
Description  of  The  Southern  Coast,  lying  upon  the  Atlantic  Osean,  extending 
the  Southern  f^m  Cape  Canso,  the  eastern  extremity,  to  Cape  Sable  the  western, 
a  distance  of  seventy-five  leagues,  is  a  high,  rocky,  barren  shore, 
but  abounds  with,  or  is  rather  a  continuation  of,  Bays  and  Harbours, 
the  principal  of  which,  Halifax  and  Port  Roseway  will  be  more 
particularly  mentioned  hereafter ;  but  there  are  many  others,  deep, 
spacious,  easy  of  access,  and  good  harbours.  In  most  of  these  are 
rivers  drawn  from  the  country  at  less  or  greater  distances,  some 
navigable  for  canoes  from  20  to  40  miles,  communicating  with  lakes, 
with  which  the  country  abounds,  and  which  never  fail  to  supply  the 
rivers  with  waters.  These,  from  their  having  a  considerable  fall, 
are  very  proper  for  turning  all  sorts  of  mills.  From  Cape  Sable 
the  coast  runs  north  about  21  leagues  to  St.  Mary's,  the  southern 
BayofFundy  P®^'^*  ^^  that  arm  of  the  sea  called  the  Bay  of  Fundy,  which,  run- 
ning in  a  north-east  direction  almost  through  the  Province  of  Nova 
Scotia,  to  within  16  miles  of  Bay  Yerte,  in  the  Gulf  of  St.  Lawrence, 
divides  the  Province  nearly  into  two  equal  parts,  making  a  great 
peninsula  of  one ;  the  southern  and  western  coast  of  which,  having 
been  already  described,  it  remains  to  describe  the  northern  from  St. 
Mary's,  where  there  is  a  large  Bay  running  parallel  to  the  coast 
nearly  27  miles  in  depth,  with  two  passages  out  of  it  into  the  Bay 
of  Fundy.  The  next  is  that  of  Annapolis  Royal,  which  is  about 
12  leagues  up  the  Bay  of  Fundy,  and  is  not  only  the  best  harbour 
in  the  Bay,  but  among  the  best  in  the  Province.  The  coast  from 
hence  as  high  as  Cape  Blowmedown,  which  is  at  the  entrance  of 
the  Bason  of  Mines,  and  is  distant  abont  26  leagues,  is  very  high, 
steep  and  rocky.  The  other  point  forming  the  entrance  into  this 
bason  is  Cape  Chignecto,  a  remarkable  high  and  bold  tongue  of  land, 
which  divides  the  Bay  of  Fundy  into  two  large  branches. 
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The  northern  of  these  Branches  is  called  Chigneoto  Bay,  and  is 
that  which,  running  in  a  north-east  direction  about  thirteen  leagues 
up  the  country,  approaches  near  to  the  G-ulf  of  St.  Lawrence,  as  has 
been  before  mentioned.  The  southern  Branch  is  the  Bason  of  Mines, 
which  penetrates  into  the  country  in  an  easterly  direction  to  within 
30  miles  of  Pictou  Harbour  in  the  Gulf  of  St.  Lawrence.  Off  Cape 
Chignecto,  about  five  miles  to  the  Soutli-West  lies  Isle  Haut  (probably 
so  called  from  its  height).  The  tides  in  both  these  branches  rise  to 
a  remarkable  height,  to  upwards  of  60  feet,  which  render  the 
navigation  extremly  difficult  and  precarioun.  To  complete  the 
coast  of  the  Peninsula,  I  shall  cross  the  Isthmus  to  Bay  Verte,  and 

North  East      describe  that  part  of  the  north  east  coast  which  is  in  the  Gulf  of  St. 

Coastandthe  Lawrence,  and  runs  east  to  the   Gut  of  Canso,  distant  about  40 

GutofCanso.  leagues,  a  remarkable  passage  which  separates  the  Island  of  Cape 
Breton  from  the  north-east  extremity  of  the  Peninsula  of  Nova 
Scotia,  and  makes  a  communication  between  the  Atlantic  Ocean 
and  the  Gulf  of  St.  Lawrence,  which,  though  not  above  three- 
quarters  of  a  mile  broad,  is  safe  and  easy  of  navigation.  Between 
•Bay  Verte  and  the  Gut  of  Canso,  are  several  small  harbours  fit  for 
fishing  towns,  such  as  Romsheg,  Tatmegouche,  Harbour  St.  John, 
Pictou  and  Margomish,  besides  St.  George's,  which  is  a  large  Bay  at 
the  mouth  of  the  Gut  of  Canso,  opening  into  the  Gulf  of  St.  Lawrence, 
and  between  Cape  Canso  before  mentioned  and  the  mouth  of  the 
Gut  towards  the  Atlantic  Ocean  is  another  deep  and  spacious  Bay 
called  Chedatucto,  out  of  which,  on  the  western  side,  is  a  very  good 
small  Harbour  called  Mil  ford  Haven.  These  Bays  at  each  entrance 
of  the  Gut  of  Canso.  in  both  of  which  is  good  anchorage,  are  very 
favourable  to  the  navigation  of  the  Gut.  Having  traced  the  Coast 
of  the  Peninsula,  it  may  next  be  proper  to  mention  the  principal 

Island  of        Islands  adjacent;  as  Cape  Breton,  St.  Johns,  &c.,  but  as  I  have 

Cape  Breton,  ^ot  visited  any  of  these  1  can  only  at  pres.-nt  show  their  situations. 
The  former,  I  have  before  observed,  is  separated  from  the  North  East 
extremity  by  the  Gut  of  Canso,  a  passage  about  four  leagues  in 
length.  This  I:)land  follows  nearly  the  same  direction  with  the 
southern  coast  of  the  Peninsula,  and  has  all  the  appearance  of  having 
been  separated  from  it  by  the  weight  of  water  iu  the  Gulf  of  St. 
Lawrence  forcing  this   passage.     The  Island  of  St.  John  is  in  the 

johS^  °^  ^*"  ^"^^  ^^  ^*-  Lawrence,  at  the  distance  of  seven  leagues  from  Cape 
George,  extending  about  32  leagues  nearly  parallel   to  the  north- 

•  east  coast  of  the  Peninsula,  at  a  diitanco  of  from  four  to  seven 

leagues,  and  forms  that  passage  called  Northumberland  Streights. 
Off  Cape  Canwo  in  a  south-south  east  direction,   at  a  distance  of 

Isle  of  Sable,  about  25  leagues,  is  the  Isle  of  Sable ;  a  long  narrow,  sandy  Island 
rising  to  a  ridge  of  a  considerable  height  towards  the  centre.  This 
Island,  from  its  situation  off  that  part  of  the  coast  generally  first 
made  by  ships  coming  from  Europe,  has  proved  fatal  to  many. 

Seal  Islands  About  four  leagues  to  the  westward  of  Cape  Sable.,  are  the  Seal 
Islands,  a  chain  of  dangerous  rocks  unfortunately  situated  for  ships 
making  the  western  extremity  of  the  Peninsula ;  and  in  the  mouth  of 
the  Bay  of  Fundy,  there  are  the  Grand  Manan  and  Wolf  Islands. 

GrtSdMaL an  The  former  considerable,  being  12  leagues  in  length  and  five  m 
breadth.  This  Island  though  always  considered  as  a  part  of  the 
Province  of  Nova  Scotia,  has  never  been  settled,  probably  owing  to 
the  difficult  navigation  about  it,  produced  by  the  powerful  tides  of 
the  Bay  of  Fundy ;  nor  are  these  Islands  a  less  evil  in  respect  of  the 
navigation  into  the  Bay  of  Fundy.  There  are  besides,  at  the 
entrance  of  most  of  the  Bays  and  Harbours,  small  Islands  which  are 
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so  numerous  that  few  of  them  have  even  been  named.    On  the  whole 

of  this  Coast  at  different  distances,  are  various  fishing  banks,  from 

30  to  40  fathom  deep,  which  abound  with  cod,  haddock  and  other 

excellent  fish,  to  the  taking  and  curing  of  which,   the   numerous 

Harbours  before  mentioned,  give  a  facility  peculiar  to  this  country. 

Having  gone  round  the  Coast  of  the   Peninsula,   I   shall   cross 

the  Bay  ol  Fundy  to  Pasamaquody  Bay  which  may  he  considered 

as    the    north   west    extremity    of    that    arm    of   the    sea,     and 

is  distant  from  St.  Mary's,  which  has  been  before  named,  about 

17  leagues.     Into  Pasamaquody  Bay,  which  is  of  great  extent,  falls 

Pasamaquody  the  Eiver  St.  Croix,  the  Boundary  between  the  Province  of  Nova 

fV  A^'\  ^^^  Scotia  and  the  easternmost  of   the  American  States.     Across  the 

acro°3  u/'°^  mouth  of  this  Bay  lie  several  Islands,  which  make  the  navigation 

into  it  very  difficult. 

The  most  considerable,  and  which  are  in  some  degree  settled,  are 
Campo  Bello,  Moose  Island  and  Deer  Island.  At  the  former  there 
is  a  tolerable  harbour,  but  the  great  Bay  of  Pasamaquody  is  much 
too  spacious,  and  the  water  too  deep,  to  be  considered  in  that  light, 
though  the  Branch  which  runs  up  to  the  mouth  of  the  Scodiac  Eiver, 
after  getting  into  the  Bay,  is  a  very  secure  harbour.  A  little  to 
_  „       the  eastwards  of  Pasamaquody,  and  which  may  be  considered  as  eon- 

bour.^  ^^'  nected  with  it  by  a  chain  of  islands,  is  Etang  Harbour,  the  best 
perhaps,  in  a  military  light,  in  the  Province,  as  being  the  easiest  to 
defend.  The  entrance  into  this  harbour  is  formed  to  the  eastward 
by  a  narrow  point  of  the  main  land,  and  to  the  westward  by  a 
email  Island,  making  a  passage  about  four  hundred  yards  wide. 
Both  the  shores  are  high  and  bold,  and  have  about  14  fathom  water. 
This  harbour  is  also  sufficiently  spacious  for  any  purpose  what- 
ever, and  most  perfectly  land  locked.  The  passage  into  it,  which 
is  in  a  north- west  direction,  is  strait  and  easy,  and  in  case  of 
contrary  winds  there  are  very  good  anchoring  places,  or  rather, 
other  harbours  on  each  side — one  to  the  south  west,  the  other  to 
the  north-east.  Should  not  the  general  situation  of  this  harbour 
be  objected  to  on  account  of  its  being  so  near  the  extremity  of  the 
Province,  and  what  seems  a  greater  evil,  lying  in  the  mouth  of  the 
Bay  of  Fundy,  the  navigation  into  which  is  so  extremely  difficult 
on  account  of  the  rapidity  of  the  tides  and  frequency  of  fogs,  I 
should  think  it  the  most  eligible  harbour  I  have  seen  for  securing 
the  naval  and  military  arsenals  of  the  Province ;  and  as  the  tide 
is  more  moderate  here  than  higher  up  in  the  Bay  of  Fundy,  docks 
might  be  constructed  in  this  harbour.  I  shall  now  proceed  up  the 
Harbour  at  northern  coast  of  the  Bay  of  Fundy,  to  the  harbour,  which  is  at  the 
the  mouth  of  mouth  of  the  Elver  St.  John.  This  is  about  12  leagues  to  the  east- 
John  ward  of  Etang  Harbour,  and  nearly  opposite  to  Annapolis  Eoyal, 
the  breadth  of  the  Bay  of  Fundy  being  here  about  12  leagues.  This 
is  not  an  harbour  for  men  of  war,  nor  indeed  a  good  one  for  mer- 
chantmen. There  is  a  bar  which  can  be  passed  only  at  certain 
times  of  the  tide  and  there  are  other  shoals  which  make  the  navi- 
gation into  it  difficult  {  nor  can  it  be  deemed  a  safe  harbour  even 
when  a  vessel  has  got  in.  The  coast  from  hence,  eastwards,  far  up 
into  Chignecto  Bay,  is  like  that  described  on  the  opposite  side  of  the 
Bay  of  Fundy — high,  steep,  rocky,  and  without  a  break  in  the 
shore,  which  is  so  bold  as  to  render  anchoring  dangerous,  and  the 
tides  are  so  rapid  that  a  very  fair  and  fresh  wind  is  necessary  to 
stem  them.  In  short,  the  navigation  of  the  whole  of  the  Bay  of 
Fundy,  except  for  a  few  months  in  the  summer,  and  then  with  good 
pilots,  is  extremely  dangerous.    To  complete  the  coast  of  the  Pro- 
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vince,  I  must  again  cross  the  isthmus  to  Bay  Verte,  and  describe  the 
remaining  part  lying  north-west  in  the  Gulf  of  St.  Lawrence  till  it 
joins  the  coast  ot  Canada  in  Bay  Chaleurs,  into  which  runs  the 
Eesligouche  Eiver,  the  Boundary  between  the  Provinces  of  Nova 
Scotia  and  Canada.  From  Bay  Verte  to  Bay  Chaleurs  is  about  47 
leagues;  and  between  them  are  the  small  harbours,  Shediao, 
Cocagne,  Eichibucto  and  Mirimichi,  which  is  20  leagues  distant 
from  Bay  Chaleurs. 

I  have  next  to  speak  of  the  Rivers,— and  I  shall  begin  with  those 
in  the  Peninsula.  The  principal  ones,  or  rather  those  most  known, 
are  Annapolis  and  the  Rivers  which  fall  into  the  Bason  of  Mines, 
and  those  which  fall  into  Chignecto  Bay,  in  which  order  they  shall 
be  named.  Anijapolis  River,  from  the  Bason  or  Harbour,  rises 
north-east  and  nearly  parallel  to  the  coast  about  1 2  miles,  navi- 
gable for  ships  of  any  burden,  as  high  as  where  the  Town  and  Fort 
are  built : — This  River  is  drawn  from  the  country  nearly  in  the 
same  direction,  and  is  navigable  for  boats  with  the  tide  from  30  to 
40  miles  higher;  the  banks  of  which,  though  among  the  first 
settled  in  the  Province,  are  very  thinly  interspersed  with  poor  in- 
habitants, who,  from  want  of  industry,  money  and  perhaps  that 
protection  necessary  to  secure  their  property,  have  done  no  justice 
to  a  soil,  surface  and  situation,  capable  of  producing  as  good  and 
great  a  variety  of  grain,  and  perhaps  better  pasture  than  most 
parts  of  America. 

The  Rivers  Pierro,  Petite  Habitante,  Canard,  Cornwallis,  formerly 
called  Grrosse  Habitante,  and  Horton,  called  by  the  French  Gas- 
pereau,  fall  into  the  west  side  of  the  Bason  of  Mines,  just  above 
Cape  Blowmedown,  having  their  mouths  very  near  together.  This 
district  of  country,  now  making  the  Townships  of  Horton  and 
Cornwallis,  is  the  richest  and  best  cultivated  in  the  Province, 
and  yields  as  fine  productions  as  any  in  America.  The  banks 
of  these  rivers  were  first  cultivated  by  the  French,  who 
diked  in  large  tracts  of  land  formerly  overflowed,  and  which 
are  still  so  rich  as  to  appear  inexhaustible.  The  next  is 
Windsor  River,  which  is  more  considerable  than  any  of , the  latter, 
though  not  so  well  cultivated,  evidently  from  the  want  of  inhabit- 
ants, as  the  soil  is  not  inferior.  Into  the  Windsor  River,  which 
divides  the  Township  of  Windsor  from  Falmouth,  fall  the  half-way 
River,  the  St.  Croix,  dividing  the  Township  of  Newport  from 
Windsor,  and  the  Kenticook: — The  latter  has  a  communication 
with  the  Shubenaccady,  which  is  the  largest  and  perhaps  the  most 
valuable  river  on  the  whole  Peninsula,  The  source  of  this  river 
is  a  large  lake  not  above  ten  miles  from  Halifax  Bason,  from  which 
lake  it  is  navigable  for  boats  50  miles  into  the  Cul  de  sac  that 
terminates  the  Bason  of  Mines,  and  is  called  the  Cobbiquid.  The 
banks  of  this  river  from  the  natural  productions  and  the  few  in- 
considerable settlements  there  are  upon  it,  show  as  good  soil  and 
surface  as  any  in  the  whole  Peninsula  and  from  its  proximity 
to  Halifax,  with  which,  by  a  chain  of  small  lakes,  it  com- 
municates and  is  passable  in  canoes  to  the  Dartmouth  side 
of  Halifax  Harbour,  it  may  appear  extraordinary  that  it  should 
not  have  been  more  cultivated;  but  this  will  be  accounted 
for  hereafter.  About  16  miles  from  the  mouth  of  this  river  on  the 
east  side  is  the  Sotiiao,  the  largest  river  that  falls  into  the  Shub- 
enaccady. It  rises  in  an  easterly  direction  to  within  about  20 
miles  of  the  south-east  coast.  The  tide  flows  up  the  Soiiiac  from 
six  to  eight  miles,  and  up  the  Shubenaccady  above  30  miles.    There 
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are  several  other  small  rivers  which  fall  into  the  Shubenaccady.  At 
the  head  of  the  Cobbiquid,  the   Salmon  Eiver,  which  divides  the 
.      Townships  of  Truro  and  Onslow,  and  on  the  North  side  of  the  Bason 
of  Mines,  are  the  Chignoize,  dividing  the  Township  of  Onslow  from 
Londonderry,  the  DeBurk,  Great  Village  Eiver,  Porc-6pic,  Bass 
Eiver,  and  Chigoecto,   which  latter  falls  into  the  Bason  of  Mines 
near  Partridge  Island,  where  the  Ferry  between  Windior  and  Cam- 
berland  is  established. 
The  upper  part  of  Chignecto   Bay  terminates  in  Cumberland 
S^to*  Cumber?  Bason   (called  by  the  French  Beau  Bassin)   into  which  fall  the 
land  Bason.     Tinamar,  An  Lac,  Messaguash,  La  Planche,  the  Napan,  the  Maoan, 
and  the  Eiver  Hebert.    The  latter    nearly  traverses  the  tongue 
of  land,  which  divides  Chignecto  Bay  from  the  Bason  of  Mines,  by 
means  of  which  the  communication  is  in  part  maintained  between 
Windsor  and  Cumberland.    There  is  another  considerable  river  on 
this  tongue  of  land,  which  empties  itself   into     the    Chignecto 
Branch,   called    Apple    Eiver.    The    Messaguash     Eiver    nearly 
traverses  the  narrowest  part  of  the  Isthmus  of  the  great  Peninsula, 
and  rises  to  within  about  four  miles  of  Bay  Verte.    The  banks  of 
the  rivers  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Cumberland  are  considerably 
cultivated.    There  are  large  tracts  of  marsh  land  which  have  been 
diked  in,  and  when  belonging  to  the  French  bore  vast  quantities  of 
wheat  and  other  grain,  but  are  now  mostly  in   meadow.    The  up- 
land in  this  part  of  the  country  is  tolerably  level,  the  soil  good,  and 
appears  very  favourable  to  tillage  ;  but  this  country,  with  all  the  ad- 
vantages described,  has  been  extremely  neglected,  the  few  inhabi- 
tants who  were  well  affected,  raising  little  more  than  was  necessary 
for  their  own  subsistence.    The  causes  assigned  for  the  neglected 
state  of  the  country  about  Annapolis  apply  alike  here,  and  that  of 
its  insecurity  still  more  forcibly,  for  such  was  the  disposition  of  the 
An  extraordi-  major  part  of  the  inhabitants,  that  during  the  late  War,  the  Fort 
stamseauend"  ^^  Cumberland  was  invested  with  an  army  of  the  disaffected,  led  by 
ing  the  Port  *  person  they  had  invited  from  New  England  for  that  purpose, 
at  Cumber-    There  is  a  road  from  Cumberland  to  Bay  Verte,   still  passable^ 
land.  though  it  has  been  long  neglected,  and  in  some  places  broken   up, 

but  in  the  time  of  the  French  was  much  used,  and  grain  carried  to 
Bay  Verte  for  exportation,  quantities  of  which  were  sent  to  Canada. 
Principal  Having  spoken  of  the  rivers  in  the  Peninsula,  the  banks  of  which 

^ontfn  nt  1^^  ^^®  cultivated,  I  shall  proceed  to  name  the  principal  rivers  on  the 
part'^of^  the   pontinental  part  of  the  Province,  beginning  with  St.  John's,  which 
province   be-  is  not  only  the  most  considerable  in  this  Province,  but  among  the 
it°°j°h  ^^^^  largest  in  the  eastern  part  of  America.    The  mouth  of  this  river 
°  °'        has  been  before  mentioned  as  falling  into  a  harbour  of  the  same 
name,  immediately  opposite  to  Annapolis  Eoyal.  At  the  entrance  into 
this  river,  which  is  very  narrow,  there  are  two  falls.     The  lower 
one,  about  150  yards  wide,  is  rather  a  rapid  than  a  fall.    The  upper 
one  is  between  400  and  500  yards  across,  and  appears  to  be  formed 
by  a  vast  bar  of  rocks,  which,  at  high  and  low  water,  occasions  a 
fall  and  tremendous  convulsions  in  the  water: — These,  however,  at 
half  flood  and  half  ebb,  subside,  and  are  passable  for  twenty  minutes 
or  half  an  hour,  not  only  for  boats,  but  for  vessels  drawing  from  12 
to  14  feet  water.     This  is  a  curious  phenomenon  produced  by  the 
great  rise  of  the  Bay  of  Fundy  tide  meeting  at  this  bar  and  holding 
in  equilibrium,  the  vast  discharge  of  waters  from  the  Eiver  St.  John, 
in  which  state  the  surface  is  perfectly  level,  till  the  tide  prevailing 
and  rising  much  higher  than  this  bar,  occasions  nearly  as  great  a 
fall  at  high  water  as  upon  its  return  in  the  opposite  direction  at  low 
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water ;  nor  is  it  less  curious  that  the  tide  which  rises  at  least  24 
feet  below  the  bar,  immediately  above  does  not  rise  more  than  three 
or  four  feet.  After  passing  the  Falls  a  spacious  bay  opens,  and 
from  thence  rises  in  a  northern  course  a  vast  river  expanding 
itself  in  many  places  to  a  Sea  navigable  for  ships  of  any 
burden;  but  for  vessels  drawing  nine  feet  water,  to  the  Township 
of  Maugerville — large  boats  and  petite  augers  go  above  St.  Ann's 
Point  which  is  20  miles  higher  and  the  tide  flows  perceptibly  to 
the  Indian  Chapel,  which  is  about  95  miles  from  the  mouth  of  the 
river.  Here  is  the  first  rapid  or  rather  shallow  place,  over  which 
however  flat  boats  and  canoes  pass  with  ease,  and  go  up  the  river 
to  the  Great  Falls,  a  distance  of  220  miles.  Here  is  a  portage  or 
carrying  place  of  about  three  quarters  of  a  mile,  after  which  it  is 
still  a  vast  river  upwards  of  20  miles  higher,  where  the  main 
branch  takes  a  western  course,  and  has  not  been  explored.  From 
hence  rises  in  a  northern  direction  the  Madawaska  Kiver  likewise 
navigable  for  canoes.  About  30  miles  higher  to  the  Temisquata 
Lake  which  is  only  36  miles  from  the  River  St.  Lawrence,  from 
whence  a  road  has  been  opened  near  the  Kamaraska,which  is  about 
100  miles  below  Quebec,  to  this  lake,  offeriog  a  most  favourable 
communication  with  Canada.  By  means  of  this  road,  and  going 
down  the  Madawaska  and  St.  John's  Rivers  in  canoes  persons  have 
passed  from  Quebec  to  Halifax  in  12  and  14  days.  The  whole 
distance  from  the  mouth  of  the  River  St.  John  to  the  River 
St.  Lawrence  being  by  the  foregoing  computation  about 
300  miles. — Besides  the  great  extent  of  the  River  St. 
John,  there  are  several  very  large  branches  running  out 
out  01  It  particularly  on  the  eastern  side,  such  as  the  Kenebeccasins, 
the  Washalamoic,  and  the  Grand  Lake.  There  is  also  an  infinite 
number  of  rivers,  falling  into  it,  more  perhaps  than  into  any 
river  in  America,  some  of  them  very  extensive,  communicating  to 
the  eastward  with  diff'erent  bays  in  the  Gulf  of  St,  Lawrence, 
and  to  the  westward  with  Pasamaquody,  and  several  Bays  in  the 
New  England  States,  as  far  as  Penobscot — circnmtances  which 
must  prove  very  advantageous  when  the  country  becomes  settled  and 
cultivated.  Such  a  number  of  lakes  and  rivers  discharging  into 
the  St,  John,  must,  of  course,  make  a  vast  body  of  water.  This, 
the  original  or  Indian  name  of  the  River  (Orastook)  implies, 
signifying  a  great  collection  of  water ;  and  here  I  would  observe 
that,  the  bar  which  has  been  described  at  the  mouth  of  this  river, 
and  which  at  first  sight  appears  an  evil,  I  am  persuaded  is  an 
advantage,  for  by  checking  the  impetuosity  of  the  Bay  of  Fundy 
tide,  that  which  flows  over  the  bar  becomes  so  moderate  as  to 
render  the  river  at  all  times  navigable  either  up  or  down.  This  is 
not  the  case  with  any  of  the  other  rivers  falling  into  the  Bay  of 
Fundy  which  are  aflfected  by  that  irresistible  tide.  In  a  river  of 
this  extent  a  variety  of  soil  must  be  expected,  but  as  it  is  not  my 
business  at  present  to  enter  into  a  minute  description,  I  shall  speak 
of  it  in  general  terms ;  For  the  first  thirty  miles,  the  borders  of 
the  river  are  high,  rocky  and  barren.  The  lands  mostly  burned, 
and  scarcely  any  settlements  on  them.  From  hence  the  banks 
become  in  general  low,  and  in  the  spring  of  the  year  are  occa- 
sionally overflowed,  such  lands  in  this  country  are  called  Interval 
Lands,  and  are  exceedingly  rich.  From  hence  the  river  has  been 
laid  out  on  both  sides,  into  different  Townships  for  about  40  miles 
higher  up  and  almost  all  the  lands  granted  away,  though  there  are 
very  few  settlements  except  in  the  Township  of  Maugerville,  which 
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is  on  the  east  side  and  has  about  18  miles  front  on  the  river,  tole- 
rably well  inhabited,  but  the  people,  poor  and  indolent,  have 
cultivated  only  those  Interval  Lands,  which  being  easily  cleared, 
and  the  soil  inexhaustible,  they  have  drawn  a  subsistence  from  the 
Bpots  they  first  cleared.  From  where  the  banks  become  low,  there  are 
several  islands  in  the  river,  forming  almost  a  chain  ;  these  islands 
are  all  of  this  Interval  Land,  are  very  rich  and  valuable,  some  of 
them  containing  three  or  four  hundred  acres  of  land.  The  Town- 
ship of  Sunbury  on  tho  west  side  of  the  river  was  the  last  laid  out, 
and  the  lands  generally  granted  as  high  as  St.  Ann's  Point,  about 
90  miles  up  the  River  ;  and  although  I  have  already  said  they  are 
very  thinly  settled,  yet  very  small  portions,  indeed,  have  been 
escheated  in  favour  of  the  Loyalists.  The  country,  however,  from 
St.  Ann's  Point,  np  to  the  G-roat  Falls,  is  not  at  all  inferior,  abound- 
ing with  islands,  interval,  and  all  the  advantages  of  the  lower 
country,  excepting  that  the  navigation  must  be  carried  on  in  very 
flat  boats,  and  that  it  is  so  much  further  from  the  mouth  of 
the  river,  circumstances  which  have  proved  very  unfavourable  to 
settling  the  Loyalists.  There  is  a  great  deal  of  valuable  timber  on 
the  river  St.  John,  though  not  much  oak,  nor  mast-wood;  but  in 
some  of  the  rivers  falling  into  it,  very  fine  masts  are  still  to  be  found ; 
to  the  preservation  of  which  timely  attention  should  be  paid.  Upon 
the  whole,  notwithstanding  the  difficulties  which  from  the  descrip- 
tion given  must  attend  the  first  settlers  upon  the  upper  parts  of 
this  river,  it  must,  in  the  end,  become  the  most  flourishing,  as  well 
as  permanent  part  of  the  Province. 
Petcadiac  I  shall  now  proceed  to  the  Petcudiao.    This  likewise  is  a  very 

T&rer,  considerable  river,  but  not  comparable  to  the  River  St.  John,  nor 

is  it  so  well  known.  It  is  large  and  deep  for  some  distance  inta 
the  country,  but  the  tide  rising  to  such  an  extraordinary  height 
renders  even  the  passage  of  boats  precarious.  About  20  miles  up 
this  river  which  rises  nearly  in  a  north  direction,  a  large  branch 
goes  off  west,  and  communicates  within  a  distance  of  two  miles 
with  the  Kenebeccasins,  a  river  falling  into  the  St.  John,  at  its 
union  with  which  is  a  great  bay  or  lake.  The  distance  through 
the  country  traversed  by  these  two  rivers,  and  nearly  p'krallel  to  the 
coast,  is  between  70  and  80  miles  : — ^Thore  is  another  coneiderable 
river,  the  Memraracook  which  also  falls  into  Chigneoto  Bay,  near 
the  mouth  of  the  Petcudiac,  and  about  ten  miles  to  the  westward  is 
the  Shepody  River. 
Rivers  falling  I  have  next  to  name  the  rivers  falling  into  the  Gulf  of  St.  Law- 
into  the  Gulf  rence,  but  as  I  had  not  an  opportunity  of  visiting  that  part  of  the 
renee  ^*^"  ^^^^^>  ^^^*  of  receiving  such  information  respecting  them  as  I  could 
trust  to,  I  shall  speak  of  them  only  in  general  terms.  In  all  the 
bays  before  named  lying  from  the  Gut  of  Canso  to  Bay  Chaieurs, 
there  are  rivers,  too  many  to  be  enumerated,  and  some  very  con- 
siderable ones,  particularly  in  the  Bay  of  Mirimichi  and  Bay 
Chaieurs, — into  the  latter  falls  the  Eestigouche,  the  boundary  river 
between  the  Provinces  of  Nova  Scotia  and  Canada.  Upon  many  of 
these  rivers  there  are  old  settlements,  and  from  what  I  saw  at  Bay 
Verte  and  Pictou  Harbours,  the  only  parts  of  this  coast  I  had  an 
opportunity  of  visiting,  which  I  did  by  crossing  the  Isthmus,  there 
is  a  great  deal  of  valuable  timber.  At  the  latter  I  saw  very  large 
masts,  which  I  am  told  are  to  be  found  upon  all  the  principal  rivers. 
Besides  other  fish,  these  rivers  abound  with  salmon  ;  great  quantities 
of  which  are  cured  for  exportation.  Oysters  are  likewise  found  upon 
this  part  of  the  coast.  A  little  to  the  south-east  of  Bay  Verte  is  the 
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Tignish  Eiver,  which,  though  not  considerable,  yet  as  rising 
within  two  miles  of  the  Messaguash,  the  river  before  named,  which 
80  nearly  traverses  the  Isthmus,  is  worthy  of  obsei-vation.  and  sug- 
gests the  idea  of  opening  a  water  communication  between  the  Gulf  of 
St.  Lawrence  and  the  Bay  of  Fundy.  This,  notwithstanding  the 
Burprising  difference  of  the  rise  of  the  tides  in  these  two  seas,  which 
in  the  latter  is  upwards  of  60  feet,  and  in  the  former  not  more  than 
seven  or  eight,  would,  I  am  of  opinion,  be  attended  with  good 
effects.  It  appears,  upon  inspection,  that  these  two  rivers  at  their 
sources,  where  the  waters  are  almost  at  rest,  are  nearly  upon  the 
same  level,  and  as  both  these  rivers  are  affected  by  their  proper  tides, 
the  conclusion  is,  that  the  two  seas  likewise  at  high  water  are  not 
far  from  being  upon  the  same  level ;  a  communication  therefore 
might  be  opened  between  them,  and  if  a  canal  were  cut  the  depth 
of  eight  feet,  which  is  the  rise  of  the  t'de  in  the  Gulf  of  St.  Law- 
rence, it  would  produce  an  almost  constant  discharge  into  the  Bay 
of  Fundy.  Besides  the  many  and  great  advantages  which  would 
result  to  the  country  from  such  a  communication,  the  constant  dis- 
charge of  water  into  the  Bay  of  Fundy  might,  in  some  degree, 
check  the  prodigious  rise  of  tide  there.  This,  however,  might  bo  ascer- 
tained by  taking  the  levels,  which  my  time  would  not  permit. 

It  remains  yet  to  speak  of  the  St.  Oroix  Eiver  or  western  Bound- 
ary, between  the  Province  of  Nova  Scotia,  and  the  easternmost  of 
the  American  States,  which  is  far  from  being  explicitly  described 
in  the  Treaty  of  Peace,  and,  it  is  presumed  that  no  timia  should  be 
lost  in  ascertaining  an  object  of  so  much  importance.  Into  Great 
Pasamaquody  Bay,  which  has  before  been  named,  three  rivers  fall 
each  of  them  called  by  different  Geographers  and  Surveyors  St. 
Croix : — I  shall  speak  of  them  separately  under  their  original  or 
Indian  names,  according  to  the  best  information  I  could  collect  upon 
the  spot,  having  been  disappointed  in  my  intentions  of  exploring 
them  particularly.  The  western,  or  Copscook,  which  falls  into  a 
Branch  of  Pasamaquody  Bay,  is  considerable,  rising  from  about 
20  miles  up  the  country,  and  is  divided  into  such  a  number  of  small 
streams  as  to  render  its  sources  doubtful:  This  river,  however, 
fcpppears  by  records  in  the  Province  of  Nova  Scotia,  to  have  been 
the  boundary  between  that  Province,  and  the  Territory  of  Sagada- 
hoe  in  the  Province  of  Massachusets  Bay.  The  middle  St.  Croix  or 
Scodiac,  falls  into  the  great  Bay  of  Pasamaquody,  and  is  by  much 
the  most  considerable  of  these  rivers.  It  comes  from  a  large  lake 
which  lies  in  a  north-west  direction  between  40  and  50  miles  up 
the  country,  from  whence  the  principal  branch  rises  in  a  more 
western  course  a  great  way  into  the  country,  but  how  far  to  its  source 
I  could  not  with  precision  learn.  At  the  height  of  about  15  miles 
up  this  river  are  fulls  or  rather  i-apids^-occasioning  a  portage  or 
carrying  place  of  three-quarters  of  a- mile,  above  which  it  is  naviga- 
ble for  flat  boats  and  canoes  upwards  of  40  miles  to  the  lake  before 
mentioned.  The  eastern  St  Croix  or  the  Majiggadewy,  which  also 
falls  into  thegreat  Bay  of  Pasamaquody,  isless  considerable  than  the 
Scodiac,  and  is  drawn  from  some  lakes  near  the  banks  of  the  river 
St.  John,  and  has  different  communications  with  that  river.  It  will 
therefore  appear  from  what  has  been  said,  that  the  middle  river  or 
Scodiac,  not  only  from  being  bo  much  the  most  considerable  and 
consequently  the  best  natural  boundary,  but  from  its  western  coarse 
is  the  mo8t  favourable  to  the  interests  of  Groat  Britain,  as  securing 
infinitely  the  greatest  tract  of  country,  for  as  the  Copscook  rises 
but  a  liiLle  way,  upon   applying  the  line  North  from  its  source — 
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as  directed  in  the  Treaty  of  Peace — not  only  all  the  upper  country 
lying  upon  the  Scodiac  would  be  lost,  but  the  greatest  part  of  the 
upper  and  best  lands  upon  the  river  St.  John  likewise  : — This  it  ia 
presumed  could  never  have  been  intended,  and  appears  to  have 
been  occasioned  by  a  want  of  that  geographical  knowledge  so 
necessary  in  drawing  boundaries  between  Powers,  who  have 
been  at  war ;  in  doing  which,  rivers,  or  other  distinct  and 
natural  features  should  be  sought  after,  instead  of  having  recourse 
to  imaginary  lines.  I  cannot  helo  extending  this  observation  some- 
what further.  About  50  leagues  to  the  westward  of  Pasamaquody, 
is  the  Kenebec  Eiver,  the  old  boundary  between  the  Province  of 
Main  and  Sagadahoe,  which  latter  has  scarcely  been  considered  as 
belonging  to  the  American  States,  having  never  or  very  irregularly 
paid  taxes  nor  performed  service,  and  is  thinly  inhabited  by  persons 
who  withdrew  themselves  to  avoid  both.  This  is  not  only  a  very 
considefable  river  rendered  notorious  by  Arnold's  Expedition  into 
Canada,  but  rises  so  high  as  to  meet  within  a  degree  of  latitude  the 
Kiver  Chaudiere,  which  falls  into  the  St.  Lawrence  nearly  opposite 
to  Qaebec,  a  circumstance  so  favourable  to  both  Provinces,  as 
seems  to  have  pointed  it  out  as  the  best  and  most  natural  boundary 
between  the  British  Colonies  and  the  American  States ;  besidea 
what  has  been  said  of  the  condition  and  disposition  of  the  few  Ameri- 
cans settled  in  the  Territory  Sagadahoe,  at  the  time  the  Provisional 
Treaty  was  made,  there  was  a  British  Military  Post  established  at 
Penobscot  in  the  very  heart  of  that  country,  and  a  number  of 
refugees  settled  in  it,  who  have  lost  their  labour  and  been  obliged 
to  abandon  their  settlements  in  that  neighbourhood.  After  these 
observations,  to  speak  of  the  value  of  the  lands  and  the  more  valuable 
timber,  would  lengthen  the  digression  and  might  be  considered  out 
of  place. 

The  appearance  of  this  Province  from  the  sea,  has  already,  in 
part  been  described.  It  is  universally  high,  bold,  rocky,  and  such 
as  is  commonly  called  an  ironbound  shore.  The  lands,  too,  near 
the  coast,  particularly  on  the  south  east  side  lying  on  the  Atlantic, 
are  very  stony  and  barren.  They  are  covered,  however,  with  trees, 
most  of  which  are  evergreens,  such  as  spruce,  pine,  &c. ;  but  there 
is  very  little  valuable  wood  near  the  coast.  The  interior  of  this 
country  is  so  much  unknown,  that  very  little  description  can  be 
given  of  it.  It  may,  without  impropriety,  be  said,  that  in  the  whole 
Peninsula  there  is  only  one  road,  that  leading  from  Halifax  to  "Wind- 
sor, through  Cornwallis  and  Horton  to  Annapolis  Boyal,  a  distance 
of  about  135  miles.  And  this  cannot  be  considered  as  penetrating 
into  the  country  further  than  Horton,  which  is  about  60  miles,  as 
afterwards  the  road  runs  parallel  to,  and  very  near  the  coast  of  the 
Bay  of  Fundy.  The  soil  and  surface,  as  far  as  can  be  judged  of  from 
the  road,  which  is  through  a  continuation  of  wood,  after  going 
15  or  16  miles  fi-om  Halifax,  begin  to  be  good,  and  continue  improv- 
ing all  the  way  to  Windsor.  The  country  adjoining  to  which,  in- 
cluding the  Townships  of  Falmouth  and  Newport,  is  very  fertile,  a 
good  deal  cultivated,  and  produces  all  the  European  grain  in  as  great 
abundance,  and  hay  in  a  greater,  than  most  countries  in  America. 
Indian  corn  is  likewise  raised  here,  and  a  variety  of  pulse,  which, 
with  all  sorts  of  roots  and  vegetables,  are  remarkably  good.  The 
country  about  Horton  and  Cornwallis  still  excels  that  of  Windsor, 
both  in  original  soil  and  in  cultivation.  They  have  here  the  com- 
mon fruits  of  apples,  pears,  plumbs  and  cherries,  all  which  thrive  so 
well,  as  to  prove  that  cultivation  only  is  wanted  to  raise  the  varioua 
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fruits  of  Europe,  or  those  of  the  northern  parts  of  America.  Nor  is 
the  soil  at  all  inferior  of  the  other  Townships  of  Truro,  Onslow  and 
Londonderry,  which  have  before  been  mentioned  as  lying  on  the 
Cobbiquid,  at  the  head  of  the  Bason  of  Mines;  but  these  lands  are 
not  80  far  advanced  in  cultivation.  From  Horton  to  Annapolis 
Eoyal,  a  distance  from  60  to  70  miles,  the  surface  is  in  general  good ; 
but  <he  soil  for  the  first  20  miles,  till  the  road  meets  the  Annapolis 
River,  is  sandy  and  sterile.  This  road,  as  has  been  before  observed, 
runs  nearly  parallel  to  the  coast  of  the  Bay  of  Fundy,  and  is  not  any 
•where  distant  above  15  miles,  and  as  soon  as  it  meets  the  Annapolis 
Eiver,  is  traced  nearly  parallel  to  that  likewise.  Between  the  An- 
napolis Eiver  and  the  shore  of  t^e  Bay  of  Fundy,  is  a  vast  ridge  of 
mountains,  terminating  to  the  south-westward  at  Annapolis  Gut,  of 
which  it  forms  one  side,  and  to  the  north-eastward  at  Cape  Blow- 
medown.  This  ridge,  which  seems  to  rise  immediately  out  of  the 
sea,  and  is  at  the  Gut  of  Annapolis  very  high,  rises  gradually  to 
Cape  Biowmedown.  where,  as  has  been  before  observed,  it  forms  one 
side  of  the  entrance  into  the  Bason  of  Mines,  and  is  remarkable  for 
having  two  such  passages  through  it,  the  shores  of  which  are  per- 
pendicular, and  of  a  prodigious  depth.  This  ridge,  which  may  be 
considered  as  a  barrier,  and  shelters  all  the  north  side  of  the  Penin- 
sula, falls  so  gradually  towards  the  Annapolis  Eiver,  as  to  be  capa- 
ble of  cultivation,  to  which  the  soil  invites.  It  is,  at  present,  en- 
tirely covered  with  wood,  mostly  birch  and  maple,  which  hve  distin- 
guished in  this  country  by  the  appellation  of  hard  woods,  and 
generally  denote  a  good  soil.  Before  I  quit  this  ridge,  I  would  ob- 
serve that  the  long  narrow  neck  which  forms  the  Bay  of  St.  Mary, 
before  named,  appears  to  be  a  continuation  of  it,  cut  through  only 
by  the  narrow  Gut  of  Annapolis,  which  is  about  three  quarters  of  a 
mile  broad.  St.  Mary's  Bay  is  separated  from  the  Bason  of  Annapo- 
lis, by  a  narrow  isthmus  of  about  tive  miles,  on  which  are  some  in- 
considerable  settlements  of  the  Acadians. 

Out  of  the  road  leading  to  Windsor  a  path  has  been  opened 
through  the  wood  to  the  Cobbiquid,  communicating  with  the 
towns  already  named  in  that  neighbourhood,  and  from  thence 
through  the  Township  of  Amherst  to  Cumberland,  by  means  of 
which,  cattle  have  been  driven  upon  the  snow,  when  frozen,  to 
Halifax.  Such  other  openings  have  likewise  been  made  from  the 
head  of  the  Cobbiquid  to  Pictou  and  Tatmegouche  Harbours.  These 
cannot  be  called  roads,  being  simply  cuts  through  the  wood,  with 
trees  marked  to  discover  them,  which  sei-ve,  however,  to  show  the 
country  is  fit  for  and  would  amply  repay  the  labour  of  cultivation. 
Wherever  the  wood  has  baen  cleared  an  excellent  grass  springs  up, 
which  fattens  cattle,  and  produces  as  rich  milk  and  as  good  butter 
as  in  any  country  whatever.  There  are,  besides,  some  inconsider- 
able paths  in  different  parts  of  the  coast  communicating  from  one 
bay  to  another,  but  not  such  as  at  all  discover  the  interior  part  of 
the  country,  which,  from  the  ruggedness  of  the  surface,  the  thick- 
ness of  the  woods,  innumerable  lakes  and  difficulties  arising  from 
climate,  is  little  known.  But  perhaps  the  negligence  and  supine- 
ness  of  the  inhabitants  may  have  contributed  more  to  this  ignor- 
ance than  all  the  rest,  for  among  them  I  have  found  very  few  who 
have  even  traversed  the  Peninsula,  though  it  is  nowhere  above  75 
miles  across.  From  Annapolis  Eoyal  to  Liverpool  (which  is  on  the 
south-east  coast,  and  about  23  leagues  to  the  westward  of  Halifax) 
the  country  has  been  traversed  the  greatest  part  of  the  way  in  a 
birch  canoe,  going  up  a  small  river  near  Annapolis,  called  Allan '» 
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Eiver,  for  about  12  miles  to  a  lake,  and  by  communications  front 
lake  to  lake  to  the  head  of  Liverpool  River,  which  runs  out  of  a 
large  lake,  called  Panuke,  that  is  10  or  12  miles  across,  the  length 
lying  east  and  west,  or  longitudinally  as  to  the  Peninsula.  From 
this  lake  down  the  river  to  Liverpool  is  about  20  miles.  The  whole 
journey  was  performed  in  four  days ;  the  several  carrying  places, 
being  ten  or  twelve  in  number,  amounting  together  in  length  to 
about  18  miles.  The  banks  of  these  rivers  and  lakes  are  described 
as  rich  lands,  bearing,'among  other  hard  woods,  large  red  oak,  and 
the  grass  remarkably  luxuriant.  The  country  from  Port  Roseway 
to  Annapolis  Bason  has  been  traversed —first  by  going  up  a  small 
river  from  the  head  of  the  former  harbour,  and  from  lake  to  lake  to 
the  distance  of  45  miles,  done  in  a  flat  boat  pushed  up  against  the 
stream  with  poles.  From  hence  the  surface  is  described  as  rugged, 
rocky,  cut  with  a  number  of  rivers  communicating  with  innumer- 
able lakes,  till  towards  the  approach  of  the  opposite  shore  and  the 
head  of  the  rivers  falling  into  the  Bay  of  Fundy,  when  the  soil 
becomes  better,  producing  hard  woods  and  red  oak  timber.  The 
surface  likewise,  though  rather  steep,  is  capable  of  cultivation.  This 
having  been  the  first  attempt,  the  account  of  the  country  is  but- 
imperfect.  The  distance  travelled,  by  computation,  was  somewhat 
about  100  miles,  which,  from  bad  weather  and  other  obstructions 
common  through  a  country  entirely  in  wood,  and  so  much  cut  with 
rivers  and  kkes,  employed  fourteen  days.  Upon  the  whole  it 
appears  that  towards  the  centre  of  the  Peninsula  are  the  largest 
lakes — that  these  generally  take  the  course  of  the  Peninsula,  nearly- 
east  and  west,  that  they  supply  the  rivers,  and  that  there  are 
various  communications  between  them. 

Still  less  is  known  of  the  nature  of  the  country  on  the  continental 
part  of  the  Province,  for  excep*;  at  the  mouth  of  the  St.  John's 
River,  where  a  few  hundred  acres  only  have  been  cleared,  the  sur- 
face of  which  is  very  stony,  the  whole  is  a  scene  of  wood,  and  that 
so  thick,  that  it  is  neither  possible  to  describe  the  soil,  nor  the  sur- 
face. Of  the  former  some  idea  may  be  formed  by  the  great 
luxuriancy  of  the  natural  productions.  Besides  the  vast  quantity 
of  standing  wood,  the  surface  is  covered  with  trees  which  have 
decayed  and  fallen.  And  the  moss  growing  upon  these  and  running 
from  one  to  another  entirely  covers,  for  large  tracts  together,  the 
surface  of  the  earth  and  not  only  renders  it  difficult  to  judge  of  the 
soil,  but  occasions  infinite  labour  in  clearing  the  land.  There  is 
another  appearance  common  throughout  the  Province.  V^ast  tracts 
of  what  is  called  burned  lands,  having  standing  wood  upon  them  that 
is  dead.  When  the  moss  before  described  is  dry,  it  easily  takes  fire, 
which  running  according  to  the  direction  of  the  wind,  frequently  for 
an  huadred  miles  together,  destroys  the  trees  and  every  thing  it 
meets,  and  is  supposed  greatly  to  injure  the  lands.  This  evil  is 
common  all  through  America,  and  has  produced  the  worst  eflfects. 
These  fires  have  been  oftentimes  occasioned  by  the  carelessness  of 
the  Indians  and  probably  sometimes  by  lightning,  as  they  have 
been  known  to  break  out  in  the  most  unfrequented  parts.  The  soil 
and  produce  having  been  already  partially  mentioned,  and  reasons 
assigned  for  not  saying  much  more  at  present  of  the  former,  I  shall 
proceed  to  collect,  as  far  as  my  observation  has  gone,  the  various 
productions.  The  pasture  is  universally  good,  a  great  variety  of  the 
best  grasses  appearing  wherever  the  country  has  been  cleared.  It 
already  has  been  said  that  all  sorts  of  European  grain  are  produced 
here,  and,  where  the  lands  have  been  cultivated,  in  quantity  per  acre^ 
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and  in  weight  equal  to  most  parts  of  Europe.  Hemp  and  Flax  are 
likewise  produced,  and  so  are  very  fine  Hops.  Indian  Corn  grows 
too,  and  though  the  ears  are  not  so  large,  they  are  more  numerous 
than  in  the  Southern  climates,  and  it  is  much  cultivated  by  the 
poorer  inhabitants.    All  sorts  of  European  legumes  and  edible  roots 

Frnits.  are  produced  here,  and  they  are  remarkably  good.  Fruits  have  been 

but  little  cultivated,  though  in  the  old  French  settlements,  apples, 
pears,  plumbs  and  cherries  are  found,  and  prove  that  cultivation 
only  is  wanted.  The  woods  universally  afford  strawberries  and 
raspberries,  the  latter  in  the  utmost  abundance,  for  wherever  the 
woods  have  been  cleared,  the  raspberry  shrub  constantly  shoots  up 
and  the  fruit  is  excellent.  Wild  gooseberries,  wild  cherries,  cran- 
berries, and  all  the  more  common  berries  of  Europe  are  found  here, 

"Woods.  There  arc  of  the  various  sorts  of  spruce  and  pine,  of  birch,  maple, 

beech,  elm,  oak  and  ash,  but  not  much  valuable  timber  on  the 
Peninsula.  Up  the  Eiver  St.  John,  and  many  of  the  other  large 
rivers,  some  white  oak  is  to  be  found,  but  in  no  great  quantity. 
There  is  mast  wood  upon  them  all,  and  upon  some  very  large,  and 
in  great  abundance.  To  the  medicinal  woods  I  did  not  pay  much 
attention.  Saisaparilla  is  common,  however,  all  through  the  Pro- 
vince. The  maple  of  this  country  yields,  by  a  very  simple  process, 
most  excellent  sugar,  little,  if  at  all,  inferior  to  that  produced  from 
the  cane,  and  Iho  same  tree  will  yield  for  eight  or  ten  years  suc- 
cessively. 

Anunals;'  The  oxen  and  sheep  of  this  country  yield  the  best  of  meat,  from 

the  excellence  oi  the  pasture,  better  than  in  most  parts  of  America, 
and  the  country  in  general  seems  very  proper  for  grazing.  It  is 
also  favourable  for  breeding  horses,  and  there  is  a  strong,  useful 
race  of  them  at  present  raised  here.  The  most  valuable  of 
the  wild  animals  is  the  moose  deer,  which  is  in  great 
abundance.  The  vast  size  of  this  animal,  and  the  excellence 
of  its  meat  prove  a  great  resource  to  the  Indians  and  poorer  inhabit- 
ants, who  dry  the  flesh  without  salt,  so  as  to  keep  it  the  year  round. 
There  are  but  few  of  the  caribou,  and  still  fewer  of  the  smaller  deer 
now  left  in  the  Province.  There  is  an  abundance  of  hares,  an 
animal  that  in  its  appearance,  and  in  the  taste  of  its  flesh,  seems  to 
partake  of  both  the  hare  and  the  rabbit  of  Europe.  The  black  bear 
is  common,  and  when  young,  the  flesh  is  eaten,  either  fresh,  salted 
or  dried ;  the  fat  melted  and  clarified  is  a  good  substitute  for  oil, 
and  their  skins  are  valuable.  The  peltry  is  inconsiderable,  and  the 
few  Indians  remaining  on  the  Peninsula  neglect  to  take  even  the 
little  there  is.  In  the  northern  part  of  the  Province  joining  to 
Canada,  some  valuable  furs  are  still  to  be  found,  but  the  Indians, 
during  the  late  war,  brought  very  little  to  market.  There  are  no 
animals  in  this  Province  dangerous  to  the  human  species,  nor  are 
there  any  noxious  reptiles. 

BirdB.  There  is  a  great  variety,  as  well  as  abundance,  of  water  fowl,  and 

a  vast  many  of  the  birch  and  spruce  partridges  in  the  woods.  Theso 
birds  in  size,  plumage  and  nature,  especially  the  former  sort,  aro 
more  like  the  European  pheasant  than  partridge,  and  are  delicious 
eating.  The  flesh  of  the  former  is  white,  of  the  latter  brown,  and 
somewhat  like  the  grouse  of  Europe.  There  is  no  great  variety  of  j 
other  birds,  except  of  the  Falcon  genus. 

Fish.  Of  fish.  I  have   already  said,   this  cocst  abounds  in  the  greatest 

degree.     Cod,  mackerel,   Bhad    and   salmon  may  be  exported  from" 
this  Province  with  as  much  advantage  as  from  any  pari  of  America, 
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nor  is  its  situation  less  advantageous  for  the  whalo  fishery.    The 
rivers  and  lakes  likewise  afford  an  abundance  of  fish. 

I  have  yet  to  add  that  iron  and  copper  ores  have  been  found  in 
the  neighbourhood  of  the  Bason  of  Mines,  from  whence  it  probably 
took  its  name ;  and  that  coals  are  found  in  different  parts  of  the 
Province.  In  Chignecto  Bay,  and  near  to  Fort  Cumberland,  there 
is  excellent  coal  within  eighteen  inches  of  the  surface  of  the  earth, 
with  which  the  people  in  that  neighbourhood  supply  themselves. 
Upon  the  St.  John's  Eiver,  coals  have  likewise  been  found,  and  as 
the  country  becomes  cleared  and  better  known,  it  is  presumed  mqre 
coal  will  be  discovered  to  supply  fuel  in  place  of  the  wood  cut  down. 
In  different  parts  of  the  Province,  but  particularly  up  the  St.  John'a 
River,  there  is  an  abundance  of  lime  stone,  and  there  is  also  a  kind 
of  coarse  marble ;  and  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Halifax  the  true 
moor  stone  and  tolerably  good  slate.  Bricks  are  made  all  over  th© 
Province ;  and  upon  the  St.  Croix  Eiver,  near  Windsor,  the  Shub- 
enaccady,  in  the  Grut  of  Canso,  and  in  some  other  parts  of  the  Pro- 
vince, there  are  vast  quantities  of  plaster  of  Paris ;  the  harder  sort 
has  been  used  and  makes  excellent  plaster,  and  the  softer  kind  is  in 
great  demand  in  Pennsylvania  as  manure,  for  which  a  considerable 
quantity  has  been  exported  thither. 

The  climate  is  perhaps  the  greatest  natural  evil  attending  this 
country.  The  winters  are  long  and  severe,  and  the  weather  ex- 
tremely inconstant.  The  snow  does  not  lie  upon  the  ground  here 
as  in  Canada,  to  preserve  the  winter  grain,  which  by  frequent  thaws 
and  frosts  is  injured,  as  are  all  sorts  of  plants.  The  weather,  even 
in  the  summer,  is  very  uncertain  and  liable  to  great  and  sudden 
changes;  yet  the  climate  is  remarkably  healthy,  and  this  Province 
affords  as  striking  instances  of  longevity  a^  any  upon  the  Continent 
of  America.  The  summers  though  short,  are  wonderfully  pro- 
ductive and  vegetation  stronger  and  more  rapid  than  in  most  other 
parts  of  the  world.  The  autumns  are  serene  and  moderate,  and  the 
winters  come  on  by  degrees,  though  the  summers  do  not,  for  there 
is  no  spring ;  nor  is  the  inconstancy  of  the  weather,  when  fairly 
considered,  peculiar  to  Nova  Scotia,  for  upon  the  sea  coast  of  the 
whole  Continent,  the  transitions  from  heat  to  cold  are  very  sudden  j 
and  when  the  interior  of  this  country  comes  to  bo  settled  there  is 
no  doubt  but  this  evil  will  diminish  here,  as  it  has  done  elsewhere. 
Fogs  are  very  prevalent  upon  all  the  coasts,  particularly  in  the  Bay 
of  Fandy,  and  prove  very  unfriendly  to  ships  approaching,  but 
being  most  common  in  the  summer  season,  they  are  of  course  less 
dangerous.  In  the  winter,  indeed,  this  is  not  a  coast  to  navigate 
upon.  These  fogs,  which  come  in  from  the  sea,  are  not  found  to  be 
at  all  unwholesome.  There  is  a  vast  deal  of  rain  falls  upon  the 
coast,  but  this,  from  the  same  cause,  is  common  to  most  countries 
lying  upon  the  Atlantic  Ocean. 

The  extent  of  this  Province,  beginning,  as  before,  with  the 
Peninsula,  from  the  north-east  to  the  south-west,  the  greatest 
length,  is  about  225  miles;  and  the  greatest  breadth,  which  is  nearly 
north  and  south  about  75  miles,  containing,  by  calculation,  16,271 
square  miles.  There  are,  in  different  parts  of  the  Province,  about 
36,000  acres  of  cleared  up  lands,  and  24,000  acres  of  marsh  land 
diked  in,  making  together  about  60,000  acres  under  cultivation. 
The  extent  and  contents  of  that  part  lying  on  the  Continent,  can- 
not be  ascertained  with  the  same  precision  till  the  boundaries  are 
better    established.     There  may  be  about  27,000  square  miles, 
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making  the  whole  contents  of  the  Province  upwards  of  43,000  square 
miles. 

The  old  inhabitants,  whom  I  shall  first  name,  separately  fromtlie 
disbanded  troops  and  loyalists,  which  have  come  since  the  late  war, 
are  computed  at  about  fourteen  thousand,  exclusive  of  Acadians  and 
Indians.  Of  the  former,  who  are  the  remains  of  the  old  French  in- 
habitants, and  are  dispersed  all  over  the  Province,  there  are  about 
one  hundred  families  ;  of  the  latter  about  three  hundred  men  of  the 
tribe  of  Mickmacks,  the  original  Indian  of  the  Peninsula;  and  upon 
the  rivers  St.  John  and  the  Scodiac  about  one  hundred  dnd  forty 
men  of  the  tr.be  ot  Mareshites ;  but  as  I  could  not  obtain  such  in- 
formation upon  this  head  as  I  wiah,  the  computation  may  not  be 
strictly  correct.  Before  I  proceed  to  give  the  number  of  the  dis- 
banded troops  and  loyalists,  it  may  not  be  improper  to  ob.^erve  that 
a  gi'eat  part  of  the  old  inhabitants,  especially  the  wealthy  ones,  are 
from  New  England,  and  that  they  discovered,  during  the  late  war, 
the  same  sentiments  which  prevailed  in  that  country.  I  think  it 
necessary  to  add  that  the  Legislature  is  principally  composed  of 
these  men,  and  that  some  of  the  higher  public  offices  are  at  present 
filled  with  the  most  notorious  of  such  characters. 

The  number  of  new  inahabitants,  viz ,  the  disbanded  troops  and 
Loyalists  who  came  into  this  Province  since  the  peace,  I  shall  be 
able  to  give  with  precision,  the  whole  having  been  mustered  in  the 
Summer  of  1784,  in  order  to  ascertain  the  nunaber  entitled  to  the 
Royal  bounty  of  provisions.  The  following  Return  will  not  only 
show  the  number  of  men,  women  and  children,  but  the  different 
parts  of  the  Province  in  which  they  are  settling,  and  here  I  am 
sorry  to  add  that  a  very  small  proportion,  indeed,  of  these  people 
are  yet  upon  their  lands,  owing  to  different  causes — First— their 
arriving  very  late  in  the  season.  Secondly — timely  provision  not 
having  been  made  by  escheating  and  laying  out  lands,  in  which 
great  delays  and  irregularities  have  happened.  Thirdly — a  sufficient 
number  of  surveyors  not  having  been  employed,  but  lastly  and 
principally,  the  want  of  foresight  and  wisdom  to  make  necessary 
arrangements,  and  steadiness  to  carry  them  into  execution,  the  evils 
arising  irom  which,will  be  felt  for  a  long  time  to  come,  not  only  by 
the  individuals,  but  by  Grovernment,  for  if  these  poor  people  who, 
from  want  of  land  to  cultivate  and  raise  a  subsistence  to  themselves, 
are  not  fed  by  Grovornment  for  a  considerable  time  longer,  they  must 
perish.  They  have  no  other  country  to  go  to—no  other  asylum. 
They  have  hitherto  been  mostly  employed  in  building  towns  At  the 
principal  settlements.  At  Port  Roseway  and  the  mouth  of  the 
River  St.  John,  astonishing  towns  have  been  raised,  and  in  less  time, 
perhap.o,  than  was  ever  known  in  any  country  before.  It  is,  how- 
ever, much  to  be  lamented  such  great  exertions  had  not  been  more 
profitably  directed  in  cultivating  their  lands,  for  besides  loss  of  time, 
they  have  wasted  their  substance  in  that  which  can  never  prove 
profitable  to  themselves  or  useful  to  the  country.

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The  Indians  are  not  enumerated,  nor  can  tbey  be  considered  as 
making  any  part  of  the  commanity. 

This  Return  inclades  the  Negroes,  whose  numbers  are  about 
3,000,  but  as  tbey  have  not  been  distinguished  from  the  other 
Loyalists,  I  cannot  give  their  number  with  precision. 

Among  the  people  mustered  and  included  in  this  Return,  there 
are  1,590  who  are  not  considered  as  entitled  to  the  Royal   bounty 
of  provisions ;  and  the  childi'on  under  ton  years  of  age  draw  but 
half  a  ration. 
PortRoseway  I  have  yet  to  describe  the  Harbours  of  Halifax  and  Port  Roso- 

Harbonr.         ii^ay — the  latter  is  situated  three  leagues  and  a  half  to  the  eastward 
of  Cape  Sable.     It  is  strongly  marked  by  the  high  lands  near  it, 

{)articularly  Cape  Negroe,  is  easy  of  access,  deep,  spacious,  perfectly 
and  locked,  and  in  9II  respects  a  good  harbour.     At  the  entrance 
lies  Roseneath  Island,  about  three  miles  long  and  one  and  a  half 
broad,  making  two  passages,  the  easternmost  of  which  only  is  navi- 
gable.    This  island  and  the  shoals  in  the  westernmost   (commonly 
called  the  falls)  passage  contribute  much  to  shelter  the  harbour 
from  the  southerly  winds,  which  are  very  heavy  upon  this  coast* 
After  passing  the  island  the  passage  contracts  to  about  1,400  yards 
across,  and  then  gradually  opens  into  a  spacious  harbour  which  ter- 
minates in    two   branches,  the    northeast  one    extending    in  that 
direction  eight  miles,  having  five  and  six  fathom  water  nearly  to 
the  very  head,  where  the  new  town  of  Shelburne  is  built.     To  give 
a  better  idea  of  this  harbour,  a  chart  of  it  is  subjoined  to  the  Report 
No.  1.     To  this  place  some  of  the  first  refugees  who  left  New  York 
came,  and  perhaps  a  greater  progress  was  never  made  in  any  new 
settlement*     In  six  months  time  there  were  upwards  of  800  houses 
built,  and  most  of  them  of  the  very  wood  that  grew  where  the  town 
new  stands.     Here  ai  eat  present  from  1,400  to  1,500  houses,  and 
some  of  them  as  good  as  any  in  the  Province.     Upon  the  western- 
most point  of  the  Narrows  (now  called  Point  Carleton)  the  detach- 
ment of  artillery  that  went  with  the  first  settlers  took  post,  and  the 
artillery  stores  were  landed  there ;  good  log  barracks  have  since 
been  built  for  officers  and  100  men,  be&idcs  covering  for  all  the  mili- 
tary stores.     Upon  a  small  island  in  front  of,  and  close  to  the  town, 
three  large  framed  fctore  houses  have  been  erected,  capable  of  contain- 
ing provisions  for  upwards  of  seven  thousand  persons,  a  number  that 
has  been  victualled  there.     And  opposite  to  the  Town  of  Shelburne 
upon   the  torgue  of  land  that  divides  the  two   branches  of  the 
harbour,  and  which  has  been  recommended  to  be  preserved   for 
public  uses,  good  log  barracks  have  been  built  for  300  men,  and 
framed  buildings  for  a  proportionate  number  of  officers.     Several 
other  spots  and  points  of  land   have  been    recommended   to   be 
reserved  for  deferce,  which  are  maiked  in  the  chart  eubjoined  ;  but 
I  must  here  observe  that,  with  all  the  advaitages  attending  this 
harbour  I  do  not  think  it  an  eligible  one  in  a  military  view,  for 
though  there  is  a  fine  situation  for  careening  wharfs,  and  a  naval 
yard  upon  the  tongue  before  mentioned,  it  would  be  difficult  to 
defend  this  harbour  again e-t  a  superior  naval  force,  without  extensive 
and  expensive  works.     The  entrance  into  it  at  the  Narrows  is  toa 
wide  to  be  secured  by  batteries ;  nor  does  there  appear  any  single 
situation  within,  favourable  to  the  protection  of  naval  and  military 
arsenals.     For  a  place  of  trade,  however,  it  is  an  excellent  situation, 
and  should  it  ever  be  judged  proper  to  establish   a  free  port  in  iho 
Province,  I  think  this  the  most  eligible.   I  must  not  omit,  however^ 
to  observe  that  the  upper  part  of  the  harbour,  in  common  witlv 
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almost  all  upon  the  coast,  is  occasionally  frozen  over,  but  never 
below  the  Narrows,  and  as  there  is  no  quantity  of  back  water  there 
is  never  any  danger  from  floating  ice.  There  is  a  spot  just  within 
the  Narrows  which  has  been  recommended  to  be  reserved,  where  a 
town  would  have  been  very  advantageously  situated,  and  where 
wharfs  and  warehouses  may  still  be  built  in  a  part  of  the  harbour 
that  is  never  frozen,  and  not  too  remote  for  any  necessary  commu- 
nication with  the  present  town.  This  has  been  suggested  to  the 
Governor. 

I  now  come  to  Halifax,  the  seat  of  Government,  the  principal 
port,  where  there  is  a  naval  yard,  and  where  the  military  stores  of 
the  Province  are  deposited.  I  shall  first  describe  the  harbour. 
It  is  situated  about  midway  between  Cape  Canso  and  Cape  Sable,  is 
deep,  spacious,  and  easy  of  acceee.  It  is  somewhat  embayed,  but 
Sambro  Lighthouse,  near  the  westernmost  head,  marks  the  way  into 
it.  The  mouth  of  the  harbour  is  formed  to  the  eastward  by  Corn- 
wallis  Island,  and  to  the  westward  by  Point  Pleasant,  making  a 
passage  at  the  nearest  points  of  1,900  yards  wide,  and  2,400  yards 
higher  up  lies  George's  Island,  making  two  channels  into  the  har- 
bour, the  westernmost  which  is  nearest  to  the  town,  750  yards 
wide,  the  easternmost  1600  yards  ;  both  these  channels  are  equally 
good  for  ships  of  any  burden.  The  town,  which  is  situated  on  the 
western  side,  commences  at  the  point  nearest  to  George's  Island, 
and  is  built  parallel  to  the  coast  with  a  continuation  of  wharfs  ex- 
tending 2,400  yards  in  length,  where  the  naval  yard  is  situated. 
From  thence  to  the  entrance  into  the  Bason  is  3,'iOO  yards,  and  the^ 
whole  extent  from  Geor5:e'8  Island  to  this  entrance,  a  distance  of 
above  three  miles,  may  be  considered  as  a  good  Ilarbeur,  gradually 
diminishing  in  its  breadth  towards  the  Bason.  This  entrance, 
which  is  but  433  yards  across,  admits  vessels  into  the  Bason,  and 
seems  to  offer  another  and  more  S'^cure  .harbour,  but  the  water  is 
too  deep  and  the  Bason  too  spacious  for  ships  to  lie  in  with  safety, 
for  with  a  north-west  wind  there  is  frequently  a  high  sea  hero,  and 
the  anchorage  near  the  coast  which  is  bold,  is  foul  and  rocky.  Near 
the  entrance  of  Halifax  Harbour,  on  the  western  side,  separated 
from  it  by  Point  Pleasant,  is  iho  North- West  Arm,  a  very  secure 
little  Harbour.  This  branch  running  in  that  direction  to  within  two 
miles  of  the  Bason,  makes  a  Peninsula  of  which  the  isthmus  is  2730 
yards  across,  and  there  is  all  the  appearance  of  these  two  arms  of 
the  sea  having  sume  time  or  other  had  a  communication  between 
them. 

I  have  now  to  speak  of  the  defences  of  this  Province,  and  shall 
begin  with  those  of  Halifax,  to  elucidate  which  a  coiTCCt  Plan  No.  2 
of  the  whole  Peninsula  accompanies  the  Report.  There  is  a  chain 
of  batteries,  composed  of  sods  or  fascines,  from  Point  Pleasant  or 
the  entrance  into  the  North  West  Arm,  to  the  town,  on  which  are 
mounted  39  pieces  of  heavy  cannon.  George's  Island  is  nearly 
surrounded  with  field  works,  and  on  batteries  of  the  same  com- 
position there  are  48  pieces  of  cannon  mostly  24  pounders.  On 
the  roost  projecting  point  of  the  eastern  shore,  there  is  a  battery 
of  15  guns  of  the  same  calibre  v/ith  a  small  enclosed  fascine  work  in 
its  rear.  Close  to  the  town,  and  upon  the  point  nearest  to  George's 
Island,  is  the  principal  battery  mounting  16  guns,  and  is  very  well 
situated  for  co-operating  with  those  on  George's  Island  for  aefend- 
ing  the  western  channel,  which  might  be  rendered  difficult  to  passf 
but  as  the  eastern  channel  would  still  be  open,  and  is  of  such  a 
breadth  that  no  batteries  on  the  shore  could   prevent  ships  from 
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passing,  defending  the  other  Channel  would  be  of  little  use,  so  that 
it  appears  from  what  has  been  said  of  the  breadth  of  the  several 
passages,  and  the  repeated  experience  of  the  inefficiency  of  batteries 
which  can  only  fire  upon  ships  when  passing,  that  the  entrance  into 
this  harbour  cannot  be  prevented  by  any  works  on  shore.  At  the 
back  of  the  town  about  880  yards  distance  from  the  shore  there  is 
Citadel  mil.  a  very  commanding  height  which  is  called  the  Citadel  Hill,  offering 
a  most  advantageous  situation  for  a  fortress.  This  height  is  at 
present  occupied  by  an  irregular  field  work  composed  principally 
of  fascines,  built  and  enlarged  at  different  times,  but  mostly  during 
the  late  war,  and  is  at  present  in  ruins,  having  nothing  substantial 
in  it  excepting  a  large  octagonal  blockhouse,  which  will  contain 
about  100  men.  A  particular  plan  of. these  works  is  subjoined  No.  3; 
There  are  75  pieces  of  cannon,  mostly  heavy  ones,  and  25  mortars 
of  different  calibres  mounted  on  these  works — hero  are  two  field 
magazines  for  gun  powder,  and  three  temporary  sheds  for  pro- 
visions, within  the  exterior  envelope.  These  having  been  built 
during  the  war,  and  whilst  attacks  were  threatened,  are  very  unsub- 
stantial, and  the  magazines  are  all  damp.  There  are  besides  two  small 
irregular  redoubts  upon  commanding  grounds,  to  the  north  and  south 
of  the  town,  of  which  there  are  likewise  Plans  No.  4  and  6.  The 
former  towards  the  Bason,  is  called  Fort  Needhara,  and  is  an  old 
sod  work  now  ,in  ruins,  with  two  small  wooden  barracks  in  it 
which  might  contain  50  men.  In  these  barracks  powder  was 
lodged  for  a  considerable  time,  for  want  ot  a  more  safe  and 
convenient  place.  The  latter.  Fort  Massey,  which  was  lately  enlarged 
is  a  fascine  work  in  tolerable  repair.  Here  are  13  pieces  of  cannon 
and  coehorns  and  there  are  new  wooden  barracks  which  will  con- 
tain the  officers  and  men  of  two  companies.  In  this  fort  there  is 
likewise  a  small  block  house  and  a  powder  magazine.  In  the  rear 
of  the  Naval  Yard  there  are  the  remains  of  three  detached  bastions^ 
the  figures  of  which  are  now  scarcely  to  be  traced ;  these  were 
thrown  up  under  the  idea  of  securing  the  yard,  to  which  however 
they  never  in  any  degree  contributed.  They  are  situated  upon  the 
side  of  the  hill  laid  out  into  fields  full  of  stone  enclosures,  from 
some  of  which  the  Terro  Pleine  of  the  bastions  may  be  seen,  at  the 
distance  of  40  yards.  In  one  of  these  bastions  there  is  a  block 
house  equally  useless.  At  the  north  west  extremity  of  the  Naval 
Yard,  on  a  projecting  point  there  is  another  block  house  with  a 
bank  thrown  up  round  it  called  Fort  Coote,  on  which  there  are 
three  18  pounders — a  situation  where  a  good  battery  would  contri- 
but  somewhat  to  defend  the  yard  from  an  enemy  afloat,  and  in  the 
rear  of  the  Naval  Yard  against  the  stone  wall  that  encloses  it,  are 
two  other  small  blockhouses. 

The  works  upon  George's  Island  having  been  considered  as  a 
material  part  of  the  defences  of  this  place,  a  particular  plan  of 
them  is  subjoined.  No.  6.  These,  too,  are  composed  of  sods  and 
fascines,  and  are  falling  fast  into  decay.  There  are  two  field 
magazines  (viz.,  sunk  underground,  the  side  walls  composed  of 
masonry,  the  roofs  covered  with  large  logs  of  wood,  and  a  quantity 
of  earth  to  make  them  bomb  proof)  but  these,  like  those  in  the 
Citadel,  are  so  damp  as  to  render  gun  powder  useless.  Here  are  a 
number  of  wooden  buildings  which  have  been  run  up  in  a  temporary 
and  superficial  manner,  from  time  to  time,  to  cover  troops,  and 
Eastern  there  may  now  be  lodged  in  them  150  men.     A  plan,  No.  7,  is  also 

Battery.  subjoined  of  the  Eastern  Battery,  the  works  of  which  are  likewise 

in  the  same  ruinous  state.    Hero  was  a  large  wooden  barrack  that 
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has  been  lately  put  into  repair,  and  the  gun  powder,  which  was 
lodged  in  different  houses,  barns,  vesssels,  &c.,  in  and  about  the 
Town  of  Balifax,  has  been  deposited  here,  to  the  amount  of  nearly 
7,000  barrels,  till  proper  magazines  may  be  built,  or  the  powder 
otherwise  disposed  of,  in  which  no  time  should  be  lost,  for,  besides 
the  constant  danger  it  is  in  of  taking  fire,  it  is  every  day  perishing. 

These  make  all  the  defences  of  Halifax,  among  which  there  is  not  a 
substantial  work,  or  one  that  could  be  brought  into  use  upon  any  per- 
manent plan  of  fortifying,  though  more  money  has  been  expended 
here  than  would  have  built  a  respectable  fortress.  After  this  remark  it 
is  necessary  (in  justice  to  the  officers  who  have  commanded,  and 
the  engineers  who  have  been  employed)  to  observe  that,  except  the 
block  houses,  all  the  works  are  composed  of  sods  or  fascines,  which 
will  scarcely  stand  in  this  climate  the  heavy  rains  and  the  frosts  of 
one  winter,  but  as  these  works  were  thrown  up  during  the  war, 
and  when  danger  threatened,  the  most  expeditious  mode  was  of 
course  adopted.  In  respect  of  situation  and  construction,  no  regular 
system  seems  to  have  been  pursued.  The  officers  commanding 
from  time  to  time  were  changed,  and  each  directed  according  to  his 
own  judgment.  Here  the  trite  observation  occurs,  that  it  is  in  time  of 
peace  we  should  guard  against  war. 

I  shall  next  speak  of  the  barracks,  of  which  there  are  in  different 
parts  of  the  town,  sufficient  to  cover  2,100  men*  These  have  been 
built  from  time  to  time  in  a  temporary  and  unsubstantial  manner, 
and  placed  without  system  or  protection,  wherever  there  were 
vacant  spots  of  Crown  Land  not  granted  away,  excepting  only  the 
Eed  Barracks,  which  were  first  built  near  to  the  Citadel  Hill  upon 
a  good  and  substantial  plan,  but  these  are  now  old  and  going  last 
into  decay,  and  at  this  time  require  a  thorough  repair.  The  barracks 
in  the  different  detached  works,  which  have  been  already  named, 
are  in  general  of  the  most  temporary  kind,  and  such  as  it  would  be 
bad  economy  to  keep  in  repair.  There  are  besides  at  Birch 
Cove  on  the  west  side  of  the  Bason,  log  huts  for  about  400  men,  and 
framed  houses  for  the  officers,  built  at  the  expense  of  the 
Government,  but  upon  land  that  is  private  property,  of  which  the 
Crown  has  a  lease  only  for  four  years,  and  at  Sackville,  at  the  head 
of  the  Bason,  there  are  barracks  for  50  men,  besides  a  small  block 
house.  At  Halifax  there  is  only  one  stone  magazine,  which  will 
contain  1,000  barrels  of  powder,  and  that  is  so  old  and  so  much  out 
of  repair  as  to  be  in  danger  of  falling.  It  is  not  enclosed  in  any 
work,  but  stands  between  the  town  and  the  Citadel  Hill,  exposed  to 
every  sort  of  danger. 

The  spot  appropriated  for  an  Ordnance  wharf  and  storehouses  was 
originally  too  small,  and  has  been  so  much  encroached  upon  that 
there  is  now  scarcely  room  enough  for  the  buildings  necessary  to 
cover  the  great  quantities  of  Ordnance  stores  at  present  here,  which 
are  scattered  about  and  very  improperly  disposed  of,  as  indeed  are 
the  King's  provisions  and  all  the  other  public  stores  which  are 
lodged  in  private  houses,  and  for  which  exorbitant  rents  are  paid  j 
nor  has  proper  and  sufficient  land  been  reserved  to  the  Crown  to 
erect  buildings  upon  for  these  uses,  so  inattentively  and  inconsider- 
ately has  the  whole  been  given  away.  It  is  presumed,  however, 
that  this  essential  right  of  the  Crown  might  be  recovered,  if  active, 
able  and  honest  men  filled  the  proper  offices ;  and  I  must  here 
observe,  that  if  storehouses  are  not  built  by  Government,  to  contain 
the  vast  quantities  of  public  stores  which  have  been  accumulating 
for  a  great  length  of  time  at  Halifax,  and  particularly  since  the 
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evacuation  of  New  York,  Charles  Town,  &c.,  they  should  be  sent 
home.  It  would  be  better  economy  even  to  destroy  them  at  once 
than  let  them  perish  by  degrees  in  bad  storehouses  hired  at  the 
present  rents. 

I  shall  next  mention  the  Naval  Yard,  which  is  all  that  remains  to 
the  Crown  of  any  value,  out  of  the  moneys  which  have  been  ex- 
pended in  public  works  at  Halifax.  Here  the  wharfs,  storehouses, 
and  other  buildings  are  well  and  substantially  built,  have  been  laid 
out  with  system,  and  wear  the  face  of  permanency.  A  plan  No.  8 
is  subjoined,  but  the  situation  is  injudiciously  chosen  for  defence.  It 
is  placed  too  high  up  the  Harbour  to  be  under  the  immediate  cc/er 
of  any  work  which  may  be  established  upon  the  Citadel  Hill,  and 
is  also  from  the  same  cause  exposed  to  an  enemy  that  might-  possess 
themselves  of  the  opposite  side  of  the  Harbour,  where  the  distance 
across  is  not  above  800  yards.  Had  the  Naval  Yard  been  placed 
directly  under  the  Citadel  Hill  where  the  Ordnance  storehouses 
stand,  and  where  there  is  a  favourable  break  in  the  shore,  and  all  the 
public  storehouses  collected  there,  they  would  not  only  have  been 
less  exposed  to  an  enemy  in  possession  of  the  opposite  shore,  but 
the  whole  might  have  been  protected  by  a  fortress  upon  this  hill. 
The  town  too  would  have  been  infinitely  better  situated  higher  up 
the  Harbour,  at  the  back  of  the  Naval  Yai*d,  where  the  ground  is 
much  more  favourable  to  build  upon,  and  where,  by  being  within 
the  fortress,  it  would  have  been  more  secure  from  an  enemy, 
whereas  at  present  the  town  interferes  with  the  defences  of  the  works 
on  that  hill,  from  whence  guns  could  not  be  fired  upon  shipping  in 
the  harbour  without  damaging  the  houses  and  obstructing  the  shot. 
This  will  be  better  understood  by  referring  to  the  General  Plan  of 
Halifax  No.  2,  which  will  show  how  near  the  town  approaches  to 
the  summit  of  this  hill,  and  the  several  objects  and  situations  which 
have  been  mentioned  and  described.  It  will  also  show  how  very 
imprudently  the  land  about  this  hill  originally  reserved,  has  been  dis- 
posed of  without  holding  to  the  Crown  a  sufficient  quantity  to  build 
a  fortress  upon,  with  such  an  esplanade  round  it  as  would  be 
necessary  to  its  defence.  That  which  remains  now  to  the  Crown  is 
described  by  a  line  stained  yellow  in  the  General  Plan  No.  2. 

I  shall  next  speak  of  Annapolis  Koyal,  which  was  originally  the 
seat  of  Government  of  this  Province ;  and  though  this  Harbour 
has  been  mentioned  as  the  best  in  the  Bay  of  Fundy  and  among  the 
best  in  the  Province,  the  narrow  entrance  into  it  through  the  ridge 
of  mountains  before  described,  obscured  by  the  fogs  so  frequent  here, 
together  with  the  rapid  tides,  were  sufficient  objections  to  its  ever 
being  made  the  principal  port.  The  course  of  this  river  and  situa- 
tion of  the  town,  fort,  &c.,  will  be  better  understood  by  having 
recourse  to  the  plan  No.  9.  Upon  a  point  of  land  projecting  into 
the  Annapolis  Eiver  formed  on  the  other  side  by  Allan's  Biver, 
which  falls  into  the  former,  there  are  the  remains  of  a  square  fort 
of  about  130  yards  exterior  front,  with  a  ditch,  ravelins,  and  a 
covered-way.  The  situation  is  well  chosen  for  the  defence  of  the 
river,  and  being  upon  the  highest  part  of  this  small  Peninsula  of 
which  the  neck  is  not  more  than  300  yards  across  is  a  very  strong 
position.  Though  the  surrounding  country  is  much  higher,  the 
heights  are  all  too  distant  to  be  any  objection  to  the  placing  of  a 
fort  here,  which  could  only  be  attacked  from  the  sea,  or  by  the 
neck,  and  might  therefore  be  rendered  very  strong.  This  fort  was 
originally  a  sod  work,  but  at  the  latter  end  of  the  former  war,  a 
project  was  made  for  enlarging  and  improving  it,  and  the  founda- 
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tion  of  a  revetment  of  masonry  was  laid  round  a  great  part 
of  the  fort,  as  will  appear  in  the  particular  plan  No.  10,  which  will 
show  the  state  of  the  works  in  the  year  1763,  and  the  number 
of  buildings  there  were  at  that  time  within  the  fort,  and  depen- 
dent upon  it.  After  a  very  considerable  expense  had  been  incur- 
red in  providing  material,  building  wharfs,  laying  foundations, 
&c,,  these  works  were  stopped  in  the  year  1166,  and  suffered  with 
the  buildings  to  go  altogether  to  ruin.  Of  a  number  of  good  brick 
buildings,  there  now  only  remain,  in  a  useful  condition,  the 
powder  magazine  and  the  casemates.  Of  excellent  barracks, 
capable  of  containing  300  men,  the  walls  only  remain,  and  these, 
from  having  been  unroofed  and  totally  neglected,  are  so  far  gone  to 
ruin  as  scarcely  to  admit  of  repairing.  In  the  course  of  the  late 
war,  when  it  was  judged  necessary  to  send  troops  again  to  Anna- 
polis, they  were  put  into  the  wooden  buildings  without  the  fort,  as 
the  most  easy  to  repair.  These  wore  pallisaded  round,  as  represented 
by  a  double  dotted  line  in  the  plan  i^o.  10,  and  a  block  house 
erected  in  the  bastion  nearest  to  them  by  way  of  defence,  which 
proved  so  insufficient  that,  during  the  late  war,  the  crew  of  a  pri- 
vateer landed  here,  took  possession  of  the  block  house  and  plundered 
the  inhabitants.  The  fort  was  entirely  dismantled  in  the  year  1770, 
and  such  of  the  buildings  taken  down  of  which  the  materials  were 
thought  worth  transporting  to  Newfoundland.  The  works  are 
now  so  much  mouldered  away  as  to  be  quite  open  in  all  parts. 
Here,  as  everywhere  else  in  the  Province,  the  same  temporary  expe- 
dients have  been  used,  and  money  bas  been  wasted  in  erecting 
unsubstantial  wooden  buildings  when  good  and  well  constructed 
barracks  were  suffered  to  go  to  ruin.  Since  the  present  garrison 
arrived  in  Nova  Scotia,  more  of  these  temporary  sheds  have  been 
erected,  over  the  foundations  of  some  of  the  old  buildings  within  the 
fort;  There  is  now  sufficient  covering  for  the  officers  and  men  of 
five  companies  of  Foot,  till  some  general  plan  shall  be  adopted. 
The  Crown  Land  about  this  fort  has  been  given  away  to  the  very 
foot  of  the  glacis. 
Cumberland  Cumberland  Fort  is  situated  at  the  upper  end  of  tho  bason  of  the 
*^*'^*-  same  name,  which  terminates  Chignecto  Bay,  between  the  Rivera 

Au  Lac  and  the  Messaguash,  which  have  been  before  mentioned.  It 
is  a  small  regular  pentagon  of  75  yards  exterior  front,  with  a  ditch, 
covert- way  and  glacis,  as  will  appear  by  the  plan  No.  11.  This 
fort  was  aleo  built  by  the  French  and  called  by  them  Beausejour. 
It  was,  originally,  a  sod  work,  and  having  been  kept  up 
during  the  late  war,  was  fascined.  The  body  of  the  place 
is  now  in  tolerable  repair,  and  has  sixteen  pieces  of  cannon 
mounted  in  it.  The  covert-way  and  spur  are  gone  to  ruin. 
Here  is  a  good  magazine,  composed  of  bricks  and  masonry,  but  is 
improperly  placed  in  the  covert-way.  In  two  of  the  curtains  were 
temporary  casemates,  one  of  which  is  in  ruins ;  the  other  is  used  as 
a  provision  storehouse.  All  the  other  buildings  are  of  wood,  which 
appears  the  more  extraordinary  as  there  are  quarries  of  excellent 
free  stone  close  to  the  fort.  The  barracks  here  are  habitable,  and 
might  contain  300  men.  All  the  buildings  in  the  spur  or  out- work 
are  gone  to  ruin,  and  have  been  mostly  taken  down.  Tho  situation 
of  this  fort,  for  its  size,  is  well  chosen.  It  is  upon  high  and  dry 
land,  and  free  from  being  commanded,  but  being  brought  so  near  the 
water  side,  and  to  the  extremity  of  the  point  of  land,  there  is  not 
room  enough  for  a ,  respectable  work,  but  there  is  ample  space  fur 
ther  back,  and  upon  the  same  plane  upon  which  there  was  an 
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intronohed  camp  formed  after  this  fort  was  taken  from  the  French, 
and  again  before  the  troops  went  from  this  Province  to  the  attack 
of  Louisbourg.  This  land  still  remains  for  the  use  of  the  troops 
quartered  in  the  fort,  but  a  large  tract  of  the  Crown  lands  surround- 
ing has  been  given  away.  The  general  situation  of  this  fort  being 
upon  the  isthmus  of  the  great  Peninsala  of  the  Province  peems  to 
point  it  out  as  proper  for  a  place  of  arms,  should  ever  a  plan  be 
formed  for  the  defence  of  this  country.  , 

Tort  Edward.  The  next  work  I  shall  mention  is  Fort  Edward,  on  the  WindsOT" 
Kiver,  running  into  the  bason  of  Mines : — This  is  a  small  square  fort 
of  85  yards  exterior  front,  with  bastions,  a  ditch,  and  a  raised  coun- 
terscarp, and  is  composed  of  sod.  Here  are  eight  pieces  of  cannon 
mounted.  This  fort,  of  which  there  is  a  plan.  No.  12,  was  built 
early  in  the  settlement  of  the  Province,  first  intended  as  a  place  of 
security  against  the  Indians,  and  repaired  and  improved  in  the  be- 
ginning of  the  late  war  to  protect  the  inhabitants  of  Windsor  from 
the  ravages  of  the  American  privateers.  The  situation  of  this  fort, 
for  any  present  purposes,  is  ineligible ;  it  does  not  answer  for  the 
defence  of  the  river,  and  is  commanded  by  different  heights  sur- 
rounding, some  of  which  are  very  near.  Here  are  wooden  barracks 
for  200  men,  but  much  out  of  repair,  a  block  house,  a  temporary 
magazine,  and  a  good  provision  store.  A  few  acres  of  land  have 
been  left  about  this  fort  for  the  use  of  the  troops,  but  the  greater 
part  of  the  Crown  land  here,  as  everywhere  else,  has  been  given 
away. 

Fort  Hughes.  At  Corn wal lis  there  is  a  small  stockade  work,  called  Fort  Hughes, 
enclosing  barracks  for  one  company,  built  during  the  late  war, 
partly  at  the  expense  of  the  inhabitants,  to  prevent  their  being  in- 
sulted and  robbed  by  the  American  privateers. 

These  make  all  the  defences  upon  the  Peninsula  of  this  Province; 
and  upon  the  continental  part,  there  is  only  one  small  irregular 
field  work  at  St.  John's  Harbour,  not  far  from  the  mouth  of  the 
river,  the  situation  of  which  will  appear  in  the  plan  No.  13,  as 
will  two  new  towns  lately  laid  out  there.  This  little  work  wa» 
erected  in  the  course  of  the  late  war,  in  preference  to  repairing  a 
small  square  fort  thrown  up  during  the  former  war,  which  is  like- 
wise marked  in  the  plan  No.  13,  but  that  position  being  low 
and  commanded,  and  not  so  well  situated  for  the  protection  of  the 
few  houses  built  in  the  cod  of  the  bay,  where  two  or  three  persons 
lived  of  a  company,  to  whom  a  large  tract  of  land  had  been  granted, 
and  who  carried  on  a  considerable  trade  with  the  Indians  and  per- 

Port  Hcire.  gQug  settled  up  the  river,  the  ridge  upon  which  the  new  fort  stands 
was  offered  by  them,  and  a  work  in  which  there  are  eight  pieces  of 
cannon,  barracks  for  100  men,  and  a  small  block  house,  were  ac- 
cordingly erected,  together  with  a  larger  blockhouse  at  the  other  end 
of  the  ridge.  The  blockhouses  remain,  but  the  work  which  was 
composed  of  fascines  and  sods,  is  falling  down,  and  the  ridge  upon 
which  it  stands  is  too  narro»r  to  admit  of  any  useful  works  being 
constructed  upon  it,  besides  the  evil  of  the  lands  not  belonging  to  the 
Crown.  This  evil,  too,  has  been  greatly  aggravated  on  account  of 
the  only  reservations  which  were  made  on  each  side  of  the  Harbour 
when  the  grant  before  mentioned  was  passed,  having  been  lately  laid 
out  into  two  large  towns,  and  given  among  the  Loyalists  who  went 
with  a  view  of  settling  up  the  river,  without  so  much  as  reserving 
land  proper  and  suflScient  for  any  public  uses,  not  even  for  erecting 
store  houses  to  contain  the  provisions  Government  sent  there  for  the 
use  of  the  Loyalists.    The   points  which  have  been  reserved,  or 
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rather  left  as  unfit  for  private  uses,  can  only  serve  for  sea  batteries, 
for  which  they  are  not  well  situated,  so  that  the  principal  settle- 
ment in  the  Province,  and  one  that  bids  fair  to  vie  with  the  best  in 
America,  has  been  so  disposed  of,  as  not  to  leave  to  the  Crown  a 
spot  to  build  a  fortress  upon  for  its  protection,  or  even  barrack& 
and  storehouses  for  such  troops,  as  it  may  be  necessary  hereafter  to 
send  there.       • 

A  return  of  the  cannon,   mentioned  in  the  several  works,  to 
gether  with  such  as  are  under  the  charge  of  the  Commanding  Offi- 
cer of  Artillery  and  Storekeeper  of  the  Ordnance,  is  subjoined  to  the 
Eepoit,  and  likewise  a  return  of  all  the  Barracks. 

Having  now  shown  the  whole  of  the  present  defences,  and  having 
before  given  a  general  description  of  the  Province,  it  remains  to 
offer  what  appears  most  immediately  necessary  for  the  benefit  and 
security  of  this  Colony,  which,  from  the  late  groat  accession  of  in 
habitants,  and  other  considerations,  seem  to  claim  the  attention  of 
Government.  As  nothing  contributes  more  to  the  advantage  and 
security  of  any  country  than  good  roads,  or  easy  communications, 
and  as  it  cannot  be  expected  of  persons  lately  ai'rived  in  a  new 
country  to  labour  for  the  good  of  the  community,  till  each  indi- 
vidual Jaas  secured  subsistence  for  himself,  it  may  be  politic  for 
Government  to  do  a  part  of  this  necessary  work.  I  should,  there- 
fore, propose  that  a  road  be  made  through  the  middle  of  the  Penin- 
sula, longitudinally  from  the  Bason  of  Mines,  as,  for  example,  from 
Windsor  or  Horton,  to  one  of  the  bays  near  Cape  Sable,  as  Townsh- 
end  or  Fonrchu ;  and  that  at  least  one  road  across  the  Peninsula 
be  likewise  made,  which  should  commence  from  the  town  of  Shel- 
burne,  that  is  at  the  head  of  Port  Eoseway  harbour  to  Annapolis 
Koyal.  By  means  of  these  two  roads  the  communications  most 
material  to  Government  might  be  kept  up,  and  the  inhabitants  on 
each  side  of  the  Peninsula  would  presently  find  their  way  into 
these  roads  for  their  own  convenience,  and  the  settling  of  the  country 
be  greatly  facilitated.  I  should  further  propose  that  the  road  from 
Sackville  to  the  head  of  the  Cobbiquid,  which  has  before  been  men- 
tioned, be  opened,  and  from  thence  to  Cumberland,  which  would 
pass  through  a  valuable  tract  of  country,  and  make  a  communica- 
tion with  that  part  of  the  Province  lying  in  the  Gulf  of  St.  Law- 
rence, without  crossing  the  Bason  of  Mines  which,  at  particular 
seasons  of  the  year,  is  dangerous  and  always  uncertain .  This  road, 
besides  being  proper  to  secure  a  communication  at  all  times  with 
■  some  of  the  bays  in  the  Gulf  of  St.  Lawrence,  and  by  that  means 
to  Quebec,  without  going  through  the  Gut  of  Canso,  or  round  the 
Island  of  Cape  Breton,  would  be  attended  with  the  same  advantages 
to  the  settlers  upon  that  part  of  the  coast,  as  the  principal  roads 
before  described  to  others  and  would  unite  a  part  of  the  Province, 
with  which,  at  present,  there  is  scarcely  any  communication. 

These  roads,  or  rather  communications,  it  is  presumed  might  be 
made  at  very  little  expense,  as  the  lakes  and  waters  running  between 
them,  especially  along  the  middle  of  the  Peninsula,  might  frequently 
be  turned  to  good  account,  by  settling  persons  on  these  lakes  and 
having  craft  proper  for  them  which  is  practised  all  over  America. 
Besides  these  principal  roads  upon  the  Peninsula,  the  establishing  a 
safe  and  easy  communication  by  means  of  the  River  St.  John,  with 
Canada,  seems  to  be  an  object  of  the  first  importance  to  both 
Provinces.  This  in  some  measure  is  done,  as  the  river  is  passable 
in  canoes  in  the  summer  and  upon  the  ice  in  the  winter,  as  high  as- 
the  Lake  Temisquata,  and  a  road  has  been  opened  from  thence  to  the 
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River  St.  Lawrence,  which  has  been  before  described ;  but  it  remains 
to  establish  Post  Houses  which  should  be  the  property  of  the  Crown 
at  the  most  convenient  places  and  distances,  to  secure  in  time  of 
danger  a  communication  so  absolutely  necessary.  These  spots 
should  be  made  choice  of,  and  considered  as  military  posts,  and  a 
small  reservation  of  land  be  made  at  each,  in  case  it  should  ever 
become  necessary  to  place  troops  at  thftn,  and  I  would  wish  to  see 
the  same  precautions  taken  upon  all  the  public  roads.  Many  other 
communications  may  hereafter  become  necessary  upon,  and  with, 
the  continental  part  of  this  Province,  but  at  present  there  are  so 
few  settlements,  and  those  so  distant;  that  the  evil  of  crossing  the 
Bay  of  Fundy  must  be  submitted  to ;  though  when  the  north  side 
of  it  becomes  settled,  a  road  may  be  practised  round  the  Chignecto 
branch  as  well  as  the  Cobbiquid,  and  by  means  of  the  Petcudiac 
Eiver  a  good  communication  established  with  the  St.  John's 
Eiver.  I  am  informed,  also,  that  branches  of  the  St.  John's  and 
Mirimichi  Rivers  nearly  meet  and  offer  another  easy  communication 
to  the  Bay  of  that  name  in  the  Gulf  of  St.  Lawrence. 

If  it  should  not  be  judged  proper  to  employ  the  troops  upon  these 
communications,  or  should  Government  not  station  a  sufficient  num- 
ber in  the  Province  for  such  purposes,  I  would  suggest  that,  from 
among  the  negroes  brought  to  this  Province  from  New  York  and 
made  free,  a  Corps  might  be  raised  and  clothed  and  fed  by  Govern- 
ment, to  be  employed  upon  publick  works  ;  or  that,  by  a  law  of  the 
Province,a  certain  proportion  from  out  of  the  whole  should  be  annually 
called  upon  for  such  services.  The  former  of  these  propositions 
would,  I  am  persuaded,  prove  a  benefit  to  the  negroes,  as  well  as  to 
the  Province,  for  it  is  known  by  experience  that  these  persons, 
brought  up  in  servitude  and  slavery,  want  the  assistance  and  pro- 
tection of  a  master  to  make  them  happy ;  indeed  to  preserve  them 
from  penury  and  distress. 

As  the  intentions  of  Government  with  respect  to  this  Province 
should  be  determined  upon,  before  any  sysiem  of  defence  be  formed, 
general  ideas  only,  at  present,  will  be  offered.  One  of  the  first  ob- 
jects should  be  the  establishing  in  the  most  convenient  and  secure 
port,  an  arsenal  of  military  and  naval  stores,  in  such  a  situation  as 
to  be  protected  by  a  land  force,  without  the  assistance  of  a  fleet, 
late  wars  having  proved  the  uncertainty  of  all  naval  operations ;  and 
of  the  several  harbours  which  have  been  described,  I  am  of  opinion 
that  Halifax  (nothwithstanding  the  mistakes  which  have  been  com- 
mitted there)  is  still  the  most  eligible  port  in  the  Province.  The 
Citadel  Hill,  which  has  been  before  mentioned,  is  one  of  the  most 
unexceptionable  situations  for  a  fortress  I  ever  saw.  A  respectable 
work  here,  with  casemated  barracks  for  six  or  eight  hundred  men, 
containing  magazine,  storehouses  for  provisions,  and  water,  which 
the  hill  affords,  would  be  very  difficult  to  reduce,  and  would  oblige 
an  army  to  undertake  a  siege  upon  unfavourable  ground,  the  hill 
being  so  much  higher  than  any  land  near  it,  and  the  sides,  though 
steep,  of  so  equal  a  surface  that  approaches  could  not  be  carried  on 
without  being  seen  into.  Though  this  work  could  not  prevent  an 
enemy  from  coming  into  the  harbour,  yet  it  would  prevent  ships 
from  lying  therein,  spacious  as  it  is,  for  they  could  be  no  where  out 
of  the  reach  of  shells.  And  though  the  naval  yard  is  unfortunately 
so  placed  as  not  to  be  immediately  under  the  protection  of  this  work, 
it  would  obstruct  an  enemy  from  landing  to  destroy  it,  without  which 
it  could  not  be  effectually  done.  For  ordnance,  and  all  other  public 
stores,  good  situations  may  be  yet  obtained  under  the  protection  of 
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this  fortress.  Nothing  is  wanted  for  the  former,  but  to  remove  the 
encroachments  which  have  been  made  upon  the  King's  land  reserved 
for  that  purpose,  the  situation  being  proper  for  wharfs,  and  the  original 
reservation  might  even  be  made  sufficient  to  contain  the  necessary 
storehouses ;  for  this  purpose  a  plan  was  submitted  to  the  Governor, 
but  after  having  been  referred  to  two  magistrates  named  for  the 
purpose,  and  after  receiving  the  Governor's  sanction,  the  officer 
employed  to  enclose  the  same  was  committed  to  gaol,  and  no  subse- 
quent steps  taken  to  secure  the  right  and  dignity  of  the  Ci'own.  About 
the  middle  of  the  town,  in  the  rear  of  one  of  the  old  batteries,  where 
the  fuel  of  the  garrison  is  at  present  improperly  deposited,  there  is 
an  area  of  public  ground  sufficient  to  contain  storehouses  for  pro- 
visions, and  all  other  public  stores,  at  this  place.  This  area  was 
lately  applied  for,  when  that  part  of  it  only  stained  yellow  was 
given  up,  which  is  scarcely  adequate  to  the  purpose  for  which 
it  was  required,  and  no  reasonable  objection  assigned  for  not  re- 
linquishing the  wholg.  The  taking  possession  too  of  this  part, 
was  disputed  in  a  court  of  justice  by  one  of  the  Members  of  the 
Legislature,  who  had  obtained  a  temporary  licence  of  occupation  of 
this  ground  during  pleasure  only.  The  observation  already  made, 
that  most  of  the  public  stores  are  in  private  houses,  for  which  large 
rents  are  paid,  may  best  explain  such  conduct.  I  must  extend  this 
digression  a  little  further,  and  mention  that  rent  is  now  paid  for  the 
very  wharf  at  which  the  King's  provisions  are  landed  for  the  troops 
and  Loyalists.  But  to  return.  The  situation  of  this  ground  is  con- 
venient for  wharfs,  and  the  whole  might  be  placed  under  the  pro- 
tection of  a  proper  work  upon  the  Citadel  Hill,  which  will  be  better 
understood  by  referring  to  the  general  plan  No.  2.  I  would  hero 
concentre  the  whole  force  in  one  substantial  fortress,  and  abandon 
the  several  points  and  works  now  occupied,  which,  from  what  has 
before  been  said,  can  never  prevent  an  enemy  from  coming  into  the 
harbour,  and  by  being  so  much  detached  and  divided,  are  every 
where  weak.  I  shall  not  at  present  offer  a  design  for  such  a  work, 
but  observe  that  by  taking  off  the  top  of  the  hill  a  base  of  any  size 
may  be  obtained  ;  and  from  the  account  before  given  of  the  various 
productions  of  this  country,  be  it  remembeied  that  all  the  materials 
for  a  permament  and  solid  work,  which  this  climate  particularly 
requires,  may  be  found  in  the  Province.  Another  advantage  pecu- 
liar to  the  Port  of  Halifax  should  be  named— that  this  harbour  is 
scarcely  ever  frozen  over.  It  seldom  happens  to  be  shut  up  for 
more  than  two  or  three  days  in  a  winter,  whereas  almost  all  the 
other  harbours  on  this  coast  are  frozen  up  for  months  together. 
This  is  a  circumstance  of  great  importance. 

I  should  further  conceive  a  smaller  fortress  necessary  at  Annapo- 
lis Royal,  as  the  principal  harbour  in  the  Bay  of  Fundy,  where  the 
force  of  that  side  of  the  Peninsula  and  the  shipping  might  assemble, 
and  as  the  most  proper  place  lor  supporting  and  insuring  a  commu- 
nication with  the  continental  part  of  the  Province,  and  with 
Canada.  1  also  conceive  that  another  fortress  should  be  established 
near  Cumberland,  or  upon  some  part  of  the  isthmus  of  the  great 
Peninsula  which,  by  occupying  the  three  points  proposed,  with 
proper  communications  between  them  might  be  defended  with 
advantage.  These  fortresses  of  whatever  sizes  may  be  thought 
proper,  should  be  built  in  a  solid  and  substantial  manner,  of  brick 
or  masonry  foundations,  as  no  sort  of  field  works  will  stand  in  this 
climate,  and  upon  a  plan  capable  of  making  a  separate  defence. 
Some  smaller  work  I  should  likewise  think  proper  near  the  boundary

A  fortress  river  between  this  Province  and  the  American  States,  which  should 
proposed  near  first  be  ascertained,  the  vague  and  indefinite  description  of  it  in  the 
ffirw""''^*'^  Treaty  of  Peace,  leaving  great  room  for  error  and  dispute.  If  ever 
rational  and  well  meaning  persons  are  employed  to  determine  this 
line,  which  I  humbly  conceive  it  is  our  interest  as  well  as  duty  to 
have  done  without  delay,  the  Scodiac  or  Middle  St.  Croix  Eiver 
must  be  made  choice  of,  a  particular  description  of  which,  as  well  as 
of  the  two  other  rivers  called  St.  Croix  has  already  been  given, 
(page  xxxiv  of  this  Report.)  I  cannot  forbear  here  to  remark  that, 
upon  the  boundary  river,  provincial  regiments  and  other  disbanded 
corps  should  have  been  settled,  as  the  most  likely  people  to 
form  a  good  Militia,  and  make  a  secure  frontier.  Here  as  in 
every  part  of  the  Province  I  visited  where  the  lands  had  not 
been  previously  laid  out,  I  recommended  to  the  Governor  of 
the  Province,  such  spots  to  be  reserved,  as  appeared  proper  for 
defence,  and  particularly  at  Harbour  Etang,  which  has  been  des- 
cribed as  one  of  the  best  and  moat  easy  to  protect  of  any  in  the 
Province.  This  harbour  is  now  Ijecome  an  object  of  more  im- 
portance, for  since  my  Report  was  nearly  finished,  in  which  I  had 
throughout  distinguished  the  Peninsula,  from  the  continental  part 
of  the  Province,  the  Bay  of  Fandy  having  naturally  divided 
them,  I  find  the  latter  is  formed  into  a  separate  Grovernment,  it 
should  of  course  have  its  own  port,  and  this  harbour  is  evidently 
the  most  proper  for  that  purpose.  Besides  the  advantages  already 
described,  a  water  communication  may  be  obtained  from  hence,  by 
means  of  the  Majiggadewy  (a  river  which  has  been  named  before) 
with  the  upper  part  of  the  Eiver  St.  John,  and  when  this  country 
has  been  more  explored,  and  is  bettor  known,  I  am  of  opinion  other 
Obseryations  rivers  will  be  found  to  communicate  with  this  harbour.  I  would 
on  the  here  wish  to  make  some  further  observations  upon  the  boundaries

mentioned  as  liable  to  error  and  dispute,  which  may  not  only  involve 
individuals  in  ruin,  bat  this  country  in  another  war.  That  to  the 
northward  and  eastward  too,  adjoining  Canada,  is  surely  not  well 
chosen,  and  seems  to  have  been  the  effect  of  inconsiderately  following 
the  encroachments  made  by  the  French  when  in  possession  of 
Canada,  who  to  extend  their  dominions,  and  perhaps  to  have  a 
'  better  pretence  for  dispute,  passed  the  original,  natural,  and  excel- 
lent boundary,  the  Eiver  St.  Lawrence,  to  take  up  an  imaginary 
line,  which  in  the  Treaty  of  Peace  is  called  a  Eidge  of  Mountains 
separating  the  rivers  which  fall  into  the  Atlantic  Ocean,  from  those 
which  fall  into  the  Eiver  St.  Lawrence.  There  is  no  such  ridge, 
and  the  sources  of  these  rivers  are  indented  and  pass  one  another, 
according  to  the  accidental  form  of  the  ground.  In  the  present  case 
I  am  humbly  of  opinion  that  the  western  boundary  line  towards 
the  American  States,  should  be  continued  north,  till  it  meets  the 
Eiver  St.  Lawrence,  and  that  part  of  Canada,  which  lies  south 
of  the  I^Tiver  St.  Lawrence  thrown  into  the  Province  of  New  Bruns- 
wick ;  for  though  no  immediate  evil  may  arise  from  such  a  vague 
line,  jot  when  so  good  a  natural  boundary  might  be  obtained,  it 
A  military       should  be  taken.

the  most  easy  and  natural  communication  with  Canada.  Besides 
from  the  description  which  has  been  given  of  that  river,  and  the 
extensive  country  through  which  it  runs,  more  produce,  and  conse- 
quently more  trade,  are  likely  to  be  brought  to  this  bay  than  to  any 
other  in  the  Province ;  therefore  an  early  attention  should  be  paid 
to  the  security  thereof.  In  the  description  already  given  of  the 
present  defences  there,  it  was  said  no  land  had  been  reserved  for 
public  uses;  I  therefore  suggested  that  the  proprietors  of  the  land 
upon  which  the  fort  stands,  should  be  requested  to  make  it  over  to 
Government,  with  such  surrounding  space  as  should  bo  judged 
necessary  for  its  defence,  including  a  spot  at  the  head  of  the  bay 
proper  for  wharfs,  storehouses,  &c.  This  was  obtained  in  the  summer 
of  1784,  though  not  upon  so  large  a  scale  as,  from  the  growing  appear- 
ance of  this  part  of  the  country,  I  wished  ;  and  a  wharf  and  store- 
houses were  in  consequence  ordered  to  be  built,  with  a  recommenda- 
tion Irom  the  General. Commanding  in  the  Province  to  the  Governor 
to  give  other  lands  in  lieu  of  those  so  relinquished. 

Perhaps,   too,   a  military  post  should  be  established  in  one  or 
other  of  the  bays  on  that  part  of  the  coast  lying  in  the  Gulf  of  St. 
Lawrence,  but  as  I  had  only  an  opportunity  of  visiting  Bay  Yerte 
and  Picton  Harbours,  I  cannot  say  which  would  be  the  most  eligible, 
though  the  latter  of  these  appeared  a  very  proper  situation.  I  am  fur- 
ther of  opinion  that  a  small  military  post  should  be  established  to- 
wards the  south-east  extremity  of  this  Province,  and  I  should  think 
Milford  Haven,  a  small  harbour  in  Chedabucto  Bay,  into  which  the  Gut 
of  Canso  runs,  a  proper  situation.  Besides  the  several  posts  enumer- 
ated, distinguishing  the  three  first  named,  viz.:  Halifax,  Annnapolis 
Eoyal  and  Cumberland  as  fortresses,  especially  the  former,  I  should 
recommend  batteries  for  a  few  cannon  to  be  established  in  all  the 
bays  which  may  be  settled  on  the  south-east  coast,  if  for  no  other 
purpose  than  enforcing  the  laws  of  trade  upon  such  vessels  as  may 
frequent  them.  I  would  further  recommend  a  chain  of  Light  houses 
upon  the  highest  and  most  projecting  points,  from  Cape  Canso  to 
Cape  Sable,  beginning  with  one  light  at  the  first,  and  increasing  the 
number  of  lights  with  the  number  of  Light  houses.    There  should 
likewise  be  the  same  number  of  cannon  as  of  lights  at  each  point, 
and  by  discharging  the  cannon  in  the  very  thick  fogs  so  prevalent  on 
this  coast,  ships  near  might  be  advertised  of  their  situation.    The 
care  of  these  Light  houses  and  guns  would  be  very  properly  given  to 
the  pilots  who  came  to  this  Province  after  the  evacuation  of  New 
York,  many  of  whom  are  retained  in  the  service  with  half  pay.    By 
a  judicious  disposition  of  these  people  and  a  plain  system  of  signals 
adopted  by  lights  and  firing  guns,  navigating  upon  this  coast  might 
be  rendered  infinitely  more  safe  and  easy.    I  believe  it  has  been 
omitted  to  observe  that  the  tide  upon  this  coast  in  general  rises  from 
six  to  seven  feet. 

As  in  the  course  of  this  Eoport,  my  mind  has  been  strongly  im- 
pressed with  the  idea-of  uniting  these  Provinces  with  Canada,  to 
the  advantage  of  both  countries,  and  that  by  establishing  the  same 
laws,  inducing  a  constant  intercourse  and  mutual  interest,  a  great 
country  may  yet  be  raised  up  in  America,  to  facilitate  which  it 
may  be  found  proper  to  establish  a  seat  of  general  Government  and 
protection,  and  for  this  end  it  has  occurred  to  me  that  the  Island 
of  Cape  Breton  is  very  favourably  situated.  It  is  a  promontory 
standing,  as  it  were,  between  the  three  Provinces,  and  happily  situ- 
ated for  communicating  with  the  several  parts  of  all  the  three ; 
besides  being  the  most  safe  and  easy  land  for  ships  to  make  coming 
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from  Europe.  It  is  likewise  contiguous  to  Newfoundland,  and  may 
bo  said  to  lie  in  the  centre  of  all  that  remains  to  Great  Britain  upon 
the  Continent  of  America,  and  as  nothing  can  save  these  remains 
but  a  good  and  wise  government,  so  the  employing  an  able  man' 
to  preside  over  the  whole,  seems  to  be  the  most  probable,  if  not  the 
only  means.  A  man  of  integrity  and  ability,  with  a  comprehensive 
understanding  to  discover  the  resources  and  interests  of  the  several 
parts,  and  unite  and  apply  them  for  the  good  of  the  whole  to  some 
great  and  useful  end.  These  Provinces  are  not  only  capable  of 
supplying  the  wants  of  our  West  India  Islands,  but  by  proper 
encouragement,  wise  regulations  and  a  good  government,  may  be 
made  a  formidable  rival  to  the  American  States.  It  is  a  great  country, 
and  from  the  description  given,  possesses  as  many  natural  advan- 
tages as  any  in  America.  In  respect  of  the  fishery,  infinitely 
superior,  and  in  point  of  lumber  the  Frovinco  of  New  Brunswick  is 
inferior  to  none.  It  wants  inhabitants,  and  these  may  be  drawn 
from  the  American  States.  Persons  who  have  not  forgotten  the 
excellence  of  our  constitution  and  government,  who  are  tired  of  the 
anarchy  of  their  own,  may  bo  easily  drawn  away  ;  many  have 
already  solicited  to  be  received  ;  nor  is  it  altogeiher  without  hope 
that  the  revolted  Provinces,  having  constantly  before  their  eyes, 
written  in  the  most  indelible  characters,  the  happiness  arising  from 
systematic  government,  may  be  disposed,  after  fruitless  efforts  of 
their  own,  to  return  to  that  connection  wherein  they  found,  and 
perhaps  wherein  only  they  can  find,  true  liberty  and  union;  but  as 
this  subject  is  of  great  political  importance  it  may  be  considered  out 
of  my  sphere.  I  must,  however,  before  I  conclude,  add  that  if  the 
Navigation  Act  is  not  enforced  in  the  Provinces  of  Nova  Scotia  and 
New  Brunswick,  the  ill  consequences,  or  rather  ruin,  which  will 
attend  them  is  self  evident.

JJETXER  FBOM  ChARLES  I.  TO  SlR  IgAAC  "WakE,  AMBASSADOR  to   FRANCE,  RESPEOTINQ 
THE  REDDITION  OF  QuEBEC  AND  AcADIA,  12  JuNE,  1631. 

CHAELES  K. 

Trusty  and  welbeloved  wee  greete  you  -well.  By  yo'  sevorall  dispatches  to  the 
Viscount  I)orchester  since  yo'^  coming  to  yo"^  place  of  residence  in  that  court,  Wee 
have  particularly  observed  as  well  the  dolayes,  where  w"'  you  were  long  entertayned 
for  yo'  first  accesse  to  that  King  &  his  chiefe  Ministers,  as  likewise  the  mannere  & 
language  was  held  w"'  you  at  yo"^  first  audience.  And  as  wee  could  not  but  marvell 
that  you  wore  no  sooner  admitted  to  the  Kings  presence  upon  yo'  diligent  demands 
&  respective  sollicitasn  of  audience  by  d'Angier ;  so  doe  wee,  on  the  other  side,  find 
sufficient  reason  to  content  o'  selves  w"'  the  repara^on  was  made  vnto  you  by  so  signifi- 
cant a  profession  of  a  brotherly  love,  &  declara§on  of  a  firme  purpose  to  hold  strict  & 
friendly  correspondence  w"'  vs  as  was  expressed  vnto  you  by  that  Kings  owne  mouth, 
for  the  fayre  treatment  you  had  by  some  of  that  King's  Ministers,  &  the  distance  was 
held  w"'  you  by  others  concerning  the  Cardinal  de  Kichelieu,  you  have  done  well  in 
following  yo'  instructions,  &  for  the  rest  wo  must  leave  both  them  &  you  to  the  rules 
of  yo'  discretions.  And  as  wee  see  by  yo'  cariage  of  yo"^  self  you  are  no  new  man 
in  Ambassages :  so  need  wee  not  to  give  you  any  new  directions  how  to  complye 
\v''  Ihose  you  have  to  deale  w"'  at  that  court,  but  to  goe  on  as  you  have  well  begun 
in  the  ceremoniall  part  of  yo'  charge. 

The  substantiall  part  comes  to  you  by  this  dispatch :  which  is  a  shutting  vp  of 
all  ditt'erences  betwixt  the  two  Crownes,  &  laying  a  foundagon  of  a  firmer  friendship 
than  hath  been  of  late  yeares;  W"'  is  no  new  worke,  but  in  effect  the  renewing  onely 
of  former  allyances  as  well  by  practise,  as  they  are  by  promise. 

The  chiefe  scope  &  aymo  &  very  first  article  of  the  last  treaty  concluded  now 
two  yeares  since  after  an  unhappy  rupture  was  to  that  purpose,  &  every  thing  com- 
prised in  the  said  treaty,  or  could  any  way  be  pretended  vnto  by  vortue  thereof  hath 
been  punctually  performed  on  o'  part:  such  things  onely  excepted  as  did  at  the  tyme 
&  doe  necessarily  require  a  mutuall  performance. 

Wee  have  accordingly  (as  you  will  observe  it  specified  in  the  thyrd  article) 
atimitted  an  alterationfin  the  family  of  o'  'dear  Consort,  by  increase  of  the  number  of 
the  Eeligious  parsons  about  her,  as  was  found  fitting"  de  gre  a  gre,  &  have  caused 
divers  restitutions  to  be  made  of  whole  shipps  and  their  charge  of  goods  to  that 
nation  to  a  very  great  value  w"'  out  holding  any  thing  of  that  kinde,  whereas  the 
delivery  was  required  of  vs  by  way  of  arrest  or  reprisall. 

The  like  contentm'  hath  not  been  afforded  vs  or  o'  subjects  in  eyther  of  these 
particulars;  for  whereas  the  thyrd  article  before  specifyed  doth  expresly  require  that 
all  articles  &  contracts  of  o"^  mariage  should  be  confirmed,  the  particularity  of  the 
family  of  o'  deare  Consort  onely  excepted  for  w'''  in  this  last  treaty  there  is 
a  particular  clause,  and  that  the  por§on  monej"  is  clearely  sett  downo  as  well  for 
the  sume  as  the  tyme  of  paym'  in  the  sayde  articles  &  contracts  of  mariage,  &  accord- 
ingly promise  hath  been  often  made  vnto  vs  of  our  payment,  &  specially  by  Mons' 
de  Chasteauneuf  now  Garde  des  Scoaux  when  he  was  here  in  ambassage,  yet  the  one 
halfe  thereof  remaynes  still  unsatisfycd  &  not  only  three  wealthy  shipps  of  o'  subjects 
taken  and  held  w"'  out  any  iust  subject,  or  so  much  as  apparem-  of  pretention,  have 
been  still  dotayned  notw'"  standing  often  reiterated  demands  of  restitution :  but  divers 
arrests  and  seisures  have  been  made  of  clothes  &  manufactures  of  drapery  of  this  O' 
Kingdom  there  w"'  in  the  land,  directly  contrary  to  stipula5on  &  treaty. 

The  paym'  of  the  remainder  of  the  por^on  money  hath  bene  since  agayne 
ipromised  vnto  vs  by  that  Kings  Ministers  as  well  to  such  persons  as  wee  have  em- 
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ployed  in  that  Court  as  by  this  French  Amb'^  here  resident  about  vs  whereof  wee  can 
not  dispense  w'*"  any  longer  delay,  and  therefor  have  annexed  it  to  other  conditions^ 
of  full  and  perfect  reconcylement. 

This  French  Amb'  persisting  still  in  his  promise  of  paym',  doth  not"'^  standing: 
desire  to  have  the  businesses  separated  making  it  a  point  of  bono'  to  be  obliged  by 
new  treaty  to  pay  that  w'^''  is  already  acknowledged  due  by  former  contract. 

Whereunto  wee  have  willingly  consented,  because  a  formality  should  not  inter- 
rupt the  busines,  but  the  point  of  hon'  pressing  us  more  neare  to  have  prewdent 
agreements,  yf  not  precedently  &  in  order  of  tyme  at  least  equally  &  in  effect 
performed  w"'  things  of  great  moment,  w'=''  are  required  of  vs.  Wee  can  no  ways 
agree  so  as  to  separate  them  as  that  one  should  be  ordayned  and  accomplished  w'^ 
out  the  other 

What  wee  chiefly  understand  to  be  put  in  ballance,  yf  not  in  contract  against  the 
por^on  money,  is  the  rendition  of  Quebec  in  Canada;  taken  by  vertue  of  a  comission 
given  during  the  late  warre  under  o'  great  seal,  by  a  Company  of  o'  subjects  of  this 
o'  Kingdome  of  England,  &  the  retyring  from  Port  Eoyal,  a  place  adioyning  vpon 
New  England,  where  a  Company  of  o'  subjects  of  o"^  Kingdom  of  Scotland  were  seated 
&  planted  by  vertue  of  the  like  comission  under  the  scale  of  that  o"^  Kingdom,  given 
out  likewise  during  the  warre ;  in  consequence  of  one  formerly  given  hy  the  K.  o' 
father  of  happy  memory. 

Trew  it  is  that  one  of  these  places  was  taken  &  the  plantagon  was  made  in  the 
other  after  the  peace ;  &  in  that  regard  (so  all  other  differences  may  be  accomodated) 
wee  have  formerly  consented  &  still  continue  o"^  purpose  &  resolution  that  the  one, 
that  is  Quebec  shall  be  restored,  &  from  the  other  such  of  o'  subjects  as  are 'there 
planted  shall  re  tyre,  leaving  those  parts  in  the  same  state  they  were  before  the 
peace  :  W''  wee  do  not  out  of  ignorance  as  yf  we  did  not  understand  how  little  wee 
are  hereunto  obliged  by  the  last  treaty  (the  7th  Article  whereof,  W^''  is  that  of  resti- 
tution, regards  onely  shipps  W''  were  then  abroade  w"'  letters  of  mart)  but  out  of  an 
affection  &  desire  to  complye  w'''  o"^  good  brother,  the  French  King,  in  all  things  that 
may  friendly  &  reasonably,  though  not  rightlj-  &  duly  be  demanded  of  vs. 

And  this  difference  may  iustly  be  put  betwixt  what  is  demanded  on  both  sydes; 
that  W^*"  wee  require,  w^''  is  the  paym'  of  the  remainder  of  the  por§on,  the  restiiution 
of  certayne  shipps  taken  &  kept  w"'  out  any  colo'  or  pretence  &  the  taking  of  arrests 
&  seisures  w'^''  are  made  in  that  Kingdome  against  o'  subjects  contrary  to  treaty, 
being  of  right  &  due ;  and  that  w^''  is  demanded  of  vs  concerning  the  foresayd  places 
in  Canada  &  those  parts,  &  some  few  shipps  of  that  nation  w"''  remayne  yet  unrestored, 
but  have  passed  sentence  of  confiscaon  in  o"^  high  Court  of  Admiralty  upon  good 
grounds  in  iustice,  being  things  of  curtesy  &  good  correspondence. 

Thus  having  lajd  down  vnto  you  the  state  of  the  whole  busines  for  the  general!, 
we  refer  you  for  more  particulars  to  such  writings  as  are  past  betwixt  the  French 
Amb'  &  such  of  o'  LL'''  Comissioners  who  have  had  charge  in  this  busines,  as  like- 
wise to  Philip  Burlamacby  whome  wee  send  expressly  over  w"'  such  momorialls  & 
powers  as  he  shall  present  vnto  you. 

The  memorialls  concernc  shipps  &  goods  and  other  circumstances  belonging  to  a 
mutuall  restitution  as  may  give  you  full  informagon  of  all  particulars  ;  &  therein  we 
leave  you  a  latitude  to  goe  more  or  lesse  as  you  shall  find  fitting  for  the  shutting  vp 
a  good  agreem^ 

The  powers  are  on  his  part,  the  receaving  the  remainder  of  the  porQon  money 
due  unto  vs  eyther  in  present  paym*  or  such  good  and  valuable  assignagon  as  may 
give  him  contentm'  and  on  yo'"  the  rendring  of  Quebec  and  retyring  from  Port 
Hoyal  for  w'''  Philip  Burlamacby  will  deliver  you  severall  and  solemne  jnstruments 
under  o'  hand  and  scale  :  W^  o'  pleasure  is  you  should  deliver  to  that  K,  or  such  of 
his  counsel  I  as  ho  shall  appoint  when  Burlamacby  shall  have  receaved  the  fore  sayd 
money  or  assignagons,  and  contentm'  shall  bo  given  you  in  such  other  particulars  as 
are  before  specifyed  :  but  in  case  of  ,refusall  or  delay  of  paym'  or  good  assigna^ons 
(such  as  Burlamacby  is  to  be  responsable  vnto  vs  for)  you  are  then  to  detayne  those 
powers  and  returne  them  back  to  him,  he  being  to  make  no  longer  stay  then  to  see  - 
the  end  of  this  business,  w'""  is  his  only  arrand. 
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Ono  thing  remt^flos,  touching  the  remainder  of  the  por^on,  w"^**  is  an  abatem*  wee 
make  of  such  sumes  as  we  formerly  ordayned  to  such  of  o'^  deure  Consorts  family  as 
returned  into  France,  W''  we  willingly  ailowe  of  &  another,  touching  the  retyring  of 
6'  subjects  out  of  Canada  &  those  parts  ;  that  an  abolition  should  be  made  of  all  acts 
published  in  France  against  any,  particularly  the  three  brothers,  the  Kirke,  employed 
in  that  occasion,  like  manner  as  wee  have  formerly  demanded  touching  the  Baron  de 
la  Tour  &  his  sonne,  w'*'  whome  S'  William  Alexander  had  treaty,  w*^''  was  found 
reasonable  by  that  King's  Ministers  &  must  still  be  insisted  upon. 

There  was  a  Reglem'  for  liberty  of  comerce  treated  and  sett  downe  in  writing 
betwixt  o'  comissioners  &  the  Garde  des  Seaux  of  that  Kingdome,  when  he  was  here 
extraordinary  Amb',  w*^''  being  called  upon  by  the  French  Amb'  now  resident  in 
o^  Court  to  be  accorded  &  concluded,  wee  doe  very  willingly  give  o'  consent  thereunto, 
chiefly  because  it  doth  give  lyfe  &  vigo'  to  the  former  treatyes  betwixt  y^  two  Crownes ; 
&  as  well  for  this  particular  (whereof  wee  take  order  a  Copie  shall  be  delivered  vnto 
you)  as  for  such  other  things  that  you  have  now  in  charge,  wee  give  you  an  ample 
CO  mission  under  o'  great  scale  in  that  forme  as  is  usuall  in  such  cases.  Given  under 
o"  signatt  at  o'  Manno'  of  Greenwich  the  twelft  of  June  in  the  seaventh  yeare  of  o"" 
ilaygne.

Le  Pere  Jean  de  Breboeaf  et  le  Pere  Gabriel  L'Alemant  partirent  de  nostre 
cabane,  pour  aller  a  vn  petit  Bourg,  nomme  St  Ignace  esloigne  de  nostre  cabane, 
enuiron  un  petit  quart  de  Lieiie  pour  instruire  les  Sauuages,  et  les  nouueaux 
Chretiens  de  co  Bourg.  Ce  fut  le  16m  Jour  de  Mars  au  matin  que  noas  apperceumes 
vn  grand  feu,  au  lieu  ou  estoient  alles  ces  deux  bons  Pores  ;  Ce  feu  nous  mist  fort  en 
peine.  Nous  ne  s^auions  si  c'estoitdes  ennemis  ou  bien  que  le  feu  auroit  pris  a  quolque 

■cabane  de  ce  village.  Lo  Ed  Pere  Paul  Eaguenau  nostre  Superieur,  prist  au9si  tost 
la  Kesolution  denuoyer  quelqu'vn  pour  s^auoir  ce  que  ce  pourrait  estre.  Mais  nous 
n'eusmes  pas  plus  tost  pris  le  dessein  d'y  aller  voir  que  nous  apperceumes  plusieurs 
sauuages  dans  le  chemin  qui  venoient  droit  a  nous.    ]Nou8  pensions  tons  que  ce  fust 

-des  Iroquois,  qui  nous  venoient  attaquer,  mais  les  ayant  consider^^  de  plus  pres  nous 

-apperceumes  que  c'estoient  des  hurons,  qui  s'enfuyoient  de  la  moslee  et  qui  s'estoient 
eschappes  du  combat ;  Cos  ])auure8  sauuages  nous  faisoient  grand  pitie,  lis  estoient 
tons  blesses.    L'vn  auoit  la  teste  cassee,  I'autre  le   bras  rompu  ;  L'autre  vne  fleehe

passa  a  receuoir  dans  nostre  cabane  tous  ces  pauures  blesses,  et  a  regardor  par  com- 
passion, le  feu  et  le  lieu  ou  estoient  ces  deux  bons  Peres.  Nous  voyons  le  feu  et  les 
barbares,  mais  nous  ne  peunaes  voir  aucun  des  deux  Peres.

Peres  Jean  de  Brebceuf  et  Gabriel  L'AUemant. 

Les  Iroquois  sont  venusau  nombre  d'enuirondouze  cents  hommes,  ont  pris  nostra 
vilage,  ont  pris  le  Pere  Breboeuf  et  son  compagnon,  ont  mis  le  feu  par  toutes  les 
cabanes.     lis  vont  decharger  leur  rage  sur  ces  deux  Peres,  car  il  les  ont  pris  tous  deux 

-et  les  ont  depouillez  tous  nuds,  et  attachez  chacun  a  vn  posteau.  lis  ont  les  deux  mains 
liees  ensemble.  lis  leur  ont  arrache  les  ongles  des  doigts,  lis  leur  ont  decharge  vne 
gresle  de  coups  de  baston  sur  les  epaulles,  sur  les  reins,  sur  lo  ventre,  sur  les  jambes,  et

meine  droit  en  Paradis,  tu  irras  bien  tost.  Car  ie  te  vais  baptiser  ette  bien  faire  souffrir, 
afin  d'aller  au  plus  tost  dans  ton  Paradis  :  Le  barbare  ayant  dit  cela,  prist  vn  chau- 
<|^pn  plein  d'eau  toute  bouillante,  et  le  renverse  sur  son  corps  par  trois  diuerses  fois 
en  derision  du  St  baptesme.  Et  a,  chaque  fois  qu'il  le  baptisoit  de  la  sorte  le  barbare 
lui  disoit  par  railleries  picquantes  va  au  Ciel,  car  te  voila  bien  baptise.  Apres  cela  ils 
luy  firent  souffrir  plusieurs  autres  tourments  :  Le  Ir  fut  de  faire  rougir  des  baches 
toutes  rouges  de  feu  et  les  appliquer  sur  les  reins  et  soubs  les  aisselles,  lis  font  vn 
collier  de  ces  baches  toutes  rouges  de  feu  et  le  mettent  au  col  de  ce  bon  Pere.

Je  nay 
ipoint  veu  do  tourment  qui  m'ait  plus  esmeu  a  compassion  que  celuy  U.    Car  vo 
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vojez  un  homme  tout  nud,  lie  a  vn  posteau,  qui  ayant  ce  collier  au  col,  ne  seroit  en 
quelle  posture  se  mettre  Car  s'il  ee  penche  sur  le  deuant  celles  de  dessus  les  epaulles 
pesent  dauantage  ;  s'il  se  veut  pencher  en  arriere,  celles  de  son  estomacli  lui  font 
souffi'ir  le  mesrae  tourment ;  s'il  se  tient  lout  droit  sans  pencher  de  coste  ny  d'autre, 
Lea  baches  ardantes  de  feu,  appliquees  egallement  des  deux  costez  luy  donnent  vn 
double  Bupplice. 

Apres  cela  ils  luy  mirent  vne  ceinture  d'ecorce  toute  pleine  de  poix  et  de  raisine 
et  y  mirent  le  feu  qui  grilla  tout  son  corps,  Pendant  tous  ces  tourments,  le  Pere  de 
Brebceufsouffroit  com  me  vn  rocher  insensible  aux  foux  et  aux  flamraes,  qui  eston- 
noienttous  les  boureaux  qui  le  tourmentoient.  Son  zele  estoit  si  grand  qu'il  preschoit 
tousjours  a  ces  jnfidelles  pour  tascher  a  les  conuertir ;  ses  boureaux  indignez  contre 
luy  de  ce  qu'il  leur  parloit  tousjours  de  Dieu  et  de  leur  conuorsion.  Pour  I'empescher 
den  plus  parler  ils  luy  couperent  la  langue  et  les  leures  dembas  et  denhaut.  Apres 
cela  ils  se  mirent  tons  a  luy  decharnor  toute  la  chair  des  jambes,  des  cuisses  et  des 
hrm  iusqu'aux  os,  et  la  mettent  rostir  devant  lui  pour  la  manger. 

Pendant  qu'ils  le  tourmentoient  de  la  sorte  ces  miserables  se  moquoient  de  luy, 
en  luy  disant,  Tu  vois  bien  que  nous  te"  traitons  d'amy  puisque  no  serons  cause  de 
ton  bonbeur  Eternel,  remercie  no  done  de  ces  bons  offices  que  no  te  rendons,  car  plus 
tu  souffriras,  plus  ton  Dieu  t'en  recompensera. 

Ces  bourreaux  voyant  que  ce  bon  Pere  commenQoit  a  deuenir  foible,  ils  le  firent 
asseoir  contre  terre,  et  I'vn  deux  prenant  vn  couteau,  luy  coupent  la  peau  qui  couure 
le  crane  de  la  teste,  vn  autre  de  ces  barbares,  voyant  que  le  bon  Pere  alloit  bientost 
mourir,  luy  fait  vne  onverture  au  dessus  de  la  poitrine  et  luy  arrache  le  coear  1«  fait 
rostir  et  le  mange.  D'autres  vinrent  boire  son  eang  tout  chaud,  qu'ils  beuuoient 
avec  les  deux  mains  disant  que  le  Pere  de  Breboeaf  auoit  este  bien  courageux  a  souf- 
frir  tant  de  mal,  qu'ils  luy  auoient  fait  et  qu'en  beuuant  son  sang  ils  deuiendroient 
courageux  corame  luy. 

Voiia  CO  que  nous  auons  appris  du  Marfyro  et  de  la  bienheureuse  mort  du  Pere 
Jean  do  Breboeuf  par  plusieurs  Chretiens  sauuages  dignes  de  foy  qui  ont  tousjours  est6 
presents  depuis  que  le  bon  Pere  fat  pris  jusqu'a  la  mort.  Ces  bons  Chrestiens  estoient 
captifs  des  Iroquois  et  les  menoient  en  leur  pays  po  les  faire  mourir,  mp,is  notre  bon 
Dieu  leur  fist  la  grace  de  se  pouuoir  sauver  par  les  chemins  et  no  sont  venus  raconter 
tout  ce  que  iay  mis  par  escrit, 

Le  Pere  de  Breboeuf  fut  pris  le  16e  jour  de  Mars  au  matin  avec  le  Pere  Lalomant 
en  I'annee  1649.  Le  Pere  de  Breboeuf  mourut  le  mesme  jour  de  sa  prise  sur  les 
4  heures  du  soir.  Ces  barbares  jetterent  le  reste  de  son  corps  dans  le  feu,  mais  la 
graisse  qui  restait  encor  a  son  corps  esteignit  le  feu  et  ne  fat  point  consomme. 

Je  ne  doute  point  que  tout  ce  que  ie  viens  de  raconter  ne  soit  vray  et  ie  le 
signerois  de  mon  sang,  puisque  iay  veu  faire  le  mesme  traitem*  aux  captifs  Iroquois 
que  les  sauuages  hurons  avoient  pris  en  guerre,  a  la  reserve  de  I'eau  boUillante  que 
ie  nay  point  veu  verser  sur  aucun, 

Jo  m'en  vay  vo  decrire  au  vray  ce  que  iay  veu  du  Martyre  et  de  la  B  h  mort  du 
Pere  Jean  de  Breboeuf  et  du  Pere  Gabriel  L'alemant  des  le  lendemain  matin  que  nous 
eusmes  assurance  du  depart  de  I'ennemy,  nous  allasmcs  sur  la  place,  chercher  le  reste 
de  leur  corps,  au  lieu  ou  ils  auoient  este  faits  mourir,  Nous  les  trouuamestous  deux, 
mais  vn  peu  escaitez  I'vn  de  I'autre ;  on  les  rapporte  a  nostre  cabane,  et  on  les  exposa 
sur  des  escorces  de  bois  ou  ie  les  considere  a  loisir  plus  de  deux  heures  de  temps,  pour 
voir  si  CO  que  les  sauuages  nous  auoient  dit  de  leur  martyre  et  de  leur  mort  estoit 
vray;  Je  coneidere  prem't,  Le  Corps  du  Pere'de  Breboeuf  qui  faisoitpiti6  a  voir,  aussi* 
bien  quo  celuy  du  Pore  L'alemant;  le  Pere  de  Breboeuf  auoit  les  jambes,  les  cuisses  et 
les  bras  tous  decharnez  iusqu'aux  os  ;  jay  veu  et  touche  quantite  de  grosses  ampoules 
qu'il  auoit  en  plusieurs  endroits  de  son  corps;  de  I'eau  boiiillante  que  ces  barbares 
lui  auoient  verse  en  derision  du  St.  Baptesme.  Jay  veu  et  touchy  laplaie  d'vne  coin- 
tare  d'ecorce  toute  plaine  de  poix  et  de  raisine  qui  grilla  tout  son  corps.  Jay  veu  et 
touche  les  bruleures  du  Colier  des  baches  quon  luy  mist  sur  les  epaulles  et  sur 
Testomacb  ;  Jay  veu  et  touche  ses  deux  leures  qu'on  luy  auoit  couppees  a  cause  qu'il 
parloit  tousjours  de  Dieu  pendant  qu'on  le  faisoit  souffrir.

Gabriel  I'alemant ;  Lorsque  nous  parti  smes  du  pays  des  hurons  nous  levasmes  les 
deux  corps  de  terre  et  nous  les  mismes  a  boiiilUr  dans  de  forte  lesive.  On  gratta 
bien  tons  les  os,  et  on  me  donna  le  soin  de  les  faire  seicher;  Je  les  mettois  tons  les 
jours  dans  vn  petit  four  de  terre,  que  nous  anions,  apres  I'avoir  vn  peu  chauffe  Bt 
estant  en  etat  de  les  serrer  on  les  enueloppa  separemt  dans  de  l^toffe  de  soye 
Puis  on  les  mist  en  deux  petits  coflfreft,  et  nous  les  app^rtasmesaQaebech,  ou  ils  sont 
en  grande  veneration.

{Translation.) 

Vkritable  Account  of  the  martyrdom  and  most  happy  death  of  Father  Jean  de 
Brebcenf  and  of  Father  G-abriel  L' Allemant  in  New  France,  in  the  country  of  the 
Hurons,  by  the  Iroquois,  enemies  of  the  Faith. 

Father  Jean  de  Brebceuf  and  Father  Gabriel  L' Allemant  had  set  out  from  our 
cabin,  to  go  to  a  small  bourg,  called  St  Ignaoe  distant  from  our  cabin  about  a  short 
quarter  of  a  league,  to  instruct  the  savages  and  the  new  Christians  of  that  bourg. 
It  was  on  the  I6th  day  of  March,  in  the  morning,  that  we  perceived  a 
great  fire  at  the  place  to  which  these  two  good  fathers  had  gone.  This  fire  made  us 
very  uneasy.  We  did  not  know  whether  it  was  enemies,  or  if  the  fire  had  taken  in 
some  of  the  huts  of  the  village.  The  Bev.  Father  Paul  Baguenau,  our  Superior,  ¥ 
immediately  resolved  to  send  some  one  to  learn  what  might  be  the  cause.  But  no 
sooner  had  we  formed  the  design  of  going  there  to  see,  than  we  perceived  several 
savages  on  the  road  coming  straight  towards  us.  We  all  thought  it  was  the  Iroquois 
who  were  coming  to  attack  us,  bat  having  considered  them  more  closely,  we  per- 
ceived that  it  was  Hurons  who  were  flying  from  the  fight  and  who  had  escaped  from 
the  combat.  These  poor  savages  caused  great  pity  in  us.  They  were  all  covered  \ 
with  wounds.  One  had  his  head  fractured ;  another  his  arm  broken ;  another  had  an  ^ 
an-ow  iu  his  eye ;  another  had  his  hand  cut  oflF  by  a  blow  from  an  axe.  In  fine,  the 
day  was  passed  receiving  into  our  huts  all  these  poor  wounded  people,  and  in 
looking  with  compassion  towards  the  fire  and  the  place  where  were  these  two  good 
fathers.  We  saw  the  fire  and  the  barbarians,  but  we  could  not  see  anything  of  the 
two  fathers. 

Here  is  what  these  savages  told  us  of  the  taking  of  the  Bourg  St.  Ignace  and  of 
Fathers  Jean  de  Brebceuf  and  Gabriel  L' Allemant : — 

The  Iroquois  came  to  the  number  of  twelve  hundred  men ;  took  our  village ; 
took  Father  Brebceuf  and  his  companion ;  set  fire  to  all  the  huts.  They  proceeded  to 
discharge  their  rage  on  these  two  fathers,  for  they  took  them  both  and  stripped  them 
entirely  naked,  and  fastened  each  to  a  post.  They  tied  both  of  their  hands  together. 
They  tore  the  nails  from  their  fingers.  They  beat  them  with  a  shower  of  blows 
8— B 
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irom  cudgels,  on  the  shoulders,  the  loins,  the  belly,  the  legs,  and  the  face,  there  being 
no  part  of  their  body  which  did  not  endure  this  torment.  They  told  us  further  : 
Although  Father  Breboeuf  was  overwhelmed  under  the  weight  of  these  blows,  he  did 
not  cease  continually  to  speak  of  God  and  to  encourage  all  the  new  Christians  who 
were  captives  like  himself,  to  suffer  well,  that  they  might  die  woil,  iu  order  to  go  in 
company  with  him  to  Paradise,     Whilst  the  good  Father  was  thus  encouraging  these 

food  people,  a  wretched  Huron  renogade,  who  had  remained  a  captive  with  the 
roquois,  and  whom  Father  Breboeuf  had  formerly  instructed  and  baptized,  hearing 
"^^  him  speak  of  Faiadise  and  Holy  Baptism,  was  irritated  and  said  to  him,  "  Echon, 
that  is  Father  Bieboeufs  name  in  Huron,  ''  thou  sayest  that  baptism  and  the  suffer- 
ings of  this  life  lead  straight  to  Paradise,  thou  wilt  go  soon,  for  1  am  going  to  baptise 
thee  and  to  make  thee  suffer  well,  in  order  to  go  the  sooner  to  thy  Paradise."  The 
barberian  having  said  that,  took  a  kettle  full  of  boiling  water,  which  he  poured  over  his 
body  three  different  times,  in  derision  of  Holy  Baptism.  And  each  time  that  he 
baptised  him  in  this  maimer  the  baibarian  saio  to  him  with  bitter  sarcasm,  "  Go  to 
Heaven,  for  thou  art  well  baptised."  After  that  they  made  him  suffer  several  other 
torments.  The  first  was  to  make  axes  red  hot  and  apply  them  to  the  loins  and  under 
the  arm  pits.  They  made  a  collar  of  these  red  hot  axes  and  put  it  on  the  neck  of  this 
good  Father.  This  is  the  fashion  in  which  1  have  seen  the  collar  made  for  other 
prisoners  :  They  make  six  axes  red  hot,  take  a  large  withe  of  green  wood,  pass  the 
eix  axes  through  the  large  end  of  the  withe,   take  the  two  ends  together,   and  then 

(put  it  over  the  neck  of  the  sufferer.  I  have  seen  no  torment  which  more  moved  me 
to  compassion  than  that.  For  you  see  a  man,  bound  naked  to  a  post,  who,  having 
this  collar  on  his  neck,  cannot  tell  what  posttire  to  take.  For,  if  he  lean  forward, 
those  above  his  shoulders  weigh  the  more  on  him ;  if  he  lean  back,  those  on  his 
stomach  make  him  suffer  the  same  torment ;  if  he  keep  erect,  without  leaning  to 
one  side  or  other,  the  burning  axes,  applied  equally  on  both  sides,  give  him  a  double 
torture. 

After  that  they  put  on  him  a  belt  full  of  pitch  and  resin  and  set  fire  to  it, 

X-Which  roasted  his  whole  body.    During  all  these  torments,  Father  Brebceuf  endured 

like  a  lock  insersible  to  fire  and  flames,  whicli  astonished  all  the  blood  thirsty  wretches 

^ho  tormented  him.    His  zeal  was  so  great  that  he  preached  continually  to  these 

infidels  to  try  to  convert  them.    His  executioners  were  enraged  against  him  for 

constantly  speaking  to  them  of  God  and  of  their  conversion.  To  prevent  him  speaking 

I  more,  they  cut  off  both  his  upper  and  lower  lips.    After  that  they  set  themselves 

r   to  strip  the  flesh  from  his  legs,  thighs  and  arms,  to  the  very  bone,  and  put  it  to  roast 

before  his  eyes  in  order  to  eat  it. 

"Whilst  they  tormented  him  in  this  manner,  these  wretches  derided  him,  saying, 
**  Thou  seest  well  that  we  treat  thee  as  a  friend,  since  we  shall  be  the  cause  of  thy 
eternal  happiness ;  thank  us,  then,  for  these  good  oflSces  which  we  render  thee,  for 
the  more  thou  shalt  suffer,  the  more  will  thy  God  reward  thee." 

These  villains  seeing  that  the  good  Father  began  to  grow  weak,  made  him  sit 
down  on  the  ground,  and  one  of  them  taking  a  knife,  cut  off  the  skin  covering  his 
ekoll.  Another  one  of  these  barbarians  seeing  that  the  good  Father  would  soon  die,. 
made  an  opening  in  the  upper  part  of  his  chest,  tore  out  his  heart,  which  he  roasted 
and  ate.  Others  came  to  drink  his  blood,  still  warm,  which  they  drank  with  both 
hands,  saying  that  Father  Breboeuf  had  been  very  courageous  to  endure  so  much  pain 
as  they  had  given  him,  and  that  in  drinking  his  blood  they  would  become  courageous 
like  him. 

This  is  what  we  learned  of  the  martyrdom  and  most  happy  death  of  Father  Jean 
de  BrebcBof  by  several  Christian  savages  worthy  of  belief,  who  had  been  constantly 
present  from  the  time  the  good  Father  was  taken  till  his  death.  These  good  Christians 
were  prisoners  to  the  Iroquois  who  were  taking  them  into  their  country  to  be  put 
to  death.  But  our  good  God  was  gracious  enough  to  enable  them  to  escape  by  the 
iray,  and  they  came  to  us  to  recount  all  that  I  have  set  down  in  writing. 

Father  Breboeuf  was  taken  on  the  16th  day  of  March,  in  the  morning,  with 
Jather  L'AUemant  in  the  year  1649*  Father  Brebceuf  died  the  same  day  of  his  capture 
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•bout  four  o'clock  in  the  afternoon.  These  barbariana  threw  the  remainsj^ol  Lis  body 
into  the  fire,  but  the  fat  which  still  remained  on  his  body  extinguished  the  me  and 
he  was  not  consumed. 

I  do  not  doubt  that  all  which  I  have  jast  related  is  true,  and  I  would  seal  it  with 
my  blood,  for  I  have  seen  the  same  treatment  given  to  Iroquois  prisoners  whom  tue 
Huron  savages  had  taken  in  war,  with  the  exception  of  the  boiling  water  which  I 
have  not  seen  poured  on  anyone. 

I  am  about  to  describe  truly  what  I  saw  of  the  martyi-dom  and  of  the  most  happy 
death  of  Father  Jean  de  Brebceuf  and  of  Father  Gabriel  L'Aliemant.  On  the  next 
morning,  when  we  had  assurance  of  the  departui-e  of  the  enemy,  we  went  to  the  spot 
to  seek  for  the  remains  of  their  bodies,  to  the  place  where  their  lives  had  been  taken. 
We  found  them  both,  but  a  little  apart  from  one  another.  They  were  brought  to 
our  hut,  and  laid  uncovered  upon  the  bark  of  trees,  where  1  examined  them  at  leisui-e, 
for  more  than  two  hours  time,  to  see  if  what  the  savages  had  told  us  of  their  martyr- 
dom and  death  were  true.  I  examined  first  the  body  of  Father  de  Brebceuf 
which  was  pitiful  to  see,  as  well  as  that  of  Father  L'Aliemant.  The  body  of 
Father  de  Brebceuf  had  his  legs,  thighs  and  arms  stripped  of  flesh  to  the  very 
bone;  I  saw  and  touched  a  large  number  {quantiU)  of  great  blisters,  which 
he  had  on  several  places  on  his  body,  from  the  boiling  water  which  these 
barbarians  had  poured  over  him  in  mockery  of  Holy  Baptism.  I  saw  and 
touched  the  wound  from  a  belt  of  bark,  full  of  pitch  and  resin  which  roasted  his 
whole  body.  I  saw  and  touched  the  marks  of  burns  from  the  collar  of  axes  placed 
on  his  shoulders  and  stomach.  I  saw  and  touched  his  two  lips  which  they  had  cut  oflf 
because  he  constantly  spoke  of  God  whilst  they  made  him  suffer.  I  saw  and  touched 
all  parts  of  his  body,  which  had  received  more  than  200  blows  from  a  stick.  I  saw 
and  touched  the  top  of  his  scalped  (ecorcMe)  head ;  I  saw  and  touched  the 
opening  which  these  barbarians  had  made  to  tear  out  his  heart.  In  fine,  I  saw  and 
touched  all  the  wounds  of  his  body  such  as  the  savages  had  told  and  assured  us  of; 
we  buried  these  precious  relics  on  Sunday  the  2l8t  day  of  Maroh,  1649,  with  much 
consolation. 

I  had  the  happiness  of  carrying  them  to  the  grave  and  of  inhuming  them  with 
those  of  Father  Gabriel  L'Aliemant.  When  we  left  the  country  of  the  JBLurons,  we 
lifted  both  bodies  from  the  ground  and  set  them  to  boil  in  strong  lye.  All  the  bones 
were  well  scraped,  and  the  care  of  having  them  dried  was  given  to  me.  I  put  them 
every  day  into  a  little  oven  made  of  clay,  which  we  had,  after  having  heated  it 
slightly,  and  when  in  a  state  to  be  packed,  they  were  enveloped  separately  in  silk 
8t^.  Then  they  were  put  into  two  small  chests  and  we  brought  them  to  Quebec, 
where  they  are  held  in  great  veneration. 

It  is  not  a  doctor  of  the  Sorbonne  who  has  composed  this,  as  you  may  easily  see, 
it  iB  a  remnant  from  the  Iroquois,  and  a  person  who  has  lived  more  than  thought, 
who  is  and  shall  be  ever.  Sir,

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ABSTEACTS  OF  THE  ACTES  DE  TOY  ET  HOMMAGE. 

{Fealty  Rolls.) 

(These  abstracts  are  taken  only  from  volumes  II,  III  and  lY,  covering  the  years 
1723  to  the  first  part  of  1781.  Volume  I  was  found  so  late  that  there  was  not  time  to 
analyse  its  contents.  In  view  of  the  fact  that,  on  the  occasion  of  every  change,  the 
iOriginal  deed  of  concession  is  repeated  in  each  Acte  de  Foy  et  Ilommage,  it  would 
seem  that  there  must  be  very  few,  if  an 7,  deeds  of  concession  contained  in  the  first 
volume,  which  are  not  mentioned  in  the  subsequent  volumes.  Nevertheless,  it  is 
proposed  to  make  hereafter  an  abstract  of  the  first  volume,  and  also  of  the  last  four 
volumes,  which  cover  the  period  from  1781  to  1854.  As  a  matter  of  course  the  paging 
and  numbering  of  the  volumes  given  in  this  abstract  apply  solely  to  the  copy  of  the 
"  Actes  de  Foy  &  Hommage  "  in  the  Archives  OflSce,  and  not  to  the  original,  which 
is  the  property  of  the  Government  of  the  Province  of  Quebec.)

Antaya  (or  D'Orvilliei-s.)  Vol.  IV.  p..  Si.  In  1784  the  oath  of  fealty  was  taken  by 
Sieur  Jauton  dit  Dauphine,  who  purchased  the  fief  in  1768  from  M.  Kerberio, 
Priest.  The  latter  had  acquired  it  in  1754,  from  Pierre  Pelletier  dit  Antaya  and 
his  brothers  and  sisters,  all  heirs  of  Frangois  Pelletier  dit  Antaya,  who  owed  the 
snrname  to  his  marriage  with  an  Indian  wife  and  had  purchased  the  fief  in  1675, 
from  Sieur  de  Comporte,  the  first  grantee,  1672.     {See  D'Orvilliers.) 

Aegenteuil.  Vol.  IV.,  p.  379.  In  1781,  oath  of  fealty  by  Pierre-Louis  Panet,  who 
had  purchased  the  fief  from  the  heii's  of  Dame  Louise  Denis,  widow  of  Pierre 
d'Aillebout  d'Argenteuil,  who  in  1725  took  the  usual  oath  and  fyled  the 
promise  of  Count  de  Frontenac,  1682,  of  a  grant  of  this  fief  to  Sieur  Charles 
Joseph  d'Aillebout,  the  father.  The  latter  and  his  wife,  Catherine  Le  Gardeur, 
sold  it,  in  1697,  to  Sieur  d'Argenteuil,  their  son,  husband  of  the  aforesaid  Dame 
d'Aillebout  d'Argenteuil. 

AssoMPTiON.  (Fief  on  the  river  of  that  name)  Vol.  II.,  p.  17:^.  In  1723,  oath  of 
fealty  by  Sieur  Chaussegros  de  Lery,  on  behalf  of  Sieur  de  St.  Ours,  heir  of 
Sieur  de  St.  Ours,  deceased,  his  son,  who  died  unmarried  and  was  the  first 
grantee,  1672. 

AuBBRT.  Vol.  IV,  p.  386.  Guillaume  Grant,  who  took  the  oath  in  1781,  had 
purchased  this  fief  in"  1768  from  Marie- Anne- Joseph  de  I'Estringan  do  St. 
Martin,  widow  of  Ignace  Aubert  de  la  Chesnaye  and  from  Charlotte  Aubert  de  la 
Chesnaye  wife  of  the  Marquis  d' Albergati  Vazza.  The  original  grant  of  this  fief 
was  made  in  1736  to  Theresede  La  Lande-Gayon,  widow  of  Frangois  Aubert.

In  1781  the  oath  was 
taken  by  Eene  Guay,  who  had  acquired  certain  parts  of  the  fief  as  follows :  in 
1773  by  adjudication  jointly  with  Joseph  Despins ;  in  1 77 1  by  donation  from 
Elizabeth  Guay,  widow  of  Louis  Lefebvre  Desilets ;  in  1767  by  deed  of  sale  from 
Jeanne  Lefebvre,  widow  of  J.-Bte  Provancher;  in  1746  by  sharing  with  the  heirs 
of  Jacques  Lefebvre;  also  in  1739  by  acquisition  from  the  said  heirs.

Beauvais.  (Fief  detached  from  E^chaillons.)  In  1781  the  oath  was  taken  by 
Joseph- Ga 8 pard  Chaussegros  d^  Lery,  son  of  Gaspard  Chaussegros  do  Lery  and 
of  Marie  Le  Gardeur  de  Beauvais,  heiress  of  Pierre  de  St  Ours.  This  fief 
belonged  to  the  St.  Ours  family  from  1674,  when  it  was  granted  to  the  Sieur  de 
St.  Ours.  Except  that  portion  which  he  inherited  in  right  of  his  mother,  Marie 
Le  Gardeur  de  Beauvais,  Joseph  Gaspard  Chauseegros  de  Ldry  had  sacces- 
sively  purchased  the  rights  of  his  coheirs.

Becancour,  Vol.  IV.,  p,  300.  In  1781  the  oath  was  taken  by  Dame  Fran^oiae  de 
Boucherville,  Dowager  widow  of  Joseph  Michel  Le  Gai*deur  de  Croisil,  Sieur  do 
Montesson,  proprietrix  of  half  the  fief,  and  usufructuary  of  the  other  half 
belonging  to  Jean  BruySre,  her  son  in-law,  who  had  married  Catherine  Pom- 
mereau,  issue  of  the  first  marriage  of  the  said  Dame  with  Fran§ois  Pommereau. 
In  1755  Joseph-Michel  Le  Gardeur  de  Croisil,  Sieur  de  Montesson,  had  purchased 
the  rights  over  the  said  fief  of  Marie-Anne  Eobineau,  widow  of  Charles 
Le  Gardeur  de  Croisil.

Nicolas- Blaise  des  Bergores,  Sieur  de  Rigauville, 
took  the  oath  for  this  fief  in  1724,  as  the  husband  of  Marie-Fran ^oise  Vienay 
Pachot,  before  her  last  marriage  widow  of  Alexandre  Berthier,  first  grantee, 
1672.

Bellevue.    Vol.  II.,  p.  20.    In  1723  the  oath  was  taken  by  Pierre  Chicoine,  son  and 
'    heir  of  Pierre  Chicoine,  who  had  purchased  this  fief  from  Pierre  Boisseau.    The 
latter  had  acquired  it  in  1678  from  Sieur  do  Vitre,  first  grantee,  1672. 

Bellevue  (continued.)  Vol.  IV.,  p.  175.  In  1781  the  oath  was  taken  by.Pierro 
Chicoine  dit  Dauzois,  who  had  acquired  by  donation  a  part  of  this  fief,  from 
Francois  CJhicoine  and  purchased  the  shares  of  his  co-heirs,  all  children  of  Pierre 
Chicoine,  mentioned  firstly  in  the  next  preceding  article.

Berthier  (jGw  haut  and  Extension.)  Vol.  III.,  p.  190 — 1751 — Pierre-Noel  Courthiau 
had  acquired  this  fief  in  1750  from  Marie  Lostage  and  from  Marie-Esther  Sayer, 
widow  of  Pierre  Lestage,  who  had  purchased  in  1718  from  Nicolas-Blaise  des 
Bergeros,  Sieur  deEigauville,  husband  of  Mario-Frangoise  Yienay  Pachot,  mar- 
ried in  the  first  place  to  Alexandre  Berthier.  The  latter,  grantee  in  1674  of  the 
greater  part  of  the  Fief  of  Berthier,  had  purchased  another  part  of  it  from 
Sieur  Bandin,  first  grantee  of  the  fief  Eandin,  situated  beside  that  of  Berthier, 
of  which  it  then  became  an  integral  part.

Ohateauguay.  Vol.  II,  p.  283. — 1724— Zaoharie  Robutel  de  La  Noue  acquired  this 
fief  in  1706  from  the  children  and  heirs  of  Charles  LeMoyne  de  Longueuil,  first 
grantee,  1673. 

'Chatbauguay  and  Iles  de  la  Paix.  Voh  IV,  p.  188— 1781— Xes  Dames  de  VRopital 
Geniral,  Montreal,  had  acquired  this  fief  in  1760  and  1764  f  rom  Joachim  Kobutel 
de  La  Noue  and  from  Marie- Anne  Eobutol  de  La  Noue.     (^See  above.) 

€loridan.  Vol.  II,  p.  259,— 1724— Anne-Therese  Minet  took  the  oath  for  this  fief, 
conveyed  to  her  by  her  deceased  husband,  Charles  Morin,  first  grantee,  1707. 

CoNTRECffiUR.  (Part  of  Fief,  14  arpents  in  front  by  2  leagues  in  depth.)  Vol.  II, 
p.  138. — 1723— Fran gois-Antoino  de  Pecaudy  (Pesody)  de  Contreoeur  for  J.  F. 
Volant  dit  Fosseneuve,  who  had  purchased  in  1690  the  rights  of  Louis  de  Gannes 
de  Falaise.  The  latter  had  come  into  possession  of  this  part  of  the  Seigniory  by 
his  marriage  with  Barbe  Denis,  widow  of  Antoine  de  Pecody  de  Contrecoeur, 
first  grantee  of  the  whole  Seigniory,  1672  and  1673. 

•CoNTREcoEUR.  (Part  of  the  Seigniory,  42  arpents  in  front  by  two  leagues  in  depth.) 
Vol.  Ill,  p.  255.  Jean-Baptiste  Martel  purchased  this  fief  in  1752  from  the 
heirs  of  Louis- Jean  de  La  Corne  husband  of  Mario  de  Pecody  de  Contrecoeur, 
daughter  of  Antoine  do  Pecody  de  Contrecoeur.     (See  above.) 

"CoNTREC(EUR.  (|  of  the  Seigniory)  Vol.  Ill,  p.  479.— 1781— Frany  lis  Boucher  de  la 
Perriere  was  then  in  possessioa  of  the  greater  part  of  the  Seigniory  of  Contre- 
coeur as  the  husband  of  Charlotte  de  Pecody  and  as  the  son  and  heir  of  Dame 
Marie-Charles  de  Pecody  de  Contrecoeur,  widow  of  Frangois-Clement  Boucher  de 
Laperriere  and  sister  of  Antoine  de  Pecody  de  Contrecoeur.     (See  above.) 

CoNTREC(EUR.  (Part  of  the  Seigniory,  10  arpents  in  front  by  one  league  in  depth.) 
Vol.  IV,  p.  105. — 1781 — Joseph  Boucher  de  Montarville  married  to  Catherine  de 
Pecody  de  Contrecoeur,  who  had  received  this  part  of  the  Seigniory  from  her 
father  Pierre-Claude  de  Pecody  de  Contrecoeur  in  advance  of  inheritance. 

€dTE  DE  Beaupr£.  Vol.  IV,  p.  305.— 1781.— Le  Seminairo  de  Quebec  had  received 
a  donation  of  this  Seigniory  from  Mgr,  do  Laval,  in  1680.  The  latter  had  acquired 
the  several  parts  of  this  Seigniory  as  follows  :  In  1662  from  Julien  Fortin,  in 
1664  from  Charles  Aubert  de  la  Chosnaye,  from  Jean  Rosee,  Sieur  de  St. 
Martin  and  from  Jacques  Dahamel,  and  lastly,  in  1668,  from  Antoine  Cheifault 
de  la  Regnardiere,  who  haJ  received  the  first  grant  of  the  whole  Seigniory,  ia 
1636.  (The  Acte  does  not  state  how  the  other  three-fourths  passed  from  Chef- 
fault  de  la  Regnardiere  to  Julien  Fortin,  Charles  Aubert  and  Jacques  Dahamel.) 

Cote  de  Lauzon.  Riviere  du  Loup  and  Fiep  Saint- Jean.  Vol.  IV,  p,  460.— 
1780.—"  The  Hon.  Henry  Caldwell,  being  the  holder  under  a  terminal  lease  d: 


"  these  Fiefs  and  Seigniories  belonging  to  His  Excellency  General  James  Murray, 
"  now  in  Europe  in  His  Majesty's  Service,  begu  that  he  may  be  granted  sufferance 
"  until  the  general  himself  can  take  the  oath  of  fealty." 

CouLONQE.  (FtV/and  Chatellenie).  Vol.  HI,  p.  t>8. — 1738. — The  Seminary  of  Quebec 
had  purchased  it  in  1676  from  the  Nuns  of  the  Hotel-Dieu  of  Quebec,  who 
acquired  it  themselves  from  Barbe  de  Boulogne,  widow  of  Louis  d'Aillebout 
first  grantee,  1657. 

CouLONGE.  Vol.  IV,  p.  305. — 1781. — The  Seminary  again  took  the  usual  oath  in 
1781.     (See  above,  as  to  previous  titles.) 

CouRNOYEB.  Vol.  II,  p.  358. — 1725. — Jacques  Hertel,  Sieur  de  Cournoyer,  took  the 
oath  of  fealty  for  himself,  his  mother,  brothers  and  sisters,  all  heirs  with  him  of 
Francois  Hertel.  The  latter  held  the  fief  from  bis  father  Jacques  Hertel  the 
first  grantee.  The  precise  date  of  the  grant  is  unknown,  "  the  title  deeds  having 
been  destroyed  by  fire,"  says  the  Acte  of  1725,  "  in  the  house  of  the  said  lato 
Sieur  FraD^ois  Hertel,  then  situated  in  the  Seigniory  of  Cap  de  la  Madeleine." 

CouRNOTER.  (Continued.)  Vol.  IV,  p.  461. — 1781 — Marie-Joseph  Cournoyer,  widow 
of  Sieur  Lefebvre  was  "the  usufructuary  of  the  said  fief.  Governor  Murray- 
granted  her  suflferance  until  her  eldest  son  "  who  has  been  taken  with  Lieut.- 
"  Governor  Hamilton's  party  and  who  is  retained  as  a  prisoner  in  the  rebel  ranks, 
"shall  himself  be  able  to  take  the  oath  of  fealty." 

CoTJRVAL.  Vol.  IV.,  p.  16.— -1781. — Pierre-Michel  Cresse  and  Louise  Cresse,  child- 
ren and  heirs  of  Sieur  Cresse,  the  first  grantee,  1754. 

Cress^.  Vol.  1L,  p.  45. — 1781 — Appeared:  Louis  Poulin  de  Courval,  eldest  son  of 
Jean-Baptiste  Poulin  do  Courval  and  of  Louise  Cresse,  daughter  and  heiress  of 
Michel  Cresse,  and  Claude  and  Joseph,  the  brothers  of  the  first  named,  his  co- 
heirs. Michel  Cresee  their  grand-father  had  purchased  this  fief  from  Sieur  de 
Loubia  the  first  grantee,  1672.

D'AiLLEuouT.  Vol.  II.,  p.  369— 1725— Louise  Denis,  widow  of  Pierre  d'Aillebout 
d'Argenteuil,  who  took  the  oath,  was  the  son  of  Charles  d'Aillebout  dea 
Musseaux  the  first  grantee,  1680. 

D'AuTEUiL.  Vol.  II ,  p.  457.— 1725— Francois-Madeleine  Ruette,  Sieur  d'Auteuil  et 
de  Monceaux  took  the  oath  for  his  children,  as  the  husband  of  Mario-Anne 
Juchereau,  previously  the  widow  of  Francois  Poilet  de  la  Combo-Pocatiere.  The 
Sieur  d'Auteuil  held  part  of  this  fief  in  his  own  right  as  grantee,  1693,  and  the 
rest  from  his  mother  Ciaire-Frangoise  du  Clement  du  Vault,  the  latter  having 
inherited  from  Asne  Gasnior  du  Clement,  her  mother,  who  had  received  the 
first  grant  of  the  greater  part  of  this  fief  in  1649. 

Dautrat  and  La  Noraye.  (Additions  to  this  Fief  in  1739.)  Vol.  III.,  p.  446. — 
1781— On  the  26th  Januar}-,  1781,  Jacques  Cuthbert  took  oath  of  fealty  for  #  of 
these  Seigniories,  which  he  had  acquired  in  1771,  1772,  1777  and  1778  from  the 
heirs  of  Fracgois  Neveu,  son  of  Jean-Baptiste  Neveu,  first  grantee  of  the  aug- 
mentation of  these  Seigniories,  1739.  (See  the  next  following  article  and  "  La 
NoBAYE  AND  Dautraye,"  Vol.  III.,  p.  446.) 

Dautray  and  La  Noraye.  (With  the  augmentation  of  1739.)  On  the  23rd  Feb- 
ruary, 1781,  Joseph-Ambroiso  Neveu  took  oath  of  fealty  for  ^ths  of  these  fiefs. 
He  had  acquired  the  said  §ths  as  follows  :  in  1771  he  had  purcha.«od  the  rights  of 
Francois  Simonet  and  Marguerite  Neveu;  in  1774 those  of  Alarie  Neveu,  widow 
of  Louis-Hector  d'Artigny  et  de  Villeray.

to  Marie- Denise  Seven tro,  "  wife  of  Neveu,"  and  to  Catherine  Gauthicr.  "  widow 
Duquet."

DtJjtKT.  Yol.  III.,  p.  329 — 1*759 — Joseph-Gaspard  Chaussegros  do  Le ry  had  pur- 
chased, in  ITSS,  the  half  of  this  fief  from  his  coheirs  and  inherited  the  other 
half  from  (^aspard  Chaussegros  de  Lery,  his  father,  firs?  grantee,  17o3. 

D«  L'IsLE.  Yol.  lY.,  p.  216 — 1781 — Joseph-Gaspard  Chaussegros  de  Lery  had 
purchased  this  fief  in  1772  from  Pierre  Chaboisseau,  as  the  hm^band  of  Marie 
Aubin  de  I'lsle  and,  in  1773,  the  rights  of  Jean-Baptiwte  Eodrigue,  which  the 
latter  had  acquired  from  Marie-Gabriel  Aubin  de  I'lsle,  widow,  by  first  mar- 
riage, of  Sieur  Desroches  and,  by  her  second  marriage,  of  Sieur  Cadet.  The 
grant  of  this  seigniory  had  been  made  in  1736  to  Sieur  Joseph  de  Fleury  de  la 
Gx)rgcndiere.  The  Acte  does  not  state  how  it  passed  into  the  hands  of  the  Aubin 
de  risle  family. 

DbMuy.  Yol.  II.,  p.  203. — 1723 — Pierre- Jacques  Daneaiix,  Sieur  de  Muy,  "  Gouver- 
neur  du  Mississippi,"  was  seignior  of  the  whole  of  this  fief  from  the  date  of  the 
deed  of  partition  made  in  1717  between  himself  and  his  sisters,  the  children  of 
Nicolas  Daneaux  and  Marguerite  Boucher,  daughter  of  Pierre  Boucher  de 
Bouchervilie  and  of  Jeanne  Crevier,  who  had  made  a  donation  of  the  said  fief 
in  1695  to  their  son-in-law,  Nicolas  Daneaux.  This  Acte  de  Foy  et  Hommage  doe» 
not  state  how  Sieur  Boucher  de  Bouchervilie  had  become  possessed  of  this  fief. 
The  descent  of  the  party  appearing,  Pierre-Jacques  Daneaux,  is  not  properly  set 
forth  therein,  the  name  of  Nicolas  Daneaux,  the  elder,  not  being  mentioned ; 
hence  it  was  only  by  means  of  the  Abbe  Tanguay's  Dictionary  that  the  author 
of  this  work  has  been  able  to  trace  up  the  complete  rights  of  inheritance  of 
Pierre-Jacques  Daneaux. 

DiN£AU.  Yol.  III.,  p.  21. — 1736 — Jean-Claude  Louet,  as  the  husband  of  Anne  Morin, 
previously  widow  of  Rene  Deneau^fe.  Rene  Daneau,  the  elder,  had  received 
the  first  grant  in  1691. 

Dxs  Htjnets.  Yol.  II.,  p.  137. — 1723 — Frangois  Desjordy  took  the  oath  in  1723  for 
this  fief,  of  which  he  had  obtained  a  grant  in  1696, 

Dksmaurb  or  Saint  Augustin.  Yol.  III.,  p.  17 — 1736 — The  Nuns  of  the  Hotel-Dieu, 
Quebec,  had  acquired  this  fief  in  1735,  under  a  judgment  of  adjudication  against 
Marie-Therei?e  Lalande  Gayon,  widow  of  Prangois  Anbert  de  la  Chebnaye.  There 
is  no  reference  in  the  Acte  to  the  first  grant  of  this  Fief. 

D'Obvilliers  or  Antaya.  (See  Antaya).  "YoI.  II,  p.  83-1723 — Pierre  Pelletier  dit 
Antaya  took  the  oath  in  1723,  for  himself  and  for  his  brother  and  sisters.  He 
had  purchased  a  part  of  the  half  of  this  fief  from  the  d'Orvilliers  heirn,  the  chil- 
dren of  Francois  Chord  de  St.  Romain,  and  held  the  other  part  of  the  half  from 
his  father,  Francois  Pelletier  dit  Antaya,  who  had  purchased  it  from  Sieur  de 
Comporte,the  first  grantee,  1672. 

DuCalvet.  (See  RivitaE  David  and  Ruisseau  dtt  Pbxit  Lac. 

Ddmontier,  Y<  1.  II.,  p.  163. — 1723 — Marie-Anne  Richard,  widow  of  Sieur  Dumontier. 
gi  antee  1708,  took  the  oath  for  herself  as  owner  of  one  half  of  the  fief,  and  for 
her  children  as  the  proprietors  of  the  other  half. 

Ddmontier  (continued).  Yol.  III.,  p.  470. — 1781 — Conrad  Gagy  had  purchased  in 
1771,  from  the  estate  of  Louis  Bstebral,  a  part  of  this  fief  which  was  granted 
firstly  in  1708  to  Sieur  Dumontier.  He  acquired  the  remainder  from  Les  Dames 
Religieuses  des  Trois  Rivieres  and  from  Le  Maitre  Duem  (JDuhemme).  (See  next 
preceding  article). 

Dcs/^-Bht  (dit  la  Nouvelle  York).  Yol.  ILL,  p.  446.— 1781— Jacques  Cuthbert  had 
acquired  this  fief  from  the  estate  of  Louis- Adrien  Dandonneau  Dusable,  grantee, 
1739.

Bboulements.  Yol.  IL,  p.  129.  Pierre  Tremblay,  who  took  the  oath  of  fealty  in 
1723,  had  purchased  this  fief  in  part  from  Pierre  de  Lessard,  first  grantee  1683, 
and  in  pari  from  Charles  de  Lessard,  grantee  of  the  other  part  in  1710. 

Eboulements.  (J  continued).  Yol.  lY.,  p.  371. — 1781 — Jean-Frangois  Tremblay  was 
proprietor  of  :^  of  this  fief  as  the  eldest  son  of  Etienne  Tremblay,  who  had  in- 


heritod  one-half  of  the  fief  of  which  his  father,  Pierre  Tremblay,  possessed  the 
whole  in  1723.     (See  above). 

BsoHAiLLONs  OT  EiviERE  DucHBSNB.  Vol.  II,.  p.  171. — 1723 — Sieur  Chaussegros  do 
Lery  took  the  oath  as  proxy  for  Sieur  de  St  Oars,  first  grantee  1674. 

BscHAMBAULT.  Vol.  II,  p.  384. — 1725 — Joseph  de  Fleury  de  la  Gorgendiere,  as  son 
and  heir  of  Jacques- Alexis  de  Fleury  d'Eschambault.  The  latter  held  the  fief  in 
right  of  his  mother  in-law,  Eleonore  de  Grandmaison,  widow  of  Francois  do 
Chavigny  de  Berchereau,  who  received  the  first  grant  of  the  fief  in  1640.  Tho 
said  grantee  having  gone  to  seek  retirement  in  France,  whore  he  died,  M.  de 
Lauzon,  the  Governor,  transferred  to  Eleonore  de  Grandmaison,  the  wife  of  the 
said  Sieur  de  Chavigny,  the  fief  d'Eschambault,  in  1652. 

Etchemins.  (Fief  on  the  river  of  that  name.)  Yol.  II,  p.  404. — 1725 — Joseph  do 
Fleury  de  la  Gorgendiere,  as  the  husband  of  Claire  JoUiet,  daughter  and  heiress 
of  Louis  Jolliet  first  grantee,  1697.

Faussambault.  Vol.  II,  p.  439.  Mario- Anne  Peuvret  rendered  fealty  and  homage 
in  1725,  as  well  for  her  share  of  one-third  of  the  fief  as  for  her  brother,  Alexandre 
Joseph  Peuvret,  de  Gaudarville,  for  two-thirds,  the  latter  being  then  at  St. 
Domingo.  Both  of  them  were  minors,  and  heira  of  Alexandre  Peuvret  de  Gau- 
darville, first  grantee  in  1693*

Gasp^.  Vol.  IV.,  p.  150— 1781— Ignace  Aubert  de  Gaspe  held  this  fiof  by  inheritance 
from  his  mother,  Angelique  Le  Gardeur,  widow  of  Sieur  Aubert  de  la  Chesnaye 
de  Gaspe,  who  had  been  the  first  grantee  of  this  fief  in  1738. 

Gastineau,  Vol,  II ,  p.  107 — 1723— Louis  Gastineau  Duplessis  had  acquired  this  fief, 
in  1712,  from  Sieur  Boucher  de  Boucherville,  first  grantee  in  1672. 

Gastineau,  (continued).  Vol.  IV.,  p.  156— 1781— Joseph  Godfroy  de  Tonnancour 
bought,  in  1766,  this  fief,  from  Louis  Gastineau.     (See  above. 

Gaudarville.  Vol.  II.,  p.  439.  Marie-Anne  Peuvret  rendered  fealty  and  homage, 
in  1725,  as  well  for  herself  for  one-third  of  the  fief,  as  for  her  brother  Alexandre 
Joseph  Peuvret  de  Gaudarville  for  two-thirds,  the  latter  being  then  at  St. 
Domingo.  Both  were  minors  and  heirs  of  Alexandre  Peuvret  de  Gaudarville,  who 
had  inherited  two-thirds  of  the  fiof  from  his  father,  Jean-Baptiate  Peuvret,  Sieur  du 
Mesnu,  and  had  accquired  the  other  third,  in  1701,  from  his  sister,  Marie-Cathe- 
rine Peuvret,  wife  of  Ignace  Juchereau  Duchesnay.  Sieur  Joan-Baptiste  Peuvret, 
Sieur  du  Mesnu,  held  this  fief  from  his  wife,  Marie-Catherine  Nau,  who  had 
previously  married  Louis  de  Lauzon  de  la  Uitiere,  first  grantee  in  1652. 

Gauth[er,  (Joseph.)  Vol.  III.,  p.  29 1,— 1758— Took  the  oath  for  a  fief  without 
designation,  situated  behind  La  Noraye,  which  he  had  bought  iu  1756,  from  Jeaa 
d'Aillebout  d'Argenteuil,  to  whom  it  was  first  granted  in  1736. 

Gauthier,  (Joseph.)  Vol.  IIL,  p.  291— 1758— Took  the  oath  for  a  fief  situate 
behind  Dautray,  %vhich  he  had  bought,  in  1755,  from  Genevieve  de  Eamzay, 
widow  of  Louis  Deschamps  de  Boish^bert,  to  whom  it  was  first  granted  in  173d. 

Gentillt.  Vol.  II,  p.  30.  Fran9ois  Poisson,  rendered  fealty  and  homage,  in  1723, 
as  well  for  his  own  half  of  the  fief,  as  for  his  brothers  and  sisters,  for  the  ether 
half;  who  were  heirs  and  children  like  himself,  of  Francois  Poisfon,  the  latter 
held  the  fief  by  gift  entrevifs  made  in  1683,  by  Michel  Pelletier  de  la  Parade, 
the  first  grantee  in  1676. 

Gentilly,  (tho  half  of  the  Fief)  Vol.  Ill,  p.  8.— 1734— Slizabetli  Dizy  renders 
fealty  and  homage,  for  herself  and  minor  children.  She  was  the  wife  of  Fran^oia 
PoiKson,  who  took  the  oath  in  1723.     (See  above.) 

Gentilly.  Vol.  IV,  p.  216.  Joseph-Gaspard  Chaussegros  de  Lery  rendered  fealty 
and  homage,  in  1781  j  who  had,  in  1772,  1773,  and    1774   bought  the  rights  of 
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Frangois,  Joseph,  Antonin  and  Alexis  Poisson,  as  well  as  those  of  the  other  heirtf, 
from  FraD5oi8  Poisson  mentioned  in  the  preceding  article. 

SoBiN  DE  iNiPissiGUiT,  (Acadia.)  Vol.  Ill,  p.  219. — 1753 — Marie-Therese-Achille  da 
Rey-Gaillard  had  inherited  this  fief  from  Pierre  Rey-Graillard,  and  Frangoise 
Caiileteau,  his  father  and  mother,  as  well  as  portions  from  his  brother  and 
sister.  The  said  Dame  Prangoiso  Caiileteau  had  married  the  first  time  Eichard 
Dpnis  de  Fronsac,  to  whom  Jean  Gobin,  the  first  grantee,  in  1690,  had  ceded  this 
fief 

GoDEFROY  AND  EoQUETAiLLADE.  Yol.  II,  p.  189.  In  1723  Rene  Godfroy  de  Ton- 
nancour  had  rendered  fealty  and  homage  as  well  for  himself  as  for  the  co-heirs, 
to  enumerate  whom  would  take  too  long.  The  said  Rene  Godfroy  had  inherited 
from  Louis  Godfroy  de  Norman ville,  son  of  Joan  Godfroy  de  Linctot,  the  first 
grantee  of  the  Fief  in  1638.  The  widow  of  the  latter,  Marie  Le  Neuf,  became 
the  owner  of  the  fief  of  Roquetaillade  by  the  death  of  her  eon,  Pierre  Godfroy 
de  Roquetaillade,  who  died  unmarried,  and  was  the  first  grantee  in  1675. 

■GoDEFRoY  AND  RoQUETAiLLADE  (portion  of  the  Fief).  Yol.  lY.,  p.  156.  In  1T81 
Joseph  Godfroy  de  Tonnancour  rendered  fealty  and  homage.  He  held  this  por- 
tion of  the  said  fiefs  from  his  father,  Rene  Godfroy  de  Tonnancour.  (See  the 
preceding  article.) 

CrODEFROY  AND  RoQUETAiLLADE.  (Aportion  ofthc  Fief.)  Yol.  lY,  p.  35. — 1781 — Jean 
Drouet  de  Richarville,  bought  in  1773,  several  portions  of  these  fiefs,  from  Dame 
Joseph  Duplessis  and  the  Oliviers,  minors  and  heirs  of  their  aunt,  Madeleine 
Duplessis.  The  deed  does  riot  state  how  the  latter  became  owner  of  portions  of 
these  fiefs.     (See  the  two  preceding  articles.)

Labadie  (continued.)  Yol.  lY,  p.  156. — 1781. — Joseph  Godfroy  de  Tonnancour, 
inherited  the  fief  from  Eene  de  Tonnancour,  his  father,  above  mentioned. 

La  Boiseliere.  Yol.  11,  p.  280. — 1724- — Anne  Foubert,  was  the  widow  of  Pierre 
Boisseau,  who  purchased  in  1678  from  Charles  Denis  de  Vitre,  first  grantee,  1672. 

La  Eoutkillerie  or  KiviiaE  Quelle.  Yol.  I,  p.  413. — 1725 — Louis  Deschamps  de 
Boishebert,  was  the  son  of  Jean-Francois  Deschamps,  Sieur  de  la  Bouteillerie, 
first  grantee,  1672. 

Lac  Des  Deux-Montaqnes.  Yol.  II,  p.  337. — 1725. — Le  Siminaire  de  Saint- 
Sulpice  of  Paris,  held  this  fief  by  gi*ant,  1717. 

Lac  des  Deux-Montagnes  (continued.)  Yol.  Ill,  p.  518. — 1781. — The  Seminary  of 
Saint-Sulpice  of  Montreal  took  the  oath  of  fealty  for  this  Seigniory  acquired  from 
Le  Siminaire  de  Saint-Sulpice  of  Paris  in  1764,  and  hold  from  that  time  in  its 
own  right. 

La  Chenaye.  Yol.  II,  p.  274. — 1724 — Piei-re  Le  Gardeur  de  Eepentigny  acquired 
this  fief  under  a  judgment  of  adjudication  rendered  in  1715  in  favour  of  the 
creditors  of  Eaymond  Martel.

Etienne  Volant  Radisson  first  grantee,  1694. 

La  Durantaye,  (half  the  fief)  Vol.  II..  p  332-1724— The  ladies  of  the  General 
Hospital  had  acquired  one-balf  of  this  fief  from  Louis-Joseph  Morel  de  la  Duran- 
taye, who  derived  the  said  one-half  from  his  father,  Olivier  Morel  de  la  Duran- 
taye, firbt  grantee  of  the  whole  seigniory,  1672  and  1693. 

Lapond,  (Etienne  de.)  Vol.  II.,  p.  94. —1723 — Ho  inherited  the  rights  of  Jean  La- 
fond  who  had  himself  inherited  from  his  own  father  and  mother,  Etienne  Lafond. 
and  Marie  Boucher,  she  being  the  first  grantee  of  this  unnamed  fief  situated 
below  the  lands  of  Sieur  do  Varennos  called  "Le  Sault  de  la  Verendrie." 

Lafresnaie.  Vol.  I[.,  p.  38 — 1723 — Alexis  Gagne  took  the  oath  in  his  own  behalf 
for  J  the  fiaf  and  on  behalf  of  his  co-heirs,  the  children  of  Louis  Gagne  dit  Bella- 
vance,  Sieur  de  la  Frenais,  who,  in  1672  and  1675,  received  the  firet  grant  of  a 
fief  which  they  had  divided  in  two,  in  16^9. 

La  GuillaudiI:re.  Vol.  II.,  p.  471 — 1726— Maurice  Blondeau  had  acquired  this  fief 
in  1723  from  Marguerite  Meissior  of  Sfc.  Michel,  widow  of  Sieur  Lesueur.  The  act 
does  not  say  to  whom  or  when  the  pinmitive  concession  was  made. 

La  Martiniere.  Vol.  II.,  p.  262 — 1724 — Louis-Claude  de  Berman,  Sieur  de  la 
Martiniere,  held  this  fief  from  Claude  de  Berman,  first  grantee,  1692. 

.3JA  MARTiNiiRE,  (continued.)  Vol.  IV.,  p.  181 — 1781 — Alexandre  Eraser  acquired 
this  fief  in  1763,  from  Governor  Muri-ay,  who  had  purchased  it  the  same  year  from 
Dame  Catharine  Parsons,  widow  of  Claude  de  Bormaa  de  la  Martiniere.  The 
latter,  in  1740,  obtained  a  grant  in  augmentation  to  the  fief  of  which  his 
grandfather,  Claude  de  Berman  de  la  Martiniere,  was  the  first  grantee,  1692. 

-Langloisbrie.     (See  Petit.) 

La  Noraye.  Vol.  II.,  p.  300 — 1724 — J.-Bte.  Neveu  acquired  this  fief  from  Sieur  do 
Niort  de  la  Noraye,  who  had  purchased  it  from  Louis  de  Niort  de  la  Noraye, 
Charles  Gauthier,  Dlle  Marie  Sevestre  and  Dame  widow  Daquet,  to  whom  it  had 
been  granted  in  1688.  Two  otherpartsof  this  seigniory  were  originally  granted  to 
Jean  Bourdon  in  1647  and  1638. 

LaNoraye  and  Dautray  (Augmentation  of  these  two  Fiefs.)  Vol.  III.,  p.  446. —

Zacharie  and 
Anne  Robutel  de  la  Noue  were  children  of  Claude  Eobutel  de  la  None, 
grantee,  1676,  of  one-third  part  of  St.  Paul's  Island,  which  part  then  took 
the  name  of  Fief  de  La  Noue. 
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IiA.  PocATifeRE.  (Saint- Anne.)  Vol.  IV.,  p.  281. — 1T81 — Lachlan  Smith  pnrcb&iecl 
this  fief  in  1777  from  Charles  Eheaume,  who  had  purchased  one  part  of  it  in 
1767  from  Charles  Daneaux  de  Muy  and  from  Jacques-Philippe  del'Isle.  H© 
held  the  other  part  from  his  mother,  Th6rese  Catin,  widow,  by  her  first  mar-^ 
riage,  of  Simon  Eheaume,  and  by  the  second,  of  Charles  Euette  d'Antouil,  with 
whom  she  acquired  two  additional  parts  of  the  fief  from  Pierre  Daneaux.  Sienr 
de  Muy,  and  his  wife  Lonise-G^nevieve  Euette  d'Auteuil,  Alexandre  Eaetta 
d'Auteuil  and  Madelieino  Euette  d'Auteuil,  widow  of  Charles  Pothier  de  Curcy*:

— 1724 — Louis  Levrard 
was  proprietor  of  this  fief  as  the  husband  of  Catherine- Ang^lique  Becquet,  who 
with  her  sister,  Marie-Louise  Becquet,  had  received  the  first  grant  in  1683.

Vol.  IV,  p.  88— 1781— Louis  Hertel  and  Sieur  La- 
marque  took  the  oath  for  one  half  of  this  fief,  the  former  as  widower  of  Marie- 
Hippolyte  Celoron,  and  husband  of  Susanne  Plot  de  Langloiserie ;  the  latter  as 
the  husband  of  Marie-Anne-Therese  Celoron  de  Blainville,  who  was  the  daughter, 
as  was  also  Marie-Hippolyte  aforesaid,  of  Sieur  Celoron  de  Blainville  and  of 
Dlle.

Vol.  IV.  p.  104 — 1781 — Fi-an ^ois- Joseph  Cugnet, 
husband  of  Marie-Joseph  de  La  Fontaine  de  Belcour,  Nicolas-Joseph  and  Fran- 
cois de  La  Fontaine  de  Belcour,  Guillaume  Grant  and  Thomas  Dunn,  all  repre- 
senting tho  then  late  Jacques  La  Lande,  Louis  Joliiet  and  Bissot  de  La  Eivi^re, 
and  all  CO  seigneurs  and  proprietors  of  the  said  fief.  (The  La  Fontaine  heirs 
were  usufructuaries  of  the  Baroness  de  Castelneau,  heiress  Joliiet,  while  Guill- 
aume Grant  had  married  Dame  Catherine  de  Fleury  de  la  Gorgendiero,  whose 
mother  was  a  Joliiet;  he  had,  moreover,  purchased  the  rights  of  Joseph  Marin 
and  of  Louise-Charlotte  de  Fleury  de  la  Gorgendiere,  wife  of  the  latter).

Vol.  III.,  p.  219 — 1753 — Marie-Fran§oise-Achille  Eey-Gail- 
lard  was  heiress  of  Pierre  Rey-Gaillard  and  of  Dame  Fran^oise  Cailleteau,  her 
father  and  mother,  and  of  the  shares  of  her  brothers  and  sisters;  the  said  Dame 
Fran^oise  had  married  firstly  Eichard  Denis  de  Fronsac,  first  grantee,  1687. 

Metis  and  Ile  Saint  Babnab]^.  Vol.  II.,  p.  295 — 1723 — The  pi'oprietor  of  this  fief 
was  Dame  Elizjjbeth  de  Peiras,  widow  of  Nicolas  Pinguet  de  Targis  and  heiress 
ofJ.-Bte.de  Peiras  first  grantee,  1675. 

JiIetis,  (Fief  of  river  of  that  name.)  Vol.  II.,  p.  328.  Pierre  le  Page  de  Saint-Bar- 
nabe  took  the  oath  in  1724  for  himself  and  for  his  brothers  and  sisters,  children 
and  heirs  of  Eene  le  Page  de  Sainte-Claire,  who  had  acquired  this  fief  in  1703, 
from  Charlotte- Fran^oise  Juchereau,  wife  of  Sieur  de  La  Forest  and,  before  the 
latter  marriage,  widow  of  Francois  Pachot,  first  grantee,  1689. 

Metis  (Lakes  and  adjoining  lands.)  Vol.  II.,  p.  4  68 — 1725— Nicolas  Lanouillier 
had  acquired  this  fief  from  Louise  LeGardeur,  widow  of  Augustin  Eouer,  Sieur 
de  la  Cordonniere,  first  grantee,  1693. 

MoNNOiR.  Vol.  II.,  p.  269.  Claude  de  Eamezay,  was  proprietor  of  this  fief  in  1724 
and  had  received  the  first  grant  in  1708. 

Montarville.  Vol.  III.,  p.  500  —  1781 — Eene  Boucher  de  la  Bruere  had,  in  1774, 
purchased  the  rights  of  his  mother,  Eeine  de  Pecody  de  Contrecoour,  widow 
of  Eene  Boucher  de  la  Bruere,  and  also  the  rights  of  his  brothers  and  sisters. 
The  grant  was  made  to  Pierre  Boucher  in  1710. 

MoNTPLAisANT.  (Fief  detached  from  Villeray.)  Vol.  IV.,  p.  438— 1781— Jenkin 
Williams  had  in  1767  purchased  lands  from  Captain  George  Gregory,  who  had 
himself  acquired  them  from  the  Trustees  of  the  creditors  of  Philippe  Payne. 
The  latter  had  purchased  in  1762  and  1763,  from  Madeleine  Dumont  and  her 
husband,  August  Eouer  de  Villeray.  The  latter  held  the  fief  from  his  grand- 
father Louis  Eouer  de  Villeray  first  grantee,  1663. 

Montreal,  (Island,  Main  land  and  Cote  Saint  Sulpice.)  Vol.  II.,  p.  337 — 1725— i* 
S6minaire  de  Saint  Sulpice,  Paris,  held  the  property  by  donation  from  Pierre 
Chevrier  de  Foucamps  and  Jerome  LeEoyer  de  la  Dauversidre  both  first 
grantees,  1640. 

Montreal,  (Island,  Main  land  and  Cote  Saint-Sulpico)— continued — Vol.  III.,p.518 — 
1731 — The  Seminary  of  Saint-Sulpice  of  Montreal  Jield  this  Seigniory  in  its  own 
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right,  from  1*764,  by  donation  from  Le  Siminaire  Saint- Sulpice,  of  Paris.    (See 
next  preceding  abstract.^ 

MoNTS-Loms.  {See  Pasp^biac.)  YoI.  III.,  p.  417 — 1725— Louis  Gosselin  took  the 
oath  for  himself,  as  donee  entre  vifs  of  Pierre  Haymard,  and  for  his  mother  Louise 
Guillot,  widow  of  the  third  marriage  of  Pierre  Haymard.  The  latter  had 
acquired  the  fief  from  the  heirs  of  Nicolas  Bourlet  first  grantee.  The  year  of 
the  first  grant  is  not  stated. 

MoNTS-Louis,  (continued.)  Vol.  II.,  p.  249 — 1754 — Joseph  Cadet  had  acquired  this 
fief  in  1753,  by  sale  under  process  of  law  of  the  goods  of  Louis  Grosselin  and  of 
the  heirs  of  Louis  Guillot,  mother  of  the  latter,.     {See  above.)

Qois  Bourdon,  son  of  Jean  Bourdon,  first  grantee,  1653. 

Neuville  or  Pointeaux-Trembles.  Vol.  IV.,  p.  254 — 1781 — Joseph  Brassard 
Deschenaux  had  acquired  this  fief  in  1765  from  Nicolas  Renaud-l)avenne  des 
Meloises,  who  had  purchased  the  rights  of  his  co-heirs  between  1757  and  1766, 
and  also  the  rights  of  M.  and  Mrao.  Pean,  the  latter  his  sister.     {See  above.) 

NicoLET  and  Ile  X  la  Fourche.  Vol.  IV,  p.  11 — 1781 — Claude  Poulin  de  Cresse 
inherited  f  of  this  fief,  and  acquired  the  remainder  by  adjudication  under  a 
judgment  in  1747.  In  1680  Sieur  Michel  Cresse  obtained  a  grant  of  lie  a  la 
Fourche  as  an  augmentation  of  the  fief  of  Nicolet,  which  was  granted  for  the 
first  time  to  Sieur  de  Loubia  in  1672.

Vol.  II,  p.  429 — Les  Dames  de  VEopital  GinSral,  Quebec, 
took  the  oath  in  1725  for  the  Comte  d'Orsainville,  which  they  had  acquired 
in  1696,  through  Mgr.  do  Saint  Valier,  from  the  widow  of  Messire  Francois 
Talon,  as  prosy  for  Jean-Fran§ois  Talon,  comte  d'Orsainville,  nephew  and  uni- 
versal legatee  of  the  Intendant  Talon.  The  latter  was  the*  first  grantee  of  the 
Barony  des  xlets,  erected  for  him  into  the  comtS  d'Orsainville  in  1675. 

Orsainville.  {ConiU) — continued — Vol.  IV,  p.  351.  Les  Dames  de  VHopital 
Giniral,  Quebec,  renewed  the  oath  in  relation  to  this  fief  in  1781. 

Orvilliers,  or  Antaya.  Vol.  II,  p.  83 — 1723— Pierre  Pelletier  dit  Antaya  had 
inherited  this  fief  jointly  with  his  brother  Michel  and  his  sisters,  from  his  father, 
Francois  Pelletier  dit  Antaya.  In  1721  the  said  Pierre  became  possessed  of  one 
half  of  the  fief  under  a  judgment  in  his  favour  against  the  heirs,  Chorel  d'Orvil- 
Hers.  His  father,  Fran5oiB  Pelletier  dit  Antaya  purchased  the  fief  from  Sieur  de 
Comporte,  first  grantee,  1672. 

Orvilliers.  (Part  of  the  fief  previously  forming  part  of  Sainte-Anne).  YoI.  IV, 
p.  48—1781 — Pierre-Francois  Chorel  d'Orvilliers  purchased,  in  1778,  the  rights 
of  the  heirs,  Laversan  de  Langy,  children  of  Marianne  d'Orvilliers.  In  1714 
Chorel  de  St.  Remain  had  conveyed  to  Chorel  d'Orvilliers  the  rights  he  held 
from  his  father,  Sieur  Edmond  de  Champlain,  who  held  them  by  donation  from 
Sieur  Edmond  de  Sueve,  first  grantee,  1672— -jointly  with  Sieur  de  LaNaudiere.

The  said  Pierre  Haymard  had  conveyed  one  half  of  this  fief  to  Gosselin  by  dona- 
tion entre  vifs. 

Vol  IV",  p.  216 — 1T81 — Joseph-Gaspard  Chaussegros  de  Lery  had  pur- 
chased, in  1764,  the  rights  of  Antoine  and  Francois  Germain,  who  had  acquired 
this  fief  from  Francois  Monnier.  The  latter  had  purchased  it  from  Marie- Anne 
Chasle,  wife  and  proxy,  in  1763,  of  Maitre  Joseph  Perthuis,  first  grantee,  1753.

In  1722  appeared  Joseph  Hertel  for  himself  and  for 
the  heirs  of  Laurent  Philippe,  whose  daughter,  Catherine,  he  had  married, 
Laurent  Philippe  received  the  first  grant  of  this  fief  in  1683. 

PocATiiRE  (Z>e  La).  Yol.  II.,  p.  124.  In  1723  the  oath  was  taken  by  Pierre  Euette 
d'Auteuil  do  la  Malotiere,  for  himself,  for  his  father,  Francois-Madeleine 
Huette,  Sieur  d'Auteuil  et  de  Monceau,  then  in  France,  and  for  his  brothers  and 
sisters,  heirs  with  himself  of  his  mother,  Marie-Anne  Juchereau.  The  latter  was 
the  wife,  by  her  second  marriage,  of  the  aforesaid  Frangois-Madeleine  Euette 
d'Auteuil,  and  had  received  the  grant  of  this  fief  in  1672,  when  she  was  the 
widow  of  Francois  Polet  de  la  Combe,  Sieur  de  la  Pocatiere.

Port  Daniel.  Yol.  III.,  p.  21. — 1736 — Appeared:  Jean  Claude  Louet,  in  the  name 
and  as  the  husband  of  Anne  Morin,  previously  the  widow  of  Rene  Deneau,  also 
the  son  of  the  latter,  Rene  Deneau.  Deneau  the  elder  had  received  tho  grant  in 
1696. 

Port  Joly.  Yol.  II.,  p.  253.  In  1723  Pierre  Aubertde  la  Chesnaye,  Sieur  de  Gagp6 
acquired  this  fief,  which  had  been  sold  to  his  father,  Charles  Aubert  de  la  Ches- 
naye, by  Noel  Langlois,  first  grantee,  1677. 

PoBTNEDF  (Barony.)  Vol  II.,  p.  144.  In  172 J,  appeared:  Charles  Le  Gardeur  de 
Croisille,  for  himself  as  the  husband  of  Marie-Anne  Robineau  de  Portneuf 
and  Dlle.  Margueritc-Renee  Robineau,  the  two  latter  being  the  heiresses  of  Rene 
Robineau  de  Becancour,  who  had  married  Marie-Anne  Le  Neuf  de  la  Poterie, 
daughter  of  Jacques  Le  Neuf  de  la  Poterie,  first  grantee,  1647. 

Ramezay.  Yol.  II.,  p.  269. — 1724 — Claude  de  Ramezay,  Seigneur  of  la  Gesse, 
Montigny,  Bois-Fleurant  and  other  places,  who  took  the  oath  in  1724,  had  re- 
ceived the  gi-ant  of  this  fief  in  1710.

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BiGAULT  AND  Yaudreuil.  Yol.  IV.,  p.  128. — 1781 — Michel-Eustache-Gaspard- Alain 
Chartior  de  Lotbiniere  held  these  two  fiefs  from  his  father  Michel  Chartier 
de  Lotbiniere.  The  latter  had  acquired  them  by  halves  in  1763  from  le  Marquis 
and  la  Marquise  de  Eio^ault  de  Vaudreuil,  and  from  Louise  Therese  de  Fleury  de  la 
Gor^endiere,  wife  of  Pierre-Francois  de  Eigault  de  Yaudreuil,  son  of  Philippe 
de  Rigault  de  Yaudreuil,  first  grantee,  1702.

Barnabe,  for  himself  and  for  his  brothers  and  sisters,  children  and  heirs  of  Eene 
LePage  de  Sain te-CIaire,  who  had  acquired  from  Augustin  Eouer  de  la  Cordon- 
nioro,  first  grantee,  1688. 

EiviERE  David  or  Euisseai:  du  Petit  Lac.  (The  latter  in  the  Seigniory  of 
Bourchemin.)  Yol.  lY.,  p.  458 — 28th  May,  1781,  Pierre  Da  Calvet,  who  was  then 
proprietor  of  those  fiefs,  "being  detained  a  prisoner"  and  unable  to  appear  at 
the  Chateau  Saint  Louis  to  take  the  oath  of  foalty.  Governor  Haldimand  granted 
him  sufferance  "  until  ho  shall  be  abb  to  take  the  oath  in  person." 

Biviere  de  la  Madeleine. — {See  also  Grande  Yall^e  des  Monts,  N.D.)  Yol.  IT., 
p.  393.  In  1723  the  proprietor  was  Michel  Sarrazin,  physician,  Member  of  the 
Academy  of  Sciences,  husband  of  Anne  Hazeur  daughter  of  Fi*ancois  Hazeur. 
The  latter  had  purchased  from  Denis  Eiverin,  first  grantee,  1689. 

EiviERB  Du  Gouffre.  Yol.  II.,  p,  132 — 1723— The  oath  was  taken  by  Pierre  Dapre, 
first  grantee,  1684. 

RiYiE'tE  DU  Lorp  (en  has)  and  Madaouaska.  Yol.  IT.,  p.  49— 1723— Joseph  Blondeau 
dit  Lafranchise  had  acquired  these  fiefs  in  1709,  by  adjadicatioa  under  a  judg- 
ment against  the  succession  of  Charles  Aubcrt  de  la  Chesnaye,  one  of  the  grantees 
in  1613  and  1633.  It  appears  from  the  deeds  referred  to  in  this  instrument,  and 
in  that  of  1756,  that  these  fiefs  had  been  originally  granted  to  two  burgesses  of 
Paris,  Fraugois  Dionis  and  Francois  Duparc  and  that  they  wore  to  be  called 
Yerboris  and  Le  Pare.

I[.,  p.  408— 1725— The  Ursulincs  Nuns  of  Three 
Eivera  had  purchased  the  fief  from  Michel  Trottier  de  Beaubien,  who  had 
acquired  from  Jean  Lechasseur,  first  grantee,  1685. 

EivifeRE  DU  Loi  p  {en  haut.)  Yol.  Ill,  p.  540— 1781— The  Ursulines  Nuns  of  Throe 
Elvers  renewed  the  oath  of  fealty.     {See  above.) 

EiviEBE  DU  SuD  (and  another  fief  unnamed  close  beside).  Yol.  II,  p-  371—1725— 
Jean-Bapiifcte  Couillard  de  ^E^<pinay  and  Louis  Couillard  do  I'Espinay  were 
the  sons  of  Louis  Couillard  do  I'Espinay,  and  joint  proprietors  of  these  fiefs. 
Their  father  had  purchased  the  Seigniory  of  Eiviere  du  Sad  from  Sieurs  Moyea 
and  Chartier,  who  had  acquired  it  from  M.  de  Montmagny,  first  grantee,  1646.

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pr^s,  wife  of  the  latter  and  daughter  of  Jacques  Couillard  Despres  and  Eliza- 
beth LeMieux,  to  whom  the  land  belonged  as  heirs  of  Jean-Bapliste  Couillard  de 
I'Espinay,  son  of  Louis  Couillard,  mentioned  in  next  preceding  article. 

BrviERE  DU  SuD.  (Part  of  the  Seigniory  comprising  25  arpents  in  front  by  4  leagues 
in  depth.)  Vol.  II.,  p.  397—  1777 — Michel  Blais  had  acquired  this  part  of  the 
Seigniory  successively  from  the  heirs  of  Jacques  Couillard  Despres,  and  from 
Elizabeth  LeMieux,  heirs  of  Jean  Bap tiste  Couillard,  son  of  Louis  Couillard  de 
L'Espinay.     (^See  next  two  preceding  abstracts.)

EouviLLE.  (And  part  of  Chambly  called  Pointe  Olivier.)  Vol.  IV,  p.  211. — 1781 — 
Eene-Ovido  Hertel  de  Eouville  had  purchased  parts  of  these  tiefs  as  follows, 
namely  :  In  1778  part  of  Chambly  from  Louis-Hugues  Hertel  de  Chambly,  and  in 
1772  parts  of  Eouville  and  of  Chambly  from  Jean-Bte.  Horlel  de  Eouville,  who 
had  purchased  fi'om  Paul-Fran (jois  Eaimbault,  Sieur  Duverger  de  St.  Blaise  and

Saint-Blain.  Vol.  III.,  p.  493. — 1781 — Eene-Amable  Boucher  de  Boucherville,  hus- 
band of  Marie-Madeleine  Eaimbault  de  Saint-Blain,  ("Simblin,"  says  Abbe- 
Tanguay),  daughter  of  Pierre  Eaimbault  deSimblin,who  had  inherited  fromPaul- 
FranQois  Eaimbault.  The  latter  held  the  fief  in  right  of  his  wife,  Catherine 
d'Aubusson,  daughter  of  Antoino  d'Aubusson  and  of  Marie-Jeanne  Jarret  do 
Vercheres.

Vol.  IV.,  p.  408.— 1701— Jean  Jenisson 
acquired  the  fief  under  a  writ  of  execution  issued  against  Joseph  Marchand,  who 
had  purchased  in  1743  from  Francois  Hertel  de  la  FreniSre,  first  grantee,  1695. 

Saint-De^is.  (The  whole  fief,  except  19  arpents  mentioned  in  the  next  following 
abstract.)  Vol.  III.,  p.  150.— 1745— Fierre-Claude  de  Peoody  de  Contreca-ur, 
Bon  of  Fran9ois  de  Pecody  de  Contrecceur,  son  of  Antoine  de  Pdcody  an ' 
Barbe  Denis.  The  latter  had  married  (second  marriage)  Louis  de  Ganne 
Sieur  De  Falaise,  first  grantee,  1694. 
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Saint-Denis.  (19  to  20  arpents,  fi-ontage,  in  the  said  seigniory.)  Vol.  III.,  p.  164. — 
1745 — Marie  de  Pecody  de  Contrecoeur,  widow  of  Jean-Louis  de  Chapt,  Sieur 
de  La  Come,  who  had  acquired  14  arpents  from  Louis  de  Gannes  Sieur  de 
Falaise,  first  grantee,  1694.  The  latter  married  (second  marriage)  Barbe  Denis,

Sainte-Anne.  (I  the  fief)  Vol.  II. — 1723. — Francois  Chorel  d'Orvilliers  had  inherited 
from  his  brother,  Edmond  Chorel  de  Champlain,  one-half  of  the  half  of  this 
Seigniory  and  had  acquired  the  other  half  of  the  said  half  from  his  brother  Eene 
Chorel  de  Saint-Germain  in  1714.  This  half  of  the  fief  belonged  to  their  father, 
Sieur  Chorel  de  Champlain,  who  acquired  in  l(i95,  by  donation  from  Sieur 
Edmond  de  Su^ve,  grantee  in  1672  of  the  whole  fief  jointly  with  Sieur  .facques-

Saintb-Anne.  (I  the  fief.)  Vol.  II,  p.  98.— 1723.— Thomas  Tarieu  de  la  P6rad© 
had  inherited  this  half  from  his  father,  Jacques-Thomas  Tarieu  de  Lanaudiere, 
first  grantee,  1672,  of  the  whole  Seigniory,  with  Sieur  Edmond  de  Sudve. 

Sainte-Anne.  (Next  preceding  abstract  continued.)  One- half  of  fief  with  subsequent 
augmentations. — Vol.  IV,  p.  62. — 1781. — Charles  Tarieu  de  la  Perade  held  this 
fief  from  his  family,  who  had  at  various  times  obtained  augmentations.  In  1735, 
1700  and  1697.     (iSee  above,  and  also  the  title  Orvilliers,  Vol.  IV,  p.  48. 

Sainte-Croix.  (Le  Platon.)  Vol.  IV,  p.  336.— 1781.— The  CJrsulines  Nuns,  Quebec, 
obtained  the  first  grant  in  1639,  with  confirmation  in  1652. 

Sainte-Marie.  (On  the  St.  Lawrence.)  Vol.  II,  p.  103.— 1723.— Louis  Gastineau 
Duplessis,  husband  of  Jeanne  Le  Moyne,  daughter  of  Jean  Lo  Moyne  and 
of  Marie-Madeleine  de  Chavigny,  first  grantee,  1711. 

Sainte-Marie.  (On  the  St.  Lawrence.)  Vol.  IV,  p.  284.— 1781.— Augustin  Joubin 
dit  Boisvert  purchased  this  fief  in  1774,  from  Louis  Gastineau.  (See  next  pre- 
ceding Article.) 

Sainte-Marie  et  Liniere.  (Four  leagues  and  f ,  of  a  fief  situated  on  the  Chaudiere 
Eiver.)  Vol.  Ill,  p.  562. — 1781.— Gabriel-Elzear  Taschej-eau,  for  himself  and  for 
his  brothers  and  sisters.  He  himself  had  acquired  in  177-3,  from  his  mother, 
Marie-Claire  de  Fleury  de  la  Gorgendi^re,  widow  of  Thomas-Jacques  Taschereau, 
first  grantee,  1736,  one-half  of  the  fief.  In  1772  he  had  purchased  the  rights  of 
his  sister  Marie. 

Sainte  Marguerite.  Vol.  II,  p.  449. — 1725. — Louis-Frangois  de  Gallife*^,  Seigneur 
de  Caffin,  (Calin,  according  to  Abbe  Tanguay,)  had  purchased  the  fief  from 
Louis  Aubert  du  Forillon.  The  latter  had  inherited  from  his  father,  Charles^ 
Aubert  de  la  Chesnaye,  who  acquired  it  after  a  seizure  issued  against  Jacques 
Dubois,  first  grantee,  1691. 

Sainte-Marquerite  (f  of  fief).  Vol.  IV,  p.  21— 1781— Joseph-Claude  Boucher  d& 
Niverville  acquired,  by  donation  entre  vifs,  in  1767,  f  of  the  fief,  from  Marguerit©^ 
Cardin,  widow  of  Francois  Chatelain,  "  les  demoiselles  Chatelain,"  having  retained 
the  remaining  sixth  of  the  seigniory.  Francois  Chatfelain  had  purchased  the- 
whole  fief  from  LouiB-Frangois  de  Gallifet  in  1754.     (See  above.) 
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Saint-Francois.  (Fief  on  rivor  Saint  Francis^  Vol.  II,  page  178—1723 — Jean  Crevier 
Sieur  de  Saint-Francois,  for  himself,  his  brother  and  sisters,  all  heirs  of  Joseph 
Crevier  de  Saint-Francois,  son  of  Jacques  Crevier,  first  grantee,  1678. 

Saint-Francois  (Fief  on  Cote  Ste.  Genevieve  at  Quebec)  Yol.  II,  p.  390— 1725--Jean- 
Bte.  Prevost  for  himself  and  for  his  children.  During  the  existence  of  his  com- 
munity with  his  first  wife,  Marie  Girou,  he  had  acquired  the  fief  from  Jeanne 
Prevost,  widow  of  "  Caatonguay."  The  latter  had  acquired  it  from  Aubert  do  la 
Chesnaye  and  Jacques  Bourdon,  first  grantees,  1655,  with  Messire  Jean  Lesuear, 
who  afterwards  gave  his  share  to  the  latter. 

Saint-Ignace.— Vol.  IV.,  p.  316.— 1781— The  Hotel-Dieu  of  Quebec  had  obtained 
the  first  grant  of  this  fief  in  1647  and  1652. 

— 1726 — ^Michel  Sarrazin, 
physician,  acquired  the  fief  in  1709,  in  consequence  of  a  seizure  against  Guillaumo 
Gaillard,  curator  to  the  vacant  succession  of  Sieur  Aubert  de  la  Chesnaye,  and 
attorney  for  Pierre  Petit,  heir  of  Jean  Gobin.  Without  explaining  how  the 
latter  had  come  into  possession  of  the  fief,  the  Act  says  that  in  1661,  the  house 
called  St.  Jean  of  the  Sieur  Bourdon  had  been  constituted  a  fief  with  60  arpents 
of  land.

Vol.  III.,  p.  540.— 1781— The  Ursu- 
lines Nuns,  Three  Eivers,  renewed  the  oath  for  this  fief.  (See  above.)

Saint-Jean  d'Eschaillons,  Vol.  IV.,  p.  415. — 1781 — Paul-Roch  de  St.  Ours  took 
the  oath  for  his  father,  Eoch  de  St.  Ours,  who  as  the  eldest  son  had  inherited 
half  the  fief,  and  had,  in  the  period  from  1752  to  1770,  successively  acquired  the 
rights  of  his  co-heirs,  amongst  otheis,  of  M.  de  Courtemanche,  and  of  Thereso 
Cournoyer,  widow  of  Fraccois  de  St.  Ours,  of  the  Le  Eoy  de  la  Poterie  and  of 
the  Desmines,  all  connected  with  the  St.  Ours,  who  had  been  proprietors  from 
the  date  of  the  first  concession  to  Sieur  de  St.  Ours  in  1676. 

Saint-Jean-Port-joly.  Vol.  IV.,  p.  150. — 1781 — Ignace  Aubert  de  Gaspe  inherited 
the  fief  from  his  grandfather,  Charles  Aubert  de  la  Chesnaye,  who  piu'chased 
in  1786  from  Noel  Langlais,  first  grantee,  1677. 

Saint-Joseph — District  of  Beauce — (Two  leagues  of  frontage  in  the  fief.)  Vol.  III., 
p.  561.  In  1181  Gabriel-Elzear  Taschereau  took  the  oath  for  the  greater  part  of 
this  fief,  which  he  had  purchased  from  the  heirs  of  Joseph  de  Fleury  de  la  Gor- 
gendiere.  The  latter  had  acquired  the  fief  by  exchange  from  Pierre  do  Eigault 
de  Vaudreuil,  first  grantee,  1736. 

Saint-Joseph— Continued— (Half  a  league  of  frontage.)  Vol.  IV.,  p.  201— 1781 — 
Joseph  de  Floury  d'Eschambault,  became  proprietor  par  indivis  of  part  of  this  fief, 
in  1765.     (For  prior  titles,  see  next  preceding  article.) 

Saint-Joseph,  or  l'Espinay,  near  Quebec.  Vol.  IL,  p.  375. — 1725 — Jean-Baptiste 
Couillardde  l'Espinay  was  the  donee,  by  his  marriage  contract,  of  Guillemette 
Hubert,  his  grandmother,  widow  of  Guillaume  Couillard.  Louis  Hebert,  father 
of  the  said  Guillemette  Hebert,  had  received  the   first  grant  of  the  fief  in  1626. 

Saint-Joseph  or  L'Espinay,  near  Quebec.  Vol.  III.,  p.  506 — 1781 — Pierre  Stuart 
bought  this  fief  in  1778  from  Daniel  Morrisson,  who  purchased  from  Francois 
Daine  and  from  Louise  de  Pecody  de  Contrecoour.  The  latter  vendees  hold  by 
deed  of  retrocession  from  Thomas- Jacques  Taschereau,  who  had  acquired  by 
adjudication  in  1735.  (For  prior  titles,  see  Saint-Joseph  ou  L'Espinay,  Vol.  II., 
p.  375. 

Saint-Joskph  et  La  Pointeau-Foin.    Vol.  II.,   p.  88. — 1723— Pierre  Bernier  ap- 
peared for  himself  and  for  his  brothers  and  sisters,  children  and  heirs  of  Jacques  i 
Bernier,  who  had  purchased  it  from  Sieur  Fournier,  first  grantee,  1672. 

SAiNT-.ro8EPii.     (See  Ile  Saint-Joreph.) 

Saint-Laurent,  (County  of)  or  He  d'Orleans.  Vol.  II.,  p.  461— 1725- Guillaume 
Gaillard  held  this  scigi.iory,  or  county,  from  Francois  Berthelot,  who  in   1675 
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had  obtained  it  from  Mgr.  de  Laval  in  exchange  for  He  Jesus,  Mgr.  de  Laval 
had  received  the  grant  of  Isle  d'Orldans  from  '•  La  Compagnie  des  Indes  Occi- 
dentales"  in  1674.  The  Acfe  shows  that  the  original  grant  of  the  Island  of  Orleans 
was  made  in  1636,  to  Jacques  Castillon,  without  explaining  how  it  reverted  to 
"  La  Compagnie  des  Indes  Occidentales." 

Saint-Maurice.  Yol.  II.,  p.  397 — 1725— Pierre  Poulin  held  this  fief  from  his  father, 
Michel  Poulin,  who  was  the  son  and  heir  of  Maurice  Poulin  and  Jeanne  Jalope 
(  "  Jallaut,"  according  to  Abbe  Tanguay.)  The  latter  (Jeanne  Jallaut)  received 
the  first  grant  in  1676. 

Saint-Michel.  (Fief  in  the  hanlieu  of  Quebec.)  Yol.  III.,  p.  74— 1781— The 
Seminary  of  Quebec  had  acquired  the  fief  from  Charles  LeGardeur  de  Tilly, 
first  grantee,  1660. 

Saint-Michel.  (Continuation  of  next  above.)  Yol.  lY.,  p.  305— 1781— The  Semi- 
nary of  Quebec  renewed  the  necessary  oath  for  this  fief,     (see  above.) 

Saint-Michel  et  Livaudiere.  Yol.  Ill,  p.  171 — 1745 — Hugues-Jacques  Pean  de 
la  Livaudiere  held  the  fief  in  right  of  his  wife,  Marie-Fran goise  do  Pecody  de 
Contrecoeur,  who  had  acquired,  in  1736,  under  an  adjudication  against  Ihe  heirs 
of  Olivier  Morel  de  la  Durantaye,  first  grantee,  1696,  of  the  Seigniory  of  La 
Durantaye,  of  which  this  fief  formed  part. 

^aint-Michel,  LitaudiIire  and  Saint-Etienne  de  Beaumont.  Yol.  lY,  p.  254 — 
1781 — Joseph  Brassard  Deschenaux  had  acquired  these  fiefs  as  follows :  in 
1770  he  purchased  the  rights  in  Beaumont  of  Jacques  Belanger  and  Frau^oiso 
Morel  de  la  Durantaye,  his  wife,  and  those  of  Nicolas-Charles-Louis  Levesque 
and  his  wife  Louise  Morel  de  la  Durantaye ;  in  1769  he  had  purchased  the 
rights  over  J  of  ^  of  Beaumont  from  Etienne  Couture  and  his  wife  Therdse 
Gerard,  and  ^  of  ^  of  the  fief  from  Charles  Gerard,  co-Seignior  of  Beaumont  as 
the  son  of  J.-Bte.

Jean-Baptiste  de  St.  Ours,  Seigneur  d'Eschaillons,  and  of  St.  Ours,  eldest  son  of 
Pierre  de  St.  Ours,  above  named. 

SaIxXT-Ours  (J^  of  fief.)  Yol.  IIL,  p.lll.— 1745— The  proprietor  of  this  part  of  the  fief 
was  Gaspard  de  Lery,  as  the  widower  of  Marie-Rene  Le  Gardeur  de  Beauvais 
daughter  and  heiress  of  Barbe  de  St.  Ours,  Avho  had  been  married  to  Bene  Lo

IIL,  p.  123.— 1745— Charles-Auguste  LeRoy 
de  la  Potherie,  seignior  of  Baqueville,  Pierre-Denis  LeRoy  de  la  Potherie  and 
Marc-Rene- Augustin  LeRoy  Desmauville,  Sieur  de  la  Potherie,  all  three 
brothers,  and  the  sons  of  Claude-Charles  LeEoy  de  la  Potherie,  who  had  mar- 
ried Isabelle  de  St.  Ours,  were  joint  proprietors  of  one-fifth  of  the  half  of  the  fief 
St.  Ours.    Their  mother  was  the  daughter  of  the  first  grantee.  (See  above.) 

Saint-Ours.  (i  of  the  |.)  Yol,  III.,  p.  132.— 1745— The  proprietor  of  this  part  of  the 
fief  was  Pierre  de  St.  Ours,  younger  son  and  heir  of  Pierre  de  St.  Ours,  first 
grantee.

InJ  781,  Catherine  Le 
Moyne  de  Longueuil,  widow  of  Charles-FranQois  Tarieu  de  Lanaudiore,  in  com- 
munity with  him  as  to  property,  appeared  as  well  for  herself  as  for  hBr  children. 
She  had  bought  this  fief,  in  1767,  from  the  Nuns  of  the  Hotel-Dieu,  at  Qaebec. 
(For  the  previous  transfers  see  "La  Durantaye.") 

Sasskville.  Yol.  lY.,  p.  428. — 1781— David  and  Jean  Lynd  had  acquired,  in  1779, 
from  Frangois  Delzenne  and  his  wife,  Marie-Catherine-Jaueon  la  Palme,  a  lot, 
situated  at  Quebec  with  a  house  thereupon.  In  1755,  Francois  Delzenne  had 
acquired,  by  judicial  sale,  several  lots  and  houses  situated  in  a  fief  of  which  the 
original  grant  had  been  made  in  1626  to  Louis  Hebert. 

Sault-au-Matelot.  Yol.  Ill,  p.  56. — 1737— The  Seminary  of  Quebec  held  this  fief 
from  Monseigneur  de  Laval,  who  had  bought  it  from  Guillemette  Bebert,  widow 
of  Guillaume  Couillard,  and  daughter  of  Louis  Hebert,  the  first  grantee  in  1623. 

Sault-au-Matelot,  Yol.  lY,  p.  305. — 1781 — Pierre-Amable  de  Bonne  Sieur  du 
Missiegle  was  the  son  of  Louis  de  Bonne  du  Missiegle,  who  had  received  the 
grant  of  the  fief,  in  1750,  jointly  with  the  Chevalier  de  Eepentigny. 

Saueel.  (Or  SoBEL.)  Yol.  II,  p.  269. — 1724 — Claude  de  Eamezay  had  acquired  by  de- 
cree of  the  Prevote  do  Quebec  this  fief,  which  had  belonged  to  Pieire  de  Saurel, 
the  first  grantee  in  1672. 

SiiiBLiN.  Yol.  II,  p.  42. — 1723— Paul-Francois  Eaimbault  de  Simblin  came  to  possess 
this  fief  as  the  husband  of  Catherine  d'Aubusson,  who  Ewas  the  daughter  of  An- 
toine  d'Aubusson  and  of  Marie-Jeanne  Jarret  de  Yercheres,  who  held  the 
seigniory  from  her  father  and  mother,  Francois  Jarret  de  Yercheres  and  Marie 
Perrot.    The  deed  does  not  state  how  the  latter  came  into  possession  of  this  fief. 

Soulanoes.  Yol,  II,  p,  361. — 1725 — Marie-Anne  Becard  de  Granville  became  pro- 
prietor of  this  fief,  as  the  widow  of  Pierre- Jacques  de  Joybert  de  Soulanges,  the 
first  grantee  in  1702, 

Soulanges.  Yol,  III,  p,  438. — 1781— Joseph-Dominique-Emmanuel  LeMoyne,  Cheva- 
lier do  Longueuil,  rendered  fealty  and  homage,  in  1781,  in  respect  of  this  fieL 
which  he  held  from  his  father  and  mother,  Joseph  Le  Moyne  de  Longueuil  and' 
Genevieve  Joybert  de  Soulanges,  daughter  of  the  first  grantee,  above  mentioned. 
In  1734  an  addition  to  this  seigniory  had  been  granted  to  Joseph  Le  Moyne  de 
Longueuil,  father  of  the  party  appearing. 
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Tabieu.  Yol.  II,  p.  98. — 1'723 — Thomas  Tarieu  de  la  Perade  held  this  fief  from  his^ 
father  and  mother,  Jacques  Tarieu  de  la  Naaguerre  (de  la  Naudiere)  and 
Marguerite  Denis,  who  had  obtained  possession  of  the  fief  in  1700. 

Terrebonne  and  Desplaines.  (A.  tract  of  land  in  Terrebonne.)  Vol.  Ill,  p.  5. — 
1734— Sieur  Louis  Lepage  de  Sainte-Claire  had  obtained  a  grant  of  a  tract  of 
land  in  the  Seigniory  of  Terrebonne  in  1731. 

Terrebonne  AND  Desplaines.  Vol.  Ill,  p.  182. — 1750 — Louis  de  Chaptde  La  Cornehad 
bought  these  fiefs  from  Sieur  Lepage  de  Sainte-Claire,  above  mentioned.  This 
person,  besides  the  grant  which  he  had  obtained  in  1731  of  a  tract  taken  from 
the  unconceded  lands  of  the  Seigniory  of  Terrebonne,  bad  also  bought  the  re- 
mainder of  the  Seigniory  of  Terrebone,  and  that  of  Desplaines  from. 
Frangois-Marie  Bouat,  who  had  acquired  them  from  Catherine  St.  George,  widow 
of  Louis  Lecorate  Dupre.  This  latter  had  bought  the  Seigniory  of  Terrebonne 
from  Daulier  Des  Landes,  the  first  grantee  in  1673. 

Terrebonne  and  Desplaines. Vol.  IV,  p.  54— 1781-Pauldo  Margane  dela  Valtrie  wa& 
proprietor  of  these  fiefs,  in  1781,  as  the  husband  of  Mario  do  Chapt  de  La  Corne  ;. 
heiress  of  Louis  de  La  Corne,  who  took  the  oath  in  1750.  (See  the  preceding 
article.)  • 

Terre  des  Ef  collets.  Vol.  II,  p.  429.  In  1725,  the  ladies  of  the  General  Hospital 
at  Quebec  rendered  fealty  and  homage  for  this  fief,  of  which  they  had  obtained 
the  grant  in  1753. 

Tilly.    Vol.  II,  p.  246. — 1723— Marie-Madeleine  Boucher  was  the  widow  of  Pierre 
Noel  Le  Gardeur  de  Tilly,  to  whom  this  fief  had  been  sold  by  Sieur  Le  Gardeur 
de  Villiers,  the  grantee  in  1672. 

ToNNANCouR.  Vol.  11,  p.  185. — 1723 — Eene  Godfroy  do  Tonnancour  had  inherited 
this  fief  from  his  father,  Louis-Godfroy  de  Norman ville,  the  original  grantee  ia 
1670  and  1674. 

Tonnancour  (continued).    Vol.  IV,  p  156  —1781 — Joseph  Godfroy  de    Tonnancour 
became  the  owner  of  the  whole  of  this  fief  through  having  accquired  the  rights- 
of  his  brothers  and  sistei's,  heirs  like  himself  of  their  father  Eenede  Tonnancour, 
above  mentioned. 

Tremblay  (a  part  of  the  Fief).  Vol.  IV,  p.  146. — 1781 — Jacques  LeMoyne  had  bought

Tremblay  (the  greater  portion  of  the  Fief)  Vol.  IV,  p.  327. — 1781 — Louise- Antoine 
Meziere  de  I'Epervanche,  widow  of  Joseph  Gaultier  de  la  Verenderie,  became 
the  proprietor  of  the  whole  of  this  fief,  with  the  exception  of  a  portion  of  9 
acres  by  32,  in  consequence  of  her  marriage,  and  of  the  donation  which  had  been 
made  to  her  by  Francois  Gaultier  dn  Tremblay,  heir  of  his  deceased  brother 
Joseph  Gaultier  de  la  Verenderie,  whom  the  party  appearing  had  married  ia 
1758.  In  1707,  in  consequence  of  a  partition  made  between  Mario  Boucher^ 
widow  of  Eene  Gaultier  de  Varennes  and  his  children,  the  said  fief  fell  to  the 
share  of  Pierre  Gaultier  Sieur  de  Beauraois  and  de  la  Verenderie.

(the  deed  does  not  state  in  what  year)  of  this  fief  and  of  another  situated  along- 
side. 

Trois  Pistoles.  Vol.  II,  p.  65. — 1723 — Nicolas  Eiou  became  proprietor  of  this  fief 
with  his  brothers  and  sisters,  children  of  Jean  Eiou,  who  had  acquired  it  froni: 
Sieur  de  Vitre  the  first  grantee  in  1687. 
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Trois  Eivieres  (Fief  within  the  city.)  Vol.  IV,  p.  21. — 1781— Joseph-Claude  Boucher 
de  Niverville  had  acquired,  by  gift  entre  vifs,  this  fief,  from  Marguerite  Cardin, 
widow  of  Fran9ois  Chatelain.  The  deed  does  not  show  how  this  fief  came  to  be- 
long to  the  widow  Chatelain,  but  says  only,  that  ia  1660,  la  Compagnie  de  ha 
Nouvelle  France,  confirmed  to  Jacques  Le  Neuf  de  la  Potherie  the  purchase 
made  by  him  of  a  lot  of  land  from  Sieur  Champflour,  as  well  as  that  of  another 
which  Sieur  Jean  Amyot  formerly  possessed  (According  to  the  Abbe  Tanguay, 
Sieur  Francois  do  Ohamflour  was  Commandant  at  Three  Eivcrs,  in  1639.) 

Trois-RiviI:bes.  (The  fief  above.)  Vol.  IV,  p.  444.-1781— Jean-Baptiste  Perrault 
had  acquired  this  fief  in  1768  from  Louis  Lemaitre  and  his  wife,  Claire  Dugue. 
The  first  concession  of  it  had  been  made,  in  1656,  to  Pierre  Boucher.  The  deed 
does  not  state  how  Louis  Lemaitre  became  the  proprietor  of  it.

■Ursulines  de  Quebec.  Vol.  IV.,  p.  236. — 1781 — The  Ursulincs  of  Quebec  had  ob- 
tained the  ownership  of  the  lot  on  which  their  nunnery  was  built,  by  successive 
donations  and  grants,  from  1662,  going  back  as  far  as  1639,  when  they  received 
the  original  grant  from  M.  de  Montmagny.  ,

— 1776— Christophe 
Sanguinet  bad  acquired  this  portion  of  the  Seigniory  by  public  judicial  sale,  in 
1776,  after  judgment  rendered  against  Dame  Louise  Sarrazin,  widow  of  Var- 
ennes. (The  deed  eays  that  the  original  title  deed  had  been  burned  in  the 
Seigniorial  manor  house  at  Varennes  in  1760.) 

Varennes.  (Two  sixths  of  the  Seigniory.)  Vol.  Ill,  p.  405. — 1777 — Gaspard 
Massue  had  bought  one-sixth  of  the  Seigniory  from  J  ean-Baptiste  Bouat,  heir  of 
Marie-Madeleine  Gaultier  de  Varennes,  his  mother,  widow  of  Jean-Timoth6 
Bouat,  and  the  other  one-sixth  from  Mathurin  Bouat  and  from  Marie  Soumande, 
the  wife  of  the  latter.  The  latter  had  acquired  this  one-sixth  from  Francois 
Soumande,  and  from  Charlotte  Gaultier  de  Varennes,  his  wife.  (For  the  grant 
and  ti'ansfers,  see  above.)

Clemence  Gamelin,  his  wife,  had  acquired  several  portions  of  this  part  of  the  two 
fiefs  from  the  heirs  Youville.     (See  above  for  the  original  grant.) 

Varennes.  (Portions  of  the  Seigniory,  about  60  feet  front  by  cue  acre  or  more  in 
depth,  as  well  as  two-thirds  of  the  large  Island  of  Varennes.)  Vol.  IV.,  p,  360. — 
1781 — Marie-Louise  Dufros  de  la  Jemmeraye,  widow  of  Ignace  Gamelin,  held 
portions  of  this  part  of  the  fief  from  her  father  and  mother,  and  Mdme.  de  la 
.Femmeraye,  and  the  other  fraction  by  act  of  partition  passed,  in  1769,  between 
Ignace  Gamelin  and  the  party  appearing,  and  also  from  Marguerite  Dufros  de  la 
Jemmeraye,  widow  of  Francois  You  de  Youville  and  finally  from  Joseph 
Boucher  de  la  Brocquerie,  and  Marie-Clemence  Gamelin  Maugras,  his  wife.  (See 
above  for  the  original  grant,  &c.) 

Vaudrkdil  and  Bourcf'"  in.-  Vol.  II.,  p.  353 — 1725 — Philippe  de  Rigault  de  Vau- 
dreuil,  the  party  appearing,  obtained  the  grant  of  this  fief  in  1702. 

VERcni:RE8.  Vol.  IL,  p.  5 — Jean-Baptiste  Jarret  de  Vercheres,  who  appeared  in 
1723,  had  succeeded  to  the  rights  of  Francois  Jarret  de  Vercheres,  to  whom  it 
was  originally  granted  in  1672  and  1678. 

Vercheres.  (Continued.)  Vol.  IV.,  p.  432. — 1781— There  appeared  this  same 
year,  in  the  matter  of  this  Seigniory,   Dame  Catherine  Jarret  de  Vercheres, 
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widow  of  Pierre  Hortel  de  Beaubassin,  Eene-Ovide  Hertel  de  Eouvillo,  husband 
of  Charlotto  Jarret  de  Vercheres,  Eene  Boucher  de  Boucherville  as  the  husband 
of  Madeleine  de  St.  Blain.  In  1746,  Pierre-Thomas  Tarieu  de  la  Perade,  and  his 
wife,  Marie-Madeleine  Jarret  de  Yercheres,  sold  their  rights  to  Jean-Baptiste 
Jarret  de  Vercheres,  who,  in  1747,  bought  also  those  of  M.  de  Langy,  and  ceded 
all  his  own  in  1751,  to  his  son-in-law,  Pierre  Hertel  de  Beaubassin.

ViNCELOTTE.  Vol.  II,  p.  11.  In  l7:i!3  Joseph  Amyot  de  Vincelotte  rendered  fealty 
and  homage  in  the  matter  of  this  fief,  which  he  held  from  his  mother,  Gene- 
vieve do  Chavigny,  widow  of  Charles  Amyot  de  Vincellotte,  the  first  grantee,  in 
1672. 

Vincelotte.  Vol.  III.,  p.  26. — 1736 — Joseph-Jean-Baptiste  Amyot  appeared  in  1736, 
respecting  Vincelotte,  as  well  for  himself  as  for  all  the  other  heirs  of  Joseph 
Amyot,  mentioned  above. 

ViNCENNEs.  Vol.  IV,  p.  348—1781 — Joseph  Eoy  was  the  owner  of  this  fief,  as  well 
in  the  capacity  of  heir  of  his  father  Joseph  Eoy,  as  from  having  acquired  the 
rights  of  his  sisters  and  brothers-in-law,  his  co-heirs.  The  father  of  the  party 
appearing  had  acquired,  in  1749,  by  judicial  decree,  this  fief,  the  original  grant 
of  which  had  been  made,  in  1672,  to  Sieur  Bissot. 

Vitr:^.  Vol.  IV.,  p.  181 — 1781 — Alexander  Fraser  acquired  this  fief  in  1755,  from 
Nicolas-Gaspard  Boisseau,  although  the  deed  does  not  state  how  the  property 
passed  into  the  hands  of  the  latter.  The  original  grant  of  the  fief  had  been 
made  to  Charles  Denis  de  Vitre,  in  1683. 

ViEUXPONT.  Vol.  II,  p.  142. — 1723 — Louis  Godfrey  de  Normanville  rendered  fealty 
and  homage  in  1723,  as  well  for  himself  as  for  his  brothers  and  sisters,  children 
of  Joseph  Godfroy  de  Vieuxpont,who.had  received  this  fief  as  a  gift  in  1667  from^ 
Michel  Le  Neuf  du  Herisson,  the  original  grantee,  in  1649. 

ViEUXPONT— (continued.)  Vol.  II.,  p.  ^15.  In  1723  the  same  Louis  Godfroy  de 
Normanville  renewed  his  oath. 

Yamaska.  Vol.  II.,  p.  182— 1723— Pierre  Petit  bought  this  fief  from  Michel  Le 
Neuf  de  la  Valliere,  to  whom  it  was  first  granted  in  1683. 

Yamaska— (continued.)  Vol.  IV.,  p.  156— 1781— Joseph  Godfroy  de  Tonnancour 
bought,  one  after  another,  the  different  portions  of  this  Seigniory,  from  the  heirs 
of  Pierre  Petit,  mentioned  above. 

Yamaska.  (A  fief  without  a  name,  situated  along  the  Eiver  lamaska  about  twenty- 
one  miles  from  its  mouth).  Vol.  Ill,  p.  242.  Simon  Delorme,  who  rendered 
fealty  and  homage  in  1754,  bought  this  fief  in  1753,  from  Pierre  Eigault  do 
Vaudreuil,  who  had  been  the  original  grantee  in  1748.

scyibes  the  Noblesse,  the  Tenants  and  the  good  understanding  that 
exists  between  them  ;  they  are  shocked  at  the  insults  which  the 
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1766  Noblesse  and  King's  oflScers  receive  from  the  traders  and  lawyers 
since  civil  government  took  place.  They  are  very  ignorant,  and 
venerate  their  priesthood  who  are,  however,  illiterate.  Is  not  aware 
of  any  remarkable  disorders,  the  outrage  on  Mr.  Walker,  the  magis- 
trate at  Montreal,  excepted.  Disorders  naturally  arose  from  the 
attempt  to  establish  civil  govt,  by  which  military  officers  were 
deprived  of  power,  and  magistrates  and  jurors  selected  from  450 
contemptible  sutlers  and  traders ;  sets  out  the  abuse  of  power  of  those 
^  people,  who  hate  the  French  Noblesse  and  abhor  the  peasants.    The

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REPORT  ON  HISTORICAL  ARCHIVES.

Sir, — I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  report  on  Historical  Archives  for  1885. 

Since  the  date  of  the  last  report,  part  of  the  Colonial  Office  Records,  of  which 
copies  are  being  made  in  London,  has  been  received,  and  the  volumes  are  now 
accessible  to  historical  investigators.  The  documents  are  those  relating  to  the 
events  immediately  succeeding  the  Conquest,  and  contain  a  largo  amount  of  infor- 
mation respecting  the  establishment  of  Civil  Grovernment,  ihe  first  indications  of 
discontent  in  the  Colonies,  the  conduct  of  the  Canadians,  both  the  new  and  old  sub- 
jects, during  the  Revolutionary  War,  the  difficulties  which  beset  Carleton  in  his 
Government,  the  conduct  of  the  war,  including  Burgoyne's  operations,  the  estab- 
lishment  of  peace,  &o*  The  documents  received  to  this  date  come  down  to  1*790, 
with  some  blanks,  the  volumes  wanting  being  fetill  in  the  hands  of  the  revisors  in 
London.  Every  volume,  it  may  be  stated,  is  carefully  compared  and  checked 
before  being  sent,  and  a  further  check  being  made  in  this  office,  and  all  doubtful 
points  made  the  subject  of  investigation,  it  is  believed  that  the  utmost  possible  cor- 
rectness has  been  secured,  and  that  the  papers  deposited  in  the  Archives  Office  are 
exact  transcripts  of  the  originals. 

A  portion  has  been  received  of  the  work  at  Rome,  referred  to  in  last  report, 
more  of  which  may  shortly  be  expected. 

Apart  from  the  works  treating  of  special  topics,  such,  for  instance,  as  the 
Relations  and  Journal  of  the  Jesuits,  the  works  of  Champlain,  &c.,  the  foundation 
for  the  general  history  of  the  early  settlement  of  Canada  and  occurrences  down 
almost  to  the  date  of  publication  (1744),  is  to  be  fonnd  in  Charlevoix.  But  a  pro- 
longed investigation  has  shown  that  there  does  not  exist  in  Canada  any  complete 
series  of  the  documents  relating  to  the  French  rigimt.  All  the  collections  have 
been  made  for  some  particular  object,  a  large  number  of  documents  having  baen 
collected  to  illustrate  the  history  of  the  transactions  between  New  France  and  New 
England,  which,  regarded  in  that  light,  are  of  great  importance.  But  the  papers 
are  to  a  great  extent  simply  extracts,  everything  having  been  omitted  that  did  not 

bear  on  the  immediate  object  in  view,  so  that  in  as  far  as  regards  the  internal  hia- 
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tory  of  CaDada,  as  distinguished  from  its  external  relations,  there  are  few  means  J 
beyond  those  above  indicated  of  testing  the  correctness  of  the  narrative  of  Char- 
levoix, which  undoubtedly,  however,  bears  the  impress  of  truth,  nor  to  supplement 
the  information  accessible  to  him  at  the  period  of  his  writing.  It  was,  therefore, 
considered  advisable  to  send  to  Paris  Mr.  Joseph  Afarmette,  Assistant  Archivist,  to 
continue  researches,  begun  in  1833,  among  the  Archives  of  the  various  Departmenta 
of  State,  with  instructions  to  ascertain  as  fully  as  possible  the  nature  of  the  contents 
of  the  State  papers,  in  order  to  have  arrangemonts  made  for  obtaining  a  complete 
collection,  unaltered  and  unabridged,  of  the  records  relating  to  Canada  to  be  found 
in  Paris.  Mr.  Marmette's  report  of  the  work  done  is  attached  to  this  report,  and 
will  be  read  with  interest,  but  there  still  remains  a  mass  of  documents  to  be 
examined  before  any  systematic  plan  of  copying  can  be  adopted. 

The  Calendar  of  the  Haldimand  Collection,  begun  in  the  report  of  last  year,  is 
continued.  An  examination  of  the  contents  of  the  papers,  as  shown  by  the  abstract, 
will,  it  is  believed,  prove  the  great  value  of  the  collection  in  elucidating  the 
events  of  one  of  the  most  important  periods  of  Canadian  history,  of  which  so  little 
has  hitherto  been  known.  It  is  intended  to  continue  the  publication  until  the 
Calendar  of  the  whole  has  been  completed. 

The  abstract  of  the  Fealty  Rolls  (Actes  de  Foy  et  hommage)]i8now  completed 
and  the  concluding  part  of  it  will  be  found  at  the  end  of  this  report.  The  value  of 
this  abstract  has  been  acknowledged,  and  its  publication  has  led  to  correspondence 
from  many  who  have  an  interest  in  tracing  the  succession  of  the  Seigniories,  of 
which  the  Fealty  EoUs  give  the  original  title  and  transfers.  Besides  these,  the 
four  volumes  of  "  Cahiers  d'Intendance  titres  present^s  par  les  vassaux,"  and  the 
six  volumes  "  Aveus,  denombremens  et  declarations "  also  relating  to  property, 
have  been  received  and  indexed,  so  that  information  asked  for  in  relation  to  these 
volumes  can  be  at  once  supplied. 

The  correspondence  on  these  and  other  subjects  is  steadily  increasing ;  impor- 
tant questions  being  submitted  by  inquirers,  which  have  been  promptly  answered. 
Many  of  the  applicants  are  residents  of  the  United  States,  who  in  some  cases  are 
desirous  of  obtaining  information  on  the  general  history  of  the  relations  between 
the  two  countries,  and  in  others  seek  to  trace  family  connections.  The  number  of 
those  who  make  personal  investigations  is  also  increasing. 

Having  been  requested  to  visit  the  diflferent  Provinces  on  a  special  mission  j 
relating  to  the  Colonial  Exhibition  to  be  held  in  London,  England,  next  May,  I  had  ] 
an  opportunity,  of  which  full  advantage  was  taken,  to  make  personal  arrangements 
with  the  Provincial  Grovernments,  to  have  copies  of  all  their  printed  official  records 
and  other  publications  sent  for  deposit  in  the   Archives  Office.    Imperfect  sets  of 
those  previously  obtained  were  completei,  and  all  future  issues  [will  be  sent  aa 
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published.  It  is  desirable  that  complete  fyles  of  all  bills  ii 
ipn  and  Provincial  Legislatures  should  be  obtained  for  prea 
have  become  Acts  are  embodied  in  the  statutes,  but  man 
show  the  drift  of  public  opinion  and  the  modifications  m 

before  they  become  law,  or  the  nature  of  their  provisions,  should  they  be  linaiiy 
rejected  An  instance  is  given  by  Hallam  in  his  Constitutional  History  of  England, 
of  the  inconveniences  experienced  in  the  discussion  of  questions  of  a  constitutional 
nature,  arising  from  the  want  of  these  lapsed  bills.  In  1693  a  bill  to  provide  for 
the  Independence  of  Parliament,  by  the  exclusion  of  placeholders,  was  passed  by 
the  Commons  but  rejected  in  the  Lords  by  a  very  small  majority.  The  following 
Session  it  was  passed  by  both  Houses,  but  negatived  by  the  King,  William  III. 
As  no  trace  of  the  bill,  as  presented  in  the  two  successive  years,  can  be  found,  it 
is  impossible  now  to  do  more  than  conjecture  its  provisions,  or  the  reasons  that 
led  to  the  respective  actions  of  the  three  branches  of  the  Legislature.  In  respect 
to  Canada  and  the  Provinces,  it  is  possible  that  fyles  of  the  Bills  may  have 
been  kept  by  members  of  the  various  Legislatures,  who  might  be  induced  to  for- 
ward them  for  preservation  in  the  Archives  Office.  Failing  this,  there  seems  to 
be  no  possibility  of  obtaining  those  for  past  years,  but  an  endeavour  will  be  made 
to  secure  them  in  future. 

Among  the  works  presented  to  the  Archives  during  the  year  is  a  set  of  map9 
relating  to  the  Maine  boundary,  given  by  Mr.  F.  H.  Perley.  They  were  collected 
by  Mr.  John  "Wilkinson,  C.B.,  who  was  connected  with  the  surveys  and  negotia- 
tions leading  to  the  Ashburton  Treaty.  The  maps  have  been  bound  and  will  be 
found  useful  for  reference.  Unfortunately,  Mr.  Wilkinson's  notes  and  memoranda 
were  burned  in  the  fire  which  destroyed  St.  John,  N.B  ,  in  1877.  Besides  these, 
Mr.  Perley  has  presented  the  Orderly  Book  of  the  104th  Regiment  whilst  stationed 
at  St.  John  and  Fredericton,  from  the  6th  of  June  to  the  2nd  November,  1812.  It 
was  from  Fi-edericton  the  104th  marched  shortly  after,  on  its  winter  trip  to  Quebec, 
the  first  company  leaving  on  the  16th  February,  1813,  and  a  company  each  succes- 
sive day  till  the  2  let.  They  reached  Quebec  after  twenty- four  days  travel ;  were 
inspectedby  Sir  George  Prevost  on  the  25th  of  March,  immediately  after  which  the 
Grenadier  and  Light  companies  started  for  Chambly,  200  miles  distant,  and  thence 
to  Kingston,  200  miles  further,  which  latter  place  they  entered  on  the  12th  of 
April,  fifty-six  days  after  the  first  company  left  Fredericton.  His  Honour,  Judge 
Pringle,  of  Cornwall,  has  made  and  forwarded  an  exact  transcript  of  an  Orderly 
book  of  the  King's  Royal  Regiment  of  New  York,  whilst  at  Carleton  Island,  Fort 
Haldimand,  Shatogee  (Ghateaugay)  &c,,  in  1779  and  1780.  It  has  been  copied 
verbatim  et  literatim  with  all  the  interlineations,  obliterations,  and  idle  scribbling 
on  its  pages,  adding  to  its  value  as  an  exact  reproduction  of  an  important  paper. 
Besides  other  documents.  Judge  Pringle  has  forwarded,  from  Dr.  Harrison,  of 
Cornwall,  two  maps  of  Canada  by  Bellin,  dated  respectively  1745  and  1755. 
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|j^    A  list  of  all  the  works  sent  during  1885,  will  be  found  at  the  end  of  this  report 

Attention  has  been  called  in  previous  reports,  to  the  destruction  of  valu- 
able documents,  which  had  come  into  the  possesion  of  private  families,  through 
relations  who  had  occupied  official  positions  or  held  posts  in  the  Government  of 
the  country.  The  personal  investigation  I  was  enabled  to  make  has  proved  that 
the  loss  of  valuable  documents  was  even  greater  than  had  been  supposed.  Papers 
which  would  have  clearly  explained  the  secret  history  of  some  of  the  most  impor- 
tant political  events  in  the  different  Provinces,  have  been  ruthlessly  destroyed  by 
fire,  or  sold  for  waste  paper.  In  some  cases  the  cause  of  the  destruction  has  been 
want  of  room,  in  others  a  desire  to  have  the  house  tidy.  I  desire  again  to  call 
attention  to  this  subject,  there  being  now  a  place  where  papers  can  be  securely 
deposited,  if  after  examination  they  shall  be  found  worthy  of  preservation. 

At  note  A  will  be  found  a  register  of  the  Christenings,  Marriages  and  Burials 
of  the  Protestant  inhabitants  of  Montreal,  from  the  original  in  the  hand  writing  of 
the  Eev.  D  C.  Dolisle,  Rector  of  the  Anglican  Parish  of  Montreal.  The  register 
extends  from  5th  October,  1766,  to  5th  September,  1787,  but  is  not  complete,  for 
the  reasons  stated  by  Mr.  Delisle  in  his  preliminary  remarks. 

At  pages  xxxiv  and  xxxv,  of  the  report  for  1884,  is  a  discussion  respect- 
ing the  boundaries  between  Nova  Scotia  and  the  easternmost  of  the  American  States, 
by  Col.  Morse,  of  the  Royal  Engineers,  in  1784.  It  is  almost  superfluous  to  say 
that  the  portion  of  the  Province  of  Nova  Scotia  whose  south-western  boundaries 
are  coterminous  with  those  of  the  United  States  is  now  the  Province  of  New 
Brunswick.  Some  obervations  by  Col.  Gother  Mann,  Commanding  the  Royal 
Engineers,  which  were  written  in  1802  (Note  B),  should  be  read  in  conjunction 
with  the  report  of  Col.  Morse.  The  observations,  though  brief,  are  of  importance, 
and  point  out  in  clear  terms  the  danger  of  leaving  the  question  of  boundaries 
unsettled,  the  country  having  narrowly  escaped  another  war  with  the  United 
States,  from  the  disputes  arising  out  of  undefined  limits.  The  document  is  among 
the  military  correspondence,  C  76  p  30,  and  is  published  in  full. 

In  the  "Constitutional  History  of  Canada,"  by  Samuel  J.  Watson  (Toronto,1874), 
is  the  following  note  in  relation  to  petitions  in  1774,  for  a  House  of  Assembly: 
*'  The  name  which  occurs  oftenest  in  all  the  proceedings  to  obtain  a  House  of 
Assembly,  is  that  of  Zachary  Macaulay,  father  of  Great  Britain's  greatest  historian" 
(p  22  note).  The  statement  having  caused  some  newspaper  controversy,  inquiries 
were  made  to  this  office  for  information,  which  were  answered  by  letter.  As  it  is, 
however,  one  of  those  assertions  which  gain  currency  and,  from  the  carelessness  of 
writers,  copying  one  from  the  other,  take  their  place  in  historical  works  as  facts, 
it  seems  desirable  to  place  correct  information  on  record. 
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Zanhary  Macaulay  (Zachray,  according  to  the  "  Book  of  Scotsmen,"  by  j'oseph 
Irving,  Pui-*iey,  1882),  father  of  Thomas  Babington,  afterwards  Lord,  Macaulay, 
was  born  in  1768,  at  Inverary,  on  Lochfyne,  Scotland,  of  which  parish  his  father 
was  minister.  His  employment  in  Jamaica,  in  Africa,  in  London ;  his  marriage  in 
1799,  his  death  on  the  13th  of  May,  1838,  and  the  knowledge  generally  of  his 
movements,  furnish  a  complete  chain  of  negative  testimony,  that  the  father  of  Lord 
Macaulay,  was  not  the  Zachary  whose  name  occurs  so  frequently  in  connection 
with  a  House  of  Assembly  for  Canada,  and  that  he  was  never  in  Quebec. 

The  Zachary  Macaulay  who  was  connected  with  Quebec,  served  as  a  midship- 
man on  board  of  the  ship  of  war  Princess  of  Orange.  He  was  present  at  the 
reduction  of  Louisbourg  (1758)  and  of  Quebec  (1759)  ;  settled  at  Quebec  after  the 
Peace,  dealing  chiefly  in  lumber.  His  name  does  not  appear  in  the  addresses  to 
Carleton  in  1766,  but  in  November,  1767,  he  signed  a  petition  against  a  proposed 
Bankruptcy  Act,  and  in  April,  1768,  a  petition  against  the  admission  of  George 
Allsopp,  as  Secretary  of  the  Province.  About  July,  1770,  for  there  is  no  date  to 
the  document,  he  signed  the  first  petition  for  a  House  of  Assembly  with  which  his 
name  is  connected.  In  1772,  he  proposed  to  carry  on  eod  fishing  and  applied  for 
2,500  acres  of  land  on  the  north  side  of  Point  Perce,  and  2,000  acres  on  the  Fox 
Eiver.  In  the  winter  of  1773,  he  was  in  London,  with  the  well  known  Thomas 
Walker,  having  been  appointed  one  of  a  committee  to  agitate  for  the  establish- 
ment of  a  House  of  Assembly,  and  obtained  the  assistance  of  Baron  Maseres  to 
have  the  petitions  properly  presented. 

In  November  of  1774,  a  joint  committee  from  Quebec  and  Montreal  met  in 
Quebec,  to  take  steps  in  opposition  to  the  introduction  of  French  law,  the  first 
name  on  the  Quebec  Committee  being  ttat  of  Zachary  Macaulay,  that  of  Thomas 
Walker  being  first  on  the  Montreal  list.  In  the  list  of  the  disaffected  who  served 
the  rebels  zealously  during  1775  and  1776  appears  the  name  of  Thomas  Walker, 
but  not  that  of  Macaulay.  He  appears  subsequently  to  have  moved  to  Machiche, 
as  he  is  described  as  of  that  place,  in  a  report  by  Capt.  Twiss,  of  the  Eoyal 
Engineers,  of  his  having  made  a  contract  to  supply  timber  for  the  fortifications. 
His  name  about  this  time  dropped  out  of  the  Quebec  petitions. 

In  1785,  he  was  again  in  London,  in  company  with  Hay,  one  of  the  men 
arrested  by  Haldimand  as  an  accomplice  of  DuOalvet,  and  with  Walker,  as  reported 
to  Haldimand  by  Pierre  Eoubaud,  (of  whom  some  account  is  given  in  a  subsequent 
part  of  this  report)  who  kept  close  watch  over  all  Canadians  coming  to  London, 
communicating  to  the  authorities  all  their  movements  and  most  confidential  con- 
versations. On  the  23rd  of  October,  1785,  Macaulay  signed  an  address  of  con- 
gratulation to  Lord  Dorchester,  on  His  Lordship's  safe  arrival  at  Quebec.  This  is 
the  last  time  the  name  of  Zachary  Macaulay  appears  on  any  of  the  documents 
deposited  among  the  Archives.     (To  facilitate  researches,  the  <»helf  marks  of  the

The  differences  between  Bishop  Laval  and  Frontenac,  on  the  subject  of  the 
sale  of  brandy  to  the  Indians,  have  been  treated  at  large  by  the  writers  of  Cana- 
dian history.  Charlevoix  (Paris  1744,  Tome  1,  p.  454),  says  that  the  Bishop,  clergy 
and  missionaries  complained  of  it,  but  that  the  secret  had  been  discovered  of  how 
to  persuade  the  King's  Council,  that  the  trade  was  absolutely  necessary  to  attach 
the  natives  to  French  interests,  that  the  abuses,  regarding  which  the  ecclesiastics 
made  so  much  noise,  were,  if  not  altogether  imaginary,  at  least  greatly  exaggerated, 
and  that  their  zeal  in  this  regard  was  only  used  as  a  pretext  for  persecuting  those 
who  prevented  them  from  ruling  over  the  country  and  for  obtaining  their  recall. 
Du  Chesneau,  who  had  intervened  in  support  of  the  Bishop's  representations,  was 
sharply  told  by  Colbert  that  it  was  not  the  Intendant's  business  to  interfere  in  mat- 
ters of  this  kind,  and  that  before  prohibiting  the  settlers  from  engaging  in  the 
traflSc,  the  reality  of  the  crimes  alleged  to  spring  from  it  should  be  ascertained. 
Ferland  (Cours  d'Histoire,  Quebec,  1865,  part  II,  p.  105),  says  that  in  1676,  the 
Bishop  sent  M.  Dudouyt,  one  of  his  Grand  Yioars,  to  France  to  obtain  a  renewal  of 
the  prohibition,  that  already  issued  having  been  completely  diregarded,  and  at  note 
C  will  be  found  the  report  made  to  Bishop  Laval  by  M.  Dadouyt,  giving  full  details 
of  his  communications  with  Colbert.  The  document  which  forms  part  of  the  col- 
lection in  Laval  University,  Quebec,  has  been  copied  and  certified  by  the  Eev.  Mr. 
Ebdaume,  the  copy  being  deposited  among  the  Archives  here.  As  the  name  of 
Dudouyt  id,  in  the  general  histories  of  Canada,  mentioned  only  by  Ferland,  it  may 
not  be  out  of  place  to  say  that  he  arrived  in- Canada  according  to  the  Liste  Chrono- 
logique  des  Evefues  <kc.^  (Quebec,  1834)  along  with  Laval  in  June,  1659,  and  finally 
left  in  November,  1689.  He  had  for  several  years,  charge  of  the  parishes  in  the 
district  of  Beaupre,  and  in  1672,  succeeded  M.  de  Lauzon  as  superior  \o  the 
Hospitalidres  nuns. 

The  dates  of  arrival  and  departure  given  in  the  l/iste  just  quoted  are  entitled 
to  consideration,  but  one,  if  not  both  appear  to  be  stated  in  error.  Glimpses  are 
caught  of  Dadouyt  in  the  Journal  des  Jesuitea,  in  which  we  find  him  in  January, 
1663,  saying  mass ;  in  1664  invited  to  dine  with  the  Governor  in  company  with 
the  Bishop,  and  on  the  4th  of  October,  1665,  80  near  death  that  he  received  the 
last  sacraments. 

It  seems  probable  ihat  he  oame  with  Bishop  Laval  to  Quebec  in  1659,  as  it  is 
stated  in  a  short  notice  of  his  life  in  Notice  Biographique  de  Laval,  by  Revd.  E.

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Langevin,  V.G.  (IS74),  that  he  rejoined  Laval  in  Canada  in  1662.  In  that  year  he 
shared  the  Bishop's  poor  lodgings  in  the  seminary.  His  abilities  as  an  adminis- 
trator appear  to  have  been  highly  valued,  as  daring  the  time  he  was  in  Quebec,  he 
was  employed  more  for  the  interests  of  the  Church  at  large  than  for  the  discharge 
of  his  own  more  special  duties.  A  large  part  of  his  time  was  spent  in  Paris, wherd 
he  died  on  the  15th  January,  1688,  whence  his  heart  was  brought  to  Quebec  and 
buried  under  the  altar  steps  of  the  cathedral .  There  can  be  no  doubt  that  M. 
Langevin  states  the  correct  date  of  the  death.  He  gives  two  short  extracts  from 
the  letter  here  published,  to  which  he  evidently  had  access  when  preparing  the 
work  on  Laval.  The  letter  itself  has  never  been  published.  It  is  written  without 
formality,  and  in  the  tone  of  a  familiar  friend  rather  than  in  that  of  a  subordinate 
to  his  superior.  Besides  the  original,  a  translation  is  also  given,  which  I  have 
made  as  literal  as  possible,  being  simply  anxious  to  make  a  faithful  rendering,  that 
would  reproduce  the  familiar  tone  of  the  original  document. 

A  letter  from  Sir  Guy  Carleton  to  Lord  George  Germaine,  dated  the  20th  May, 
1777,  is  given  (Note  D  1),  which  is  of  considerable  interest.  Written  in  bitter 
terms,  it  may  be  called  his  protest  against  being  practically  superseded  in  his 
command  by  Burgoyne. 

To  understand  clearly  the  cause  of  the  bitterness  shown  in  the  letter,  it  seems 
necessary  to  sketch  briefly  the  circumstances  under  which  it  was  written,  and  to 
supply  a  passage  in  Germaine's  letter  omitted  in  previously  published  correspond- 
ence. 

The  campaign  of  1776  had  been  successfully  conducted  by  Carleton,  after  he 
had  driven  the  enemy  out  of  Canada.  But  for  the  lateness  of  the  season,  Ticon- 
deroga  would  have  been  attacked.  Writing  to  Germaine  on  the  17th  November, 
1776  (Q.  12  p.  236)  Carleton  states  that  on  the  2nd  of  that  month,  the  two  brigades 
which  had  advanced  with  him  had  set  out  on  their  return  and  that  the  rest  of  the 
troops  were  either  in,  or  on  the  march  to,  their  quarters  in  the  Province  (Quebec). 

Burgoyne,  who  had  been  serving  in  Canada  under  Carleton,  arrived  at  Porls- 
mouth  on  his  way  to  London,  on  the  9  th  of  December,  1776,  whence  he  wrote  to 
Germaine  (Q.  12  p.  247).  On  the  1st  of  January  1776-7,  Burgoyne  again  wrote  to 
Germaine,  stating  that  he  had  had  a  personal  interview  with  the  King,  to  whom 
he  had  said  "  that  as  the  arrangements  for  the  next  campaign  might  possibly 
come  under  his  royal  contemplation  before  my  return  (from  Bath)  I  humbly  laid 
myself  at  His  Majesty's  feet  for  such  active  employment  as  he  might  think  me 
worthy  of."     (Q.  13,  p.  1). 

Whilst  Burgoyne  was  thus  engaged  in  London,  Carleton  was  during  that 
winter  exerting  himself  to  the  utmost  in  making  preparations  for  the  coming 
campaign,  which  he  naturally  expected  would  be  under  his  command. 
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On  the  26th  of  Maroh,  1777,  Germaine  wrote  to  Oarleton,  that  it  had  been  His 
Majesty's  intention,  as  advised  by  a  letter  of  the  22nd  Augast  previoas,  sent  by 
Le  Maistre,  A.D.C.,  to  Oarleton,  bat  which  had  never  reached,  the  vessel  carrying 
it  having  been  thrice  driven  back  by  contrary  winds,  to  have  detached  Burgoyne 
or  some  other  officer,  with  all  the  troops  that  could  be  spared  from  the  defence  of 
the  Province,  to  join  Howe. 

In  de  Fonblanque's  "Political  and  Military  Episodes derived 

from  the  life,  &o of  Burgoyne,"  London,  1876,  this  letter  is  given 

professedly  in  full,  (p.  229),  but  omitting  a  very  material  passage,  which  is  here 
supplied.  No  charge  of  bad  faith  can  be  brought  against  Mr.  de  Fonblanque,  as 
the  letter,  as  it  stands,  has  evidently  been  copied  from  the  published  papers 
relating  to  the  war.  The  suppressed  passage  contains  the  charge  against  Oarleton, 
which  he  so  hotly  resented.    Lord  George  says : — 

"  Since  I  wrote  that  letter,  I  have  had  the  mortification  to  learn,  that  upon 
your  repassing  Lake  Champlain,  a  very  considerable  number  of  the  insurgents, 
finding  their  presence  no  longer  necessary  near  Ticonderoga,  immediately 
marched  from  thence  and  joined  the  rebel  foices  in  the  Provinces  of  New  York 
and  Jersey.  That  unexpected  reinforcement  was  more  particularly  unfortunate 
for  us,  as  it  enabled  the  rebels  to  break  in  with  some  degree  of  success  upon  parts 
of  the  winter  quarters  that  were  taken  up  by  the  army  under  the  command  of  Sir 
William  Howe. 

"  Upon  these  accounts  and," 

Then  follow  the  words  of  the  printed  letter :  •'  With  a  view  of  quelling  the  rebel- 
lion as  soon  as  possible  "  the  army  ia  to  join  Howe,  Oarleton  is  to  be  left  with  3,000 
men  and  Burgoyne  to  take  the  command  of  the  troops  leaving  the  Province.— (B. 
37,  p.  159). 

Without  consulting  him  in  any  way,  Oarleton  is  ordered  to  carry  out  the 
plan  of  the  campaign  as  arranged  in  London ;  the  description  of  troops  to  be  sent 
as  well  as  those  to  be  retained  for  the  defence  of  the  Province,  being  minutely 
specified.  Even  the  detachments  to  be  sent  out  were  fixed  upon,  as  may  be  seen 
by  the  following  detail  in  Germaine's  letter  already  referred  to.     (B.  37,  p.  161),, 

"  It  is  His  Majesty's  pleasure  that  you  detain  for  the  Oanadian  service :

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On  the  other  hand,  Burgoyne  was  to  have  a  force  of  7,lt3,  exclusive  of  Artil- 
lery, besides  as  many  Canadians  and  Indians  as  might  be  necessary  for  the  service 
(B.  37,  p.  162)  and  St.  Leger  was  to  have  the  command  of  a  detachment  of  67& 
men  to  proceed  down  the  Mohawk  to  Albany,  there  to  join  Howe,  under  whose 
instructions  both  Bargoyne  and  St.  Leger  were  to  act. 

In  a  letter  to  Major  General  Phillips  dated  8th  April,  1777,  evidently  a  slip  of 
the  pen  for  May,  Carleton  says  that,  in  detaching  Bargoyne,  everything  is  so  par- 
ticularly detailed,  that  nothing  is  left  him  but  seeing  these  commands  put  into 
execution,  and  adds  :  "  It  is  my  intention  to  provide  everything  for  this  detach- 
ment with  the  same  care  and  attention  to  the  good  of  the  service  as  if  I  were  in 
command  of  it  myself."  (B.  39,  p.  470)  And  again,  writing  on  the  12tli  May  to 
Phillips  that  Bargoyne  is  to  take  command  of  the  troops  going  out  of  the  Province, 
he  says :  "  I  shall  go  up  to  Montreal,  in  order  to  be  at  hand  to  give  every  assistance 
towards  forwarding  the  King's  service  in  this  particular."     (B.  39,  p.  472). 

However,  he  did  not  conceal  from  Bargoyne  his  opinion  of  Germaine's  measures. 
Bargoyne,  having  asked  for  troops  to  garrison  Ticonderoga,  was  answered  by  Carle- 
ton  on  the  19th  July,  1777,  that  it  was  out  of  his  power  to  send  more  troops  out  of 
the  Province,  as  Germaine  had  not  only  ordered  those  he  was  to  send  and  those  he 
was  to  keep,  but  had  pointed  out  where  the  latter  were  to  be  posted,  the  Isle  aux 
Noix  being  the  most  advanced  post  on  Burgoyne's  side.     "  "Whatever  I  may  think 

of  His  Lordship  as  an  officer  or  a  statesman,  I  must  respect  his  office  and ► 

he  must  be  obeyed."  In  the  same  letter,  Carleton  says:  "  I  am  very  ready  to 
acknowledge  that  I  think  the  whole  of  our  Minister's  measures,  civil  and  military, 
very  strange;  indeed  to  me  they  appear  incomprehensible,  unless  they  tarn  upon 
private  enmity  and  re3entment."     (B.  39,  p.  609  610.) 

The  fate  of  Burgoyne's  campaign  is  well  known  j  for  the  present  purpose  it  is 
sufficient  merely  to  refer  to  it,  but  it  was  considered  desirable  to  introduce  the  letter 
to  Lord  George  Germaine  of  the  20th  of  May,  1777,  by  the  preceding  remarks  and 
quotations,  as  otherwise  a  large  part  of  it  would  have  appeared  uncalled  for. 

To  complete  the  correspondence,  the  answer  by  Lord  George,  dated  25th  July, 
1777,  is  added  (note  D.  2).    It  is  among  the  Colonial  Office  Eecords,  Q.  13,  p.  180. 

The  letters,  described  as  prophetic,  alleged  to  have  been  written  by  Montcalm  in 
1759,  have  been  the  subject  of  considerable  controversy.  Garneau,  (Bistoiredu 
Canada,  vol.  Ill  (1882),  p.  22),  gives  extracts,  and,  although  with  some  misgivings, 
appears  to  acknowledge  the  authenticity  of  the  letters  (vol.  Ill,  p.  26.)  Warbur- 
ton,  in  his  "  Conquest  of  Canada  "  (London,  1857,  p.  9),  accepts  the  authorship  of 
the  letters  as  undoubted.  Parkman  in  his  **  Montcalm  and  Wolfe  "  (Boston,  1884, 
note  pp.  325-326),  discusses  the  question,  and  eays  :  "  They  bear  the  strongest  marks 
of  being  fabricated  to  suit  the  times,  the  Colonies  being  then  in  revolt,"  and 
believes  that  they  were  the  production  of  a  Jesuit,  named  Eoub.iud. 
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At  note  E  will  be  found  a  singular  document  from  this  Eoubaud,  which  states 
explicitly,  that  the  letters  were  the  production  of  an  Englishman,  and  that  Lord 
Chatham  intimately  knew  the  author.  On  this  point  the  document  speaks  for 
itself,  but  this  man,  whose  name  is  scarcely  known,  exercised  so  curious  an  influ- 
ence on  Canadian  uffairs,  that  some  particulars  of  his  life,  almost  entirely  drawn 
from  unpublished  documents  forming  part  of  our  Archives,  will,  it  is  believed,  prove 
interesting. 

Peter,  Pierre,  Jean  Basile  (Liste  Chronologique,  p  22),  or  Pierre  Antoine 
(Father  Glapion  toCarleton  Q.  6  p  111),  wasanative  of  Avignon  (Q.  26 — 1,  p.  128). 
His  mother,  born  a  Protestant,  educated  her  children  in  that  faith,  Pierre  being 
the  only  one  who  became  a  Roman  Catholic  (Q.  8,  p.  14'7).  He  arrived  in  Canada 
in  July,  1*742,  and  was  employed  as  a  missionary  among  the  Abenakis  at  St. 
Francois  du  Lac.  In  1757,  he  served  with  them  as  Chaplain  in  the  campaign  on 
the  shores  of  Lake  Champlain  and  Lake  George,  when  they  joined  the  forces  under 
command  of  Montcalm.  As  will  be  seen  by  his  statement  in  the  document  now 
published,  he  asserts  that  he,  at  great  personal  expense,  saved  the  lives  of  many 
English  prisoners,  some  of  them  already  tied  to  the  stake,  and  that  he  had,  at  the 
risk  of  his  life,  snatched  from  the  hands  of  an  Indian  an  English  child,  ready  to 
be  thrown  into  a  large  kettle  to  be  boiled  alive  (B.  206,  p.  45). 

On  the  19th  of  November,  1760,  Burton,  then  Lieutenant  Governor  of  Three 
Eivers,  wrote  to  Amherst,  that  the  Superior  of  the  Jesuits  had  ordered  Roubaud  to 
quit  the  mission  of  St.  Francois  "  without "  Amherst  says,  "  having  given  the  least 
"  notice.  As  soon  as  I  heard  of  it  I  put  a  stop  to  it,  looking  on  it  as  a  breach  of  y" 
"  33rd  and  40th  Art.  of  capitulation."   (B.  21—1,  p.  33). 

In  1762,  Eoubaud  was  still  at  St.  Francois  du  Lac,  but  he  came  to  Three  Eivers 
when  Haldimand  was  Governor,  urging  that  he  might  be  allowed  to  go  with  the 
Indians  in  search  of  a  mine,  which  he  believed  to  exist.  Haldimand,  considering 
him  to  be  a  restless,  unquiet  spirit,  who  could  not  be  better  than  with  the  Indians, 
wrote  to  that  effect  to  Amherst,  then  in  New  York  (22nd  June,  1762.  B.  1,  p.  193). 
On  the  15th  July,  Haldimand  again  wrote  that  he  had  visited  St.  Francois  du  Lac, 
thought  that  the  Indians  were  in  good  faith,  and  that  Eoubaud  might  be  allowed 
to  go  with  them,  although  he  considered  Eoubaud's  description  of  the  mine  to  be 
romanesque  and  had  little  faith  in  its  existence.  But  the  journey  could  do  no  ban 
and  his  fellow  Jesuits  were  in  despair  at  Eoubaud's  licentious  conduct  in  his  mie 
sion  (B.  1,  p.p.  198,  204  a).  Before  Amherst's  letter  to  keep  Eoubaud  at  his  pei 
where  he  could  be  quiet  and  do  no  mischief  (B.  1,  p.  200)  had  arrived,  he  had  se 
off  with  the  Indians  on  his  quest. 

In  September,  Eoubaud  returned  to  St.  Francois,  from  a  fruitless  search  for  thi 
supposed  mine,  with  little  clothing,  and  such  as  he  had  in  tatters,  so  that  he  hi 
to  be  supplied  with  cloth  and  a  soutane,  as  well  as  other  absolutely  necessary  gai 
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ments,  Haldimand  tried  to  keep  him  at  Three  Rivers,  and  to  employ  him  in  draw- 
ing up  a  code  of  laws,  in  accordance  with  what  Montcalm  had  proposed,  to  be  of 
such  length  as  might  occupy  his  attention  for  a  long  time,  but  the  attempt  was 
vain  ;  he  regarded  himself  as  a  pensioner  of  the  Government,  would  settle  to 
nothing  and  became  a  source  of  annoyance  (B.  1,  pp.  224,  225).  He  came  back  in 
October  from  his  Mission  at  St.  Fran90i8  to  Three  Rivers,  with  a  double  tertian 
fever,  and  his  "  cerveau  hruU  would  neither  leave  himself  nor  any  one  else  at 
peace."  (B.  1,  p.  235.)  Coming  and  going  between  St.  Francois  and  Three  Rivers, 
he  continued  his  torment  of  Haldimand.  Driven  to  Three  Rivers  by  his  sufferings 
from  a  loathsome  illness,  brought  on  by  his  own  licentious  conduct,  he  sent  in  an 
exorbitant  bill  for  money  alleged  to  be  due  to  the  Doctor,  but  when  a  room  was 
prepared  for  him  in  the  hospital,  in  which  he  could  be  tended  by  the  Nuns,  he 
made  off  to  Quebec  in  his  canoe,  writing  that  a  hospital  was  no  place  for  a  man  of 
his  sort.  He  hoped,  it  was  believed,  that  he  would  be  arrested  as  a  prisoner  of 
state,  so  that  he  could  make  a  noise  over  his  detention,    (B  I,  p.  247.) 

On  his  arrival  at  Quebec,'  the  superior  reported  the  fact  to  G-eneral  Murray, 
who  offered  to  have  him  returned  to  Haldimand,  to  be  sent  back  to  his  mission, 
but  the  latter  was  too  thankful  to  be  rid  of  him,  and  believed  that  his  confreres 
were  best  fitted  to  watch  him  and  prevent  fresh  scandals.  (B  1,  p.  248.)  Writing 
to  Murray,  on  the  24th  October,  1762,  Haldimand  says :  "  He  is  a  man  who  weighs 
falsehood  and  truth  in  the  same  scale,  and  has  given  me  more  trouble  here  than 
half  the  Government."     (B  6,  p.  94.) 

In  spite  of  this,  Murray  appears  to  have  been  attracted  to  Roubaud,  whom  he 
withdrew  from  the  Jesuits'  College,  and  took  to  live  in  his  own  house*  According 
to  Roubaud's  story,  it  was  whilst  with  Murray,  that,  influenced  by  his  mother's 
old  teachings,  his  prejudices  were  overcome,  he  embraced  the  Protestant  religion 
and  took  all  the  oaths  usual  in  England.  This  change,  and  his  devoted  loyalty  to 
the  British  Crown,  opened  on  him,  he  says,  the  flood-gates  of  malevolence  and 
persecution.  Roubaud  continues,  in  his  statement,  that  to  enable  him  to  escape 
the  vengeance  of  the  Jesuits,  Murray  sent  him  to  London  to  settle  the  disputes 
regarding  the  Canadian  paper  money,  which  France  refused  to  pay.  The  memo- 
rials of  the  holders  were  in  the  pigeon-holes  of  Lord  Halifax,  unanswered ;  he 
took  them  up,  answered  them,  wrote  the  history  of  these  promises  to  pay ;  on  his 
written  statements,  the  disputes  were  settled,  and  Britain  gained  a  million  sterling. 
But  he  had  no  recompense,  except  a  few  trifling  gratuities.  (Q.  8,  p.  147.)  That 
Halifax  was  not  so  inactive  as  Mr.  Roubaud  states,  is  proved  by  the  orders  His 
Lordship  sent  to  Canada  in  December,  1763,  for  returns  to  be  made  of  the  paperj 
money,  so  as  to  establish  the  claim  on  France  under  the  Treaty  (B  27,  p.  67),  as 
well  as  by  other  ii  dications. 
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That  he  was  of  service  to  the  British  Government,  to  some  extent,  admits  of  no 
doubt,  but  there  is  another  side  to  the  story  of  his  being  sent  from  Quebec,  which 
deserves  at  least  equal  attention  to  that  of  Hoabaud.  The  evidence  of  his 
abandoned  life  whilst  with  the  Indians  lends  strength  to  the  statement  of  Father 
Glapion,  the  Superior  of  the  Jesuits,  that  the  reason  for  his  being  sent  to  London 
in  l*j6i,  was  his  continuance  in  the  same  course  of  conduct,  which  scandalised  the 
people  of  the  Province,  covered  the  order  with  confusion  and  was  abhorrent  even  to 
the  Indians. 

Either  Roubaud  had  not,  as  he  states,  become  a  Protestant  in  Murray's  house, 
or  he  had  concealed  it  so  carefully  that  no  one  was  aware  of  the  change.  In 
either  case,  the  cause  of  his  alleged  persecution  was  not  religious.  When  he  left 
for  London,  it  was  with  the  professed  intention  of  placing  himself  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  General  of  the  Jesuits,  and  an  agreement  was  made  accordingly  by 
Father  Glapion,  after  a  conference  with  Murray  and  Cramahe,  the  terms  of  which 
were  :  1.  That  the  Jesuits  were  to  pay  Roubaud's  passage  from  Quebec  to  London. 
2.  They  were  to  clothe  him  respectably  in  the  dress  of  a  layman  and  with  suitable 
under  clothing.  3.  To  supply  him  with  money  and  provisions  for  the  voyage.  4. 
To  pay  him  for  five  months  an  allowance  per  month  of  ten  guineas,  from  the  date 
of  his  arrival  in  London.  5.  To  pay  his  travelling  expenses  to  Eome  so  soon  as 
the  General  of  the  Order  should  notify  him.  The  reason  given  for  the  allowance 
being  continued  for  five  months  was,  that  this  period  would  afford  sufficient  time 
for  him  to  write  to  Rome  and  receive  instructions,  (Q.  26,  p.  126),  but  the  pension 
continued  for  a  year,  in  compliance  with  Murray's  express  request  and  then  ceased. 

The  state  of  society  in  London,  when  Roubaud  arrived,  was  such  as  is  now 
inconceivable.  The  pictures  of  vice  are  not  merely  those  drawn  by  the  hand  of 
the  satirist  like  Junius,  but  form  part  of  the  history  of  the  time.  Men  in  the 
highest  position,  of  refined  cultivation  and  charged  with  most  responsible  duties 
towards  the  country,  lived  openly,  shamelessly  and  habitually  in  the  face  of  all 
England,  as  no  one  who  had  any  care  for  his  reputation  would  now  live  during  a 
single  fortnight  of  the  year  at  Monaco.  (Early  History  of  Charles  James  Fox, 
London,  1880,  p.  7.^.)  It  was  the  continuation  of  a  mode  of  life  that  had  been 
introduced  at  the  Restoration.  The  mild  animadversion  of  Johnson  on  the  habits 
of  A-ddison,  at  an  earlier  period  than  that  now  spoken  of,  that  in  the  taverns  he 
frequented,  "  he  often  sat  late  and  drank  too  much  wine,"  shows  how  little  Btigj^fj 
was  attached  to  drunkenness.  Addison  was  regarded  by  his  contemporaries  as  pure 
and  blameless,  and  his  peaceful  deathbed  is  touchingly  described,  yet  Pope,  the 
poet,  was  obliged  to  withdraw  from  his  society  and  that  of  his  friends,  finding  their 
drinking  habits  too  much  for  him.  The  excesses  of  coarser  natures  may  be  inferred, 
even  were  direct  evidence  on  the  subject  absent. 
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Koubaud  appears  to  have  entered  on  the  same  course  as  others,  and  to  have 
led  a  dissipated  life.  He  borrowed  money  on  the  strength  of  his  alleged  claim 
against  the  Jesuits,  was  drowned  in  debt,  and,  shortly  after  his  arrival  in  London, 
wrote  a  threatening  letter  to  the  Jesuits,  demanding  a  share  of  the  whole  of  their 
property,  as  his  by  right.  (Q.  26,  p.  126.)  For  a  time  he  retained  his  nominal 
connection  with  the  Jesuits,  as  he  pretended  to  accept  of  oflfers  for  a  retreat 
successively  to  one  of  their  houses  in  Flanders,  Nice,  and  Marseilles,  but  when  the 
time  came  for  him  to  set  out,  he  was  not  to  be  found.  (Q.  26,  p.  128.)  The 
pretence  coold  not,  however,  have  been  long  maintained.  Writing  on  the  12th 
March,  1766,  from  London,  Mr.  James  Garden,  whose  respectability  is  vouched  for 
by  Mr.  Hugh  Finlay,  the  Postmaster-General,  says  that  "  the  habit  of  crime  and 
"  the  forsaking  cf  God  have  rendered  him  a  complete  master  of  the  art  of  knavery 

*'  and  falsehood To  obtain  money,  no  crime,  whatever  its 

"  nature,  can  frighten  him."  He  also  states  that  whatever  money  was  sent  to 
Eoubaud  from  the  Jesuits  would  go  to  support  his  Dulcinea,  an  abandoned  woman 
whom  he  had  picked  up  in  the  street.  (Q.  26,  p.  129.)  Charges  of  this  kind  must 
be  received  with  caution,  when  brought  by  those  who  are  interested  in  blackening 
a  man's  character  as  much  as  possible,  but  the  statement  about  the  woman  whom 
he  made  his  wife  is  borne  out  by  his  own  evidence :  "  She  has  given  way,"  he 
says,  "  to  the  last  excesses,  and  1  have  the  grief  4o  see  her  dishonour  herself  and 
dishonour  me."  (Q.  9,  p.  88.)  He  himself  had  gone  on  the  stage,  and  performed 
at  the  Opera  in  London.  (Q.  6,  p.  Ill  j  Q.  26,  p.  128.) 

In  spite  of  all  this,  he  had  acquired  influence  with  the  Admioistratioa  and 
must  have  been  useful,  although  the  exact  nature  of  his  services  does  not  appear. 
Mr.  Ferland  states,  with  some  confusion  as  to  dates,  that  when  M.  Biiand,  named 
Bishop  of  Quebec  in  succession  to  Mgr.  Montgolfier,  went  to  London,  to  obtain 
permission  to  go  to  France  for  consecration,  the  object  of  his  mission  was  opposed 
by  Eoubaud,  on  the  ground  that  the  Canadians  could  be  attached  to  the  Government 
only  by  becoming  Protestants,  and  that  the  surest  means  of  effecting  the  change 
was  quietly  to  deprive  them  of  priests.  He  also  evoked  the  provisions  of  the 
penal  laws  against  Koman  Catholics,  so  that  the  Ministry  were  obliged  to  hint  to 
M.  Briand  that  if  he  wished  to  be  consecrated  he  must  eay  nothing  to  them,  and 
that  they  would  shut  their  eyes  to  his  proceedings.  (Ferland,  Cours  d'Histoire 
Quebec,  1865,  Part  II,  pp.  607,  608.)  From  the  beginning  of  his  career  in  London, 
he  applied  persistently  for  payment  of  a  pension  from  the  Jesuits,  and  as  he  did 
this  for  upwards  of  twenty  years,  it  is  unnecessary  to  enter  into  a  relation  of  more 
than  one  of  these  applications. 

His  charge  was,  that  the  Jesuits  were  sending  large  sums  of  money  from  Can- 
ada to  Italy,  and  he  asserted  that  they  had  great  wealth,  which  te  was  entitled  to 
share. 
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On  the  14th  of  November,   1767,  Lord  Shelburne*  \Trote    to  Carleton  to 

that  effect,  ordering  an  inquiry,  and  the  payment  to  Boubaad  of  a  reasonable 

annuity  and  the  arrears  claimed  by  him.    His  character,  it  was  added,  was  very 

dubious,  but  as  he  had  abilities  and  had  been  of  service,  he  could  not  be  allowed 

[to  perish  from  indigence.  (Q.  4,  pp.  299-300.) 

Carleton  investigated,  and  on  the  14th  April,  1768,  wrote  to  Lord  Shelburne 
a  categorical  denial  of  all  Boubaud's  assertions;  He  stated  that  the  Jesuits  were 
barely  able  to  maintain  themselves,  far  less  to  send  money  out  of  the  country,  and 
transmitted  a  detailed  account  of  their  affairs.  (Q.  5-2,  pp.  690-601.) 

In  a  long  memorial  to  the  King,  dated  11th  October,  1773,  Roubaud  describes 
his  situation  in  the  most  moving  terms.  Dragged  from  prison  to  prison  for  debt ; 
concealed  in  a  wretched  house  from  his  creditors  by  Murray;  his  only  resource  to 
hide  in  an  obscure  village ;  not  in  poverty  only,  but  in  entire  destitution.  "  I 
would  have  died  of  hunger,"  he  says,  "  if  Pownall  had  not,  three  days  ago,  sent  me 
an  order  on  his  banker  for  ten  guineas."  (Q.  9,  p.  88.)  Bat  to  a  man  of  his  capa- 
city, even  an  obscure  village  may  yield  amusement,  as  is  evidenced  by  a  letter, 
which  neither  admits  of  condensation  nor  paraphrase,  written  by  Gage  to  Haldi- 
mand,  on  the  1st  September,  about  six  weeks  before  the  date  of  the  memorial. 

" I  lately,"  says  Gage,  "saw Peije  Roabaud  in  a  blue  frock  coat  with  embroidered 
button  holes,  at  a  country  horse  race.  We  renewed  our  acquaintance  though  he 
appeared  shy  to  me,  but  I  happening  to  sit  next  to  the  Duke  of  Richmond,  he 
introduced  himself,  from  speaking  with  me,  to  His  Grace,  and  had  afterwards  a 
long  conversation  with  him.  He  is  now  preceptor  to  a  young  gentleman  of  family, 
who,  considering  the  virtuous  precepts  the  Pere  is  likely  to  instil  into  him  and 
the  example  he  will  give  him  of  morality  and  religion,  there  is  great  hopes  the 
youth  will  turn  out  a  man  of  exemplary  life.  The  young  man's  guardians  got 
acquainted  with  the  Fere  at  General  Murray's,  where  he  spent  a  great  deal  of  his 
time."  (B.  5,  p.  185.) 

The  memorial  to  the  King  had  its  effect.  Roubaud  was  sent  to  the  Hague 
shortly  after,  nominally  as  one  of  the  secretaries  to,the  Ambassador,  From  hence 
he  wrote  in  the  most  urgent  terms  to  Mr.  Pownall,  praying  for  money  to  pay  the 
debts  he  had  contracted  there,  so  that  the  disgrace  might  be  avoided  of  an  Ambas- 
sador's secretary  being  arrested  for  a  tavern  bill.  With  this  was  sent  another 
petition  to  the  king,  in  which  his  services  were  again  recited  and  the  payment  of 
the  pension  and  arrears  from  the  Jesuits  insisted  on.     (Q.  10,  pp.  1-6.) 

It  is  unnecessary  to  trace  step  by  step  the  history  of  Roubaud's  proceeding 
most  of  which  can,  however,  be  found  in  the  state  papers  in  the  Archives. 

Bibaud,  Jeune,  in  his  Dictionnaire  Ristorique  des  Hommes  Illustres  du  Cam 
gives  the  following  short  account  of  Roubaud :     '*  Jean  Basile,  came  to  Canada' 
1742,  and  is  accused  of  having  served  as  a  spy  to  the  British  Cabinet.     He  assist 
Du  Calvet  in  his  writings."     (p.  282.) 


'First  Marquis  of  L&nsdowae,  the  Slarqaisate  baring  been  created  in  1784. 
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The  volume  of  the  Haldimand  Cjllection,  marked  B.  206,  contains  a  very  full 
collection  of  Ronbaud's  letters  showing  his  connection  with  Da  Calvet.  It  may  be 
briefly  stated,  that  he  secured  the  confidence  of  Du  Calvet,  on  his  arrival  in  Lon- 
don to  prosecute  his  claims  for  imprisonment  against  Haldimand  ;  became  his 
private  secretary  and  confidant;  saw  his  most  secret  correspondence,  answered  hisl 
letters.  Da  Calvet,  he  says,  being  no  writer  (a  statement  open  to  doubt)  and  at 
once  communicated  the  information  thus  gained,  to  Haldimand,- to  Nepean  and  to 
members  of  the  Government.  All  the  evidence  of  these  statements  is  contained  in 
the  volume  referred  to  (B.  206).  He  was  besides,  mixed  up  with  the  proceedings 
of  the  Canadian  Committees  for  modifications  in  the  Quebec  Act.  In  1784,  he  pre- 
pared a  document,  entitled  "  Memoire  de  la  Province  de  Quebec,  pour  obtenir  des 
modifications  sur  le  bill  de  Quebec,"  which  he  transmitted  to  Quebec,  with  a  letter 
addressed  to  "Messieurs  les Canadiens, "  the  latter  dated  London,  9th  April,  1784, 
and  signed,  "  Pierre  Roubaud,  ancien  missionaire  des  Abanaquis  de  St.  Fian^ois." 

In  1783,  Messrs.  Adhemar  and  Delisle  were  appointed  to  present  the  case  of  the 
Canadians  and  to  lay  their  petitions  before  the  Government.  Roubaud  insin- 
uated himself  into  the  good  graces  of  Adhemar,  whom  he  embroiled  with  Da 
Calvet,  and  succeeded  in  getting  him  to  join  in  an  act  of  treachery  against  his 
former  associate.  The  scene  is  so  suggestive,  that  the  passage  in  Roubaud' s  letter 
to  Haldimand,  dated  10th  March,  1785,  may  be  quoted.    The  original  is  in  French 

(B.  206,  p.  76)  :  "  I  send  you,"  says  Rouband,  "  an  exact  copy  of  the  letter  writ- 
*'  ten  to  Du  Calvet  by  the  Quebec  Committee,  with  the  signatures  of  the  members 
"  of  the  Committee.  This  document  is  curious ;  it  shows  how  far  the  pretensions 
"  of  this  Committee  extend  for  the  reform  of  the  Government  of  the  colony,  and 
"  what  fatal  consequences  a  refusal  might  entail.  Mr.  Nepean  has  had  the  good- 
"  ness  to  appoint  an  audience  for  me  to-day  ;  I  shall  deliver  it  to  him  if  I  have  the 
"  honour  of  seeing  him,  but  in  any  case,  I  pray  you  to  communicate  it  to  him,  as  it 
"  is  important  he  should  have  the  information.  I  got  the  copy  in  a  droll  way.  Du 
:  "  Calvet  charged  me  yesterday  with  answering  the  original,  because  an  oppor- 
I  "  tunity  presented  itself  to-day  for  Canada  by  New  York.  At  the  moment  of  taking 
"  up  my  pen  to  write,  the  servant  of  Mr.  Platel,  his  Attorney,  entered,  asking  him 
"  to  go  to  his  master  immediately.  The  message  disturbed  him,  for  he  never 
"  leaves  papers  in  the  hands  of  any  one  whatever,  lest  he  should  lose  sight  of  them 
"  for  a  moment.  But  the  letter  must  be  answered  in  a  style  proportioned  to  itself, 
j  "  and  Du  Calvet  is  aware  that  he  is  nDt  a  writer.  He  lett  me,  but  not  without  a 
1  **  wry  face,  and  recommending  the  letter  to  my  care.  Fortunately  Adhemar  wats 
"  there.  I  asked  him  to  take  a  copy,  which  1  frankly  acknowledged  I  intended  to 
"  send  to  Lord  Sydney.  Adhemar  acceded  willingly  to  my  request,  set  himself  in 
"  haste  to  make  the  copy,  whilst  I  composed  the  draught  of  the  reply.  We  had 
"  scarcely  finished,  when  Da  Calvet  entered.  He  must  have  run  post  haste,  for  he 
"  did  not  take  more  than  half  an  hour  to  do  nearly  two  miles." 

I  Whilst  thus  betraying  Du  Calvet,  he  was  playing  the  same  double  game  with 

Adhemar.  On  the  15th  of  March  he  writes  to  Haldimand  that  Adhdmar  has  need  of 
him  (Roubaud)  ;  his  finances  are  low ;  the  gentlemen  of  St.  Sulpice  are  disgusted  at 
their  failure  to  form  in  Montreal  a  body  of  French  Sulpiclans  and  have  closed  their 
purses ;  the  Canadians  are  not  liberal  with  their  funds  and  have  sent  not  a  sou  by  the. 
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last  ships.  Holding  him  by  ties  of  interest,  he  convinces  Adhemar  that  his  only 
hopes  of  success  lie  in  coming  to  a  good  understanding  with  the  Government,  assures 
him  that  Lord  Sydney  and  Mr.  Nepean  had  great  confidence  in  him  ;  adding: 
"  There  is  a  little  of  the  Jesuit  in  this  last  touch,  but  in  politics  there  must  be 
a  little  of  these  mental  reservations,  without  which  nothing  can  be  done."  (B.  206, 
pp.  83,  84)  * 

He  boasts  that  it  is  not  Du  Calvet  and  Adhemar  only  who  give  him  their  con- 
fidence, Lanaudiere  and  all  the  other  Canadians  do  the  same.  (B.  206,  p.  106). 
Hugh  Finlay,  the  Post  Master  General,  and  a  member  of  the  Legislative  Council  of 
Quebec,  corresponds  with  him  (B.  206,  p.  134).  He  has  interviews  with  Maseres, 
who  had  taken  the  most  active  part  in  the  cause  of  Da  Calvet  The  works  of 
Maseres  are  so  familiar  to  the  student  of  this  part  of  Canadian  history,  and  his 
personality  so  comparatively  unknown,  of  which  evidence  is  given  by  the  repeated 
inquiries  addressed  to  this  office,  that  it  may  be  permitted  to  show  in  the  shortest 
terms,  his  connection  with  Canada. 

On  the  dismissal  of  Suckling  from  the  office  of  Attorney  General  for  Quebec, 
on  the  6th  March,  1766,  Francis  Maseres  was  appointed  to  succeed  him  (Q.  3,  pp. 
3,  4).  On  the  24th  September  following,  Maseres  presented  his  mandamus  to  the 
Council  and  was  sworn  into  office  the  next  day,  the  oath  of  secresy  being  admin- 
istered the  day  after  (Q.  3,  pp.  373-375).  On  the  3rd  of  October,  1769,  Carletou 
wrote  to  Lord  Hillsborough,  that  he  had  at  last  granted  leave  of  absence  to  Mr. 
Maseres  for  twelve  months,  he  having  apparently  no  desire  to  return.  The  des- 
cription of  his  character  by  Sir  Guy  Carleton  in  this  letter,  and  that  by  Eoubaud 
sixteen  years  after,  will  give  a  better  idea  of  the  acute  reasonei'and  legal  luminary 
than  a  laboured  account,  and  seem  essential  to  the  full  understanding  of  his  writings 
on  the  Canadian  constitution  and  laws.    Sir  Guy  says  of  Maseres : 

*' Altho' I  very  soon  discovered  his  strong  antipathy  to  the  Canadians,  for  no 
"  reason  that  I  know  of,  except  their  being  Roman  Catholics,  1  attributed  many  of 
"those  narrow  prejudices  which  he  entertained,  to  his  want  of  knowledge  of  the 
"  world,  and  his  having  conversed  more  with  books  than  men.  I  was  in  hopes 
*'  time  and  experience  would  insensibly  wear  tliese  away,  and  that  from  his  speak- 
"  ing  the  French  language  well,  and  from  bis  Knowledge  in  our  laws,  ho  would  be, 
^'  indeed  he  might  have  made  himself,  useful  hero. 

**  I  am  sorry  to  say  I  was  deceived  in  my  expectations,  and  that  Mr.  Maseres 
"  has  been  so  indiscreet,  I  judged  it  highly  proper  to  yield  to  his  entreaties  and  let 

"  him  depart  the  Province,  to  which  I  believe  he  never  intetids  to  return 

"  I  sincerely  wish that  some  opportunity  may  offer  of  placing  this 

"  tleman  in   a  situation where   the  fervour  of  bis  zeal  can  be  of 

"  essential  disadvantage  to  the  King's  service."     (Q  6,  pp.  I'.i4-125.) 

In  a  letter  to  Haldimand,  dated  23rd  March,  1785,  Eoubaud  describes,  in  the 
most  graphic  style,  a  conversation   between  him  and  Maseres,  oa  the  subject  of 

•  "  II  y  a  un  peu  de  jesuite  dana  ce  dernier  trait ;  mais  en  politique  il  faut  an  pen  do  ces  rfiserra- 
iions  mentales,  sans  cela  on  ne  fait  rieni' ' 
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Da  Calvet's  imprisonment,  against  the  legality  of  which  Mr.  Maseres  took  the 
strongest  ground.  The  letter,  which  is  in  French,  after  giving  Mr.  Maseres^ 
views  and  opinions,  continues  : — 

"  Daring  the  whole  course  of  this  important  conversation,  Mr.  Maseres 
"  explained  himself  in  a  tone  of  vehemence  and  agitation,  which  surprised  me  in 
"  an  En*lishman.  There  was  none  of  the  national  phlegm  ;  it  was  Gascon  vivacity 
"and  promptitude;  in  a  word,  the  most  heated  enthusiasm.  I  am  no  longer 
"  surprised  that  Da  Calvet's  head  should  throb  (jpetille)  and  that  his  brain  should 
*'  be  in  a  fume  of  anger  and  violence.  He  is  in  a  good  school,  and  will  go  a  long 
"  way  under  the  lessons  of  his  master."     (B.  206,  p.  118.) 

But  Maseres  finally  got  tired  of  Da  Oalvet,  withdrew  his  support  and  refused 
to  contribute  longer  towards  the  expenses  of  law  suits,  of  which  till  then  he  had 
been  the  chief  stay.     (B.  206,  p.  186.) 

Da  Calvet  returned  for  a  short  time  to  Canada,  and  on  the  15th  of  March,  1786, 
Bailed  from  New  York  for  London,  onboard  of  an  old  Spanish  prize,  called  the 
"  Sherburne."  In  a  violent  storm,  "  such  as  never  remembered  before  in  the 
memory  of  man,"  the  ship  is  supposed  to  have  foundered,  as  not  one  of  either  crew 
or  passengers  was  ever  heard  of  afterwards.  (B.  20S,  p.  198.)  On  Da  Calvet's 
death,  Maseres  took  charge  of  his  son  (B.  206,  p.  200),  whose  birth,  with  that  of 
two  other  sons  of  Du  Calvet,  will  be  found  in  the  Church,  register  of  Montreal,  at 
note  A  to  this  report. 

Continuing  his  trade  of  spy,  Eoubaud  steadily  sank  more  deeply  in  debt, 
disease  and  degradation,  moving  from  one  quarter  to  another,  each  remove  being^ 
to  a  locality  loss  reputable  than  the  last ;  most  of  his  letters  were  written  early  in 
the  morning,  many  of  them  at  coffee  houses. 

His  last  address  "  12  New  Market  Street,  the  bottom  of  Old  Gravel  Lane, 
Wapping,"  is  on  a  letter  dated  in  April,  1787,  when  the  correspondence  abruptly 
closes.  The  High  Commissioner,  Sir  Charles  Tapper,  has  endeavoured,  in  compli- 
ance with  a  request  from  this  oflSce,  to  obtain  a  certificate  of  the  death  of  Eoubaud. 
Besides  applying  to  the  Eegistrar  General,  separate  applications  were  made  to  the 
different  parishes  in  Stepney  District,  but  they  were  unsuccessfuL  The  impres- 
sion left  by  the  correspondence  is,  that  Eoubaud  ended  his  life  in  a  poor  house,  or 
other  charitable  institution.  So  far  as  the  man  himself  is  concerned,  these  details 
may  seem  to  be  unnecessary,  but  they  assume  importance  as  evidence  of  the  nature 
of  the  secret  influences  at  work  in  shaping  the  modifications  in  the  Government  of 
Canada,  embodied  in  the  Constitutional  Act  of  1791.  The  character  of  Eoubaud 
himself  is  summed  up  in  the  words  of  Sir  Guy  Carleton :  "  A  man  of  genius;  a  fine 
imagination  and  a  masterly  writer,  but  void  of  truth,  without  one  spark  of  honour 
or  of  honesty."     (Q.  25-2,  p.  591).

Sir, — I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  report  on  the  historical  researches, 
resumed  in  pursuance  of  ihe  instructions  of  the  Department,  made  by  me  at  Paris 
during  last  autumn,  in  continuation  of  those  made  two  years  ago  and  set  out  in  the 
Report  on  the  Archives  of  Canada  for  1883. 

Having  reached  Paris  in  the  closing  days  of  August  last,  I  at  once  placed 
myself  in  communication  with  the  directors  of  the  "Ministere  de  la  Marine,"  which 
possesses,  in  its  "  Archives  Coloniales  "  alone,  probably  more  manuscripts  on  the 
history  of  Canada  than  all  the  other  Pablic  Departments  and  libraries  in  Paris 
together.  With  the  same  kindness  he  had  unceasingly  extended  to  me  in  1883, 
M.  Avalle,  one  of  the  leading  officials,  introduced  me  to  his  colleague,  M.  Grold- 
scheider,  Director  of  the  Colonial  Division  of  the  Department  of  Marine.  M.  Gold- 
schieder  received  me  with  the  utmost  courtesy,  but  informed  me  that  an  official 
authorization  would  be  necessary  before  I  could  have  access  to  the  Archives  of  the 
Department  and  that  my  written  application  must  pass  through  the  administrative 
routine,  which  would  take  a  few  days. 

In  the  meantime  I  procured  an  introduction  to  the  library  of  the  Institute  and 
the  Magazine  library  through  M.  Xavier  Marmier,  of  the  Academy,  who  proffered  me 
me  his  services  with  the  cordiality  manifested  by  him  to  all  Canadians  who  have  been 
eo  fortunate  as  to  come  in  contact  with  that  eminent  and  most  estimable  man.  The 
documents  I  noted  in  these  two  libraries  are  mentioned  in  the  second  part  of  my 
Report. 

Having  at  length  secured  the  necessary  authorization,  I  presented  myself  once 
more,  early  in  September,  at  the  Department  of  Marine,  applying  to  M.  Guet, 
keeper  of  the  Colonial  Archives,  who  most  courteously  placed  at  my  disposal  the 
documents  I  was  instructed  to  consult  and  analyze. 

M.  Guet  first  pointed  out  to  me  the  collection  entitled  "  Canada,  Correspondence 
Generate,"  comprising  124  volumes  and  2  cases.  The  shortness  of  my  stay  in  Paris 
on  this  occasion  enabled  me  to  analyze  only  the  first  thirty  volumes  of  this  series. 
That  analysis  forms  the  greater  part  of  my  Report. 

You  will  be  in  a  position.  Sir,  to  estimate  the  amount  of  analyzing  remaining  to 
be  done  in  the  Marine  Department  alone,  in  Paris,  by  a  glance  at  the  tables  in 
which  I  have  given  a  brief  summary  of  the  several  collections  of  manuscript 
volumes  and  cases  full  of  documents  all  relating  to  the  history  of  the  old  French 
colonies  of  JNorth  America. 

You  will,  sir,  I  doubt  not,  permit  me  to  call  your  attention  to  three  series  of  these 
papers  all  the  more  important  inasmuch  as  the  first— 'Series  G.  G.  1,  Civil  Status,  on 
which  Abbe  Tanguay  made  some  notes  in  186t,  could  not  be  found  by  Abbe 
Verreau  ten  years  later*  ;  while  the  second  and  the  third — Series  G.  G.  2  and  G. 
G.  3,  Judicial  or  Notarial  Records — have  never,  I  think,  been  consulted  or  even  noticed 
by  any  of  tho  delegates  of  the  Canadian  Government  who  have  preceded  me  at  the 
Colonial  Archives  of  the  Department  of  Marine.  The  first,  in  six  volumes,  contains 
the  civil  registers  of  the  inhabitants  of  He  St.  Jean  (Prince  Edward  Island),  He 
Boyale  (Cape  Breton),  and  particularly  Louisbourg,  Laurembec,  (Lorembec),  La 
Baleine,  Port  aux  Basques  and  Havre  du  St.  Esprit,  from  1*722  to  1758.  The  two 
second — consisting  of  fifty  cases,  each  containing  from  two  to  three  registers^-con- 
tain  the  records  and  civil  and  criminal  proceedings  of  He  Royale  and  Acadie,  from 
nil  to  1758,  The  importance  of  these  voluminous  documents,  not  hitherto  con- 
sulted by  our  writers,  will  be  evident  to  all  who  take  an  interest  in  the  history  of  the 
Acadian  fiamily,  and  you,  sir,  will  see  the  importance  of  having  these  papers  copied 
in  full  for  our  National  Archives.

There  still  remains  to  be  examined  Series  D.D.  2 :  "  Troupes  des  Colonies,  Mat- 
ricules  et  Revues"  which  contains  certain  registers  relating  to  troops  sent  to  Canada. 


Lastly,  it  will  be  necessary  to  examine  Series  B  :  "  Lettres  envoy^es,  Correspon- 
dance  ministerielle  et  Ordres  du  JRoy."  It  consists  of  212  registers  numbered  and  3 
oases.  The  first  119  registers,  covering  the  years  1663  to  1764,  contain,  in  almost 
every  instance,  at  least  one  cahier  relating  to  Canada. 


A  glance  over  the  foregoing  tables  is  enough  to  show  the  richness  of  tho 
historical  mine  open  to  us  in  the  Archives  of  the  Department  of  Marine,  of  which 
but  a  small  part — I  have  convinced  myself — was  worked  by  M.  Faribault  in  1852 
and  1853.  In  fact  I  found  that  Mr.  Faribault  did  not  cause  to  be  copied  out  of  the 
register,  examined  by  him,  certain  papers  which  1  consider  important  and  of  a  nature 
to  throw  fresh  light  on  men  who  have  played  a  prominent  part  in  the  history  of  the 
country.  I  may  further  say  that  in  the  discharge  of  the  mission  entrusted  to  me  I 
have  made  it  a  point  not  to  set  aside  anything  which  might  be  of  any  utility  for  our 
Archives.  I  felt  that  whatsoever  might  be  the  opinions  advanced  in  the  documents 
I  examined,  or  the  judgments  therein  passed  on  the  men  and  things  of  the  past,  I 
had  nothing  to  do  but  to  collect  all  papers  of  value,  without  taking  it  upon  myself  to 
pass  judgment  one  way  or  the  other,  by  eliminating  papers,  simply  because  they 
happen  to  embody  views  likely  to  clash  with  the  convictions  or  jar  on  the  sensitive 
feelings  of  others.  That,  I  think,  is  the  principle  which  should  guide  a  conscientious 
Archivist.  His  task  is  to  gather  and  accumulate  material  to  be  used  by  the  historian, 
whose  work  then  becomes  a  legitimate  subject  for  criticism. 

Permit  me.  Sir,  in  conclusion,  to  urge  the  advisability  of  speedily  causing  copies 
to  be  made  of  all  MSS.  relating  to  our  history  to  be  found  in  thd  Government  Depa^-t- 
ments  and  libraries  of  Paris.  Let  some  political  convulsion  occur  in  France,  such  as 
the  revolutions  of  1789  or  1830  or  the  horrors  of  the  commune  of  1871,  and  the 
criminal  hand  of  some  incendiary  may  once  more  deprive  us  of  thousands  of  pages 
unknown  to  our  historians,  to  eay  nothing  of  the  scattering  of  important  papers 
which  may  be  occasioned  by  a  mob  eager  for  pillage.  Thus  we  have  good  reason  to 
know  that  a  number  of  manuscripts  relating  to  the  history  of  Canada  are  now  at  St. 
Petereburgh,  whither  they  were  taken  by  the  secretary  of  the  Eussian  Embassy  at 
Paris,  Pierre  Dubroski,  who  at  the  sacking  of  the  Bastile,  in  1789,  and  the  pillage 
of  the  Abbey  of  Saint-Germain  des  Pr^s,  in  1791,  secured  some  hundreds  of  nles  of 
manuscripts  which  are  still  stained  with  mud. 

These  documents,  notwithstanding  the  vast  distance  to  which  Ihey  have  been 
removed,  are  not  absolutely  lost  to  us;  but  the  following  statement  by  Harrisse, 
from  whom  the  foregoing  details  are  taken,  cannot  fail  to  cause  deep  regret.  It  is 
taken  from  his  "Notes  pour  servir  a  I'histoire  et  a  la  biographie  de  la  Nouvelle 
Prance :" 

"  The  archives  of  the  Ministry  of  Marine  were  so  neglected  that  its  precious 
documents  were  used  to  supply  fuel  during  five  weeks  in  the  winter  of  1793  for 
the  stove  of  a  post  of  the  Garde  Nationale  established  in  the  Archives  building 
itself*"  Further  on  he  adds :  "  In  1830  an  employe  gave  the  Archives  up  to  pillage, 
and  sold  by  weight  whole  fyles,  some  of  which  were  repurchased,  at  fifteen  centimes 
a  document,  by  collectors,  in  whose  possession  they  still  remain." 
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Lastly,  at  page  v  of  the  introduction  to  the  same  work  :  "  The  letters  of  Pierre 
Voyer  d'Argenson,  Governor  of  Canada  from  1658  to  1661,  were  in  the  library  of  the 
liouvre  which  was  destroyed  by  the  Communists  in  1871,  while  the  despatches  of 
liouis  d'Aillebout  de  Coulonges,  1648  51-57,  of  the  Lauzons,  1651-66,  of  Marquis  de 
Tracy,  1665-67,  and  of  M.  deCouroelles,  1668-72,  are  not  to  be  found." 

In  view  of  facts  such  as  these,  sir,  you  will  be  the  first  to  deplore  these  irre- 
parable losses,  and  will  hardly  blame  me  for  calling  your  attention  to  the  importance 
of  oausing  copies  to  be  made,  as  soon  as  possible,  of  the  MSS.  relating  to  our  history 
to  be  found  in  the  Government  Departments,  archives  and  libraries  of  Paris,  so  that 
we  may  have  faithful  transcripts  of  those  documents  at  home,  safe  from  the  fury  of 
revolutions.

LIBKARIES  AND  GOVERNMENT  DEPARTMENTS  AT  PARIS. 

LIBRARY  OF  THE  INSTITUTE  (CONTINUED.) 

The  only  document  found  here  was  in  "  La  Collection  Godfroy,  cclxix.,  Regne 
Xouis  XIII,  T.  IV.,  folio  28;"  a  letter  of  one  page,  and  of  very  little  import- 
ance, written  to  the  King  by  Charles  des  Boves,  Grand  Vicaire  of  Pontoise,  22  May, 
1622.  He  asks  leave  to  send  to  Canada,  in  his  capacity  as  syndic,  a  vessel  loaded 
with  provisions,  farm  hands,  mechanics  and  munitions  of  war.  This  letter  is  not 
worth  copying. 

MiZARINE   LIBRARY. 

In  this  library,  which  though  in  the  same  building  with  the  Institute  is 
quite  independent  of  it,  are  three  MSS.,  two  of  which  are  important,  one  relating  to 
the  history  of  America  generally,  the  two  others  to  Canada.  The  first  "  B.  M.  H." 
is  "  La  relation  du  voyage  de  Br^tigny  en  Am6rique,  ensemble  un  estat  tres  fidele  des 
*  **  plus  belles  et  remarquables  actions  qui  sont  arrivees  sous  son  gouvernement  depuia 
"  le  commencement  de  sa  fortune  jusqu'a  sa  mort,  avec  une  parfaito  description  da 
"  Cap  du  Nord,  des  mcEurs  de  ses  habitants,  etc." 

At  the  first  glance  I  fancied  that  this  paper  related  to  Canada,  but  I  soon  found 
that  de  Bretigny  never  went  anywhere  but  to  the  island  of  Cayenne,  and  that  his 
narrative  consequently  has  little  of  interest  for  us. 

Further  on  in  the  same  volume  is  "  L'histoire  de  Montreal  depuis  1640  jusqu'i 
1672,"  by  Dollier  de  Casson.    This  MS.,   207  pages  in  folio,   was  reprinted  by  the 
Historical  Society  of  Montreal  in  1868.    It  will  be  necessary,  however,  to  collate 
the  book  with  the  original,  in  order  to  test  the  accuracy  of  the  copy  then  made. 
•See,  for  my  first  researches,  the  Report  oa  the  Archivei  of  Canada  for  1883. 

Lastly  the  same  volume  contains  a  document  of  the  first  importance  and  of 
which,  I  think,  the  title  alone  is  known  to  our  scholars.  It  is  entitled:  "Dupuis: 
Troubles  en  Canada,  1728." 

The  body  of  the  work  covers  86  pages  and  the  table  of  contents  following  it  43, 
making  in  all  129.  At  the  end  is  a  chart  printed  in  1705  :  "  Le  Canada,  ou  Nouvelle- 
France,  &c.,  par  N.  deFer,  G^ographe  de  M.  le  Dauphin." 

Though  written  by  a  person  whose  mind  was  evidently  suspicious  and  prejudiced, 
this  work  contains  most  curious  details  respecting  the.  conflicts  which  occurred  at  the 
period  between  the  clergy  and  the  civil  power  and  should  be  copied  for  our  Archives.

Some  general  observations  on  the  boundary  between  the  British  Provinces  of  Canada  and- 
New  Brunswick,  and  the  United  States  of  America. 

This  Boundary,  as  stipulated  in  the  second  Article  of  the  Treaty  of  Peace,  in 
1T83,  is  comprehended  between  the  Eiver  St.  Croix  on  the  East,  and  the  Lake  of  the^ 
Woods  on  the  West,  and  is  now  ascertained  to  run  through  upwards  of  Twenty-seven 
Degrees  of  Longitude,  which  on  a  mean  is  equal,  in  a  straight  line,  to  near  Thirteen 
Hundred  Statute  Miles ;  and  in  following  its  course,  not  less  perhaps  than  Two^ 
Thousand  Miles.  A  very  small  part,  however,  of  this  Line,  taken  along  its  course,  i» 
yet  so  far  examined  and  ascertained,  as  not  to  admit  of  great  doubts  respecting  it. 

The  Kiver  St.  Croix,  and  its  North  Eastern  source,  have  been  surveyed  and 
determined  by  commissioners  for  that  purpose ;  and  a  part  of  the  Line  running  duo 
north  from  thence  to  the  High  Lands  bordering  on  the  Eiver  St.  Lawrence,  has  also 
been  run  by  them  ;  but  as  this  North  Line  has  not  been  carried  through  or  compleated, 
the  situation  of  the  High  Lands  is  not  determined ;  and  therefore  the  Boundary 
from  the  extremity  of  the  North  Line  along  the  High  Lands,  to  that  point  on  the 
Connecticut  Kiver,  where  it  is  intersected  by  the  lino  of  Latitude  45**  00'  (about 
three  hundred  miles  in  length)  remains  unexplored,  and  consequently  altogether 
undefined. 

Before  I  proceed  any  further  on  the  Boundary,  it  may  not  be  impertinent  in 
this  place  to  notice  that  unless  some  new  arrangements  and  stipulations  should  tako 
place,  the  Line  to  be  run  from  the  St.  Croix  to  the  High  Lands  will  cut  off  the 
present  direct  communication  between  Canada  and  New  Brunswick ;  the  route  then 
to  be  taken  must  be  very  circuitous,  long  and  difficult. 

With  respect  to  the  Parallel  of  Latitude  45°  00',  around  which  the  Boundary  runs 
from  the  Connecticut  Eiver,  till  it  meets  the  Eiver  Cataraqui,  or  Iroquois  (now  called 
the  St.  Lawrence:)  this  Line,  as  laid  down  on  the  ground  is  inaccurate,  although  it 
has  formerly  existed  as  a  Boundary  bptween  the  Provinces  of  Quebec  and  New  Tork» 
Whether  the  Latitude  at  the  extremities  of  this  line  has  been  correctly  taken  or  not 
I  cannot  say ;  but  it  has  been  proved  by  actual  surveys  through  the  country  meeting 
it  at  various  points  on  its  course  that  it  deviates  considerably  from  a  straight  line, 
inclining  generally  too  much  to  the  north.  And  although  a  narrow  strip  of  land  of  a 
mile  or  two  in  breadth  is  no  great  object  between  sovereign  states,  yet  as  difficulties 
and  misunderstandings  sometimes  arise  out  of  trifles,  it  may  be  expedient  that  this 
Line  should  be  accurately  re-surveyed,  or  perhaps  rather  that  it  should  be  expressly 
declared  to  be  the  Boundary  as  it  now  exists,  without  regarding  any  deviation 
which  it  may  actually  have,  from  the  Parallel  of  Latitude  as  before  stipulated ;  and 
this  latter  measure  is  also  perhaps  to  be  preferred,  as  many  of  the  New  granted 
Lands  in  Lower  Canada  are  laid  out  upon  the  existing  Line. 

In  continuing  the  Boundary  along  the  middle  of  the  Eiver  Cataraqui  (or  St. 
Lawrence)  to  Lake  Ontario,  then  along  the  middle  of  that  Lake,  and  the  middle  of 
the  Lakes  Erie,  Huron,  and  Superior,  and  the  communications  between  them,  numer- 
ous difficulties  arise  on  account  of  the  many  Islands  which  are  in  the  Eiver  St. 
Lawrence  and  on  the  communications  between  the  Lakes.  Some  of  these  Islands  are 
of  consequence,  but  the  greater  part  are  of  no  importance  at  all.  It  may  not  be 
necessary  to  make  accurate  surveys  everywhere,  but  certain  points  must  undoubtedly 
he  correctly  ascertained,  and  the  remainder,  governed  by  a  line  so  described  as  not 
to  admit  of  future  misinterpretation  or  dispute,  be  compromised  between  the  two 
countries  on  a  liberal  scale,  giving  and  taking  mutually.

Carleton  Island,  at  the  head  of  the  River  St.  Lawrence  and  entrance  of  Lake 
Ontario,  a  Military  Post  which  we  still  retain  possession  of,  would,  I  apprehend  in 
this  arrangement,  fall  within  the  limits  of  the  American  States,  as  lying  the  nearest 
to  their  shore.  It  has  indeed  a  good  navigable  channel  on  either  side  of  it,  and  in 
this  view  there  have  been  opinions  in  favour  of  the  British  Government  asserting  a 
right  to  it ;  but,  however  that  may  be,  I  should  conceive  it  bad  policy  to  insist  upon 
it,  as  the  arguments  we  could  urge  in  our  favour  at  this  place,  would  operate  directly 
■against  us  w.th  respect  to  Isle  au  Bois  Blanc,  which  is  on  the  communication  between 
Lakes  Erie  and  Huron,  contiguous  to  the  new  Military  Post  of  Amherstburg,  estab- 
lished on  the  evacuation  of  Detroit.  The  possession  therefore  of  this  latter  Island 
by  any  Foreign  power  would  be  highly  detrimental.  It  was  some  time  since  claimed 
by  the  American  Commandant  at  Detroit,  but  of  course  resisted. 

The  stipulations  respecting  the  Boundary  to  be  run  along  the  Lake  Superior; 
from  thence  to  the  Lake  of  the  Woods ;  and  the  due  west  to  the  Mississippi  presents 
scarcely  anything  but  impossibilities.  The  Isle  Phillipeaux,  to  the  Northward  of 
which  the  line  is  described  to  take  its  direction  through  Lake  Superior,  it  is  pre- 
sumed does  not  exist.  The  Trace  of  the  Boundary  from  Lake  Superior  to  the  Lake 
of  the  Woods  is  not  sufficiently  explicit, — and  the  Line  to  be  run  from  thence  due 
West  to  the  River  Mississippi  is  impracticable ;  for  it  has  been  clearly  and  indis- 
putably proved  by  Astronomical  observation,  that  the  Lake  of  the  Woods  is 
altogether  to  the  North  of  every  part  of  the  Mississippi,  or  any  of  its  branches  or 
source.  A  new  line  must  therefore  be  determined  on  to  meet  that  River;  and 
agreeably  to  the  clear  meaning  of  the  Treaty  to  some  navigable  part  of  it.  Sir 
Alexander  Mackenzie  in  the  account  of  his  Travels  lately  published  says :  "  It  does 
not  appear  to  me  to  be  clearly  determined  what  course  the  Line  is  to  take,  or  from 
what  part  of  Lake  Superior  it  strikes  through  the  country  to  the  Lake  du  Bois ; 
were  it  to  follow  the  principal  Waters  to  their  source,  it  ought  to  keep  through  Lake 
Superior  to  the  River  St.  Louis,  and  follow  that  river  to  its  source ;  close  to  which  is 
the  source  of  the  waters  falling  into  the  river  of  Lake  la  Pluie,  which  is  a  common 
route  of  the  Indians  to  the  Lake  du  Bois ;  the  St.  Louis  passes  within  a  short  distance 
of  a  branch  of  the  Mississippi,  where  it  becomes  navigable  for  canoes."  "  And  if 
the  navigation  of  the  Mississippi  is  considered  as  of  any  consequence  by  this  coun- 
try, from  that  part  of  the  Globe,  such  is  the  nearest  way  to  get  at  it."  Whether  this 
course  as  described  by  Sir  Alexander  is  the  best  which  can  be  taken  I  am  not 
sufficiently  informed  to  say  ;  it  must  be  determined  by  mutual  agreement. 

It  may  not  be  altogether  foreign  to  the  subject  of  these  remarks  to  notice,  that 
if,  as  is  conceived  to  be  the  case,  the  Northern  limits  of  Louisiana  are  undefined,  the 
North-West  Territory  and  Trade  may  hereafter  in  some  way  be  affected,  but  the 
period  when  it  may  be  necessary  to  discuss  this  point  may  possibly  be  remote ;  it 
nevertheless  may  merit  consideration,  and  should  not  altogether  be  lost  sight  of. 

These  loose  observations  are  offered  with  much  deference;

M.  Dudouyt  to  Mgr.  Laval.  1677. 

What  Mr,  G,  said  to  me,  the  first  time  I  spoki  to  him  of  the  moderation  necessary  to  be 

observed  in  the  liquor  traffic. 

Monsieur  Colbert  being  on  the  point  cf  regulating  all  things,  and  little  disposed 
in  respect  to  all  that  I  had  represented  to  him,  particularly  in  regard  to  the  liquor 
traffic,  to  which  he  strongly  inclined,  I  presented  myself  to  him  at  the  public 
audience,  by  the  advice  of  our  friends,  and  said  to  him  that  I  begged  him  to  have 
regard  to  what  I  had  represented  to  him  touching  the  moderation  which  I  should 
observe  in  the  liquor  traffic  among  the  Indians ;  that  upon  that  depended  all  their 
Christianity  and  even  the  good  of  the  Colony ;  that  if  it  were  agreeable  to  hira  to  hear 
me  on  this  fnct,  I  would  show  him  reasons  for  all  things.  He  replied  in  a  very  loud 
and  severe  tuue  (which  is  not  usual  in  public  audiences)  that  we  were  people  who 
wished  to  mix  in  affairs  which  did  not  concern  us,  that  we  wished  to  encroach  on  the 
powers  of  the  authorities ;  that  we  should  attend  only  to  preaching,  confessing  and 
exhorting.  I  told  him  we  interfered  only  with  what  concerned  our  ministry ;  that  I 
represented  matters  to  him  so  that  he  might  regulate  them  as  he  should  judge  necea- 
flary,  and,  at  the  same  time,  I  presented  the  resolution  of  the  Sorbonne,  which  I  had 
in  my  hand,  saying :  Here  is  the  resolution  of  the  six  professors  of  the  Sor-  ' 
bonne,  in  which  you  will  see  the  truth  clearly  shown,  and  what  can  be  done  in  the 
matter,  to  which  he  replied  that  he  had  been  in  possession  of  that  information  for  ten 
years;  that  the  Bishop  of  Canada  should  attend  to  preaching,  exhorting,  &c.,  plainly- 
showing  me  that  he  was  not  pleased  to  listen  to  me  on  this  subject,  &;c.  I  said  to 
him  then  that  1  prayed  him  to  consider  what  I  had  represented  to  him,  touching  the 
subsistence  of  ecclesiastics  ministering  in  the  Colony,  and  without  allowing  me  to  go 
further,  he  said  that  the  King  had  given  two  Abbeys  to  the  Bishop  of  Canada.  In 
regard  to  that,  I  answered,  that  the  revenue  from  them  was  so  small  that  you  had 
been  scarcely  able  to  draw  two  thousand  livres  from  them  annually,  becau>-e  of  the 
great  expenses  and  repairs  which  it  was  necessary  to  meet.  On  which,  he  replied, 
that  if  the  memorials  of  His  Lordship  of  Quebec  were  to  be  believed  that  there  was 
still  a  surplus ;  that  he  was  the  first  to  undervalue  the  King's  benefits ;  that  there 
were  persona  who  would  willingly  take  them  and  who  would  hold  other  revenues.  I 
replied  that  if  the  King  saw  fit  to  assign  some  other  revenue  on  which  you  and  your 
clergy  could  subsist,  you  were  quite  ready  to  return  the  two  Abbeys  into  Hi8 
Majesty's  hands.  To  this  he  made  no  precise  answer,  bufrepeated  that  I  might  tell 
you  that  you  should  not  meddle  with  other  things  besides  preaching,  exhorting,  &c., 
and  thereupon  dismissed  me.  I  had  spoken  and  listened  to  him  very  quietly, 
although  he  had  treated  me  in  a  very  austere  manner,  and  appeared  to  me  com- 
pletely prejudiced  against  you  and  all  your  clergy. 

Some  days  after,  M.  de  Bellinzany  told  me,  that  M.  Colbert  found  himself  opposed 
in  the  liquor  traffic  and  that  he  wished  to  do  nothing  against  Beligion  or  anything 
which  might  be  prejudicial  to  Christianity ;  that  he  had  sent  for  two  advocates  whom 
he  had  informed  of  the  whole  settlement  of  Canada  from  its  beginning  and  had  caused 
to  be  read  the  resolution  of  the  Sorbonne  in  full,  saying  that  he  asked  their  advice 
with  regard  to  the  liquor  traffic  with  the  Indians,  as  a  matter  of  policy  and  not  of 
religion ;  as  to  the  latter  he  would  seek  other  advice ;  that  the  Advocates  asked  time 
till  the  following  day.  He  told  M.  de  Bellinzany,  that  he  would  choose  a  time  to 
bring  me  to  see  him ;  that  he  wished  to  hear  me  thereon,  and  even  wished  to  consult 
the  Doctors  (of  the  Sorbonne).  I  have  waited  for  four  or  five  days,  and  have  not  yet 
had  this  audience,  at  which,  also,  I  hope  to  speak  to  him  of  our  other  affairs.

Audiance  de  M.  Colbert. 

Apres  avoir  attendu  I'espace  de  15  jours  le  temps  auquel  M.  Colbert  seroit  Ea 
Betat  de  m'entendre  il  me  donna  audiance  a  Sceaux  mardi  1 1  May  ou  M.  de  Bellin- 
zany  m'avoit  men6  pour  cet  Effest  Ce  fut  apres  que  tout  le  monde  fat  Exp6die  et 
party  pour  retourner  a  Paiis,  II  me  fit  appeller  en  la  Sale  proche  de  son  cabinet  et 
aortir  deux  de  ses  domestiques  qui  restoient  En  cette  Sale  et  je  reste  seul  avec  luy 
prds  de  trois  quarts  d'heure  ou  il  me  parla  et  m'entendit  avec  patjance  et  mesme 
assez  doucement  excepte  quelque  Chose  au  faist  du  cas  reserve. 

Je  commence  de  luy  dire  quelque  chose  ou  il  prist  la  parole  me  disant  qu'il 
savoit  nostre  zele  que  nous  voudrions  destruire  les  vices  jusque  dans  la  racine,  quo 
nous  faisions  ce  que  les  Missionnaires  d'oibvent  fairo  mais  qu'il  y  avoit  bien  des 
choses  qu'il  falloit  tolerer  comme  on  fait  ailleurs  que  nous  voulions  porter  les  choses 
A  une  grande  perfection,  je  luy  repondis  que  pour  ce  qui  regarde  la  disposition  des 
Sauvages  au  regard  de  la  boisson  si  Elle  Estoit  semblable  a  cetle  de  tous  les  autres 
peuples  d'Europe  il  ne  faudroit  pas  penser  a  tenir  d'autre  conduite  que  celle  qui  s'ob- 
serve  partout  ailleurs,  mais  que  toutte  la  difficulte  de  cette  aflfaire  consistoit  a  bien 
<3onnai8tre  la  difference  qu'il  y  a  Entre  nos  Sauvages  et  les  auues  peuples  d'Europe 
an  regard  de  la  boisson. 

Sar  quoy  je  luy  dis  que  I'inclination  que  les  Sauvages  ont  a  senyvrer  est  beaa- 
conp  plus  grande  que  celle  des  peuples  d'Europe  qu'ils  ont  bien  plus  de  foiblesse  pour 
y  resister,  qu'elle  est  universelle  que  les  desordres  que  les  Sauvages  oommettent  sont 
bien  plus  grands,  ce  que  je  luy  prouve  de  cette  sorte.  Moaseigneur  s'il  y  a  dans  une 


deux  jours  sil  y  en  a  pour  une  septmaine  Elle  durera  une  septmaine  sil  y  en  a  pour 
tin  mois  Elle  durera  un  mois.  Que  nous  ne  voyons  pas  que  parmy  les  peuples  d'Eu- 
rope toutte  une  ville  senyvre  ny  que  cela  dure  les  semaines  et  les  mois  et  que  les 
peoples  d'Europe  Estant  civilises  ne  commettoient  pas  tant  de  desotdres  n'y  si  grands 
que  les  Sauvages  qui  Estant  barbares  faisoient  dans  lyvresse  tous  les  desordres  dont 
nn  barbare  est  capable  En  cet  Estat,  que  ce  qu'on  avoit  Expose  aux  Six  professeurs 
de  Sorbonne  Estoit  dans  la  verite  a  quoy  il  repartit  que  nous  Exagerions  les  choses 
qu'il  s'estoit  informe  des  personnes  qui  avoient  Eu  habitude  En  Canada  qui  ne  lo 
difioient  pas  de  la  sorte  je  luy  dia  que  touttes  les  personnes  qui  n'estoient  pas  inte- 
r«86ee8  luy  rendroient  le  mesme  tesmoignage  que  je  faisois,  je  n'entend  pas 
dit-il  ce  que  cela  veut  dire  des  personnes  intereseees,  C'est  a  dire  Monseigneur  des 
personnes  qui  veulent  avoir  du  castor  des  sauvages  par  le  moyen  de  la  boisson  sans 
se  mettre  En  peine  des  desordres  qu'ils  causent  par  ce  moyen  et  sans  avoir  Egard  a 
lenr  salut  n'y  a  oeluy  des  sauvages. 

II  me  dit  la  dessus  quil  Sen  Estoit  inform^  de  Mr  Talon  qui  ne  disoit  pas  cela, 
quo  ce  n'Estoit  pas  un  homme  interesseje  luy  dita  que  Mr  Talon  Estoit  Cause  de  la 
peine  dans  laquelle  nous  nous  trouvions  presentement  d'autant  qu'un  joar  Estant 
prest  de  mettre  le  pied  dans  le  vaisseau  pour  passer  En  France  il  fit  lever  touttes  lea 
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M.  de  Belliczany  took  me  there  yesterday  evening,  where  I  waited  at  the  door 
•of  the  antichambor  until  after  nine  o'clock,  when  M.  de  Bellinzany  came  to  tell  mo 
that  M.  Colbert  could  not  hear  me  to-day ;  that  he  was  tired,  and  that  he  wished  to 
obtain  farther  information  before  entering  on  a  conference  with  me,  so  as  to  put  him- 
self in  a  position  to  convince  me  or  to  be  convinced  by  me.  I  augured  no  good  from 
this  delay,  inasmuch  as  the  other  business  is  being  settled  and  nothing  is  being  done 
for  us.  The  36,000  livres  are  appropriated  without  any  increase  to  us.  All  that  we 
can  hope  for  is  that  the  affair  be  put  on  the  same  footing  as  was  the  estimate  of  the 
Company,  which  was  handed  to  him  the  same  evening,  along  with  a  note  concerning 
our  item.  I  do  not  yet  know  what  will  be  done,  for  M.  Colbert  is  very  decided  in  his 
desire  that  the  estimate  shall  not  exceed  36,000.  I  believe  that  M.  de  Condon  has 
spoken  to  M.  Colbert  with  regard  to  our  memorials.  M.  de  Paris  has  done  nothing, 
although  I  have  twice  given  him  memorials. 

Interview  with  M.  Colbert. 

After  waiting  fifteen  days  for  the  time  at  which  M.  Colbert  would  be  prepared 
to  hear  me,  he  gave  me  an  audience  on  Tuesday  the  11th  of  May  at  Sceaux,  to 
which  place  Mr.  Bellinzany  had  brought  me  for  the  purpose.  It  was  after  everyone 
had  been  attended  to  and  had  left  for  Paris,  that  he  had  me  summoned  to  the  room 
next  his  private  apartment.  Having  dismissed  two  servants,  who  had  remained,  I 
was  with  him  alone  for  nearly  three-quarters  of  an  hour,  during  which  he  spoke  and 
listened  to  me  patiently  and  even  kindly,  except  on  some  part  relating  to  the 
reserved  case. 

1  was  beginning  to  say  something,  when  he  interrupted,  saying :  that  ho  knew 
our  zeal,  that  we  wished  to  destroy  vice  to  the  very  root,  that  we  did  what  mission- 
aries ought  to  do,  and  that  there  are  many  things  it  is  necessary  to  tolerate  as  was 
done  elsewhere ;  that  we  wished  to  carry  things  to  great  perfection.  I  answered : 
That,  so  far  as  respected  the  disposition  of  the  Indians  with  regard  to  liquor,  if  it 
were  like  that  of  the  people  of  Europe,  it  would  be  unnecessary  to  think  of  taking 
any  other  course  than  that  observed  everywhere  else,  but  that  the  whole  difficulty  of 
this  matter  consisted  in  properly  understanding  the  difference  there  is  between  our 
Indians  and  the  people  of  Europe  with  regard  to  liquor. 

On  this  point,  I  told  him  that  the  inclination  of  the  Indians  for  becoming  intox- 
icated is  much  stronger  than  that  of  the  people  of  Europe ;  that  they  have  much 
greater  weakness  in  resisting  it ;  that  it  is  universal,  and  that  the  disorders  com- 
mitted by  the  Indians  are  more  aggravated,  and  this  I  proved  to  him,  my  Lord,  in 
this  way :  If  in  a  bourgade  there  be  liquor  freely  accessible  to  the  Indians  they 
usually  all  become  intoxicated,  old,  young,  great,  small,  women  and  children,  so  that 
there  is  hardly  one  left  unintoxicated ;  that  if  there  be  liquor  for  two  days,  drunken- 
ness will  continue  for  two  days,  if  there  is  enough  for  a  week,  it  will  last  a  week,  if 
for  a  month,  it  will  last  a  month ;  that  we  do  not  see  in  Europe,  a  whole  city  get 
drunk,  nor  see  it  continue  in  this  state  for  weeks  and  months ;  that  the  people  of 
Europe,  being  civilized,  do  not  commit  so  many  nor  such  great  disorders  as  the 
Indians,  who  being  barbarians  commit,  in  drunkenness,  all  the  disorders  of  which  a 
barbarian  is  capable  in  such  a  condition  ;  that  what  had  been  stated  to  the  six  pro- 
fessors of  the  Sorbonne  was  truth,  to  which  he  replied,  that  we  exaggerated  things ; 
that  he  had  informed  himself  from  persons  accustomed  to  Canada,  who  gave  no  such 
account.  I  told  him  that  all  disinterested  persons  bore  the  same  testimony  as  I  did. 
I  do  not  understand,  he  said,  what  is  meant  by  interested  persons.  It  means,  my 
Lord,  persons  who  wish  to  have  beavers  from  the  Indians  by  means  of  liquor,  with- 
out respect  to  the  risk  of  the  disorders  they  cause  by  that  means,  and  without  regard 
to  their  own  salvation  or  to  that  of  the  Indians. 

He  told  me  thereupon,  that  he  had  informed  himself  through  M.  Talon,  who  did 

not  say  that;  that  ho  was  not  a  man  who  was  interested.     I  told  him  that  M.  Talon 

was  the  cause  of  the  trouble  in  which  we  found  ourselves  at  the  present  moment, 

inasmuch  as  that  one  day  being  ready  to  embark  for  France,  he  had  caused  the

consultations  et  mesmoires  pour  Envoyer  a  Mr.  Duchesneau,  je  lui  dis  qu'on  pouvoit 
aisdment  garder  la  moderation  dans  la  traitte  des  boissons  d'autant  qu'il  En  avoit 
d6sj4  oste  le  principal  Empeschement  par  I'arrest  qui  deffend  les  congez  d'aller  dans 
les  bois  et  que  la  traitte  se  faisant  dans  les  habitations  tout  se  passeroit  a  la  veue  et  a 
la  connaissance  du  public  et  qu'ainsy  il  seroit  facile  de  reconnoistre  les  desordres  et 
d'y  appoiter  la  remede. 

Mais  Comment  done  faire  le  commerce  avec  les  Sauvages  dit  M.  C.  il  fault  Mon- 
seigneur  leur  bailler  des  marchandises  et  de  la  boisson  avec  moderation,  quelle  est 
cette  moderation.  C'est  a  dire  qu'il  leur  en  fault  donner  En  telle  quantite  qu'il  n'y  en 
ayt  pas  pour  les  Enyvrer,  que  veut  dire  cela,  comment,  pent  on  le  faire.  on  le  pent 
faire  M.  Comme  les  fermiers  du  Roy  le  font  faire  a  Tadousac  il  y  a  plus  de  vingt  ans 
on  donne  par  Exemple  une  pinte  de  vin  a  un  Sauvage  et  s'il  En  veut  davantage 
on  le  remet  a  un  autre  temps  et  ainsy  on  garde  la  moderation  necessaire  et  on  ne 
gaste  point  le  commerce  s'il  vous  plait  d'ordonner  qu'il  n'en  soit  pas  donne  En 
quantite  suffieante  pour  Enyvrer  les  Sauvages  et  commander  au  Conseil  d'y  tenir  la 
main  vous  aurez  la  satisfaction  de  veoir  la  chose  observee  dans  tons  les  autres  lieux 
aussy  bien  qu'a  Tadousac  M.  0.  ouy  mais  comment  faire  le  commerce  avec  un  Sau- 
vage qui  apportera  au  lieu  de  la  traitte  Cinquante  Castors  et  qui  voadra  pour  paye- 
ment  la  moitie  En  marchandises  et  la  moitid  en  boisson  pour  emporter  a  son  village 
et  payer  ceux  qui  luy  ont  bailie  du  castor  qui  veullont  de  la  boisson,  je  luy  dis  que 
c'estait  le  transport  des  boissons  qui  causoit  les  plus  grands  desordres  qu'il  fallait 
acoutumer  les  Sauvages  Irocquois  a  prendre  dos  marchandises  et  de  la  boisson  mode- 
rement  comme  les  Sauvages  de  Tadousac  et  que  Souvent  lis  ont  tesmoigne  apres 
Sestre  Enyvres  et  avoir  tout  consomme  en  boisson  qu'ils  souhaiteroient  qu'on  ne  leur 
en  baillast  pas  en  quantite  pour  Senyvrer  qu'ils  aimeroient  bien  mieux  Emporter  les 
hardes  qui  leur  sont  necessaires  mais  que  quand  on  leur  bailie  une  telle  quantite  de 
boisson  qu'ils  ne  scauroient  sempescher  de  Senyvrer.  II  y  a  mesme  eu  des  Sauvages 
qui  ont  presente  requeste  aux  Gouverments  pour  qu'on  ne  leur  traittast  pas  une 
telle  quantity  de  boisson  qui  les  Enyvrast. 

M.  C.  mais  quoy  ils  porteront  leurs  Castors  aux  Hollandais,  cela  n'est  pas  a 
craindre  de  la  plus  part  de  nos  sauvages.  II  n'y  a  que  les  Iroquois  qui  pourroient  y 
aller  et  ceux  de  Sonnontouan  qui  sont  k  quatre  vingt  lieues  de  la  nouvello  Hollande 
n'iront  pas  chercher  de  la  boisson  et  porter  leurs  Castors  si  loin  pourveu  que  nous 
leur  portions  avec  la  barque  des  marchandises  et  de  la  boisson  avec  moderation 
comme  on  a  fait  depuis  deux  ans,  et  quand  il  y  en  auroit  quelqu'un  qui  seroit  si  pas- 
sionnd  pour  la  boisson  qu'il  y  allast  pour  cet  Effest  cela  ira  a  tres  peu  de  chose,  et  les 
francois  n'en  feront  pas  cinq  cent  castors  moins  chaque  annee  pour  garder  la  modera- 
tion necessaire  pour  le  Christianisme  etTle  bien  de  la  Colonie  ce  qui  est  tres  peu  de 
chose  pour  causer  tant  de  desordre. 

M.  C.  Mais  Si  un  Sauvage  emporte  un  baril  d'eau  de  vie  il  n'y  en  aura  pas  pour 
Enyvrer  un  village.  II  est  vray  Monseigneur  mais  il  arrivera  que  le  Sauvage  boira 
avec  sa  bande  tout  le  baril  sans  le  porter  au  village  et  s'il  ly  porte  les  Sauvages  qui 
ne  boivent  que  pour  Senyvrer  En  prendront  En  telle  quantite  qu'il  y  en  ayt  pour 
Senyvrer  car  ils  sont  tellement  passionnes  pour  Senyvrer  que  si  on  leur  bailie  une 
bouteille  a  Six  on  Sept  qui  ne  Seront  pas  capables  de  les  Enyvrer  tons.  Ils  I'aban- 
donne  a  deux  ou  trois  afin  qu'ils  se  puissent  Enyvrer  et  les  autres  s'en  privent.

C'est  M.  pour  la  raison 
que  je  vous  dis  que  nos  sauvages  sont  dans  une  disposition  au  regard  de  la  boisson  qui

removal  of  all  the  penalties  and  ordinances,  of  which  justice  and  the  authorities  had 
made  use,  to  repress  the  disorders  caused  by  the  too  great  quantity  of  liquor  given  to 
the  Indians,  and  that  for  thirty  years  had  always  been  opposed  by  the  ordinances, 
penalties,  fines,  &c. ;  that  if  he  wished  to  obtain  information  on  the  spot,  disinterested 
persons  would  render  the  same  testimony  as  I  did.  He  said  that  he  had  already 
given  such  an  order,  and,  in  fact,  I  knew  that  he  had  ordered  all  the  consultations 
and  memorials  to  be  prepared  to  send  to  M.  Duchesneau.  I  told  him  that  it  would 
be  easy  to  preserve  moderation  in  the  liquor  traffic,  inasmuch  as  already  the  principal 
impediment  had  been  removed,  by  the  decree  whieh  prohibits  the  giving  of  leave  to 
go  into  the  woods,  and  that  the  trade  beine  carried  on  in  the  settlements,  everything^ 
would  be  done  in  the  sight  and  to  the  Imowledge  of  the  public,  and  that  thus  it 
would  be  easy  to  observe  and  to  bring  a  remedy  against  disorders. 

But  how  can  trade  be  carried  on  with  the  Indians  ?  said  M.  C.  It  is  necessary, 
my  Lord,  to  give  them  merchandise  and  liquor  in  moderation.  What  is  thia 
moderatioQ  ?  It  means,  that  it  should  be  given  in  such  quantity  as  shall  not 
intoxicate  them,  it  means  that.  How  can  that  be  done  ?  It  can  bo  done.  Sir,  as  the 
King's  farmers  have  it  done ;  at  Tadousac  for  more  than  twenty  years,  a  quart  of 
wine,  for  instance,  is  given  to  an  Indian  ;  if  he  wants  more,  he  is  put  off  till  another 
time,  and  thus  the  necessary  moderation  is  secured,  and  the  trade  is  not  spoiled.  If 
you  please  to  order  that  it  be  not  given  in  quantity  sufficient  to  intoxicate  the 
Indians  and  to  command  the  Council  to  keep  strictly  to  it,  you  will  have  the  eatis- 
faction  of  seeing  the  thing  observed  in  every  other  place  as  well  as  at  Tadousac. 
M.  C. :  Yes ;  but  how  can  trade  be  done  with  an  Indian,  who  shall  bring  to  the 
trading  place  fifty  beavers,  and  shall  wish  in  payment  the  half  in  merchandise  and 
the  half  in  liquor  to  carry  to  his  village,  and  to  pay  those  who  have  given  him 
beavers,  and  want  liquor.  I  told  him  it  was  the  conveyance  of  the  liquor  which 
caused  the  greatest  disorders ;  that  the  Iroquois  Indians  must  be  accustomed  to  take 
merchandise  and  liquor  in  moderation,  like  the  Tadou>:ac  Indians,  and  that  often  they^ 
have  testified,  after  having  been  intoxicated,  and  having  wasted  everything  for  liquor, 
that  they  wished  that  they  would  not  have  it  given  to  them  in  such  a  quantity  as  to 
intoxicate  them,  that  they  would  like  much  better  to  obtain  clothes,  which  are 
necessary,  but  that  when  they  were  given  such  a  quantity  of  liquor,  they  could 
not  stop  from  getting  drunk,  and  there  have  been  Indians  who  have  presented  a 
petition  to  the  Government,  that  there  should  not  be  traded  with  them  such  a  quantity 
of  liquor  as  to  intoxicate  them. 

M.  C.    But,  what !  they  would  carry  their  beavers  to  the  Dutch. 

That  need  not  be  feared  from  most  of  our  Indians.  It  is  only  the  Iroquois  who 
could  go  there,  and  those  of  the  Sonnontouan,  who  are  eighty  leagues  from  New 
Holland,  will  not  go  so  far  to  seek  for  liquor  and  carry  their  beavers,  provided  that 
their  share  of  merchandise  and  of  liquor  be  in  moderation,  as  has  been  done  for  two 
years,  and  when  anyone  is  so  devoted  to  liquor  that  he  would  go  there  with  that 
object,  that  would  go  but  a  little  way ;  the  French  would  not  make  five  hundred 
skins  less  a  year  by  preserving  the  moderation  necessary  for  Chri-tianity  and  the 
good  of  the  colony,  a  very  little  thing  to  cause  so  much  disorder. 

M.  C.  But  if  an  Indian  took  away  a  barrel  of  brandy,  that  would  not  intoxicate 
a  village  ? 

That  is  true,  my  Lord,  but  it  will  happen  that  the  Indian  with  his  band  will 
drink  the  whole  barrel,  without  carrying  it  to  the  village,  and  if  it  is  carried  there, 
the  Indians,  who  drink  only  to  get  drunk,  will  drink  euch  a  quantity  as  may  intoxi- 
cate them,  for  they  are  so  fond  of  becoming  intoxicated,  that  if  six  or  seven  aie  given 
a  bottle,  that  cannot  make  them  all  drunk,  they  will  give  it  up  to  two  or  three,  that 
they  may  get  drunk,  whilst  the  others  abstain. 

M.  C.  Why  make  a  reserved  case  of  that,  is  not  the  same  done  in  France  and 
elsewhere  ?     Do  the  Bretons,  the  Germans,  &c.,  not  get  drunk  ? 

It  is,  Sir,  for  thrf  reason  I  have  given  you,  that  our   Indians  have  a  different 
<lispo8ition  in  respect  to  liquor  from  the  nations  of  Europe.     It  is  a  very  grievous 
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■est  toute  autre  que  celles  des  peuples  d' Europe.  C'est  nne  chose  bien  sensible  a  un 
Evesque  de  veoiv  perir  Son  Eglise  Bntre  ses  mains  par  un  Semblable  d^sordre  et  n'y 
pas  aporter  tous  les  remedes  qui  peuvent  servir  k  Tempescher.  M.  C.  le  Christianisme 
a-t  il  pery  depuis  donze  ans  que  le  Boy  a  pris  le  soin  du  pays.  Je  r^pondis  qu'on 
avoit  toujours  tasch^  par  les  ordonnances  les  peines  et  amendes  d'empescher  les  exce* 
et  que  dans  les  lieux  ou  a  abandonne  la  boisson  aux  Sauvages  le  Christianisme  y  a 
beaucoup  souffert  Ton  a  mesme  Est^  contraint  a  I'acadie  d'abandonner  par  deux  oa 
trois  fois  des  Eglises  de  Sauvages  d'autant  qu'il  n'y  avoit  point  de  jage  n'y  de  personno 
en  authoritd  pour  reprimer  ces  desordres  je  ne  repete  point  touttes  les  raieons  et 
desordres  qui  sont  marquees  dans  I'expos^  dte  la  resolution  de  Sorbonne  je  dis  seu- 
lement  qu'on  avoit  Expose  la  verite  des  choses  comme  Elle  Est  Sur  quoy  il  repartit 
que  nous  Exagerions  qu'il  ne  falloit  pas  faire  un  cas  reserve  de  cela  que  si  M.  I'EJ- 
vesque  Bxcommunioit  pour  cela  qu'on  en  appelleroit  comme  d'abus,  qu'il  manderoit 
au  Conseil  d'y  tenir  la  main  et  que  je  vous  le  mandasse  et  que  je  m'informasse  Si  on 
en  usait  de  la  Sorte  En  France  que  les  Evesques  ne  faisoient  pas  cela,  que  si  on  le 
faisoit  on  trouveroit  toujours  I'authorite  Royale  qui  Sy  opposeroit  etc.  je  luy  dis  qu'il 
n'y  avoit  pas  d'Evesque  n'y  de  Clerge  plus  Soumis  aux  volontez  du  Roy  qu'en  Canada 
a  quoy  il  me  dit  qu'il  n'en  doutoit  pas,  mais  que  nous  voulions  porter  les  choses  a  una 
plus  grande  perfection  qu'en  France  et  je-luy  repondis  que  si  les  Evesq  ues  de  Frances 
estoient  en  Canada  ils  en  useroient  de  la  mesme  maniere,  et  tout  autrement  qu'en 
France,  la  chose  Estant  Si  differente.  II  me  dit  qu'il  voyait  bien  qu'il  ne  pouvoit  pas 
me  convaincre  sur  se  Sujest  la  car  il  s'estoit  dispose  et  avoit  resolu  de  me  convaincre 
S'il  pouvoit  ainsy  qu'il  I'avoit  dit  et  que  je  I'avais  Sceu. 

Je  lui  demande  Bnsuite  s'il  auroit  agreable  que  je  lui  parlasse  sur  les  autres 
articles  que  je  luy  avois  presentes  dans  mes  memoires  il  dit  qu'ouy. 

Des  huguenots. 

Je  commence  par  celuy  des  huguenots  et  luy  dis  qu'il  Bstoit  important  que  les 
huguenots  ne  Sestablissent  et  n'hyvernassent  pas  en  Canada  d'autant  que  nous 
sommes  poees  Bntre  trois  Colonies  d'Anglois  et  que  s'il  arrivoit  quelq  guerre  les  hugue- 
nots ne  manquoroient  pas  de  se  renger  de  leur  party,  qu'il  n'estoit  pas  a  propos  de 
faire  un  melange  de  huguenots  avec  les  Catholiques  dans  un  lieu  si  Eloigne,  quo 
r^dit  du  Roy  portoit  qu'ils  ne  s'y  Establiroient  point.  11  repartit  qu'on  n'y  avoit 
pas  Encor  donod  atteinte  qu'on  ne  le  fairoit  pas  mais  | comme  je  scavois  qu'il  Etoit 
resolu  de  permettre  aux  marchands  d'hyverner,  je  luy  dis  que  s'il  arrivoit  que  quel- 
que  marchand  fut  cont^^inst  par  quelque  neoessite  pressante  d'hyverner  Bn  Canada 
qu'il  fust  oblige  de  re  presenter  Ses  raisons  a  I'inteniant  qui  les  iSxamineroit  lequel 
S'il  les  trouvoit  justes  luy  permettroit  pour  une  ann6e  Seulement  et  sans  conse- 
quence CO  qu'il  tesmoigna  approuver. 
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Que  I'intendant  tint  la  main  a  ce  que  les  hommes  maries  et  qui  ont  leurs  femmes 
En  france  qu'ils  y  abandonnent  les  fissent  venir  ou  les  allassent  querir  que  cela 
Estait  de  Consequence  pour  le  bien  et  le  bon  ordre  de  la  colonic  et  dist  que  cela 
Bstoit  raisonnable. 

Qa'il  Bstoit  vray  que  I'evesche  de  Qaebec  relevoit  immediatement  du  St  Siege 
mais  que  vous  aviez  toujours  tesmoigne  qu'il  releveroit  de  tel  archevesche  do  france 
qu'il  plairoit  au  Roy  et  que  dez  II  y  a  plus  de  dix  ans  M.  de  Rouen  vous  ayant  dit 
qu'il  demanderoit  qu'il  relevast  de  Son  archevesche  que  vous  lui  aviez  dit  que  vous 
en  Estiez  Content  si  le  Roy  ne  le  souffriroit  pas  qu'il  donneroit  des  lettres  de  decla- 
ration sur  vos  buUes,  qu'il  faudroit  les  faire  registrer  au  parlenaent,  qu'il  les  donne- 
roit En  la  forme  qu'il  faudroit,  je  luy  ay  dit  que  vous  les  recevriez  en  telle  manidro 
que  le  Roy  voudroit  les  faire  Bxpedier,  et  Comme  je  scavois  qu'on  Bstoit  resolu  de  le 
feire  relever  de  Paris,  je  lay  demand^  a  M.  C.  afin  que  Ton  Se  oonforme  dans  la  con 
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thing  for  a  Bishop  to  see  his  church  destroyed  in  his  hands  by  such  a  disorder  and 
not  to  bring  to  bear  every  remedy  to  prevent  it. 

M.  C.  Has  Christianity  perished  during  the  twelve  years  the  King  has  taken 
the  care  of  the  country  ? 

I  answered,  that  the  attempt  had  always  been  made  by  ordinances,  penalties, 
and  fines  to  prevent  excesses,  and  that  in  places  where  liquor  was  given  up  to  the 
Indians,  Christianity  had  greatly  suflfered,  and  even  that  in  Acadia  Churches  for 
Indians  had  to  be  abandoned  two  or  three  times,  because  there  was  no  judge,  nor 
person  in  authority  to  repress  these  disorders.  I  do  not  repeat  all  the  reasons  and 
disorders  mentioned  in  the  recital  of  the  Sorbonne's  resolution,  I  say  only,  that  the 
truth  was  stated  respecting  things  as  they  are.  Upon  which  he  replied  that  w* 
exaggerated ;  that  it  jv^as  not  necessary  to  make  a  reserved  case  of  that ;  that  if  the 
Bishop  excommunicated  on  that  account,  it  might  be  regarded  as  an  abuse,  which  he 
would  order  the  Council  to  take  in  hand ;  that  I  should  write  you  thereon,  and  inform 
myself  if  anything  of  the  sort  was  done  in  France  ;  that  the  Bishops  did  not  do  thal^ 
that  if  it  was  done,  that  it  would  always  be  found  that  it  was  opposed  by  the  iloyal 
Authority,  &c.  I  told  him  that  no  Bishop  or  Clergy  were  more  submissive  to  the 
will  of  the  King  than  those  in  Canada,  to  which  he  answered,  that  he  did  not  doubt 
it,  but  that  we  wished  to  carry  things  to  greater  perfection  than  in  France,  and  I 
replied,  that  if  the  Bishops  of  France  were  in  Canada  they  would  use  the  same  means, 
altogether  different  from  those  in  France,  the  thing  itself  being  so  different.  He  told 
me,  he  saw  plainly  that  he  could  not  convince  mo  on  that  subject,  for  he  had  prepared 
and  was  resolved  to  convince  me  if  he  could,  as  he  had  said  and  as  I  knew. 

I  asked  him,  then,  if  it  would  be  agreeable  to  him  that  I  should  speak  on  thd 
other  items  which  I  had  presented  to  him  in  my  memorials,  which  he  answered  in 
the  affirmative. 

Of  the  Huguenots. 

I  began  with  that  of  the  Huguenots  and  told  him  that  it  was  important  that 
the  Huguenots  should  not  settle  nor  winter  in  Canada,  inasmuch  as  we  are  placed 
between  three  colonies  of  English,  and  that  if  a  war  should  occur,  the  Huguenottt 
would  not  fail  to  side  with  their  party;  that  it  was  not  convenient  to  have  a  mixture^ 
of  Huguenots  and  Catholics  in  so  remote  a  place  ;  that  the  King's  edict  bore  that  they 
should  not  settle  there.  He  replied,  that  no  hope  had  been  given  them  on  this  point,, 
nor  would  be  given,  but  as  I  knew  that  it  was  resolved  to  allow  the  merchants  to 
winter,  I  told  him,  that  if  it  happened  that  any  merchant  was  compelled  by  urgent 
necessity  to  winter  in  Canada,  that  he  should  be  obliged  t )  represent  the  reasons  to 
the  Intendant,  who  should  examine  them,  and  if  he  found  them  reasonable,  might 
permit,  him  to  remain  for  one  year  only  and  without  prejudice.  To  this  he  exprefcsed 
approval. 

Of  Married  Men. 

That  the  Intendant  shall  take  care,  that  married  men,  who  have  their  wives  in 
Prance  whom  they  have  abandoned  there,  shall  send  or  go  for  them;  that  this  was 
of  importance  for  the  benefit  and  good  order  of  the  Colony.  He  said  that  that  was 
reasorable. 

That  it  was  true  that  the  Bishopric  of  Quebec  held  immediately  from  the  Holy 
See,  but  that  you  had  always  asserted,  that  it  would  be  subject  to  such  Archbishopric 
of  France  as  the  King  chose;  that  for  upwards  of  ten  years,  M.  of  Rouen  having 
told  you  that  he  would  demand  that  it  t^hould  be  subject  to  his  Archbishopric,  you 
had  told  him  that  you  would  be  satisfied  if  the  King  did  not  allow  him  to  give  letters 
of  declaration  on  your  edicts  (ftufZes);  that  it  was  necessary  they  be  registered  in 
Parliament;  and  that  he  should  give  them  in  the  requisite  form.  I  told  him  that 
you  would  receive  them  in  such  manner  as  the  King  desired  to  have  them  sent,  and 
as  I  knew  that  it  was"  resolved  that  it  should  be  subject  to  Paris,  I  asked  this  of  M. 
C,,  in  order  that  the  ecclesiastical  government  should  be  conformable  to  tho  custom 
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daite  Eoclesiastiqne  a  la  Coustume  et  a  I'usage  do  Paris  comme  on  fait  pour  la  coa- 
doite  Civile  M.  de  St  Joase  en  a  parl6  a  M.  de  Paris  Cela  donnera  lieu  a  Tarchevesque 
de  Paris  de  proteger  i'Eglise  du  Canada. 

II  me  dit  que  nous  voulions  faire  des  Cares  amovibles  que  cela  Bstoit  centre  lea 
droits  du  Royaume,  je  lay  repondis  que  lor^q  lea  paroisses  seroient  En  Estat  on 
Bstabliroit  des  cures  fixes  que  neansmoins  il  yen  avoit  En  des  Bveschea  du  Royaume 
qui  Eetoient  amovibles,  il  parut  satisfait  de  ce  que  je  luy  dis  qu'on  En  Establiroit  des 
fixes,  je  voie  bien  que  I'on  ne  souffrira  pas  acune  chose  qui  ne  soil  conforme  a  Tusage 
le  plus  commun  de  la  Prance  et  le  plus  favorable  a  la  Politique. 

Subsistence  des  pretres. 

Je  luy  parle  Bnfin  de  la  Subsistence  des  ptres,  qui  deservent  la  Colonie  et  du 
dix  pour  cent.  II  me  dit  que  le  Roy  vous  avoit  donne  deux  abbayes,  je  lay  repondis 
qu'elles  Bstoiont  en  tel  Estat  que  vous  n'en  tiriez  pas  du  revenu  pour  vostre  propre 
Subsistence  et  de  deux  ou  trois  ptres.  avec  voas  Sar  quoy  il  me  dit  que  pour  ces 
deux  articles  la,  je  luy  donnasse  un  m^moire  qu'il  y  auroit  Esgard,  je  luy  dis  sur 
I'heure  avant  qu'il  m'eust  fait  cette  reponf«e  que  le  dix  pour  Cent  Estoit  une  imposition 
que  les  habilans  S'esloient  volontairement  impoe^e  pour  satisfayre  a  cortaines  debtes 
qu'ils  avoient  contract^os  dont  le  Seminaire  n'estoit  pas  susceptible  et  que  comme 
o' estoit  des  Communautes  qui  s'estoient  consacrees  les  premieres  pour  cette  Colonie 
qui  ne  Sabsisioient  que  par  la  bont6  que  le  R  )y  avoit  pour  Elles  on  Esperoit  qu'il 
leur  accorderoit  cette  grace  et  les  Exempteroit  de  payer  cette  Entree,  voila  a  peu 
pres  ce  qui  s'est  passe  dans  I'entretien  que  j'eus  avec  M.  C.  je  donnd  le  memoire  sur  la 
Sabsistence  des  ptres.  et  le  dix  pour  cent  j'yray  demain  a  Sceaux  poor  En  IScavoir  la 
response. 

Des  CongiSi 

J'oubliois  I'article  des  conges,  sur  quoy  il  me  dit  que  pour  aller  dans  les  missions 
il  n'en  faudroit  pas  prendre  mais  que  pour  pa>-per  En  France,  il  falloit  que  le  Gouver- 
neur  le  Sceust,  je  luy  dis  que  pour  passer  de  la  nouvelles  france  en  I'ancienne  on  ne 
sortoit  pas  des  terres  de  I'obeissance  du  Roy  et  que  Ton  ne  manquoit  jamais  d'aller 
veoir  Mr  le  GouverAeur  avant  de  partir  je  luy  ay  represente  dans  mon  memoire  que 
cela  Empescheroit  beaucoup  decclesiastiques  d'aller  En  Canada  scachant  qu'ils 
n'auroient  pas  la  liberty  do  revenir  quand  ils  vondroient  et  qu'il  faudra  prendre  des 
conges  qu'on  leur  refuseroient  quand  on  voadroiont,  je  prie  Mr  de  Bellizany  de  luy 
faire  connoistre  la  consequence  de  oet  article  et  que  si  M.  I'evesque  av  jit  besoin 
d'envoyer  un  ecclesiastique  En  France  poar  les  affaires  de  Son  Bglise  cela  seroit  bien 
rude  qu'an  Gouverneur  I'empeschast,  je  ne  Scay  pas  Encor  ce  qui  sera  regie  la  dessus.

Une  remontrance  au  Roy. 

Je  crois  qu'il  seroit  apropos  que  vous  fi'»siez  une  remontrance  au  Roy  qui  feroit 
veoir  nettemont  et  saos  Exaggeration  I'ostat  de  la  chose,  Conformement  a  I'expos^ 
en  la  resolution  de  Sorbonne  qui  Coterait  Kn  particulier  lesdesordres  qui  sont  arrives 
dans  tout  le  passe  qui  feroit  mention  de  tons  los  arrests,  ordonnances  araendos,  chas- 
timens  et  autres  moyens  dont  la  justice  et  ceux  qui  ont  Eu  authorite  so  nont  servis 
pour  reprimer  les  desordros  que  la  trop  gran.le  qaantite  d«>  bois^^on  donneo  aux  Sau- 
vages  a  causes,  il  fault  citer  les  faits  et  les  circonstances  En  particulier  car  \m  tormes 
generaux  ne  prouvent  rien,  II  ne  fault  pas  obmettre  que   Ton  a  E-tte  Contrainst 
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«nd  usage  of  Paris,  a3  was  observed  in  civil  government.  M.  de  St.  Josse  has  spoken 
of  this  to  M.  of  Paris.  That  will  give  the  Archbishop  of  Paris  an  opportunity  to 
protect  the  Church  of  Canada. 

He  said  that  we  wished  to  have  the  Cares  removable ;  that  that  was  against  the 
laws  of  the  Kingdom.  I  replied  that  when  the  parishes  wert  in  a  condition  for  it, 
fixed  Cares  should  be  settled;  that  nevertheless  there  wore  in  some  of  the  Bishoprics 
of  the  Kingdom  Cures  who  were  removable.  He  appeared  satisfied  with  what  I  had 
said  of  fixed  charges.  I  see  plainly  that  nothing  will  be  suffered  that  does  not  con- 
form to  the  commonest  usage  in  Prance  and  the  most  favourable  in  a  political  point 
of  view. 

Subsistence  for  the  Priests. 

I  spoke  to  him,  in  fine,  of  the  subsistence  of  the  priests  who  are  officiating  in  the 
Colwiy  and  of  the  ten  per  cent.  He  told  me,  that  the  King  had  given  you  two 
Abbeys.  I  answered  that  they  were  in  such  a  condition  that  you  did  not  derive 
from  them  revenue  for  your  own  subsistence,  and  that  of  the  two  or  three  priests 
with  you.  Upon  this  he  told  me  that  for  these  two  items,  I  should  give  him  a 
memorial,  which  would  be  considered.  I  told  him  at  once,  before  he  had  made  this 
answer,  that  the  ten  per  cent,  was  an  imposition  ;  that  the  settlers  had  voluntarily 
imposed  it  on  themselves  to  satisfy  certain  debts  they  had  contracted,  for  which  the 
Seminary  was  not  liable,  and  that  as  it  was  one  of  the  first  of  the  Communities 
which  had  devoted  itself  to  the  Colony  and  which  existed  only  by  the  goodness  of 
the  King,  it  was  hoped  that  this  favour  would  be  granted  and  that  it  would  bo 
exempted  from  paying  this  charge.  This  is  nearly  what  passed  in  toe  conversation 
which  I  had  with  M.  C.  I  gave  the  memorial  on  the  subsistence  of  the  priests  and 
"the  ten  per  cent.    I  shall  go  to-morrow  to  Sceaux  to  know  the  answer* 

Of  passes   (^congls). 

I  forgot  the  item  of  passes,  upon  which  he  said  that  it  was  not  necessary  to  take 
one  on  going  to  the  missions,  but  on  returning  to  France  it  was  necessary  that  the 
Governor  should  know.  I  told  him  that  passing  from  new  into  old  Prance  was  not 
to  leave  the  lands  subject  to  obedience  to  the  King,  and  that  we  never  failed  to  call 
on  the  Governor  before  leaving;  I  represented  to  him  in  my  memorial  that  it 

Erevented  many  ecclesiastics  from  going  to  Canada,  knowing  that  they  would  not 
ave  the  liberty  of  returning  when  they  wished,  and  that  it  was  necessary  to  take 
passes  which  might  be  refused.  I  prayed  M.  Bellinzany  to  make  him  understand 
the  consequences  of  this  item,  and  that  if  the  Bishop  required  to  send  an  ecclesiastic 
to  Frfince  on  the  business  of  his  church,  it  would  be  very  hard  that  a  Governor 
could  prevent  him.     I  do  not  yet  know  what  will  be  settled  thereupon. 

It  should  be  remarked,  that  although  M.  Colbert  has  appeared  to  sustain,  and 
inclined  to  allow,  rather  than  forbid  the  liquor  traffic,  he  was  obliged  to  act  thus, 
having  to  speak  to  me  who  maintained  the  contrary  opinion,  so  that  if  by  the 
information  given  him,  he  is  made  to  understand  the  truth,  I  do  not  believe  that  he 
will  permit  it,  for  it  is  observed  by  his  conduct,  that  when  ho  is  shown  clearly 
what  are  truth  and  justice,  he  renders  them. 

A  remonstrance  to  the  King. 

I  believe  it  would  be  proper  for  you  to  make  a  remonstrance  to  the  King,  which 
would  show  plainly  and  without  exaggeration  the  condition  of  affairs,  conformably 
to  the  statement  in  the  resolution  of  the  Sorbonne,  which,  in  particular,  should 
allege  the  disorders  which  have  taken  place  during  the  whole  of  the  past;  which 
should  make  mention  of  all  the  decrees,  ordinances,  fines,  punishments  and  other 
means  made  use  of  by  justice  and  those  in  authority  to  repress  the  disorders  caused 
by  the  too  large  quantity  of  liquor  given  to  the  Indians.  It  would  be  necessary  to 
jparticalarise  facts  and  circumstances;  general  terms  prove  nothing.     It  must  not 
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d'abandonner  les  Eglises  de  lacadio  a  cause  des  Exces  de  boisson  et  autres  semblables

Intention  du  Roy  Establissant  les  Colonies. 

II  faut  commenoar  cette  remontrance  faisant  veoir  que  la  premiere  ot  la  princi- 
pale  intention  du  Roy  dans  I'establissement  de  cette  Colonic  a  Este  de  procurer  a  ces 
pauvres  peuples  infidelles  la  Oonnoissance  du  vray  Dieu  et  les  moyens  de  leur  Salut, 
de  les  instruire  et  les  maintenir  dans  I'exercise  du  Christianisme,  rien  de  plus  glorieux 
a  Sa  majeste  n'y  capable  d'attirer  sur  sa  pereonne  sacree  et  sur  son  Eoyaume  les 
benedictions  du  Ciel  etc.  je  dis  cecy  seulement  pour  Exemple  car  on  le  mettra  boau- 
coup  mieux. 

Begkment  des  boissons  rends  a  Vannie  prochaine. 

Yous  voyez  par  ce  recit  que  M.  C.  n'a  point  voulu  regler  icy  la  chose  il  a  fait  des 
consultations  dresser  des  memoires  et  Envoye  le  tout  a  M.  Duchesneau  pour  informer 
8ur  les  lieux  si  le  fait  est  comme  nous  I'avons  Expose,  Monsieur  Talon  Est  dans  le 
mesme  Esprit  qu'il  Estoit  pour  la  traitte  et  a  parle  a  M.  Colbert  qui  I'a  consulle  la 
dessus  conformement  a  ses  anciennes  impressions  et  rendu  En  cela  un  mauvais  ser- 
vice  k  I'Eglise  du  Canada  J'ai  sceu  qu'il  n'en  avait  pas  parle  Comme  il  devait  outre 
ce  que  M.  Colbert  m'en  avoit  dit.  Monsieur  de  la  Chesnaye  au  contraire  a  dit  la 
verite  fort  nettement  et  Eflficacement  a  M.  de  Bellinzany  qui  en  a  fait  le  raport  aM. 
Clequel  comme  je  crois  ayant  pris  icy  touttes  les  Connaissances  et  resgu  Tinformation 
de  M.  Duchesneau  il  reglera  la  Chose  I'annee  prochaine  ainsy  le  succes  de  cette  affaire 
depend  grandement  du  raport  que  fera  M.  Duchesneau  dans  son  information,  j'espere 
qu'il  rendra  justice  et  fera  connoistre  la  verite  je  ne  doute  point  que  M.  de  F.  et  les 
personnes  interessees  ne  facent  tout  ce  qu'elles  pourront  pour  faire  dire  et  croire  1© 
contraire. 

Seponse  des  advocats. 

Les  advocats  consultes  ont  conclus  en  faveur  de  la  politique  qu'il  fault  baillerdes 
boissons  aux  Sauvages,  mais  il  ne  s'en  fault  pas  Etonner  car  ils  En  jagent  Enliere- 
ment  comme  des  peuples  d'Europe  ne  faisant  de  distinction  des  uns  avec  les  autres.

Arrest  des  Congis. 

M.  de  F.  a  fait  tout  ce  qu'il  a  pu  pour  faire  I'arrest  qui  defend  les  Conges,  Ton  a 
incite  diverses  personnes  a  demander  des  Conges  a  M.  Colbert  pour  aller  aux 
outaouak  et  ailleurs  le  Sieur  la  Barrois  faisoit  ces  sortes  de  placets...  mais  avec  tout 
cela  Ton  na  rien  pu  obtenir  les  fermiers  n'avoient  garde  de  le  souffrir.  Je  pense  qu'il 
eeroit  bon  d'Eviter  Encor  cette  annee  autant  que  Ton  pourra  d'en  venir  a  I'excom- 
munication  au  regard  des  traitteurs  jusqu'a  ce  que  I'information  soit  faite  et  la  chose

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be  omitted,  that  churches  in  Acadia  had  to  be  abandoned  on  account  of  exceBses  in- 
liquor  and  similar  causes ;  it  would  be  necessary  to  cite  the  Boston  articles  ;  to  send 
U3  the  printed  matter ;  to  take  the  evidence  of  persons  worthy  of  credit  regarding^ 
the  facts  that  shall  be  advanced,  to  show  that  trade  in  liquor  can  be  carried  on  with 
moderation,  as  is  done  at  Tadousac  and  elsewhere ;  to  send  a  copy  of  the  most 
important  decrees  and  ordinances ;  to  cite  the  petitions  of  the  Indians,  in  a  word,  to 
omit  nothing  that  can  effectually  make  the  truth  known  ;  to  say  nothing  against  the 
juridical  information  of  M.  Duchesneau,  unless  it  can  be  clearly  proved. 

Intention  of  the  King  in  establishing  the  Colony. 

This  remonstrance  must  begin  by  pointing  out,  that  the  intention  of  the  King 
in  the  establishment  of  this  Colony,  was  to  procure  for  these  poor  infidel  nations  the 
knowledgS  of  the  true  God  and  the  means  of  their  salvation  ;  to  instruct  and  main- 
tain them  in  the  exercise  of  Christianity,  nothing  more  glorious  to  His  Majesty,  nor 
more  suited  to  draw  upon  his  sacred  person,  and  on  his  kingdom  the  blessing  of 
Heaven,  &c.    I  give  this  only  as  an  example,  for  it  can  be  much  better  put. 

Liquor  regulations  postponed  till  next  year. 

You  see  by  this  narrative  that  M.  C.  did  not  wish  to  settle  the  matter  hero  ;  he 
has  had  consultations  in  order  to  prepare  memoranda,  and  to  send  the  whole  to  M. 
Duchesneau,  lo  ascertain  on  the  spot  if  the  fact  is  as  we  have  stated.  Monsieur 
Talon  is  in  the  same  mind  as  he  was  regarding  the  traffic,  and  has  spoken  to  M. 
Colbert,  who  has  consulted  him,  conformably  to  his  old  impressions,  and  thus  rendered 
bad  service  to  the  Church  of  Canada.  I  knew  that  he  had  not  spoken  of  it  as  he 
ought,  in  addition  to  what  M.  Colbert  had  told  me.  Monsieur  de  la  Chesnaye,  on  the 
contrary,  has  told  the  truth  very  plainly  and  efficaciously  to  M.  de  Bellinzany,  who 
has  made  a  report  to  M.  C.  He,  as  I  believe,  having  made  full  inquiry  here  and 
obtained  information  from  M.  Duchesneau,  will  fettle  the  matter  next  year.  Thus 
the  success  of  the  affair  depends  greatly  on,  the  report  which  M.  Duchesneau  will 
make  as  the  result  of  his  icqniries,  I  hope  that  he  will  render  justice  and  make 
known  the  truth.  I  do  not  doubt  that  M.  de  F.,  and  those  interested  will  do  all  that 
is  possible  to  have  the  contrary  said  and  believed. 

Beply  of  the  Advocates, 

The  advocates  consulted  have  reported  in  favour  of  the  policy  of  giving  liquor  to 
the  Indians ;  but  this  need  not  be  wondered  at,  for  they  judge  entirely  as  do  the 
nations  of  Europe,  making  no  distinction  between  one  and  another.  It  is  necessary, 
if  you  please,  to  send  the  matter  fully  drawn  up  in  writing,  for  here  these  things  will 
not  bo  known. 

Decree  respecting  Passes. 

M.  de  P.  has  done  all  he  can  to  have  the  decree  passed  forbidding  passes. 
Numbers  of  persons  have  been  incited  to  demand  passes  from  M.  Colbert  to  go  to  the 
Ottawa  and  elsewhere.  The  Sieur  la  Barrels  made  these  sorts  of  petitions,  but  notwith- 
standing nothing  has  been  obtained,  the  farmers  taking  care  not  to  suffer  it.  I  think 
it  would  be  well  to  avoid  as  much  as  possible  for  this  year  still,  excommunication 
in  regard  to  traders,  until  the  report  be  made  and  the  matter  settled,  so  as  not  to 
irritate  M.  C.,  for  this  point  is  one  of  those  on  which  he  appeared  to  me  most  deter- 
mined, and  insisted  that  the  reserved  case  should  be  removed.  When  this  remon- 
strance shall  have  been  prepared  at  Quebec,  it  should  be  sent  by  the  first  ships,  in 
order  that,  if  there  should  be  still  anything  to  be  done,  some  one  of  the  Fathers  of 
Clermont  College  should  undertake  it,  and  it  it  was  seen  that  the  King  agreed  to  it,  it 
might  be  printed  to  justify  to  the  public  the  conduct  of  the  Church,  and  remove  the 
fsalse  impressions  which  calumny  produces  every  day,  and  to  show  that  it  was  not 
true  that  there  were  no  Christians  among  the  Indians,  as  is  published  in  France  and 
oven  in  Canada.    To  this  document  might  be  joined  the  decision  of  the  Sorbonne.

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Sending  Papers  Bespecting  tJie  Abbey  of  St.  Paul. 

I  send  you  the  papers  concerning  the  lands  of  the  Abbey  of  St.  Paul,  and 
«specially  an  explanation  regarding  the  petition  of  Petouin,  which  I  am  presenting 
here.  1  am  keeping  the  two  principal  ordinances,  of  which  I  send  you  a  copy,  in 
case  anything  should  still  have  to  be  done  next  year  in  that  affair.  You  will  find  these 
papers  in  a  small  parcel,  No.  5,  sent  from  Paris. 

Of  the  Abbey  St.  Paul. 

The  business  of  the  Abbey  Sti  Paul  is,  I  believe,  sent  back  to  Council.  M.  Bel- 
liczany  told  rae,  however,  that  he  did  not  believe  the  ordinance  of  the  Intendant 
would  be  touched,  and  that  Petouin  should  be  given  the  reference  he  asks ;  his  whole 
ground  is,  that  the  Eividre  du  Gouffre  is  not  the  river  of  the  Abbey  St.  Paul.  I  have 
answered  his  demand,  although  I  have  not  seen  it,  but  only  his  petition,  i  send  you 
the  replies.  Ho  has  published  everywhere  that  you  had  caused  a  false  contract  to 
be  made  by  Becquet,  saying  that  the  thing  was  not  in  the  contract  of  ratification  as 
in  the  primitive  contract,  on  account  of  the  interpretation.  I  explained  the  matter 
to  M.  de  Bellinzany,  and  even  to  Petouin,  who  finds  no  difficulty  in  it.  If  the  thing 
goes  to  Council,  Champlain's  book  must  be  produced,  and  if  you  have  not  got  it,  the 
Jesuits  must  be  asked  for  a  book  in  folio,  in  which  the  thing  is  found  and  which 
quotes  Champlain. 

Tar  Works. 

What  will  give  more  trouble  is  the  tar  works,  which  M.  C.  said  must  be  estab- 
lished. I  saw  written  in  his  own  hand  on  the  margin  of  an  extract :  "  If  it  is  done, 
it  will  be  an  extravagance,  if  it  is  not  done,  the  opportunity  will  be  taken  to  cry 
out."  I  notice  in  the  speech  of  Petouin,  that  he  wished  that  an  understanding 
should  be  come  to  with  him,  and  that  he  might  draw  a  sum  of  money  like  St« 
Aubin,  but  the  matter  must  remain  as  settled.  I  send  you  the  papers  which  may- 
be of  use  in  this  matter. 

St.  Aubin. 

St.  Aubin,  or  rather  the  Sieur  Barrois  for  him,  has  made  three  petitions.  The 
first  was  altogether  abusive  of  you  and  the  Intendant.  He  was  prevented  from  pre- 
senting it  by  Al.  Daulier  (he  need  not  be  named).  The  second  was  not  so  bad, 
especially  with  regard  to  the  Intendant.  I  answered  his  calumnies  in  writing,  bat 
M.  de  Bellinzany  told  me  it  was  not  worth  the  trouble  to  refute  a  man  of  that  sort 
and  I  believe  that  nobody  will  take  the  trouble  to  read  my  answer.  When  St.  Aubin 
saw  that  he  was  refused  at  Quebec  the  land  of  La  Heve  which  he  asked,  he  made  a 
third  petition,  solely  to  let  me  see  it,  and  to  justify  himself,  saying  that  he  said 
nothing  against  you  and  the  Intendant,  for  he  did  not  know  I  had  seen  the  two 
others. 

M.  de  Bellinzany  told  me  that  there  was  great  dissatisfaction  that  persons  should 
be  allowed  to  come  to  France  to  cry  out  and  importune  the  Court;  that  the  King  sent 
&  Governor  and  Intendant  and  that  ho  had  established  a  Council  to  determine  affairs 
in  the  country  where  the  facts  could  be  ascertained  and  not  in  Paris.  I  answered 
him,  that  it  was  M.  de  F.  who  had  gent  that  sort  of  people  expressly  to  cry  out  and 
make  a  noise  against  the  Intendant  and  against  you  ;  that  St.  Aubin  had  been  solicited 
to  sign  a  writing  and  to  publish  the  calumnies  he  had  retailed  in  Paris  in  his  petitions 
and  everywhere  else;  that  he  had  told  me  so  in  Quebec  and  that  he  had  not  kept  from. 
doing  such  an  action,  but  that  he  had  done  so  at  the  instigation  of  Sieur  Barrels. 

Sieur  Lusson. 

Monsieur  de  St.  Lusson  is  returning  to  Canada,  knowing  h«re  of  what  wood  he 
could  make  an  arrow.  I  see  no  change  in  his  conduct ;  he  says  he  wishes  to  live 
otherwise  than  he  has  done.  I  have  not  been  able  to  avoid  giving  him  a  word  of  a 
letter  to  carry  to  you.     He  pretends  that  M.  Bazire  will  give  him  some  employment* 
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Mr  de  Chamblis.

M.  de  Chamblis  last  year,  and  again  this  year,  is  asking  a  sum  of  fifteen  thousand 
iivres  to  raise  men  and  go  over  to  Canada.  M.  C,  has  answered,  that  there  is  nothing 
to  do  ab  present.  I  see  no  change  in  him.  He  is  asking  M.  Colbert  to  be  named 
Governor  of  tbe  Fort  of  Chamblys  and  that  he  should  be  given  only  his  passage  and 
a  few  men.  It  is  a  pretext  to  return  to  Canada,  and  I  believe,  that  even  if  he  should 
not  be  granted  that  he  will  return  and  join  M.  de  F.  as  before.  These  are  difficulties 
which  cannot  be  prevented. 

M.  Morand  for  the  Abbey  d'Estrie. 

We  cannot  take  any  steps  towards  the  suppression  of  the  Abbeys  until  the  King's 
return ;  for  it  is  he  who  must  demand  it  and  have  it  obtained  by  his  ambassadors.  I 
believe  that  we  shall  have  no  opposition  from  the  order  of  St.  Benoit  and  the  proposi- 
tion M.  Morand  has  made  for  an  establishment  of  Nuns  of  the  order  of  Cisteaux  at 
Bstree  will  save  us  further  trouble,  as  the  order  will  consent  to  it.  We  should  go 
there  with  M.  de  Montigny  and  M.  de  St.  Josse,  as  soon  as  the  affairs  of  Canada  shall 
be  settled  and  that  M.  Morand  shall  have  arrived  there.  He  proposes  reasonable 
enough  conditions.  We  have  seen  Father  Martin,  the  Prior  of  St.  Denis,  and  the 
-General  at  Paris,  who  appear  to  us  well  enough  disposed  and  if  the  King  undertake 
the  thing,  it  will  pass  much  sooner  and  more  easily. 

Establishment  of  the  Chapter. 

The  chapter  must  be  established  and  the  establishment  for  it  sent  us ;  I  am  try- 
ing to  find  a  model  to  send  you.  The  union  of  the  parish  with  the  Seminary  you 
must  also  make.  M.  Cheron  had  promised  me  to  draw  up  a  model  for  both.  I  have 
called  on  him  several  times  without  being  able  to  get  it.  He  is  overwhelmed  with  busi- 
ness, and  the  death  of  the  Archbishop  of  Bourges  has  obliged  him  to  go  there.  I 
have  written  him  to  send  it,  but  have  had  no  answer  yet. 

Consolidation  of  the  Priories. 

It  is  not  necessary  to  go  to  Eome  for  the  union  of  the  Priories  any  more  than  for 
that  of  the  parish.  M.  Cheron  has  assured  me  of  it,  and  that  without  any  necessity, 
it  would  be  incurring  great  trouble  and  expense. 

You  will  nomiuate  eight  Canons  to  the  Chapter  and  the  three  first  dignitaries, 
and  the  suppression  being  made,  the  revenaes  of  the  two  Conventual  houses  will  be 
appropriated  to  them ;  those  of  the  two  abbatial  houses  will  remain  as  the  founda- 
tion of  the  Bishopric,  for  it  would  have  been  diffcult  to  appropriate  one  of  the 
abbatial  houses  to  the  Chapter,  as  the  King  did  not  pretend  to  nominate  Canons  and 
dignitaries,  but  being  charged  on  the  conventual  houses  it  is  a  matter  for  the  Bishop, 
that  portion  being  purely  ecclesiastical. 

Mgr.  F.  Heliopolis 

Has  gone  by  Spain  straight  to  Eome,  without  passing  through  Paris ;  he  will 
assist  us,  and  if  M.  Pallu  return,  I  believe  that  M.  Gazil  or  another  of  the  Seminary 
will  go,  who  will  take  care,  with  the  correspondent  of  M.  de  Mere,  to  prosecute  our 
suppressions. 

Cardinal  d'Esirie. 

Monseigneur  the  C.  d'Bstree  will  also  return  to  Rome,  where  we  will  arrange  so 
that  the  King  take  upon  himself  the  execution  of  that  affair,  which  will  help  ua 
greatly. 

,  Father  de  la  Cheze. 

Father  de  la  Cheze  has  also  given  me  evidence  of  affection  and  he  will  work  on 
the  King.  We  will  see  whether  there  is  an  opportunity  for  him  to  obtain  anything, 
as  I  have  made  him  acquainted  with  the  small  revenue  derived  from  your  abbeys.

There  is  one  bull  attested 
by  the  Nuncio.  If  it  should  be  lost,  make  use  of  that  in  the  Jubilee  of  Paris,  which 
I  sent  you. 

M.  Pallu's  letters. 

I  have  sent  M.  Pallu's  letters,  of  which  I  have  kept  a  copy,  but  I  do  not  think 
that  all  the  difficulties  he  mentions  need  give  ua  much  trouble.      The  King  is  under- 
taking the  matter. 
Report  as  to  the  necessity  for  a  Chapter,  and  that  subsistence  should  be  provided  for  it. 

It  would  be  well  to  have  a  report  made  of  the  necessity  for  a  chapter,  and  that 
its  subsistence  be  provided  for.  That  will  be  of  service  to  us  at  Home.  The  reasons 
for  this  necessity  should  be  pointed  out  in  it,  and  it  should  be  signed  by  the  Inten- 
dant,  the  Councillors  and  the  notables  of  the  place. 

Letters  of  Declaration. 

You  have  not  obtained  letters  of  declaration  on  your  bulls,  and  they  are 
absolutely  necesary.  They  must  be  registered  in  the  Parliament  of  Paris.  M. 
Colbert  strongly  urged  me  to  produce  the  registration,  but  after  having  searched  for 
it,  I  remembered  that  you  had  told  me  you  had  only  the  acknowledgment  of  the 
oath  of  fidelity,  but  not  the  letters.  I  asked  the  first  president,  who  assured  me 
that  ^they  were  not  registered  in  the  Parliament.  Thus  I  told  M.  de  Vaubourg, 
nephew  ot  M.  Colbert,  who  asked  them  from  me  on  his  behalf,  that  there  was  none, 
and  that  thei'o  would  be  shown  on  the  registers  what  has  been  said  to  M.  C,  that  he 
might  have  it  forwarded  in  the  form  which  the  King  desires,  and  so  that  the 
Bishopric  of  Quebec  might  be  held  from  the  Archbishopric  of  Paris  . 

Letters  for  the  "  Te  Deum.' ' 

You  were  written  to  this  year  to  have  the  Te  Leum  sung.  Assuredly  that  was 
done  last  year,  but  I  believe  that  the  letters  were  pat  into  M.  de  Frontenac's  mails, 
who  does  not  give  them  to  you.

M.  de  Comport6  is  grand  provost  at  500  livres  salary,  with  a  lieutenant  at  20O 
livres  and  six  archers  at  60  livres  each.  He  owes  the  appointment  to  M.  de  la  Ches- 
nay,  for  M.  de  Frontenao  had  worked  strongly  for  M.  Lemoyne. 

Ratisson  has  obtained  nothing,    Jolliet. 

The  Sieur  Ratisson  has  obtained  nothing,  and  JoUiet's  proposition  has  not  been 
a^eed  to,  to  go  to  the  Illinois  and  form  a  settlement,  the  expense  of  which  M.  de  la. 
CSiesnaye  had  offered  to  defray. 

BecoUets. 

I  was  told  that  four  RecoUets  were  to  go  out,  but  that  has  been  reduced  to 
two,  of  which  the  smallest  is  an  act  of  grace,  as  I  was  told  by  Mother  St.  Catherine,  an 
Ursuline  Nan  of  St.  Denis,  who  is  writing  you  about  it.  Father  Custode  is  return- 
ing. I  have  already  written  to  you,  that  Father  Alart  and  the  first  provincial  and 
all  the  Recollets  were  sensibly  affected  by  what  you  wrote  to  M.  Colbert  touching 
the  father  commissary,  who  did  them  great  wrong.  Father  Alart  and  the  brother 
himself  will  discharge  their  hearts  thereon.    I  softened  matters  as  much  as  I  could. 

They  have  had  Father  Eustache  preaching  at  the  Convent  of  Paris,  in  order  to 
reestablish  his  reputation.  It  is  necessary,  so  far  as  possible,  that  he  should  maintain 
union  with  them.  I  told  them  that  you  had  again  written  to  the  Kiag  in  favourable 
terms  of  Father  Custode  and  the  Monks  who  are  in  Canada,  and  that  Father  Eustache 
had,  by  his  bad  conduct,  caused  the  scandal  which  had  occurred.  With  respect  to 
him,  I  told  Father  Alart  things  as  they  were,  and  that  although  he  had  acted  so 
badly,  we  had  given  no  evidence  about  it  but  what  he  had  himself  described  in  the 
country.  I  believe  that  they  will  moderate  the  fervour  they  bad  to  settle  in  so 
many  places  in  Canada.  Father  Luke  told  me  that  M.  Colbert's  feeling  was,  that  the 
house  at  Quebec  should  be  well  established,  and  to  content  themselves  with  that ;  and 
that  they  should  only  make  a  residence  at  Isle  Persee,  of  which  he  had  a  plan  pre- 
pared to  send  by  Rochelle. 

M.  du  Fort. 

There  is  no  hope  of  obtaining  anything  from  the  relations  of  M.  du  Fort ;  they 
have  lost  a  suit,  involving  ten  thousand  crowns,  last  month.  You  know  their  manner 
of  acting.  If  he  was  not  suited  for  Canada,  that  would  be  a  matter  that  he  should 
come  himself  to  arrange.

Sale  of  Isle  Jesus,

the  purchase  of  Isle  Jesus.  It  is,  however,  very  convenient  for  them,  and  they  can 
extend  only  from  that  side,  I  think  that  at  present  they  have  no  money.  So  AL  de 
Baluze  told  me. 

Contract  of  hie  Jesus. 

I  gave  M.  Talon  a  copy  of  the  deed  which  he  made  of  Jesus  to  Mr.  Berthelot. 
He  promised  to  have  it  properly  drawn  up,  and  will  give  it  to  me  for  the  company's 
two  deeds,  by  which  it  had  been  conceded  to  the  Jesuit  Fathers.  I  do  not  believo 
they  can  be  found.  I  have  sent  you  the  certificate  of  taking  possession,  and  an 
extract  from  the  company  granting  it  to  them,  which  I  found  in  the  hands  of  Father 
Bagueneau. 

Establishment  of  th£  Ursulines  at  Montreal. 

There  is  no  hope  for  the  establishment  of  the  Ursulines  at  Montreal.  There  aro 
no  funds  to  be  got,  and  that  Nun  from  Paris,  who  was  urging  the  business,  no  longer 
thinks  about  it*  She  is  trying  to  go  to  the  islands,  to  which  there  have  been  thoughts 
of  sending  Ursulines.  There  is  a  lady  who,  following  the  example  of  Madame  de  la 
Peltrie,  should  give  fifty  thousand  livres  for  the  endowment. 

The  Life  of  Mere  de  I' Incarnation, 

We  have  read  at  table  the  life  of  la  Mdre  de  I'lncarnation^  If  her  son  had  no6 
made  it  so  long  it  would  have  been  much  better.  However,  it  is  full  of  very  good 
things.

The  reading  of  it  will  make  people  conceiv© 
itn  esteem  for  Canada.

Governor  of  the  Islands. 

M.  de  Bas,  Governor  of  the  Islands,  is  dead.  The  Count  de  Blenac  has  beea 
appointed  in  his  place ;  it  is  feared  that  he  is  not  well  suited  for  it.  The  Count 
d'Bstree  has  retaken  Cayenne  fortunately  enough,  but  in  the  subsequent  expeditioa 
to  take  Tobago,  although  he  burned  many  of  the  Dutch  ships,  he  lost  four  of  ours  and 
many  of  his  men,  and  did  not  take  Fort  Tobago.  If  the  Dutch  should  send  a  fleet 
again  to  the  islands  they  would  find  them  much  exposed  and  ill  fortified. 

The  Jansenists, 

The  Jansenists  still  continue  and  the  number  does  not  diminish.  They  inveigh 
against  the  morality  of  the  Jesuits.  They  have  published  a  book  against  M.  Mallet, 
full  of  insults  and  calumnies ;  they  act  in  the  same  way  against  all  who  are  opposed 
to  them.  Letters  are  circulated  here  which  make  a  stir.  There  is  one  which  Car- 
dinal Cibo  wrote  to  M.  Arnault,  in  the  name  of  the  Pope,  in  which  he  gives  him  alL 
the  praise  that  might  be  given  to  a  holy  Father  of  the  Church ;  there  is  even  some- 
thing which  seems  to  excuse  him  in  his  doctrine.  It  is  said  that  the  King  having^ 
expressed  resentment  to  the  Nuncio,  he  has  disowned  these  letters  and  said  that  they 
were  fraudulent  and  certainly  they  could  have  been  inspired  only  by  the  Jansenists. 
There  is  another  to  M.  Grenoble,  which  greatly  praises  him  for  his  austere  and 
reformed  life,  and  proposes  him  as  an  example  to  the  Prelates.  Cardinal  d'Bistr^ 
has  persons  of  the  party  about  him.  It  would  do  much  mischief  should  these  people 
fina  support  even  in  Eome.  Ii^ormation  will  be  received  from  Home  on  this  matter. 
Latrapre  continues  in  his  doctrine  and  reform,  which  will  cause  much  harm  to  the 
order  of  the  Cisteaux,  for  the  reform  in  which  they  always  mix  up  withs  o  me  of  their 
people,  is  where  there  is  a  discussion  about  reforming  an  abbey. 

M.  Bertol, 

I  have  informed  you  that  M .  Bertol  had  a  fair  sized  Abbey  in  Brittany.  He 
told  me  the  same  things  as  he  did  to  you,  and  I  have  been  able  to  draw  nothing  fur- 
ther. I  do  not  know  if  there  will  be  room  to  hope  for  more.  I  will  keep  at  it  and 
at  the  rent.  From  M .  de  Noies  I  will  see,  en  passant,  if  there  should  be  any  way  of 
saving  the  capital  of  M.  de  Montfort's  income.  He  told  me  that  the  Ursulines  could 
take  it ;  that  they  had  put  it  in  liquidation  to  change  the  name  and  that  M.  de 
Montfort  has  become  insolvent ;  he  derives  also  a  hundred  francs  out  of  the  rent  of 
the  Hermitage.  His  friends  have  difficulty  in  understanding  his  conduct.  He  is 
much  engaged  in  the  direction  (spiritual  guidance)  of  the  great  ladies  of  the  Court, 
Jfadame,  the  Grand  Duchess  is  staying  at  Montmartre  which  he  directs.  , 

Letter  from  M.  de  Frontenac, 

M.  de  Frontenac  has  written  what  he  is  in  the  habit  of  saying  at  Quebec  against 
you  and  your  clergy,  and  against  the  Intendant.  His  letters  have  not  been  com- 
municated to  me  to  be  answered.  I  believe  it  was  because  they  were  full  of  exagger- 
ated calumnies,  which  would  have  compelled  many  things  to  be  said.  Part  of  them 
has  been  communicated  to  M.  Bichez,  whose  memorials  were  sent  to  M.  Ohesnau.  It 
will  be  well  for  you  to  see  them.  Madame  de  Frontenac  has  earnestly  demanded, 
and  M.  le  Barrois  has  not  lost  time  in  maintaining  the  sentiments  of  his  master. 
What  is  more  surprising  is  that  use  is  made  of  lies  as  of  the  truth,  after  the  said  Sieur 
has  told  St.  Aubin  all  that  he  has  retailed.  He  has  been  much  annoyed  that  I  had 
been  informed  of  all  the  said  St.  Aubin  had  been  saying,  that  was,  he  said,  to  ruin

"When  M.  Colbert  granted  me  an  audience,  he  said  that  I  should  present  a  memo- 
rial touching  the  subsistence  of  the  priests  employed  by  the  Seminary  to  officiate  in 
the  parishes,  and  his  manner  in  speaking  to  me  gave  me  good  hope.  I  presented  my 
memorial,  and  when  I  returned  to  have  the  reply  and  know  his  will  thereupon,  ho 
appeared  very  cold  and  told  me  that  he  did  not  know  what  to  say  on  the  subject,  and 
as  I  represented  to  him  that  he  told  me  the  last  time  I  had  the  honour  of  speaking 
to  him,  that  he  would  attend  to  it,  he  repeated  that  he  could  say  nothing  more  and 
withdrew.  I  had  seen  M.  de  Vaubourg  beforehand,  who  had  plainly  informed  mo 
that  there  was  nothing  to  hope  for.  It  is  almost  impossible  to  draw  any  money  from 
M.  Colbert ;  all  is  spent  for  the  war.  I  made  a  report  to  M.  de  Bellinzany  of  what 
had  passed,  and  begged  him  to  see  if  M.  Colbert  would  not  consider  the  inability  of 
the  Seminary  to  furnish  subsistence  to  the  Cures,  if  the  King  had  not  given  fundB  for 
the  purpose,  and  that  he  had  not  the  same  goodness  as  he  has  for  the  islands  ia 
■which  the  company  was  obliged  to  support  them.  M.  Colbert  has  then  had  me  asked 
ior  the  names  individually,  of  the  ecclesiastics  of  the  Seminary,  in  order  to  make  up 
Ms  mind  in  the  last  place,  if  he  would  give  you  anything.  So  M.  Bellinzany  told 
me,  who  was  to  bring  me  back  the  reply,  but  1  saw  on  his  return  that  there  was  no 
hope  for  the  present.  He  returned  me  the  memorial,  on  which  M.  C.  had  written 
with  his  own  hand  nSant.  In  this  last  memorial,  I  had  stated  in  a  note,  that  since 
the  King  had  given  you  the  Abbey  of  Bstree,  the  income  which  served  for  our  main- 
tenance was  diminished  by  ten  thousand  livres,  namely,  by  6,000  livree  of  the  pension 
granted  you  by  the  King,  of  which  you  had  received  nothing  for  five  years;  two 
thousand  livres  deducted  from  the  statement  of  what  the  company  was  to  pay  us,  and 
2,000  livres  by  the  sale  of  the  Island  of  Orleans,  which  you  had  been  obliged  to  sell 
to  build  a  house  in  which  to  lodge  your  ecclesiastics,  who  could  not  otherwise  bo 
lodged  ;  in  addition  to  which  the  Seminary  had  increased  in  the  number  of  persona 
more  than  a  third,  including  ecclesiastics,  children  and  servants. 

To  write  to  the  King  and  M,  O. 

You  should  write  plainly  on  this  subject  to  the  King  and  to  M.  Colbert,  without, 
however,  saying  that  you  are  giving  up  the  matter,  if  the  King  does  not  provide  for 
it.  For  you  would  be  left  to  do  so,  and  it  would  be  said  that  Eecollete  must  ba 
«mployed  and  perhaps  gentlemen  of  St.  Sulpice.  We  must  always  do  our  best  and 
€rod  will  help  us,  not  fearing  to  act  openly  for  your  Seminary,  for  the  distinctions 
we  have  sought  to  procure  have  served  no  purpose,  and  as  a  pretext  is  made  that 
nothing  is  granted,  say  that  you  are  ready  to  give  up  the  Abbeys,  i  f  it  please  the 
King  to  give  you  some  certain  income  to  enable  you  to  maintaiii  yourself,  your 
chapter,  your  Seminary  and  that  of  the  children. 

Gentlemen  of  St.  Suljnce, 

Although  the  gentlemen  of  St.  Sulpice  have  acted  very  well  in  regard  to  us,  and 
that  they  have  a  complete  desire  to  preserve  peace,  I  fear,  nevertbt  less,  that  they 
have  stiJl  in  view  that  some  one  who  could  be  gained  over  by  them  might  succeed 
you  and  that  by  this  means  they  might  have  the  principal  governmtat  of  the  Church 
of  Canada,  the  more  so,  as  they  put  no  great  value  on  the  Seminary  of  Foreign 
Missions  atd  perhaps  of  the  Northern  Missions,  and  will  easily  believe  that  they 
will  not  continue.  This  is  only  a  conjecture,  but  is  not  without  foundation,  seeing- 
the  efforts  made  for  the  last  two  years  to  prevent  the  union  of  the  two  Seminaries  of 
Paris  and  Quebec. 

Of  the  Seminary  of  Paris, 

I  do  not  see  that  arything  else  than  what  is  done  now  can  be  expected  from  the 
Seminary  ol  Parip,  until  Our  Lord  should  put  His  hand  to  it,  and  give  it  persons  to

H.  de  Frontenac  a  obtenu  diverges  sommes  d'argent,  des  armes  et  des  manitions« 
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forin"'and  establish  it  in  its  perfection.  Oar  gentlemen  have  clearly  seen  that  tha 
Levant  Missions  are  not  well  assured  to  them  ;  the  business  they  have  with  Portugal 
meets  with  great  difficulties,  and  the  division  with  the  Jesuits  is  difficult  to  settle.  I 
know  well  that  the  Bishops  might  be  properly  sustained  at  Bome  under  this  Pontifi- 
cate, which  is  not  favourable  to  the  Jesuits ;  this  creates  an  uneasy  feeling  among 
the  Jesuits  of  France  against  the  Bishops  and  even  against  the  Seminary,  which 
finding  itself  obliged  to  support  the  Bishops,  cannot  do  so  without  giving  trouble 
to  the  Jesuits  in  several  things.  I  have  pointed  out  to  them  that  the  union  with  the 
Seminary  of  Quebec  would  render  their  establishment  permanent,  and  not  the  Semi- 
naries of  the  Levant,  which  are  not  permanent,  any  more  than  the  Apostolic  vicariate 
on  which  they  depend.  This  leads  me  to  believe,  that  in  future  they  will  take  the 
affairs  of  Canada  more  to  heart  than  they  have  done.  I  do  not  know  if  I  shall  pasa 
the  winter  there,  for  I  see  that  to  be  rather  useless. 

Galphy. 

'^'V  C  The  affair  of  Galphy  gives  us  trouble,  and  I  do  not  know  what  will  be  its  success, 
for  you  have  signed  a  note  to  him  without  reserve,  not  marking  that  it  was  withoat 
prejudice  of  what  he  owed  you  by  the  preceding  account.  It  is  true  that  there  is 
another  note  written  in  your  hand  and  signed  Galphy,  which  mentions  the  balance 
due  by  the  said  preceding  account,  but  this  note  is  not  conformable  to  the  other,  and 
there  are  several  erasures.  To-day  we  have  consulted  M.  Ricard  and  another  advocate, 
"Without  arriving  at  any  decision.  If  Bienassis  has  referred  the  matter  to  Galphy's  oath 
And  that  he  should  swear  in  court,  as  it  seems  to  me  Bienassis  said  something  to  me 
■about  it,  it  will  be  difficult  for  us  to  bring  it  up  again.  I  will  write  to  Bienassis  oa 
the  first  opportunity,  to  try  to  get  us  out  of  this  business. 

A  man  at  La  Bochelle, 

I  do  not  see  clearly  about  a  man  at  La  Bochelle  for  the  communities.  Father 
IBngueneau  and  Brother  Gilles  do  not  like  that  it  be  a  Jesuit*  M.  de  la  Chesnaye 
Las  many  other  affairs  and  wishes  to  gain  a  great  deal,  and  of  necessity  our  accounts 
must  be  on  the  same  footing  as  theirs.  To  put  a  man  there  specially,  who  would  be 
■entirely  occupied  in  that  business,  would  cost  a  considerable  amount,  and  It  is  difficult 
to  find  one.  Let  us  know  your  thoughts.  After  all,  we  need  not  quarrel  with  the 
farmers,  who  will  have  almost  all  the  commerce  during  the  troublous  time  of  war. 

M.  Bertelotfor  1,200  livres. 

Monsieur  Bertelot,  having  left  in  the  month  of  February,  I  have  not  been  able 
to  get  the  1,200  livres  which  he  was  to  supply  for  the  priest  of  Ste  Famille,  nor  the 
300  livres  for  Denys  Eoberge  of  St.  Frison. 

Gratuities. 

The  ordinance  for  the  gratuity  to  the  hospital,  is  for  3,000  livres,  namely,  1,000 
livres  for  the  nuns,  and  2,000  livres  for  the  poor,  although  for  other  years  it  was 
only  2,000  livres  in  all.  I  do  not  know  if  it  will  be  paid  at  that  rate.  The  gentlemen 
of  St.  Sulpice  have  also  3,000  livres  to  employ  on  behalt  of  the  Indian  children  they 
Are  educating.  M.  C.  has  made  some  difficulty  in  delivering  theae  sums  to  Father 
Eaguoneau  and  to  the  gentlemen  of  St.  Sulpice,  saying  that  the  money  should  pass 
through  the  hands  of  the  Intendant.  I  believe,  however,  it  will  be  paid  as  usual. 
"There  is  nevertheless  some  reason  for  thinking  of  the  change,  which  I  do  not  know 
^rfectly. 

UrsuUnes. 

The  Ursulines  have,  as  usual,  1,000  livres.

You  might  be  written  to,  that  it  would  be  convenient  that  I  should  remain  some 
time  longer  in  France,  but  there  is  no  need  to  consent,  inasmuch  as  I  shall  have  done  all 
that  I  can  do,  not  only  in  France  but  for  aflFairs  in  Eome,to  which  it  would  be  useless 
for  me  to  go.  Mgr.  of  Heliopolis  will  be  there,  and  some  one  from  the  Seminary,  with 
your  banker,  besides  the  King  having  undertaken  the  matter  will  have  it  executed 
by  his  ambassadors.  It  would  be  to  no  edification  that  I  should  remain  longer  in 
France,  and  it  would  be  necessary  that  I  should  return  (to  Canada)  next  year,  even 
should  I  have  to  come  back  here,  constrained  thereto  by  the  neceHsiiies  of  business. 

Cloth  from  Chateau  Bolin, 

You  will  see  a  statement  of  the  goods  sent  in  the  bills,  which  I  addressed  to  M". 
de  Mezerest.  I  was  obliged  to  take  cloth  de  hloche  to  the  amount  of  1,110  livres,  for 
which  the  Sieur  Graillard  is  responsible.  I  could  not  otherwise  get  payment  froni 
him. 

You  will  also  see  by  the  account  of  what  I  have  received  and  paid,  the  state  or 
•ur  affairs.  Carefulness  is  necessary.  Had  the  business  with  M,  Bertelot  miscarried, 
I  would  have  been  in  great  trouble.  Since  you  left,  M.  de  St.  Josse  has  received 
only  900  livres  from  them,  and  400  livres  from  M.  do  la  Gonivrere,  and  I  hava 
received  400  livres  for  masses  for  Madame  d'Aiguillon. 

*  Meauhec. 

I  hope  to  go  this  summer  to  Meaubec,  but  I  anticipate  that  I  can  do  but  little^ 
on  account  of  the  war.  It  appears  to  me  that  Eoger  would  be  of  little  use  there,  and 
would  be  an  expense.  I  had  thought  that  if  Itf.  Gauthier,  uncle  to  Mons.  du  Pie  in, 
would  go  thei e  to  live,  as  he  understands  business  and  its  management,  that  h» 
might  besides  employ  himself  in  assisting  the  Cure  in  his  functions,  who  is  asking 
me  for  a  priest,  and  if  M.  Sale  does  not  assist,  he  should  have,  and,  in  fact,  requires, 
one.    Let  me  know  what  you  think  respecting  M.  Gauthier. 

M.  Gauthier 

Has  appeared  to  me  disposed  to  do  what  is  wanted,  although  I  have  not  written 
to  him  specially  on  this  subject.  I  am  about  also  to  examine  the  other  suits  against 
Meaubec,  to  see  what  should  be  done. 

Bishopric  of  Quebec. 

The  Bishopric  of  Quebec  is  to  be  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Archbishopric  of 
Paris.     M.  de  Bellinzany  told  me  so  some  days  ago. 

The  Intendant  will  be  written  to,  that  no  Huguenot  is  to  be  allowed  to  settle  in 
Canada,  conformably  to  the  King's  edict,  and  if  it  should  happen  that  any  Huguenot 
merchant  is  compelled  to  winter  in  Canada,  from  pressing  necessity,  he  shjill  b& 
obliged  to  represent  the  reasons  to  the  Intendant,  who,  if  he  shall  find  them  just, 
shall  allow  him  for  one  year  only,  and  without  forming  a  precedent.  This  is  all  wo^ 
could  obtain  thereupon  and  M.  Colbert  was  going  farther,  but  I  showed  him  the  edict 
for  the  settlement,  which  expressly  forbids  any  Huguenot  from  settling,  and  told 
him  the  consequence  of  the  vicinity  of  the  English,  whom  the  Huguenots  would  joia 
in  the  first  war  we  might  have  with  them. 

Married  Men. 

M.  C.  told  me  he  was  writing  also  to  the  Intendant  to  take  care  that  the  married 
men,  who  had  abandoned  their  wives  in  France,  should  go  for,  or  bring  them.

M.  de  Bellinzany  told  me  that  M.  C.  had  treated  with  ridicule  the  demand  for 
lionours  made  by  the  Coancil,  and  that  the  matter  was  settled  to  the  advantage  of  the 
Church.  I  had  asked  that  it  be  regulated  in  accordance  with  the  usage  in  Franoe^ 
and  that  the  Council  should  be  present  only  in  public  and  general  convocations. 

King's  farmers. 

The  farmers  are  completely  sustained.  The  price  of  beaver  has  been  changed^ 
it  is  feared  that  the  silver  will  be  lowered,  and  if  so,  merchandise  will  be  the  same 
price,  which  will  at  once  strike  off  one-fourth  of  the  rise.  Care  must  be  taken  that 
the  Council  does  not  allow  it. 

Beaver  sold. 

M.  Fromont  has  sold  beaver  for  five  hundred  thousand  livres  to  four  of  the  prin- 
cipal  hatters  of  Paris  at  8  livres  8L  10c.  and  9  livres. 

Messieurs  de'Aulier  and  Bertelot  seeing  that  there  were  five  hundred  thonsand 
livres  to  pay  for  half  a  trade,  would  not  take  more  than  a  fourth ;  others  took  the 
other  fourth. 

Bemoveable  Cfuris. 

The  Court  will  not  allow  parishes  and  Canonries  removable.  M.  C.  told  me  that  it 

would  be  opposed  to  the  laws  of  the  Kingdom.    I  said  that  fixed  parishes  would  be 

made  when  matters  would  be  in  a  state  to  do  so.    It  is  not  doubtful,  that  there  is  no 

neid  to  lollow  the  ordinary  usage  in  France,  which  is  most  favourable  as  a  matter 

of  policy. 

Of  patronage. 

I  believe  that  if  persons  present  themselves,  who  wish  to  endow  parishes,  to  bui|4 
and  maintain  Churches,  or  the  choirs  of  Churches,  as  is  practised  in  France,  it  would  be 
necessary  to  give  them  the  right  of  patronage.  M.  C.  said  that  provided  they  should 
give  a  hundred  crowns  income  and  build  the  Church,  they  must  be  admitted,  and  that 
he  had  been  written  to  from  Canada  that  he  should  issue  an  edict  placing  it  on  that 
footing.  If  the  thing  could  be  reduced  to  400  livres,  I  think  that  that,  added  to  the 
titles,  would  provide  easily  for  a  parish.  Write  to  M.  C.  what  you  can  suggest  properly. 

Letters  to  the  King  and  to  M.  Colbert. 

Let  your  letters  to  the  King  and  to  M.  Colbert  be  short,  and  do  not  speak  too- 
much  of  things — the  liquor  business,  and  the  subsistence  of  the  priests  employed  by 
the  Seminary  to  perform  the  Curial  functions.  It  would  be  better  to  make  a 
separate  memorial  of  other  affairs,  than  to  mention  them  in  the  letter,  for  they  have 
extracts  made  from  them,  in  which  little  of  anything  id  put,  and  that  is  the  cause  of 
them  not  being  well  informed  of  matters. 

60  livres  to  M.  d'Aulier. 

M.  d'Aulier  wished  me  to  pay  him  the  60  livres  he  had  furnished,  which, 
was  to  be  returned  to  him  of  the  passage  money  of  a  girl. 

150  livres.

Sir  Ghty  Garleton  to  Lord  George  Germaine,  from  the  Colonial  Office  Records,  Q.  13,  p.  111» 

QuBBEC,  20th  of  May,  177*7. 

Mt  Lord, — Had  your  Lordship's  despatch  of  the  22nd  of  August  arrived  in  duo 
time,  it  might  have  relieved  me  from  many  doubts ;  I  thereby  should  have  learned 
your  wishes  were  not  for  my  remaining  on  this  side  Lake  Champlain  the  remainder 
of  the  year,  as  I  at  times  apprehended.  My  fears  did  not  arise  from  your  silence  on 
that  head,  this  I  imputed  to  an  opinion,  pretty  general,  that  any  officer  entrusted 
with  the  supreme  command,  ought,  upon  the  spot,  to  see  what  was  most  expedient 
to  be  done,  better  than  a  great  general  at  three  thousand  miles'  distance  ;  but  con- 
sidering your  Lordship  well  knew  how  impossible  it  was  for  me  to  make  the  least 
preparations,  during  the  winter ;  and  that,  agreeable  to  my  desire,  your  Lordship 
had  frequently  importuned  for  boats,  prepared  timbers,  with  other  materials  neces- 
sary for  suddenly  putting  together  and  equipping  a  marine  force,  for  the  lake  ser- 
▼ice,  and  its  immediate  passage ;  and  seeing  all  those  solicitations  disregarded  by 
your  Lordship;  that  the  artificers,  sent  out  for  this  great  work,  dropped  in,  few  at  a 
time,  and  mostly  late  m  the  season,  as  if  destined  only  to  prepare  matters  for  the 
following  year,  I  naturally  concluded,  either  that  your  Lordship  had  taken  your 
measures  with  such  great  wisdom,  that  the  rebels  must  immediately  be  compelled  to 
lay  down  their  arms,  and  implore  the  King's  mercy  without  our  assistance,  or  that 
you  had  suspicions  the  forces  here  might  become  necessary  for  the  defence  of  the 
Province,  and  that  your  Lordship  might  not  wish  I  should  have  the  power,  least, 
with  an  indiscreet  ardour,  I  should  push  on  so  as  not  to  be  able  to  return,  as  might 
become  necessary,  for  the  defence  of  Canada. 

At  times  I  flattered  myself  our  progress  had  outstript  all  your  hopes,  that  you 
judged  the  aids  I  had  demanded  for  a  marine,  could  not  possibly  be  employed  in  '76, 
and  that  before  '77  all  must  be  over. 

These  doubts  might  have  been  removed  by  your  Lordship's  letter  No.  5,  wherein 
you  tell  me  you  hope  soon  to  hear  I  have  driven  the  rebels  across  the  lakes,  and 
taken  poesession  of  those  posts  upon  the  frontiers  which  may  effectually  secure  this 
Province  from  any  future  insult ;  but  the  order  for  detaching  that  part  of  the  force 
which  might  be  spared  from  the  immediate  defence  of  this  Province,  to  carry  on 
such  operations  as  should  be  most  conducive  to  the  success  of  the  army  acting  on  the 
side  01^ New  York,  the  officer  commanding  to  correspond  with,  and  put  himself  under 
the  orders  of  General  Howe,  this  would  have  embarrassed  me  exceedingly. 

Your  Lordship's  letter  was  dated  22nd  of  August ;  I  might  have  received  it 
early  in  November. 

To  set  out  upon  such  operations,  in  that  season  of  the  year,  and  in  this  climate, 
under  the  circumstances  that  then  existed,  that  detached  corps,  my  Lord,  must  have 
perished  by  hunger  or  cold,  or  been  cut  off"  by  the  insurgents,  before  it  could  have 
joined  General  Howe's  army ;  I  say  this  fully  persuaded  they  would  have  done  every- 
thing that  ought  to  be  expected  from  good  troops,  led  by  an  able  officer. 

A  little  reflection  on  the  nature  of  this  climate,  will,  I  hope,  convince  your  Lord- 
ship. Troops  cannot  encamp  in  that  advanced  season,  without  perishing  from  the 
cold  alone ; — the  inhabited  country  at  a  great  distance ; — and  should  the  troops  when 
there,  avail  themselves  of  the  thinly  scattered  houses,  for  protection  from  the  weather, 
they  must  have  been  dispersed  so,  that  not  one  quarter  only,  but  all  might  have  been 
cut  off,  before  they  could  have  reassembled  for  their  mutual  defence. 

Your  Lordship  perceives  I  here  make  no  difficulties,  even  in  that  country,  about 
transporting  of  baggage,  military  stores,  provisions  and  such  matters  as  are  not 
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attended  to  by  persons  little  used  to  the  movements  of  armies,  the  objects  of  great 
importance  with  officers  of  service ;  nor  do  I  suppose  an  enemy  in  their  way  till  they 
arrive  in  the  rebel  country,  but  if  an  enemy  had  been  found  strongly  posted,  as  at 
Ticonderoga,  this  with  the  frost  must  have  multiplied  the  difficalties,  so  that  I 
regard  it  as  a  particular  blessing,  that  your  Lordship's  dispatch  did  not  arrive  in  duo 
time. 

Your  letter  of  the  26th  March  recapitulates  these  orders,  and  imputes  to  my 
repassing  Lake  Champlain,  that  the  rebels  were  enabled,  with  some  degree  of  success^ 
to  break  into  the  winter  quarters  of  Sir  William  Howe's  army. 

If  your  Lordship  means  the  affair  of  Trenton,  a  little  military  reasoning  might 
prove  the  rebels  required  no  reinforcement,  from  any  part,  lo  cut  of?  that  corps,  if 
unconnected  and  alone ;  the  force  they  employed  on  that  ocoasioQ  clearly  demon- 
strated this.  Without  my  troubling  your  Lordship  with  any  reasoning  upon  tho 
matter,  a  littte  attention  to  the  strength  of  General  Howe's  army  will,  I  hope,  con- 
vince you  that,  connected  and  in  a  situation  to  support  each  other,  they  might  have 
defended  themselves,  the'  all  the  rebels  from  Tyconderoga  had  reinforced  Mr.  Wash- 
ington's army. 

After  this  severe  charge,  your  Lordship  proceeds  to  tell  me,  that  on  theso 
accounts,  and  in  order  to  quell  the  rebellion  spoe  lily,  Lieutenant-Ganeral  Bargoyne 
is  to  have  the  command  of  almost  this  whole  army,  to  attack  Tyconderoga,  which  you 
consider  as  one  of  those  posts  necessary  t)  possess  upon  the  frontier,  in  order  to 
secare  this  Pi O'/i'ice  from  future  insultis ;  and  I  am  ordjred  to  remiin  behind  at  a 
time  your  Lordship  must  know  all  basiness  of  legislation  is  over  till  January,  and 
where  there  is  a  Lieutenant-Governor,  whose  experience,  abilities,  and  attachment  to 
the  King's  service  entitle  him  to  no  small  confidence. 

All  th^s  is  stated  in  such  a  manner  and  so  strongly  pointed  at  mi  by  your  Lord- 
ship, that  I  shall  add  a  little  to  convince  you,  from  a  parallel  instance,  more  was  done 
last  year,  on  this  t»ide,  than  yDu  had  reason  to  expect,  as  I  already  have,  I  hope,  that 
more  was  do-ie,  than  I  had  reason  to  imagine,  till  very  lately,  your  Lordship  really 
wished. 

Permit  me  to  remind  your  Lordship  of  the  campaign  fifty-nine  when  General 
Wolfe  was  sent  with  a  small  army  to  reduce  Qaabsc.  You  caunot  bs  a  stranger  to 
the  difficulties  he  had  to  contend  with ; — a  conhsiderable  body  of  regular  Troops  to 
oppose  him,  many  Indians,  a  multitude  of  excellent  and  obedient  Militia,  the  whole 
commanded  by  an  officer  of  reputation  ;  add  to  all  this  a  climate  so  severe  that 
unless  the  plac^  was  taken  before  the  cold  weather  set  in,  the  whole  armament  must 
retire,  and  ull  begiu  anew  tno  loUowing  campaign. 

General  Amherst  could  not  but  know  all  this,  and  your  Lordship  must  allow, 
seldom  are  stronger  motives  to  induce  a  co-operating  General  to  exert  his  utmost 
endeavours,  than  General  Amherst  had,  upon  that  occasion  to  urge  him  to  make 
every  effort,  in  order  to  draw  off  part  of  those  great  numbers  which  opposed  Mr. 
Wolfe,  and  no  doubt  he  did  everything  in  his  power. 

General  Amherst  had  a  very  superior  army,  his  situation  furnished  him  with  as 
many  artificers,  labourers,  and  materials  for  building  a  marine  on  Lake  Ohamplaia 
as  he  could  wish,  with  every  other  assistance  that  the  hearty  concurrence  of  all  the 
English  colonies  could  supply. 

He  was  at  liberty  to  arrange  his  own  Plan,  and  make  his  own  preparations; 
amidst  all  those  advantages,  from  the  preceding  autumn,  to  say  nothing  of  those 
already  prepared  by  his  predecessor.  General  Amherst  was  free  to  begin  his  march, 
as  early  in  the  spring  as  he  thought  proper; — met  with  no  enemy  to  impede  his  pro- 
gress, and  tho'  his  arrival  on  the  Canada  side  in  due  time,  might  have  baen  of  the 
most  essential  use  to  Mr.  Wolfe's  army,  and  the  King's  service,  yet  Mr.  Amherst  did 
not  pass  this  same  Lake  Champlain,  that  critical  campaign,  tho'  the  French  had  bat 
a  small  Marine  Force  upon  the  Lake,  and  a  small  Land  Force  at  thelsle-au-Noix; 
notwithstanding  which.  General  Amherst  received  no  censure  from  the  then  Minister, 
who  was  not,  I  believe,  over  indulgent  to  officers  who  neglected  opportunities  to 
10b— K 
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exert  themselves  for  the  King's  service ;  nor  was  an  opinion  encouraged,  that  the 
misfortanes,  which  happened  in  this  neighbourhood  the  following  spring,  were 
occasioned  by  General  Amherst,  because  he  retired  into  quarters  in  November,  in 
place  of  continuing  his  operations  during  the  winter;  and  your  Lordship  should 
know  such  measures  are  less  impracticable  on  this  side  the  Lake  than  on  the  other. 

But  I,  pent  up  in  this  town  till  May,  in  a  Province,  moetly  disaflfected,  and 
overrun  by  rebels ; — when  troops  arrived  a  numerous  enemy  to  expel,  who,  in  their 
retreat  burned  and  destroyed  all  that  might  be  of  use ; — arrived  at  the  end  of  those 
navigable  waters,  not  a  boat,  not  a  stick  to  employ ;  neither  materials  nor  workmen, 
stores  nor  covering  ;  trees  and  axmen,  all  mut^t  be  sought  for  amidst  confusion,  and 
the  distracted  state  of  an  exhausted  Province. 

In  spight  of  every  obstruction  a  greater  marine  was  built  and  equipt ;  a  greater 
marine  force  was  defeated  than  had  ever  appeared  on  that  Lake  before ;  two  Brigades 
were  taken  across,  and  remained  at  Crown  Point  till  the  2nd  of  Noven^ber,  for  the 
sole  purpose  of  drawing  off  ihe  attention  of  the  Rebels  from  Mr.  Howe,  and  to  facili- 
tate his  victories  the  remainder  of  the  campaign.  Nature  had  then  put  an  end  to 
ours.  His  winter  quarters,  I  confess,  I  never  thought  of  covering;  it  was  supposed, 
'tis  true,  that  was  the  arifij  favoured  by  your  Lordship,  and  in  which  you  put  your 
trust,  yet  I  never  could  imagine,  while  an  army  to  the  southward  found  it  necessary 
to  finiish  their  campaign,  and  to  go  into  winter-quarters.  Your  Lordship  could  possi- 
bly expect  Troops  so  far  North  should  continue  their  operations,  least  Mr,  Howe 
should  be  disturbed  during  the  winter ;  if  that  great  army,  near  the  sea  coast,  had 
their  quarters  insulted,  what  could  Your  Lordship  expect  would  be  the  fate  of  a 
small  corps,  detached  into  the  heart  of  the  rebel  country  in  that  season.  For  these 
things  I  am  so  severely  censured  by  your  Lordship,  and  this  the  first  reason  assigned 
why  the  command  of  the  Troops  is  taken  from  me,  and  given  to  Lieutenant  General 
Burgoyne,  to  attack  those  Pouts  upon  the  Frontier,  essentially  necessary  fot  the 
security  of  this  Province. 

He  shall  have  every  assistarce  in  my  power,  and  my  most  ardent  wishes  for  the 
prosperity  of  the  King's  Arms; 'tis  in  no  man's  power  10  slacken  this;  the  Troops 
and  Armament,  destined  for  his  expedition,  had  immediate  orders  to  receive  and 
follow  his  directions,  that  he  may  combine  their  movements  as  he  thinks  proper; 
the  same,  so  far  as  concerns  Lt.  Col.  St.  Leger's  Expedition,  the  Hanau  Chasseurs 
excepted  ;  I  have  no  such  corps  in  this  army,  nor  auy  information  concerning  it  in 
your  dispatch,  but  it  is  set  down  as  part  of  the  corps  I  am  to  put  under  his  command. 
At  first  I  thought  it  might  be  a  mistake,  and  that  the  Brunswick  Chasseurs  were 
meant.  Lt.  General  Burgoyne  says  not ;  that  these  are  to  go  with  him,  and  that  he 
thinks  the  Hanau  Chasseurs  are  on  their  way  hither. 

All  the  Indians  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Niagara  and  Lake  Ontario  have  orders 
to  joyn  Lt.  Col.  St.  Leger;  those  in  the  lower  part  of  the  Province,  and  those 
ordered  last  year  from  Michilimakinac  are  to  attend  Lt.  General.  Burgoyne.  Three 
hundred  Canadian  Militia  are  also  to  make  the  campaign,  to  be  disposed  of  by  Lieu- 
tenant General  Burgoyne, — the  same  1  had  ordered,  while  I  flattered  myself  1  should 
have  the  conduct  of  the  war  on  the  Frontiers  of  this  Province,  which  Canadians,  with 
those  necessary  for  scouring  the  woods  towards  the  New  England  Provinces,  and  a 
great  number  which  must  be  employed  for  the  forwarding  all  things  for  those  two 
Expeditions,  is,  I  think,  in  the  first  dawning  of  good  order  and  obedience,  as  much  as 
ought,  in  prudence,  to  be  demanded  from  this  unfortunate  Province,  more  worthy  of 
compassion  than  blame. 

The  marine  has  been  greatly  improved  and  augmented,  which  the  impatience  of 
last  year's  service  would  not  permit.  Those  on  Lake  Champlain  ha^e  been  put 
under  Lieutenant  General  Burgoyne's  command,  and  the  greatest  part  of  those  on 
Lake  Ontario  will  attend  Lt.  Col.  St.  Leger. 

Your  Lordship's  letter  No.  14  contains  orders  for  Captain  Hamilton,  Lt.  Gov'r. 
of  Detroit,  in  consequence  of  his  correspondence  directly  with  your  office ;  these  have 
likewise  been  forwarded. 
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Herewith  is  enclosed  an  account  of  all  the  intelligence  worthy  your  notice.  I  am 
only  to  observe  thereon,  that  the  best  accounts  are  mixed  with  lies,  and  this 
frequently  from  deceit,  as  well  as  ignorance.

Sir, — The  very  extraordinary  manner  in  which  you  express  yourself  in  your 
Di8patche«  numbers  19  and  20,  upon  the  measures  which  His  Majesty  thought  proper 
to  adopt,  with  regard  to  the  different  operations  in  Canada,  must  have  arisen  trom 
your  supposing  that  those  measures  had  been  taken  up  on  no  better  authority  than 
my  advice  and  suggestion. 

Affairs  of  such  importance  receive  the  fullest  consideration  frolli  His  Majesty's 
most  contidcntial  servants,  and  they  are  then  submitted,  with  their  humble  opinion, 
to  the  King,  who,  after  mature  deliberation,  gives  such  commands  thereupon  as  His 
Majesty  judges  most  proper.  The  execution  of  such  orders,  when  they  respect 
America,  belongs  to  my  Department ;  and  if  the  manner  of  conveying  them  to  the 
King's  Officers  be  improper,  I  stand  alone  responsible  for  it.  In  the  instance,  how- 
ever, of  my  last  letter,  respecting  General  Burgoyne's  taking  the  command  of  the 
Troops,  and  the  disposition  of  the  Forces  in  Canada,  at  which  you  have  taken  so 
much  offence,  I  had  the  King's  particular  Directions  for  every  part  of  it,  after  His 
Majesty  had  taken  into  consideration  every  information  which  could  be  furnished  from 
the  Secretary's  office,  and  from  the  Keport  of  General  Burgoyne ;  and  it  remained 
only  for  me  to  put  His  Majesty's  ideas  into  the  form  of  a  despatch  ;  but  I  must  add, 
that  there  was  LOt  a  part  of  it  which  I  did  not  think  most  wisely  calculated  for  the 
public  service. 

Since  1  have  had  the  honour  of  being  in  office.  His  Msjosty  has  uniformly  declar- 
ed His  intentions  that  the  two  Commandeis-in-Chief,  wbich  he  had  appointed  by 
CJommibsion  under  the  Great  Seal,  for  different  commands  in  America,  should  not  inter- 
fere with  each  other;  bat  even  if  such  had  not  been  originally  his  Majesty's  purpose, 
yet  from  the  time  it  was  judged  necessary  to  appoint  only  Lord  and  Sir  William  Howe 
His  Majesty's  Commissioners  for  restoring  Peace,  it  became  impossible  to  vest  you 
with  the  command  of  the  Army  in  which  Sir  William  Howe  was  to  serve.  It 
would  ill  become  my  situation  to  enter  into  an  ill-humoured  altercation  with  you  upon 
various  ptrts  of  your  letters  respectirg  the  operations  of  the  last  campaign.  All  I 
shall  say  upon  the  subject  is,  that  every  pos^ible  exertion  was  made  here  to  supply 
you  with  such  a  force  as  we  flattered  ourselves  would  have  been  sufficient,  not  only 
for  the  recovery  of  the  Province  of  Quebec,  but  to  enable  you  to  assist  Sir  Wm. 
Howe  in  his  operations,  by  bending  a  part  of  your  army  to  penetrate  as  far  as  Albany. 
The  expectation  of  such  success  was  not  the  offspring  ot  idle  conjecture,  but  was 
founded  upon  the  opinions  of  many  officers  who  had  served  in  that  country ;  and 
indeed,  if  the  intelligence  we  have  since  received  be  tiue,  the  Rebels  intended  to  have 
Abandoned  their  Post  at  Ticonderoga,  had  you  marched  your  army  towards  it. 

Having  now  fully  informed  you  of  the  grounds  upon  which  my  former  dispatch 
was  formed,  in  justice  to  the  motives  by  which  my  public  conduct  is  directed,  I 
think  it  proper  to  assure  you,  that  whatever  reports  you  may  have  heard  of  my 
having  any  personal  ditlike  to  you  are  without  the  least  foundation.  I  have  at  no 
time  received  aty  disobligation  from  yon  ;  but  if  I  had  looked  upon  you  as  my 
greatest  enemy,  I  should,  in  the  situation  you  stood  in,  have  given  you  every  assist- 
ance in  my  power  which  could  hav^e  contributed  to  your  honour  and  success  ;  a  con- 
trary conduct  would  have  been  repugnant  to  those  principles  upon  which  I  shall  ever 
Act ;  but  were  I  even  capable  of  being  influenced  by  private  pique  or  rosentmen"

my  duty  to  the  King,  and  the  interest  I  must  feel  in  suppressing  this  rebellion, 
were  such  powerful  motives  for  rejecting  their  dictates  upon  such  an  occasion,  that 
you  ought  to  have  been  convinced  your  suspicions  were  ill-grounded  and  unjust. 

I  cannot  finish  this  dispatch  without  expressing  my  astonishment  at  your  sup- 
position that  any  consideration  could  prevail  with  me  to  condescend  so  very  far 
beneath  my  character  as  to  encourage  faction  and  cabal  in  your  Government.  I 
trust  you  did  not  so  lightly  give  credit  to  intelligence  when  you  were  to  decide  upon 
measures  relating  to  the  public  service.

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NOTE  B. 

Sketch  of  Mr.  Moubaud's  Petition  for  the  consideration  of  Parliament. 
(Haldimand  Collection  B  206  p,  45.) 

In  the  year  1757  the  petitioner,  at  the  conquest  of  Port  George,  redeemed  at  the 
rate  of  6,800  French  livres  out  of  his  private  purse,  103  English  prisoners,  great  part 
of  (hem  already  ty'd  at  the  stake  to  be  roasted  alive,  and  at  the  risk  of  his  life 
snatched  out  of  an  Indian's  hand  an  English  child  ready  to  be  thrown  into  a  large 
kettle  to  be  boiled  alive.  His  book  of  accounts,  stating  the  several  sums  of  those 
ransonas,  and  signed  by  the  Marquis  of  Montcalm  and  Col.  Munro,  are  since  twenty 
years  in  the  hands  of  his  Majesty,  who,  in  five  public  audiences,  pledged  his  Royal 
•word  that  the  petitioner  should  be  reimbureed.  The  orders  were  given,  but  the  King 
has  not  yet  been  obeyed. 

Alter  many  services  rendered  in  Canada  the  petitioner  was  deputed  by  General 
Murray  in  England,  to  give  the  King's  servants  information  of  that  Colony  and  all 
America.  The  petitioner  acquitted  himself  eo  honourably  and  usefully  that  Lord 
Halifax,  in  His  Majesty's  name,  thanked  General  Murray  for  having  sent  him,  as 
appears  by  that  General's  certificate,  and  appointed  the  petitioner  clerk  for  Canadian 
affairs. 

At  bis  first  audience  at  St.  James  the  petitioner  delivered  a  copy  of  pretended 
Montcalm's  letters,  or  rather  political  dissertations,  on  the  several  branches  of  the 
English  constitution ;  the  first  seven  on  the  colonies  foreboded  their  independence, 
they  prompted  the  regulations  to  prevent  it,  and  in  case  of  a  rupture  the  only 
military  plan  on  which  America  could  be  subdued  by  arms  ;  and  the  petitioner,  in 
his  petition,  enters  at  largo  into  the  secret  causes  of  the  American  war,  and  the  bad 
success  of  General  Burgoyne's  expedition,  by  the  neglect  of  those  plans,  in  vain  pre- 
sented to  the  then  Ministers  surrounded  but  by  creators.  The  King  was  pleased-  to 
promise  the  greatest  reward  for  those  papers,  but  the  petitioner  never  received  a 
shilling  for  them.  The  second  copy  of  those  Montcalm's  letters  was  given  to  Mr. 
George  Grenville  and  afterwards  communicated  to  the  late  Earl  of  Chatham,  who 
intimately  knew  the  author  of  those  letters  (an  English  man  I)  ;  the  opinion  of  those 
two  great  statesmen  on  those  letters  is  explained  at  large  in  the  petition,  and  the  con- 
sequences for  evil  having  been  attended  to,  the  petitioner  offers  to  Gx)vernment  the 
three  dissertations,  his  on  the  East  India  company,  on  the  union  with  Scotland,  and 
the  deficiency  of  the  civil  connexion  between  England  and  Ireland,  which  disserta- 
tions may  now  be  of  some  service  to  the  State.  The  dissertation  on  Ireland  is  prob- 
ably the  cause  of  all  the  Irish  commotion,  for  it  is  since  thirty  years  in  the  hands  of 
the  Irish. 

In  the  year  1769,  the  petitioner,  by  the  hands  of  General  Groeme,  handed  to  the 
Queen  a  copy  of  those  pretended  Montcalm's  letters;  that  copy  was  never  restored 
nor  a  reward  given  for  it.  At  the  beginning  of  the  American  war,  an  extract  was 
printed  to  the  disrespect  of  Her  Majesty  and  the  destruction  of  the  petitioner's 
character  by  the  most  scandalous  breach  of  trust  as  it  is  expressed  in  the  petition. 

At  his  arrival  in  London,  a  French  memorial,  on  Canadian  money  papers,  had 
been  left  a  whole  year  unanswered,  and  that  affair  laid  aside  in  Lord  Halifax's  office,  the 
petitioner  gave  at  large  an  answer.  He  composed  a  history  of  those  papers,  a  volume 
in  folio,  now  yet  in  the  Board  of  Trade.  He  was  employed  in  the  negociation  with 
the  French  Ambassador.  By  means  of  the  petitioner,  that  affair  was  turned  to  the 
benefit  of  England,  which  got  by  it  about  a  million  and  a  half  sterling — and  the 
petitioner  was  bafiled  out  of  a  bounty  of  about  £1,000,  solemnly  promised  beforehand. 

The  petitioner,  within  twenty  years,  has  delivered  to  the  several  Ministeries, 
ninety-five  memorials,  for  which  he  was  obliged  to  hire  transcribers,  pay  them,  be 
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confined  in  gaol  for  their  payment,  and  left  in  confinement  by  the  Ministers  in  a 
scandalous  manner.  As  it  is  stated  in  the  petition,  in  the  case  of  General  Moncton, 
eeveral  of  those  memorials  were  on  Canada,  which  wants  new  regulations,  and  is 
ripening  apace  to  a  revolution,  as  it  is  stated  in  the  petition. 

By  all  the  laws  of  justice  either  natural  or  civil,  the  petitioner  taken  from  his 
rich  settlement  in  Canada,  not  at  his  demand  but  by  order  of  Government  for  the 
King's  service,  was   entitled   to  a  provision  for  his  maintenance,  but  he  was  for  five 
years  left  unprovided  living  at  his  own  expences,  ruining  all  his  pecuniary  resources, 
contracting  debts  for  which  he  was  confined  successively  in  the  several  gaols  of  this- 
metropolis,  and  in  which  he  is  threatened  to  end  his  life.     In  his  first  ministry  Lord 
Shelburne  sent  the  petitioner  back  to  Canada  with  a  genteel  provision  ;  but  his  Lord- 
ship happening  to  resign  before  sailing  the  Quebec  fleet,  Lord  Hillsborough,  his  suc- 
cessor, stopped  the  provision  in  London  for  the  greatest  reasons  of  state.     Deprived 
twice  of  his  rich  settlement  in  Canada  worth  £6u0  a  year  it  was  a  new  obligation  to 
provide  for  his  maintenance.     In  the  year  1768  the  duke  of  Graflon  granted  at  first 
to  the  petitioner  an  annuity  of  £I0o  st.  promising  to  double  it   in  a  little  time,  but 
His  Grace  resigning  unexpectedly  charged  his  friend  Mr.   Bradshaw   to  recommend 
the  petitioner  to  his  successor  Lord  North  for  such  an  increase  of  his  present  annuity. 
His  Lordship  promised  that  addition  of  £100  to  Mr.  Bradshaw,  to  General  Murray, 
who  is   witness  to  the  petitioner  and   to  the  three  successive  Ministers  of  State  for 
America,  but  his  Lordship  was  never  as  good  as  his  word.     At  last  Lord  North  pro- 
mised thit  addition  of  £100  to  the  petitioner's  wife,  whose  family   (Mitchells)   was 
ruined  in  the  rebellion  of  1775  for  its  zeal  for  the  Royal  family.    She  had  received 
in  the  American  department  the  most  black  and  iniquitous  insults  against  her  honour 
which  for  the  glory  of  England  required  an  indemnification  ;    with   a  view   to  bury 
in   oblivion  that    iniquitous  attempt.  Lord  North  promised  to   her  with  the  con- 
sent and  at  the  request  of  her  husband,  that  additional  annuity  of  £100  st.,  but  his 
Lordship  went  out  of  place  without  being  again  as  good  as  his  word  as  is  stated  at 
laige  in  the. petition.    According  to  the  opinion  of  the  most  eminent  civilians  whose 
names  and  awards  are  set  down  in  the  petition,   Government  owes  large  damages  to 
the  petitioner  on  account  o£  his  deputation  and  its  consequences,  which  damages  the 
petitioner  might  have  recovered  in  law  but  from  a  respect  for  the  Crown  he  would 
never  recover  anything  in  that  way ;  his  present  desperate  circumstances  make  him  a 
necessity  to  recover  his  rights.       He  apply'd  for  it  to  His  Majesty  in  Council,  by 
presenting  to  the  office  the  same  petition.  Lord  Camden  has  not  yet  given  his  answer, 
which  is  expected  every  day.       The  petitioner  observes  that  an   annuity  of  £100 
granted  to  his  wife  as  a  part  of  her  husband's  property  would  be  moie  than  £200  a 
year  given  him,  on  account  of  her  infirmities  which  confine  her  in  London  as  she  is 
not  provided  to  withdraw  in  her  native  country ;  the  petitioner  further  observes  that  his 
annuity  of  £100  and  £100  allowed  to  his  wife  on  his  account  would  not  amount  to  the 
interest  of  the  money  he  has  laid  out  for  the  serWce  of  His  Majesty  and  that  of  this  coun- 
try. The  petitioner  concludes  this  first  paragraph  of  his  petition  by  the  most  extraor- 
dinary anecdote,  which,  once  brought  to  light  at  the  bar  of  the  House  of  Commons, 
will  astonish  not  only  Parliament  and  this  whole  nation,  but  all  Europe.    In  the  year 
1775  Mr.  Lizakuitz,  yet  the  Russian  envoy  in  our  court,  declared  the  petitioner,  that 
as  England  had  not  assisted  Russia  against  the  Porte  so  with  a  single  ship  of  the 
line,  nor  a  single  regiment,  Russia  was  resolved  to  keep  a  perfect  neutrality  in  the 
war  of  England  with  America,  or  France,  and  other  powers  that  might  side  against 
America.  The  petitioner  acquainted  immediately  Lord  North  with  that  declaration,  at 
which  His  Lordship  was  pleased  to  burst  into  a  fit  of  laughing     The  petitioner  fore- 
seeing the  general  etorm  gathering,  from  every  quarter  against  England,  took  it  into 
his  head  to  dispel  it  by  uniting  England  with  Prance  ;   after  a  secret  negotiation  of 
five  months,  he  was  authorized  from  the  French  ambassador,  to  offer  to  our  Govern- 
I  ment  an  offensive,  defensive   and  commercial   alliance  with  France  ;  he   made  that 
I  tender  in   a    memorial    of   the    greatest  accuracy;  the  said  memorial  was    three 
j  days  in  the  hands  of  John  Pownall,  two   in  those  of   Lord  Dartmouth,  till   by    his 
j  Lordship's  direction  the  said  memorial  was  put  into  the  hands  of  the  Secretary  of 
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state  for  the  sonthem  department ;  after  the  most  tedious  espectatlon  the  answer 
given  your  petitioner  was  so  insulting  and  haughty  that  a  war  with  France  was 
afterwards  irrevocable.  The  circumstances  explained  at  large  at  the  Bar  of  the  House 
of  Commons  as  it  is  stated  in  the  petition  will  astonish  all  the  world.  The  late  Lord 
Littleton  assured  the  petitioner,  that  His  Majesty  was  never  acquainted  with  this 
last  transaction,  as  it  is  said  in  the  petition.    Now  comes  the  second  paragraph. 

When  the  petitioner  left  Quebec,  his  fellow  Jesuits  agreed  in  presence  of  General 
Murray  and  under  his  special  approbation  to  allow  him  out  of  their  revenues  as  his 
share  of  their  estates  an  annuity  of  ten  guineas  per  month  (£126  a  year),  which  they 
declined  paying  afier  the  first  year  on  account  of  the  petitioner  being  turned  a 
Protestant.  That  insult  offered  to  all  this  Protestant  nation,  being  represented  to  His 
Majesty  by  Greneral  Murray,  Lord  Shelburne  in  His  Majesty's  name  wrote  to  Governor 
Carleton  to  insist  from  the  Jesuits  for  the  future,  not  only  for  the  punctual  payment 
of  the  said  annuity  to  the  petitioner,  but  the  arrears  and  the  interests  already  due,  as 
it  is  literally  stated  in  that  General's  certificate,  all  wise  and  political  governments 
upon  earth  should  have  thought  themselves  indebted  to  their  sovereign  and  their 
nation,  to  bring  the  refractory  Jesuits  to  the  obedience  of  the  King  and  vindicate  the 
religion  of  the  state  grossly  insulted  by  their  refusal  to  pay  the  said  annuity  on 
account  of  his  following  the  religion  of  the  state— our  several  ministeries  folt  the  said 
national  insult,  they  reiterated  His  Majesty's  order  to  the  Jesuits,  who  constantly  had 
the  boldness  to  renew  their  refusal,  and  our  government  never  thought  of  taking 
some  constitutional  step  to  bring  the  daring  monks  to  their  allegiance  and  duty — at 
last  the  petitioner  took  the  resolution  of  suing  the  Jesuits  at  law,  but  in  his  state  of 
poverty  it  was  long  before  he  could  find  pecuniary  resources  for  so  expensive  a  cause, 
and  then  it  was  too  late — the  Qaebec  bill  reinstating  in  Canada  the  French  laws  in 
matters  of  property  had  been  passed  in  parliament,  but  by  the  French  Romish  laws  a 
professed  religious  man  (as  the  petitioner  was  and  is  yet  legally  deemed  to  be)  is 
civilly  dead,  radically  deprived  of  all  property,  precluded  from  pleading  in  a  civil 
court,  directly  or  indirectly,  and  not  admitted  to  take  any  oath  in  a  court  of  judicature 
as  your  petitioner  was  to  make  the  first  demand  in  Quebec,  the  Qaebec  bill  had 
deprived  him  of  the  judicial  means  of  recovering  his  property  and  had  exheridated 
within  the  colony  the  Protestant  religion  with  him.  Some  years  before  that  bill  the 
Crown  intended  to  grant  as  a  free  gift  all  the  estates  of  the  Jesuits  to  General,  now 
Lord,  Amherst,  the  patent  was  already  made  up,  but  Lord  Camden,  then  Chancellor 
of  Great  Britain,  peremptorily  refused  signing  it,  on  account  that  the  estates  of  the 
Jesuits  being  a  part  of  the  conquest,  and  the  conquest  having  been  bought  by  the 
blood  and  treasures  of  the  people  of  England,  did  belong  consequently  to  the  people 
and  could  not  be  disposed  of  but  by  the  consent  and  order  of  its  representatives  in 
Parliament,  but  the  Quebec  Bill  having  reinstated  the  French  laws  in  matters  of 
property,  had  invested  the  King  of  England  with  the  rights  of  the  French  King,  and 
had  consequently  transferred  the  property  of  the  estates  of  the  Jesuits  to  the  King 
of  England,  and  had  again  exheridated  the  people  of  England.  The  petitioner, 
acquainted  by  his  lawyers  that  he  had  not  any  resource  left  by  the  constitution  but 
to  apply  to  Parliament,  submitted  his  case  to  his  late  friend,  Sir  George  Saville.  All 
the  popular  party  took  fire  at  the  consequences  of  the  Quebec  Bill.  Sir  George  was 
to  move  the  House,  and  Sir  David  Harley  to  second  the  motion — the  day  for  debating 
that  extraordinary  cause  was  appointed,  but  Lord  North,  afraid  of  the  consequences, 
deputed  Sir  Grey  Cooper  to  assure  the  petitioner  in  the  most  solemn  manner  that 
ample  justice  should  be  immediately  done  to  him  if  he  would  give  over  his  Parlia- 
mentary application  and  prevail  upon  Sir  George  and  his  friends  to  drop  the  motion  ; 
for  the  good  of  the  peace,  and  unwilling  that  national  troubles  should  arise  on  his 
account,  the  petitioner  threw  himself  to  the  knees  of  Sir  George  to  leave  off  the 
affair.  He  prevailed,  but  with  the  greatest  trouble,  and  with  the  loss  of  Sir  George's 
protection.  Being  informed  of  this  circumstance,  the  minister,  by  the  most  shame- 
ful fetch  and  cowardly  subtleness,  laught  at  the  petitioner,  and  deviated  from  their 
promises,  and  it  was  in  that  time  that  the  wife  of  the  petitioner,  young,  yes  hand- 
some, was  assaulted  in  a  public  ofi&ce  by  an  under  Secretary  of  State,  who,  at  the  same 
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time,  was  favoured  with  an  annuity  of  £200,  part  of  which  is  reversible  to  his  wife,  as 
an  indemnification  of  her  husband's  treachery,  as  it  is  stated  in  the  petition.  How- 
ever, at  last.  Lord  North  assured  the  petitioner  that  justice  should  be  done  to  him 
when  in  His  Majesty's  Council  the  fate  of  the  Jesuits  should  be  generally  sealed.  It 
is  proved  in  the  petition  at  large  that  in  good  justice  and  policy  the  time  of  disposing 
of  the  Jesuits  is  come  on  the  following  reasons  stated  in  the  said  petition. 

The  estates  of  the  Jesuits  in  Canada  are  of  a  considerable  value,  consisting  of 
fourteen  landed  possessions,  their  college  in  Quebec,  able  (according  to  Captain  Hol- 
land's plan)  to  contain  and  lodge  965  soldiers  and  95  soldiers  (sic),  their  resi- 
dence of  Montreal,  fit  for  warehouses  destined  to  keep  the  presents  for  the  Indians, 
several  private  houses  in  the  colony,  the  right  of  fines  of  alienation,  rich  stock  of 
clerical  and  domestic  furniture  and  capital  in  the  stocks,  the  whole  amounting  to 
over  £100,000  in  value.  According  to  the  relation  of  the  Canadians  now  in  London 
their  annual  revenue  is  about  £2,000  ;  at  least  it  was  sufficient  to  maintain  decently 
17  Jesuits,  as  they  were  such  in  number  at  the  departure  of  the  petitioner  from  the 
colony.  They  are  now  reduced  to  three,  one  at  Montreal  and  two  at  Quebec.  One 
of  these  two  was  formerly  the  cook  at  the  college,  who  in  stealing  they  ordained 
prier,  but  by  the  statute  of  their  society  he  don't  belong  to  the  society.  However, 
that  cook  since  twenty  years  is  living  upon  the  estates  of  the  Jesuits,  and  near  enjoy- 
ing all  the  revenues,  as  he  is  the  youngest  and  strongest,  while  since  twenty  years 
the  petitioner,  who  has  served  the  society  thirty  years  in  the  first  employments,  is 
deprived  of  the  least  share  of  their  estates  and  ruined  himself  in  the  service  of  that 
country.  In  the  countries  of  Eomish  faith,  when  a  religious  society  is  designedly 
fluppreseed  by  not  being  allowed  to  receive  novices  when  they  are  reduced  to  so  few 
as  three  or  four,  they  are  secularized  and  dismissed,  not  to  leave  a  large  income  to 
be  in  the  hands  of  individual  clergymen,  and  much  more  in  the  case  of  the  Jesuits  of 
Canada,  who  are  immensely  rich  and  sent  their  money  out  of  His  Majesty's  domin- 
ions. The  petitioner  has  seen,  a  few  weeks  ago,  a  letter  exchange  of  £500  of  one  of 
them  to  his  nephew  in  the  Netherlands.  These  three  Jesuits,  now  useless  to  the 
colony,  could  have  three  parishes,  as  the  province  is  wanting  priests ;  their  college 
could  serve  as  barracks  to  soldiers,  who,  quartered  among  the  planters,  perpetrate  so 
enormous  irregularities  as  to  disaftect  all  the  colony  from  His  Majesty's  service. 
Their  other  houses  could  supply  the  public  magazines,  and  their  public  revenues,  at 
least  in  part  now,  could  diminish  the  charges  of  the  Province,  now  so  expensive  to 
this  country,  at  the  dissoluiion  of  the  society  of  the  Jesuits.  Even  Protestant 
Princes  dissolved  them  under  proper  allowances,  as  the  King  of  Prussia  in  Silesia, 
several  Princes  in  Germany  and  the  Eepublio  of  Holland  in  a  part  of  the  Guelderlands, 
and  applied  their  revenues  to  the  public  use,  and  such  a  dismission  is  within  the  terms 
of  the  Popifeh  bull  which  thunders  out  against  them  the  greatest  excommunications 
if  they  don't  cast  off  their  gowns  and  part  from  their  convents  within  a  fortnight  after 
the  knowledge  of  the  said  bull.  All  these  arguments  are  stated  at  large  in  the  petition. 
The  petitioner  within  these  twenty  years  has  contracted  considerable  debts,  of  which 
the  interests  run  high  every  year  and  make  up  a  considerable  capital.  He  has 
delivered  to  some  of  his  great  creditors  a  copy,  authenticated  by  all  the  forms  of  the 
law,  of  General  Murray's  certificate  stating  the  petitioner's  rights  on  the  Jesuits,  with 
the  opinion  of  their  validity  ascertained  in  writing  by  the  late  Lord  Ashburton, 
Sergeant  Glynn  and  yet  living  Mr.  Greenham  as  stated  in  the  petition,  and  as  they 
were  ready  to  be  submitted  to  the  consideration  of  parliament,  at  the  time  of  Sir 
George  Saville's  motion  and  Lord  Camden  was  to  stand  up  for  its  success  in  the  House 
of  Lords,  if  the  petitioner  may  during  his  life  obtain  justice  and  pay  his  debts  half  the 
money  shall  be  saved,  but  if  he  dies  before  that  payment  the  Crown  will  be  entangled 
in  several  suits  in  law,  the  estates  of  the  Jesuits  materially  affected  and  more  than  it 
could  be  guessed  at.  As  it  is  stated  in  the  petition,  it  appears  by  the  history  of  England 
that  when  a  private  man  has  been  injured  in  his  property  by  an  oversight  of  the 
Legislature,  it  has  been  the  constant  rule  of  His  Majesty  either  in  counc.l  or  in  Parlia- 
ment to  allow  him  an  adequate  indemnification,  the  petitioner  relies  that  His  Majesty 
will  not  derogate  from  that  just  rule,  in  the  case  alone  of  a  new  subject,  ruined  in  the 
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public  service,  and  who  as  being  a  foreigner  born  has  lost  resources  to  support  and 
repair  the  loss,  besides  the  property  which  he  has  lost  was  the  condition  sine  qua  non 
he  accepted  of  his  deputation  in  England,  and  the  governor  of  Canada  as  his  majesty's 
proxy  was  bail  for  it*  All  these  considerations  and  many  others  of  less  consequence  are 
stated  at  large  in  the  petition,  which  is  concluded  by  the  petitioner  asking  the 
arrears  and  interests  of  his  annuity  of  £126  st.  according  to  His  Majesty's  several 
orders,  which  arrears  since  twenty  years  amount  to  £3,600  st.  and  an  annuity  on  the 
arrears  of  the  Jesuits  of  £300  which  is  not  the  fourth  part  of  the  revenue  which 
every  Jesuit  is  enjoying  now,  as  the  petitioner  is  above  60  years  of  age,  loaded  with 
infirmities  which  disable  him  now  from  getting  his  livelyhood,  charged  with  family 
and  infirm  wife,  wanting  necessaries  of  life,  and  suing  for  a  charity  house,  he  is 
obliged  to  apply  immediately  to  Parliament,  and  unless  the  mode  of  Lord  Shelburne 
for  his  relief  is  adopted  ihe  petitioner  shall  expect  the  success  of  his  petition  either 
in  geol  or  chai'ity  house,  his  petition  is  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  Powis,  the  Canadian  Pro- 
fessor in  Parliament,  and  whose  integrity  is  known,  the  petitioner  would  not  trust  it 
in  the  hands  of  persons  of  rank  who  offered  him  their  services,  because  he  knows 
that  they  would  make  use  of  it  against  the  interest  of  the  Crown.  The  copy  of 
General  Murray's  certificate  is  in  the  copy  of  his  petition  delivered  to  Mr.  Nepeanein 
Xiord  Sidney's  office.

1668.  Monseigneur  de  Laval,  then  proprietor  of  these  seigniories,  had  bought 
them  from  Charles  Aubert  de  la  Chennaye,  in  1662,  from  Jean  Eozee  sieur  de 

Saint-Martin,  in  1864  and  from Fortin,  in  1662.  Charles  Aubert  de  la  Ches- 

naye  had  acquired  his  portion  from  Olivier  le  Tardif,  while  Fortin  had  bought 
his  from  Charles  de  Lauzon,  and  from  Sieur  de  Charny.

Cape  Eouge.  (Fief)  Volume  I,  1st  part,  page  369 — 1667.  Jean  Juchereau  Sieur 
de  Maure  had  inherited  a  portion  of  this  Fief  from  his  father  Noel  Juchereau, 
Sieur  de  Chatelets,  the  first  grantee  along  with  the  latter,  in  1635  of  a  space  of 
land  comprised  within  Cape  Diamond  and  "  the  valley  of  Cape  Eouge."  In 
1636,  de  Montmagny  "  finding  that  the  said  grant  encroached  too  closely  upon 
the  city,  and  judging  it  to  be  expedient  to  leave  there  a  suburbs  in  which  there

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as  far  as  the  river  des  Kochep, — ten  acres  on  one  side  of  the  said  river  and  ten 
acres  on  the  other, — granted  to  their  father  Rene  Mahen  in  1637,  and  asked  that 
the  said  land  should  be  preserved  to  them,  the  adverse  parties  having  been 
beard,  it  was  decided  that  the  several  parties  "  should  enjoy  provisionally  the 
portions  held  by  them,  and  that  the  said  Sieur  de  Maure  should  confirm  his 
statement  by  written  title  on  the  next  arrivals  of  the  ships  ". 

Cap-Rouob.  (seigniory)  Volume  I,  2nd  part,  page  604, — 1668 — Jean  Juchereau, 
Sieur  de  Maure  had  inherited  the  half  of  this  fief  from  his  brother  Noel  Juch- 
ereau du  Chatelet,  who  died  while  travelling  in  France  in  1649.  Both  of  these 
persons  had  received  grants  of  this  seigniory  in  1635.

Vol.  I,  1st 
part,  page  347, — 1667 — Eleanor  de  Grandroaison  appeared,  the  wife,  separated 
as  to  property,  of  Jacques  Deecaibaut  de  la  Tesserie,  her  third  husband.

— Appeared  Jean  Baptiste  Le  Grardeur  de  Repentigny,  as  well 
for  himself  as  for  his  mother  and  brothers  and  sisters  heirs  of  Pierre  Le  Gardeur 
de  Eepentigny,  his  father,  the  first  grantee  in  1647.

Griffon.  Vol.  I,  2nd  part,  page  527, — 1668 — Appeared  Marie-Barbe  de  Boulogne, 
widow  of  Louis  d'Aillebout  in  his  life  time  governor  of  New  France.

Quebec.  (Property  of  the  Ursuline  nuns  in  the  upper  town,  with  convent,  church 
&c)  Vol.  I,  1st  part,  p.  303, — 1667 — The  Ursuline  nuns  had  obtained  the  grant 
ofaportion  of  this  land  in  1651  and  had  received  the  rest  by  donation  from 
Madame  de  la  Pelleterie,  the  grantee  in  1649  (see  further  on  from  page  311  to 
page  313,  in  the  matter  of  the  obligation  which  rested  on  the  said  ladies  namely 
to  cause  to  be  said  one  mass  annually  for  the  repose  of  the  soul  of  Mde.  Lauzon. 

Quebec,  (land  in  the  upper  town  with  house,  stable,  garden  &c)  Vol.  I,  1st  part, 
p.  306, — 1667 — Barbe  de  Boulogne  appeared,  widow  of  Louis  d'Aillebout,  who 
had  bought  them  from  Denis  Duquet  and  Catherine  Gauthier  his  wife,  who  had 
obtaided  the  grant  of  land  in  1655.  (This  Acte  makes  mention  also  of  other 
neighbouring  properties  belonging  to  the  party  appearing,  but  they  show  so 
many  blanks  that  it  is  difficult  if  not  impossible,  to  define  them  and  to  give  the 
date  of  the  grant. 

Quebec,  (lot  in  the  lower  town).  Vol.  I,  1st  part,  p.  313,-1667 — Marie  Barbe  de 
Boulogne,  widow  of  Louis  d'Aillebout,  held  this  land  from  her  husband,  the 
grantee  in  1649. 

Quebec,  (one  acre  of  land)  Vol.  I,  1st  part,  p.  315, — 1667 — Nicolas  Juohereau  de 
Saint  Denis  had  obtained  this  land  by  conveyance  from  M.  de  Lauzon  de  Charny 
in  1657;  the  latter  had  obtained  the  grant  in  1655. 

Quebec,  (land  one  quarter  of  a  league  in  width  by  four  leagues  in  depth  in  the 
eubui'bs).  Vol.  I,  let  part,  p.  344, — 1667 — Permissiou  is  granted  to  Guillaume 
Fournier,  plaintiff,  and  to  Louis  Couillard  de  I'Bspinay,  the  defendant,  the  former 
the  son-in-law  and  the  latter  the  grandson  of  Louis  Hebert  the  first  grantee  in 
1626,  to  take  time  to  file  their  titles  of  property  and  petition. 

Quebec.  (6  acres  of  land  in  the  suburbs)  Vol.  I,  Ist  part,  p  356,-1667 — Louis 
Fontaine,  held  this  property  from  his  father-in-law  Antoine  Brassard.  The  Deed 
does  not  state  from  whom  nor  when  the  latter  had  acquired  the  property. 

Quebec,  (the  quarter  of  85  acres  in  the  suburbs)  Vol.  I,  1st  part,  p.  356, — 1667 — 
Vincent  Poirier  de  Bellepoire  appeared  as  tutor  of  his  two  children  issue  of  his 
marriage  with  Fran Qoise  Pi nguet  widow  of  her  first  husband  Pierre  Delaunay 
killed  by  the  Iroquois  in  1654.  The  said  Delaunay  had  obtained  the  grant  of  85 
acres  in  1649. 

Quebec.  Land  in  the  suburbs.  Vol.  1,  1st  part,  p.  359, — 1667— Fran gois  Poirier  de 
Bellepoire  received  the  grant  in  1656. 

Quebec,  (land  in  the  suburbs)  Vol.  I,  1st  part,  p.  360.— 1667  -Martin  Boutet  sieur 
de  Saint  Martin  had  obtained  the  grant  from  i^.  de  Montmagny.  The  Deed,  very 
imperfect,  does  not  tell  the  date. 

Quebec,  (lot  in  the  upper  town)  Vol.  I,  Ist  part,  p.  360,)— 1667— Vincent  Poirier 
de  Bellepoire  had  obtained  the  grant  in  1660. 

Quebec,  (land  in  the  lower  town).  Vol.  I,  Ist  part,  p.  363,— 1667— Michel  Filion 
appeared  as  well  for  himself  as  for  his  wife  Marguerite  Aubert  who  held  this 
land  from  her  first  husband  Martin  Gravel  who  had  obtained  the  grant  in  1658. 

Quebec,  (two  lots  in  the  lower  town)  Vol.  I,  1st  part,  p.  363, — 1667— Martin 
Prevost  had  acquired  the  former  from  the  Jesuit  Fathers  in  1659,  and  the 
second  from  Pierre  Petit  in  1660.     The  Deed  does  not  show  the  first  grants. 

Quebec  (Lot  of  85  acres  on  the  Genevie?^e  hill)  Vol.  I,  1st  part,  p.  373,-1667— 
Charles,  Louis  and  Henry  Delaunay  as  well  as  their  half  sisters  Anne  and  Therese 
Poirier  held  this  land  from  their  father  Pierre  Delaunay  the  grantee  in  1649. 
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Qdkbkc.  (lot  of  one  and  one  half  acres  fronting  on  the  Grande  Allee  and  extending 
backwards  as  far  as  the  river)  Vol.  I,  l«t  part,  p.  375, — 1667 — Jean  Lemire  had 
bought  this  land  from  Nicolas  Jochereau  de  Saint  Denis  who  held  it  from  his 
father  Jean  Juchereaa  seignior  de  Maure. 

Quebec,  (lot  in  the  upper  town)  Vol  I,  1st  part,  p.  376, — 1667 — Jean  Lemire  was 
the  proprietor.    This  Deed  is  very  imperfect. 

Quebec  (lot  with  two  detached  dwellings  in  the  lower  town.)  Vol.  I,  Ist  part,  p. 
37S, — 1667 — Louis  Mahen  and  Jean  Paul  Mahen  had  inherited  it  from  their 
father  Eene  Mahen  who  had  obtained  the  grant  of  this  lot  in  1655. 

Quebec,  (lot  in  the  lower  town)  Vol.  I,  1st  part,  p.  379, — 1667 — Florence  Gareman 
appeared  for  her  absent  husband  who  had  obtained  the  grant  in  1661. 

Quebec,  (land  of  three  acres  and  one  perch  fronting  on  Saint  Genevieve  Hill  as  far 
as  the  river  Saint  Charles,  about  20  acres  in  depth.)  Vol.  I,  1st  part,  p.  380, — 
1667 — Charles  Aubert  de  la  Chesnaye  had  acquired  this  land  from  M.  d'Aillebout 
des  Musseaux  who,  had  bought  a  portion  of  it  from  Robert  Caron  in  1654.  The 
latter  had  obtained  the  grant  in  1649  and  1651.  The  said  sieur  d'Aillebout  had 
himself  obtained  the  grant  of  the  other  portion  in  1659. 

Quebec,  (lot  in  the  lower  town.)  Vol.  1, 1st  part,  p.  393, — 1667 — Nicolas  Juchereau 
de  Saint  Denis  had  bought  in  common  with  Jachereau  de  la  Firte  and  Francois 
Bissot,  from  M.  Charles  de  Lauzon,  the  first  grantee  in  1654. 

Quebec,  (lot  in  lower  town)  Vol.  1,  Ist  part,  p.  395, — 1667 — M.  Henry  de  Bereinres, 
priest.  Cure  de  Quebec,  had  bought  from  Joseph  Raette  sieur  d'Auteuil  the 
grantee  in  1656. 

QjEBEC.  (lot  in  the  lower  town)  Vol.  I,  1st  part,  p.  397,— 1667— Louis  Rouer  de 
Villeray  had  obtained  the  grant  in  l<i56  and  1658. 

Quebec,  (lot  in  the  lower  town)  Vol.  I,  Ist  part,  p.  399, — 1667 — Charles  Aubert  de 
la  Chesnaye  had  bought  a  portion  of  it  from  Charles  d'Aillebout  des  Musseaux 
who  was  the  first  grantee,  in  1659,  and  he  had  acquired  the  other  portion  from  the 
said  sieur  d'Aillebout  des  Musseaux  the  first  grantee.  The  Deed  does  not  give 
the  date  of  this  first  grant. 

Quebec,  (fief  Saint  Jean  in  the  suburbs  of  the  city,  on  the  Saint  Genevieve  hill) 
Vol.  1,  1st  part,  p.  402,-1667 — Jean  Bourdon  had  obtained  the  grant  of  this  fief 
in  1639  and  1659. 

Quebec,  (land  situate  below  Saint  Genevieve  hill.)  Vol.  I,  Ist  part,  p.  404, — 1667 
— Jean  Bourdon  had  obtained  the  grant  in  1649. 

Quebec,  (lands  in  the  suburbs.)  Vol.  I,  1st  part,  p.  405, — 1667— Jean  Bourdon 
appeared  again  for  the  three  lots  which  also  belonged  to  him ;  the  first  of  16 
acres  on  the  river  Saint  Charles  had  been  granted  to  him  in  1649  ;  the  second, 
alongside,  of  30  acres  had  been  granted  to  him  in  1652  ;  the  third,  adjoining  the 
two  former,  and  containing  three  acres,  had  been  granted  to  him  in  1659. 

Quebec,  (lot  in  the  lower  town)  Quebec.  (Vol.  I,  1st  part,  p.  410, — 1667— Jean 
Bourdon  had  obtained  the  grant  in  1655. 

Quebec,  (forty  acres  of  land  in  the  suburbs.)  Vol.  I,  Ist  part,  p.  411, — 1667 — Jean 
Bourdon  appeared  in  the  name  and  as  tutor-subrogate  of  the  children  of  Jean 
Gloria  and  of  Marie  Bourdon  his  widow.  The  said  Gloria  had  acquired  this 
land  by  deed  of  exchange  passed  in  1652,  between  himself  and  M.  d'Aillebout, 
who  had  obtained  the  grant  in  the  same  year. 

Quebec.  (30  acres  of  land  at  Pointe  aux-Lievres)  Vol.  I,  Ist  part,  p.  413, — 1667 — 
Charles  Aubert  de  la  Chesnaye  had  received  one  portion  by  donation,  and  had 
bought  the  other  from  his  moiher-in-law,  the  widow  of  Gaillaume  Couillard, 
who  had  obtained  the  grant  of  this  land  in  1627. 

Quebec,  (lot  in  the  lower  town).  Vol.  I,  1st  part,  p.  41 1,— 16u7— Pierre  Denis  de 
la  Ronde  had  obtained  the  grant  in  1658. 

Quebec.  (2  lower  lots  in  the  lower  town).  Vol.1,  1st  part,  p.  416, — 1667 — Jean 
Bourdon  appeared  as  subrogate-tutor  of  the  children  ot  Jean  Gloria,  and  attorney 
for  the  widow  of  the  latter,  Marie  Bourdon  thon  in  France.  Jean  Gloria  had 
acquired  the  former  from  sieur  Bourdon  who  was  proprietor  "as  much  by  virtue

of  a  Deed  of  acquet  pftssed  with  Eene  Bessnard  alias  Bourjoli,  on  account  of 
Marie  Sedillot,  his  wife,  formerly  the  widow  of  Bertrand  Fafard  the  first  grantee 
in  1654 ;"  as  under  Deed  of  Conveyance  to  him  made  by  the  old  company,  (the 
date  of  the  latter  grant  is  not  given),  as  to  the  second  lot  Jean  Gloria  obtained 
the  grant  of  it  in  1658. 

QcEBEo.  (lot  of  land  of  8  acres  on  the  Grande  AUee).  Yol.  I,  Ist  part.  p.  419,— 
1(j67— Jean  Guyon  sieur  de  Baisson  held  this  land  from  his  father-in-law 
Guillaume  Couillard  who  had  given  it  to  him  in  1659.  The  said  Jean  Guyon 
*'  had  leased  for  a  rental  one  acre  and  one  half  to  Guillaume  Lelievre  who  had 
built  a  house  upon  it,  which  now  belongs  together  with  the  said  acre  and  one 
half  to  Etienoe  Bianchon  and  his  wife  ". 

Quebec,  (eleven  acres  of  land  upon  the  Grande  Allee.)  Yol.  T,  Ist  part,  p.  420, — 
1667 — There  appeared  Marie  Charlottee  de  Poitiers,  wife  of  Simon  Lefebvre,  an 
absentee,  and  formerly  wife  of  Joseph  Hebert  who  held  this  land  from  his 
father  Guillaume  Hebert  the  grantee  in  1639. 

Quebec,  (lot  in  the  lower  town),  Yol.  I,  Ist  part,  p.  421,— 16:J7— Claude  Charron 
had  obtained  the  grant  of  a  portion  from  M.  de  Lauzon  or  from  M.  de  Charny. 
"The  title  Deed  of  this  grant  was  lost  through  the  taking  prisoner  of  the  said 
sieur  de  Charny  by  the  Spaniards."  The  party  appearing  had  acquired  the 
remainder  from  Touseaint  Toupin  in  1660. 

Quebec,  (lot)  Yol.  T,  let  part,  p.  423, — 1667 — Sieur  Marsolet  had  obtained  the 
grant  in  1651.     (This  Deed  is  very  imperfect). 

Quebec,  (lot  in  the  upper  town).  Yol.  I,  Ist  part,  p.  425,— 1667— Francois 
Hurault  husband  of  Marguerite  Languille  widow  of  Eichard  Grouard  who  had 
acquired  this  lot,  "  together  with  the  frame-work  of  a  house  on  it ",  from  Pierre 
Clement.  The  latter  had  bought  it  from  Francois  Boucher  alias  Yin  d'Espagne 
the  grantee  in  1661. 

Quebec,  (lot)  Yol.  1,  Ist  part,  p.  427, — 1667— Jean  Guyon  sieur  du  Buisson 
was  the  proprietor.    This  Deed  is  very  imperfect. 

Quebec,  (lands  in  the  suburbs).  Yol.  I,  1st  part,  p.  428,— 1667— Nicolas  Bon- 
homme  appeared  in  the  case  of  the  three  parcels  of  land  of  which  he  was  the 
proprietor ;  the  first  of  45  or  46  acres  had  been  granted  to  him  in  1649 ;  the 
second  of  20  acres  in  1651 ;  and  the  third  35  acres  in  1666. 

Quebec  (lot  and  house  in  the  upper  town)— Yol.  I,  Ist  part,  p.  434, — 1668 — Noel 
Jeremie  Lamontagne  had  received  the  gift  of  this  lot  from  Charles  Aubert  de  la 
Chesnaye  who  had  bought  it  from  Christophe  Crevier.  The  Deed  does  not  state 
how  the  latter,  became  the  possessor. 

Quebec,  (lot  in  the  lower  town)  Yol.  I,  Ist  part,  p.  435, — 1638 — Bertrand  Ches- 
naye, sieur  de  la  Garenne,  had  obtained  the  grant  under  three  different  titles ;  in 
1668,  in  1661  and  1662. 

Quebec  (lot  in  the  lower  town)  Yol.  T,  1st  part,  p.  440, — 1668— Marie  Laurence 
wife  of  Eustache  Lambert  and  having  charge  from  him,  appeared.  The  latter  had 
the  grant  confirmed  in  1661. 

Quebec,  (properties  of  the  Sisters  of  Charity  of  the  hospital  of  Quebec).  Yol.  I, 
Ist  part,  p.  442, — 1668— They  possessed  :  *' 1st  the  right  of  fishing  below  the 
slope  of  Cape  Diamond,  beginning  at  the  boundaries  of  the  Ursuline  nuns  thence 
towards  the  river  Saint  Charles  as  far  as  a  rock  distant  about  30  or  40  paces  from 
the  place  where  they  were  accustomed  to  spread  their  nets,  making  a  separation 
from  their  fishing  grounds  from  those  of  the  church  "  ;  2nd.  60  acres  of  land  in 
the  suburbs  granted  to  them  in  1637  and  1640 ;  3rd.  The  place  commonly 
called  Saint  Yalentin  of  which  there  were  the  proprietors  as  well  by  contract  of 
acquet  which  they  had  made  with  Jacques  Caumont  and  Marie  Boucher  in  1647, 
as  by  grant  from  the  "  old  company  "  in  1648  and  by  donation  from  sieur  Giffard 
in  lb47  ;  4th.  The  lot  upon  which  was  built  their  hospital,  their  church  &c  and 
of  which  they  had  the  grant  in  1637 ;  5th.  25  acres  thereto  adjoining  and  which 
had  been  granted  to  them  in  1640  ;  an  acre  and  one  half  bought  from  Guillaume 
Couillard  in  1644 ;    7th.  seven  feet  of  land  in  width  by  two  hundred  in  length 
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which  had  been  given  to  them  by  the  Baid  siear  and  Danoe  Couillard  in  1655  ; 
8th.  the  exclusive  right  of  fishing  from  their  house  and  fence  as  far  as  the 
middle  of  the  channel  of  the  said  river. 

Quebec,  (one  hundred  and  three  or  four  acres  with  house  &c  in  the  parish  of  Notre 
Dame).  Vol.  1,  Ist  part,  p.  448,-1668 — Louis  Eouer  de  Villeray  had  acquired 
these  hundred  and  odd  acres  at  different  times  and  in  different  morsels.  So  long 
is  the  list  of  the  various  grantees  and  sellers  that  we  are  obliged  to  refer  to  the 
Deed  itself  all  those  who  would  desire  to  learn  anything  more  of  the  matter. 

QuEBKC.  (160  acres  of  land  above  and  below  the  Genevieve  hill).  Vol.1,  Ist  part, 
p.  460, — 1668— Jean  Baptiste  le  Gardeur  de  Repentigny  appeared  as  well  for 
himself  as  for  his  mother  and  his  sisters  and  brothers  joint  heirs  with  himself  of 
Pierre  Le  Gardeur  de  Hepentigny  the  grantee  in  1647. 

Quebec,  (lot  in  the  lower  town).  Vol.  L,  Ist  part,  p.  461, — 1668 — Marie  Laurence 
appeared  as  well  in  her  own  name  as  for  her  husband  Bustache  Lambert  who 
had  obtained  the  grant  of  this  lot.  The  date  of  this  grant  is  wanting,  the  titles 
having  gone  astray ;  but  it  is  plain  that  it  was  ratified  in  1661. 

Quebec,  (lot  in  the  lower  town).  Vol.  I,  Ist  part,  p.  463. — 1668 — Fran<;oi8  Guyon 
sieur  des  Pres  had  acquired  this  lot  from  his  brother  Jean  Guyon  the  grantee  in 
1658. 

Quebec,  (lot  in  the  lower  town).  Vol.  I,  1st  part,  p.  464,-1663 — There  appeared 
Joseph  Gagnon  son  of  Pierre,  who  had  been  sent  by  his  said  father  and  his  uncles 
Marthurin  and  Jean  Gagnon.  The  said  Gagnon  and  Masse  Gravel  had  obtained 
the  grant  of  this  lot  in  1651. 

QoEBEc.  (lot  in  the  lower  town).  Vol.  I,  2nd  part,  p.  467, — 1668— Jean  Baptise  Le 
Gardeur  de  Repentigny  appeared  as  well  for  himself  as  for  the  widow  of  Pierre 
Le  Gardeur  de  Repentingny,  who  had  obtained  the  grant  of  this  lot  in  1649. 

Quebec  (2  lots  in  the  lower  town).  Vol.  I,  2nd  part,  p.  468,— 1668— The  party 
appearing,  Jacques  Loyer  sieur  de  Latour,  had  acquired  the  first  from  Antoine 
Le  Boesme  who  had  obtained  the  grant  in  1653.  The  other  came  to  him  from 
his  father-in-law  Charles  Sevestre  the  grantee  in  1650. 

Quebec,  (lot  in  the  upper  town).  Vol.  I,  2nd  part,  p.  471,— 1668— Marie  Madeleine 
Dupont  appeared  as  well  for  herself  as  for  her  brother  Nicolas  Dupont  sieur  de 
Neuville,  gone  over  to  France.  This  lot  belonged  to  them  "  as  heirs  of  their 
mother  Marie  Gaucher  by  Deed  of  grant  in  1659  and  1660." 

Quebec,  (lot  in  the  upper  town).  Vol.  I,  2nd  part,  p.  473— 1668— Jean  Baptiste  de 
Eepentigny  appeared  as  well  for  himself  as  for  the  widow  and  the  heirs  of 
Pierre  Le  brardeur  de  Repentigny;  "  the  said  widow  had  obtained  the  grant  of 
this  lot  in  1649. 

Quebec.  (30  acres  and  21  acres  above  the  Saint  Genevieve  hill)  Vol.  I,  2nd  part,  p. 
481, — 1688— Noel  Pinguet  and  Pierre  Pinguet  held  these  lands  from  their  father 
Henry  Pinguet,  who  had  obtained  the  grant  of  the  former  in  1638,  and  of  the 
second  in  1649. 

Quebec,  (lot  in  the  upper  tjwn).  Vol.  I,  Ist  part,  p.  483,— 166 S— Octave  Zapaglia 
de  Resean  appeared  as  being  the  grantee.  The  Deed  being  imperfect  does  not 
state  in  what  year. 
Quebec,  (two  parcels  of  land  in  the  suburbs,  the  one  of  16  acres  and  the  other  of  2.) 
Vol.  I,  2nd  part,  p.  483,— 1668—Marie  Tavernier  widow  of  Gilles  Bacon  held 
them  from  her  husband  who  had  been  the  grantee  in  1647. 
Quebec,  (three  parcels  of  land  situate  near  the  Grande  Allee.)  Vol.  T,  2nd  part,  p. 
487, — 1667— Jacques  de  Loyer,  sieur  de  Latour,  had  acquired  the  first  upon  which 
there  was  a  dwelling  house,  from  Benoit  Ponsard,  who  had  obtained  the  grant 
in  1651;  the  second  came  to  him  from  his  father-in-law  Charles  Sevestre,  the 
grantee  in  1651 ;  he  had  bought  the  third  from  Jean  Juchereau  sieur  de  la  Fert6 
who  held  it  from  Jean  Juchereau  his  father.  It  is  not  stated  how  the  latter 
became  the  proprietor. 
Quebec,  (house  called  "  the  bake  house,"  with  lot,  in  the  lower  town.)  Vol.  I,  2nd 
part,  p.  490,  — 1668- Simon  Denys  had  obtained  thegrant  of  the  two  in  1655  and 
1658. 
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QoEBEc.     (land  in  the  lower  town.)     Yol.  I,  2nd  part,  p.  492,— 1660— Simon  Denys 

obtained  the  grant  in  1656. 
Quebec,  (lot  in  the  lower  town  at  the  place  known  as  la  Pointe  des  Roches)  Yol.  I, 
2nd  part,  p.  293, — 1668— Simon  Denys  had  obtained  the  grant  in  1660,  "in  order 
to  build  a  stone  tower,  mortared,  to  fortify  the  said  place,  and  upon  it  to  erect  a 
wind-mill,  on  the  condition  that  the  said  mill  tower  should  serve  for  the  defence 
of  the  lower  town  when  need  should  arise,  and  that  there  should  be  left  in  front 
of  it  a  convenient  site  for  building  and  constructing  a  platform  whereon  to  put 
the  battery  of  cannon  which  are  in  the  yard  of  the  general  public  magazine." 

Quebec,  (the  quarter  of  a  house  situate  in  the  lower  town).  Yol.  I,  2nd  part,  p. 
503, — 1668— Etienne  Lessard  was  the  proprietor  of  this  portion  of  the  said  house 
by  virtue  of  his  wife  who  was  the  daughter  of  Charles  Sevestre. 

Quebec,  (lot  in  the  lower  town).  Yol.  I,  2nd  part,  p,  504, — 1668 — Francois  Boivin, 
who  appeared,  was  the  proprietor  as  well  under  the  Deed  of  exchange  made 
between  him  and  Pierre  Simart  the  first  grantee,  (no  date.)  as  by  the  enlarge- 
ment granted  to  the  said  party  appearing.  The  year  of  this  enlargement  is  also 
not  mentioned. 

Quebec  (lands  on  Cape  Diamond  eight  acres  in  extent ;  and  two  acres  on  the  slope 
of  the  said  Cape.),  Yol.  I,  2nd  part,  p.  5o6, — 1668 — Simon  Denys  sieur  de  la  Trin- 
ile,  who  appeared,  had  obtained  the  grant  of  the  former  in  1655,  and  that  of  the 
second  in  1663, — "  with  permission  to  cause  to  be  transported  there  for  the  pub- 
lic benefit  his  windmill  which  was  formerly  situated  on  the  lands  belonging  to 
the  said  sieur  Denys  upon  Cape  Diamond."  (This  was  evidently  the  mill  situ- 
ated near  Mount  Carmel  street.) 

Quebec  (lot  in  the  lower  town.)  Yol.  I,  2nd  part,  p.  509, — 1668 — ^Pierre  Loignon 
had  acquired  it  from  Jacques  Prat  who  had  bought  it  from  Btiennette  Des- 
pres  widow  of  Guillaume  Guillemot  sieur  Duplessis  Querbodot,  who  had  obtained 
the  grant  in  1656.

Vol.  I,  2nd 
part,  p,  542 — 1668 — .They  belonged  to  Messire  Jean  Talon  who  had  acquired  the 
lot  from  Jean  Juchereau  de  la  Ferte,  from  Nicolas  Juchereau  de  la  Fert6,  from 
Nicolas  Juchereau  de  Saint  Denis,  and  from  sieur  Bissot.  The  latter  had  bought

Vol.  I,  2nd  part,  p.  557, — 1668— Jacques  Le 
Neuf  de  la  Poterie  had  obtained  a  verbal  grant  and  had  built  a  house  thereon 
soon  after,  about  1648  or  1649.

Quebec,  (one  acre  of  land  "near  the  hospital  of  this  town  ").  Vol.  I,  2nd  part,  p. 
591, — 1668 — Mathurin  Roy  was  the  proprietor  *'  under  a  contract  of  bail  d'heri- 
tage  and  rente  fonciere  "  which  had  been  made  to  him  by  Guillaume  Couillard 
and  Guillemette  Hebert  wife  of  the  latter. 

Quebec  (lot  in  the  upper  town).  Vol.  I,  2nd  part,  p.  592, — 1668 — Francois  Blon- 
deau  held  it  from  Guuillaume  Couillard  under  title  of  rente  fonciere  and  bail 
d'heritage." 

Quebec  (lot—)  Vol.  I,  2nd  part,  p.  593, — 1668— Noel  Boissel  was  the  proprietor.

EiVER  Salmon  (opposite  Green  Island)  Yol.  I,  1st  part,  p.  479, — 1668 — Louis  Couil- 
lard do  I'Eepinay  had  obtained  the  grant  in  1663. 

EiviiRE  Du  SuD,  WITH  Crane  AND  GoosE  ISLANDS.  Yol.  I,  2Dd  part,  p.  474, — 
1668 — Louis  Couillard  de  I'Espinay  had  bought  the  half  of  this  seigniory  from 
Jean  de  Lauzon  and  had  acquired  the  other  half  from  Jean  Mayen,  sieur  des 
Granges,  who  had  acquired  it  from  M.  de  Montmagny  the  first  grantee  in  1646. 

BivER  Saint  Charles.  Fief  without  a  name  one  quarter  of  a  league  by  four  leagues, 
situate  on  the  said  river)  Yol.  I,  1st  part,  p.  272, — 1667— Guillaume  Fonrnier  in 
the  name  of  his  wife  FranQoise  filbert,  daughter  and  heiress  of  Gnillaume 
Hebert,  son  and  heir  with  Guillemette  Hebert  of  Louis  Hebert  who  had  obtained 
the  grant  of  the  fief  from  M.  de  Montmorency.  The  Deed  does  not  state  in  what 
year. 

EiVER  Saint  Charles.  (Fief  without  a  name  on  this  river)  Yol.  1,  Ist  part,  p. 
2>=3, — 1667— Guillemette  Hebert  widow  of  Guillaume  Couillard,  obtains  delay. 

EiVER  Saint  Charles.  (Fief  on  the  banks  of  this  river)  Yol.  I,  2nd  part,  p.  625. 
Marie  Guillemette  Hebert  widow  of  Guillaume  Couillard,  obtained  the  grant  in 
1652.

Sainte  Croix.  (Fief)  Yol.  1, 1st  part,  p.  365, — 1667 — The  Ursuline  nuns  had  obtained 
the  grant  in  1637. 

Saint  Fran§oi8.  (Fief  in  the  suburbs  of  Quebec.)  Yol.  I,  1st  part,  p.  408,-1667 — 
Jean  Bourdon  was  the  proprietor,  since  the  year  1649,  in  which  it  had  been 
granted  to  him. 

Saint  Ignace.  (Fief)  Yol.  I,  Ist  part,  p.  438, — 1668— Although  the  name  is  not 
given  in  this  Deed  it  evidently  refers  here  to  the  fief  Saint-Ignace,  severed  from 
that  of  Saint-Gabriel,  which  had  been  granted  to  the  sieur  Giflfard  in  1647*  The 
same  year  the  latter  had  given  one  quarter  or  one  half  league  front  by  ten  in 
depth  to  the  Sisters  of  Charity  (of  the  hospital)  of  Quebec.

Vol.  VII,  p.  463,— 1835— William  Pleuderleath  Christie  held  this  fief 
from  his  father  Gabriel  Christie  who  purchased  in  1766  from  Le  Chavalier  de 
Eepentigny  and  his  wife  Marie-Madeleine  Chaussegros  de  Lery  and  from  Joseph 
Gaspard  Chaussegros  de  Lery  who  took  the  oath  in  1759.  (See  our  Eeport 
1884. 

Denau,  Vol.  YIII,  p.  160, — \1Q6—Acte  en  retrait  (Eedemption)  for  His  Majesty 
served  on  Jeremiah  McCarthy  and  others,  who  had  purchased  certain  parts  of 
the  fief  from  the  heirs  Denau  and  Louet.     (See  our  Eeport  1884.) 

DuMONTiBR,  Vol.*  V,  p.  140, — 1786— Mademoiselle  Elizabeth  Wilkinson  was  usufruc-

YI,  p.  254, — 1828— James  Philippe 
and  John  Eobin  derived  this  fief  from  their  uncle  Charles  Eobin,  who  purchased 
in  1793  from  Duncan  Anderson.  The  latter,  to  whom  Wm.  Smith  conveyed  his 
rights,  purchased  the  fief,  with  him,  Smith,  in  1772,  from  Henry  Morin,  who 
purchased  in  1765  from  the  heirs  of  Pierre  Cochu  ("Cocheu,"  says  Abbe 
Tanguay).  Pierre  Cocheu  was  son  of  Jacques  Cocheu,  first  grantee,  1697.

Grand  Fr±.  Yol.  Y,  p.  140, — 1786 — Mile.  Elizabeth  Wilkinson  was  usufruotuary 
of  this  fief  in  virtue  of  a  donation  rimuniratoire  to  her  made  in  1786  by  Conrad 
Crugy,  "  conditioned  that  upon  the  death  of  the  said  donee  the  said  property

1805— Louis   Poulin  purchased   in  that  year,  this   part  of  the   seigniory  from 
Malcolm  Fraser  and  Juliana  Fraser  wife  of  Patrick  Langan.     (See  preceding 
abstract.) 
Ile  du  Fort.    (See  Trbmblat.    Vol.  V,  p.  147,  and  Vol.  IV,  p.  146.) 
Ile  Madame.    Vol.  V,  p.  37,—  1781 — Eene-Amable  Durocher  purchased  this  island 
in  1779,  from  Jean  Mauvide,  who  had  purchased  from  M.  Thiery  Hazeur,  priest. 
The  latter  had  purchased  it  from  Louis  Levrard  and  his  wife  Catherine  Ang61i- 
que  Bacquet  in  1711.     This  island  was  granted  in  1683  to  Louise  Mousseau  as 
guardian  of    the  minor  children   of    Eomain    Becquet.    Catherine- An gelique 
Becquet,  wife  of  Louis  Levrard,  was  the  daughter  of  Eomain  Becquet. 
Ile  Moras.  Vol.  V,  p.  201, — 17^7 — Paul  Trottier  de  Beaubien  held  this  fief  as  eldest 
son  of  Louis  Trottier  de  Beaubien  and  by  acquiring  the  shares  of  his  brothers 
and  sisters  in  1795.     Louis  Trottier  de  Beaubien  had  inherited  from  his  mother, 
Therese  Monet  de  Moras,  widow  of  Michel  Trottier  de  Beaubien  who  took  the 
oath  in  1725.

Ile   Moras.    Vol.  VI,    p.  264, — 1829 — Jean-Baptiste-Louis  Trottier    de  Beaubien 
acquired  the  fief  from  Paul  de  Beaubien  who  took  the  oath  in  1797.  (See  above.) 
Ile  Perrot.     (One-fourth  and  one-sixteenth  of  the  seigniory.)     Vol.  VII,  p.  353, — 
1832 — Dame  Felix  Leduc  owned  this  part  as   the  widow  of  Fran§oi8  Clement 
who  purchased  from  Maurice  Mongrain  in  1832.    There  is  nothing  to  show  how 
Mongrain   acquired  the  seigniory.    The  deed    shows,  however,  that  he,   with 
Pierre-Amable  Dezery,  held  it  in  equal  halves  in   1817.

Ilks  aux  Grubs  and  aux  Oies  (petite.)  Vol.  V,  p.  424, — 1805 — Daniel  Macpher- 
8on  acquired  this  fief  in  1802  from  Marie-Genevidve  Lemoyne  de  Longueuil, 
widow  of  Louis  Lidnard  de  Beaujou,  who  took  the  oath  in  1781  in  connection 
with  Iles  Aux  Grues,  Au  Canot,  Patience,  Grossk  Ile  and  Petite  Ile  Aux 
Oies.    (/See  our  Eeport,  1884.) 

Ilks  Bouchard.  Vol.  V,  p.  293, — 1798— Vincent  St.  Germain  acquired  this  fief  in 
1796,  from  Jean-Marie,  Dominique  and  Charles  Ducharme,  who  inherited  it  from 
Charles  Francois  Lemaire.  The  latter  took  the  oath  in  1781.  {See  Ile  Bou- 
chard.) 

Iles  Bouchard.  Vol.  VI,  p.  346, — 1829 — Pierre  Beaudry  held  this  fiof  in  right  of 
his  wife,  Ang^lique  Malard  dit  Desloriers  who  inherited  from  her  mother 
Catherine  Hurteau  widow  of  Antoine  Malard  dit  Desloriers.  The  latter  acquired 
by  purchase  from  Jean-Baptiste  Hericault  who  purchased  from  Vincent  Lemaire 
St.  Germain  mentioned  in  next  preceding  abstract. 

MiNGAN  Islands.  Vol.  VI,  p.  51, — 1810 — Hon.  John  Eichardson,  Patrick  Langan, 
William  Burns,  Mathew  Lymburner,  John  William  Woolsey  purchased  the  whole 
fief  in  1808  from  the  estate  of  William  Grant.  The  latter  had  purchased  part  of 
it  in  1808  from  Mathew  Lymburner  who  acquired  the  same,  in  part,  from  Thomas 
Dunn  (who  acquired,  by  an  exchange,  from  Peter  Stewart  in  1789)  and  in  part 
from  Joseph  Bellecour  de  la  Fontaine  in  1788.  The  said  Thomas  Dunn,  Peter 
Stewart  and  William  Grant  had  successively  acquired  the  other  parts  of  this  fief 
between  1796  and  1769  from  the  de  la  Gorgendiere,  Bellecour  de  la  Fontaine 
and  Tach6  families  who  were  the  descendants  of  Joan  JoUiet,  the  son  and  heir  of 
Louis  JoUiet  the  first  grantee.

Ilks  Saint  Barnab^.    {See  M^tis.) 

Ilks  Saint  Pierre.  Vol.  VII,  p.  304, — 1831 — Pierre  Beaugrand  dit  Champagne  was 
the  proprietor  of  this  fief  in  183 1  after  having  sold  it  to  Charles-Alexandre 
Forneret  who  conveyed  it  back  to  him  in  that  same  year,  1831.  As  regards 
prior  changes  there  is  a  hiatus  in  the  Acte  of  nearly  a  century,  and  it  refers  us 
back  to  1736  when  Pierre  Salvage  took  the  oath.  {See  Saint  Pierre,  in  our 
Eepoit  1884. 

Ilkt  1  LA  Peau.  Vol.  VII,  p.  333, — 1832— Catherine  Tarieu  de  la  Naudiere  was 
the  owner  of  one-half  of  this  fief  and  usufructuary  of  the  other  half  as  the  widow 
of  Ignace  Aubort  de  Gaspe.  The  latter  purchased  ith  of  this  fief  in  1790,  from 
Amable  Eheaume,  son  of  Charles- Auguste  Eheaume  who  took  the  oath  in  1781,. 
and  the  remaining  fths  in  1790  from  William  Goodall,  who  purchased  in 
that  year  from  Alexis  Eheaume  who  took  the  oath  in  1781.  {See  our  Eeport 
1884.) 

Ilkt  du  Portage.  Vol.  V,  p.  82,-1781 — Malcolm  Fraser  purchased  this  fief  in  1777 
from  Gabriel  Christie  who  had  purchased  in  1764  from  Joseph  Lemoyne  de 
Longueuil  and  Dame  Joybert  do  Soulanges  his  wife.  {See  Soulanges,  in  our 
Eeport  1884.) 

Ilkt  du  Portage.  Vol.  VII,  p.  188, — 1830— Andre  Lauchlin  Fraser  had  received 
this  fief  as  a  gift  from  his  father,  who  held  it  under  a  similar  title  from  Malcolm 
Fraser,  who  took  the  oath  in  1781.     {See  above.) 

Ilk  Vkrtb.  (Parts  of  fief)  Vol.  VI,  p.  311,— 1829— Louis  Bertrand  took  the  oath 
for  himself  and  for  Barthelemy  Cole.  Bertrand  had  purchased  the  parts  he  held 
as  follows  :  in  1829  from  Cyr ille  Levesque,  in  182rf  from  Zacharie  Cote,  in  1827 
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from  Antoine  Michaud,  in  1826  from  Michel  Eousseau  and  his  son  Joseph 
Eousseau,  in  1822  from  Firmin  Oaellet,  J.Bte.  Eiou  and  Ignace  Vaillancour;  in 
1821  and  1819  from  Jean  Baptiste  Eiou,  Paul  and  Vincent  Eiou,  Etienne  Dafour, 
Ambroise  Dumas  and  Gabriel  Cote,  in  1818  from  Etienne  Dufour,  in  1817  from 
Pierre  Eiou  and  Jean  Bte.  Eousseau,  in  1816  from  Adrien  flion  (probably  Dion  or 
Guyon)  ;  in  18 13  from  Jean  Hion  (?)  and  Etienne  Perrault.  (The  instrument  does 
not  show  how  the  fief  which  belonged.in  1723,  to  Jean  Bte.  Cote,  passed  from 
him  to  the  vendors  above-mentioned.)  The  portion  held  by  Barthelemy  Cote 
was  derived  from  his  grandfather  Jean  Bte,  Cot6,  son  of  Jean  Bte.  Cot6  who  took 
the  oath  for  the  whole  fief  in  1723.     {See  our  Eeport  1884.) 

Ilk  VEaxK.  (Part  of  fief.)  Vol  VI,  p.  172,— 1818— Eegis  Garon,  purchased,  in  1805, 
fths  of  40  arpents  frontage  by  2  leagues  in  depth,  from  the  Sheriff  of  Quebec, 
under  a  seizure  against  MM.  Lymburner  and  Crawford.  He  purchased  the 
remainder  of  the  portion  held  by  him  from  the  heirs  of  Joan  Bte.  Cote,  son  of 
Jean  Bte.  Cote  who  took  the  oath  in  1723.  {See  our  Eeport  1884.) 

Ile  Verte.  (Part  of  fief.)  Vol.  VII,  p.  40— In  1829  Marie-Anne  Boule  held  the 
usufruct  of  a  part  of  this  fief  under  the  will  of  Louis  Gauvreau  of  Quebec  in 
whose  family  she  had  been  governess.  The  latter  purchased  the  said  part  of 
the  fief  from  the  Sheriff  of  Quebec  in  1821,  at  a  sale  of  the  goods  of  Louis  Garon 
at  the  suit  of  Doctor  Francois  Blanchet  of  Quebec.     {See  above.) 

Islet  de  Bonseoours.  Vol.  V,  p.  171, — 1796 — Jacques  McCallum  purchased  the 
fief  in  1796  from  Pierre  Belanser.  The  latter  got  possession  of  the  fief  in  the 
same  year  under  a  deed  of  cession  and  redemption  by  retrait  lignager  (1)  served 
by  him  on  Barth61emy  Bertrand  Alisse,  who  had  at  various  dates  purchased  the 
rights  of  the  heirs  of  Jean  Francois  Belanger,  grandfaiher  of  the  aforesaid  Pierre 
Belanger  {See  Bonsecours,  Vo*1.  Ill,  p.  87,  in  our  Eeport  1884.) 

Islet  de  Bonseoours.  (Part  of  fiof.)  Vol. VI,  p.  79, —  i811-^Jean  Baptiste  Couillard 
Despres  was  the  owner  of  one-half  of  this  part  as  the  husband  of  Marie  Genevieve 
Belanger  who  inherited  it  from  her  father,  and  of  the  other  half  by  purchase 
effected  in  1808  from  Jean  Bte.  Casault  and  Eosalie  Michon  his  wife,  and  from 
Joseph  Blais  and  Elizabeth  Michon  his  wife,  the  said  Eosalie  and  Marie  Michon 
having  inherited  the  right  of  their  parents,  Jean  Michon  and  Marie-Elizabeth 
Morissette,  proprietors  of  t}- of  the  share  of  Elizabeth  Belanger,  their  grand- 
mother, wife  of  Francois  Fournier  and  daughter  of  Louis  Belanger  and 
Marguerite  Lefranyois.     {See  above.) 

Islet  de  Bonsecoubs.  Vol.  VII,  p.  10, — 1829 — Delay  was  granted  to  Olivier-Eugene 
Casgrain  until  he  should  attain  his  majority.

Vol.  VII,  p.  148, — 1830— Joseph-Marie  de  Tonnancour  was 
proprietor  of  these  two  fiefs  as  the  heir  of  Joseph  Godfrey  de  Tonnancour  who 
took  the  oath  as  to  one  of  them  in  1781,  and  by  acquiring  the  rights  of  his 
co-heire.     {See  our  Eeport  1884.) 

La  Bouteillbrie  or  Eiviere  Quelle.  Vol.  V,  p.  30, — 1781 — Michel  Perrault  had 
successively  purchased  the  several  parts  of  this  fief  as  follows:  in  1774  from 
Louise-Charlotte  Deschamps  de  Boishebert  wife  of  Eoch  de  Saint-Ours  sieur 
d'Eschaillons  and  Charles  Deschamps,  chevalier,  Sieur  de  Boishebert :  in  the 
same  year  from  Charles  Tarieu  de  la  Naudiere  husband  of  Elizabeth  Deschamps 
Lacorne.     In  1750  Genevieve  do  Eamezay,  widow  of  Sieur  de  Boishebert,  had

having  acquired  the  same  at  a  judicial  sale  of  the  estate  of  Jean-Baptiste  Baymond.

The  instrument  does  not  mention  previous 
mutations  and  simply  states  that  the  first  grant  was  made  in  1691  to  Louis-

resses  of  this  part  of  the  fief,  which  they  had  inherited  from  their  father  Patrick 
Langan  who  took  the  oath  in  1797.     (^See  above.) 

Lake  Matapediac.  (J  of  fief.)  Vol.  VII,  p.  361,— 1833— Joh  McKindlay  took  the 
oath  for  this  part  of  the  fief,  which  Patrick  Langan  had  purchased  for  him  in 
1797.    (See  above.') 

Lacolle.     {See  De  Beaujeu.) 

La  Durantate.    (See  Saint-Vallieb  ) 

Lafrisnaie.  Vol.  VII,  p.  114,-  1829 — Louis-Marie  Bernier  derived  this  fief  from 
his  parents  Lambert  Bernier  and  Marie-Eeine  Gagne.  The  instrument  does  not 
mention  the  preceding  mutations.  But  a  reference  to  our  Report  for  1884  will 
show  that  Alexis  Gagne  took  the  oath  for  this  fief  in  1723. 

La  GuiLLAUDiliaE.  Vol.  V,  p.  73, — 1781 — Suzanne  Blondeau,  widow  of  Joseph 
Hertel,  held  this  fief  in  her  own  right.  Tfie  instrument  does  not  show  the 
mutations  of  this  fief  after  1726 ;  but  a  reference  to  our  Report  for  188*  will 
show  that  Maurice  Blondeau  took  the  oath  in  relation  to  it  in  1726. 

La  NAUDiiRE.  (Formerly  MASKiNONGf  )  Vol.  VI,  p.  133, — 1815 — Toussaint  Pothier 
purchased  this  fief  in  1814,  from  Mile.  Anne  Tarieu  de  la  Naudiere,  daughter  of 
Charles  Tarieu  de  la  Naudiere.  {See  MASKiNONOfi,  "  other  part  of  fief,"  in  oar 
Report  for  1884,  Vol.  IV,  p.  62.) 

La  PocATiiiRE  (Sainte-Anne.)  Vol.  VIII,  p.  12, — 1836 — Amable  Dionne  purchased 
in  1830  the  half  of  this  fief  from  John  Gow  Smith,  son  of  Lachlan  Smith  who 
took  the  oath  in  1781.  (Report  of  1884.)  In  1830  he  purchased  another  fourth 
from  John  Fraser  who  had  purchased  the  same  from  Andrew  Lachlan  Fraser. 
In  1832  he  acquired  ^  from  Joseph  Ouellet  husband  of  Louise-Esther  Pournel, 
and  lastly  in  1835  he  purchased  the  remaining  ^th  from  the  Sheriff  of  Quebec  at 
a  sale  of  the  goods  of  Virginia  Smith.  The  instrument  refers  to  no  other  muta- 
tions subsequent  to  1781.     (See  our  Report  1884.) 

La  Salle.  Vol.  V,  p.  130, — 1785 — Simon  Sanguinet  purchased  this  fief  at  the  sale, 
by  the  Sheriff  of  Montreal,  of  the  goods  of  Jean  Bernard,  in  1782.  (See  our 
Report  lfc84.) 

Lauzon.  Vol.  VI,  p.  117,— 1815— The  Hon.  John  Caldwell  derived  this  seigniory 
from  his  father  Henry  Caldwell,  who  purchased  in  IHOl  from  the  estate  of  Sir 
James  Murray.  The  latter  had  purchased  it  in  1765  from  Etienne  Charets  who 
took  the  oath  in  1723.     (See  our  Report  1884.) 

La  Valtrie.  Vol.  VI,  p.  399,— 182^- Pierre-Paul-Tarieu  Taillant  de  la  Nau- 
didre  took  the  oath  for  himself  as  to^  the  fief,  and  for  his  sisters  Obarlotte,  wife 
of  Barth^lemy  Jolliet  and  Marie- Antoinette,  wife  of  Peter  Charles  Leodel,  each 
of  whom  owned  ^  share  of  the  remaining  J.  They  held  the  fief  in  right  of  their 
mother  Sazanue-Antoinette  daughter  of  Piei  re-Paul  de  Margane  de  la  Valtrie 
who  took  the  oath  in  relation  to  this  fief  in  1781.     (See  our  Report  1884.) 

Le  Gardeur  Belle  Plaine.  Vol.  V,  p.  Ill, — 1814 — Jean-Baptiste  Noel  purchased 
the  several  parts  of  this  seigniory  from  the  children  and  heirs  of  Joseph-Gaspard- 
Chaussegros  de  Lery  who  took  the  oath  in  1781.  (See  Le  Gardeur  in  our 
Report  1884.) 
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Les  Ecubeuils.    (See  Belair.) 

Levbakd  or  Saint-Pierre-les-Becquet8.  Vol.  VII,  p.  21, — 1829 — Marie-Anne 
Tarieu  de  la  Naudidre,  widow  of  the  Honorable  Francois  Baby  and  Charles- 
Marguerite  Tarieu  de  la  Naudiere,  jointly  with  Jacques  and  Raymond  Baby 
were  granted  a  delay  of  three  months. 

Levrard  or  Saint-Pierre-les-Becquet3  and  Ile  des  Plaines.  Vol.  VII,  p.  121, — 
1830 — The  heirs  of  Charles- Fran §oi8  Tarieu  de  la  Naudiere  whose  widow  Cathe- 
rine Lemoyne  de  Longueuil  took  the  oath  in  1*781.  (See  Levrard  in  oar  Report 
1884.) 

LivAUDiiREi  (I  of  this  fief,  formerly  forming  part  of  Saint  Michel,  and  a  small  part 
of  Beaumont.)  Vol.  VII,  p.  387, — 1834— Georges  Launiere  derived  these  parts 
of  the  said  two  fiefs,  which  became  the  seigniory  of  Livaudiere,  from  his  brother 
Leger  Launiere  and  his  uncle  Messire  Charles- Joseph  Deschenaux,  cure  of 
Ancienne  Lorette,  eldest  son  of  Joseph-Brassard  Deschenaux,  who  took  the  oath 
in  1781  for  the  seignories  of  Saint  Michel,  Livaudiere  and  Saint  Btienne  de  Beau- 
mont.   (See  Saint  Michel,  and  our  Report  for  1884.)

Vol.  VII,  p.  181,— 1830— Julie-Christine  Chartier  de  Lotbinidre,  wife 
of  Gaspard-Pierre-Gastave  Joly,  seignioress  of  this  fief  as  the  daughter  of  Michel- 
Eustache-Gaspard -Alain  Chartier  de  Lotbiniere  who  took  the  oath  in  1781.  (See 
our  Report  1884.) 

LussAUDiiRE.  Vol.  V,  p.  229,— 1798— Louis  Proux  acquired  this  fief  from  Dame 
Marie-Joseph  Delorme,  widow  of  Dominique  Debartzch  who  took  the  oath  in 
1781.     (See  our  Report  1884.)

Vol.  V,  p.  1,-1781— Louis  Belair  was  proprietor 
of  this  part  of  the  fief :  Ist  In  virtue  of  the  marriage  contract  between  his 
father  and  his  mother  Genevieve  Petit  Bruno  in  1718;  2nd  in  virtue  of  a  deed 
executed  before  PiUard,  Clerk  of  Three  Rivers,  in  1763,  whereby  it  appears 
that  the  said  Louis  Belair  inherited  the  rights  of  Gertrude  Bruno  at  her  death ; 
3rd  by  acquiring,  in  1776,  the  rights  of  Joseph  Cazabon  and  his  wife  Marie

from  his  cousin  Simon  Eraser,  Sr.  The  latter  acquired  it  in  17^3  as  the  last 
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and  highest  bidder  at  the  sale,  by  the  Sheriff  of  Quebec,   Jacques  Sheppard,   of 
the  property  of  Donald  Maokinnon.     (^See  our  Eeport  1884.) 

Matapbdiac.     {See  Lake  Matapediac.) 

M£  TI8  (or  MiTis)  and  Iles  Saint  BarnabiS.  Vol.  V,  p.  380, — 1802 — Mathew  Mc- 
Nider  purchased  the  fief,  in  that  same  year,  from  Antoine  Joubin  dit  Boisvert 
and  Madeleine  Pinguet  de  Targis  his  wife.  {See  our  Beport  1884.)  The  instru- 
ment does  not  show  the  mutations  between  the  years  1802  and  1*723. 

"Vol.  VI,  p.  202, — 1821 — John  McNider 
had  purchased  this  fief  in  1807  from  the  Sheriff  of  Quebec,  James  Shepherd,  in 
pursuance  of  a  seizur  e  against  the  goods  of  Mathew  McNider  who  took  the  oath 
in  1802.     (See  above.) 

Metis.  Vol.  VII,  p*  31, — 1829 — The  Drapeau  heirs  obtained  a  delay  of  three 
months. 

M^Tis  (Lake.)  Vol.  VIT,  p.  243,— 1831— Jean-Baptiste  Eene  Hertel  de  Eouville 
held  I  of  the  fief,  and  his  sister  Marie-Anne-Julie  Hertel  de  Eouville,  widow  of 
Honorable  Charles-Michel  Trum  berry  de  Salaberry  the  other  ^.  They  derived 
ihe  fief  from  their  grandfather  Een4  Ovide  Hertel  de  Eouville  who  married,  in 
1741,  Louise  Catherine  Andre,  daughter  of  Pierre  Andre  Sieur  de  Leigne.  It  is 
not  stated  how  Eene-Ovide  Hertel  de  Eouville  became  owner  of  this  fief ;  but 
the  instrument  mentions  the  fact  that  Nicolas  Lanouiller,  who  took  the  oath  in 
1725,  had  also  married  Catherine  Jeanne,  a  daughter  of  the  said  Pierre  Andre, 
Sieur  de  Leigne.

The  said  Hubert  Lacroix  had  received  this  part  of  this  fief  as  a  gift, 
from  Marie-Anne-Therese  Celoron,  widow  of  Sieur  Lamarque,  who  took  the  oath 
in  1781.

MiLLE  Vaches.  Vol.  V,  p.  135, — 1785 — Thomas  Dunn  and  Pierre  Stewart  were 
co-proprietors  of  this  fief.

Stewart  and  William  Taylor,  Peter  Short  had  inherited  this  part  of  the  fief  from 
Peter  Stewart  who,  as  appears  above,  purchased  in  1767,  from  Thomas  Dunn, 
and  took  the  oath  in  1785.    (See  above.) 

MiLLE  Vaches.  (Part.)  Vol.  VIII,  p.  56, — 1837 — John  Greenshields  and  James 
Weir  held  part  of  this  fief,  which  they  derived  from  their  uncle  John  Blackwood, 
who  together  with  Patrick  Langan  purchased  from  the  Sheriff  of  Quebec  after 
seizure  of  the  goods  of  William  Grant.    (See  our  Eeport,  1884.) 

MiNGAN.  (Mainland— J  of  fief.)  Vol.  VIII,  p.  32,— 1837— Mary  Stewart,  James  F. 
S.  Stewart  and  William  Taylor,  Peter  Short  had  inherited  this  part  from  Peter 
Stewart  who  had  acquired  it  with  William  Grant  and  Thomas  Dunn,  who  took 
the  oath  in  1781.     (See  our  Eeport,  1884.) 

MiNQAN.  (Mainland— J  of  fief.)  Vol.  VIII,  p.  56,— 1837— John  Greenshields  and 
James  Weir  held  this  part  of  the  fief,  which  they  derived  from  their  uncle  John 
Blackwood  ;  the  latter  had  purchased  part  of  the  fief  in  1808  with  Patrick 
Langan,  on  seizure  and  sale  of  the  goods  of  William  Grant  who  took  the  oath  in 
1781.    (See  Eeport  1884.) 
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MiTis.    (See  M^xi  s.) 

MoNCEAux.  (An  out-fief  attached  to  the  seigniory  of  Sillery.)  Vol.  VII,  p.  282, — 
1831 — (There  are  in  this  instrument  several  links  missing  from  the  chain  of 
mutations.  I  shall  give  them  as  they  stand.)  Charles  Panet  was  the  eon  of 
Jean-Antoine  Panet,  who  bought  this  fief  in  1782,  from  the  heirs  of  Charles 
Auguste  Rheaume  ;  the  latter  "  according  to  a  statement  and  enumeration 
famished  by  the  Jesuit  Fathers,  in  1*781,  was  then  the  proprietor."  Prior  to 
that  date  there  are  several  links  missing  ;  in  1769,  the  fief  was  awarded  to 
Henry  Bassel,  under  an  execution  against  the  goods  of  Sieur  de  Lamolletiere, 
who  acquired  it  in  1749  from  the  D'Auteuil  heirs.

Nicolas-Eoch  de  Ramezay.  The  latter  was  the  son  of  Claude  do  Remezay  who 
took  the  oath  in  1725.     (See  our  Report  1884.) 

MoNTARViLLE  (^  of  the  fief).  Vol.  VI,  p.  409, — 1829 — Henry  des  Rivieres,  son  of 
Fran  Qois  des  Rivieres,  purchased^  in  1824,  tbe  J  of  this  fief  from  the  brothers 
Henry  and  Edouard  des  Rivieres  Beaubien,  children  of  Eustache  Ignace  Trottier 
des  Rivieres  Beaubien  and  Charlotte  Boucher  de  la  Bruere  who  had  inherited  it 
from  her  father  Rene  Boucher  de  la  Bruere  who  took  the  oath  for  the  whole 
fief  in  1781.    (See  Report  1884.) 

MoNTARViLLE.  Vol.  Vlf,  p.  11, — 1829 — Delay  was  granted  to  Rene  Boucher  de  la 
Bruere  until  his  health  would  permit  of  his  taking  the  oath. 

MONTARVILLE  (^  the  fief.)  Vol.  VII,  p.  228, — 1830— Henry  des  Rivieres  acquired  ^ 
of  the  whole  fief  from  Rene  Boucher  de  la  Bruere,  in  addition  to  the  J  for  which 
he  took  the  oath  in  1829.     (See  above.) 

MONTARVILLE.  (The  other  half.)  Vol.  VII,  p.  233,— 1830— Fran gois  Pierre  Bruneau 
purchased  the  ^  of  the  fief,  in  1829,  from  Rene  Boucher  de  la  Bruere.  (See  our 
Report  1884.) 

MoNTS  Louis.  Vol.  V,  p.  170,— 1789— James  Curchard,  trader,  of  Quebec,  having 
offered  to  take  the  oath  in  relation  to  this  fief,  *'  Lord  Dorchester,  after  refusing 
to  receive  him  and  to  vest  in  him  lands  situated  on  the  south  side  of  the  river 
St.  Lawrence,  furnished  him  a  certificate  of  his  offers." 

Mont  Louis.  Vol.  VII,  p.  176.— 1830.— Mathew  Bell  purchased  this  seigniory  in  1824 
from  the  heirs  of  Robert  Hunter,  who  had  purchased  in  1799  from  the  Sheriff  of 
Quebec,  after  a  seizure  against  the  goods  of  James  Curchard  mentioned  in  the 
preceding  abstract. 

Mount  Murray,  (on  the  north  bank  of  river  Malbaie).  Vol.  VI,  p.  222,-1823— 
John  Malcolm  Fraser  inherited  this  fief  from  his  father  Malcolm  Fraser,  lieut- 
enant 78th  regiment  and  first  grantee,  1762.

Neuville  or  Pointe  aux  Trembles.  Vol.  V,  p.  434,— 1835— Edouard  Larue,  as 
the  husband  of  Adelaide  Launiere,  owned  f  and  Edouard  Narcisse  de  Lorimier 
and  his  sister  Adelaide,  widow  of  Vincent  Ducharme,  held  the  other  ^  as  heirs 
of  Madeleine  Deschenaux,  wife  of  Guillaume  de  Lorimier.  This  fief  was  inherited 
by  them  from  Charles  Joseph  Deschenaux,  eldest  son  of  Joseph  Brassard  Des- 
chenaux who  took  the  oath  in  1781.     (See  our  Report  1884.) 

Nicolet  and  Ile  X  la  Fourche.  (^  the  fief.)  Vol.  V,  p.  358,— 1807— In  1798  Jean 
Bte,  Lozeau  acquired  the  rights  of  the  Beaubien  heirs  who  had  derived  a  part 
of  this  fief  from  their  uncle  Rene  Guay.  In  1799  he  purchased  the  rights  of 
Elizabeth  Mousseaux,  widow  of  the  aforesaid  Rene  Guay  who  had  become  the 
owner  of  the  fief  in  virtue  of  a  judgment  of  the  Court  of  Appeal  rendered  against 
Pierre  Poulin  de  Cresse.     (For  prior   mutations  see   our   Report   1884.)     In 
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exchange,  the  said  widow  had  obtained :  let  three  farms  in  the  seigniory  of 
Bay  Saint  Paul ;  2nd  a  lot  of  land  in  the  town  of  Three  Rivers.  (^See  our  Eeport

NiooLBT  AND  CfiESSi.  (y^  of  fief.)  Vol.  VI,  p.  84, — 1811 — Jean  Bte.  Lozeau,  in 
addition  to  j\  in  Nicolet  for  which  he  took  the  oath  in  1801,  had  also  in  1811 
acquired  J  of  the  two  fiefs,  from  M.  Joseph-Claude  Poulin  de  Courval,  cur^  of 
Pointeaux-Trembles.  The  latter,  in  addition  to  the  share  he  inherited  from  his 
father,  Claude  Poulain  de  Courval  had  also  purchased,  in  1810,  the  rights  of 
Antoine  Poulin  de  Courval  and  Angdlique  Da  Moulin  his  wife  and  the  rights  ot 
Dlle.  Josephte  Louise  Poulin  de  Courval.  In  1 805,  the  said  M.  Joseph  Claude 
Poulin  de  Courval  purchased  the  rights  acquired  in  Nicolet  by  Moses  and 
Ezechiel  Hart  from  their  creditor  Louis  Poulin  de  Courval.  (*Sfee  next  preceding 
abstract.) 

Nicolet.  (The  f  of  fief.)  Vol.  VI,  p.  205,— 1822— Kennelm  Connor  Chandler  pur- 
chased this  part  of  the  fief  in  1821,  from  the  Sheriff  of  Three  Eivers,  at  a  sale 
made  in  pursuance  of  a  judgment  rendered  against  Pierre  Poulin  de  Cresse.  (^See 
above.) 

Nicolet.  (f  of  fief)  Vol.  VI,  p.  464, — 1829 — Kennelm  Connor  Chandler,  in  addition 
to  the  part  he  acquired  in  1821  and  for  which  he  took  the  oath  in  1822,  acquired, 
in  1822,  ^  of  the  fief  from  Marie-Angele  Trigane  Lafldche  widow  of  Jean  Bt«. 
Lozeau,  who  took  the  oath  in  1811  for  -^j  of  the  fi6f. 

Nicolet.  (18  arpents — frontage — detached  irom  the  seigniory,  j?Zu5  Jth  of  the  said 
seigniory.)  Vol.  VI,  p.  269, — 1829 — DUes.  Josephte  and  Louise  Lozeau  derived 
these  parts  of  the  fief  from  their  father,  Jean  Bte.  Lozeau,  who  took  the  oath  in 
1811.    (See  above.) 

Nicolas  Eioux  or  Ha  !  Ha  !  Bay.  Vol.  VII,  p.  31, — 1829 — The  Drapeau  heirs  were 
granted  a  delay  of  three  months. 

NiVERViLLE.    Vol.  VII,  p.  30, — 1829 — Delay  granted  Joseph  Boucher  de  Niverville; 

NiVERViLLE.  Vol.  VII,  p.  325, — 1832 — Joseph  Boucher  de  Niverville  owned  this 
fief  as  the  son  of  Joseph  Claude  Boucher  de  Niverville  who  took  the  oath  in 
1781,  and  by  purchasing  the  rights  of  his  coheirs.  (This  fief  having  no  name 
originally,  has  been  designated  as  "  Thbee  Eivers,"  fief  in  the  town  of  that 
name."  See  our  Eeport  1884.) 

NouvELLE-LoNOUEUiL.  (See  SouLANGBS  )  Vol.  VII,  p.  28, — 1829— Delay  granted 
to  M.  de  Beaajeu,  then  travelling  in  Europe.    (See  Soulanqes.) 

NoTAN.  Vol.  VII,  p.  463,— 1835— William  Plenderleath  Christie  derived  this  fief 
from  his  father  Robert  Christie,  who  had  purchased  it,  in  1764,  from  Catherine 
D'Aillebout  de  Mantel,  wife  of  Pierre  Payan  Chavois  de  Noyan.  This  fief  had 
been  granted  in  1743  to  Sieur  Chavois  de  Noyan.

Petite  Nation.  Vol.  V,  p.  371, — 1802 — Joseph  Papineau  had  acquired  from  the 
Seminary,  Quebec,  in  1801,  |ths^K)r  2  leagues  in  front  by  5  in  depth — of  a  fief 
first  granted  to  Mgr.  de  Laval,  who  bestowed  it  on  the  Seminary  of  Quebec  in 
1692.    The  original  grant  was  5  leagues  in  front  by  5  leagues  in  depth. 

Petite  Nation.  (A  part  detached  from  this  fief  and  forming  a  new  fief  160  arpents 
in  front  by  5  leagues  in  depth.)  Vol.  VI,  p.  26, — 1809— Eobert  Fletcher  acquired 
this  part  of  the  fief  from  Joseph  Papineau,  1809.    (See  above.) 

Petite  Nation.  (The  whole.)  Vol.  VI.,  p.  163, — 1818 — Louis  Joseph  Papineau  in 
1817.  The  latter  resumed  possession,  in  '810,  of  the  part  he  had  sold  to  Eobert 
Fletcher,  who  died  without  being  able  to  discharge  his  obligations  to  him. 

PiERREViLLE.  (|^  the  fief  j  Vol.  V,  p.  73, — 1781 — Sazanne  Blondeau,  widow  and 
dowager  of  Joseph  Hertel,  owned  in  that  capacity  ^  the  fief.  The  instrument 
does  not  give  the  previous  mutations ;  bat  a  reference  to  our  Eeport  for  1884 
will  show  that,  in  1723,  Joseph  Hertel  took  the  oath  for  the  whole  of  the  fief. 
(Was  Suzanne  Blondeau  the  widow  of  the  said  Joseph  Hertel,  or  of  his  son  ?) 
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PiKRBEviLLE.  Vol.  Y,  p.  239, — 1798 — David  Alexander  Grant,  William  Grant  and 
Nicolas  Montour  purchased  the  fief  in  that  year,  from  Antoine-Isidore  Badeauz, 
sheriff  of  Three  Eivers,  at  a  sale  under  a  writ  of  Venditioni  exponas  against 
Fran^ois-Lemaitre  Dahemme,  jr.,  at  the  suit  of  John  Antil.

Port  Daniel.  Vol.  VIII,  p.  160, — 1796 — Writ  of  redemption  served  on  Jeremie 
McCarthy  and  others  who  had  purchased  certain  parts  of  the  fief  from  the  Deneau 
and  Louet  heirs.     (See  our  Eeport  1884.)

Quebec.  (Fief  in  the  city.)  Vol.  V,  p.  94,— 1782— The  Fabrique  of  the  parish  of 
Notre  Dame,  Quebec,  received  in  1674,  the  grant  of  a  lot  of  land  around  the 
church  of  Notre  Dame.

He  put  forward  as  an  incommutable  proprietory 
title  in  himself  and  his  successors  a  decree  of  H.  M.  Council  of  State, — rendered 
in  1743,  in  the  matter  of  a  claim  to  the  ownership  of  the  said  residence,  &c.,  put 
forward  by  the  Nuns  of  the  General  Hospital,  Quebec,  as  universal  legatees  of 
Mgr.  de  St.  Vallier, — bestowing  upon  Mgr.  de  Pontbriand,  for  himself  and  his 
successors,  the  said  Episcopal  residence,  &c.

EhIaume.  Vol.  VII,  p.  32,— 1829— Catherine  Tarieu  de  la  Naadidre  was  granted  a 
delay  of  six  months. 

BioAULT  AND  Vaudreuil.  Vol.  V,  p.  463,-1808 — Michel-Eustache-Gaspard-Alain 
Chartier  de  Lotbiniere,  who  took  the  oath  for  these  two  fiefs  in  1781,  caused  to

be  "  enregistered  at  fall  length,  in  1808,  the  title  deeds  and  papers  relating  to

EiMousKi.  Vol.  VIII,  p.  31, — 1829 — The  Drapeau  heirs  were  granted  delay  for  three 
months. 

RiviiRE  David.  Vol.  VI,  p.  37,-1809 — Josias  Wurtele  had  purchased,  in  I8O81 
from  the  Sherifi  of  Three  Rivers,  L.  Grugy,  this  fief,  under  a  writ  of  seizure 
against  the  estate  of  William  Grant'  who  had  purchased  it,  in  1800,  from  Nicolas- 
Montour.  The  latter  acquired  it,  in  1798,  from  Jonathan  Eckart,  who  had  pur- 
chased from  the  Sheriff  of  Montreal,  W.  Gray,  "  the  gaid  seigniory  having  been 
'•  seized  under  a  writ  issued  against  Pierre  du  Calvet,"  to  whom  the  Governor 
granted  delay  in  1781.  {See  our  Report  for  1884.)  This  fief  was  granted  in 
1741,  to  Joseph  Deguise  dit  Desrosiers;  but  the  instrument  does  not  state  how 
du  Calvet  had  acquired  the  ownership.

Vol.  VIII,  p.  1, — 1836 — Jonathan  Wurtele  had  in- 
herited this  fief  from  his  father  Josias  Wurtele  who  took  the  oath  in  1830.  (^See 
preceding  abstract.) 

Riviere  David  or  Deguire.  Vol.  VIII,  p.  148, — 1854— Jonathan  Sexton  Camp- 
bell Wurtele  held  this  fief  as  the  son  of  Jonathan  Wurtele  who  took  the  oath  in 
1836.     (See  preceding  abstract. 

River  Madeleine.  Vol.  VI,  p.  75, — 1810 — John  Blackwood  purchased  the  fief 
in  that  year  from  the  Sheriff  of  Quebec  under  a  writ  against  the  goods  of  James 
Todd.  (The  instrument  does  not  show  any  other  changes  back  to  1725.  For 
prior  mutations  see  our  Report  for  1884.) 

River  Madeleine  Q  of  fief)  Vol.  VIII,  p.  56,— 1837— John  Greenshields  had 
inherited  this  part  of  the  fief  from  his  uncle  John  Blackwood  who  took  the  oath 
in  1810.    Vol.  VI,  p.  75. 

River  DU  Loup  (en  bas)  and  Madawaska.  (§  of  the  latter.)  Vol.  VI,  p.  232, — 
1828 — Alexander  Fraser  had  acquired  the  whole  of  these  two  fiefs  from  General 
James  Murray,  Governor  of  Canada.  (The  said  Fraser  had  in  1817  and  1818 
given  J  of  the  fief  of  Madawaska  and  T^miscouata  to  Joseph  Bouchette)  General 
Murray  acquired  the  seigniories  from  Jean-Antoino  Doudanne  Douserville  (?) 
Sieur  de  I'Etendard  and  Marie-Anne  Duperre  his  wife,  widow  of  Pierre  Claverie, 
who  took  the  oath  for  the  two  fiefs  in  1756,  and  from  Dlle.  Marie-Julia  Claverie. 
(See  our  Report  1884.) 

BiVER  DU  SuD.  (Part  of  fief  in  parish  of  St.  Pierre  River  du  Sud.)  Vol.  VI,  p.  106, 
Joseph  and  Jean-Bte.  Talbot  dit  Jervais  had  purchased  this  part  of  the  fief  in 
1810  from  Marie-Angelique  Chaussegros  de  Lery  widow  of  Jean-Bte.  Couillard 
and  from  Antoine  Couillard.     (See  our  Report  1884.) 

River  du  Sud.  (Part  of  this  fief  and  of  L'Espinay.)  Vol.  VII,  p.  98,— 1829— Jean 
Bte.  Couillard  Dupuis,  besides  the  share  inherited  from  his  father  Jean-Bte. 
.  Couillard  Dupuis  who  took  the  oath  in  1781,  had  also  acquired  all  the  rights  of 
his  brothers  and  sisters.  (See  our  Report  1884.)

Sabrevois  and  Bleury.  Yol.  YII,  p.  463,— 1835— William  Plenderleath  Christie 
derived  this  fief  from  his  father  Robert  Christie,  who  had  purchased  in  1764, 
jointly  with  Mozes  Hazen,  from  Sieur  Sabrevois  de  Bleury  who  received  the 
grant  in  1750.    Eobert  Christie  had  purchased  the  interest  of  Mozes  Hazen. 

St.  Antoine  de  Tilly.    (See  Tilly.) 

Saint  Armand.  (On  Lake  Champlain.)  Yol.  Y,  p.  152,— 1789— The  first  grant  of 
this  fief  was  made  in  1748  to  Nicholas  LeYasseur,  constructeur  des  vaisseaux  de 
Sa  MajesU  au  Canada.  In  1763,  having  returned  to  France,  he  sold  it  to  Henry 
Guynand  a  merchant  in  London  who  leased  it  firstly  in  1760,  with  promise  of 
sale,  to  William  McKenzie,  Benjamin  Price,  James  Moore  and  George  Fulton 
"  for  five  shillings  sterling  and  the  yearly  rental  of  one  pepper-corn,  to  the  end 
that  in  virtue  thereof  the  said  Wm.  McKenzie,  &c.,  might  be  placed  in  possession 
of  the  said  lands,"  which  were  sold  to  them  in  the  same  year  for  £450.  The 
Honorable  Thomas  Dunn  who  took  the  oath  in  1789,  had  purchased  f  of  this 
fief  in  1786,  from  James  Moore,  who  had  purchased  the  parts  held  by  Benjamin 
and  Wm.  McKenzie  in  order  to  unite  them  with  his  own.  The  Hon.  Thos. 
Dunn  purchased  the  other  j  in  1787  from  Peter  Geddes,  Sergeant  in  the  Eoyal 
artillery,  then  at  Woolwich,  and  his  wife  Helen  Fulton,  unmairied,  legatee  of 
the  aforesaid  George  Fulton.

YI,  p.  159, — 1817— George  Pozer  pur- 
chased this  privilege  in  1808  from  the  estate  of  William  Grant,  who  took  the 
oath  for  the  fief  in  1781.

St.  Charles  des  Eoohes  or  Les  Grondinbs.  Yol.  Y,  p.  53, — 1781 — Augustin 
Hamelin,  Marie  Bury,  widow  of  Jean  Baptiste  Hamelin,  Louis  Marchand,  Joseph 
Gauvin,  Louis  Trottier,  Franjois  Boisvert,  Eene  Hamelin,  Eustache  Grondines, 
Joseph  Picard  and  Augustin  L'Ain6  were  all  seigniors  and  proprietors  of  this 
fief.  The  Acte  does  not  mention  the  various  mutations  undergone  by  this  fief 
after  1723,  when  Jacques  Hamelin  took  the  oath.     (See  our  Eeport  1884.) 

Saint-Charles  des  Eoohes.  (Les  Grondines.)  YoU  Y,  p,  338, — 1801 — Mathieu 
McNider  purchased  the  several  parts  of  this  fief  as  follows:  in  1792,  from 
Ferdinand  and  Frederic  Hamelin ;  in  1793,  from  Nicolas  Perrin  and  Dame 
Archange  Hamelin.  The  filiation  between  the  aforesaid  Hamelins  mentioned 
in  the  Acte  of  1723  is  not  indicated  in  the  said  Acte.     (See  preceding  abstract.) 

Saint-Charles  (on  the  Chambly  river.)  or  Saint-Fran90is  LeNeuf.  Yol.  Y,  p.  397, — 
1803 — Andrew  Winkelfoss  had  purchased  this  fief  in  the  previous  year  from 
the  Sheriff  of  Montreal,  Edward-William  Gray,  at  a  sale  under  an  execution 
against  Margaret  Hughes,  widow  of  Hon.  James  Walker  who  had  purchased  it  at 
a  judicial  sale  of  the  property  of  Jean  Jennison,  who  took  the  oath  in  1781.  (See 
our  Eeport  1884. 

Saiht-Charles,  (on  the  Chambly  river.)  Vol.  YIII,  p.  78,— 1845— Joseph-Elmire 
Debartzch  wife  of  Lewis-Thomas  Drummond,  Eosalie-Caroline  Debartzch  wife  of 
Samuel  Comwallis  Monk,  Louise-Aurelie  Debartzch  wife  of  Bdouard  Sylvestre 
de  Eottermund,  who  took  the  oath  in  that  year,  inherited  this  fief  from  their 
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father,  Pierre  Dominique  Debartzoh.    The  latter  purchased  at  a  sale  by  the 
Sheriff  of  Montreal  under  an  execution  against  the  goods  of  Andrew  Winklefoss 
who  took  the  oath  in  1803.    {8ee  above^ 
Saint-Charles,  (on  the  Yamaska  river.)    Vol.  V,  p.  107,— 1784— Thomas  Barrow 

?urchased  this  fief  at  a  sale  under  execution  of  the  goods  of  George  Jackson  of 
amaska  at  the  suit  of  Fran^ois-Henrj  and  Pierre-Francois  Thiersant.  The 
Act  does  not  give  the  previous  mutations.  (See  in  our  Report  for  1884  "  Saint- 
Charles,  Vol.  II,  p.  158,-1723.") 

Saint-Charles,  (on  the  Yamaska  river,)  and  Bonsecours.  Vol.  VI,  p.  409,— 
1834— Aim6  Massue  had  purchased  these  two  fiefs  as  follows :  Saint-Charles,  in 
1833,  from  Thomas  James  Barrow  who  took  the  oathjin  1784.  {See  above.  Vol. 
V,  p.  107.)  In  1832  he  purchased  Bonsecours  from  Jane- Ann  Barrow,  of  London, 
daughter  of  the  said  General  Thomas  Barrow. 

Saint-Denis.  (Below  Quebec.)  Vol.  VI,  p.  89,— 1812— Francois  Blanohet  who 
held  \  of  this  fief  in  right  of  his  wife  Catherine-Henry  Juchereau  Duchesnay, 
acquired  the  remaining  |  as  follows :  in  1809,  ^  from  Jean-Baptiste  Juchereau 
Duchesnay,  |  from  Hon.  Gabriel-Blzear  Taschereau  husband  of  Louise-Fran^oise 
Juchereau  Duchesnay,  i  from  Antoine-Louis  Juchereau  Duchesnay,  and,  lastly, 
I-  from  Michel-Louis  Juchereau  Duchesnay  husband  of  Hermine  de  Salaberry. 
The  vendors  were  each  and  all  heirs  of  Hon.  Antoine- Juchereau  Duchesnay, 
(The  Acte  does  not  show  the  previous  mutations  but  simply  gives  the  name  of 
Nicolas  Juchereau  of  St.  Denis  as  first  grantee,  in  1679,  for  and  in  the  name  of 
his  son,  Joseph  Juchereau  of  St.  Denis.) 

Saint-Denis.  (|  of  fief.)  Vol.  V,  p.  12,— 1836— Amable  Dionne  purchased  j\  of 
this  fief  in  1830  from  J.  Gow  Smith,  who  derived  it  from  his  father  Lauchlin 
Smith,  and  -^  from  John  Fraser  ;  lastly  in  1832  he  purchased  ^  from  Joseph 
Ouellet  and  his  wife,  Louise  Esther  Foumel. 

Saintb-Anne,  (Part  of  original  fief.)  Vol.  VI,  p.  192,— 1819— The  Hon.  John  Hale 
purchased  the  fief,  in  that  year,  from  Dlle.  Marie  Anne  de  la  Naudiere.  Charles 
Tarieu  de  la  Naudiere  took  the  oath  for  this  part  of  the  original  fief  of  Saint- 
Anne  in  1781.  (^See  our  Eeport  1884.) 

Sainte-Anne  de  la  PocatiIire.    (See  La.  Pooati^ire.) 

Sainte-Barbe  (A  fief  of  67  arpents  and  2  rods  detached  from  the  Seigniory  of  Aubin 
del'Isle.)  Vol.  V,  p.  61,-1781 — Charles  Doyon  acquired  this  fief  from 
Guillaume  Le  Eoy  and  Marie-Anne  de  I'lsle  his  wife,  and  from  Jean  Bte.  Gatieu 
and  Fran^oise  de  I'lsle  his  wife.  (For  prior  mutations  see  De  l'Islk  in  our 
Eeport  1884.) 

Sainte-Famille  and  Saint-Jean.    (See  Island  of  Orleans^ 

Saint-Franjois  on  river  St.  Francois.  (The  whole  fief  less  JyO  ^^^-  ^  ^  P*  145,— 
1817, — Louis  Prou  acquired  the  greater  part  of  the  fief  from  the  heirs  of  Joseph- 
Lemaitre  in  1817  ;  in  1812  from  Joseph-Antoine  Crevier  de  Saint-Francois  and 
others.  The  Acte  does  not  show  the  mutations  back  to  1723,  when  Jean  Crevier 
de  Saint-Francois  took  the  oath.    (See  our  Eeport  1884.) 

Saint-Francois.  (Fief  on  C6te  Ste.  Genevidve,  Quebec.)  Vol.  V,p.  79,— 1781— Michel 
Hamel  purchased  this  fief  in  1767  from  Jean  Bte.  Petitclerc  and  Marie-Fran coise 
Pr6vost.  The  Acte  states  that  he  had  lost  in  a  fire  the  title  deeds  given  him  by 
the  party  from  whom  he  purchased.  But  a  reference  to  our  Eeport  1884,  Saint- 
Francois,  Vol.  II,  p.  390 — will  show  that  Jean  Bte.  Prevost  took  the  oath  in 
1725.  (See  "  Saint-Francois,  C6te  Ste.  Genevieve,  Quebec,"  in  our  Eeport 
1884.) 

Saint-Francois  le  Nect.    (See  Saint-Charles  on  the  Chambly  river.) 

Saint-Giles.  Vol.  V,  p.  124, — 1784— Alexander  Fraser  acquired  this  fief  from  Louis 
Etienne  Bi^eot  de  Beaurivage  and  Gilles  Bageot  de  Beaurivage,  sons  of  Gilles 
Bageot  de  Beaurivage,  first  grantee,  1739. 

Saint-Gilles.  Vol.  V,  p.  258,— 1822— (This  Acte  is  merely  a  translation  of  another 
written  in  English  at  page  262  of  this  volume.)  Arthur  Davidson  appeared  on 
behalf  of  his  minor  son  Walter,  to  whom  his  maternal  grandfather,  Alexandre 
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Fraser,  had  given  the  fief  in  1791,  with  a  provision  for  entail  if  the  donee  should 
die  before  the  age  of  40  years.     {See  preceding  abstract.) 

Saint-Hyacinthe.  (Vol.  V,  p.  388.— No  date,  bat  probably  in  1802  or  1803— 
Hyacinthe  Marie  Delorme  for  f  and  Pierre-Dominique  Deterge  (Debartzch)  for 
I  of  the  fief.  The  former  derived  the  said  f  from  his  father  Hyacinthe-Simon 
l)elorme  and  his  sister  Marie-Anne  Delorme  wife  of  Claude  Denechaud.  Pierre- 
Dominique  Debartzch  inherited  his  f  from  his  mother  Marie-Joaephte  Delorme, 
daughter  of  the  said  Hyacinthe-Simon  Delorme,  who  purchased  the  fief  in  1753 
from  Pierre  Frangois  de  Bigaud  de  Yaudreuil  who  had  received,  in  1748,  the 
grant  of  a  seigniory  unnamed  along  the  river  Maska  or  Yamaska.  (/Sfee 
Yamaska  in  our  Report  for  1881.)  Hyacinthe  Delorme  doubtless  called  his  fief 
after  his  patron  St.  Hyacinthe. 

Saint  Hyacinthe.  (Part  of  the  Debartzch  seigniory.)  Vol.  VIII,  p.  78, — 1845 — 
Josephte  Elmire  Debartzch,  wife  of  Lewis  Thomas  Drummond,  Eosalie  Caroline 
Debartzch  wife  of  Samuel  Corn wallis  Monk,  Louise  Aurelie  Debartzch  wife  of 
Alexandre  Edouard  Kierskowski  and  Marguerite  CJordelia  Debartzch  wife  of 
Edward  Sylvester  de  Eottermund,  who  appeared  in  that  year,  had  inherited  the 
fief  from  their  father  Dominique  Debartzch  who  took  the  oath  in  1803,  (5ee 
abovej) 

Saint  Jean  Deschaillons.    (See  St.  Ours.) 

Saint  Jean  Port  Joli.  Vol.  VII,  p.  32, — 1829— Catherine  Tarieu  de  la  Naudidre 
obtained  delay  for  six  months. 

Saint  Jean  Port  Joli.  Vol.  VII,  p.  333,— 1832— Catherine  Tarieu  de  la  Naudidre 
was  the  owner  of  ^  this  fief  and  usufructuary  of  the  other  J  as  the  widow  of 
Ignace  Aubert  de  traspd  who  took  the  oath  in  1781.     (See  our  Eeport  1884.) 

Saint  Joseph  et  la  Pointe  au  Foin.  Vol.  VII,  p.  297, — 1831— Charles  Bosse  pur- 
chased the  fief  in  1824  from  Philippe  Isaac  Bernier  who  had  received  it  from 
his  father  Frat9ois  Bernier  who  purchased  it  in  1788  from  Pierre  Bernier  and 
others.  This  Pierre  Bernier  must  have  been  a  descendant'— the  Acte  does  not  say 
it — of  Pierre  Bernier  who  took  the  oath  in  1723.     (See  our  Eeport  1884.) 

Saint  Joseph  or  L'Espinay,  (near  Quebec.)  Vol.  VII,  p.  32,— 1837— Mary  Stewart, 
James  F.  S.  Stewart  and  William  Taylor,  Peter  Short  inherited  this  part  of  the 
fief  from  Peter  Stewart  who  took  the  oath  in  1781.    (See  our  Eeport  1884.) 

Saint  Laurent  and  Saint  Pierre.    (See  Island  of  Orleans.) 

Saint  Michel.  (Part  of  the  fief  situated  beside  that  of  Varennes.  Vol.  V,  p.  249,— 
1798 — Amable  Lemoyne  de  Martigny  purchased  this  part  of  the  fief  from 
Augustin  Messier,  heir  of  his  father  Joseph  Messier  of  St.  Francois  as  to  one 
part  thereof  and  proprietor  by  purchase,  of  the  rest,  from  Dagal  (?)  McDougall. 
In  1754  the  said  Joseph  Messier  purchased  from  Marie  Joseph  Dion,  widow  of 
Francois  Messier, — selling  in  her  own  name  and  in  the  name  of  her  children— 
"  a  small  portion  of  Delorier  island  situated  in  the  seigniory  of  St.  Michel, 
together  with  a  small  share  in  the  said  seigniory.  The  first  grant  of  this  fief 
was  made  in  1672,  to  Jacques  Lemoyne  and  Michel  Messier  of  St.  Michel,  who 
afterwards  divided  the  fief  between  them.  The  date  of  the  partition  is  not  men- 
tioned, "  the  rats  having  gnawed  the  deed." 

Saint-Michel.  (Part  of  the  seigniory.)  Vol.  VII,  p.  366,— 1834— Leger  Launidre 
inherited  the  usufruct  of  a  part  of  this  part  of  the  fief  from  his  mother  Josephte 
Deschenaux,  and  the  property  of  another  portion  of  the  said  part,  from  his  uncle 
Messire  Charles  Joseph  Deschenaux,  cur4  of  Ancienne  Lorette,  brother  of  the 
said  Josephte  Deschenaux  and  eldest  eon  of  Joseph  Brassard  Deschenaux  who 
took  the  oath  in  1781.     (See  our  Eeport  1884  ) 

Saint  Michel.  (A  part  of  the  extension  of  this  fief.)  Vol.  VII,  p.  380,-1834— 
Thomas  Launiere  received  the  usufruct  of  a  part  of  this  part  of  the  fief  from  hia 
mother  Josephte  Deschenaux,  and  the  property  of  the  greater  part  of  the  said 
part,  from  Messire  Charles  Joseph  Deschenaux,  eldest  son  of  Joseph  Brassard 
Deschenaux  mentioned  in  the  preceding  abstract.
